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MAYOR'S  REPORT, 


To  the  ho)wrahle  Board  of  Aldcr7nen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen  : — This  being  the  last  meeting  of  your  hon- 
orable body  before  the  annual  election  of  Aldermen  for  the 
City  shall  occur,  and  the  fiscal  year  having  closed,  it  has 
occurred  to  me  that  it  is  proper  to  present  you  my  annual 
report  as  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Raleigh. 

On  assuming  the  office  of  Mayor  (May  24th,  1882),  I  had 
to  rely  upon  those  connected  with  me  in  the  administration 
of  city  affairs  for  information  and  knowledge  concerning 
the  routine  of  office  duty:  this  information  was  cheerfully 
accorded  me. 

For  legal  advice,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  referring  to, 
and  consulting  with,  your  talented  attorney.  The  office  of 
Mayor,  combining  as  it  does  the  duties  of  Mayor  and  Mag- 
istrate, and  having  during  m.y  administration  many  hard 
cases  to  decide,  but  for  the  advice  received  from  the  city 
attorney  I  should  have  been  greatly  troubled  on  many  legal 
points  raised  by  counsel  who  have  practiced  in  my  courts. 

In  regard  to  my  association  with  aIlih.Q  officers  of  the  city, 
I  will  take  this  occasion  to  say  that  our  business  intercourse 
has  been  very  pleasant,  and  all  who  are  under  my  command 
have  rendered  a  ready  and  willing  compliance  to  all  orders 
received. 

I  congratulate  your  honorable  body  upon  the  present 
prosperous  condition  of  the  city's  finances,  and  I  especially 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  city  scrip  is 
now,  and  has  been  during  the  last  six  months,  at  par.  The 
employees  of  the  city  have  been  enabled  to  cash  their  war- 
rants at  face  values — a  thing  unknown  for  past  years. 
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From  the  annual  statement  of  the  City  Clerk  (the  annual 
report  of  the  Tax  Collector  to  the  Mayor  corresponding 
therewith),  you  will  find  that  the  collection  for  taxes,  tax 
penalties,  and  rent  of  market,  for  the  year,  amount  in  the 
aggregate  to  the  sum  of  $47,114.45,  and  from  same  state- 
ment (Clerks)  the  annual  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and 
the  Chief  of  Police  to  the  Mayor  thereunto  agreeing,  the 
collections  for  licenses,  fines,  sale  of  cemetery  lots,  &c., 
amount  to  $6,257.60,  making  the  sum  total  receipts  during 
the  year, $53,372  05 

From  which,  as  per  vouchers  ex- 
hibited by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  there  has  been 
expended, $39,426  74 

And  paid  by  Tax  Collector  to 
Commissioner  of  Sinking  Fund, 10,805   1>1       50,232    11 


Leaving  a  balance  of, $  3, 1 39  94

And  we  have  now  in  the  treasury,  -         -         $  3,301    11 

The  Treasurer  has  paid  all  warrants  that  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him  for  payment  during  the  last  six  months. 

We  have  a  law  abiding  community,  but  all  cities  are  troub- 
led with  thieves,  desperadoes,  and  a  class  of  idlers  who  are 
always  ready  to  make  mischief  and  break  the  peace  ;  and 
while  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  have  a  small  number  of  such 
named  in  comparison  to  other  cities  of  like  population,  yet 
we  have  a  suf^cient  number  of  them  in  our  midst  to  require 
the  services  of  an  active  and  efficient  police  force.  Our  citi- 
zens require  us  to  furnish  a  reasonable  number  of  policemen 
on  duty  day  and  night,  so  that  they  can  have  protec- 
tion when  needed,  and  they  also  demand  that  you  shall  ap- 
point men  for  such  duty  who  shall  be  fearless  and  vigilant. 
It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state,  that  we  have  a  reasonable  num- 
ber of  policemen  of  siicJi  character  on  duty  day  and  night. 
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and  the  result  of  the  efficient  system  adopted  by  your  Police 
Commission,  and  endorsed  by  your  honorable  body,  is  such 
that  the  morale  of  the  force  has  been  advanced  during  the 
parst  year,  and  I  think  that,  with  the  present  discipline 
enforced,  the  reputation  for  good  conduct,  and  the  reliabil- 
ity of  the  force  for  a  prompt  and  fearless  discharge  of  duty, 
will  be  elevated  to  a  higher  standard   than  even  now  exists. 

From  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  you  will  see  that 
the  force  has  been  engaged  in  investigating  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  city,  and  notwithstanding  this  added  labor, 
they  have  made  during  the  year  eight  hundred  and  fifty-five 
arrests,  and  the  year  has  been  noted  as  one  of  quiet  and 
good  order. 

From  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
you  will  find  that  the  assets  of  this  fund,  in  bonds,  mort- 
gages and  cash,  amount  to  $62,761.12.  The  Commissioner 
has  received  from  all  sources  during  the  year  $13,630.02, 
and  has  expended  for  city  sixes,  mortgages,  market  house 
coupons,  &c.,  the  sum  of  $11,243.13,  and  has  now  on  hand, 
in  cash,  $4,669.12. 

Our  Fire  Department  is  very  well  equipped,  and  the  num- 
ber of  men  reported  for  duty  is  sufficient  for  present  needs. 

From  the  report  of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Health, 
made  for  the  three  years  ending  April  20th,  1883,  for  Ral- 
eigh township  (the  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  town- 
ship being  14,500),  the  number  of  deaths  amount  to  644,  mak- 
ing an  average  of  2.15  per  annum.  This  is  a  very  low  rate, 
being  an  average  of  only  about  14  for  every  1,000  persons. 
There  have  been  no  contagious  diseases  reported  in  the  city 
during  the  past  year,  and  we  can  report  Raleigh  as  a  re- 
markably healthy  city. 

The  streets  of  the  city  have  been  considerably,  and  in 
some  inst2iX\CQS,  perina7iently  improved.  Your  Street  Comit- 
tee,  with  the  approval  of  your  honorable  body,  have  supplied 
the  city  with  some  improved  machines  to  grade  and  repair 
streets,  by  which  a  great  saving  of  labor  and  expense  can  be 
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accomplished,  and  these  machines  have  been  used  very  suc- 
cessfully during  the  past  year. 

From  the  report  of  the  Market  Committee  you  will  find 
that  the  market  building  has  been  painted  and  repaired,  and 
it  now  presents  a  very  comely  appearance.  The  Mayor's 
of^ce  has  been  repaired,  refitted  and  partly  refurnished, 
changing  its  former  untidy  appearance  to  a  handsome  and 
comfortable  hall. 

The  Light  Committee,  having  by  your  assistance  con- 
tracted with  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light  Company  to  furnish 
the  streets  and  market  building  with  gas,  we  now  have  bet- 
ter lighted  streets,  and  complaints  for  better  light  have  en- 
tirely ceased. 

There  has  not  been  any  occasion  for  expenditures  for  re- 
pairs to  the  cemeteries  this  year,  with  the  exception  of  erect- 
ing a  new  front  fence  for  Mount  Hope  Cemetery,  and  the 
Cemetery  Committee,  according  to  the  report  of  their  chair- 
man, have  made  arrangements  for  the  building  of  this  fence, 
which  will  be  completed  at  an  early  day. 

The  Finance  Committee,  by  the  adoption  of  wise  and 
prudent  measures,  endorsed  by  the  approval  of  your  honor- 
able body,  have  so  economized  the  expenditures  of  the  city 
as  to  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  a  suf^cient  amount 
of  funds  to  cash  the  warrants  of  the  city  at  face-values  for 
at  least  six  months  of  the  year  (successively),  and  have  closed 
the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  sufificient  to  meet  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  next  month. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  your 
kind  assistance  in  maintaining  good  order  while  presiding 
over  your  deliberations,  as  it  is  to  the  kind  courtesy  and  good 
will  which  you  have  evinced  towards  your  presiding  officer, 
that  I  attribute  the  good  order,  decorum  and  continued  har- 
mony that  has  prevailed  at  all  the  meetings  of  your  honor- 
able body,  over  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  preside.

The  year  just  ended  has  been,  according  to  the  records, 
one  of  the  most  quiet  in  the  history  of  the  Department. 
This  is  not  only  due  to  the  good  behavior  of  our  people,  but 
also  to  the  discipline  of  the  Police  and  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  they  have  performed  their  respective  duties.  By 
their  diligence  they  have  made  a  great  many  arrests,  and 
have,  no  doubt,  prevented  many  crimes. 

Sanitary  work  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  of  the 
police  force,  and  a  large  portion  of  their  time  in  warm  weather 
has  been  devoted  to  it,  because  of  its  gi'eat  importance  : 
every  member  of  the  force  has  orders  to  give  his  personal 
attention  to  the  duties.  I  have  ordered  inspections  from 
house  to  house  from  time  to  time,  and  they  have  had  a  good 
effect. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  discipline  of  the 
Police  Force  is  excellent,  and  in  the  performance  of  all  du- 
ties imposed  have  given  entire  satisfaction  to  myself. 

I  return  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Police  Commissioners 
my  thanks  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  sustained  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.

REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMITTEE, 


To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  aiid  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Street  Committee  respectfully  beg 
leave,  as  they  retire  from  office,  to  submit  at  this,  the  last 
meeting  of  the  present  Board,  a  short  account  of  their  stew- 
ardship during  the  past  fiscal  year. 

When  we  came  into  office  and  realized  what  was  expected 
of  us — that  we  had  nearly  thirty  miles  of  roadway  averaging 
more  than  forty  feet  in  width  (and  that,  too,  generally  in  a 
bad  condition,  most  of  it  being  either  perfectly  flat,  or  lower 
in  the  middle  than  on  each  side  and  therefore  requiring  to 
be  made  over),  to  keep  in  order — that  there  were  sixty  miles 
of  gutters  to  be  kept  open — that  there  were  innumerable 
culverts  of  stone  and  wood  to  be  seen  after  and  repaired 
when  necessary — that  there  were  a  still  greater  number  of 
foot  and  other  bridges  to  be  preserved  intact — that  there 
were  nearly  a  hundred  public  pumps  to  be  kept  in  working 
order — and  that  there  were,  in  addition  to  all  this,  a  great 
many  other  things  required  of  the  street  department,  e.  g. 
the  removal  of  garbage — when  we  realized  that  we  were  ex- 
pected to  do  all  these  things,  andwitJi  less  than  five  Jnindred' 
dollars  a  month,  we  gave  it  up  as  an  impossibility.  At  the 
same  time,  however,  we  were  of  the  opinion  that  previously 
the  small  amount  of  money  available  had  not  been  employed 
to  the  best  advantage — that  the  labor  had  been  used  in  a 
very  wasteful  and  inefficient  manner,  all  work  upon  the 
streets  having  been  done  by  hand.  Such  being  the  case,  our 
first  object  was  to  effect  a  reform  in  the  methods  of  labor- — 
in  a  word  to  substitute  horse  power  and  machinery  for 
manual  labor.  To  that  end  we  recommended  the  purchase 
by  the  city  of  certain  improved  implements  for  road-mak- 
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ing,  to-wit :  plows  for  loosening  up  the  dirt  to  be  moved,  a 
road-machine  or  scra-pcr  for  shaping  the  drive-way  rapidly 
and  accurately,  a  two-Iiorse  shovel  on  wheels  (in  effect  a 
dump  cart  that  can  be  loaded  by  horse-power  in  a  few  sec- 
onds), for  moving  earth  some  distance,  a  roller  for  packing 
the  made-over  street,  and  a  pair  of  good  mules  to  draw  the 
same.  The  implements  and  the  mules  having  been  obtained, 
the  next  thing  was  to  find  a  man  possessed  of  the  ivill,  as 
well  as  the  ability,  to  use  them.  Such  a  man  we  were  for- 
tunate enough  to  obtain  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Wm.  Z.  Blake, 
who,  endowed  by  nature  with  a  turn  for  mechanics  and  pos- 
sessed of  an  active  and  energetic  disposition,  has  employed 
the  machinery  with  effective  skill,  in  spite  of  the  opposition 
of  the  old  laborers  and  the  cold  water  that  wis  thrown  on 
his  efforts  from  other  sources.  And  in  this  connection  your 
Committee  feel  it  to  be  but  just  to  Mr.  Blake  to  say  that 
the  really  good  work  done  upon  the  streets  in  the  past  twelve 
months  has  been  largely  due  to  his  labors. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  our  anticipations  in  regard  to 
the  machinery  have  not  been  entirely  realized.  We  have 
never  succeeded  in  getting  any  plow — though  we  have  tried 
many  different  patterns — that  would  satisfactorily  break  up 
our  streets  on  account  of  their  intense  hardness  in  dry 
weather,  and  the  fact  that  even  after  a  soaking  rain  they  are 
not  softened  in  many  places  to  a  greater  depth  than  two  or 
three  inches.  We  have,  however,  succeeded  in  improving 
upon  the  old  pick-axe  in  rapidity  of  work,  but  must  acknowl- 
edge that  we  are  still  frequently  compelled  to  call  in  the  aid 
of  that  simple  tool.  Neither  have  we  been  able  to  accom- 
plish as  much  with  the  roller  as  we  at  one  time  hoped,  but  it 
has  nevertheless  been  of  service.  To  be  thoroughly  effective, 
it  should  be  weighted  to  six  or  seven  tons,  which  would  re- 
quire from  twelve  to  sixteen  horses  to  pull,  and  we  have  not 
more  than  half  that  number. 

As  stated  in  the  beginning,  we  found  a  large  majority  of 
the  streets  either  perfectly  flat,  or  lower  in  the  middle  than 
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elsewhere,  and  therefore,  if  o;i  a  declivity,  washing  into  gul- 
lies, or,  if  on  a  level,  becoming  much  softer  in  winter  from 
want  of  drainage  than  they  need  have  been.  An  effort  has 
been  made,  to  the  greatest  extent  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances, to  overcome  these  defects  by  giving  the  roadway 
the  proper  shape  to  enable  it  to  shed  the  rainfall.  As  evi- 
dence of  what  we  have  accomplished  in  this  direction,  we 
point  you  to  parts  of  Person,  Edenton,  Wilmington,  Har- 
gett  and  Martin  streets,  and  to  Salisbury  street  from  Jones 
to  Cabarrus.  A  few  of  these  streets  were  thus  graded  last 
fall,  and  we  were  not  disappointed  in  finding  them  remain 
much  better  in  winter  than  formerly;  and  that  in  the  spring 
they  were,  by  means  of  the  road-machine,  repaired  with 
great  ease  and  celerity  and  put  in  order  for  the  summer. 

Another  reform  attempted  has  been  the  substitution  of 
open  drains  for  culverts  as  far  as  our  means  would  permit, 
and  we  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  nine  or  ten  we 
have  put  down.  You  may  think  an  open  drain  ten  feet  wide 
across  a  street  a  very  small  matter,  but  we  would  respect- 
fully call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  require--  over  forty 
two-horse  loads  of  stone,  besides  a  large  quantity  of  sand, 
all  of  which  has  to  be  hauled  long  distances,  not  to  speak  of 
the  labor  of  quarrying  the  stone,  breaking  it  into  pieces  of 
the  proper  size  and  shape,  and  putting  it  down. 

Some  of  our  citizens  have  objected  to  having  earth  work 
done  upon  the  streets,  insisting  that  what  was  done  should 
be  in  stone  and  of  a  permanent  character,  no  matter  how 
little  it  might  be;  but  if  they  had  thought  a  moment,  they 
would  have  appreciated  the  fact,  that  after  keeping  the  sixty 
miles  of  gutters  and  the  innumerable  culverts  open,  the 
pumps  in  repair  and  the  garbage  even  in  part  removed,  there 
would  not  be  enough  money  left  of  the  insignificant  sum 
allowed  or  available  for  street  purposes  to  pave  one  square  a 
year.  But  we  favored  permanent  street  improvements  also, 
and  to  that  end,  as  the  only  feasible  means  of  accomplishing 
our  object,  we  prepared,  with  the  assistance  of  the  City  At- 
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torney,  and  at  considerable  trouble  had  passed  by  your  honor- 
able body  and  the  legislature,  a  bill  submitting  to  the  peo- 
ple's decision  the  issuing  of  fifty  thousand  dollars'  worth  of 
bonds  for  that  purpose.  The  fate  of  that  bill,  and  especially 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  would  not  have  added  anything 
to  the  taxes,  is  conclusive  proof  that  our  citizens  are  opposed 
to  progress,  in  that  direction,  at  any  rate,  and  leaves  nothing 
more  to  be  said  on  the  subject. 

Your  Committee,  while  acknowledging  the  cordial  support 
and  co-operation  in  the  main  accorded  them  by  the  Board, 
regrets,  or  at  least  its  Chairman  regrets,  that  you  did  not  see 
proper  to  give  your  assent  to  his  plan  of  narrowing  the  road- 
way to  at  most  thirty  feet  by  widening  the  sidewalks ;  so  as 
to  give  room  in  the  latter  for  a  strip  of  grass  and  a  row  of 
trees  with  less  road  to  keep  in  order,  as  he  remains  of  the 
opinion  that  it  would  result  not  only  in  greatly  improved, 
but  also  much  more  beautiful  streets. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  while  we  have  not 
accomplished  as  much  work  as  we  hoped  to  do,  chiefly  from 
want  of  funds,  but  likewise  from  other  causes  which  it  might 
be  invidious  to  mention  at  this  late  day,  still,  we  do  think, 
that  in  correcting  some  abuses,  and  as  pioneers  in  success- 
fully carrying  out  our  principal  object  of  demonstrating  prac- 
tically that  the  street  work  could  be  done  with  machinery 
and  horse-power  much  more  rapidly,  efificiently  and  cheaply 
than  by  hand,  as  heretofore,  our  efforts  have  not  been  in  vain. 

Finally,  the  Chairman  of  your  Committee,  having  posi- 
tively declined  to  permit  his  name  to  be  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  a  re-nomination,  while  he  has  no  complaint 
himself  to  make,  would  like  to  bespeak  of  the  public  for  his 
successor  in  an  of^ce  beset  with  manifold  annoyances  if  the 
incumbent  attempts  to  do  his  duty,  as  well  as  for  the  Street 
Commissioner,  their  charitable  indulgence,  and  to  ask  them 
to  remember  that  for  the  amount  of  taxable  property  within 
its  limits,  our  city  covers  an  immense  area,  that  its  streets 
are  unusually  wide,  that   owing  to  its  indebtedness  a  very 
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small  amount  of  money,  as  compared  with  the  work  to  be 
done,  is  available,  that  clay  roads,  no  matter  how  well  made, 
will  be  bad  in  winter  if  there  is  much  traf-fic  over  them,  and 
that  as  a  business  axiom  it  will  continue  true,  that  you 
cannot  get  a  really  good  thing  without  paying  a  good  price 
for  it.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  COMMISSION. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  4th,  1883. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

At  the  close  of  the  year's  labors,  this  being  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  present  Board,  the  Police  Committee  desire  to 
make  a  brief  report. 

From  the  beginning  of  their  official  life,  your  Committee 
has  endeavored  to  inaugurate  and  maintain  a  stricter  dis- 
cipline, to  raise  the  morale  of  the  police  force,  and  to  instill 
into  policemen  a  proper  appreciation  of  and  pride  in  their 
position  as  custodians  of  the  peace  of  the  city.  To  accom- 
plish this  it  was  considered  aSvisable,  among  other  things, 
to  have  printed  regulations  and  instructions  for  policemen. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  operation  of  this 
system,  and  the  fact  that  policemen  felt  that  they  were  being 
looked  after,  required  to  obey,  and  commended  when  de- 
serving, has  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  force  and 
has  made  them  and  their  office  respected. 

In  this  the  Committee  has  been  ably  assisted  by  the  co- 
operation of  the  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police,  and  no  small 
measure  of  credit  is  due  these  officers  for  what  success  has 
been  attained. 

The  policemen  have  been  faithful,  prompt  and  at  all  times 
obedient  to  orders,  thus  lessening  the  labors  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  we  desire  to  commend  them  for  it.  Believing  there 
can  be  no  more  potent  incentive  to  men  to  discharge  their 
duties  with  zeal  and  faithfulness  than  that  this  faithfulness 
should  entitle  them  to  retain  their  positions,  we  trust  the 
conduct  of  the  policemen  during  the  year  just  past  will  re- 
ceive favorable  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  next  Board. 
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We  will  add,  in  conclusion,  that  while  the  present  Board 
considered  it  impracticable  during  the  past  year  to  move 
the  station-house  from  its  cramped,  uncorhfortable  quarters 
to  some  place  better  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  city,  we  hope 
the  next  Board  will  find  it  in  their  power  to  make  this  change, 
which  is  certainly  to  be  desired.  We  thank  our  fellow 
Aldermen  for  the  kind  support  they  have  given  us.

gage on  real  estate  worth  twice  the  amounts  loaned. 

As  the  term  of  payment  of  the  Market  House  eight  per 
cent,  bonds  comes  nearer  and  nearer,  it  may  be  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  Sinking  Fund  and  of  the  city  that  this  class  of 
bonds  should  be  purchased  by  the  fund,  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  purchase  said 
bonds,  when  offered  in  open  market  at  a  premium,  which 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  City 
Attorney.

To  tJic  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  tlie  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Genti,EMEN: — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  my 
second  annual  report  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

I  shall  ask  your  attention  to  a  brief  review  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  city  government  and  the  conduct  of  municipal 
affairs  during  the  year  just  closed,  referring  you  for  a  full 
and  detailed  account  thereof  to  the  annual  reports  of  the 
city  officers  and  board  committees.  I  congratulate  you 
upon  the  continued  good  condition  of  the  city's  finances. 
By  an  economical  expenditure  of  our  revenue,  you  have 
been  enabled  to  meet  current  expenses  and  have  a  balance 
on  hand  in  the  treasury. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk  you  will  find 
that  we  received  during  the  year  $48,814.31,  and  expended 
$47,228.37,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 

of  $1,585.94- 

Besides  the  ordinary  current  expenses,  we  have  had  this 
year  to  pay  out  for  extra  expenses  as  follows,  to-wit :

Xax  Collector's  Report* 

From  report  made  by  the  Tax  Collector  he  has  received 

this  year. $42,665  03

A  decrease  of  receipts  from  last  year  of  $4,449.42. 

The  Chief  of  PoHce  has  received  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  (see  his  report)  $6,149.28,  being  $108.32  less  than' 
he  received  last  year,  making  the  total  amount  of  decrease 
in  receipts  this  year,  as  compared  with  receipts  of  last  year, 
$4,557.74.  This  decrease  in  receipts  is  due  to  the  reduction 
of  taxes,  with  the  exception  of  $108.32  on  License  Tax. 

Treasurer's  Report. 

We  find  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  he  had  a  cash

We  find  from  the  Clerk's  statement  of  the  Warrant  Ac- 
count that  we  close  the  year  with  $2,343.45  warrants  out- 
standing, and  from  above  statement  of  cash  balance  on  hand, 
we  have  $4,979.90,  being  $2,636.45  more  than  sufficient  to 
redeem  the  outstanding  warrants. 

Report  of  Commissioner  of  Sinking:  Fund. 

From  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund  we  find 
that  he  has  received  this  year  from  the  Tax  Collector  and  from 
interest  on  loans  and  bonds, $10,025   81 

And  paid  out  for  interest  on  Market  House  Bonds,  commissions  and 

salary, 3,917  08 


Making  an  increase  to  the  fund  of.. $  6,108  73 
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City  Clerk's  Report. 

The  minute  and  detailed  account  of  'the  City  Clerk  pre- 
sents in  full  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  dif- 
ferent departments  of  the  city,  and  makes  a  full  statement 
of  the  city's  liabilities  and  assets.  From  his  statement  we 
find  that  the  liabilities  of  the  city  amount  to  $193,636.37 
The  assets, 72,349  75 


Making  the  net  indebtedness  amount  to $121,286  62 

This  shows,  by  comparison  with  the  amount  stated  last 
year  as  the  net  indebtedness  of  the  city,  an  increase  of 
$2,653.41,  which  increase  is  due  to  the  purchase  of  the 
Graded  School  building  for  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

Finance  Committee. 

The  very  excellent  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  sets  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  city. 
The  committee  examined  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  the  city  officers  and  found  them  correct.  The  committee 
have  performed  a  great  deal  of  work  during  the  year,  and 
by  their  counsel  and  recommendations  the  husbandry  of  the 
finances  was  in  a  great  measure  accomplished.  They  have 
examined  all  accounts  against  the  city,  and  are  entitled  to 
the  thanks  of  the  Board  for  their  very  prompt  and  efficient 
services. 

The  committee  suggests  an  amendment  to  sec.  90  of  the 
city  charter,  so  that  the  special  tax  levied  under  that  section 
be  made  payable  not  only  to  the  eight  per  cent,  bonds,  but 
also  to  the  sixes,  thereby  placing  a  larger  fund  at  your  dis- 
posal for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  streets  of  the 
city.     (See  report.) 

Streets. 

From  the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  as  presented 
by  the  Street  Committee,  you  will  find  that  a  great  deal  of 
work  has  been  done  on  the  streets  this  year,  and  that  they 
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are  now  in  much  better  condition  than  they  havf^  been  for 
many  years  past.  The  greater  portion  of  the  labor  expended 
in  this  department  has  been  devoted  to  shaping  and  grading 
the  streets  in  order  to  secure  good  drainage,  and  but  Httle 
permanent  work  has  been  done  besides  the  completion  of 
the  abutments  for  the  bridge  over  Rocky  Branch.  This  was 
a  very  needful  work  ;  it  was  made  of  stone,  in  a  substantial, 
workman-like  manner,  and  is  permanent.  The  Commissioner 
recommends  reducing  the  road  beds  on  Fayetteville,  Halifax 
and  Hillsboro  streets  and  Newbern  avenue  to  fifty  (50)  feet, 
so  that  they  can  be  more  easily  graded  and  shaped,  with  a 
view  of  conveying  the  water  to  the  gutters,  and  that  the 
space  made  by  the  widening  of  the  sidewalks  be  used  for 
the  planting  of  trees  and  other  purposes.  The  Commis- 
sioner reports  the  department  as  well  supplied  with  all 
necessary  implements  for  working  the  streets,  save  a  rock 
crusher,  and  he  recommends  that  the  Board  purchase  a  rock 
crusher  of  great  power  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  that  a 
portion  of  the  street  force  be  kept  constantly  employed 
making  macadamized  road  beds.  For  further  information 
in  regard  to  the  streets  I  refer  you  to  the  very  excellent  re- 
port of  the  Street  Committee. 

Numtoeringf  Houses  and  I^abellingr  the  Streets. 

The  work  of  providing  newly  painted  street  signs  and 
numbering  the  houses  of  the  city  was  accomplished  this 
year,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  of  only  $173.56. 

The  houses  were  numbered  after  the  Philadelphia  system 
of  numbering,  allowing  one  hundred  numbers  to  each  block 
and  26|  feet  to  each  number.  The  line  of  Fayetteville  and 
Halifax  streets  is  the  dividing  line  for  streets  running  east 
and  west,  and  Hillsboro  street  and  Newbern  avenue  the 
dividing  line  for  streets  running  north  and  south. 

Already  our  citizens  are  beginning  to  realize  the  benefit 
of  this  work;  those  citizens  who  reside  off  from  the  regular 
business  thoroughfares  of  the  city  are  now  able  to  inform 
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the  business  men  and  others  of  the  precise  locality  of  their 
residences,  and  the  merchants  are  availing  themselves  of 
this  great  convenience  to  business  men.  When  we  shall 
have  secured  a  free  mail  delivery  for  our  city,  then  the  con- 
venience of  having  the  houses  numbered  will  be  more  fully 
appreciated. 

Parks. 

By  authority  given  us  by  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the 
city  holds  two  squares  to  be  used  as  public  parks — Nash 
Square  and  Moore  Square.  Nash  Square  has  been  for 
some  time  undergoing  a  state  of  improvement  under  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Steinmetz,  the  Florist,  who  has  a  collection 
of  flowers  and  shrubs  growing  on  the  grounds.  He  has 
planted  a  considerable  number  of  trees  on  the  square,  laid 
out  broad  walks  and  wide  avenues,  planted  several  beds  of 
flowers,  which  are  beautifully  located  in  different  sections 
of  the  square.  The  square  is  well  fenced,  and  if  Mr.  Stein- 
metz continues  to  improve  the  square  as  he  has  done  in  the 
past,  it  will  soon  be  a  beautiful  park. 

Moore  Square. 

The  Street  Committee  have  had  the  old  trees  taken  out 
of  Moore  Square.  The  square  has  been  graded,  the  ground 
well  plowed  and  prepared  for  the  cultivation  of  grass  and 
flowers.  Young  trees  have  been  planted  all  around  the 
square,  and  there  is  a  good  fence  around  it.  It  is  now  too 
late  in  the  season  to  plant  other  trees,  and  we  will  have  to 
await  until  another  planting  time  comes  around  before  much 
nriore  can  be  done  in  this  square,  but  then  we  hope  the  .Street 
Committee  will  commence  work  in  due  season,  plant  all  the 
trees  desired,  sow  grass,  set  out  shrubbery,  and  otherwise 
adorn  and  beautify  this  square  so  as  to  make  it  a  beautiful 
park. 

Police  Department. 

As  a  result  of  the  discipline  adopted  by  your  bod}-  and 
enforced  by  the  Police  Commission,  the  Police  Department, 
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as  you  will  see  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Police  Commission,  is  now  in  a  very  efficient  condi- 
tion and  able  to  preserve  good  order  in  the  city.  This 
discipline  has  been  kept  up  throughout  the  year,  and  the 
force  has  by  "  a  proper  appreciation  of  and  pride  in  their 
position  as  custodians  of  the  peace  of  the  city,"  as  evinced 
by  their  general  conduct,  enabled  their  chief  to  report  to  the 
Commission  an  improvement  in  the  general  good  order  of 
the  city,  even  surpassing  the  report  in  this  regard  for  last 
year;  and  last  year  was  reported  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
be,  "  according  to  the  records,  the  most  quiet  year  in  the 
history  of  the  department."  From  the  report  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  the  number  of  arrests  has  been  largely  decreased, 
and  the  infrequency  of  crime  has  been  a  matter  of  general 
remark.  I  congratulate  you  upon  the  reputation  the  city 
has  acquired  for  general  good  order.  No  city  of  like  loca- 
tion and  like  population  can  exhibit  a  better  record  of 
peaceable  and  well  behaved  citizens. 

Cemeteries. 

From  the  report  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  you  will  see 
that  Mount  Hope  (colored)  Cemetery  has  been  newly  fenced, 
and  the  city  cemetery  put  in  good  repair.  The  committee 
report  the  cemeteries  in  better  condition  now  than  for  many 
years  past.  During  the  past  year  the  interments  in  Mount 
Hope  Cemetery  numbered  164;  in  City  Cemetery  58;  total, 
222.     Fur  further  information  see  report  of  committee. 

I^igflits. 

The  Committee  on  Lights  report  a  renewal  of  the  contract 
with  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light  Company  for  four  (4)  years  from 
1st  February,  1884,  at  $12.50  for  each  lamp,  and  the  total 
number  of  street  lamps  now  in  the  city  is  180.  The  com- 
mittee recommend  "the  passage  of  an  ordinance  making  it 
an  offence  to  light  or  extinguish  the  lamps  by  any  person 
not  authorized."  For  further  information  I  refer  you  to 
the  report  of  the  committee. 
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Fire  Department. 

This  department  is  well  equipped  and  has  been  very 
prompt  in  responding  to  all  alarms.  No  fires  of  any  magni- 
tude have  occurred  during  the  year.  The  promptness  and 
activity  of  every  company  in  the  department  in  turning  out 
at  every  alarm,  and  their  early  arrival  at  every  fire  which 
occurred  may  have  been  the  principal  reason  why  we  have 
not  had  any  fires  of  much  consequence.  For  further  in- 
formation see  report  of  Chief  Engineer  of  this  department. 

Market  Building;. 

From  the  report  of  the  Market  House  Committee  you 
will  find  that  but  a  very  small  amount  of  money  has  been 
expended  in  this  department  during  the  year  just  closed. 
A  new  Tax  Collector's  ofifice  has  been  built  and  located  in 
Metropolitan  Hall,  which  is  a  great  convenience  to  the  tax 
payers.  The  committee  make  suggestions  for  needful  im- 
provements.    For  further  information  see  report. 

Department  of  Healtli. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  congratulation   to  our  citizens  that 

we    live  in  such   a   healthy  city.     No  epidemic  infections  or 

contagious  diseases   have   prevailed  in   the  city  during  the 

past  year,  and  the  rate  of  mortality  has  been  only  171    to 

the  1,000.    The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Superintendent 

of  Health  :

Hon.    W.  H.  Dodd,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

My  Dear  Sir  :  I  cheerfully  comply  with  your  request  asking  for  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  in  this  township. 

The  total  number  is  264,  of  whicli  24  were  still-born,  leaving  240,  from  which 
number  we  must  estimate  the  rate  of  mortality  from  the  population  of  last 
census,  which  was  14,000,  making  the  rate  I7y  per  1,000,  or  i.7j^. 

The  form  of  the  death  certificate,  and  the  carelessness  in  filling  them  out, 
renders  it  impossible  to  make  you  a  perfect  and  systematic  report.  I  would 
suggest  that  monthly  reports  be  made,  and  that  the  form  of  burial  permits  be 
changed,  that  the  defect  may  be  remedied.

12  MAYOR  S   REPORT. 

Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  report  from  Dr.  P.  E.  Hines,  attend- 
ing physician  of  Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild. 

This  hospital  was  established  as  a  charity  hospital  for  the 
treatment  of  the  destitute  sick  of  the  city  of  Raleigh.  It 
is  supported  principally  by  subscriptions  of  the  citizens  of 
Raleigh.  One  hundred  and  two  patients  have  been  treated 
since  its  establishment.  It  is  beautifully  located  and  is  a 
great  benefit  to  the  destitute  sick. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  for  the  incoming  Board  to  look 
after  the  Rex  Hospital  fund,  and  ascertain  if  something 
cannot  be  done  by  using  this  fund  either  in  connection  with 
the  Guild  hospital  or  in  some  other  way  towards  relieving 
the  destitute  sick  and  afflicted  of  our  city. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  attending  physician  : 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  igtn,  1884. 
To  His  Honor,  Mayor  W.  H.  Dodd  : 

I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  nth,  asking  for  information  about  the 
Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild,  which  I  should  have  answered  before,  but  have 
not  been  able  to  do  so.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  give  you  the  information  re- 
quested. 

This  hospital  was  opened  by  St.  John's  Guild,  on  Wilmington  street,  in 
November,  1878,  for  the  treatment  of  the  destitute  sick  of  this  city.  Since  that 
time  the  benefits  of  the  hospital  have  been  extended  to  the  destitute  sick  of 
Wake  county.  It  is  a  charity  hospital,  supported  by  subscriptions  principally 
of  the  citizens  of  Raleigh. 

In  May,  1SS2,  the  Guild  purchased  the  late  residence  of  ex-Governor  Charles 
Manly,  and  moved  the  hospital  to  it.  The  house  has  ten  rooms  in  it,  a  large, 
well  shaded  front  and  back  yard  and  a  good  garden,  with  a  fine  well  of  water 
in  the  yard  near  the  house,  (the  well  is  the  gift  of  the  city.) 

The  house  and  premises  are  admirably  adapted  for  a  hospital.  We  have  two 
large  wards,  one  for  males  and  one  for  females  ;  each  can  accommodate  very 
conveniently  eight  patients.  There  are  also  two  excellent  rooms  for  private  pay 
patients,  a  chapel,  dining-room  and  matron's  room,  and  two  rooms  for  nurses 
and  attendants.  Persons  not  citizens  of  Wake  county  are  charged  about  cost 
for  their  board  and  nursing  in  the  wards. 

The  money  lor  the  purchase  of  this  property  was  given  by  the  citizens  of 
Raleigh. 

The  city  furnishes  medicine  to  all  the  patients  who  are  citizens  of  the  city  ; 
others  purchase  their  medicines. 
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The  first  patient  was  admitted  in  the  hospital  December  14,  1878.  Since 
then  up  to  April  igth,  1884,  there  has  been  received  into  the  hospital  for  treat 
ment  one  hundred  and  two  {102)  patients  ;  there  are  in  the  hospital  to-day  five 
(5)  patients.  Since  January,  1883,  there  has  been  twenty-two  (22)  patients  ad- 
mitted. Since  April  1st,  1883,  sixteen  (16)  patients  have  been  admitted.  The 
officers  of  the  hospital  are  :

Public  Schools. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Township 
School  Committee  in  regard  to  the  school  facilities  of  our 
city,  reported  the  necessity  of  providing  a  school  building 
for  the  Centennial  Graded  School.  Upon  the  reception  of 
this  report  you  authorized  your  committee  to  purchase  a 
building,  to  be  owned  by  the  city  and  used  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Centennial  Graded  School,  Your  committee  pur- 
chased the  old  Executive  Mansion  and  about  two  acres  of 
ground;  and  for  further  information  concerning  the  pur- 
chase of  this  building  and  the  further  action  of  the  commit- 
tee, I  refer  you  to  the  detailed  report  of  the  chairman, 
Alderman  G.  Rosenthal.  ' 

Your  honorable  body  having  evinced  such  deep  interest  in 
advancing  the  education  of  the  children  of  our  city,  and 
having  made  so  much  progress  towards  furnishing  the  Cen- 
tennial Graded  School  with  better  facilities  for  conducting 
their  school  in  the  future,  I  deemed  it  a  matter  of  interest 
to  you  to  be  informed  of  the  condition  of  all  the  public 
schools  of  the  city,  and  to  this  end  I  requested  the  chairman 
of  the  Township  School  Committee  to  report  to  your  Board 
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the  number  of  children  taught  in  the  public  schools,  and 
such  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  conduct  and  condition 
of  these  schools  as  he  should  deem  wise  to  report.  He  has 
complied  with  the  request,  and  I  see  that  the  report  is  signed 
by  all  the  members  of  the  committee.  Attached  to  their 
report  is  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Graded  School 
funds,  County  Treasurer  J.  B.  Neathery. 

You  will  ascertain  from  the  report  of  the  Township  Com- 
mittee that  we  have  now  taught  in  the  city  one  white 
school;  number  of  scholars  enrolled,  694;  principal,  I  ; 
teachers,  9. 

Three  colored  schools  in  the  city  and  one  in  Oberlin  ; 
number  of  scholars  enrolled,  1,140;  principals, 4  ;  teachers,  1 1. 
Whole  number  of  scholars  enrolled  in   all  the  schools,  1834. 

These  schools  are  taught  ten  months  and  are  supported 
by  a  tax  of  abont  $11,861.10.     Cost  per  capita,  $6.46. 

For  further  information  I  refer  you  to  the  excellent  and 
detailed  report  of  the  Township  Committee. 

Cyclone  Fund. 

Our  State  was  visited  by  cyclones  this  year.  The  most 
terrible  one,  and  the  one  which  did  the  most  damage,  struck 
the  State  on  the  19th  of  February,  1884,  and  left  death  and 
destruction  behind  it.  This  cyclone  was  most  destructive 
in  the  counties  of  Richmond,  Montgomery,  Randolph,  Wake, 
Johnston,  Harnett  and  Nash.  On  the  22d  of  February  I 
received  a  telegram  from  the  Mayor  of  Rockingham,  Rich- 
mond county,  asking  the  citizens  of  Raleigh  for  help  for  the 
cyclone  sufTerers  in  Rockingham.  I  issued  a  call  for  a  public 
meeting  of  the  citizens.  The  citizens  met  that  night  (22d) 
in  Metropolitan  Hall,  a  considerable  amount  of  money  was 
subscribed,  and  a  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  E.  R. 
Stamps,  Rev.  B.  C.  Phillips,  J.  A.  Jones,  E.  B.  Barbee  and 
J  C.  S.  Lumsden,  were  appointed  to  receive  and  distribute 
contributions  to  cvclone  sufferers  in  North  Carolina.     The 
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committee  received  and  distributed  $1,445.07.     The  follow- 
ing is  the  report  of  the  committee:

All  the  investments  as  above  stated  have  been  made  by 
the  Commissioner,  by  the  advice  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  City  Attorney  and  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  your  Board,  and  are  believed  to  be  well  secured,  and  all 
loans  to  individuals  bear  eight  per  cent,  ifiterest,  and  are 
secured  by  mortgage  on  real  estate  worth  twice  the  amount 
loaned. 

The  loan  of  five  thousand  dollars  to  the  city  of  Raleigh 
was  made  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  under 
the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  and  bears  eight  per  cent, 
interest. 

Again    I    call   attention   to  the   fact  that  as  the  Marke; 
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House  bonds  approach  maturity,  the  price  at  which  they 
sell  in  open  market  will  become  less  and  less,  and  as  the  best 
investment  any  party  can  make  is  to  buy  its  own  paper,  I 
recommend  that  the  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund  be 
authorized  to  purchase  in  open  market  this  class  of  bonds, 
when  it  can  be  done  at  a  premium  which  shall  appear  reason- 
able to  the  Commissioner  and  the  Finance  Committee  of 
your  Board. 

The  amount  of  such  bonds  now  outstanding  against  the 
city  is  forty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (the  Sinking 
Fund  owning  fifteen  hundred  dollars  of  them),  and  they 
mature  July  ist,  1889.

Permit  us  to  suggest  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature, the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  section  90  of  the 
City  Charter  changed  so  that  the  special  tax  authorized  to 
be  levied  under  said  section  be  applicable  not  only  to  the 
eight  per  cent,  bonds,  but  to  the  sixes  as  well.  As  the  law 
now  stands,  the  interest  on  the  sixes,  amounting  to  $7,896 
per  annum  or  about  $50,000  since  these  bonds  were  issued 
six  and  a  half  years  ago,  has  to  be  paid  out  of  the  general 
fund.  This  ought  not  to  be ;  if  proper  provision  were 
made  by  a  special  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal,  not  only  would  the  credit  of  the  city  be  estab- 
lished beyond  question,  but  the  money  now  used  in  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  could  be  expended  in  permanent  improve- 
ment of  the  streets,  in  addition  to  the  sum  now  used  in 
patching  them  up.  This  together  would  give  you  from 
$14,000  to  $16,000  annually,  with  which  a  great  deal  of  good 
could  be  done  to  the  streets. 

A  portion  of  this  special  tax,  however,  should  be  applied 
as  now  for  several  years  to  come,  as  the  income  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  from  its  investments  is  insufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  the  market  house  bonds  and  necessary  expenses. 

The  plan  of  the  present  city  government,  as  well  as  that 
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of  several  of  its  predecessors,  has  been  for  the  Sinking 
Fund  to  carry  a  goodly  amount  of  the  six  per  cent,  bonds, 
thereby  proving  to  our  citizens  that  they  have  faith  in  their 
obligations. 

Prior  to  this  year  the  special  tax  levied  has  been  one 
third  of  one  per  cent;  this  year  only  one  fifth,  the  Board 
having  reduced  it  thirteen  and  one  third  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred dollars. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  neat 
and  business  like  manner  in  which  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  City  Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  Treasurer,  Chief  of  Police 
and  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  kept,  and 
to  thank  you  and  them  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness shown  us  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties.

Raleigh,  April  30th,  1884. 
To  the  Street  Committee  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  this  my  first  report 
of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1884. 

From  the  condition  of  the  streets  and  character  of  the 
work  done  on  them,  I  find  it  impracticable  to  give  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  work  done. 

When  I  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Street  Commissioner 
last  May  I  found  very  many  of  the  streets  in  an  almost  im- 
passable condition,  particularly  those  portions  bordering  on 
the  suburbs  and  off  from  the  main  thoroughfares. 

The  work  done  has  been  that  of  properly  shaping  and 
grading  the  streets  so  as  to  secure  the  best  drainage.  I 
found  many  of  them  lower  in  the  middle  than  on  the  sides 
and  bed  of  the  gutters,  ravines  and  washes  extending  in 
some  instances  for  a  square  or  more  through  the  roadway 
before  the  volume  of  water  causing  them  could  reach  the 
gutters. 

The  whole  time  of  my  force  has  been  devoted  to  the 
proper  grading  of  these  streets,  so  that  water  falling  on  them 
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may  be  gradually  and  evenly  distributed  to  the  gutters  on 
either  side  of  the  street. 

The  streets  are  in  better  condition  at  this  time  than  they 
have  been  for  years,  and  if  the  same  plan  of  working  them 
is  kept  up  through  the  coming  year,  we  will  have  nearly  all 
of  the  streets  in  as  good  condition  as  can  be  secured  for  dirt 
streets  with  our  present  system  of  drainage. 

With  the  exception  of  repairs  to  culverts  and  gutters  the 
only  stone  work  done  during  the  year  has  been  the  comple- 
tion of  the  abutments  for  the  bridge  over  Rocky  Branch. 
This  work  is  very  substantial  and  likely  to  stand  for  a  cen- 
tury. 

I  endorse  the  plan  recommended  by  the  Street  Committee 
preceding  you  for  the  improvement  of  Fayetteville,  Halifax, 
Newbern  and  Hillsboro  streets.  With  a  road  bed  of  seventy- 
five  feet  I  find  it  almost  impossible  to  shape  and  grade 
either  of  these  streets  so  that  water  will  have  easy  access  to 
the  gutters. 

I  recommend  that  the  road-way  of  each  of  these  streets 
be  reduced  to  fifty  feet,  by  widening  the  side  walks  ;  that 
the  space  between  the  present  curb  line  and  new  curb  be 
used  for  the  planting  of  trees  and  other  purposes ;  that 
a  grade  for  the  street  be  established  by  a  competent  engin- 
eer, and  that  open  surface  drains  be  substituted  for  the  cul- 
verts heretofore  constructed  without  regard  to  proper  grade, 
thereby  becoming  the  receptacle  of  much  of  the  filth  and  of- 
fal washed  from  the  streets  and  lots.  By  this  plan  all  wooden 
bridges  and  other  obstructions  over  the  gutters  can  be  dis^ 
pensed  with,  the  streets  kept  clean  and  in  healthy  condition, 
the  convenience  and  comfort  of  pedestrians  and  of  those 
living  and  doing  business  on  the  streets  greatly  enhanced, 
particularly  on  Fayetteville  street.  We  want  work  of  a 
permanent  character,  and  in  my  opinion  this  is  the  starting 
point. 

I  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  rock  crusher  of  great 
power,  and  that  as  large  a  portion   of  the  street  force  as 
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practicable  be  kept  at  work  making  macadamized  road  beds. 
We  may  make  small  progress  at  the  start,  but  I  am  satisfied 
that  as  soon  as  the  benefits  of  the  proposed  changes  are 
realized,  that  speedy  provision  will  be  made  for  macadamizing 
the  principal  thoroughfares. 

Moore  Square  has  been  graded  and  trees  planted  around 
it,  at  a  cost  so  far  of  about  three  hundred  dollars. 

The  average  number  of  hands  employed  on  the  streets  is 
twenty-eight,  including  five  drivers.  We  have  five  horses 
and  three  mules,  worked  to  three  wagons  and  two  carts, 
and  one  horse  to  the  Street  Commissioner's  buggy. 

The  department  is  supplied  with  all  implements  for  work- 
ing the  streets  needed  at  present,  except  a  stone  crusher, 
and  that  I  recommend  be  purchased  as  soon  as  practicable. 

While  very  much  more  might  be  said  on  the  subject,  I 
close  this  report,  with  the  hope  that  the  views  expressed 
coincide  with  those  of  the  committee,  and  that  proper  ac- 
tion be  taken  by  you  and  the  incoming  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  their  execution.

Gentlemen: — The  committee  in  charge  of  the  Police 
Department  respectfully  beg  leave,  as  they  are  now  about  to 
retire  from  office,  to  make  at  this,  the  last  meeting  of  the 
present  Board,  the  following  brief  report : 

The  efficient  system  inaugurated  by  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  last  year  for  the  government  of  the  police 
force  having  been  continued  in  force  this  year,  has  made  the 
duties  of  your  present  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  very 
light,  and  with  very  few  exceptions  they  have  had  but  little 
to  do  further  than  a  mere  superintendence  of  the  depart- 
ment. P'or  this  light  duty  the  committee  is  in  a  great 
measure  indebted  to  the  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police  for  their 
assistance,  and  to  the  police  force  for  their  uniformly  good 
conduct  and  promptness  to  obey  and  carry  out  all  instruc- 
tions given  them. 

The  good  order  maintained  in  the  city  has  been  the  sub- 
ject of  general  remark,  and  although  the  Chief  of  Police 
reported  the  last  year  as  the  most  quiet  in  the  history  of 
the  department,  we  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  the  good 
order  of  the  present  as  surpassing  that  of  last  year. 

The  condition  of  the  station  house  has  been  a  source  of 
great  annoyance  to  the  committee,  and  they  are  of  the 
opinion  that  as  soon  as  practicable  it  should  be  removed  to 
a  more  suitable  locality,  and  to  this  matter  we  call  the 
special  attention  of  our  successors. 

For  a  minute  and  more  fully  detailed  account  of  the 
operations  of  this  department,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  Chief  of  Police.

Of  this  number  330  were  white  and  310  were  colored. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  quiet 
and  orderly  condition  of  our  city  during  the  past  year.  In 
my  last  annual  report  I  stated  that  "the  year  just  ended 
has  been,  according  to  the  records,  one  of  the  most  quiet  in 
the  history  of  the  department."  The  past  year,  however, 
has  even  surpassed  that  year  in  the  general  good  order  and 
peaceable  behavior  of  our  citizens.  The  number  of  arrests 
this  year  as  compared  with  last  year  has  greatly  decreased, 
reaching  in  1883  as  high  as  855,  while  the  present  report 
shows  a  total  of  only  640.  In  fact,  the  infrequency  of  crime 
in  this  city  has  become  a  matter  of  congratulation  among 
our  citizens  as  well  as  a  subject  of  remark  by  visiting 
strangers.

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  A  Idernien  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Since  the  city  has  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Raleigh 
Gas  Light  Company  for  the  Hghting  of  the  lamps  of  the 
city,  the  duties  of  the  committee  have  been  merely  super- 
visory in  their  character.  Under  the  contract  the  care  of 
the  lamps,  their  lighting  and  extinguishing,  all  comes  under 
the  duties  of  the  contractor.  This  contract  was  entered 
into  in  February,  1883,  and  by  a  provision  in  the  contract, 
and  by  express  direction  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  was 
continued  in  force  for  four  years  after  February,  1884,  at 
the  contract  price  of  $12.50  per  annum  for  each  lamp.  We 
regard  this  contract  as  very  favorable  to  the  city. 

The  lights  have  been  generally  satisfactory,  though  occa- 
sionally rain  and  clouds  would  make  a  night  rather  dark 
which  the  calendar  of  the  moon  declared  ought  to  be  light. 

Complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Company  that  unau- 
thorized persons  have  from  time  to  time  lighted  lamps  upon 
nights  and  at  times  that  their  contract  did  not  require  them 
to  be  lighted.  In  our  opinion  the  Board  should  aid  the 
Company  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  making  it  an 
offence  to  light  or  extinguish  the  lamps  by  any  person  not 
authorized,  or  by  any  other  proper  regulation  that  the  Com- 
pany should  desire. 

During  the  year  eight  new  lamps  have  been  put  in  opera- 
tion. The  total  number  of  lamps  now  in  use  is  one  hundred 
and  eighty,  and  the  monthly  expense  for  street  lighting  is 
$187.20.

Gentlemen  :— The  Market  Committee  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  annual  report  to  this  Board,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  a  few  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  market  building.  • 

Tax  Collector's  Office. 

The  Board,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  committee,  ordered 
the  erection  in  Metropolitan  Hall  of  an  office  for  the  Tax 
Collector,  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars. 
This  office,  besides  being  of  great  convenience  to  the  people 
who  have  to  pay  annual  visits  to  the  Collector,  will  be  an 
ornament  to  the  hall,  besides  being  convenient  as  a  com- 
mittee room  for  bodies  assembling  in  the  building. 

Market  Stalls. 

The  Board  also  changed  the  manner  of  leasing  the  market 
stalls  at  the  suggestion  of  the  committee.  The  prices  of 
the  stalls  are  now  fixed  by  the  Market  Committee,  and  the 
occupants  have  the  privilege  of  retaining  those  they  occupy 
at  the  price  named  by  the  committee,  or  of  taking  any 
vacant  stall  at  the  price  fixed  by  the  committee.  We 
deemed  it  a  matter  of  justice  to  the  renters  that  they  should 
have  the  benefit  of  their  efforts  in  building  up  a  trade,  and 
not  have  their  stalls  put  up  annually  to  the  highest  bidder 
as  heretofore.  The  committee  have  fixed  the  rental  price 
of  the  various  stalls,  which  have  heretofore  been  reported  to 
the  Board. 

deeded  Impro-vements. 

If  we  had  the  means  at  our  disposal,  there  are  several  im- 
provements that  the  committee  would  urge  the  Board  to 
make  : 

1st.  The  guard  house  should  be  removed  from  its  present 
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location  and  arranged  with  a  view  to  cleanliness  and  ven- 
tilation. We  have  no  moral  right  to  confine  violators  of 
the  law  in  a  place  that  is  calculated  to  bring  on  disease. 
The  committee  would  suggest  in  this  connection  that  the 
Board  should  at  no  distant  day  erect  a  building  suitable  for 
a  city  prison  and  storage  room  for  the  fire  apparatus,  besides 
providing  halls  for  the  various  fire  companies. 

2d.  The  fire  apparatus  stored  in  the  eastern  end  of  the 
building  should  be  transferred  to  other  quarters  and  the 
market  house  opened  from  street  to  street. 

3d.  The  stalls  in  the  centre  of  the  market  should  all  br 
taken  out  and  those  on  the  sides  enlarged,  so  that  the 
market  may  present  a  better  appearance  and  have  proper 
ventilation.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  your 
consideration  a  report  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department,  and 
in  so  doing,  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  some  im- 
provements which  I  have  made  during  my  term  of  office 
as  Chief  Engineer,  also  such  repairs,  additions  and  further 
improvements  still  necessary  to  put  the  Department  in  first 
class  working  order. 

Xlie  Department 
As  at  present  organized,  is  composed  of  the  following  white 
and  colored  companies  :

All  of  the  above  apparatus  and  other  equipments  of  the 
department  is  the  property  of  the  city,  save  and  except  the 
two  horses  to  the  chemical  engine,  which  are  the  property 
of  the  company.  Also,  the  engine  house  in  which  the 
double  cylinder  engine  is  housed,  was  built  by  Dr.  T.  D. 
Hogg,  and  is  the  property  of  the  company. 

In  addition  to  this  is  the  Rescue  Engine  house,  which  the 
company  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,800,  to  which  the 
city  has  added  a  stable  costing  about  $600. 

The  aggregated  value  of  the  city  property  in  charge  of 
the  fire  department  is  about  $19,000. 

Improvements. 

Among  the  improvements  made  in  the  department  during 
my  management  of  it,  which  have  been  made  at  the  least 
possible  expense  looking  to  the  greatest  good,  perhaps  the 
most  important  one  has  been  the  addition  to  the  Rescue 
Steamer  of  an  automatic  relief  valve,  which  proves  a  great 
help  to  the  pipeman  in  the  direction  of  his  stream  on  a  fire 
and  gives  him  absolute  control  of  the  supply  of  water.  This, 
taking  into  consideration  the  limited  amount  of  water  for 
fire  purposes,  is  exceedingly  beneficial,  as  none  or  very  little 
water  is  wasted. 


40      REPORT    OF    CHIEF    ENGINEER    FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  Bucket,  Ladder  and  Axe  Truck  has  been  remoddled 
and  put  in  condition  to  be  more  successfully  handled  by  the 
men.  Heretofore  it  was  a  stiff  coupled  truck,  necessitating  a 
large  clear  space  in  which  to  turn  around,  now  it  can  be 
turned  in  its  own  length,  and  being  on  springs,  runs  lighter 
and  carries  its  equipment   more  securely. 

To  the  single  cylinder  Chemical  Engine  has  been  attached 
a  hose  reel,  which  adds  very  materially  to  its  working  facil- 
ity, and  makes  less  danger  in  propelling  it,  while  going  to 
and  from  a  'ire.  This  being  a  three-wheeled  machine,  was 
so  constructed  that  the  greater  weight  was  in  rear  of  the  two 
main  wheels,  adding  to  the  trouble  of  starting  or  stopping 
it.  Now  this  weight  has  been  added  over  the  forward  wheel 
and  the  men  tell  me  greatly  improves  its  usefulness. 

I  have  had  one  of  the  large  hose  reel  trucks  of  the  Res- 
cue Steamer  arranged  for  horse  action,  and  now  a  large  sup- 
ply of  hose  can  follow  closely  with  the  engine.  This  has 
proved  a  valuable  improvement  to  this  apparatus. 

All  of  the  companies  are  neatly  uniformed  and  take  great 
pride  in  their  appearance,  and  the  promptness  with  which 
they  attend  fires,  and  the  energy  with  which  they  work 
when  there,  is  the  best  evidence  our  citizens  need  of  the 
ambition  each  company  has  in  its  desire  to  do  the  most 
and  do  it  best  and  quickest. 

Needed  Additions. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  this  Board  to  petition  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  authorize  the  purchase  at  once  the  following 
supplies:  two  dozen  good  rubber  buckets,  two  dozen  good 
lanterns,  half  a  dozen  good  fire  axes,  two  hundred  feet  of 
hose  for  the  Chemical  Engine.  These  articles  are  absolutely 
essential  and  must  be  had  to  keep  the  usefulness  of  the  de-  ' 
partment  from  retrograding. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  would  suggest  the  advisability 
of  purchasing  about  300  feet  of  2-incli  hose,  and  two  dozen 
Sood  rubber  fire  buckets,  to  be  placed  at  the  water  tank  on 
the   cotton   platform.     In  this   respect    I  would  say,  that  I 
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have  had  placed  in  the  shed  underneath  this  water  tank  the 
old  No.  2  Hand  Engine,  which  the  R.  &  G.  R.  R.  Co.  have 
agreed  to  put  in  good  working  order  whenever  such  neces- 
sary hose  shall  be  placed  there  to  make  the  engine  of  use. 
These  things  placed  there  will  add  very  materially  to  the 
protection  of  a  vast  amount  of  real  property,  as  also  to  the 
cotton  which  is  stored  on  the  platform,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
but  that  a  fair  proportion  of  the  cost  of  this  hose  and  the 
buckets  will  cheerfully  be  borne  by  the  Fire  Underwriters 
Association  of  this  city. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  building  of  four  additional  fire 
cisterns,  to  be  located  by  your  Board,  one  in  the  northern 
portion  of  the  city,  one  in  the  southern,  one  on  west  Hills- 
boro  street,  and  one  centrally  located. 
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January  A^tJi,  1883.  ^  false  alarm  was  sounded  and  a 
prompt  response  was  made  by  the  department.  This  alarm 
was  occasioned  by  unusual  lights  appearing  in  the  store 
house  of  J.  C.  Brewster  &  Co. 

August  6th,  1883.  At  7:45  P.  M.,  the  burning  out  of  a 
flue  on  Wilmington  street  caused  an  alarm,  to  which  the 
department  gave  quick  attention,  and  were  ready  for  action, 
although  not  required. 

August  Cjth,  1883.  A  colored  child's  clothes  in  the  old 
Fair  Grounds  caught  fire  and  occasioned  a  cry  of  fire,  but 
no  alarm  was  sounded. 

September  1st,  1883.  A  fire  outside  the  city,  at  the  Peni- 
tentiary, created  much  excitement  on  the  streets,  and  the 
Rescue  and  double  cylinder  Chemical  made  haste  to  reach 
the  burning  quarters.  Although  the  Rescue  could  get  no 
water,  much  valuable  assistance  was  rendered  by  her  men 
to  the  Chemicals,  who  did  good  Vv'ork  and  saved  a  large 
amount  of  property,  which  but  for  their  engine,  would  have 
been  destroyed. 

September  22d,  1883.  An  attempt  to  burn  the  jail  by  a 
lunatic  confined,  caused  an  alarm  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.  The 
fire  was  extinguished  without  aid  of  the  department. 

October  22d,  1883.  The  accidental  setting  fire  to  clothing 
in  a  wardrobe  by  a  lamp  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  girls  at 
St.  Augustine  Normal  School,  caused  an  alarm,  but  the  de- 
partment was  not  needed. 

January  ^th,  1884.  The  gas  house  at  the  Insane  Asylum 
was  discovered  on  fire,  but  little  damage  was  done  and  no 
alarm  was  sounded. 

February  2gth,  1884.  The  clothing  of  a  colored  man, 
sleeping  on  the  floor  in  front  of  a  fire  place  in  a  tenement 
house  caught  fire,  and  running  out  crying  fire  caused  an 
alarm,  which  called  the  department  out  but  not  into  service. 

April  ^th,  1884.  An  alarm  sounded  at  3:30  P.  M.  caused 
by  the  ignition  of  an  old  outhouse  from  sparks  from  the 
smoke  stack  of  the  Shuttle  Block  Factory,  in  Fourth  Divis- 
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ion  called  the  entire  department  out.  While  no  damage  was 
done  at  this  fire  to  property,  an  accident  occurred  which 
resulted  in  the  death  of  one  of  our  most  estimable  citizens, 
Mr.  Jonas  M.  Rosenbaum.  Particular  mention  is  made  of 
this  sad  occurrence  in  the  body  of  my  report. 

In  responding  to  these  alarms  there  has  but  two  accidents 
occurred  to  citizens,  during  a  fire  or  from  the  alarm  being 
sounded.  One  occurred  about  the  first  of  January,  when 
Mr,  W.  A.  Putney,  a  member  of  the  Phoenix  Company,  was 
thrown  from  the  engine  and  considerably  bruised.  The 
other  occurred  early  in  the  month  of  April,  when  the  double- 
cylinder  chemical  engine  ran  over  Jonas  M.  Rosenbaum, 
Esq.,  very  seriously  injuring  him.  This  last  accident  was 
one  much  to  be  regretted,  and  was  wholly  unavoidable  and 
not  attributable  in  any  degree  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
the  driver  of  the  engine.  The  alarm  was  sounded,  and 
promptly  the  horses  were  attached  to  the  engine  and  at  full 
speed  were  bound  for  the  fire.  In  crossing  Fayetteville 
street  crowds  had  gathered  on  all  the  corners,  looking  for 
the  fire,  while  the  crossing  at  Martin  street  was  partially 
obstructed  by  the  hook  and  ladder  truck.  The  chemical 
driver  was  making  the  crossing  under  full  headway  when 
Mr.  Rosenbaum  came  along  the  crossing,  and,  so  soon  as 
observed  by  the  driver  and  others  on  the  engine,  was  called 
to,  as  also  by  those  upon  the  sidewalks,  but  so  closely  was 
the  engine  to  the  crossing  it  was  impossible  to  stay  the  speed 
of  the  horses,  and  the  unfortunate  man  was  run  over.  The 
engine  was  immediately  stopped,  so  soon  as  human  power 
could  do  so,  and  Mr.  Rosenbaum  carried  to  the  nearest 
house  where  he  was  attended  to  by  medical  attendance,  then 
removed  to  his  house.  This  accident  is  greatly  deplored  by 
all  the  firemen,  as  Mr.  Rosenbaum  was  once  a  staunch  mem- 
ber of  Rescue  Company,  where  he  faithfully  served  seven 
years  and  is  now  the  holder  of  a  certificate  to  that  effect, 
and  his  name  is  enrolled  among  the  retired  list  of  Rescue 
Company. 

6 
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The  best  of  feeling  exists  among  the  firemen  of  Raleigh 
and  the  officers  of  the  department. 

Before  closing  my  report  I  must  express  my  perfect  satis- 
faction with  the  officers  of  all  the  companies  and  thanks  for 
the  promptness  with  which  they  have  endeavored  to  carry 
out  all  my  directions. 

To  my  assistant  captains,  T.  L.  Love  and  H.  H.  Roberts, 
are  in  a  great  measure  due  the  improved  condition  of  the 
fire  department.

To  tJie  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldcnnen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen  : — This  being  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  I 
beg  to  report  to  you  the  action  of  the  committee  on  Graded 
School,  which  was  appointed  several  months  since. 

The  City,  as  you  are  aware,  purchased  of  Gov.  T.  J.  Jarvis, 
representing  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  the  Old  Govern, 
or's  Mansion  and  about  two  acres  of  ground  for  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars,  payable  without  interest  on  the  ist  of 
October  next.  Your  committee  had  an  opportunity  to 
borrow  five  thousand  dollars  at  eight  per  cent,  interest,  and 
as  the  Governor  agreed  to  rebate  $5,000  at  the  same  rate 
of  interest,  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  your  committee,  passed  a  resolution  to  borrow  the 
above  sum.  This  was  paid  to  the  Governor  and  the  City 
received  a  credit  of  $5,267.67  upon  its  obligation  for  the 
purchase  money,  leaving  a  balance  of  $4,733.33  to  be  paid 
on  the  date  aforesaid,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the 
incoming  Board  of  Aldermen  will  have  to  make  arrange- 
ments. 

On  examination  of  the  outbuildings  on  the  property  pur- 
chased, it  was  deemed  best  to  sell  them  all  except  one  and 
build  a  new  house  for  the  Janitor.  This  was  done  and  five 
of  the  houses  were  sold  for  the  sum  of  $95.00;  one  of  them 
and  $78.00  in  money  were  paid  for  the  new  Janitor's  house. 

The  fence  around  the  grounds  being  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition,  your  committee  was  authorized  by  you  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals  to  erect  a  new  one  and  have  it  painted. 
The  contract  for  the  paling  and  fence  was  awarded  to  Penny 
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&  Wynne  for  the  sum  of  $44.60  and  the  painting  to  S.  M. 
Parish  for  $37.96.

The  school-house  proper  is  sadly  in  need  of  enlarging  and 
thorough  remodeling,  being  too  small  and  almost  unfit  for 
use.  Under  instructions  from  you,  we  employed  Col.  W.  J. 
Hicks  to  draw  a  plan  and  specifications  for  an  addition  to 
and  remodeling  of  the  building,  and  advertised  for  propo- 
sals. Several  were  received  which  are  now  in  your  posses- 
sion, you  having  concluded — and  very  wisely  we  think — to 
postpone  action  in  the  premises  until  the  new  Board  enters 
upon  its  duties.

APPENDIX. 
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RERORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE,  PRINCI- 
PALS AND  TREASURER. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  A  Idermcn  of  the  City 

of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen  : — As  the  School  Committee  of  Raleigh 
township,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  a  report  of  the 
schools  under  our  supervision. 

'White  Scbool. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  Prof.  A.  J.  McAlpine, 
Principal  of  the  white  Graded  School,  we  have  enrolled  in  this 
school  694  pupils,  with  an  average  attendance  of  485.  It  is 
our  own  opinion,  as  well  as  that  of  many  visitors  of  long  ex- 
perience in  teaching,  that  we  have  in  this  school  a  corps  of  as 
thorough  and  faithful  teachers  as  any  school  can  boa.^t,  and 
that  the  work  that  they  do  is  well  done  is  attested  by  the  stand- 
ing that  our  pupils  secure  in  higher  schools  to  which  they  go. 
The  building  that  we  now  occupy  was  purchased  recently  by 
your  board,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000,  and  a  good  fence  and  other 
needed  outside  improvements  have  been  made,  costing  $58.56 
net.  But  our  great  need  is  to  have  the  building  enlarged 
and  remodeled,  a  work  which  we  confidently  hope  your  suc- 
cessors will  undertake  at  once.  It  is  really  a  matter  of  as- 
tonishment that  so  much  has  been  done  with  the  disadvan- 
tages in  the  building  under  which  the  teachers  have  labored. 
The  plans  for  remodeling  and  enlarging,  submitted  by  Col. 
W.  J.  Hicks,  architect,  if  carried  out  will  give  us  all  we  want 
for  a  long  time  to  come,  and  Raleigh  will  have  .then,  as  it 
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should  have  one  of  the  best  public  school  buildings  in  the 
State.    In  efficiency  we  have  never  been  behind  any  of  them. 

In  the  item  of  expenses,  reported  by  J.  B.  Neathery,  Esq., 
Treasurer,  of  $882.62,  we  have  had  to  pay  for  rent  of  house 
$360,  or  building  a  room  to  Janitor's  house  $50.00.  We  shall 
be  relieved  of  the  $360  per  annum  rent  in  future.  The  pres- 
ent arrangements  of  the  building  make  the  cost  of  heating 
very  heavy,  much  of  which  we  will  avoid  when  building 
is  remodeled. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  remarkable.  Although 
we  have  suffered  in  our  average  attendance  during  the  past 
two  months  by  the  prevalence  of  whooping-cough,  yet  from 
our  large  numbers  there  was  only  one  death  during  the  past 
year,  and  that  from  an  accident  to  one  of  the  boys  during 
vacation  last  summer. 

Colored  Schools. 

Of  these  we  have  three  in  the  city  and  one  at  Oberlin. 
From  their  reports  it  will  be  seen  that  the  enrollment  is 
1,140  and  average  attendance  is  746.  These  schools  are  all 
under  experienced,  faithful  principals  and  teachers,  who  are 
doing  their  work  in  a  way  highly  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  three  years  we  have  purchased  the  build- 
ing and  ground  of  the  Washington  School,  on  West  South 
street,  at  a  cost  of  $2,250;  that  of  the  Garfield  School,  on 
Swain  street,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500,  and  a  good  building  lot  in 
Oberlin,  for  $125.  On  this  we  propose  erecting  a  suitable 
building  this  summer.  Including  the  improvements  and 
furniture  purchased,  the  public  school  property  for  the  col- 
ored is  now  valued  at  $5,000.  Making  the  aggregate  value 
of  Public  School  property  for  Raleigh  Township  $16,000. 

We  have  tried  to  locate  the  schools  where  the  colored 
people  are  most  thickly  settled,  and  have  added  to  their  effi- 
ciency all  that  the  means  at  our  command  would  allow. 
All  the  schools  need  new  and  modern  furniture,  which  we 
hope  to  supply  at  an  early  day. 
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Permit  us  to  say  that  no  distinction  is  made  in  the  city 
between  grades,  length  of  session  or  salary  of  teachers,  be- 
tween the  white  and  colored  schools.  Both  races  have  equal 
facilities  and  same  course  of  study. 

The  special  tax  of  one-tenth  of  one  per  cent,  which  our 
Treasurer  receives  in  addition  to  the  Public  school  tax,  levied 
for  school  purposes,  and  apportioned  to  this  township,  is, 
annually,  about  :

This  amount  is  not  sufificient  for  the  most  economical 
needs  of  the  schools,  and  we  can  only  improve  our  property 
and  furniture  by  shortening  our  sessions,  which,  of  course, 
breaks  into  the  work  and  endangers  the  loss  of  our  teachers. 

It  will  be  seei\that  we  have,  during  the  past  year,  given 
instruction  to  1,834  children  for  ten  months  each,  at  a  cost, 
per  capita,  of  $6.46.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request,  you  will 
find  below  a  brief  sketch  of  our  school. 

The  Centennial  Graded  School  was  opened  on  the  istday 
of  August,  1876. 

During  the  first  term  there  were  enrolled  317  boys  and 
251  girls,  total  568;  and  the  average  daily  attendance  was 
269. 

During  the  current  term,  there  have  been  enrolled  335 
boys  and  359  girls,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  694;  and 
the  average  daily  attendance  has  been  485 — boys  231,  girls 
254. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  teachers  in  the  school  with  their 
salaries  annexed :  '

In  the  school  there  are  (7)  seven  grades,  commencing  with 
the  1st  and  running  up  by  regular  ten  months'  courses  to 
the  7th,  which  is  at  present  the  highest. 

In  the  first,  or  lowest  grade,  there  are  taught  Reading, 
Spelling,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Object  Lessons  and  Drawing. 
Lippincott's  ist  Reader,  the  only   book  which  is  necessary. 

In  the  second  grade  the  same  studies,  on  a  more  advanced 
scale,  using  only  one  book,  Lippincott's  2nd  Reader. 

In  the  third  grade  the  same  studies  are  still  further  pros- 
ecuted and  Geography  is  begun,  no  books  still  being  neces- 
sary except  Lippincott's  3rd  Reader  and  Spencerian  Copy 
Book,  No.  2.  Geography  is  taught  from  outline  maps 
and  the  blackboard. 

In  the  fourth  grade  the  same  studies  are  still  further  car- 
ried on,  and  composition  begun.  Books  used,  Lippincott's 
4th  Reader,  Spencerian  Copy  Book,  No.  3,  and  Swinton's 
Language  Primer.  This  year  the  study  of  Geography  is 
devoted  almost  exclusively  to  North  Carolina. 

In  the  fifth  grade  Grammar  is  introduced  and  the  other 
studies  still  kept  up.  Books  used,  Lippincott's  5th  Reader, 
Spencerian  Copy  Book,  Nos.  4  and  5,  Sanford's  Arithmetic 
and  Reed  &  Kellogg's  Graded  Lessons  on  Grammar. 

In  the  sixth  grade,  History  of  North  Carolina  is  begun 
and  the  former  studies  still  further  carried  on.  Books  used, 
Lippincott's  5th  Reader,  Reed  &  Kellogg's  Higher  Lessons 
and  Moore's  History  of  North  Carolina,  with  Spencerian 
Copy  Books,  Nos.  6  and  7. 

In  the  seventh  grade.  History  of  the  United  States,  Com- 
mercial Arithmetic  and  Bookkeeping  are  begun  and  com- 
pleted, as  well  as  Arithmetic  and  Grammar.  Books  used, 
Lippincott's  6th  Reader,  Crittendon's  Commercial  Arithme- 
tic, Groesbeck's  Bookkeeping  and  Anderson's   History   of 
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the  United  States.     This   course  prepares  pupils  for  active 
business  Hfe. 

There  should  be  another  year's  course  of  study  added  to 
the  curriculum  at  once  for  the  benefit  of  those  now  com- 
pleting the  seventh  grade  and  others  who  may  apply.  In 
this  course  Latin,  Algebra  and  Geometry  should  be  included, 
so  as  to  prepare  for  College.  With  our  building  remodeled 
new  and  complete  furniture  and  two  additional  Teachers, 
the  Centennial  Graded  ought  to  be  the  equal  of  any  school 
in  the  land,  and  would  be  the  boast  of  and  an  ornament  to 
Raleigh.  In  order  to  do  this,  more  funds  should  be  raised 
at  once  if  possible,  so  as  to  resume  by  the  ist  of  September 
next,  fully  equipped  and  run  the  full  ten  months'  course.

Mr.   N.   B.   'RroijgrTON,  Chairman  School  CojHinittee : 

In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  I  will  state  that  the  Johnson 
became  a  public  Graded  School  in  1877,  Col.  A.  W.  Shaffer 
being  then  chairman  of  the  committee. 

The  aggregate  attendance  has  increased  from  year  to 
year.  The  total  enrollment  at  its  last  report  was  333,  the 
average  attendance  213.  The  general  average  for  the  school 
year  thus  far  has  been  191.  The  lowest  average  (in  Sept.) 
v/as  141.     The  highest  (in  February)  was  265. 

The  present  teachers  are :  L.  S.  Dorr,  Principal  and 
teacher  of  Grammar  school,  salary  $50  per  month  ;  B.  B. 
Goins,  2d  Frin.,  teacher  of  2d  year's  grade,  salary  $50  per 
month  ;  Kittie   Ligon,  3d  and   4th   years'  grade,  salary  $40 
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per  month  ;  Sof)hie  A.    Brodie,  Principal's   Assistant,  salary 
$40  per  month. 

The  school  has  always  combined  to  some  extent  the  ad- 
vantages of  high  school  teaching  with  the  studies  in  the 
lower  grades.  Two  students  have  gone  as  Sophomores  and 
one  as  a  Freshman  to  Lincoln  University  from  this  school. 
Also  two  to  the  Theological  department  at  Howard  Uni- 
versity. 

The  studies  pursued  are  those  of  course  prescribed  by  the 
School  Committee  in  all  the  grades  with  Greek  and  Latin  for 
two  boys  now  preparing  for  Lincoln.  The  above  facts  will 
speak  for  the  success  of  the  school  in  one  direction.  I  be- 
lieve it  may  also  be  claimed  that  in  the  ef^ciency  of  its 
teachers  order  and  general  advancement  the  school  has  been 
a  success. 

It  is  our  aim  to  build  up  a  strong  moral  and  religious  in- 
fluence in  the  school  and  while  there  may  have  been  some- 
times disappointment  in  individual  instances,  we  trust  that 
upon  the  whole  some  good  has  been  accomplished  in  this 
particular  to  bear  fruit  hereafter  in  useful,  orderly  and  vir- 
tuous lives.  We  are  are  much  indebted  to  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  for  the  interest  manifested  by  them 
and  for  their  promptness  in  furnishing  according  to  their 
ability  whatever  is  needed  to  promote  the  school  work.  It 
might  also  be  added,  that  from  the  Johnson  school  under 
its  present  principal,  twelve  first  grade  teachers  have  gone 
out.

Dear  Sir  : — I  send   you   this   report   taken   from  the  old 
register,  which  is  as  near  perfect  as  I  can  get. 
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First,  it  was  organized  as  a  public  school  in  1875,  with 
Prof.  W.  R.  Harris  as  Principal,  with  an  aggregate  enroll- 
ment of  loi  scholars.  It  has  made  very  great  progress  since 
its  organization,  numbering  at  present  407  pupils  with  an 
average  of  293.     Its  ofificers  and  teachers  are  :

Three  grades  taught,  from  1st  to  4th  year.  Books  used, 
principally  those  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
Washington  School  is  beautifully  situated  on  South  and 
McDowell  streets,  in  the  central  locality  of  the  colored  peo- 
ple of  the  western  portion  of  the  city.  Our  chief  needs  at 
present  are  better  set  of  furniture  and  heating  apparatus.  ■ 
The  present  committee  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  make 
the  School  a  success. 

I  have  been  a  teacher  in  the  Graded  Schools  of  Raleigh 
for  six  years,  and  no  previous  sessions  have  given  more  gen- 
eral satisfaction  than  the  present,  among  all  classes  gener- 
ally. Looking  at  the  improvements  made  by  these  schools, 
we  can  but  return  thanks  to  our  school  ofificers  and  Board 
of  Education  for  the  interest  manifested  on  their  part  in 
behalf  of  the  youth  of  our  city.

Oarfield  Scliool. 

This  School  was  organized  September  8th,  1879,  ^^""^  ^^^s 
taught  the  first  two  sessions  in  what  is  now  known  as  East 
Raleigh  A.  M.  E.  Church  (col.) 

This  was  a  leaky  hull  of  a  house,  and  was  in  such  a  di- 
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lapidated  condition  that,  in  wet  and  inclement  weather,  it 
was  almost  impossible  to  stay  in  it.  These  circumstances 
led  the  District  School  Committee,  in  the  year  1881,  to  buy 
the  house  formerly  occupied  by  the  Second  Baptist  church 
(white),  on  Swain  street.  This  is  a  good  building,  with  ca- 
pacity sufficient  to  accommodate  perhaps  three  hundred 
pupils.  About  the  ist  of  November,  1881,  the  School  was 
moved  from  the  first  to  the  latter  named  building,  where  it 
has  since  remained.  It  has  continued  to  grow,  the  enroll- 
ment  of  each   session  being  larger  than   the  preceding  one. 

The  first  half  of  the  first  session  was  taught  by  one 
teacher.  The  present  faculty  consists  of  H.  C.  Crosby, 
Principal,  at  a  salary  of  $50.00  per  month;  W.  R.  Hall, 
salary,  $40.00  per  month;  Mary  J.  Iredell,  salary,  $25.00 per 
month  ;   Leonora  T.  Jackson,  salary,  $40.00  per  month. 

The  school  is  divided  into  two  departments,  Primary  and 
Intermediate.  At  the  present  time  there  are  184  in  the 
Primary  Department  and  76  pupils  in  the  Intermediate — 
total  260,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  150. 

The  course  of  study  marked  out  for  the  Graded  Schools 
of  the  city  is  strictly  adhered  to. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  months  the  whooping  cough  has 
interfered  considerably  with  the  attendance,  which  makes 
our  average  less  than  it  ought  to  be.  Nevertheless,  the 
School  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  with  bright  prospects 
for  the  future.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  tlie  City  of  Raleigh : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my 
third  annual  report  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

As  in  former  reports  I  had  the  pleasure  of  congratulating 
the  Aldermen  then  in  ofTfice  upon  the  prosperous  condition 
of  the  finances  of  the  City,  so  also,  in  this  report,  1  have  the 
pleasure  of  extending  to  you,  gentlemen,  my  congratulations 
upon  the  eontiniied  good  condition  of  the  City's  finances 
under  j'onr  administration.  This  continued  good  condition 
is  attributable  to  the  very  careful  and  prudent  policy  in- 
augurated at  the  beginning  of  your  administration  and 
maintained  all  through  the  conduct  of  municipal  affairs 
during  the  present  year  ;  and  it  is  very  pleasant  to  me,  as 
your  chief  executive  officer,  to  state  to  you  now  at  the 
close  of  your  administration,  that  I  knov/  of  no  city  of  like 
population  with  Raleigh  that  can  exhibit  so  prosperous  a 
condition  of  its  finances,  and  I  will  add  so  orderly  and  law 
abiding  a  community  of  citizens. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk,  in  the  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year,  you  will 
find  that  the  general  fund  has  been  so  properly  guarded  and 
husbanded,  as  that  no  inroads  have  been  made  into  it  other 
than  for  necessary  expenses,  except  for  payment  of  judg- 
ments and  suits  against  the  City  and  for  aid  given  to  State 
Exposition  in  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Information 
for  the  benefit  of  strangers  visiting  the  City.

At  no  time  within  our  history  has  the  financial  condition 
of  the  City  been  so  closely  enquired  into  by  our  citizens 
as  has  been  the  case  during  the  present  year.  The  great 
advance  in  new  industries  and  commercial  enterprises  has 
induced  some  of  our  business  men  and  citizens  to  believe 
that  there  is  now  a  great  necessity  for  permanent  street 
improvements  and  for  a  larger  supply  of  water.  And,  as 
improvements  of  this  character  cannot  be  obtained  without 
a  considerable  outlay  of  funds,  enquiries  have  been  made 
concerning  our  financial  condition,  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining if  there  were  sufificient  funds  in  the  Treasury  to 
enable  the  Board  to  make  such  needful  improvements. 

You,  gentlemen,  are  well  aware  that  there  has  been  no 
surplus  fund  in  the  Treasury  during  your  administration 
that  could  have  been  used  for  such  purposes,  and  that  if 
you  had  attempted  such  improvements,  you  would  have 
had  an  increased  debt  of  a  very  considerable  amount  to 
have  reported   at    the   close  of    your  administration.     The 
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resources  of  the  City  for  meeting  the  current  expenses  of 
the  government  depend  solely  upon  the  collection  of 
taxes,  licenses,  fines  and  a  small  collection  of  rents.  The 
collection  from  the  special  tax  of  one-third  of  one  per  cent, 
must  be  devoted  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  our  debt, 
or  our  credit  will  be  injured.  Then  again,  to  keep  our  credit 
from  depreciating,  we  must  pay  the  principal  money  on  our 
bonds  as  it  become  due.  In  order  to  be  able  to  meet  the 
payment  of  this  principal  money,  this  Board  and  several 
preceding  Boards  have  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund  the 
collections  of  the  one-third  of  one  per  cent,  special  tax 
authorized  by  the  Legislature  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  Market  House  Bonds,  and  thus 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  money  has  been  paid  into 
the  Sinking  Fund,  looking  to  the  payment  of  these  Bonds, 
and  we  now  consider  the  Sinking  Fund  for  that  purpose 
as  self-sustaining.  If  we  could  manage  for  a  few  years  longer 
not  to  increase  our  indebtedness  and  continue  the  levy  of 
the  special  tax  of  one-third  of  one  per  cent,  in  the  interest 
of  the  six  percent.  Bonds,  we  would  so  lessen  our  debt  as  to 
be  able  to  incur  a  new  debt  of  sufficient  magnitude  as  to 
supply  the  City  with  a  system  of  water-works,  and  also 
make  some  very  valuable  permanent  street  improvements. 
Such  improvements  are  clearly  of  great  and  vital  impor- 
tance in  the  encouragement  of  instituting  such  enterprises 
and  industries  as  would  build  up  our  City  and  increase  our 
population.  Yet,  up  to  this  time,  the  finances  of  our  City 
have  not  been  sufificiently  above  the  necessary  expenses  of 
the  government  to  invest  in  such  improvements,  and  the 
solution  of  the  question,  as  to  whether  the  City  can  in  the 
near  future  erect  a  system  of  water-works,  or  supply  the 
City  with  water,  and  pave  her  streets,  must  now  be  referred 
to  the  incoming  Board.  The  growing  business  interests 
and  constantly  increasing  population  seem  to  commend  the 
matter  to  favorable  consideration.

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The  Commissioner  reports  the  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
$75,403.90,  which  is  $1,500  more  than  the  amount  reported 
in  the  statement  of  the  City  Clerk.  This  difference  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  of  the  Commissioner  having  $1,500 
in  Market  House  Bonds,  paid  for  by  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
hence  these  Bonds  are  held  as  vouchers  for  money  paid  out, 
and  are  included  in  the  Commissioner's  statement  of  assets. 
The  accounts  of  the  Clerk  reduce  the  bonded  debt  that 
amount  and  gives  the  Commissioner  credit  therefor. 

REPORT  OF  CITY  CLERIC. 

The  report  of  the  City  Clerk  sets  out  in  full  detail  all  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  every  department  of  the 
City  Government.  By  an  examination  of  this  report,  you 
will  find  a  full  statement  of  the  City's  liabilities  and  assets. 
From  this  statement,  we  find  that  the  liabilities 
of  the  City  at  the  close  of  this  administration

From  the  Clerk's  statement,  we  find  that  we  had  out- 
standing warrants  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1884,  amount- 
ing to  $2,343.45.  At  the  close  of  the  present  fiscal  year, 
our  outstanding  warrants  amount  to  $426.77.  By  this  ex- 
hibit we  see  that  this  administration  has  met  all  current 
expenses  promptly,  and  that  the  actual  floating  debt  of  the 
City  at  this  time  is  only  $426.77,  while  we  have  a  balance  in 
the  Treasury  not  only  sufficient  to  pay  that  amount,  but 
also  sufficient  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  govern- 
ment for  some  considerable  time  beyond  the  term  of  the 
present  administration. 
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FINANCE   COMMITTEE. 


The  Finance  Committee  is  the  hard-worked  Committee 
of  the  Board.  Upon  the  members  of  this  Committee  devolve 
the  duty  of  examining  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers 
of  the  City  of^cers;  investigating  all  claims  before  they  are 
presented  to  the  Board  ;  looking  into  all  the  finances  of  the 
City,  and  by  their  counsel  and  recommendation,  presenting 
such  measures  to  the  Board  as  in  their  wisdom  will  best 
protect  the  City's  finances.  They  have  regular  monthly 
meetings  and  perform  a  great  deal  of  work,  reporting  the 
result  of  their  labors  to  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  now,  at  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year,  they  set  forth  in 
their  report,  the  financial  condition  of  the  City.  From  this 
report  you  will  find  that  the  bonded  net  indebtedness,  as 
well  as  the  entire  net  indebtedness,  has  been  considerably 
decreased,  and  that  the  finances  of  the  City  are  in  a  very 
prosperous  condition. 

STREETS. 

The  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner  shows  that  the 
work  on  the  streets  during  the  present  year,  while  not  of  a 
permanent  character,  has  sufficed  to  keep  them  in  good  con- 
dition. The  Commissioner  recommends  the  purchase  of  a 
stone  crusher,  which  is  doubtless  very  much  needed.  He 
also  recommends  the  widening  of  sidewalks  and  the  laying 
of  stone  kerbing  on  Fayetteville  street  between  Morgan 
and  South  streets,  and  that  a  grade  be  established  on  Fay- 
etteville street  by  a  competent  engineer.  These  sugges- 
tions are  worthy  of  favorable  consideration,  and  if  the  in- 
coming Board  should  see  fit  to  adopt  them,  I  think  it  would 
be  but  the  beginning  of  much  permanent  street  improvement. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Police  Commission,  you 
will  find  that  the  Chief  of   Police  reports  an   increase  in  the 
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number  of  arrests  for  this  year  as  compared  with  the  num- 
ber reported  last  year.  This  is  attributable  to  the  many 
public  gatherings  and  public  demonstrations  that  have  oc- 
curred during  the  present  year  ;  and  when  we  consider  the 
large  number  of  strangers  that  have  visited  our  City  and 
the  many  classes  of  people  that  have  assembled  during  the 
year  at  the  political  conventions,  public  speakings,  conven- 
tions of  professional  men,  the  elections.  County,  Congres- 
sional, State  and  National,  the  State  Exposition,  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  inauguration  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  and  other 
State  ofificials,  and  the  public  demonstrations  and  rejoicings, 
we  can  safely  say  that  we  have  had  better  order  than  ever 
before  reported,  and  that  it  is  very  remarkable  that  so  few 
arrests  were  made  and  that  such  good  order  was  maintained. 
The  Commission  commends  the  Police  force  for  their  re- 
markable efficiency  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  Commission  endorses  the  suggestions  made  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  in  regard  to  changing,  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity, the  present  unhealthy  locality  occupied  by  the  City 
as  a  station  house,  and  wherein  prisoners  are  incarcerated. 
I  think  it  would  be  a  wise  economy  to  prepare  comfortable 
as  well  as  healthy  quarters  for  the  incarceration  of  prisoners, 
as  the  expense  incurred  would  not  exceed  the  costs  and 
judgments  in  favor  of  plaintiffs  suing  for  damages  received 
during  their  confinement  in  the  present  unhealthy  prison 
quarters. 

SA  NITARY  DEPA  R  TMEN  T. 

The  beneficial  results  of  the  sanitary  investigation  made 
by  the  Police  force  during  last  summer  is  now  very  appa- 
rent. At  the  beginning  of  the  sanitary  examination  for  this 
season,  the  force  find  the  lots  and  premises  are  in  very  good 
condition,  and  the  citizens  generally  appreciate  the  neces- 
sity of  cleanliness  upon  their  premises,  and  commend  the 
efforts  of  the  government   in    endeavoring  to  promote   the 
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health  of  the  City  by  the  present  system  of   sanitary  inves- 
tigations. 

CEMETERIES. 

The  Committee  on  Cemeteries  report  both  Cemeteries  in 
good  condition.  Interments  during  the  year  have  been  as 
follows  :

Total  number . 237 

Being  an  increase  of    15  interments  on    last    year's  report. 

LIGHTS. 

The  Light  Committee  report  but  little  work  done  in  their 
Department  during  the  year.  As  the  contract  for  lighting 
the  City  is  held  by  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light  Company,  the 
work  of  this  Committee  is  very  light.  They  report  that 
the  lamps  have  not  been  lighted  with  the  regularit}^  desired, 
and  that  the  average  number  of  unlighted  lamps  has  been 
too  large.  They  recommend  that  the  especial  protection  of 
the  lamps  from  injury  be  looked  after  by  the  Police  Depart, 
ment. 

FIRE  DE  PA  R  TMEN  T. 

From  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  this  Department,  we 
learn  that  only  two  fires  of  any  consequence  have  occurred 
during  the  year,  and  they  were  outside  of  the  City  limits. 
The  Department  is  well  equipped  and  composed  of  able- 
bodied  men,  capable  of  active  service,  and  the  Chief  com- 
mends the  members  of  the  Department  for  turning  out 
promptly  at  every  alarm,  and  the  active  duty  performed 
when  occasion  has  required.

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COMMITTEE   ON  MARKETS. 


The  Market  Committee  have  had  but  little  work  before 
them  durinfT  the  present  year.  They  report  that  Metropol- 
itan Hall  was  painted  and  otherwise  improved  in  appearance 
last  Fall,  just  before  the  opening  of  the  State  Exposition. 
They  report  the  needed  repairs  to  the  sidewalk  around  the 
Market  Building  already  begun.  They  make  several  recom- 
mendations for  improvements  to  the  Market  Building, 
which,  if  adopted  and  carried  out,  will  add  to  the  comfort 
of  our  tenants  and  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  citizens  gen- 
erally. 

HOSPITALS. 

I  herewith  transmit  reports  from  Hospitals  located  in 
the  City  : 

HOSPITAL    OF    ST.    .JOHN'S    GUTLi). 

The  report  of  Dr.  P.  E.  Hines,  attending  Ph}-sician  of 
the  Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild,  shows  that  twelve  patients 
from  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  six  from  Raleigh  Township 
have  been  treated  in  this  Hospital  during  the  year,  besides 
other  patients  who  have  been  admitted  for  treatment  from 
other  parts  of  the  State.  The  twelve  patients  from  the 
City  were  destitute  and  u.iable  to  pay  for  board  or  medicines. 
The  Hospital  funished  board  and  treatment,  and  the  City 
furnished  the  medicines.  This  Hospital  is  not  supported 
by  the  City,  but  by  subscriptions  from  citizens — principally 
residents  of  the  City — and  is  a  grent  benefit  to  the  desti- 
tute sick  of  our  community. 

The  following  is  the  report  : 

Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild, 

Raleigh,  April  23d,  1885. 
To  His  Honor,  Mayor  W.  H.  Dodd  : 

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  there 
have   been  twelve  destitute  patients  admitted  into  the  hospital  from  this  City, 
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and  four  patients  from  Raleigh  Township,  and  two  patients  who  paid  for  their 
board,  &c.,  making  a  total  of  eighteen  patients  received  from  this  City  and 
Township  since  my  last  report  of  April  rgth,  1884. 

During  this  period,  there  has  been  one  patient  admitted  into  the  Hospital 
from  each  of  the  following  named  counties,  viz  :  Johnson,  Pitt,  Duplin,  Ire- 
dell, Cumberland,  Vance,  Carteret  and  Franklin.  Two  patients  each  have 
been  received  from  Forsyth  and  Granville  ;  one  from  Duchville,  N.  C. ;  one 
from  Williamston,  Va.,  and  one  stranger,  making  a  total  of  thirty  three 
patients  received  since  last  report.  There  have  been  two  deaths  in  the 
Hospital  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  last  year,  there  were  five  patients 
in  the  Hospital  and  with  the  thirty-three  admitted,  there  have  been  thirty-eight 
patients  treated  during  the  year.  Of  this  number,  twenty-three  have  been  dis- 
charged cured  or  much  unproved  ;  two  died  and  eight  remain  under  treatment. 
All  of  the  patients  not  resident  in  Wake  county  have  paid  for  board,  &c.,  in 
the  Hospital. 

From  December  14th,  1878,  up  to  the  close  of  my  last  report,  there  had 
been  one  hundred  and  two  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital.  Since  then  thirty, 
three  patients  have  been  admitted,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  patients  received  since   the  establishment  of  the  Hospital. 

The  City  has  furnished  medicines  for  all  the  patients  residents  of  the  City, 
and  the  other  patients  have  purchased  them,  or  they  have  been  furnished  by 
kind  friends. 

Through  the  kindness  and  charity  of  many  of  the  good  citizens  of  Raleigh, 
and  of  some  others  in  the  State,  all  the  current  expenses  of  the  Hospital  have 
been  paid,  and  the  house  and  grounds  kept   in  good  repair.

LEONARD    MEDICAIi   HOSPITAL. 

This  Hospital  was  erected  through  the  liberality  of 
Northern  friends,  under  the  management  of  the  "  Leonard 
Medical  School  of  Shaw  University  of  this  City,  and  was 
opened  for  the  reception  of  colored  patients  on  the  loth 
day  of  January,  1885,  and   since  its   opening   four  destitute 
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colored  citizens  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital,  while 
many  others  have  received  medical  advice  from  the  daily 
clinics  of  the  Hospital.  The  City  has  furnished  medicines 
on  prescriptions  from  this  Hospital,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
destitute  sick  of  the  colored  inhabitants  of  the  City.  Be- 
sides the  treatment  given  to  the  citizens,  this  Hospital  has 
also  given  treatment,  to  patients  from  this  county,  and  pro- 
poses to  give  free  of  charge  medical  attendance  and  care  to 
colored  paupers  from  every  county,  provided  the  counties 
will  pay  for  board  and  medicines.  This  Hospital  will  be 
open  from  November  ist  to  April  of  each  year  for  the  re- 
ception of  patients.  The  following  is  a  report  from  the 
resident  physician,  accompanied  by  the  rules  of  government 
and  a  circular  letter  containing  the  history,  general  man- 
agement and  purposes  of  the  establishment  of  the  Hos- 
pital, which  will  be  of  interest  to  our  citizens  :

Dear  Sir  : — Your  nole  of  gth  inst.  requesting  information  in  regard  to  the 
Leonard  Medical  Scliool  Hospital  has  been  received. 

The  Hospital  did  not  open  to  receive  patients  until  January  loth,  1S85,  and 
since  that  time  four  destitute  sick  citizens  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  have  been 
treated  in   the  wards. 

In  addition  to  those  who  have  been  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  many  have  at- 
tended the  clinics  held  daily  in  connection  with  the  Medical  School,  and  at  these 
clinics  have  received  medical  advice  free  of  charge.  Several  patients  from  the 
county  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital, 

The  material  for  the  erection  of  the  Hospital  building  and  furniture  for  the 
same  was  obtained  through  the  liberality  of  Northern  friends.  The  building 
itself  was  erected  under  the  management  of  tiie  Mechanical  Department  of 
Shaw  University, 

For  further  information  concerning  the  history,  general  management  and  aim 
of  the  Hospital,  I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  our  rules 
and  also  to  a  copy  of  a  Circular  Letter  which  we  have  sent   to  the  Superintend- 
ents of  Health  in  the  various  counties  in   the  State.

Dear  Sir  : — A  Hospital  for  colored  people,  under  the  management  of  the 
Leonard  Medical  School,  Shaw  University,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  has  just  been 
erected  and  is  now  open  to  receive  patients. 

The  Hospital  Staff  is  composed  of  the  following  gentlemen  : 

James  McKee,  M.  D.,  Supt.  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Wake  County,  Visiting 
Physician.

Knowing  that  North  Carolina  has  no  Hospital  for  colored  people,  under  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Staff,  this  Circular  is  forwarded,  because  it  is  thought 
probable  that  among  the  inmates  of  the  various  alms-houses  and  other  charita- 
ble public  institutions  in  the  county  there  are  some  who  could  be  so  far  bene- 
fited by  an  operation,  and  by  Hospital  treatment,  as  to  become  self-supporting. 
For  example,  certain  cases  of  blindness  could  have  their  sight  restored  by  an 
operation  ;  again,  certain  crippled  persons  could  be  so  far  benefited  by  an  oper- 
ation as  to  become  able  to  earn  a  livelihood. 

Your  Superintendent  of  Health  would  appreciate  the  advantages  that  a  Hos- 
pital would  offer  to  these  jjatients,  and  would  be  the  proper  person  to  consult 
in  regard  to  ihe  advisability  of  sending  this  class  of  patients  to  the  Hospital. 

For  the  purpose  of  benefiting  the  class  of  patients  n:entioned,  and  to  relieve 
your  county  of  the  burden  of  their  support,  it  has  been  decided  to  open  the 
Hospital  to  such  pauper  patients  from  a  distance  as  could  be  benefited  by 
operative  procedures,  and  to  give  such  patients  free  of  charge  medical  attend- 
ance and  care,  provided  that  your  county  would  assume  the  cost  of  the  trans- 
portation of  said  patients  to  and  from  the  Hospital,  and  pay  for  their  board 
while  in  the  Hospital  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month,  with  the  additional  cost  of 
the  necessary  medicines. 

The  Hospital  will  be  open  from  November  ist  to  April  of  each  year  for  the 
reception  of  patients.  Respectfully,

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RULES  FOR   THE    GOVERNMENT  0¥  THE   LEONARD    MEDICAL   SCHOOL 

HOSPITAL. 

The  resident  physician  with  the  atterttiing  physicians  shall  have  entire  con- 
trol of  the  patients  of  the  Hospital  and  the  direction  of  the  nurses  in  caring 
for  the  sick. 

Genera/  Rules. 

1.  All  medical  and  surgical  attendance  is  gratuitous. 

2.  The  Hospital  is  open  to  the  colored  people  of  the  country. 

3.  No  person  will  be  admitted  into  the  Hospital  suffering  with  a  contagious 
disease. 

4.  All  applications  for  admittance  shall  be  made  to  the  resident  physician. 

5.  Under  the  general  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Medical  Faculty  and 
the  resident  physician,  a  committee  of  ladies  can  be  appointed  to  assist  in 
looking  after  the  bedding,  the  cooking  of  the  food,  providing  Hospital  supplies 
and  caring  for  the  neatness  of  the  beds  and  the  rooms  of  the  Hospital.  The 
ladies  will  visit  the  Hospital  only  at  such  hours  as  the  resident  physician  shall 
direct. 

6.  All  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  will  be  under  the  control  of  the: 
President  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

Nurses. 

1.  Sufficient  nurses  and  employees  shall  be  provided  for  the  Hospital  by  the 
President  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

2.  The  nurses  shall  follow  implicitly  the  instructions  of  the  resident  and 
attending  physicians. 

3.  They  shall  keep  the  Hospital  in  neat  and  perfect  order,  and  shall  have 
finished  the  morning  work  thereof  by  g  o'clock. 

4.  They  shall  not  be  absent  from  the  Hospital  without  the  permission  of  the 
resident  physician. 

Patients. 

1.  All   patients  shall  be  subject   to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Hospital. 

2.  Patients  shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  v\'ithout  the  permission  of  the  resi- 
dent physician,  or  remain  beyond  the  time  specified. 

3.  No  malt  liquors,  wines  or  distilled  spirits  shall  be  bi ought  into  the 
Hospital  without  the  permission  of  the  resident  physician. 

4.  Patients  who  are  able  shall  assist  in  nursing  and  shall  render  such  other 
service  as  the  resident  physician  may  direct. 

5.  All   complaints   shall  be  made  to  the    resident  physician. 

6.  Patients  will  be  required  to  leave  the  Hospital  on  twenty-four  hours' 
notice  from  the  resident  physician,  or  immediately  when  he  shall  order  it  for 
improper  conduct  of  the  patient. 

7.  Neither  paper,  refuse  or  any  other  substance  shall,  under  any  circum- 
stances, be  thrown  upon  the  ground  from  the  windows  or  doors  of  the  Hospital. 
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8.   The  prices  of  admission  of  patients    shall   be    arranged    by  the    resident 

physician,  and  settlement  for  the  same  shall  be  made  at  the  office  of  the  Pres. 

■  ident  of  the  Medical  Faculty.

Visitors. 

1.  Visitors  from  Raleigh  and  vicinity  will  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every 
day  from  3  o'clock  p.  m.  to  5  o'clock  p.  m. 

2.  Visitors  or  friends  from  abroad  will  be  admitted  at  other  hours,   permis- 
sion having  been  obtained  from  the  resident  physician. 

3.  Visitors  will  be  required  to  leave  the  wards  at  any  time  upon  the  request 
of  the  resident  physician. 

4.  All  articles  of  food  or  drink  are  forbidden  to  be  given  to  patients,  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  resident  physician. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  better  system  of  Pub- 
lic Schools  and  school  facilities  in  the  City,  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  through  their  Committee  on  Public  Schools  and 
School  Buildings,  obtained  from  the  State  Legislature, 
Session  of  1885,  an  act  ratified  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
February,  1885,  entitled  "An  act  in  reference  to  Public 
Schools  in  Raleigh  Township."  This  act  provides  for  the 
election  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh 
of  a  committee  consisting  of  six  members,  to  be  divided 
into  three  classes  of  two  each.  The  first  class  to  be  elected 
for  two  years,  the  second  class  for  four  years,  and  the  third 
class  for  six  years  ;  and  when  said  terms  expire,  the  vacan- 
cies to  be  filled  by  the  Boaad  of  Aldermen  for  a  term  of 
six  years,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of 
the  committee.  This  committee  is  to  have  entire  and  exclu- 
sive control  of  the  Public  School  interest  and  property  in 
Raleigh  Township,  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  their 
own  government  and  employ  and  fix  compensation  of  ofifi- 
cers  and  teachers.  In  accordance  with  this  act,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  on  the  6th  day  of  March,  1885,  elected  a 
School  Committee  consisting  of  six  members  and  classed 
as  follows  :

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For  First  Class,  term  two  years — G.  Rosenthal,  Esq.,  and 
Rev.  F.  L.  Reid 

For  Second  Class,  term  four^ars — T.  H.  Briggs,  Jr.,  Esq., 
and  S.  F.  Mordecai,  Esq. 

For   Third   Class,  term   six  years — Dr.  R.  H.  Lewis  and 
N.  B.  Broughton,  Esq. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  committee  dates  from  the  tenth 
day  of  March,  1885. 

The  close  of  the  school  year  was  fixed  for  the  30th  day 
of  June. 

This  committee  now  have  charge  of  the  Public  Schools 
in  Raleigh  Township.  The  gentlemen  composing  the 
committee  are  from  among  our  best  citizens.  They  are 
intelligent,  active,  energetic,  business  men,  and  will  improve 
the  condition  of  our  schools,  make  every  needed  improve- 
ment in  buildings,  and  so  regulate  and  elevate  our  school 
system  as  to  give  every  advantage  in  their  power  to  the 
education  of  the  children 'of  this  City  and  Township.  As 
good  schools  and  the  benefit  of  good  educational  facilities 
will  attract  good  citizens  to  our  City,  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  in  procuring  the  enactment  of  the 
School  Bill  in  reference  to  Public  Schools  in  Raleigh 
Township,  will  result  in  the  best  interest  to  our  City,  and 
increase  our  population. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Principals  of  the  Schools   in   the 
Township,   you  will  find   that  the  enrollment    in    the  white 

School  since  last  April  has  been 751 

And  in  the  four  colored  Schools .    _    1 399 

Making  a  total 2150 

Being  an  increase  since  last  report  of  57  whites,  and  259 
colored;  total  increase,  316.  While  the  enrollment  of 
scholars  has  been  so  large,  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
number  have  been  in  average  attendance  during  the  year, 
owing  principally  to  the  prevalence  of  measles  and  bad 
weather. 
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From  the  report  of  the  former  Chairman  of  the  School 
Committee,  we  find  that  since  last  report  a  school  building 
has  been  erected  in  Oberlin  Village  at  a  cost  of  $1,200. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Committee, 
we  find  that  the  disbursements  for  school  purposes,  from 
May  1st,  1884,  to  April  25th.  1885,  inclusive,  amount  to 
$10,780.28,  of  which  amount,  $2,464.48  was  disbursed  by 
the  new  Committee  as  per  report  of  Thomas  H.-Briggs,  Jr.,. 
Secretary.  The  amount  of  disbursements  this  year,  as  com- 
pared with  amount  disbursed  last  year,  shows  a  decrease  of 
$1,318.52  in  the  amount  expended. 

CHA  R  TER  A  MEN  DM  EN  TS. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  amendments  to  the  City  Char- 
ter, hereunto  annexed,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  obtained 
from  the  last  session  (1885)  of  the  State  Legislature  such 
amendments  as  were  most  needful  to  the  administration  of 
the  City  government.  Among  the  specially  important 
rights  and  privileges  delegated  to  the  Board  by  these 
amendments,  we  mention  the  right  to  provide  for  public 
schools  and  school  facilities  ;  the  authority  to  compel  per- 
sons to  list  property  in  the  name  of  the  real  owner;  to  have 
sidewalks  repaired  ;  to  increase  penalties  and  to  extend  the 
term  of  ofifice  for  Aldermen  to  two  years. 

The  next  Board  of  Aldermen  will  hold  office  for  two 
years  and  will  have  the  advantage  of  preceding  Boards,  by 
having  more  time  to  deliberate  upon  and  adopt  such  ordi- 
nances as  will,  in  their  experience,  as  well  as  wisdom,  be  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  City  Government. 

AMENDE])   ORDINANCES. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  copy  of  all  the  amended 
and  new  ordinances  which  have  been  adopted  during  the 
past  three  years,  including  all  those  which  have  been 
amended  and  adopted  in  accord  with  our  newly  amended 
charter. 
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ELECTION  OF   TAX  COLLECTOR. 

On  the  30th  day  of  May,  1884,  this  administration  was 
called  upon  to  sustain  the  loss,  by  death,  of  one  of  its  most 
faithful  of^cers,  A.  D.  Royster,  Esq.,  the  tax  collector  elect 
for  the  present  term. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  elected  C.  B.  Root,  Esq.,  one  of 
our  most  respected  citizens,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Royster.  Mr.  Root  was  sworn  in  and 
assumed  the  duties  of  the  ofifice  on  the  4th  day  of  June, 
1884,  and  has  ever  since  conducted  its  business  in  a  very  sat- 
isfactory manner  to  all  who  have  transacted  official  business 
with  him.  While  regretting  the  removal  from  our  midst  of 
our  former  faithful  collector,  A.  D.  Royster,  Esq.,  we  con- 
gratulate the  Board  on  the  election  of  so  worthy  a  successor 
and  so  faithful  and  courteous  a  public  servant  as  the  present 
incumbent,  who  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  in  an 
able  and  impartial  manner.

To  the  Street  Committee  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — -The  work  which  has  been  accomplished 
by  the  street  force  of  the  City  during  the  past  year  has  been 
mainly  that  of  keeping  the  streets  in  proper  condition  so  as 
to  facilitate  the  drainage  of  the  City,  and  keeping  them  in 
proper  condition  for  travel.  This  work  alone  requires  the 
constant  attention  of  the  force  under  my  charge,  and  the 
work  done  has  kept  the  streets  in  as  good  condition  as  could 
be  expected  from  the  work  and  money  which  have  been 
expended.  Doubtless  your  committee  will  remember 
that  the  streets   in    the   last   year  or   two   have   given  less 


REPORT   OF   STREET   COMMITTEE.  33 

trouble  to  vehicles  as  well'as  pedestrians  than  in  former  years. 
This  has  been  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  streets  have  been 
so  shaped  by  the  work  done  as  to  secure  an  immediate 
drainage  of  falling  water  to  natural  water  channels. 

Several  of  the  streets  have  been  graded  by  cutting  down 
hills  and  raising  low  places  which  at  the  time  were  duly 
reported  to  the  committee,  and  wherever  this  work  has  been 
done  it  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  streets  and  of  a  per- 
manent nature  in  securing  better  roadways  and  proper 
drainage.  But  a  small  amount  of  stone  work  has  been  done 
during  the  year,  and  what  has  been  accomplished  has  been 
in  repairing  culverts,  streets  and  crossings,  and  wherever 
this  kind  of  work  has  been  done  it  has  been  with  a  view  to 
make  it  as  durable  as  possible. 

Moore  Square  has  during  the  past  year  received  the 
attention  of  the  street  force.  Many  of  the  trees  planted 
last  year  died,  and  have  been  replaced  with  other  trees. 
The  .ground  has  been  broken  up  and  laid  off,  and  hundreds 
of  loads  of  manure  have  been  put  upon  the  square,  and  it 
has  thus  been  prepared  for  grasses  and  flowers,  and  it  is  the 
hope  of  your  Commissioner  that  the  work  on  this  square 
may  be  continued  until  it  shall  be  rendered  pleasant  and 
attractive  to  our  citizens. 

The  street  force  during  the  year  has  consisted  of  19  street 
hands,  3  wagon  drivers,  2  cart  drivers,  i  carpenter,  i  pump 
fixer  and  assistant.  The  City  owns  six  horses  and  three 
mules,  and  all  necessary  implements  and  vehicles  required 
on  the  street  work.  I  again,  however,  refer  to  the  fact  that 
the  City  should  have  in  its  possession  a  stone  crusher,  and 
I  therefore  renew  the  recommendation  made  last  year  that 
one  be  purchased  as  soon  as  practicable.  This  must  be  the 
first  step  towards  permanent  work  on  the  streets. 

I  also  recommend  that  permanent  work  be  commenced 
upon  the  streets,  and  that  the  same  be  continued  as  far  and 
as  fast  as  the  resources  of  the  City  will  permit,  until  the  dif- 
ference between  dirt  and  macadamized  streets  may  be  fully 
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seen  by  our  citizens.  As  soon  as  this  is  seen,  I  am  satisfied 
that  speedy  provision  will  be  made  for  macadamizing  the 
principal  thoroughfares.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  new 
ordinances  recently  adopted  removes  all  the  bridges  and 
other  obstructions  over  the  gutters,  I  recommend  that  a 
grade  be  established  for  Fayetteville  street  by  a  competent 
Engineer,  and  that  the  roadway  be  reduced  to  the  width  of 
fifty  feet  by  widening  the  sidewalks,  and  that  stone  curbing 
be  laid  from  Morgan  to  South  streets  in  accordance  with 
the  grade  established.

Gemtlemen: — We  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing April  20th,  1885  : 

The  printed  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  police  force  in  1882,  and  again  in  1883,  which 
proved  of  great  service  to  the  committee  in  its  efforts  to 
inaugurate  a  stricter  discipline,  as  well  as  in  raising  the 
morale  of  the  force,  were  readopted  by  the  committee,  for 
the  government  of  the  force  during  the  past  year. 

The  total  expenses  of  the  Police  Department  this  year 
have  been  $8,04661.  This  shows  an  increase  in  the  ex- 
penses of  $846.61  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 
This  increase  is  fully  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  extra 
policemen  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  employ  during  the 
month  of  October,  on  account  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Exposition  held  here,  and  a  number  of  special  policemen 
employed  for  night  duty  during  a  short  period  following  the 
Presidential  election  in  November  and  December,  while 
numerous  incendiary  fires  were  occurring  to  an  alarming 
extent  in  different  sections  of  the  State. 

From  the  annual  report  of  your  efificient  and  energetic 
Chief  of  Police,  herewith  submitted,  it  will  be  seen  the  num- 
ber of  arrests  have  been  greater  than  for  the  year  1883, 
attributable,  doubtless,  to  the  large  crowd  attracted  to  the 
City  by  the  Exposition,  and  the  many  extra  public  occa- 
sions during  the  year. 
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We  desire  to  call  your  special  attention  to  the  appropriate 
suggestions  of  the  Chief  of  Police  in  regard  to  the  Station 
House,  and  trust  it  may  soon  be  practicable  to  provide  quar- 
ters in  every  way  suited   to  the  needs  of  the  City. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  mention  particularly  that  under  the 
direction  of  the  Mayor  and  Chief  of  Police,  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  City  has  been  looked  after  v/ith  renewed 
vigilance,  and,  also,  that  special  efforts  have  been  made  to 
i<:eep  peace  and  good  order  on  Sabbath  days,  and  while  it 
may  be  said  that  these  efforts  have  not  been  entirely  suc- 
cessful, they  have  nevertheless  received  the  approbation  of 
all  good  citizens. 

We  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
general  good  conduct  of  all  the  policemen,  and  the  thanks 
of  the  committee  are  due  them  for  the  satisfactory  manner 
in  which  all  their  duties  have  been  performed.  The  safety 
and  peace  of  society,  and  uniform  good  order  enjoyed  by 
our  citizens  during  the  past  year,  is  a  proper  testimonial  of 
their  faithfulness  and  efificiency. 

Permit  us  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  nothing  marks  more  distinctly  the  general 
improvement  in  the  management  of  the  City  government, 
than  the  success  that  has  attended  the  efforts  looking  to  the 
improvement  of  the  Police  Department.

The  number  of  arrests  slightly  exceeds  that  of  the  prece- 
ding year.  This  increase  w^as  caused  by  the  large  number 
of  visitors  to  the  Exposition  and  to  excitement  incidental 
to  a  general  election  and  large  political  gatherings. 

There  has  been  no  serious  crimes  committed  in  this  Police 
5 
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District  during  the  past  year.  The  arrests  reported  for  the 
crimes  of  murder  and  arson  were  those  of  fup-itives  from 
other  sections  of  the  State.

POLICE. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  a  steady  increase  in  the 
efficiency  of  the  Police  Force,  and  cheerfully  commend 
them  for  their  active  and  efficient  discharge  of  every  duty 
that  has  been  imposed  upon  them.  During  the  whole  year 
not  a  charge  has  been  preferred  against  any  member  of  the 
force. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  force,  they  are 
required  to  perform  all  the  sanitary  duties.  A  personal 
inspection  of  every  lot  in  the  City  at  least  once  a  month 
during  the  heated  term  and  frequent  inspections  during  the 
winter  months  have  increased  their  labors  greatly  ;  but  this 
method  of  a  systematic  inspection  from  house  to  house 
through  the  entire  City  has  greatly  promoted  its  cleanliness, 
and  has  awakened  an  interest  in  many  citizens  to  the  neces- 
sity of  their  keeping  their  premises  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

During  the  Exposition  month,  owing  to  the  large  crowds 
of  strangers  stopping  in  the  City,  the  Police  force  was  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  ten  extra  men,  four  of  whom 
were  continued  on  night  duty  during  the  months  of  Novem- 
ber and  December. 
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STA  TION  HOUSE. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  your  attention  was  specially 
directed  to  the  condition  of  the  Station  House,  and  I  now 
repeat  that  it  is  unfit  for  the  incarceration  of  prisoners  and 
cannot,  located  as  it  is  under  ground,  be  properly  ven- 
tilated and  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition.  My  attention 
has  been  called  by  a  Supreme  Court  Judge  in  open  court, 
from  statements  made  to  him,  to  the  necessity  of  the  City 
providing  better  and  healthier  quarters  for  prisoners. 

I  recommend  that  better  quarters  be  provided  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Light  Committee  reports  that  noth- 
ing has  been  done  by  them  in  the  way  of  new  work  with  the 
exception  of  adding  two  new  lamps  to  those  already  in  use. 
The  streets  of  the  City  are  lighted  under  a  contract  with 
the  Raleigh  Gas  Light  Company  entered  into  in  February, 
1883,  for  the  period  of  five  years  at  a  cost  of  $12.50  for  each 
lamp. 

We  have  to  report  that  the  lamps  have  not  been  lighted 
with  the  regularity  your  committee  have  desired,  and  the 
average  number  unlighted  during  the  year  was  much  too 
large  when  compared  with  the  whole  number. 

We  recommend  that  special  attention  be  given  by  the 
Police  Department  to  the  protection  of  the  lamps  from  in- 
jury and  destruction  through  careless  driving  and  the  acts 
of  mischievous  persons. 

The  expenditure  of  $4,252.28  reported  by  the  Clerk  on 
account  of  lights  for  the  year  ending  May  30th  includes  an 
expense  of  $565.90,  which  was  incurred  the  previous  year, 
and  $688.86  incurred  for  lamp  attachments  in  1877;  the 
actual  cost  of  lights,  street  and  buildings  for  the  year  was 
$2,997.52.  •

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — The  Market  Committee  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  annual  report,  as  required  by  the  Board. 

During  the  past  year  your  committee  has  had  very  little 
work  on  their  hands,  and  have  not  asked  for  any  expendi- 
tures by  your  Board  further  than  those  necessary  for  the 
cleanliness  of  the  market. 

Metropolitan  Hall  was  repainted  and  otherwise  very  much 
improved  in  appearance  last  October  by  the  Ford  Opera 
Troupe,  who  leased  the  Hall  during  the  Exposition  month, 
which  was  done  without  any  cost  to  the  City. 

The  Board  several  months  ago  ordered  the  Street  Com- 
mittee to  make  some  needed  repairs  on  the  walk  ways 
around  the  market  building;  but  up  to  this  time  the  work 
has  not  been  completed,  though  the  Street  Commissioner 
is  having  the  stone  prepared  necessary  to  do  the  work. 
This  work  is  very  much  needed  and  we  hope  it  will  be  fin- 
ished at  an  earl}^  date. 

RECOMAIENDA  TIONS. 

We  hope  your  committee  will  be  pardoned  for  making  to 
the  Board  a  few  recommendations,  which  we  think  will  be 
for  the  public  good  ;  most  of  these  have  been  suggested 
heretofore  : 

1st.  We  recommend  that  the  market  be  so  enclosed  that 
it  can  be  heated  and  made  comfortable  in  cold  weather. 

2d.  We  urgently  recommend  to  the  Board  the  necessity 
of  removing  the  Guard  House  from  its  present  location,  and 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  tor  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. 
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3d.  The  fire  apparatus  stored  in  the  eastern  end  of  the 
Market  House  should  be  removed  to  other  quarters  and  the 
market  opened  from  street  to  street. 

4th.  That  the  floor  in  the  Market  House  be  repaired  and 
such  painting  and  whitewashing  done  as  the  Market  Com- 
mittee deem  necessary.

Headquarters  Raleigh  Fire  Department, 
Office  of  Chief  Engineer, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  1885. 

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  City  of  RalcigJi  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  annual  report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  your  Fire  Depart- 
ment, together  with  some  suggestions  for  the  future  im- 
provement of  its  usefulness,  which  after  a  careful  and  dili- 
gent examination  I  deem  expedient  and  necessary.  The 
most  important  perhaps  is  the  building  of  three  cisterns  in 
such  places  as  will  guarantee  their  being  kept  full  of  water 
at  all  times,  to  be  used  for  supplying  the  other  cisterns  with 
water  during  long  continued  droughts,  such  as  last  summer's 
dry  season.  I  have  made  a  very  careful  survey  for  these 
localities  and  find  one  at  the  western  terminus  of  Hargett 
street  where  a  never  failing  spring  can  be  made  the  means 
of  supplying  water  ;  another  built  on  Lane  street  between 
Salisbury  and  McDowell  streets  can  be  kept  full  from  an- 
other spring;  a  third  built  on  Davie  between  East  and 
Bloodworth  can  be  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  water  by 
damming  the  branch  there  which  is  fed  by  two  springs  and 
is  always  running  ^,3  sufficient  water  even  in  the  driest  season 
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to  fill  the  cistern.  These  three  cisterns  can  always  be  used 
in  case  of  fire  and  also  as  supply  cisterns  for  the  others  when 
emptied. 

Another  matter  I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to, 
is  the  housing  of  apparatus.  The  entire  east  end  of  the 
Market  building  has  been  closed  up  to  make  engine  houses 
against  the  protest  of  many  citizens  and  much  to  the  sani- 
tary detriment  of  the  Market.  It  is  also  desirable  to  have 
the  apparatus  now  in  the  East  end  of  the  Market  House 
removed  elsewhere  as  a  protection  to  the  machines.  Now 
and  ever  since  the  apparatus  was  first  placed  there  the  base- 
ments underneath  have  been  used  as  eating  houses  with 
constant  fires  burning,  the  heat  from  which  does  great  dam- 
age to  the  apparatus.  The  ladders  and  running  gear  of  the 
trucks  are  often  so  shrunk  and  dried  out  as  to  require  their 
being  run  out  on  rainy  days  to  prevent  great  damage  to 
them,  while  the  valves  and  pumps  of  the  Hand  Engine  are 
seriously  impaired  by  this  steady  artificial  heat.  An  addi- 
tion to  Rescue  Engine  House  will  obviate  this  to  a  great 
extent.     Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  could   be   housed   there. 

There  is  ample  room  for  both  the  Chemical  Engines  in 
their  Engine  House  on  Wilmington  street.  This  change 
will  certainly  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Market 
and  add  very  materially  to  the  benefit  of  your  Fire  Appa- 
ratus, as  it  will  open  up  the  east  end  of  the  Market  House 
to  better  ventilation. 

Save  in  the  respect  of  proper  house  room,  all  the  appa- 
ratus in  my  charge  is  in  as  good  condition,  reasonable  wear 
and  tear  excepted,  as  when  I  took  charge  of  your  Fire  De- 
partment. The  active  force  of  each  company  remains  about 
as  at  my  last  report,  and  are  always  prompt  and  willing  to 
do  duty  when  called  upon. 

We  have  been  fortunate  indeed  during  the  past  year, 
having  but  twelve  fire  alarms,  of  which  but  two  were  fires 
of  any  magnitude;  both  of  these  were  outside  the  City 
limits  :  one  the  Art  Gallery  of  St.  Mary's  school,  the  other 
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the  barns  of  Mr.  Wm.  Boylan.  One  alarm  was  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  very  destructive  fire  at  the  town  of  Henderson 
when  the  Mayor  of  that  town  called  on  us  for  assistance,, 
and  in  a  very  short  time  men  and  apparatus  were  at  the 
depot  ready  to  start,  w^hen  word  arrived  that  the  fire  was 
under  control. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  that  a  special  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  represent  the  Board  to  confer  with  myself,  assis- 
tants and  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  upon  the  above 
suggestions,  together  with  others,  which,  when  reduced  to  a 
systematic  order,  I  desire  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men for  action. 

Before  closing,  I  would  say  that  I  have  had  the  strong 
support  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  w4iose  prompt- 
ness to  meet  whenever  occasion  demanded  has  always  been 
cheerful.  During  the  past  year  Capt.  John  J.  Fray,  Fire 
Commissioner  from  the  First  Division,  died.  He  was  an 
excellent  and  useful  man  to  this  Department,  and  his  good, 
sound  advice  and  many  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of 
the  Department  and  its  discipline  will  be  missed. 

From  my  Assistant  Engineers  and  Secretary  I  have  had 
much  willing  and  great  help,  and  do  not  know  of  any  better 
officers  than  those  who  have  managed  and  conducted  the 
affairs  of  the  various  companies  during  the  past  year,  so  far 
as  they  have  fallen  within  my  personal  knowledge. 

Trusting  that  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Department 
on  the  20th  of  this  month  may  fully  satisfy  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  with  my  management.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  AND 
BUILDINGS. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  i  85. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen  -. — The  Committee  on  Public  Schools  and 
Public  School  Buildings,  as  you  are  aware,  had  its  origin  by 
reason  of  the  purchase  of  the  Centennial  Graded  School 
Building.  The  necessity  which  caused  the  purchase  of  that 
building,  and  the  repairs  which  were  found  necessary  to  put 
the  building  in  order  for  school  purposes^suggested  the  idea 
that  the  public  schools  of  Raleigh  Township  could  be  more 
efficiently  and  conveniently  conducted  by  the  City  than  by 
the  county  authorities,  as  required  by  the  general  school  law 
of  the  State  ;  hence  your  committee  prepared  and  secured 
the  passage  of  an  act  through  the  last  Legislature  transfer- 
ring the  public  school  interests  of  Raleigh  Township  to  a 
committee  of  six,  to  be  selected  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  Board  selected  Messrs  N.  B.  Broughton,  R.  H.  Lewis, 
S.  F.  Mordecai,  T.  H.  Briggs,  Jr.,  F.  L.  Ried  and  G.  Rosen- 
thal, to  whom  the  exclusive  control  of  public  schools  in 
Raleigh  Township  has  been  committed  by  the  said  act. 

The  money  used  for  the  purchase  of  the  Graded  School 
Building  was  borrowed  by  the  City,  and  is  still  unpaid.  To 
enable  the  City  to  pay  the  said  purchase  money,  the  last 
Legislature  also  passed  an  act  giving  the  Board  power  to  ask 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  to  vote  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  to  enable  the  City  to  pay  for  the  Centennial  Graded 
School  Building  and  to  make  such  repairs  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  put  said  building   in   proper  order.     It    is  the  hope 


/ 
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and  belief  of  the  committee  that  the  appropriation  will  be 
voted  at  the  coming  election. 

To  the  new  School  Committee  has  been  committed,  under 

the  new  act,  most  of  the  matters  which   originally  belonged 

to  this  committee,  and  in  future    only  those   matters  which 

may  be  referred  to  your  committee  can  be  considered  by  it.

REPORT  OF  TOWNSHIP  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  1885. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen  :— For  the  record  of  enrollment  of  pupils  in 
the  Public  Schools  of  Raleigh  Township,  and  of  the  Receipts 
and  Disbursements  of  the  money  for  the  same,  you  are  re- 
spectfully referred  to  the  reports  of  the  Principals  herewith 
and  of  the  County  Treasurer. 

Since  the  last  report  a  school  building  has  been  erected 
in  Oberlin  Village,  in  this  township,  for  the  use  of  the  col- 
ored children,  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  which  cost 
about  $1,200.  It  is  a  good  house  and  makes  a  fine  appear- 
ance and  gives  great  satisfaction  to  the  patrons. 

The  work  in  all  the  schools  has  progressed  very  satisfac- 
torily so  far  as  we  know,  and  the  general  health  of  the 
pupils  has  been  remarkably  good. 

The  new  school  bill,  increasing  the  number  of  Committee- 
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men  and  enlarging  the  powers  of  the  same  going  into  effect 
on  the  loth  day  of  March,  1885,  makes  it  necessary  that  the 
Honorable  Mayor,  who  is  chairman  ex  officio  of  said  com- 
mittee, should  complete  the  report  from  the  schools,  and  to 
his  report  we  beg  leave  to  refer. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  pleasure  that  we  have  received  all

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REPORT  OF   CENTENNIAL   SCHOOL. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  15th,  1885. 
Hon.  W.  H.  DODD,  CJiairinan  School  Committee, 

Raleigh  Township  : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  this  school  for  the  current  term,  which  be- 
gan on  the  8th  day  of  September,  1884.  The  school  opened 
with  253  boys  and  263  girls,  total  516.  During  the  term 
there  have  been  enrolled  366  boys  and  385  girls,  total  751 
There  are  now  belonging  to  the  school  277  boys  and  289 
girls,  total  568.  The  average  daily  attendance  has  been  235 
boys  and  254  girls,  being  a  total  daily  average  of  489.  The  av- 
erage attendance  has  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  prevalence 
of  the  measles,  which  seems  to  have  gone  through  the  school, 
until  there  is  scarcely  any  material  left  for  its  further  pro- 
gress. Otherwise  the  health  of  the  school  has  been  remarka- 
blygood.  There  have  been  three  deaths  during  the  term  ; 
one  from  accident,  one  from  fever,  and  the  other  from  pneu- 
monia. The  great  irregularity  in  attendance  by  the  children, 
at  first  to  attend  the  Exposition,  and  recently  on  account 
of  the  measles,  has  had  the  effect  -to  lower  to  some  extent, 
the  average  grade  of  deportment  of  the  children,  as  well  as 
the  average  grade  of  scholarship,  but  not  to  such  an  extent 
as  was  reasonably  to  be  expected.

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There  are  (7)  seven  grades  in  the  school,  beginning  with 
the  first  and  running  by  regular  ten  months'  courses  to  the 
seventh,  which  is  the  highest. 

In  the  first  or  lowest  grade,  are  taught  Reading,  Spelling, 
Writing  on  Slates,  Arithmetic,  Object  Lessons  and  Draw- 
ing.    The  only  book  used  is  Lippincott's  First  Reader. 

In  the  second  grade  the  same  studies  are  pursued  on  a 
more  advanced  scale,  using  Lippincott's  Second  Reader. 

In  the  third  grade,  in  addition  to  the  same  studies.  Geog- 
raphy is  begun  and  also  Writing  with  pen  and  ink.  Books 
used,  Lippincott's  Third  Reader  and  Spencerian  Copy  Book 
No.  2.  Geography  is  taught  from  outline  maps  and  the 
blackboard. 

In  the  fourth  grade,  the  same  studies  are  pursued  and 
Composition  is  begun.  The  books  used  are  Lippincott's 
Fourth  Reader,  Spencerian  Copy  Book  No.  3,  and  Swinton's 
Language  Primer.  In  this  grade  the  study  of  Geography 
is  devoted  entirely  to  North  Carolina. 

In  the  fifth  grade.  Grammar  is  introduced.  Books  used, 
Lippincott's  Fifth  Reader,  Spencerian  Copy  Book  Nos.  4 
and  5,  Sanford's  Arithmetic  and  Reed  and  Kellogg's  Graded 
Lessons. 

In  the  sixth  grade,  the  History  of  North  Carolina  is  begun. 
Books  used,  Lippincott's  Fifth  Reader,  Whitney's  Essen- 
tials of  English  Grammar,  Moore's  History  of  North  Caro- 
lina, Sanford's  Arithmetic,  and  Spencerian  Copy  Book  Nos, 
6  and  7. 

In  the  seventh  grade.  History  of  the  United  States,  Com- 
mercial Arithmetic  and  Book-keeping  are  begun  and  com- 
pleted, as  well  as  Arithmetic  and  Grammar.  Books  used, 
Lippincott's  Sixth  Reader,  Crittenden's  Commercial  Arith- 
metic, Groesbeck's  Book-keeping  and  Anderson's  History  of 
the  United  States.  This  grade  prepares  pupils  for  active 
business  life.

We  have  had  to  crowd  our  work, 
however,  on  account  of  the  shortening  of  last  year's  term 
and  that  of  this  year,  and  I  see  its  effect  in  the  monthly 
examinations.  Fully  ten  months  are  needed  for  the  suc- 
cessful accomplishment  of  the  work  assigned,  at  least  to  the 
higher  grades,  and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  manage 
when  limited  to  eight  months,  or  even  as  last  year,  to  nine. 
We  shall,  however,  do  what  we  can.

Note. — The   salary  paid   Mr.  J.  W.   Carrington  prior  to 
the  present  month  was  thirty-five  dollars. 
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Sir  : — I  wish  to  say  that  I  found  indifference,  neglect  and 
truancy  extant  when  I  came  to  this  school,  and  it  still  re- 
mains. The  ugliest  figures  in  my  report  are  those  which 
record  the  sad  fact  that  there  have  been  417  children  en- 
rolled, and  an  average  attendance  of  only  274.  After 
making  due  allowance  for  children  that  are  kept  home  on 
account  of  bad  health,  there  remains  far  too  many  who  do 
not  attend  school  regularly.  Absenteeism  from  school  may 
usually  be  traced  to  parental  indifference  or  some  other 
evil  home  influence.  I  mention  this  as  the  cause  for  such 
ugly  figures  in  my  report 

The  school  is  progressing  irrespective  of  the  impediments 
that  I  have  spoken  of.  There  is  a  good  corps  of  teachers 
here  except  your  humble  servant.  I  am  aware  that  upon 
their  ability  depends  the  success  and  character  of  the  school, 
more  than  all  things  else  combined  ;  books,  apparatus, 
school  furniture,  are  all  of  secondary  importance.  But  I 
must  call  your  attention  to  the  seats  in  at  least  three  of  the 
rooms.  They  are  desks  that  have  been  used  in  this  and 
other  buildings  for  a  good  many  years  ;  they  are  weak,  un- 
comfortable and  broken.  I  put  this  in  in  order  that  you 
may  know  about  our  needs. 

I  hope,  sir,  I  have  given  you  the  report  that  you  required 
of  me.     If  I  have  failed  I  shall  be  pleased  to  try  again.

GARFIELD  GRADED  SCHOOL. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  7th,  1885. 

Mayor  W.  H.  DODD,  Cliainuan    TozviisJiip  Coniinittee  : 

Dear  Sir: — From  May  ist,  1884,  to  March  31st,  1885, 
the  Garfield  Graded  School  was  in  session  six  months.  Dur- 
ing that  time  376  pupils  (201  males,  175  females)  were  en- 
rolled, the   average  attendance  being,  males  y6,  females  79, 
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total  155.  We  \\dive  fotir  grades,  each  embracing  one  year's 
course  of  study.  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Arithmetic, 
Drawing  (Freehand),  and  Object  Lessons  are  pursued  in  all 
the  grades.  In  addition  to  these,  Geography  is  taught  in 
the  third  grade,  and  Geography  and  Grammar  in  the  fourth 
grade.  Singing  and  declaiming  form  a  special  feature  in 
each  of  the  four  departments.  Some  attention  is  given  to 
instruction  in  Calisthenics.  The  health  of  the  pupils  has 
been  good,  only  one  (a  little  girl  six  years  old,  a  pupil  of  the 
first  grade,)  having  died  since  May,  1884.  In  the  months  of 
January  and  February,  1885,  a  large  number  of  the  scholars 
were  sick  with  the  measles  :  this,  together  with  very  unfa- 
vorable winter  weather,  made  the  average  attendanec  for  the 
six  months  much  less  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been. 
The  general  deportment  has  been  exceptionally  good.  The 
children  manifested  a  marked  interest  in  their  studies,  and 
their  progress  has  given  satisfaction.  The  school  is  larger 
and  better  than  at  any  previous  session,  yet  there  is  room 
for  improvement.

In  the  first  or  lowest 
grade  there  are  taught  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Print- 
ing, Arithmetic,  Object  Lessons  and  Drawing — new  Na- 
tional First  Reader,  the  only  book  in  use.  In  the  second 
grade  the  same  studies  are  continued  on  a  larger  scale,  using 
only  one  book,  Lippincott's  Second  Reader.  In  the  third 
grade  the  same  studies  are  continued,  and  Geography  is 
begun,  no  books  still  being  used  except  Lippincott's  Third 
Reader,  North  Carolina  Copy  Book  No.  2,  and  Sanford's 
Intermediate  Arithmetic.  Geography  is  principally  taught 
from  the  blackboard.  In  the  fourth  grade  the  same  studies 
are  continued  and  Composition  begun.  Books  used,  Lip- 
pincott's Fourth  Reader,  North  Carolina  Copy  Book  No. 
3,  Sanford's  Intermediate  Arithmetic,  Swinton's  Language 
Primer.  This  year  the  study  of  the  Geography  of  North 
Carolina  and  Wake  county  is  made  a  specialty,  and  Maury's 
Manual  of  Geography  is  begun.  Since  May  ist,  1884,  we 
have  lost  three  of  our  number  by  death,  two  females  and  one 
male.  The  general  deportment  of  the  school  is  number 
one,  and  we  think  that  our  school  will  need  another  teacher 
during  its  next  session.  Also,  we  are  much  indebted  to  the 
committee  for  our  conveniently  arranged  building.  But  we 
are  still  in  need  of  maps  and  a  globe.  The  moral  and  relig- 
ious influence  of  the  school  is  worthy  of  praise.  Looking 
at  the  improvement  of  the  school  during  its  present  ses- 
sion, we  can  but  feel  that  Oberlin  Graded  School  has  already 
been  a  success.

eighty-one  of  The  Code,  shall  be  entitled-  to  charge  two 
and  one-half  per  cent,  commission  on   the  amount  of  sales, 
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unless  otherwise  agreed  between  him  and  the  owner  of  the 
goods  sold,  and  every  person  who  cries  or  sells  goods  at  auc- 
tion shall  be  considered  an  auctioneer:  Provided,  that  this 
section  shall  not,  for  five  years  from  the  ratification  of  this 
act,  apply  to  auctioneers  of  tobacco  at  tobacco  warehouses 
licensed  by  the  United  States  government."

CHAPTER  I.

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appeal  he  shall  have  the  right  in  his  chair  to  assign  his  rea- 
sons for  his  decision,  and  any  member  of  the  board  may 
state  the  grounds  of  his  appeal.  The  Mayor  shall  appoint 
all  committees,  except  where  the  board  shall  otherwise 
order.  He  may,  when  present,  substitute  any  member  of 
the  board  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  such  sub- 
stitution shall  not  extend  beyond  adjournment,  except 
by  special  consent  of  the   board  of  aldermen."

The  committee  shall 
report  to  the  board  on  the  last  Friday  night  of  April  in 
each  year  the  condition  of  all  the  buildings  owned  by  the  city. 

"  The  school  committee  shall  enquire  into  and  report  upon 
all  matters  in  reference  to  public  schools  which  shall  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  board  of  aldermen."

And  if  any  owner  or  lessee  of  lands 
in  the  city  of  Raleigh  be  a  non-resident  of  Wake  county^ 
then  the  chief  of  police  shall  issue  a  notice  to  him  or  his 
agent  to  repair  his  sidewalks  in  said  city,  and  on  failure  to 
do  so  after  twenty  days'  notice  by  the  chief  of  police,  or  if 
personal  notice  cannot  be  served  on  the  owner  or  agent, 
then  after  the  publication  of  a  notice  by  the  chief  of  police 
for  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  calling  on  the  owner  to  make  such  repairs,  the 
board  of  aldermen  may  cause  such  repairs  to  be  made  at 
the  expense  of  the  person  in  default,  and  if  said  expense  be 
not  paid  by  said  person  in  default  within  six  months  after 
the  completion  of  the  repairs,  such  lot  may  be  sold,  or 
enough  of  the  same  to  pay  such  expenses  and  costs,  under 
the  sam.e  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions,  rights  of 
redemptions  and  savings,  as  are  prescribed  in  the  Charter  of 
the  city  of  Raleigh  for  the  sale  of  land  for  unpaid  taxes. 

Sec.  45.   If  any  person  shall   set  free  any  rabbit,    fox  or 
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other  animal  in  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  for  the 
purpose  of  having  a  race,  he  shall  be  fined  upon  conviction 
ten  dollars.

That  we  shall  cherish  with  feelings  of 
peculiar  tenderness  the  memory  of  his  name  and  virtues, 
teaching  as  they  do  the  story  of  a  life  without  fear  and 
without  reproach. 

Resolved  further,  That  we  tender  to  the  family  and  relatives 
of  the  deceased  our  sincere  sympathy. 

Resolved  further,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  this  board,  that  the  city  papers  be  requested 
to  publish  the  same,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased.

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MAYOR'S  REPORT. 


Mayor's  Office, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Baleigh- 
Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  my 
fourth  annual  report  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

We  have  cause  to  congratulate  our  citizens  upon  the  consider- 
able progress  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  establishment 
of  business  enterprises  and  industries  in  our  city,  and  it  is 
very  gratifying  and  encouraging  to  know  that  all  that  have 
been  established  are  now  in  successful  operation. 

While  we  have  not  yet  had  what  might  be  termed  very 
large  enterprises  put  into  operation,  yet  all  are  well  estab- 
lished, and  we  predict  that  the  whistle  of  the  engine,  the 
working  of  the  machinery  and  the  manufacture  of  raw  mate- 
rial into  articles  of  commerce  by  those  already  established  will 
tend  to  the  establishment  of  many  more  such  enterprises  in 
our  city.  Even  small  industries  operated  in  our  city  will 
build  us  up  if  we  can  only  have  a  large  number  of  them — 
for  we  know  that  very  many  small  cities  and  towns  have  grown 
into  great  importance  as  trading  centres  from  the  operations 
of  a  multiplicity  of  small  industries.  If  we  should  not  suc- 
ceed in  advancing  to  a  rivalry  with  some  of  the  large  trading 
centres  of  our  country,  we  may  by  encouraging  the  establish- 
ment of  business  enterprises,  enable  the  laborer  to  get  good 
wages,  the  merchant  and  professional  man  to  do  profitable  busi- 
ness, and  so  encourage  all  classes  of  our  citizens  to  'such  ac- 
tive and  honest  efforts  to  advance  the  prosperity  of  the  city 
as  will  earn  for  us  the  reputation  of  honest  and  industrious 
citizens,  seeking  the  public  good.  Such  citizens  no  commu- 
nity would  be  ashamed  of,  and  every  citizen  of  such  a  com- 
munity would  be  proud  of  his  city,  "as  no  one  can  love  that 
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of  which  he  is  ashamed;  so  it  is  impossible  not  to  regard 
with  affection  the  community  of  which  we  are  proud  to  be 
members;  even  the  very  humblest  citizen  appropriates  to  him- 
self a  portion  of  the  reputation  which  belongs  to  his  city/' 
As  our  citizens  have  made  a  fair  beginning  in  the  establish- 
ment of  business  enterprises  such  as  will  tend  to  advance  the 
prosperity  of  our  city,  they  will  look  to  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men for  some  protection  of  their  interests;  and  as  the  duty 
of  advancing  the  prosperity  of  your  city  and  of  improving  it 
in  every  way  needful  to  meet  the  wants  and  comforts  of  its 
citizens  commensurate  with  the  means  at  your  command  and 
according  to  your  best  judgment  is  incumbent  upon  you  as 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  it  becomes  you,  gentlemen, 
in  the  conduct  of  municipal  affairs  to  give  to  your  citizens 
every  encouragement  in  the  enactment  of  such  laws  and  in 
the  making  of  such  city  improvements  as  will  meet  the  grow- 
ing requirements  of  business  enterprises  already  established 
in  your  community.  You  should  especially  afford  every  op- 
portunity and  encouragement  to  the  manufacturer  in  order 
to  induce  him  to  run  his  machinery  and  employ  labor  in  our 
community;  the  labor  of  a  community  being  employed  gives 
life  and  activity  to  commerce,  and  labor  and  commerce  jointly 
increase  the  demand  for  agricultural  products,  so  when  we 
induce  manufacturers  to  operate  their  machinery  in  our  midst 
w^e  will  not  only  make  our  city,  but  also  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, a  lively  and  business  community  of  citizens,  working  to 
supply  the  demands,  one  of  the  other,  and  by  such  a  medium 
of  exchange  and  supply,  bring  much  money  into  circulation, 
and  where  much  money  is  circulated  in  a  community  there 
will  be  much  improvement  and  business  prosperity.  In  this 
connection  I  am  gratified  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  during  the 
past  year  important  impn)vements  have  been  made  by  the  city 
government,  advantageous  to  the  wants  of  our  growing  popu- 
lation and  encouraging  to  the  business  enterprises  of  the  city. 
We  need  to  make  yet  other  improvements  during  the  next 
year,  some  of  which  I  will  make  mention  before  closing  this 
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report.  I  shall  briefly  uote  some  of  the  most  important  im- 
provements made  by  the  city,  referring  yon  for  the  detailed 
account  of  the  workings  of  this  administration  to  the  accom- 
panying reports  of  the  city  officials  and  standing  committees 
of  your  Board. 

Among  the  first,  and  I  may  say  the  most  important  improve- 
ments made  during  the  year,  were  the 

IMPROVEMENTS    TO    PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

Some  of  the  benefits  derived  from  the  act  obtained  from 
the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina  giving  to  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  the  selection  of  a  committee 
to  control  the  Public  School  interests  in  Raleigh  township  are 
exhibited  in  the  improved  condition,  good  management  and 
numerical  growth  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  I  may  add  in  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  our  city.  These  good  results  thus 
attained  confirm  the  wisdom  of  your  houorable  body  in' secur- 
ing by  legislative  enactment  the  authority  to  elect  the  School 
Committee,  and  also  demonstrates  your  good  judgment  in  the 
selection  of  the  present  committee.  I  take  this  occasion  to 
congratulate  you  and  the  citizens  of  this  township  that  the 
control  of  the  Public  Schools  is  in  the  hands  of  such  intelligent 
and  liberal-minded  business  men  as  compose  the  present  com- 
mittee, who  devote  much  of  their  time  and  labor  in  advancing 
the  Public  School  interest  of  this  township. 

The  discipline  of  the  schools  is  much  improved  under  the 
supervision  of  the  efficient  Superintendent,  Prof.  E.  P.  Moses. 
There  is  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  deportment 
of  the  pupils. 

The  teachers,  following  the  example  of  their  Superiutend- 
ent,  and  stimulated  by  his  energy,  have  applied  themselves 
with  zeal  and  energy  to  their  work.  The  increased  facilities  and 
improved  advantages  now  given  and  enjoyed  by  teachers  and 
pupils  will  greatly  facilitate  the  giving  and  receiving  a  good 
education.  Under  the  management  of  the  Township  Com- 
mittee additional  facilities  have  been    furnished  the  colored 
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schools  in  the  addition  of  new  class-rooms,  and  in  remodeling 
and  thoroughly  repairing  the  old  buildings. 

The  Centennial  School  Building  is  alike  the  pride  and  boast 
of  the  School  Committee  and  our  citizens  generally,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  community  are  due  to  the  Building  Committee 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  for  the 
erection  of  this  handsome  and  convenient  school  building. 

This  building  was  constructed  after  the  most  approved  plan 
for  school  buildings,  and  combines  all  the  advantages  sug- 
gested by  the  experience  of  our  competent  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  this  township,  and  by  the  practical  knowledge  of 
our  School  Committee  and  of  our  Committee  on  Buildings. 
The  lot  containing  two  and  three-tenth  acres  of  ground  on 
which  the  building  is  located,  the  building,  the  furniture,  and 
all  extra  work  done  for  the  benefit  of  the  school,  cost  the 
city  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars  and  seventeen  cents.  The 
dedicatory  services  of  the  building,  furniture  and  grounds  to 
the  use  of  the  Centennial  Graded  School  of  this  city  took 
place  in  the  large  Assembly-room  of  the  building  on  the 
30th  day  of  November,  1885,  in  the  presence  of  a  majority 
of  the  menjbers  of  your  honorable  body,  duly  assembled  for 
that  purpose,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  our 
citizens. 

The  building  was  presented  to  the  Township  Committee  by 
alderdermau  G.  E.  Leach,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittees, and  received  on  behalf  of  the  School  Committee 
by  N.  B.  Broughton,  Esq.  These  gentlemen  delivered 
very  instructive  addresses  on  the  occasion.  Appropriate  ad- 
dresses were  also  delivered  by  the  Hon.  S.  M.  Finger,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  C.  M.  Busbee,  Esq. 
While  this  building  is  very  commodious,  containing  ten  class- 
rooms with  a  capacity  of  accommodating  six  hundred  pupils, 
you  will  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  that 
every  room  is  now  overcrowded,  eight  hundred  pupils  having 
been  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  many  applications  for  ad- 
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mission  having  been  declined  for  want  of  room.  Of  course 
we  will  expect  that  the  number  of  pupils  who  will  apply  for 
admission  into  this  school  during  the  next  year  will  exceed 
the  number  enrolled  during  the  past  year,  the  question  there- 
fore arises,  how  shall  We  accommodate  them,  and  the  answer 
is,  by  building  additional  class-rooms.  According  to  privi- 
leges given  in  your  charter,  you  are  invested  with  power  to 
provide  for  Public  Schools  and  Public  School  facilities.  You 
have  already  exercised  that  power  in  providing  for  this  school 
as  above  indicated,  and  now  you  have  another  opportunity  of 
exercising  that  power  in  behalf  of  this  school  and  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  city.  You  have  other  and  very  important  interests 
committed  to  your  care,  which,  by  your  attention  and  manage- 
ment, contribute  to  the  growth  and  progress  of  the  city;  but 
allow  me  to  suggest  that  the  educational  interests  of  our  peo- 
ple are  equal  to  any  others  in  your  charge,  and  should  be  fos- 
tered and  encouraged  by  your  best  aid  and  assistance.  Whether 
it  will  be  better  to  add  I'ooms  to  the  present  building  or  to 
erect  or  procure  a  building  in  some  other  portion  of  the  city 
is  for  you  to  determine;  but  I  would  suggest  that  a  building 
in  a  different  locality  would  be  more  convenient  to  a  great 
number  of  pupils. 

The  next  improvement  of  importance  that  we  have  made  in 
the  city  during  the  year,  is  the 

PAVING    OF   STEETS. 

Public  sentiment  is  always  favorable  to  permanent  im- 
provements, and  especially  when  an  exorbitant  rate  of  taxa- 
tion is  not  imposed  therefor.  Our  citizens  will  favor  the 
paving  of  our  main  thoroughfares  as  rapidly  as  the  condition 
of  our  treasury  will  permit,  for  there  is  nothing  truer  than 
that  we  work  for  the  true  interest  of  the  tax-payer  when  we 
make  permanent  improvement  to  streets.  The  first  move- 
ment toward  permanently  improving  our  streets  was  made 
on  the  3d  day  of  July,  1885,  when  your  honorable  body  em- 
powered your  Committee  on  Streets  to  widen  the  side-walks 
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ou  Fayetteville  street,  to  reduce  the  width  of  the  street  to  60 
feet  and  to  pave  a  road-bed  20  feet  wide  from  Morgan  street 
to  the  intersection  of  Hargett  and  Fayetteville  streets.  Your 
conjinittee  inaugurated  the  system  of  granite  block  pave- 
ment, known  as  the  Belgian  Block  Pavement.  Fayetteville 
street,  between  Morgan  and  Hargett,  includiugthe  intersection 
of  Hargett  and  Fayetteville  streets,  is  now  paved  with  Bel- 
gian blocks.  This  is  the  first  granite  block  pavement  that 
has  been  laid  in  our  city.  The  work  has  been  well  done,  is 
of  a  permanent  character  and  will  withstand  the  demands  of 
all  heavy  traffic  that  we  shall  have  cause  to  put  upon  it  for 
many  years  to  come,  and  it  will  be  free  from  the  expense  of 
constant  repairs  necessary  to  keep  ordinary  pavements  in  good 
order.  The  success  attendant  upon  this  work,  so  far  as  it  has 
progressed,  is  acknowledged  by  our  citizens  generally.  Con- 
siderable progress  has  been  made  in  other  departments  of 
street  work,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
Street  Commissioner  as  presented  by  the  Street  Committee. 
Many  streets  have  been  graded  and  kept  in  good  condition, 
The  drainage  of  streets  has  been  of  great  importance  in  im- 
proving the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city.  The  expenditures 
of  the  Street  Department  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $16,- 
193.18.  While  this  is  a  much  larger  expenditure  of  funds 
than  is  usually  disbursed  by  this  department,  if  you  will 
carefully  examine  the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner  you 
will  find  that  an  unusually  large  amount  of  work  has  been 
done,  and  much  of  it  has  been  of  a  permanent  character,  the 
value  of  which  cannot  well  be  overestimated.  At  no  time 
has  there  been  so  much  work  done  and  so  many  permanent 
impi'ovements  made  upon  the  streets;  but  as  there  is  such  a 
full  and  complete  review  of  the  work  of  this  deparmeut  pre- 
sented in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets,  and  so  full 
and  detailed  account  of  all  the  work  done  on  the  streets  set 
forth  in  the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  I  deem  it  un- 
necessary to  make  any  further  reference  to  this  department, 
save  to   invite    your   attention    to   these   reports.     They   are 
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worthy  of  a  careful  perusal  by    your  houorable  body,  and  I 
hope  they  may  be  widely  circulated  among  our  citizens. 

PUBLIC    PARKS. 

The  Public  Parks  have  been  much  improved  during  the 
past  year.  Moore  Square  has  been  planted  in  oats,  clover 
and  grass.  More  trees  have  been  planted  in  it,  and  its  gen- 
eral appearance  has  been  much  improved  by  the  attention 
given  to  it  by  the  Street  Commissioner.  We  hold  the  general 
charge  and  management  of  these  public  squares  under  an 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina — Public  Acts 
1871-72— as  follows:  "That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Paleigh  shall  have  power  t©  grade,  lay  out  in 
walks,  plant  with  trees,  shrubbery  aud  flowers,  and  otherwise 
adorn  Moore  Square  and  Nash  Square  in  said  city,  so  as  to 
make  the  same  an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  to  that  end  they 
shall  have  the  general  charge  and  management  of  said 
squares." 

I  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  wise  suggestions 
made  in  the  report  of  the  Street  Committee  in  reference  to 
carrying  out  the  conditions  upon  which  these  squares  are  held 
by  the  city. 

COLLECTION    OF    TAXES. 

From  the  report  of  the  Tax  Collector  we  find  that 

he  has  collected  during  the  year  for  taxes !^  42,807.50 

And  for  Market  Rents 3,052.69 

Making  his  total  collections $  45,860.19 

This  collection  is  in  excess  of  collections  made  last 

year,  for  taxes ,.  ,  ,  ^     1,954.62 

Aud  for  Market  Rents =    24.53 

Making  the  total  excess $     1,979.15 

The  taxes  have  been  more  closely  collected  during  the  past 
year  than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  city. 
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Comparing  our  situation,  in  this  respect,  with  other  cities 
of  population  approximating  our  own,  and  having  no  higher 
rate  of  taxation  than  we  have,  we  have  cause  for  congratula- 
tion on  the  large  amount  of  taxes  collected.  The  credit  for 
obtaining  such  favorable  results  in  this  department  of  our 
city  government  is  largely  due  to  the  faithful  labors  of  our 
worthy  Tax  Collector,  C.  B.  Root,  Esq. 

treasurer's  report. 

The  report  of  the  City  Treasurer  vshows  a  large  increase  in 
the  amount  of  funds  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  city  during 
the  past  year,  compared  to  the  amount  paid  in  last  year.  This 
is  accounted  for  by  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  $25,000  in  school 
bonds  of  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

With  this  increase  of  funds  we  paid  off  the  debt  contracted 
by  the  purchase  of  grounds  for  school  purposes,  and  also  paid 
for  the  building  of  the  Centennial  Graded  School  Building. 

This  report  shows  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  amounting  to 
$2,495.53. 

COLLECTIONS    BY    CHIEF    OF    POLICE 

We  find  from  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  that  he  has 
collected  during  the  past  y^ar  from  all  sources  the  following 
amounts :

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He  reports  the  year's  transactions  as  follows:

By  reference  to  the  rei)ort  of  the  City  Clerk,  we  find  the 
statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government  from  the  21st  day  of  April, 
1885,  to  the  21st  day  of  April,  1886.

increase  was  occasioned  by  the  erection  of  the  Centennial 
School  Building  and  furnishing  the  Centennial  School  with 
the  requisite  school  furniture. 

WARRANT    ACCOUNT. 

We  find  from  the  Clerk's  statement  that  we  have  outstand- 
ing warrants  amounting  to  $451.35. 

It  is  due  the  Clerk  that  I  should  state  that  while  the  Com- 
missioner reports  the  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund  $1,500  more 
than  the  amount  reported  in  the  statement  of  the  City  Clerk, 
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that  the  difference  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  of  the 
Commissioner  having  that  amount  ($1,500)  in  Market  House 
Bonds,  paid  for  by  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  these  bonds  are 
held  by  him  as  vouchers  for  money  paid  out,  and  are  inchided 
in  the  Commissioner's  statement  of  assets.  The  Clerk','^ 
accounts  reduce  the  bonded  debt  that  amount. 

FINANCES. 

From  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  we  learn  that 
our  finances  are  carefully  looked  after  and  that  the  city 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition  as  to  its  financial  standing. 
The  committee  have  examined  the  books,  accounts  and 
vouchers  of  all  the  City  Officers,  and  find  them  correct. 
Their  report  embraces  the  financial  trausactions  of  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30th,  188(3. 

They  report  an  increase  of  the  bonded  debt  amounting  to 
$17,301.02.  They  also  report  an  increase  of  the  total  net 
indebteduess  of  the  city  amounting  to  $11,562.13.  The  total 
amount  of  our  net  indebtedness  is  reported  as  $124,163.47. 
If  we  deduct  the  amount  of  cash  in  the  Treasury,  $2,495.53, 
we  will  have  the  total  amount  of  the  indebtedness  $121,667.94, 
which  is  the  same  amount  as  rei)orted  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
City. 

POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Police  force  have  done  their  duty  faithfully  during  the 
year,  and  have  made  a  record  for  good  order  and  faithful  ser- 
vices that  they  should  be  proud  of.  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
testifying  to  their  worth  and  efficiency  in  the  preservation  of 
good  order  in  the  city,  and  I  can  assure  our  citizens  that  the 
protection  of  their  property  is  placed  in  good  hands. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Police  Committee,  you 
will  learn  that  the  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  exceeds 
the  number  of  arrests  for  last  year;  but  this  increase  in  ar- 
rests does  not  imply  an  increase  of  crimes  committed  or  dis- 
orderly conduct  engaged  in,  but  it  is  accounted  for  by  arrests 
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made  of  an  iiunsually  large  luimber  of  persons  who  failed  to 
list  their  dog  tax  during  the  year. 

The  cost  of  the  Police  Dei^artuient  during  this  year  has 
been  !^7,932.66,  which  is  $114.05  less  than  the  cost  for  last 
year. 

The  amount  collected  by  the  Chief  of  Police  for  fines, 
rent  of  Metrt)politan  Hall,  licenses,  &c.,  during  the  year  is 
$6,605.02,  which  is  $148.76  in  excessof  amount  collected  from 
same  sources  last  year.  For  further  information  of  this  depart- 
ment, see  report  of  Police  Committee. 

SANITARY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  nuisance  complained  (jf  in  connection  with  the  U.  S. 
Government's  sewer  has  been  abated  during  the  past  year. 
The  U.  S.  Government  has  had  the  pipe  ])roperly  repaired 
and  relaid,  and  the  proper  fall  having  been  given  to  the  pipe, 
there  will  now  be  no  leakage,  and  the  city  will  be  no  longer 
troubled  with  the  offensive  odor  complained  of  as  having  em- 
anated from  this  sewer. 

The  members  of  the  Police  force  began  the  inspection  o' 
premises  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1886,  and  will  continu-' 
this  service  until  October.  Under  this  service  sanitary  in- 
spections will  be  made  of  all  the  premises  in  the  city,  and  all 
uncleanliness  duly  reported.  The  force  engaged  in  this  ser- 
vice will  use  every  effort  to  promote  the  good  health  of  the 
city. 

COMMITTEE    ON    CEMETERIES. 

The  Comiinttee  on  City  Cemeteries  report  that  all  cemete- 
ries under  the  care  and  control  of  the  city  have  been  kept  in 
good  condition  during  the  year. 

OAKWOOD  CEMETERY. 

This  cemetery  is  owned  by  a  private  stock  company  ;  it  is 
beautifully  situated,  kept  in  splendid  condition,  and  thelarg<'st 
cemetery  in  the  city.     From  a  report  of  the  Sexton,  Mr.    V. 
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B.  Forest,  we  find  that  there  were  fifty-seven  interments  made 
in  this  cemetery  from  the  oOth  day  of  April,  1885,  to  the  26th 
day  of  April,  1886. 

RATE   OF   MORTALITY. 

From  the  reports  of  the  cemeteries,  we  find  that  the  total 
nnmber  of  deaths  in  the  city  during  the  year  was  241,  of 
which  3  were  still-horn,  leaving  the  number  238  from  which 
to  estimate  the  rate  of  mortality.  If  we  estimate  from  the 
last  census,  which  made  the  population  of  the  city  14,000,  we 
have  the  rate  of  mortality  as  17  to  the  1,000. 

LIGHTS. 

Raleigh  was  the  first  city  in  the  State  in  which  the  Electric 
Arc  light  was  introduced,  the  privilege  to  erect  i)oles  for  a 
term  of  three  years  having  been  granted  to  the  Thomson- 
Houston  Electric  Company  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1885. 
After  a  satisfactory  trial  of  these  lights  in  the  Market  build- 
ing and  Mayor's  office,  the  city  entered  into  a  contract  with 
the  Thomson-Houston  Electric  Company,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C, 
for  furuishing  the  Market  and  the  Mayor's  office  with  five 
Arc  lights  for  one  year  from  the  5th  day  of  February,  1886. 
This  light  is  a  very  brilliant,  white  light.  It  is  now  used  in 
many  of  our  business  houses  and  in  several  public  places  in 
the  city,  and  gives  veiy  general  satisfaction. 

The  present  system  of  street-lighting  by  the  Raleigh  Gas 
Light  Company  will  be  continued,  as  per  contract,  until  the 
first  day  of  February,  1888. 

COMMITTEE    ON    MARKETS. 

The  Committee  on  Markets  report  an  improvement  of  the 
side-walk  on  the  north  side  of  the  Market  building.  The 
old  and  worn  brick  with  which  this  walk  was  formerly  paved 
have  been  torn  up  and  a  substantial  stone  flagging  placed 
thereon.  Four  Thomson-Houston  Electric  Arc  lights  have 
been  placed  in  the  Market  in  the  place  of  gas,  and  renters  are 
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satisfied  with  tiie  present  lightiug.     The  collections  for  stall 
rents  amounted  to  $3,052.62  during  the  past  year. 

BUILDINGS.      • 

The  first  duty  performed  by  your  Committee  on  Buildings 
was  the  making  of  a  plan  and  specifications  for  the  erection, 
construction  and  completion  of  a  building  for  the  use  of  the 
graded  schools.  Having  performed  that  duty,  they  advertised 
for  bids  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  and  the  contract  for 
the  building,  on  the  site  formerly  occupied  by  the  Governor's 
Mansion,  now  known  as  the  Centennial  School  Building,  was 
awarded  on  the  3d  clay  of  July,  1885,  to  Messrs,  Ellington, 
Eoyster  &  Co.,  of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for  the  sum  of  '^12,- 
702.83. 

After  the  completion  of  this  building,  your  honorable  body 
empowered  the  Building  Committee  with  authority  to  equip 
the  building  with  the  necessary  furniture  for  conducting 
graded  schools. 

On  the  30th  day  of  November,  1885,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, through  their  Chairman,  Alderman  G.  E.  Leach,  turned 
over  to  the  School  Committee  of  Raleigh  Township  the  build- 
ing aud  its  equipments  for  the  use  of  the  Centennial  Graded 
School  of  this  city,  and  so  far  as  our  knowledge  and  informa- 
tion extends,  this  building  and  its  equipments  are  not  sur- 
passed by  the  buildings  and  equipments  of  any  other  public 
school  in  this  State.  The  chairman  and  members  of  the 
Buildino;  Committee  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the  Board 
and  of  our  citizens  for  their  personal  attention  to  this  work 
and  their  very-efficient  discharge  of  duty  as  committeemen. 

For  further  information  concerning  the  condition  of  the 
buildings  owned  by  the  city,  and  for  suggestions  as  to  the  best 
method  for  repairs,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings,  hereto  annexed. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

All  the  companies  of  the  Fire  Department  are  entitled  to 
your  praise  and   to  the  praise  of  our  community  for   their 
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promptuess  iu  turning  out  at  every  alarm  of  fire.  It  may  be 
that  to  their  promptness  in  this  respect  we  are  indebted  for 
our  escape  from  large  conflagrations  in  our  city  during  the 
past  year.  This  department  is  in  good  condition,  save  in  the 
supply  of  duplicate  hose;  they  ought  to  have  a  double  quan- 
tity of  hose,  with  proper  apparatus  to  dry  them  after  use^ 
then  they  would  be  ready  at  a  moment's  warning  to  go  into 
service  with  hose  that  woidd  perform  the  work  necessary  ; 
without  hose  that  can  be  used  with  perfect  security,  engines, 
ladders  and  all  other  working  material  would  be  of  no  avail, 
there  is  no  other  substitute.  We  should  not  hesitate  to  sup- 
ply the  city  with  the  proper  apparatus  that  every  efficient 
fire  department  should  possess.  It  will  be  economy  to  sup- 
ply them  with  everything  needful — for  the  more  efficacious 
we  make  our  Fire  Department  for  putting  out  fires,  the  more 
property  may  be  saved,  and  consequently  the  more  taxes  may 
be  collected. 

I  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
proprietv  and  necessity  of  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners  the  exclusive  control  of  the  drivers  of  teams 
of  the  fire-engines  and  apparatus. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  Hospital  of  St.  John's  Guild  is  in  very  good  condition. 
From  the  report  of  Dr.  P.  E.  Hines,  Attending  Physician,  we 
learn  that  this  hospital  is  better  equipped  and  better  prepared 
for  the  treatment  of  patients  than  it  has  ever  been.  Twenty- 
eight  patients  have  been  treated  during  the  year;  twenty 
patients  have  been  discharged,  one  has  died  and  there  are  now 
seven  patients  in  the  hospital  for  treatment.  The  city  fur- 
uished  the  medicines  for  all  charity  patients  from  the  city. 

LEONARD    MEDICAL    SCHOOL    HOSPITAL. 

From  the  report  of  Dr.  C.  S.  Pratt,  Resident  Physician,  we 
find  that  thirty  patients   have   been  treated  in   this   hospital 
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(luring  the  year.  A  majority  have  been  residents  of  the  city 
and  nearly  all  were  ciiarity  patients.  The  city  furnished  the 
medicines  for  all  charity  patients  from  the  city. 

GUARD    OR    STATION-HOUSE. 

Wliile  this  house  is  considered  as  a  place  of  punishment,  it 
is  also  used  as  a  place  of  detention  for  many  criminals  who 
are  incarcerated  therein,  and  often  remain  all  day  and  all 
night,  awaiting  trial — it  is  also  what  may  be  termed  a  tempo- 
rary lodging  house  for  drunken  violaters  of  the  city  ordinances. 
This  house  is  located  underground — it  is  dark,  damp,  and  illy 
ventilated — it  is  entirely  defective  in  a  sanitary  view,  and  not 
capable  of  a  pure  and  healthy  ventilation — it  has  been  so 
])ronounced  by  the  Superintendent  of  Health  of  this  county. 
In  all  previous  reports  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  I  have 
called  attention  to  this  unhealthy  and  unfit  locality,  and  recom- 
mended its  removal  to  some  healthy  place  above  ground,  but 
some  other  interest  having  intervened  which  was  considered 
of  greater  importance  to  the  city,  or  for  some  .other  cause  un- 
known to  me,  ray  recommendation  has  never  been  acted  upon. 
A  delicate  constitution,  enfeebled  by  dissipation,  might  fall  a 
prey  to  disease  contracted  l)y  being  incarcerated  in  this  unwhole- 
some place,  and  as  the  city  has  already  had  some  unpleasant  ex- 
perience in  such  a  case,  it  may  be  a  wise  economy  not  to  await 
a  repetition  of  such  experience.  If  you  should  desire  any 
further  proof  than  my  statement  and  the  statement  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Health  concerning  the  unfit  and  unhealthy 
condition  of  this  locality,  I  respectfully  invite  you  to  a  per- 
sonal inspection  of  it. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  repeat  my  recommendation,  that  the 
present  locality  of  the  Guard  or  Station-house  be  removed  to 
some  healthy  and  convenient  locality. 

CHARITY    PRESCRIPTIONS. 

The  physicians  of  the  city  do  a  large  amount  of  charity 
practice,  and  the  furnishing  of  medicines  to  the  destitute  sick 
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and  afflicted  seems  to  be  incumbent  upon  the  city.  The  phy- 
sicians generously  prescribe  for  them,  visit  them  at  their  homes, 
and  treat  them  professionally  free  of  charge.  The  city  has 
been  furnishing  the  medicines  upon  such  prescriptions  as  the 
physicians  mark  "charity."  In  the  discharge  of  the  duty  of 
endorsing  charity  prescriptions,  the  city  officials  have  discov- 
ered some  instances  of  imposition  practiced  upon  the  physi- 
cians in  obtaining  prescriptions  for  medicines  by  those  who 
were  able  to  pay  for  them.  We  know  that  the  physicians  are 
not,  and  cannot  well  be  so,  correctly  informed  as  to  the  pecu- 
niary condition  of  all  who  apply  to  them  for  charity  prescrip- 
tions as  to  prevent  such  impositions  being  practiced  upon 
them,  and  just  how  to  remedy  the  present  system  of  furnish- 
ing medicines  to  the  destitute,  and  to  prevent  those  who  are 
able  to  pay  from  obtaining  charity  prescriptions,  is  a  very 
difficult  question ;  but  I  hope  your  houorablte  body  may  be 
able  to  devise  some  method  by  which  a  discrimination  may  be 
made  between  those  who  are  able  to  pay  and  those  who  are 
destitute.  I  bring  this  matter  to  your  attention  not  for  the 
purpose  of  recommending  any  withdrawal  of  the  city's  char- 
ity to  destitute  and  afflicted  citizens,  but  in  order  that  you 
may  devise  some  measures  whereby  no  impositions  can  be 
practiced  upon  us,  and  that  we  may  thereby  be  more  able  to 
extend  help  to  those  in  need. 

WATER-WORKS. 

The  desirableness  of  a  supply  of  water  for  fire  and  sani- 
tary purposes  in  our  city  is  now  very  generally  admitted  by 
our  citizens,  and  certainly  no  one  can  deny  the  importance  of 
having  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  for  fire  purposes.  As  we 
expect  an  increase  in  the  number  of  manufactories  and  business 
enterprises  in  our  city,  so  must  we  expect  an  increase  of  com- 
bustible material,  and  material  that  can  be  easily  ignited,  and 
having  such  material  within  our  limits  which,  if  ignited,  will 
spread  with  great  rapidity,  we  cannot  expect  to  be  exempt 
from  some  of  the  calamities  experienced  by  our  sister  cities. 
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If  such  calamities  overtake  us  before  we  are  prepared  with  a 
better  supply  of  water  than  we  now  have,  we  must  expect 
more  disastrous  results  than  have  occurred  in  those  cities  which 
have  a  good  system  of  water-works  and  a  plentiful  supply  of 
water  for  fire  purposes. 

This  Board  ought  to  decide  this  question  of  water-works. 
If  you  decide  that  the  city  should  erect  and  own  the  works, 
then  you  decide  not  only  for  the  present  city  of  twelve  or 
thirteen  thousand  inhabitants,  but  you  decide  also  for  a  future 
city,  perhaps  of  fifty  or  more  thousand  inhabitants,  and  in 
legislating  for  a  future  city,  you  ought  to  draw  on  it,  to  pre- 
pare for  its  wants.  This  can  be  done  by  the  issuance  of  bonds 
payable  in  years  to  come  by  the  future  city.  It  is  unwise  to 
delay  or  postpone  action  in  so  important  a  matter  as  the  sup- 
ply of  water,  and  if  you  should  decide  that  the  city  shall  erect 
water-works,  I  suggest  that  you  prepare,  at  an  early  day,  a 
bill  to  be  presented  to  the  next  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina  asking  authority  to  issue  bonds  for  that  purpose.  If 
the  matter  should  be  postponed  until  after  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Legislature,  or  allowed  to  go  by  until  the  election  of  the 
next  Beard  of  Aldermen,  you  will  necessarily  delay  this  im- 
portant matter  for  more  than  two  years.  It  may,  however,  be 
the  judgment  of  the  present  Board,  that  it  is  unwise  for  the 
City  of  Raleigh  to  erect  water-works.  In  that  case,  I  would 
suggest  that  this  Board  should  advertise  for  proposals  to 
furnish  the  city  with  water  for  fire  purposes.  Your  com- 
mittee on  water- works  are  not  empowered  to  erect  works,  or 
to  contract  for  a  supply  of  water.  They  have  been  diligent 
in  obtaining  all  available  information  concerning  the  costs  of 
erecting  works,  and  have  solicited  estimates  for  supplying  the 
city  with  water;  but  it  is  for  the  Board  to  decide  whether  we 
shall  have  a  supply  furnished  by  the  erection  of  our  own 
works,  or  by  paying  an  annual  rental,  and  when  you  have 
decided  the  question  then  you  can  instruct  your  committee  to 
advertise  for  proposals.  Your  committee  have  recommended 
a  system  of  water-works,  and  have  in  their  report  suggested 
3 
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the  difficulties  that  have  beset  them  in  endeavoring  to  obtain 
estimates  of  the  cost  for  erecting  water-works.  I  respect- 
fully refer  you  to  their  report. 

AMENDMENTS    TO    ORDINANCES. 

We  began  this  administration  under  charter  amendments 
enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  and 
ratified  on  the  25th  day  of  February,  1885,  and,  under  City 
Ordinances,  amended  in  couforraity  to  the  amended  charter,  ; 
and  adopted  by  the  former  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  1st  day 
of  May,  1885;  but,  on  account  of  a  decision  rendered  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina,  in  March  1886,  in  the  case 
of  The  State  vs.  Alice  Crenshaw,  from  the  town  of  Durham, 
N.  C,  in  which  the  defendant  was  charged  with  a  violation  of 
an  ordinance  of  that  town,  your  honorable  body  has  been 
compelled  to  amend  about  one  hundred  of  our  ordinances,  in 
order  to  make  them  valid.  The  clause  in  said  ordinance  of 
the  town  of  Durham  contained  these  words:  "Shall  forfeit 
and  pay  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  or  suffer  imprisonment  not 
to  exceed  one  month,"  was  declared  a  sufficient  cause  for  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  which  is  in  part  as  follows: 

"  The  charge  in  the  warrant  cannotbe  sustained  as  a  criminal 
offence.  The  ordinance  for  an  alleged,  violation  of  which  it  is 
preferred,  is  void  for  uncertainty, — it  prescribes  a  penalty  for 
violation  of  its  provisions  of  '  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,'  that 
is, — it  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  any  sum  less  than 
that  designated.  It  is  settled  tfuti  penalties  such  as  those  pre- 
scribed in  town  ordmances  must  be  for  a  definite,  fixed  sum 
of  money.  An  ordinance  in  substance,  like  that  before  us,  was 
expi'essly  held  to  be  void,  in  Commissioners  vs.  Harris,  7  Jo., 
281." 

According  to  section  3820  of  The  Code,  which  reads: 
"Any  person  violating  an  ordinance  of  a  city  or  town,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days."     And 
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according,  also,  to  section  22  of  our  amended  charter,  which 
reads:  "  That  the  Mayor  of  the  said  City  of  Raleigh,  while 
acting  as  snch,  is  hereby  constituted  an  official  court,  with  all 
the  jurisdiction  and  powers  in  criminal  offences  occurring 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  which  now  are  or  may  hereafter 
be  given  by  law  to  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  shall  also  have 
jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all  misdemeanors  consisting 
of  a  violation  of  the  ordinances  of  said  city.  And  that  in  all 
cases  where  a  defendant  may  be  adjudged  to  be  imprisoned  by 
the  said  special  court,  it  shall  be  competent  for  said  court  to 
sentence  the  defendant  to  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

With  such  authority  as  above  quoted,  before  them,  and  not 
being  informed  as  to  the  case  of  "Commissioners  vs.  Harris, 
7  Jo.,  281,"  the  former  Board  of  Aldermen,  in  amending  our 
City  Ordinances,  especially  as  to  fixing  the  penalties,  adopted 
the  words  used  in  section  3820  of  The  Code,  to- wit :  "  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  thirty 
days."  And  such  penalties  as  "  not  more  than  fifty  dollars," 
being  a  sufficient  cause  in  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
as  to  render  a  town  ordinance  void  for  uncertainty,  we  have 
had  to  amend  all  ordinances  not  having  a  definite,  fixed  sum 
of  money  for  their  violation.  We  hope  that  we  now  have 
our  ordinances  in  legal  form. 

CHANGES    IN    THE    BOARD. 

Resignation  of  Alderman  Ballard  and  election  of  Alderman 
C.  G.  Latta. 

On  the  5th  day  of  February,  1886,  Alderman  Y.  Ballard 
tendered  to  your  honorable  body  his  resignation  as  Alderman 
from  the  First  Ward,  assigning  as  the  cause  therefor,  his 
removal  from  the  city  of  Raleigh.  Alderman  Ballard  was  a 
memix^r  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  only  nine  months,  but 
during  this  short  service  he  endeared  himself  to  the  members 
of  the  Board,   and  especially  to  the  Standing  Committees  of 
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the  Board  of  which  he  was  a  member,  by  his  universal  cour- 
tesy as  well  as  by  his  promptness  in  the  discharge  of  every 
duty  imposed  upon  him.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  every 
measure  pertaining  to  the  progress  and  growth  of  our  city.  I 
will  avail  myself  of  the  present  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
high  appreciation  of  his  services  as  an  Alderman  of  the  oity, 
and  wish  him  much  success  in  his  new  position  in  the  neigh- 
boring town  of  Durham.  His  resignation  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Latta  was  on  the  same  date,  February 
5,  1886,  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Alderman  Ballard.  Alderman  Latta  was  also  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Standing  Committees,  and 
was  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Markets.  I 
congratulate  the  Board  on  the  election  of  so  worthy  a  citizen 
as  Mr.  Latta  to  represent  the  First  Ward. 

CONCLUSION. 

Some  of  the  wants  adequate  to  the  demands  of  our  grow- 
ing city  have  been  placed  before  you.  The  most  needful  are  a 
new  school  building,  more  paved  streets  in  the  business  por- 
tion of  the  city,  water-works,  additional  hose  for  the  Fire 
Department,  and  the  removal  of  the  present  location  of  the 
Guard-house.  I  hope  you  will  give  these  wants  your  most 
careful  consideration,  and  supply  them  at  your  earliest  oppor- 
tunity. 

The  whole  workings  of  one  year's  administration  are  placed 
before  you.  You  have  the  advantage  of  [)receding. Boards,  in 
that,  you  have  one  year  to  see  the  results  of  your  deliberations. 
If  any  measures  adopted  are  hurtful  to  the  interests  of  the 
city,  you  w^ill  have  the  opportunity  to  repeal,  revise  or  correct 
them.  If  any  measures  are  good,  you  will  have  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  your  good  works  prospering  in  your  own  hands. 

I  take  this  occasion  to  express  my  high  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  aid  and  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  by  those 
officers  of  this  administration  who  are  most  closely  connected 
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with  me  iu  my  official  capacity,  and  to  say  that  I  am  indebted 
to  all  tlie  city  officials  for  their  cheerful  co-operation  with  me 
in  the  administration  of  city  affiiirs. 

And  now,  iu  conclusion,  permit  me  to  say  to  you,  gentle- 
men of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  that  I  can  truly  testify  to 
your  deep  concern  to  serve  the  public  for  its  best  interests. 
By  economy  and  good  management  the  finances  of  the  city 
have  been  kept  in  a  sound  and  healthy  condition,  while  very 
valuable  improvements  have  been  made  for  the  city.  Im- 
pelled by  a  conscientious  discharge  of  duty,  you  have  endeav- 
ored to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  city.  You  have 
given  the  public  the  benefit  of  those  business  principles  which 
govern  your  own  business  affiiirs,  and  quietly — without  show 
or  boast,  but  with  zealous  service,  you  have  inaugurated  and 
executed  such  measures  as  have  inspired  confidence,  and  given 
encouragemeut  to  all  who  love  our  city  and  desire  to  see  the 
happiness  aud  prosperity  of  our  citizens.  Thanking  you  for 
the  maintenance  of  good  order  and  decorum  at  all  your  sessions, 
and  for  your  universal  kindness  to  me  as  your  presiding 
officer,

Gentlemen: — The  Street  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit 
their  aDOual  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Street  Department 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30th,  1886. 

REGULAR    STREET    WORK. 

During  the  year  the  streets  have  been  kept  generally  in 
good  repair,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  are  in  a 
better  condition  to-day  than  at  any  time  within  their  knowl- 
edge. To  keep  up  thirty-five  miles  of  streets  requires  no  little 
amount  of  labor  and  expense,  and  to  properly  direct  how  and 
when  the  work  should  be  done  to  the  best  advantage  requires 
the  oversight  of  a  practical  man,  and  the  committee  will  be 
pardoned  in  saying  to  the  Board  that  the  present  condition  of 
our  streets  is  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  efficient  manage- 
ment  of  our  Street  Commissioner,  Mr.  W.  Z.  Blake. 

With  the  dirt  removed  from  Fayetteville  street  much  needed 
work  was  done  on  Newbern  avenue  and  West  Hargett  street, 
and  on  Nash  Square.  This  work,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  and  the  Street  Commissioner,  is  worth  more  to  the 
city  than  the  cost  of  the  excavating  for  the  street  paving  done 
on  Fayetteville  street.

To  the  above  amount  may  be  added  the  cost  of  paving  on 
upper  Fayetteville  street,  amounting  to  $4,393.36,  which  will 
make  a  total  of  $16,193.18  expended  during  the  year  in  this 
department. 

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  various  kinds  and  amounts 
of  work  done,  as  well  as  an  inventory  of  tools  and  implements 
in  the  possession  of  the  Street  Department,  see  the  very  full 
report  of  Street  Commissioner  Blake,  which  is  hereto  appended. 

STREET     PAVING. 

In  the  early  part  of  last  June  the  Board  authorized  the 
Street  Committee  to  commence  the  much-needed  work  of  per- 
manently improving  Fayetteville  street,  leaving  it  tothe  judg- 
ment of  the  committee  as  to  the  nature  of  the  work.  The 
committee  had  under  consideration  three  modes  of  doing  the 
work,  viz. :  Macadamizing,  the  Telfar  road-bed  and  Belgian 
block  paving,  and  after  thoroughly  investigating  the  durability 
and  cost  of  each  system,  concluded  that  Belgian  block  paving 
was  the  most  durable  and  cheapest  in  the  end. 

Bids  were  advertised  for  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Messrs. 
P.  Linehau  &  Co.,  at  $1.85  per  square  yard  for  the  paving, 
35  cents  per  foot  for  the  rough  and  55  cents  per  foot  for  the 
dressed  curbing,  the  city  to  do  the  grading  and  the  contractors 
to  furnish  the  stone  and  sand  and  place  them  in  position. 

Under  this  contract  the  square  between  Morgan  and  Har- 
gett  streets,  including  the  intersection  of  the  latter  street  with 
Fayetteville,  was  done  at  the  following  cost :

We  deem  it  just  to  the  contractors  to  say  that  the  work  was 
well  done,  and  our  only  cause  of  complaint  was  the  delay  in 
completing  the.  work. 

By  action  of  the  Board  the  side- walks  on  Fayetteville  street 
were  widened  to  the  width  of  nineteen  and  a  half  feet,  leaving 
a  road-bed  of  sixty  feet,  and  the  Street  Committee  authorized 
to  pave  twenty  feet  in  the  centre,  leaving  twenty  feet  on  either 
side  to  be  paved  by  the  property  owners,  and  although  our 
charter  gave  the  Board  no  power  to  force  the  work  done,  yet  a 
number  of  our  public-spirited  citizens  have  already  voluntarily 
paved  in  front  of  their  property,  and  quite  a  number  of  others 
are  contemplating  a  like  improvement.  We  hope  it  will  not 
be  long  before  we  will  see  all  of  the  property-owners  on  Fay- 
etteville street  joining  the  city  in  this  long-neglected  and 
much -needed  work. 

Under  our  old  system  of  allowing  every  person  who  saw 
proper  to  erect  a  building  in  our  city  to  select  a  grade  to  suit  his 
own  fancy,  it  was  natural  to  suppose  that  when  we  came  to  grade 
the  street  properly  there  would  be  found  some  places  in  the 
side-walks  that  would  have  to  remain  a  little  above  the  grade 
of  the  street,  or  else  greatly  damage  the  property  by  lowering 
the  side-walks.  This  the  Street  Commissioner  has  endeav- 
ored to  avoid  in  fixing  the  grade  of  side-walks  affected  by 
the  street  grading. 

Under  our  present  law  this  will  be  avoided  in  the  future, 
as  parties  are  now  required  to  obtain  the  grade  of  the  side- 
walk from  the  Street  Commissiouer  before  erecting  any  new 
building;. 
5 
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By  authority  giveu  by  the  Board  at  a  late  meeting  the  com- 
mittee have  perfeeterl  arrangements  to  have  the  block  between 
Hargett  and  Martin  streets  paved  at  an  early  date,  and  for 
that  purpose  accepted  the  kind  oifer,  free  of  charge,  of  Dr.  R, 
H.  Lewis,  of  stoue  from  Beaver  Dam  quarry  sufficient  for 
paving  one  square.  The  contract  for  quarrying  and  delivering 
50,000  blocks  and  900  feet  of  curbing  has  been  awarded  to 
Messrs.  Hamill,  Honeycutt  &  Co.,  who  are  now  at  work  on 
the  stone  and  have  agreed  to  deliver  the  same  by  August  1st. 

The  committee  are  aware  that  this  stone,  being  of  a  Gueis- 
soid  formation,  is  not  so  hard  as  gfanite ;  but  as  ours  is  an 
inland  city,  not  subject  to  the  heavy  traffic  of  a  sea-port,  and 
from  the  easy  working  quality  of  the  stone  a  saving  of  over 
twenty  per  cent,  in  the  cost  could  be  made,  we  determined  to 
use  the  Beaver  Dam  stone,  feeling  satisfied,  after  an  examina- 
tion, that  it  will  answer  all  purpc»ses. 

The  committee  will  have  the  paving  laid  by  the  street  force 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  so  as  to 
avoid  any  delay  in  the  work  in  the  future. 

We  have  made  a  small  beginning  in  this  class  of  work, 
which  we  hope  to  see  pushed  as  fast  as  can  be  done  without 
incurring  any  debt ;  and  which,  if  persisted  in,  will  ere  long, 
put  our  principal  business  streets  in  a  permanent  condition. 

PARKS    IMPROVED. 

Moore  Square  has  been  much  beautified,  a  great  number  of 
trees  planted,  thoroughly  cultivated  and  put  down  in  oats, 
clover  and  grass. 

Nash  Square  has  been  also  improved  by  filling  in  the  ravine 
with  excavations  from  the  streets,  while  the  lessees,  Messrs. 
H.  Steinmetz  &  Co.,  have  added  much  to  its  beauty  by  the 
addition  of  shrubbery,  grasses  and  flowers. 

We  should  jealously  guard  these  squares  against  encroach- 
ments of  all  kinds;  various  projects  of  late  have  cast  covetous 
eyes  upon  them;  but  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should  carry  out 
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fully  the  coLiditions  upon  which  they  were  placed  in  our  hands, 
viz.:  beautifying  them  and  making  them  places  of  public  resort. 
The  day  is  not  far  distant  when  they  will  be  highly  prized 
by,  our  people,  and  they  will  not  be  willing  to  part  with  them 
for  love  or  money. 

COJfCI.USION. 

Your  committee  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the  Board  for 
various  acts  of  co-operation  in  recommendations  made  by  us, 
some  of  which  we  deemed  it  best  not  to  carry  out  after  obtain- 
ing your  approval,  such  as  the  purchase  of  a  steam-engine, 
stone  crusher,  &c.;  and  to  all  of  the  city  officers  for  assistance 
in  the  discharge  of  our  duties.

RALEIC4H,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Street  Committee  of  the  City  of  Raleigh : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Commissioner,  in  making  this  his 
third  annual  report,  calls  your  attention  to  the  work  done  on 
the  streets  of  the  city  during  the  year,  with  pleasure  and  satis- 
faction. Not  all  has  been  done  which  should  have  been  done, 
uoi"  in  many  instances  has  work  been  accomplished  for  which 
there  was  and  is  a  pressing  necessity  ;  but  I  think  it  will  be 
admitted  that  there  are  conspicuous  evidences  of  the  work  of 
the  street  force  during  the  year  in  all  sections  of  the  city.  The 
quantity  is  far  more  and  the  quality  better  than  in  any  previ- 
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ous  year.  It  is  true  that  there  has  beeu  a  greater  expenditure 
iu  this  department  this  year  than  in  any  one  of  the  three  that 
I  have  beeu  Commissioner,  but  I  am  certain  that  the  city  has 
at  uo  time  received  more  value  in  labor  and  materials  for  each 
dollar  expended  than  during  the  year  just  ended.  Plans  have 
been  set  on  foot  and  methods  adopted  for  tJie  improvement  of 
the  streets  which  have  long  beeu  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
have  given  the  subject  attention,  and  as  far  as  those  plans  have 
been  followed  they  have  shown  the  wisdom  of  those  who  con- 
ceived them.  I  refer  here  more  particularly  to  the  work  done 
on  Fayetteville  street.  The  success  of  this  initial  work  and 
the  commendations  which  it  has  received,  must  be  very  grati- 
fying to  your  committee,  upon  whom  the  responsibility  of  the 
work  has  devolved.  Without  further  introduction,  however, 
I  call  your  atteution  specifically  to  the  work  which  has  been 
done  by  the  street  force  during  the  year. 

PAYING. 

The  work  done  on  Fayetteville  street,  between  Morgan  and 
Hargett,  is  the  first  attempt  to- pave  the  streets  after  a  system- 
atic method,  and  in  a  durable  way.  That  work  has  been 
commended  by  those  who  are  competent  judges,  in  the  very 
highest  terms,  both  iu  regard  to  its  excellence  and  cheapness, 
and  the  work  itself  has  made  friends  of  those  who  were  dis- 
posed to  oppose  street  paving  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
outside  of  it.  The  only  question,  doubtless,  which  will  arise 
hereafter  iu  regard  to  street  paving,  will  be  as  to  the  ability  of 
the  city  financially  to  prosecute  the  work.  The  true  policy,  it 
seems  to  your  Commissioner,  is  to  do  the  work  by  degrees,  and 
as  the  finances  of  the  city  will  permit,  always  accomplishing  as 
much  each  year  as  possible.  Some  steps  should  be  taken  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  property  owners  along  Fayette- 
ville street,  where  paving  in  the  centre  of  the  street  has  beeu, 
or  may  be  done,  to  complete  the  same  to  the  side- walk  curbing 
and  also  to  widen  the  side-walks  as  already  marked  out,  and 
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then  the  beauty  aud  symmetry  of  street  paving  will  be  seen 
aud  appreciated.  The  side-walks  iu  front  of  the  stores  occu- 
pied by  Messrs.  David  Rosenthal,  William  Simpson,  R,.  S. 
Tucker  &  Co.,  have  already  been  extended  aud  present  a 
pleasing  appearance.  Major  Iv.  S.  Tucker,  besides  extending 
his  side- walk  iu  front  of  Tucker  Hall,  has  also  paved  the 
street  to  the  roadway  laid  by  the  city,  aud  is  having  the  same 
work  done  in  front  of  the  Express  office,  which  belongs  to  him, 
and  the  same  work  has  been  done  by  Messrs.  Ed.  Fasnach, 
James  Moore  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Crawford,  which  is  contiguous  to 
the  Express  office  property.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that 
all  the  property  owners  where  the  paving  has  been  done  should 
conform  to  the  plans  adopted  by  the  city  in  paving  Fayette- 
ville  street. 

A  grade  has  been  established  for  Fayetteville  street  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Winslow,  Civil  Engineer,  from  Morgau  to  South 
street,  to  which  the  paving  above  mentioned  was  conformed. 
In  paving  the  square  between  Hargett  and  Martin  the  grading 
to  be  done  will  not  be  as  heavy  as  ou  the  square  between 
Morgan  and  Hargett,  as  the  present  grade  more  nearly  con- 
forms to  the  grade  established  by  the  city  engineer  than  that 
of  the  latter.  The  paving  of  the  last  mentioned  square  will 
be  pushed  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  intersection  of  Edeuton  aud  Wilmington  streets  has 
also  been  paved  with  stone  by  the  street  force,  which  was 
taken  from  the  city  quarry,  and  while  the  stone  used  is  uot 
so  good  as  that  furnished  by  Messrs.  Linehan  &  Co.  for  Fay- 
etteville street,  still  it  is  of  a  good  quality,  aud  the  work  done 
with  it  durable,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  the  paving 
on  that  street. 

The  side- walk  on  the  north  side  of  the  Market  has  been 
laid  during  the  year  with  stone  flagging,  the  stone  being  taken 
from  the  city  quarry  and  dressed  in  Raleigh.  There  is  also 
enough  flagging  already  dressed  and  ready  to  be  laid  to  pave 
the  side-walk  on  the  south  side  of  the  Market,  which  will  be 
done  as  soon  as  i)racticable.  This  work  has  been  long  needed., 
and  it  is  a  great  im|)rovemeut,  as  will  be  readily  seen. 
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GEADING. 

More  grading  has  been  done  on  the  streets  during  this  year 
than  for  years  past,  and  wherever  done  it  will  be  found  that 
the  appearance  and  utility  of  the  streets  have  been  much  im- 
proved. Considerable  complaint  has  for  a  long  time  been 
made  by  property  owners  along  Newbern  avenue  between 
Bloodworth  and  Blount  streets  on  account  of  imperfect  drain- 
age of  the  street  and  gutters,  and  to  remedy  this  defect  it  was 
found  necessary  to  do  considerable  work.  The  hill  at  the 
iutersection  of  Bloodworth  street  and  Newbern  avenue  was 
cut  down,  and  the  dirt  taken  from  it,  together  with  dirt  taken 
from  Fayetteville  street,  was  used  in  establishing  a  more  per- 
fect grade  between  the  points  mentioned.  About  one  thousand 
feet  of  the  Avenue  have  been  graded,  so  that  Newbern  avenue 
is  oue  of  the  best  streets  iu  the  city. 

The  following  other  streets  have  been  improved  by  grading: 

Hargett,  between  McDowell  and  Dawson,  has  been  graded 
by  raising  the  bottom  between  those  streets  about  two  feet. 
This  grading  and  the  repairing  of  the  side-walk  along  the 
north  side  of  Nash  Square  with  stone  curbing  has  rendered  a 
marked  improvement. 

Salisbury,  at  the  iutersection  of  Jones  and  Edenton,  has 
been  raised  one  foot  on  an  average  for  over  two  hundred  feet. 

Davie,  between  Harrington  and  \¥est,  has  been  raised  one 
foot  for  over  one  hundred  feet  with  dirt  and  stone. 

Harrington,  betweeu  Hargett  and  Davie,  has  been  filled  in 
to  the  depth  of  one  foot  for  about  four  hundred  feet  with  dirt 
and  stone. 

East,  between  Davie  and  Martin,  has  been  raised  over  a 
foot  with  dirt  and  stone, for  about  one  hundred  feet. 

Bloodworth,  between  Davie  and  Cabarrus,  has  been  filled 
oue  foot  for  about  fifty  feet. 

Hillsboro,  betweeu  Harrington  and  Dawson,  raised  about 
ten  inches  over  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

Smithfield,  between  Blount  and  Wilmington,  has  been  filled 
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with  debris  from  the  Graded  School  one  hundred  and  seveu- 
ty-five  feet,  and  raised  from  twelve  to  eighteen  inches. 

Fayetteville,  below  the  Graded  School,  has  been  raised  by 
fillino;  about  one  foot  for  over  two  hundred  feet. 

The  street  leading  from  West  street  to  Rocky  branch  has 
been  widened  ten  ieei  by  using  part  of  the  Rex  Hospital 
ground.  The  side- walk  has  also  been  graded  at  the  point 
mentioned. 

Fowle  and  Pugh  streets,  each  running  from  Manly  street 
west  three  hundred  feet  and  thirty-four  feet  wide,  have  been 
opened  and  graded. 

The  ditch  on  Lane,  between  Person  and  Bloodworth,  has 
been  filled  for  eighty  feet  to  the  depth  of  two  feet  with  stone 
and  dirt. 

The  wagons  and  carts  belonging  to  the  city  have  been  con- 
stantly employed  during  the  entire  year,  when  practicable,  in 
hauling  and  filling  on  the  various  streets  wherever  washes  or 
holes  have  appeared  in  the  streets,  or  grading  has  been  deemed 
necessary..  Perhaps  in  no  previous  year  of  the  city's  history 
has  so  much  work  of  this  kind  been  done,  and  it  may,  I  think, 
be  safely  said  that  the  streets  are  in  better  condition  than  at 
any  previous  time. 

CULVERTS. 

The  following  culverts  have  been  repaired  or  extended : 

At  the  corner  of  East  and  Martin  streets,  the  culvert  2x2 
feet,  extended  ten  feet. 

On  Martin,  between  Bloodworth  and  East,  the  wall  two  and 
one-half  feet  high,  repaired  twelve  feet. 

On  Davie,  between  Bloodworth  and  East,  the  culvert  2x  2 
feet  and  ten  feet  long,  taken  up  and  relaid. 

On  Bloodworth,  between  South  and  Smithfield,  the  wall 
four  feet  high  by  twenty-seven  long,  taken  up  and  relaid. 

On  south  Person,  at  the  corner  of  Lenoir,  the  wall  three 
feet  high  and  six  feet  long,  repaired. 
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On  Person,  at  the  corner  of  Hargett,  the  culvert  ten  feet 
long  has  been  taken  up  and  relaid. 

On  the  corner  of  Newberu  avenue  and  Person,  the  culvert 
2x2  feet  and  forty-six  feet  long  taken  up,  location  changed, 
relaid  and  extended  thirty-five  feet  by  new  work  added  at 
both  ends. 

On  South,  between  Blount  and  Wilmington,  culvert  top 
taken  up  and  replaced,  forty-five  feet. 

On  Martin,  corner  Wilmington,  culvej't  top  taken  up  and 
replaced,  eight  feet  long. 

On  Halifax,  corner  Lane,  culvert  top  taken  off  and  relaid, 
sixty  feet. 

On  Fayetteville,  corner  Martin,  culvert  top  taken  off  and 
relaid,  forty-five  feet. 

On  Salisbury,  corner  Jones,  top  taken  off  and  walls  of  cul- 
vert raised  one  foot  higher,  seventy  feet. 

On  Salisbury,  corner  Lane,  culvert  top  taken  off  and  relaid, 
fifteen  feet. 

On  Lane,  between  Salisbury  and  McDowell,  culvert  taken 
up  and  relaid  twenty  feet  and  extended  five  feet. 

On  Hargett,  corner  McDowell,  culvert  taken  up  and  relaid 
on  a  new  line,  twenty-nine  feet. 

On  Dawson,  between  Hargett  and  Martin,  new  culvert  has 
been  built  18  x  18  inches,  nineteen  feet  long,  to  connect  with 
the  terra  cotta  culvert  through  Nash  Square. 

On  Dawson,  corner  of  Lane,  culvert  top  taken  off  and 
replaced,  fifteen  feet. 

At  the  north  end  of  Dawson  street,  culvert  2i  x  2|  feet, 
twenty-one  feet  long,  taken  up  and  relaid. 

On  Harrington,  at  the  corner  of  Hargett,  culvert  top  taken 
up  and  relaid,  forty-five  feet. 

On  Fayetteville  street,  corner  Hargett,  two  culverts,  each 
sixty-six  feet  long,  were  taken  up  and  removed  and  open 
drains  substituted.  • 
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ROCK    WALLS. 

East,  at  the  intei'section  of  Martin,  new  rock  wall  built 
twenty-eight  feet  long  by  four  high. 

On  Newberu  avenue,  between  Person  and  Bloodworth,  new 
wall  fifteen  feet  long,  two  and  a  half  feet  high,  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  terra  cotta  pipe  across  Newbern  avenue. 

At  the  corner  of  Newbern  avenue  and  Person,  new  curb 
wall  twenty  feet  long,  and  eighteen  inches  high. 

At  corner  of  Blount  and  Davie,  new  wall  twenty-one  feet 
long  by  three  feet  high. 

At  corner  Blount  and  South,  gutter  wall  fourteen  feet  long 
by  two  feet  high,  taken  up  and  relaid. 

On  South,  at  Centennial  Graded  School,  new  curb  wall 
built  eighteen  inches  high,  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long. 

On  Manly,  at  the  boundary  line,  new  wall  built  two  feet 
high,  fifteen  feet  long. 

On  AVest,  near  Rocky  branch,  new  curb  wall  built  eighteen 
inches  high,  twenty  feet  long. 

On  Hargett,  on  the  north  side  Nash  Square,  new  rock  wall 
built  four  hundred  and  forty  feet  long,  averaging  two  and  a 
half  feet  high. 

CROSSINGS. 

The  following  rock  crossings  have  been  laid : 

Across  Bloodworth,  at  corner  Newbern  avenue,  forty-five 
feet. 

Person,  at  intersection  of  North  and  Oakwood,  new  crossing 
laid  forty- seven  feet  long. 

At  corner  of  Sanders  and  Hillsboro,  new  crossing  laid 
thirty  feet  long. 

On  Martin,  between  Fayetteville  and  Wilmington,  new 
crossing  laid  forty-five  feet  long. 

The  following  crossings  have  been  relaid  : 

Across  Bloodworth,  on  south  side  Newbern  avenue,  forty- 
five  feet.

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Person,  across  Newberu,  sixty  feet. 

Newbern  avenue,  across  Person,  forty  feet. 

Davie,  across  Wilmington,  forty  feet. 

Corner  Fayetteville  and  Morgan,  three  crossings  taken  up 
and  relaid,  one  hundred  and  seventy  feet. 

Fayetteville,  between  Hargett  and  Morgan,  seventy-five 
feet  taken  up  and  forty  relaid. 

Fayetteville,  corner  Hargett,  four  crossings  taken  up  and 
three  relaid,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

Fayetteville,  corner  Martin,  twenty  feet  taken  up,  raised 
and  relaid, 

Fayetteville,  corner  Davie,  taken  up,  raised  and  relaid  fif- 
teen feet. 

Morgan,  across  Salisbury,  taken  up,  raised  ten  inches  and 
relaid  forty-five  feet. 

GUTTERS. 

It  would  take  too  much  space  to  enumerate  the  gutter  work 
done  during  the  year,  but  it  may  be  said  that  all  the  gutters 
have  been  kept  open,  and  nearly  every  gutter  in  the  city  has 
been  cleaned  out  at  sometime  during  the  year,  and  I  can, 
therefore,  report  that  the  drains  throughout  the  city  are  in  good 
condition. 

The  following  gutters  have  been  paved : 

Sixty  feet  on  Bloodworth,  corner  Davie,  three  feet  wide. 

Eighty  feet  on  Hargett,  corner  Wilmington,  three  feet  wide. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-two  feet  on  Davie,  at  corner  of 
Bloodworth,  three  feet  wide. 

Fifty  feet  on  Harrington,  between  Lenoir  and  Cabarrus, 
three  feet  wide. 

MOORE    SQUARE. 

All  necessary  attention  has  been  given  to  this  square  during 
the  year  looking  to  the  improvement  of  its  soil.  A  large 
quantity  of  manure  has  been  placed  upon  it,  which,  in  addi- 
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tiou  to  a  crop  of  peas  turned  under  last  fall,  has  greatly  en- 
riched the  soil.  Trees  have  been  replanted  where  they  have 
died,  and  it  is  now  sowed  in  clover,  oats  and  grasses. 

PUMPS. 

Daring  the  year  five  wells  have  been  rewalled,  four  deep- 
ened and  rewalled,  and  a  new  one  dug  and  walled.  There 
have  been  sixty-three  cleaned  out,  and  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five feet  of  pump-stocks  put  in  where  needed. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  carpenter  employed  by  the  city  has  been  constantly  en- 
gaged in  making  and  repairing  wooden  trunks  and  bridges 
for  the  streets,  besides  doing  other  necessary  work  of  various 
kinds. 

The  street  force  employed  l)y  the  city  and  under  my  charge 
is  as  follows : 

Drivers,  5;  quarry  hands,  2;  stone-pavers,  1 ;  carpenters,  1; 
pump-hands,  2;  laborers,  16.  These  are  paid  weekly  in  cash 
by  a  recent  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  this  method 
of  payment  is  much  a])preciated  by  the  street  force,  and  is  a 
decided  improvement  on  monthy  payments,  which  was  the 
former  plan  pursued  by  the  city. 

The  following  is  an  inventory  of  the  stock  and  implements 
belonging  to  the  city  in  my  department:

ness, two  old  sets;  buggy  harness,  one  set,  old;  buggies,  1; 
road-scrapers,  1 ;  street-rollers,  1  ;  Acme  cultivators,  1 ;  double 
plows,  1;  single  plows,  2;  bull-tongue  plows,  3;  carpenter's 
tools,  one  broken  set ;  pump  augers,  one  set  complete;  large  well- 
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buckets,  3;  windlasses  and   ropes,  2;  shovels,  31;  picks,  35; 
derricks,  2. 

I  take  pleasure,  iu  closing  my  report,  to  thank  the  members 
of  your  committee  for  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  in  n)y 
work,  and  I  wish  especially  to  recognize  their  intelligent  di- 
rection of  the  street  work  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  Police  Committee  iu  submittiuo;  their 
annual  report  direct  your  attention  to  no  other  matter  iu  their 
department  other  than  that  contained  in  the  repm't  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  which  is  hereto  appended,  aud  the  cost  of  the 
police  force.  From  that  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  num- 
ber of  arrests  by  the  police  during  the  year  have  been  greater 
than  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  iu  the 
large  number  arrested  for  failure  to  pay  the  dog-tax  rather 
than  to  any  increase  of  crime  among  the  people.  If  the  num- 
ber of  arrests  from  that  source  should  be  subtracted  from  the 
statement  submitted  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  it  would  show  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  arrests  of  55,  as  compared  with  last 
year's  statement. 

The  cost  of  the  Police  Department  for  this  year  has  been 
$7,932.66,  which  is  $114.05  less  than  the  cost  for  last  year. 
This  embraces  the  salaries  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  twelve  reg- 
ular policemen,  and  the  amounts  paid  to  extra  policemen  eui- 
ployed  at  stated  times  as  occasion  required.  Very  little  extra 
police  assistance  has  been  employed,  but  in  most  instances 
when  extra  service  was  required,  it  was  performed  by  the  reg- 
ular force  without  extra  charge;  aud  in  return,  whenever  time 
has  been  lost  by  the  regular  policemen  on  account  of  sickness 
or  other  causes,  no  deduction  has  been  made  by  the  city  from 
their  salaries. 

The  revenue  received  through  the  Chief  of  Police  during 
the  year  from   fines,  hall  rent,  licenses,  &c.,  were  $6,605.02. 
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Last  year  they  were  |6,456.26,  being  a  difference  in   favor  of 
this  year  of  $148.76. 

In  submitting  this  report,  it  gives  your  committee  pleasure 
to  commend  the  present  police  force  for  the  faithful  manner 
in  which  they  discharged  their  duties.  The  efficient  Chief  of 
Police  reports  that  the  men  under  his  charge  are  always 
prompt  and  faithful  to  all  orders  and  appointments  made  to 
them,  and  that  he  has  a  good  force  at  his  command.  It  gives 
us  pleasure  to  make  the  statement.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LIGHTS. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Lights  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  annual  report. 

We  have  erected  several  new  lamps  during  the  past  year 
and  have  removed  a  few  of  the  old  lamps  to  more  available 
localities.  We  have  erected  new  lamps  in  localities  where 
there  was  an  actual  necessity  for  them. 

The  streets  are  lighted  under  the  contract  with  the  Raleigh 
Gas  Light  Company,  entered  into  February,  1883,  for  a  term ' 
of  five  years  at  a  cost  of  $12.50  per  annum  for  each  lamp. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  administration  the  street  lamps 
were  not  lighted  with  the  regularity  that  your  committee  de- 
sired, but  the  attention  of  the  contractors  being  called  to  the 
matter,  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  that  direction. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Police  Department 
give  particular  attention  to  the  protection  of  the  street  lamps, 
and  that  the  policemen  be  required  to  report  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  all  lamps  broken  or  injured  in  any  way,  and  that  the 
policemen  also  report  to  the  Chief  of  Police  all  lamps  not  reg- 
ularly lighted,  and  that  the  Chief  of  Police  make  monthly 
reports  of  such  statements  to  your  honorable  body. 

Your  committee,  after  giving  the  Thomson-Houston  elec- 
tric lights  a  trial  in  the  market,  recommended  to  your  honor- 
able body  the  use  of  four  Arc  lights  in  the  Market-house,  and 
in  accordance  with  your  instructions  a  contract  was  entered 
into  with  the  Thomson-Houston  Electric  Company  to  furnish 
the  market  with  four  Arc  lights  for  one  year  at  fifty  dollars 
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per    month,  oue  Arc  light  to   be  furnished  in   the   Mayor's 
office  free  of  charge. 

The  cost  of  lights  for  city  purposes  has  been  slightly  in- 
creased during  the  year,  but  the  light  furnished  is  of  so  much 
better  quality  and  volume,  that  your  committee  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  improvement  in  this  direction  is  worth  much 
more  than  the  increased  cost.

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REPORT  OF  MARKET  COMxMITTEE, 


To  the  3Iayor  mid  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen  : — During  the  year  the  improv^emeuts  about 
the  market  have  been  the  removal  of  the  old  brick  side-walk 
on  the  north  side  of  the  buildiug,  and  the  substitution  there- 
for of  a  neat  and  durable  stone  flagging  pav^ement;  also  the 
substitution  of  elecricity  in  place  of  gas  for  lighting  purposes. 
These  changes  have  made  a  marked  improvement  in  appear- 
ances about  the  market  building,  and  were  much  needed. 

The  Street  Commissioner  reports  that  he  has  enough  stone 
flagging  prepared  to  pave  the  side-walk  on  the  south  side  of 
the  market,  and  that  he  purposes  doing  so  during  the  summer. 

The  receipts  from  rent  of  stalls  for  the  year  were  -13,052.62, 
an  increase  of  $24.53  over  last  year.  During  the  year  we 
have  found  it  necessary  to  change  one  huckster's  stall  into  a 
fish  stall,  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  of  those  wishing  to 
rent.  These  changes  are  sometimes  made,  but  are  never  made 
with  a  view  to  permanency,  but  only  for  temporary  uses. 

We  renew  the  recommendations  heretofore  made  in  regard 
to  the  removal  of  the  Station-house  from  the  basement  of  the 
market  building,  with  the  hope  that  this  change  may  be  made 
at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  force-pump  and  suf- 
ficient hose  for  the  flushing  with  water  of  the  market  proper 
and  its  surroundings,  which  will  improve  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  market  and  building,  and  will  be  appreciated  by 
those  who  visit  the  market,  as  well  as  by  the  tenants  and  oc- 
cupants of  the  building. 

The  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  market 
hav^e  been  generally  observed,  and  the  sales  therein  have  been 
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made  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  ordinances  of  the 
Board.     The  wholesomeness  of  articles  sold  has  been  specially 
looked  after  by  the  Keeper  of  the  INIarket.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDOGS. 


Ealeigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen  : — To  the  Committee  on  Buildino-s  is  com- 
mitted  the  erection,  care  and  inspection  of  all  public  buildings 
belonging  to  the  city. 

THE    CENTENNIAL    GRADED    SCHOOL    BUILDING. 

By  a  vote  of  the  people  last  May  authority  was  given  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  issue  $25,000  of  six  per  cent,  bonds  to 
pay  the  purchase  money  for  the  old  "  Governor's  Mansion " 
lot,  and  erect  thereon  a  suitable  building  for  the  Centennial 
Graded  School. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  passed  June  5th,  your  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  prepare  plans  and  submit  estimates 
for  such  a  building. 

The  plans  which  had  been  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  G.  Bauer, 
Architect,  for  the  School  Committee  of  Raleigh  Township,  were 
adopted  by  this  Committee  and  reported  to  the  Board  on  July 
3d,  when  the  committee  was  authorized  to  invite  bids  and 
award  the  contract. 

After  due  advertisement  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Messrs. 
Ellington,  Royster  &  Co.,  of  this  city,  for  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  two  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents. 
The  work  was  completed  according  to  contract  in  Novem- 
ber. The  building  was  accepted  by  your  committee,  formally 
turned  over  to  the  School  Committee  and  dedicated  with  ap- 
propriate ceremonies  ou  November  30th,  1885. 
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Owing  to  an  alteration  in  the  original  location  of  the  build- 
ing, whereby  the  amount  of  brick  work  on  the  rear  walls  was 
considerably  increased,  an  allowance  of  $1,047,22  was  voted 
to  the  contractors  by  resolution  of  the  Board  on  February 
26th,  ]  886,  making  the  total  cost  as  follows :

Fencing,  Cloak-rooms,  Furniture,  Black-boards,

The  excess  of  $2,129.67  was  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund. 

The  building  is  of  brick — pressed  brick  front,  with  brown 
stone  trimmings  and  slate  roof;  it  contains  ten  class-rooms, 
eight  of  which  are  22  x  36  feet,  and  two  22  x  32  feet— all  13 
feet  pitch,  and  one  main  assembly-hall  45x75  feet,  18  feet 
pitch,  and  ample  cloak  and  hat  closets,  and  is  furnished 
throughout  with  the  best  and  most  modern  school  furniture 
and  apparatus  and  the  best  quality  of  Vermont  slate  black- 
boards. It  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
before  another  winter  suitable  steam-heating  apparatus  will 
be  provided.  It  is  now  in  use,  accommodating  about  eight 
hundred  pupils,  and  is  considered  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  a  model  building  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed. 

The  building  is  now  in  good  repair,  excepting  some  small 
•leaks  in  the  main  assembly-room  and  the  hoisting  arrangement 
of  a  number  of  the  windows  being  out  of  order. 

THE    RESCUE    BUILDING. 

The  building  occupied  by  the  Rescue  Steam  Fire  Company, 
situated  on  Court-house  Square,  is  in  good  condition,  the 
roof  having  been  recently  repaired. 
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THE    CHEMICAL    ENGINE-HOUSE, 

located  in  Wilmington  street,  between  Martin  and  Davie 
streets,  is  an  obstruction  to  one  of  the  principal  business  streets 
of  the  city,  and  should  be  removed  to  some  more  suitable 
location. 

THE    MARKET    HOUSE 

or  City  Hall  building,  is  not  in  good  repair.  The  front  of 
the  building,  devoted  to  the  Mayor's  office,  the  office  of  the 
City  IMarshal,  and  the  Council  Chamber,  where  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  are  held,  has  been  renovated  during  the  year, 
and  is  now  quite  presentable. 

There  are  a  number  of  serious  leaks  in  the  roof  of  the  build- 
ing, and  the  ceiling  in  Metropolitan  Hall  has  become  consid- 
erably damaged. 

The  boxing  in  the  windows  between  the  second  and  third 
floors  is  defective,  whereby  rain  is  blown  in,  and  is  working 
damage  that  ought  to  be  at  once  arrested. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  thorough  inspection  of 
the  building  be  had,  by  a  competent  Architect  and  Builder, 
to  estimate  the  repairs  necessary  and  the  cost  of  the  same. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Office  Chief  Engineer, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you,  and  through  you 
to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  my  annual  report  as  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Fire  Department,  and  in  so  doing  once  more  men- 
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tion  some  much-ueeded  improvements  and  suggestions  for  the 
further  usefulness  of  this  department. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  upon  certain  suggestions  and  recommen- 
dations heretofore  made  by  me  to  you,  and  through  your  ap- 
proval and  endorsement  submitted  to  their  consideration. 
These  suggestions  and  recommendations  I  have  made,  feeling 
it  a  duty  devolving  upon  me  as  Chief  Engineer,  after  most 
careful  study  of  the  welfare  and  improvement  of  my  depart- 
ment, and  not  without  a  close  personal  examination  in  every 
case,  in  addition  to  a  critical  consultation  with  my  assistants. 
It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  being  a  volunteer  department, 
only  necessary  incidental  expenses  accrue  in  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  are  very  small  outside  of  the  purchase  of  machinery, 
and  while  a  spirit  of  economy  very  justly  rules  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  still  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  good 
management  and  perfect  efficiency  of  the  department  placed 
under  my  charge  should  be  felt  by  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  every  city  officer.  The  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Fire  Department,  while  they  take  great  pride  in 
the  affairs  of  the  organization,  still  they  gravely  fear  that  the 
City  Government  looks  upon  it  only  as  a  contingency  and  not 
essentially  and  absolutely  a  part  of  the  city  affiiirs. 

To  urge  the  Board  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  their  Fire 
Department,  and  to  create  some  means  by  which  to  more  thor- 
oughly organize  it,  and  in  every  particular  make  it  more  per- 
fect and  useful,  I  have  in  all  my  reports  made  such  suggestions 
and  recommendations,  in  as  perfect  a  manner  as  possible,  and 
will  once  more  embody  in  this  report  such  matters  as  I  deem 
absolutely  sure  to  enhance  the  value  of  your  Fire  Department 
and  add  materially  to  its  usefulness  and  the  safety  of  valuable 
city  property.  Believing  that  your  Board  will,  when  looking 
at  these  matters  in  their  proper  light,  see  at  once  the  earnest- 
ness with  which  I  labor  for  the  good  of  the  department  which 
you  have  chosen  me  to  preside  over,  and  the  real  benefit  which 
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will  accrue  to  your  Fire  Departmeut,  that  you  will  at  once  take 
action  upon  my  suggestions. 

The  most  important  perhaps  is  the  building  of  three  cisterns 
in  such  places  as  will  guarantee  their  being  kept  full  of  water 
at  all  times,  to  be  used  for  supplying  the  other  cisterns  with 
water  during  long  continued  droughts,  such  as  occur  in  very 
dry  seasons.  I  have  made  a  very  careful  survey  for  these 
localities  and  find  one  at  the  western  terminus  of  Hargett 
street,  where  a  never-failing  spring  can  be  made  the  means  of 
supplying  water;  another  built  on  Lane  street,  between  Salis- 
bury and  McDowell  streets,  can  be  kept  full  from  another 
spring;  a  third,  built  on  Davie  between  East  and  Bloodworth, 
can  be  supplied  with  an  abundauce  of  water  by  damming  the 
branch  there  which  is  fed  by  two  springs  and  is  always  run- 
ning a  sufficient  supply  of  water  even  in  the  driest  season  to  fill 
a  cistern.  These  three  cisterns  can  always  be  used  in  case  of 
fire  and  also  as  supply  cisterns  for  the  others  when  emptied. 

Another  matter  I  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to,  is 
the  housing  of  apparatus.  The  entire  east  end  of  the  Market 
building  has  been  closed  up  to  make  engine-houses,  against 
the  protests  of  many  citizens  and  much  to  the  sanitary  detri- 
ment of  the  market.  It  is  also  desirable  to  have  the  appa- 
ratus now  in  the  east  end  of  the  Market-house  removed  else- 
where, as  a  protection  to  the  machines.  Now,  and  ever  since 
the  apparatus  was  first  placed  there,  the  basements  underneath 
have  been  used  as  eating-houses,  with  constant  fires  burning, 
the  heat  from  which  does  great  damage  to  the  apparatus. 
The  ladders  and  running  gear  of  the  trucks  are  often  so  shrunk 
and  dried  out  as  to  require  their  being  run  out  on  rainy  days 
to  prevent  great  damage  to  them,  while  the  valves  and  pumps 
of  the  hand-engine  are  seriously  impaired  by  this  steady 
artificial  heat.  An  addition  to  Rescue  Engine-house  will  ob- 
viate this  to  a  great  extent.  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck  could 
be  housed  there.  There  is  ample  room  for  both  the  Chemical 
Engines  in  the  Engine-house  on  Wilmington  street.  These 
changes  will  certainly  improve  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
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market  and  add  very  materially  to  the  benefit  of  your  fire 
apparatus,  as  it  will  open  up  the  east  end  of  the  Market- 
house  to  better  ventilation. 

Among  the  regular  expenses  which  the  Board  will  have  to 
make  is  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  new  hose  for  use  of  the 
Steamer  and  Victor  hand-engines.  This  amount  is  as  little 
as  we  can  possibly  do  with,  the  great  distance  between  cisterns 
really  makes  even  the  doubling  up  of  all  serviceable  hose 
now  in  the  city  unavailable,  as  was  the  case  recently  at  the 
fire  at  Miss  Boylan's,  where,  with  1,900  feet  of  hose  in  one 
line,  we  could  barely  reach  the  fire.  The  purchase  of  this  I 
would  advise  to  be  of  good  leather  hose  as  the  safest,  most 
durable  and  consequently  cheapest. 

Save  in  the  respect  of  proper  house-room,  all  the  apparatus 
in  my  charge  is  in  as  good  condition,  reasonable  wear  and 
tear  excepted,  as  when  I  took  charge  of  your  Fire  Department. 
The  active  force  of  each  company  remains  about  as  at  my  last 
report,  and  are  always  prompt  and  willing  to  do  duty  when 
called  upon. 

As  the  very  best  means  to  have  a  proper  channel  by  which 
the  Fire  Department  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may  consult 
together,  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  there  be  created  a 
standing  committee  in  your  Board  to  have  control  of  all  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  this  department.  You  have  a  Street  Com- 
mittee, Light  Committee,  Police  Committee,  &c.,  &c.  Why 
not  a  Fire  Department  Committee?  This  is  a  iiaatter  which 
the  officers  and  members  of  this  department  feel  is  the  only 
means  by  which  they  can  reach  and  be  properly  recognized  as 
other  branches  of  the  city  affairs  are,  and  earnestly  hope  will 
be  done.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  WATER-WORKS. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1886. 

To  the  Honorable  the  3fayor  and  Board  of  Alder nt en 

of  the  City  of  Maleigh : 

The  committee  to  whom  the  question  of  the  establishment 
of  a  system  of  water-works  was  referred,  beg  leave  to  report : 

1st.  That  they  have,  by  circular-letter,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereto  annexed,  addressed  to  various  contractors  and  engi- 
neers, invited  proposals  for  estimates  of  the  cost  of  surveys 
and  of  the  cost  of  a  system  of  water-works,  but  have  received 
no  definite  proposition  from  any  source  (except  that  of  M. 
Bowes  and  his  associates),  the  difficulty  being  that  no  one  is 
willing  to  incur  the  expense  of  surveys  and  estimates  without 
knowing  what  system  the  city  w-ill  adopt,  or  upon  what  method 
the  works  are  to  be  established,  whether  to  be  owned  and 
operated  by  the  city  or  to  be  built  and  operated  by  the  con- 
tractors. We  have,  therefore,  no  data  upon  which  to  base  a 
report  as  to  the  cost  of  water-works  to  be  owned  by  the  city, 
or  of  the  annual  cost  of  hydrants,  &c.,  to  the  city. 

2d.  That  from  the  communications  received,  we  feel  assured 
that  as  soon  as  the  city  determines  upon  some  definite  plan, 
there  are  various  parties  who  will  be  anxious  to  make  bids 
for  the  construction  of  works  upon  whatever  plan  may  be 
adopted. 

3d.  That  from  the  communications  we  have  received,  and 
the  interviews  we  have  had  with  experts  and  others,  we  are 
of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  the  city  to  own 
and  operate  the  works,  and  that  the  "  Reservoir"  system  is 
the  most  desirable. 

4th.  That  while  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have  not  the 
authority  to  contract  for  the   building  of  water-works  to   be 
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paid  fur  and  owued  by  the  city  (not  having  the  available  funds 
on  hand,  or  the  permission  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  city  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose),  yet 
the  committee  think  that  a  contract  may  be  made  at  present 
under  the  general  plan  contemplated  in  the  "4th"  invitation 
of  the  circular-letter  referred  to,  and  if  the  I^egislature  of  i  887, 
and  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  should  authorize  the  issue 
of  bonds,  the  works  may  be  purchased  at  any  stipulated  period 
at  the  stipulated  price,  but  if  the  plan  of  purchase  should 
finally  not  be  adopted,  the  rental  method  would  continue,  and 
the  city  would  still  have  the  advantage  and  benefits  of  a  water 
supply. 

Your  committee  deem  the  speedy  establishment  of  a  systeni 
of  water-supply  a  mat-ter  of  great  importance  to  the  health  of 
our  people,  the  safety  of  property  and  the  prosperity  of  our  city. 

We  therefore  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Board: 

1st.  That  the  committee  be  authorized  to  employ  a  compe- 
tent engineer  to  make  the  surveys  and  estimates  necessary,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  to  guide  the  city  in  making  a 
contract. 

2d.  That  the  reservoir  system  be  adopted  if  found  practi- 
cable. 

3d.  That  the  committee  be  instructed  to  invite  proposals  for 
building  the  works  under  a  com  1)1  nation  of  the  3d  and  4th 
plans  as  contained  in  the  circular-letter  referred  to. 

4th.  That  application  be  made  to  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  for  permission  to  issue  a  sufficient  amount 
of  bonds  to  pay  for  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  water- 
works.

The  City  of  Raleigh  having  under  consideration  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  water-works,  the  committee  who  have 
the  subject  in  charge  take  this  method  of  answering  the  many 
enquiries  received  from  engineers  and  contractors. 

The  committee  invite  proposals  as  follows: 

1st.  For  the  making  of  the  necessary  surveys,  specifications 
and  estimates  of  cost,  for  a  system  of  water- works  to  be 
erected  by  the  city. 

2d.  For  the  erection  of  water-works  to  belong  to  the  city, 
and  to  be  paid  for,  at  completion,  in  cash.  The  system  to  be 
specified  by  the  bidder,  and  all  surveys  to  be  made  at  his 
expense. 

3d.  For  the  erection  of  water-works  to  belong  to  the  city, 
and  to  be  paid  for,  at  completion,  in  bonds  of  the  city,  secured 
by  mortgage  on  the  works,  to  bear  six  per  cent,  interest,  and 
to  run  thirty  years.  The  bidder  to  specify  system  and  the 
surveys  to  be  at  his  expense. 

4th.  For  the  erection  of  water-works  to  be  owned  and 
operated  by  the  builders  under  an  exclusive  franchise  from 
the  city  for  the  term  often  years,  the  city  to  rent  a  stipulated 
number  of  hydrants  for  fire  and  city  purposes  at  a  stipulated 
annual  rental,  and  to  be  permitted  to  purchase  the  works  at 
the  end  of  the  franchise  period,  at  a  stipulated  price.  The 
bidder  to  specify  the  system  to  be  used,  the  minimum  number 
and  annual  cost  of  hydrants  the  city  would  be  required  to  rent, 
and  to  submit  schedule  of  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for 
private  consumption.    Surveys  to  be  made  at  expense  of  bidder. 

The  committee  think  it  proper  to  state  that  no  authority 
has  yet  been  granted  to  the  city  to  issue  bonds  for  the  estab- 
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raent  of  water- works;  but  if  the  city  should  conclude  to  own 
the  works,  the  necessary  legislation  will  be  applied  for  at  the 
next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  January,  1887. 

The  information  now  sought  by  the  committee  is  needed  to 
enable  the  city  to  determine  the  method  it  shall  adopt.  If  it 
should  conclude  to  adopt  the  plan  contemplated  in  the  4th 
invitation  as  above,  the  contract  may  be  immediately  executed.

HOSPITAL  OF  ST.  JOHN'S  GUILD. 

Kaleigh,  N.  C,  April  23(1,  1 
To  his  Honor  Mayor  W.  H.  Dodd  : 

Dear  Sir: — Since  my  last  report  the  Hospital  has  been 
open  every  day  for  the  reception  of  patients,  and  it  is  now 
better  equipped  and  in  better  working  condition  than  it  lias 
ever  been. 

At  the  close  of  my  last  report  there  were  eight  patients  in 
the  Hospital.  During  the  current  year  there  have  been  twenty 
patients  admitted,  making  the  number  twenty-eight  (28)  who 
have  been  treated.  Twenty  of  these  having  been  discharged 
and  one  died,  leaving  seven  patients  in  the  Hospital  at  this 
date. 

Since  December  14th,  1878,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
patients  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital.  There  have  been 
two  amputations  (one  of  the  thigh  and  one  of  the  leg),  several 
operations  upon  the  eye,  and  some  minor  operations  performed 
during  the  year. 

The  Hospital  can  receive  twenty  patients.  There  are  two 
large  and  three  smaller  rooms  for  the  reception  of  patients, 
Two  of  these  are  reserv(id  for  private  patients.  There  are, 
besides,  a  reception,  a  dining-room,  and  a  room  for  the  Mat- 
ron ;  a  good,  convenient  kitchen  and  store-room. 

The  city  has  furnished  the  medicines  for  all  the  charity 
patients.  Through  the  kind  charity  of  many  of  the  good 
citizens  of  Raleigh  and  some  others  in  the  State,  all  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  been  paid,  and  the  houses 
and  grounds  kept  in  good  repair.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  March  17th  Mas  duly  received. 
I  was  under  the  impression  that  you  requested  that  the  report 
of  the  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital  be  sent  in  .on  24th 
inst.,  hence  my  neglect  to  send  in  the  same  yesterday,  22d,  as 
you  requested.     I  trust  you  will  pardon  the  delay. 

The  Hospital  has  received  during  the  year  thirty  patients, 
all  colored,  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  coming  from  this  city. 
Except  in  two  or  three  cases  they  were  charity  patients,  and 
were  given  board  and  medical  advice  gratuitously  while  in 
the  Hospital. 

Five  free  clinics,  both  medical  and  surgical,  have  been  held 
by  the  several  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Leonard  Medical 
School,  and  many  of  the  poor  of  the  city  have  availed  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  obtain  medical  advice.  A  record 
of  the  number  thus  treated  was  not  preserved. 
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I  enclose  a   circular   \Yhich   will   give  yon  some  additional 
information  in  regard  to  the  plans  and  object  of  the  Hospital.

CIRCULAR. 

To  the  Medical  Profession  : 

In  connection  with  the  Leonard  Medical  School  of  Shaw 
University  there  has  been  established  a  hospital  for  colored 
people  exclusively,  the  only  institution  of  the  kind  in  the 
State,  if  not  in  the  country. 

Xo  argument  is  required  to  convince  any  practicing  physi- 
cian wiuj  conies  in  daily  contact  with  the  afflicted  of  their 
race  of  the  crying  need  for  just  some  such  provision  for  them. 
Owing  to  their  poverty  as  a  class,  their  habits  and  surround- 
ings, it  is  next  to  impossible  for  them  to  obtain  the  proper 
care  and  nursing  in  serious  cases — attentions  that  are  essential 
to  the  success  of  the  graver  surgical  procedures  especially.  In 
consequence,  very  many  that  could  be  relieved  under  favorable 
circumstances  fail  to  secure  the  full  benefits  of  the  medical  art 
and  are  doomed  either  to  death,  to  years  of  dependence  upon 
relations  ill  able  to  bear  the  burden,  or  to  the  poor-house. 

The  Leonard  Medical  School  Hospital  is  intended  to  meet 
this  want.  The  building  erected  for  the  purpose  is  well 
lighted  and  warmed,  comfortably  though  simply  furnished 
and  is  capable  of  accommodating  twenty  patients  of  both  sexes. 
In  an  adjacent  building  two  comfortable  wards  in  addition 
have  been  specially  arranged  and  set  apart  for  operations  upon 
the  eye  requiring  exclusion  from  light. 

Nurses  are  provided  aud  patients  will  receive  every  neces- 
sary attention.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE OF  RALEIGH  TOWNSHIP. 

Mayor's  Office,  April  30th,  1886. 
To  the  Honorable.  Board  of  Alderrnen  of  t/ie  City  of  Rcdeigli : 

Gentlemen  : — As  Chairman  ex-ojicio  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Raleigh  Township,  Wake  County,  I  have  the  honor 
of  presenting  to  yonr  honorable  body  the  annexed  reports  of 
the  Superintendent,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
School  Committee,  showing  statements  of  the  census  of  the 
school  population,  the  work  done,  and  the  moneys  received 
and  disbursed  on  account  of  Public  Schools  in  Raleigh  Town- 
ship since  April  30,  1885. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  embraces  the  work  done 
for  only  four  school  months,  from  November  30th,  1885,  to 
March  19th,  1886. 

The  work  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  township  has  pro- 
gressed very  satisfactorily  during  the  past  year. 

The  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  and  additional  facili- 
ties have  been  provided  for  every  school  during  the  year. 
The  faith  fid  and  untiring  labors  of  our  Superintendent  have 
been  crowned  with  good  results.  All  the  teachers  are  iutelli- 
gent  and  faithful  workers.  With  healthy  surroundings,  well 
ventilated  buildings,  and  the  many  f^acilities  afforded  for  their 
comfort  and  improvement  in  learning,  the  children  in  this 
community  are  specially  favored,  and  very  gratifying  results 
of  the  present  system  of  teaching  and  training  in  our  schools 
are  exhibited  in  the  improved  condition  and  general  good 
demeanor  of  the  pupils.     This  is  as  it  should  be,  for  the  scho- 
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lastic  training  of  liundreds  of  the  youth  of  our  community 
will  terminate  when  they  leave  the  Graded  Schools.  How 
very  important  it  is  then,  that  they  sliould  be- well  trained  and 
well  taught  while  they  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  the 
schools? 

These  statements  of  the  progress,  condition  and  wants  of 
the  public  schools,  made  in  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the 
School  Committee,  herewith  annexed,  will  enable  you  to  ap- 
preciate to  some  extent,  the  value  of  the  Graded  School  sys- 
tem, and  will  afford  you  the  opportunity  of  providing  for 
that  system  of  popular  education  which  is  now  acknowledged 
to  be  a  public  necessity.  By  reference  to  these  reports,  you 
will  find  that  new  buildings  have  been  erected  for  the  white 
and  colored  schools,  and  every  needed  repair  has  been  made 
to  the  old  buildings,  and  all  the  facilities  that  were  at  the 
command  of  the  committee  have  been  furnished.  The  numer- 
ical growth  of  the  schools  has  been  largely  increased,  and  larger 
accommodations,  in  class-room,  will  have  to  be  supplied  for 
both,  white  and  colored  schools  for  the  next  year's  term. 

Since  last  report  made  to  your  honorable  body,  April  30, 
1885,  the  School  Committee  has  been  the  recipient  of  your 
kindness  in  having  bestowed  upon  them  the  free  use  of  the 
splendid  new  building  known  as  the  Centennial  School  Build- 
ing. This  commodious  and  convenient  building,  with  all  the 
latest  and  most  approved  school  furniture,  and  the  beautiful 
grounds  on  which  the  buildiug  is  located,  was  turned  over  to 
the  exclusive  use  of  this  committee  on  the  30th  day  of  No- 
vember, 1885,  by  Alderman  G.  E.  Leach,  Chairman  of  the 
Building  Committee,  on  behalf  of  your  honorable  body.  For 
the  inestimable  benefit  thus  conferred,  not  only  on  this  com- 
mittee, but  principally  on  the  youth  of  this  community  and 
upon  our  citizens  at  large,  I  am  instructed  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  this  township  to  return  you  sincere  and  heartfelt 
.thanks.  This  great  benefit  is  the  more  highly  appreciated  by 
the  committee  because  it  was  conferred  just  at  the  time  when 
they  were  not  able  to  continue  the  Centennial  School  for 
10 
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want  of  a  suitable  school  building,  and  without  your  assistance 
this  school  would  have  been  discontinued  for  such  a  lentrth  of 
time  as  would  have  resulted  not  only  in  much  loss  to  our 
educational  system,  but  in  incalculable  loss  to  many  children 
in  our  comruunity,  for  a  few  years  loss  (even  two  or  more),  of 
school  training  to  some  of  the  children  in  our  city  would  meau 
the  end  of  their  education,  for  they  would  go  iuto  the  work- 
shops or  on  the  farms,  from  necessity,  and  not  be  able  to  return 
to  school.  So  the  benefits  conferred  by  this  noble  and  timely 
gift,  entitles  your  honorable  body  to  the  lasting  gratitude  of 
our  citizens.  The  School  Committee,  in  returning  thanks  for 
your  timely  assistance  to  them,  promise  you  their  best  endeav- 
ors to  make  this  school  one  of  the  best  if  not  the  very  best 
Graded  Schools  in  the  State.  In  extent  and  completeness,  in 
its  equipments  and  iu  its  management,  we  consider  this  school, 
now,  equal  to  any  other  public  school  iu  our  State.  On 
account  of  the  good  reputation  already  attained  by  this  school, 
we  have  had  during  the  past  year  to  exceed  our  accommoda- 
tions in  the  admission  of  pupils.  Our  accommodations  will 
seat  six  hundred  pupils.  We  now  have  enrolled  eight  hun- 
dred, and  have  been  compelled  to  refuse  admission  to  many 
more.  After  your  late  exhibition  of  kindness  in  doing  so 
much  towards  advancing  the  public  school  interests  iu  our 
community,  we  somewhat  hesitate  to  ask  you  to  do  more;  but 
as  you  did  so  nobly  begin  the  work,  we  now  ask  you  to  extend 
the  same,  and  by  helping  tis  to  make  full  accommodations  for 
the  education  of  the  children  of  our  city,  enable  us  to  help  you 
to  advance  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city.  We  will 
gladly  accept  additional  class-rooms  to  the  present  Centennial 
School  Building,  oi;  rooms  or  a  building  in  any  other  locality 
within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

From  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee, 
we  learn  that  the  opening  of  the  schools  was  deferred  to  De- 
cember 1,  1885,  owing  to  delays  in  completing  the  buildings.] 
By  reference  to  this  report,  we  find  that  new  buildiugs  have 
beeu  erected  and  additional  buildings  have  been  added  to  th( 
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old  buildings.  He  reports  the  expenditures  during  the  year 
(siuce  last  report)  to  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of 
$12,616.54.  Of  this  amount  there  was  expended  for  new 
building  and  repairs  to  the  Washington  and  Graded  Schools 
the  sum  of  §2,945.40 ;  ground  for  Garfield  School,  $201.70; 
salaries  of  Superintendent  and  Teachers,  $7,299.92;  for  fuel, 
commissions  to  Treasurer,  taking  census,  and  incidentals, 
$2,169.52  (the  greater  part  of  this  last  amount  being  expended 
for  fuel).  "The  Johnson  School  was  discontinued  at  the  close 
of  the  last  term,  as  the  additions  to  the  other  schools  provided 
ample  accommodations  for  all  the  colored  children  in  the  city." 
From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  Committee, 
we  find  that  he  received  from   all   .sources,  from  April   25th,

From  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  we  find 
that  we  have  a  census  of  4,597  children  of  the  school  age  in 
this  township.  We  have  enrolled  1,899  children,  which  is 
41  per  cent,  of  the  census  in  the  schools  of  this  township;  28 
teachers  are  engaged  at  an  average  salary  of  §32.45  per  month. 
I  respectfully  invite  your  careful  attention  to  the  very  able 
and  interesting  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  this 
township.  It  contains  clear  and  forcible  views  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  successfully  conducting  the  public  schools, 
and  I  very  much  de.sirethat  the  attention  of  the  j)arents  should 
be  called  to  the  aid  and  cooperation  that  is  suggested  in  this 
report  that  they  should  give  to  Superintendent  and  teachers  in 
order  that  their  childien  may  receive  a  good  education. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the 
high  appreciation  that  I  know  every  member  of  the  School 
Committee  of  Haleigh  Township  entertains  for  the  faithful 
services  rendered  to  our  schools  during  the  present  term  by 
our  competent  Superintendent,  Prof.  E.  P.  Moses. 
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Professor  Moses  bea^an  his  work  of  couducting  the  schools 
of  this  township  on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1885,  and  his 
report  made  to  the  committee  covers  a  period  of  but  seventy- 
two  school  days,  or  four  school  months.  Yet  during  these 
four  months  "  the  most  trying  school  months  in  the  year," 
"the  enrollment  of  the  Centennial  School  exceeded  the  enroll- 
ment of  any  previous  year  ;  and  the  average  daily  attendance 
has  been  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  in  excess  of  the  aver- 
age daily  attendance  of  last  year."  These  facts,  with  the 
general  improvement  in  the  discipline  and  management,  and 
the  increased  reputation  of  the  schools,  all  go  to  prove  to 
us  that  we  have  a  competent  Superintendent,  and  one  who  is 
well  informed  of  the  progress  of  instruction,  discipline  and 
management  necessary  to  make  successful  schools,  and  capable 
of  giving  practical  aid,  advice  and  encouragement  to  teachers 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  As  further  and  convinc- 
ing proof  of  his  knowledge,  experience  and  competency,  I 
respectfully  refer  you  to  his  excellent  report  made  to  the 
School  Committee,  which  is  hereto  annexed.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  RALEIGH  TOWN- 
SHIP SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  24th,  1886. 

Hon.  W.  H.  DoDD,  Mayor,  and 

Chairman  ex-ojfficio  Raleigh  Totvnship  School  Committee: 

Dear  Sir  : — A  brief  statement  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee since  the  report  April  25th,  1885,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 
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The  Centennial  School  closed  May  22d,  so  as  to  allow  the 
contractors  for  the  new  building  to  begin  work. 

The  schools  for  colored  children  closed  June  19th. 

The  opening  of  all  the  schools  was  deferred  until  Decem- 
ber first,  owing  to  delays  in  conapletiug  the  buildings. 

The  City  of  Raleigh  erected,  for  use  of  the  Centennial 
School,  on  the  site  purchased  of  the  State  and  formerly  occu- 
pied by  the  Governor's  Mansion,  a  most  excellent  single-story 
building,  containing  ten  class-rooms  and  a  large  assembly-hall, 
and  furnished  the  same  with  desks,  settees,  bells  and  clocks 
of  first-class  quality,  at  a  total  outlay,  including  grounds,  of 
$27,121.17,  Thus  we  now  have  facilities  for  conductiug  the 
school  which  are  perhaps  unequalled  by  any  locality  in  the 
State.  The  large  attendance  shows  clearly  the  appreciation 
in  which  this  school  is  held  by  our  citizens;  indeed,  the  num- 
ber is  so  great  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  as  much  attention 
to  the  pupils  as  is  needed;  in  the  primary  departments  this  is 
especially  the  case.  New  grounds  and  buildings  in  another 
portion  of  the  city  are  an  immediate  and  pressing  necessity. 
This  will  be  the  main  work  of  the  committee  during  the  vaca- 
tion months  now  approaching. 

Marked  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  buildings  for 
the  colored  children.  At  the  Washington  School  an  extension 
has  been  made  on  the  south  of  three  rooms  of  good  size,  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  ;  the  old  or  main  building  has  been 
overhauled  and  made  more  convenient  and  safe,  and  the  entire 
premises  enclosed  with  a  new  fence.  In  this  school  there  are 
now  seven  good  recitation-rooms  well  furnished. 

The  Garfield  School  lot  being  too  small,  additional  ground, 
thirty  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  and  a  half  feet  on  the 
north  side,  was  secured,  thus  materially  enhancing  the  value 
of  that  property.  Improvements  were  made  there  consisting 
of  two  excellent  rooms  and  partitions  in  the  original  building, 
thereby  making  seven  rooms  of  good  size. 

No  work  has  been  done  at  the  Oberliu  School,  as  that 
buildinjr  is  new. 
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The  Johnson  School  was  discontinued  at  the  close  of  last 
term,  as  the  additions  to  the  other  schools  provided  ample 
accommodations  for  all  the  colored  children  in  the  city. 

Your  committee  consider  themselves  fortunate  in  obtaining 
the  services  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Moses  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
At  the  former  report  we  were  receiving  applications  for  this 
position  from  various  quarters,  and  were  quite  at  a  loss,  among 
so  many  good  ones,  to  know  just  whom  to  select.  Impressed 
with  the  reputation  made  at  Goldsboro  by  Mr,  Moses,  we 
unanimously  decided  to  tender  him  the  place,  although  he 
had  made  no  effort  to  secure  it.  Results  show  that  we  made 
no  mistake. 

The  applicants  for  teachers'  places  were  carefully  examined 
by  the  Superintendent,  and  those  ranking  highest  were  chosen. 
We  are  pleased  to  note  the  faithfulness  with  which  they  have 
discharged  their  duties. 

The  census,  taken  under  the  school  law,  shows  the  total 
number  within  school  age  to  be  4,597.     Of  these,  there  are:

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Yoli  will  obsei've  that  my  report  covers  a  period  of  but  sev- 
enty-two school  days.  For  obvious  reasons,  I  found  it  im- 
})ossible  to  include  the  reports  for  April.  I  regret  that  I  am 
unable  to  furnish  you  with  statistics  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  previous  years.  The  only  records,  however,  to 
which  I  could  get  access  were  the  meagre  annual  reports  here- 
tofore made  to  the  Mayor  by  the  principals  of  the  several 
schools  of  the  city.  Referring  to  these  reports,  I  find  that 
the  enrollment  at  the  Centennial  School  for  four  months  of 
the  present  term  exceeded  the  enrollment  for  the  whole  of  any 
previous  year,  and  that  the  average  daily  attendance  of  the 
same  school  is,  this  year,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  in  ex- 
cess of  the  average  daily  attendance  for  last  year.  It  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  four  months  embraced  in  this  report 
are,  in  all  respects,  the  most  trying  months  of  the  year  to 
schools,  teachers  and  pupils.  In  view  of  this,  and  in  consid- 
eration of  the  severity  of  the  winter,  I  think  that  we  should 
feel  encouraged  at  the  large  increase  in  the  enrollment  and 
attendance.  These  items,  moreover,  it  is  only  fair  to  state, 
would  be  larger  were  it  not  for  the  rule  which  you  were 
forced  to  pass  forbidding  the  admission,  for  want  of  room,  of 
any  more  new  pupils.  Otherwise,  I  am  confident  that  the 
enrollment  would  have  reached  850  by  the  present  time. 

While  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  based  u])on  the  number 
belonging  is  higher,  perhaps,  than  could  have  been  reasonably 
expected,  under  the  circumstances,  there  is  still  room  for  im- 
provement in  the  matter  of  regular  attendance  and  punctu- 
ality. A  substantial  advance,  however,  can  never  be  made  in 
this  particular,  without  the  assistance  of  parents.  Pupils 
should  be  detained  at  home  from  school  only  when  they  are 
too  sick  to  attend,  when  sickness  in  the  family  demands  their 
services,  or  when  their  presence  in  the  school-room  would  en- 
danger the  health  of  others.  When  a  man  entrusts  his  child 
to  a  teacher,  it  should  be  understood  that  he  enters  into  a  con- 
tract that  the  child's  time,  during  school  hours,  shall  be  the 
teacher's.     This  state  of  affairs  should  exist  as  long  as  the 
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child  reiiiains  a  member  of  the  school.  I  shall  not  be  satis- 
fied until  there  is  such  a  sentiment  at  school  and  at  home,  that 
tardiness  and  absence,  except  for  sickness,  shall  be  unknown. 

The  increase  in  the  enrollment  and  attendance  should  be 
looked  upon  as  a  good  beginning  for  your  administration. 
We  should  feel  proud  of  the  splendid  new  building  that  we 
now  have,  and  the  substantial  improvements  which  have  been 
made  to  those  heretofore  under  your  control.  But  instead  of 
one  building  for  white  children,  with  an  enrollment  of  800,  it 
seems  to  me  that  we  should  look  forward  to  the  time,  in  the 
near  future,  when  we  shall  have  two  buildings  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  at  least  1,200  children.  These  figures  are  certainly 
not  extravagant  for  a  city  with  the  population  of  Raleigh. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  about  one-third  of  the 
white  children  and  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  colored  children  are 
enrolled  in  the  first  two  grades.  You  will  observe,  also,  that 
the  percentage  of  attendance  based  upon  the  enumeration  of 
white  children  is  31  ;  of  colored  children,  28. 

The  discipline  of  every  school  is  a  subject  of  prime  impor- 
tance, and  in  the  beginning  claims  a  large  share  of  our  time 
and  attention.  In  fact,  it  is  impossible  to  emphasize  too 
clearly  its  importance.  We  ought  not  to  desire  the  support 
and  patronage  of  the  people  unless  we  conduct  our  schools 
with  scrupulous  care  to  the  good  conduct  of  all  the  pupils. 
This  discipline  should  consist  in  an  entire  submission  of  the 
will  of  the  pui)il  to  the  will  of  the  teacher,  as  far  as  the  me- 
chanical workings  of  the  school  are  concerned,  for  nothing 
short  of  this  will  prove  of  lasting  benefit.  Pupils  should  be 
under  the  watchful  care  of  their  teachers  from  the  moment 
they  enter  the  school-house  until  they  leave  the  building  in 
the  afternoon  for  their  homes;  and  supervision  should  be  ex- 
ercised over  them,  as  far  as  possible,  upon  the  streets.  This 
supervision,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  first  and  most  important 
duty  that  every  teacher  owes  to  his  patrons.  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  your  teachers  heartily  appreciate  the  reasonableness 
of  my  demands  in  this  particular,  and  have  been  true  to  their 
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trust.  The  enforcement  of  discipline  does  not  imply,  neces- 
sarily, harsh  measures.  With  the  exercise  of  tact,  there  should 
be  but  little,  if  any,  necessity  for  the  use  of  the  rod.  At  all 
ev^ents,  I  am  convinced  that  it  should  be  used  sparingly  by 
the  teacher,  and  should  never  be  resorted  to  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  parent. 

The  subject  of  discipline  leads  me  naturally  to  the  discus- 
sion of  one  of  the  gravest  questions  connected  with  public 
schools  generally,  and  that  is  the  question  of  patronage.  All 
over  the  South,  the  greatest  difficulty  with  which  the  public 
schools  have  had  to  contend  has  been  the  sentiment  of  many 
good  people  that  their  children  would  become  contaminated  in 
a  large  assembly  of  children.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
such  an  idea  is  not  unnatural,  and  I  have  no  words  of  censure 
or  unkindness  for  those  who  entertain  such  ideas,  for  I  am 
sure  that  they  are  honest  in  their  belief.  Let  us  look,  how- 
ever, at  the  plan  of  organization  of  the  schools.  There  is  but 
one  condition  upon  which  we  retain  children  among  us,  and 
that  is  obedience  to  the  rules  of  the  schools.  These  rules  are 
made  with  reference  to  the  rights,  well-being  and  protection 
of  all  the  children.  During  every  moment  of  the  time,  even 
during  the  short  interval  for  rest  and  recreation,  the  teachers 
are  with  the  children.  In  the  school-room,  it  is  our  constant 
endeavor  to  keep  the  child  so  busily  employed,  that  there 
shall  be  neither  time  nor  disposition  for  disorder.  Thus,  at 
all  times,  in  consequence  of  the  fact  that  they  are  surrounded 
by  a  spirit  of  obedience  to  law  and  devotion  to  duty,  under 
the  guidance  of  good  men  and  women  (and  no  others  should 
be  allowed  to  teach  our  children),  all  the  pupils  of  every  class 
are  lifted  up  together  in  an  atmosphere  of  cheerful  labor 
which  in  itself  should  be  amply  sufficient  to  restrain  the  un- 
ruly without  the  necessity  for  the  interposition  of  any  harsh 
means  by  the  teacher.  This  should  be  and  can  be  the  aim  | 
and  the  goal  of  every  good  school.  It  is  a  high  standard  and 
cannot  be  reached  at  a  "single  bound."  We  have  labored 
faithfully  toward  it,  and  shall  not  be  satisfied   until  we  ap- 
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proach  very  near  it.  If  there  is  inherent  clanger  in  numbers, 
where  shall  the  danger-line  be  drawn  ?  Shall  it  be  fixed  at  a 
school  of  ten,  or  twenty,  or  fifty,  or  two  hundred,  or  three 
hundred  ?  After  all,  the  question  of  numbers  does  not  affect 
the  case;  but  everything  depends  upon  the  faithfulness  of  the 
teacher  and  his  sense  of  duty.  I  repeat  that  I  have  no  charge 
of  insincerity  to  make  against  those  anywhere  who  refuse  to 
patronize  public  schools  for  the  reason  that  their  children  will 
not  be  safe  in  them.  But  I  am  sure  that  they  would  with- 
draw this  objection,  in  many  instances,  if  they  would  study 
the  rules  for  their  government,  would  come  to  the  schools  and 
examiue  closely  for  themselves  into  the  arrangements  of  the 
buildings  and  grounds  and  the  general  management.  We  do 
not  claim  that  any  school  can  be  without  spot  or  blemish,  but 
we  do  claim  that  every  possible  precaution  is  taken,  and  that 
our  teachers  pay  as  much  attention  to  good  morals  and  good 
manners  as  any  teachers  can  do.  When  this  question  shall 
have  been  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  citizens  in  all 
the  cities  of  the  South,  as  it  has  been  already  in  scores  of 
Southern  cities,  our  public  schools  will  enter  upon  a  new  career 
of  prosperity  and  usefulness.  A  sincere  desire  to  do  my  duty 
to  your  schools  and  at  the  same  time  to  do  no  man  an  injus- 
tice, is  the  only  apology  which  I  have  to  offer  for  the  length 
at  which  I  have  dwelt  upon  this  subject.  In  finally  dismiss- 
ing it,  I  assure  you  that  no  duty  lies  nearer  the  heart  of  your 
teachers  than  the  desire  to  protect  the  honor  and  the  purity  of 
every  child  committed  to  their  care. 

In  the  plan  of  our  work,  we  have  had  reference  to  the 
development  of  the  child  in  a  moral  aud  physical  as  well  as  in 
an  intellectual  sense.  In  our  public  schools  there  is  no  place 
for  sectarianism  or  cant,  but  there  should  be  a  place,  wherever 
children  are  gathered  together,  for  teaching  the  principles  of 
truthfulness,  personal  honor,  gentleness,  and  devotion  to  duty, 
those  principles  which  are  broad  enough  for  all  mankind,  and 
without  which  any  scheme  of  education  is  sadly  defective.  I 
have  done  what  I  could  to  present  these  truths  in  your  schools.

"precept  upon  precept,  line  upon  line."  These  lessons  liave' 
also  been  taug-lit  bv  frequent  allu8i(.)ns  to  the  examples  and 
lives  of  great  men  and  bv  quotations  of  merit  for  the  pu])ils  to 
treasure  in  their  memories.  Two  (quotations  will  serve  to 
illustrate  tlie  character  of  these  selections : 

"Ours  is  the  seed-time;  God  alone 
Beholds  the  end  of  what  is  soAvn  ; 
Beyond  our  vision,  weak  and  dim. 
The  harvest  time  is  hid  with  him." 

"No  road  to  any  good  knowledge  lies  wholly  among  the 
lilies  and  the  grass.  There  is  rough  clind>ing  to  be  done 
always." — liuskin. 

The  large  and  beautiful  assembly-hall  at  the  Centennial 
school  gives  us  an  unusually  fine  opportunity  for  inculcating 
many  good  lessons  of  this  character  during  our  morning  exer- 
cises. 

The  physical  education  of  our  ])upils  has  not  been  neglected. 
I  regret,  however,  that  the  unusual  demands  made  upon  my 
time  incident  to  reorganization  have  precluded  me  from  giving 
this  important  branch  of  education  the  attention  that  it  justly 
claims.  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  gymnastic  apparatus, 
such  as  dumb-bells,  rings,  Avands,  and  Indian  clubs,  as  soon 
as  vou  feel  able  to  incur  the  expense. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  schools  and  remodelling  of  the 
c'oiu'se  of  study,  we  have  had  constant  reference  to  our  special 
needs.  While  many  changes  have  been  made,  care  has  been 
exercised  that  no  changes  should  be  made  except  those  which 
appeared  necessary  and  based  upon  the  laws  which  regulate 
the  mind-growth  of  the  child.  Mere  change,  for  the  sake  of 
change,  should  never  be  encouraged.  Many  needed  reforms 
must  still  be  made.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however, 
that  all  reforms  must  work  slowly  and  that  a  scheme  of  edu- 
cation cannot  be  matured  in  a  day.  Such  a  work  nuist  be 
the  labor  of  years.  I  propose  to  notice  a  few  of  the  salient 
])oints  of  the  system;  to  review,  briefly,  what  we  have  tried  to 
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accomplish,  and  to  present  an  outline  of  the  great  work  that 
still  lies  stretched  out  before  us.  I  have  ])aid  es])ecial  atten- 
tion to  methods  of  primary  teachings.  All  retorni  in  educa- 
tional methods  shoidd  begin  in  the  primary  de])artnient.  The 
cultivation  of  the  perceptive  faculties  should  occupy  a  promi- 
nent place  in  every  primary  school.  I  wish  that  it  \vere  pos- 
sil)le  for  us  to  establish  a  kindergarten  as  preparatory  to  our 
iirst  grade.  I  do  not,  however,  recommend  this  step,  at  pres- 
ent, as  true  kindergarten  teachers  command  large  salaries. 
AVe  can  introduce  much  of  the  kindergarten  work  into  our 
primary  schools.  While  we  liave  already  done  this  to  some 
extent,  I  purpose  to  go  still  further  in  this  direction  in  the" 
future.  The  primary  schools  of  our  <'ountrv  will  increase  in 
efficiency  as  the  precepts  and  exani]>le  of  Froebel  are  studied 
and  followed. 

In  the  teaching  of  reading,  care  is  taken  that  children  read 
in  a  natural  tone  from  the  very  beginning,  and  that  thev  th()r- 
oughly  understand  what  they  read.  This  end  can  hardly  be 
reached  without  the  use  of  supplementary  reading-books.  In 
almost  every  progressive  school,  supplementary  reading  is  snp- 
])lied  in  abundance.  I  regret  exceedingly  that  we  have,  as 
yet,  made  no  ])ro vision  for  it  here.  I  recommend  the  purchase, 
at  once,  of  one  hundred  or  more  easy  readers.  These  books 
will  cost  but  little;  they  can  l)e  used  by  a  very  large  number 
of  children;  they  will  last  for  years,  and  will  prove  of  incal- 
culable value. 

An  earnest  eflbrt  has  been  nuule  to  improve  the  methods  in 
arithmetic.  As  a  rule,  this  l)ranch  is  commonly  taught  with 
less  success  than  any  other,  and  yet  there  is  none,  save  perha})s 
reading  alone,  of  more  importance  in  lousiness  life  or  of  greater 
value  as  a  means  of  mental  disci])line.  They  have  merely 
wasted  their  time  who  have  spent  years  in  plodding  wearily 
througli  an  arithmetic  book  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  must 
continue  to  count  upon  their  fingers  and  acknowledge  theii- 
helplessness  in  the  presence  of  simple  ])r()l)lems  without  the 
assistance  of  the  "rules  and  the  tables."  It  has  l)i'cn  our  con- 
12 
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staiit  aim,  as  far  as  possible,  to  aj^peal  to  the  reason  and  to 
attempt  nothing-  new  until  the  principle  of  what  had  gone 
before  was  mastered.  Such  a  course,  however,  demands  infi- 
nite care  and  patience.  Arithmetic  should  be  taught  by  snb- 
jects,  not  by  j^ages  in  the  boolv.  Unfortunately,  many  parents 
gauge  the  progress  of  their  children  by  the  number  of  pages 
that  have  been  traversed.  This  idea  is  still  prevalent  to  a 
considerable  extent,  but  as  confidence  in  teachers  and  officers 
increase  will  entirely  disappear. 

The  study  of  grammar  has  been  made  subordinate  to  the 
practise  of  writing  compositions,  extracts  from  memory,  &c. 
In  fact,  the  study  of  technical  grammar  should  l)e  reserved  for 
the  latter  part  of  the  course,  Avhere  it  should  be  studied  dili- 
gently. Young  children  should  devote  their  attention,  in  this 
department,  exclusively  to  language  lessons.  An  authority 
upon  education  says :  "  As  grammar  was  made  after  language, 
so  ought  it  to  be  tauo-ht  after  lano-uao-e ;  an  inference  which 
all  who  recognize  the  relationsliip  between  the  evolution  of  the 
race  and  of  the  individual  will  see  to  be  unavoidable."  At- 
tention has  been  paid  to  letter- writing,  and  marked  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  many  instances.  By  means  of  draw- 
ing and  ma])-drawing,  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  hand  and  the  eye. 

We  are  very  greatly  in  need  of  a  good  school  library.  If 
we  were  well  su])pried  with  encyclopedias,  gazetteers,  books  of 
travel,  biography,  dec,  our  work  in  geography  and  hist(jry 
\vould  be  very  much  better.  I  trust  that  we  may  be  able, 
by  private  means,  to  get  a  collection  of  good  books.  Never- 
theless, the  present  want  of  all  tliese  things  would  not  justify 
any  indiiference  on  our  part  to  the  reading  of  the  children. 
We  have  endeavored  to  interest  tlie  older  children  in  books, 
and  have  reconnnended  such  as  would  prove  of  interest  and 
benefit  to  tliem.  The  people  should  scrutinize  closely  the 
reading  of  their  ciiildren,  and  should  use  all  reasonable  means 
to  prevent  the  reading  of  trash.  It  has  been  said  that  no  book 
is  worth  reading  nnless  it  is  worth  re-reading.     At  all  events, 
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no  book  is  worth  reading  unless  it  is  worth  readino;  earefnily. 
Parents  shouhl  insist  that  their  ehihh'en  read  with  eare,  and 
sliould  eneonrage  us  in  our  elfbrts  to  eultivate  in  them  a  love 
of  books,  which  Gibbon  declared  to  be  the  ])leasure  and  glor\' 
of  life. 

In  the  selection  of  text-boo-ks  for  use  in  the  schools,  care 
was  taken  to  retain,  as  far  as  possible,  the  books  on  the  old  list 
that  no  more  expense  than  was  necessary  might  be  incurred  in 
tlie  purchase  of  new  books.  As  a  rule,  the  text-books  now 
in  use  are  excellent.  There  are  a  few  instances  where  a  change 
for  the  better  might  be  made,  but  I  think  that  we  should  be 
as  conservative  in  this  matter  as  we  can  be  with  due  regard  to 
the  needs  of  the  schools. 

Reports  of  attendance,  scholarship,  and  deportment  of  the 
children  have  been  sent  monthly  to  parents.  These  reports 
are  as  plain  as  it  is  jiossil)le  to  make  them.  They  are  not  made 
for  the  pur])ose  of  flattering  anybody,  but  to  give  an  acciu'ate 
account  of  the  child's  progress.  These  rep(  )rts  have  often  proved 
of  great  value.  By  referring  to  them,  all  parents  can  readily 
learn  just  how  much  home  study  is  required.  Those  who  take 
the  trouble  to  see  that  this  work  is  done,  will  be  rewarded 
eventually  by  seeing  their  children  tar  ahead  in  the  race.  We 
do  not  ask  parents  to  do  the  ^vork  for  the  children,  but  we 
think  it  not  unreasonable  to  ask  them  to  see  that  the  children 
do  at  home  the  work  that  is  assigned.  It  is  impossible  that 
the  progress  at  school  of  any  child  shall  be  satisfactory  unless 
there  is  cordial  co-operation  c>n  the  ])art  of  the  parents.  Those 
Avho  criticise  teachers  or  impugn  their  motives  need  not  expect 
that  their  children  will  have  the  feeling  of  respect  and  confidence 
that  should  be  entertained  by  every  student  for  his  teacher. 
No  teacher  of  honor  woidd  ever  unjustly  degrade  a  child 
in  his  report  or  refuse  to  promote  him  if  the  child's  best  interests 
demanded  his  promotion.  If  misunderstandings  arise  in  regard 
to  the  manner  of  governing  children  or  the  methods  employed 
in  teaching  them,  there  should  be  a  personal  interview  and 
nuitual    explanations.      Nowhere    in    life    is    that    confidence 
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"  wliieh  liold.><  t]ie  moral  elements  of  the  world  together"  so 
essential  as  in  the  relati(>ns  that  should  exist  between  parents 
and  teachers.  A\"ithout  it,  the  progress  of  the  child  with  the 
best  of  teachers  and  fondest  of  parents  will  be" beset  with  diffi- 
culties on  every  hand. 

The  prevention  of  the  spread  of  contag^ious  diseases  should 
receive  your  carefid  attention.  There  should  be  an  under- 
standing; between  physicians  and  teachers  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  I  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  rule,  which  is 
a  copy,  verbatim,  of  that  now  enforced  in  many  other  schools: 
"  The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  attend  the 
public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  househ(^>ld  to  which 
such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diphtheria,  or  scarlet 
fever,  or  during  the  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recov- 
ery, or  removal  of  such  sick  person;  and  any  ]>upil  coming 
froni  such  household  shall  be  required  to  present  to  the  teacher 
of  the  school  the  pupil  desires  to  attend  a  certificate  from  the 
attending  physician  or  board  of  health  of  the  facts  necessaiy 
to  entitle  him  to  admission  in  accordance  with  the  above  regu- 
lation." I  am  sure  that  the  physicians  of  the  city  would 
cheerfully  assist  us  in  enforcing  this  rule.  By  strict  adherence 
to  it,  I  am  satisfied  that  all  danger  from  this  source  would  be 
reduced  to  a  mininunn. 

I  recommend  that  a  short  course  of  public  lectures  be  estab- 
lished, and  tliat  a  number  of  prominent  gentlemen  in  our  State 
be  invited  to  address  the  teachers  and  citizens  of  Raleigh. 
These  lectures  should  be  held  monthly,  on  Friday  afternoon, 
in  our  chapel.  There  would  be  absolutely  no  expense  con- 
nected with  them,  and  they  would  result,  I  am  sure,  in  great 
good  to  our  schools  and  to  many  of  our  citizens. 

Your  teachers  have  all  been  appointed  after  careful  exami- 
nation. One  of  the  ablest  of  Southern  superintendents  has 
said,  "  All  charitable,  social,  local,  and  personal  considerations 
sjiould  be  excluded  in  the  selection  of  teachers."  I  am  glad 
that  you  have  been  guided  by  the  principle  that  merit  alone 
should  be  the  test  fijr  the  position  of  teacher,  and  believe  that 
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you  will  adhere  strictly  to  it  in  the  future.  The  teachers  that 
have  won  a  place  in  your  schools  have  faithfully  (li,>^charg'ed 
their  duties.  In  several  instances,  I  have  been  compelled  t>) 
interfere  lest  they  overtax  their  strength.  They  have  endeav- 
ored to  carry  out  every  plan  that  has  been  presented  for  the 
improvement  of  the  schools.  I  have  held  weekly  teachers' 
meetings  where  methods  of  instruction  and  the  principles  that 
underlie  them  have  been  presented  and  discussed.  As  soon  as 
the  schools  were  well  under  way,  I  appointed  meetings  for  the 
primary  and  advanced  grades  at  diiferent  hours.  By  this 
arrangement,  f  jur  meetings  a  Aveek  are  now  held.  .  We  are 
thus  enabled  to  examine  in  detail  the  work  of  every  grade 
without  laying  any  additional  burden  u])on  the  teachers.  Your 
teachers,  I  think,  have  a  just  appreciation  of  the  magnitude  of 
their  work,  and  a  number  of  tliem  are  studying  diligently  the 
psychological  laws  that  should  guide  them  in  their  teaching. 
It  is  but  fair  to  conclude  that  those  who  are  the  best  qualified 
to  study  these  subjects  have  made  the  most  progress.  The 
study  of  the  jjrinciples  and  methods  laid  down  by  Froebel  and 
Pestalozzi,  Herbert  Spencer  and  Joseph  Payne  has  already 
given  many  of  your  teachers  a  new  insight  into  their  work. 

By  reference  t(j  the  statistical  tables,  you  will  see  that  the 
nund:>er  of  pupils  belonging  to  a  teacher  in  all  grades  above 
the  second  in  the  c^ilored  schools  is  forty.  This  munber  is 
not  excessive;  in  fact  it  is  not  up  to  the  standard.  I  think, 
therefore,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  assistants  to  first 
grade  teachers  that  the  present  corps  of  teachers  will  be  large 
enough  for  their  needs  during  the  coming  year. 

By  reference  to  the  tables  again,  you  will  find  that  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  belonging  to  a  teacher  in  the  first  and  second 
grades  at  the  Centennial  School  is  eighty-three.  This  muuber 
would  be  entirely  too  large  were  it  not  for  the  doul)le  daily 
session  plan  now  enforced  in  these  grades  and  for  the  recent 
appointment  of  three  assistant  teachers  there.  Our  arrange- 
ments in  these  two  grades  now  are  satisfactory;  but  in  all  the 
other  grades  the  teachers  are    overworked.     Keferi'ino-    once 
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again  to  the  tables  of  statistics,  you  ^\•ill  ol)serve  that  the  num- 
l)er  of  pupils  belonging  to  each  teacher  in  the  third,  fourth, 
fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  grades  of  the  Centennial  School  is 
sixty.  The  nunil)er  is  entirely  too  large.  Thorougli  and  sat- 
isfactor}'  work  can  be  done  when  the  number  of  pupils  to  a 
teacher  is  not  more  than  forty-five.  Whenever  this  niunber  is 
exceeded,  the  reputation  of  the  school,  the  good  of  the  children, 
and  the  health  of  a  conscientious  teacher  must  eventually 
suffer.  Yoiu"  teachers  have  striven  to  do  their  whole  duty  to 
every  child  committed  to  their  care,  but  the  demands  made 
upon  them  are  too  great  to  be  permanently  borne.  You  will 
observe  that  the  cost  of  tuition  per  pupil,  based  upon  the 
enrollment,  is  fifty-five  cents  per  month.  It  goes  without  say- 
ing that  this  allowance  is  wholly  insufficient  to  provide  for  our 
present  needs,  to  say  nothing  of  the  future. 

In  addition  to  the  fact  that  your  schools  are  now  crowded, 
you  must  remember,  gentlemen,  that  many  children  are  seek- 
ing in  vain  for  admission ;  that  in  all  probability  there  will  be 
a  still  larger  increase  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  the  fall, 
and  that,  Iwsides,  provision  should  be  made  next  session  for 
the  present  seventh  grade  in  the  Centennial  School.  I  am 
confident  that  the  interests  of  the  schools  demand  the  establish- 
ment of  an  eighth  grade  for  the  coming  session.  We  should 
look  forward,  eventually,  to  the  time  when  we  can  have  a 
Normal  department  to  supply  our  schools  with  teachers.  I  am 
heartily  in  favor  of  industrial  training,  and  wish  that  we  could 
have  an  "industrial  annex,"  but  with  our  limited  means,  I  do 
not  consider  a  movement  in  this  direction,  at  present,  practica- 
ble. Our  present  needs  call  for  your  earnest  consideration. 
If  another  school-building  in  another  part  of  the  city  should 
be  secured,  and  if  you  are  satisfied  that  the  jjeople  prefer  that 
the  sexes  shall  be  separate,  so  that  the  boys  shall  be  taught  in 
one  building  and  the  girls  in  the  other,  I  shall  offer  no  objec- 
tion to  such  an  arrangement.  Custom  varies  in  this  regard  in 
different  places,  and  there  is  not  the  slightest  sacrifice  of  prin- 
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c'iple  in  adopting  that  plan  which  will  })r(^ve  most  accejDtable 
to  the  majority  of  the  people. 

I  have  thus,  gentlemen,  as  plainly  as  I  could,  ])resented  to 
you  my  views  of  the  present  condition  of  the  public  school 
system  of  Raleigh.  The  possession  of  our  new  and  elegant 
building  and  the  improvements  which  have  been  made  in  the 
others,  together  with  the  large  increase  in  attendance,  should 
be  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  us  all ;  but  these  things  shoidd 
not  persuade  ns  that,  with  our  present  accommodations  and 
overworked  and  underpaid  teachers,  all  has  been  done  that 
should  be  done  to  bring  our  present  school  system  up  to  the 
full  measure  of  its  usefulness. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  a  thorough  system  of  public  schools  with  ample 
acc(jmmodations  for  all  the  children  has  been  a  prominent 
factor  in  the  growth  of  almost  every  Southern  city.  The 
value  of  property  has  been  enhanced,  a  large  increase  of  popu- 
lation has  followed,  and  all  classes  of  society  have  been  bene- 
iited  therefrom.  That  this  is  no  fancy  sketch  of  mine  can 
easily  be  proven  by  an  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  any  Southern 
city  with  a  well-established  and  liberally-sujiported  system  of 
public  schools  for  all  the  children.  By  reference  to  the  last 
report  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Education,  you 
will  find  that  the  special  local  tax  rate  for  the  support  of  the 
l)ublic  schools  of  Raleigh  is  less  than  one-half  that  of  Louis- 
ville or  Atlanta,  and  scarcely  one-third  that  of  Chattanooga, 
Nashville,  Vicksburg  or  Little  Rock.  Whether,  in  view  of 
these  facts  and  all  other  circumstances,  you  will  feel  justified 
in  asking  fi)r  more  liberal  a])pro])riations  for  the  maintenance 
of  your  own  schools,  it  is  your  province  to  decide.  I  cannot, 
liowever,  but  express  the  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  execute 
our  trust  in  such  a  manner  that  your  own  schools  shall  even- 
tually receive  as  liberal  share  of  public  confidence  and  su])poi"t 
as  the  schools  of  Richmond,  or  Atlanta,  or  Nashville. 

Our  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  Hon.  J.  L.  M.  Curry 
for  his  liberal  u'ift  of  $8(K)  from  the  Peabodv  Fund   for  our 
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schools  ft)r  the  cnrrent  year.  We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
tlie  members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  kindly  interest 
A\'hich  they  have  taken  in  our  \^'ork.  The  repeated  favors 
M'hich  have  been  extended  to  us  by  the  press  of  the  city  are 
gratefully  acknowledged.  Your  teachers  who  "  in  season  and 
out  of  season "  have  assisted  me  in  carrying  out  every  plan 
that  has  been  suggested  for  the  good  of  the  schools,  and  have 
borne  their  onerous  burdens  cheerfully  and  faithfully,  deserve 
my  thanks  and  yoiu'  commendation.  Finally,  it  is  but  simple 
justice  that  I  should  bear  testimony  to  my  own  conviction  that 
you,  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  have  been  guided  in  every 
<ine  of  your  official  acts  by  no  other  consideration  than  a  con- 
scientious regard  for  the  interests  of  the  children  who  have 
been  intrusted  to  your  care  and  keeping.  I  should  be  untrue 
to  my  own  feelings,  did  I  fail  to  acknowledge,  v,'it\\  all  sin- 
cerity, your  uniform  courtesy  to  me  and  the  cordiality  and 
luianimity  with  which  you  have  sustained  me  in  all  my  effort.s 
to  promote  the  "s^'elfare  of  the  schools.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR   THE  SCHOOL 

COMMITTEE  OF  RALEIGH  TOWNSHIP, 

ADOPTED  APRIL  1st,  1885. 

Section  1.   Organization. — The  members  of  the  committee,  j 
within  ten  days  after  their  election,  shall  meet  as  required  by 
law,  and  organize  by  choosiug  from  their  own  number  a  sec- 
retary. 

Sec.  2.  Duties  of  the  Chairman. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of. 
the  Chairman  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  committee,  pre- 
serve order,  enforce  the  ordinary  parliamentary  rules  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  presiding 
officer  of  a  deliberative  body,  or  as  may  be  encumbent  by  law 
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Sec.  3.  Absence  of  the  Chairman. — In  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order,  and 
a  Chairman  j^i'o  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  Duties  of  Secretary. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  make  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee,  and  an  index  to  the  same;  to  preserve  on  file,  all 
reports  and  communications  that  are  accepted  by  the  commit- 
tee, and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  committee  or  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  Duties  of  Treasurer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and  keep  the  money  of  the  committee; 
to  pay  out  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn  l)y  the  Chairman 
and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  not  otherwise;  to 
keep  a  correct  and  comprehensive  account  of  all  money  by  him 
received  and  disbursed,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  to  render  this  account  to  the  committee  whenever 
required. 

Sec.  6.  Standing  Committees. — At  the  regular  meeting  in 
March,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  following  stand- 
ing committees  shall  be  chosen  : 

1.  Financial  and  Auditing  Committee. 

2.  Committee  on  Building,  Repairs  and  Supplies. 

3.  Committee  on  Appointment  of  Teachers. 

4.  Committee  on  Text-books,  Apparatus  and  course  of 
study. 

5.  Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Discipline. 

6.  Committee  on  boundaries  and  Statistics. 

Sec.  7.  Meetings  of  the  School  Committee. — The  regular 
meetings  of  the  committee  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday 
of  each  month,  at  such  hours  as  the  committee  may  from  time 
to  time  prescribe.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time 
on  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  or  by  any  two  members,  and 
shall  be  with  closed  doors  upon  the  request  of  any  member  of 
the  committee. 
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Sec.  8.  Order  of  Business. — The  Chairman  shall  take  the 
chair  at  the  a}3p()intecl  hour  and  call  the  members  to  order, 
and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  he  shall  cause  the  min- 
utes of  the  previous  meeting  to  be  read  and  disposed  of,  after 
which  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Report  of  Committees,  Standing  and  Special. 

2.  Reading  Petitions  and  Communications. 

3.  Reports  from  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Superintendent. 

4.  Special  Orders. 

5.  Unfinished  Business. 

6.  New  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Sec.  9.  ParUamentary  Rules. — In  the  absence  of  any  sj)e- 
cial  rule  of  the  committee,  Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  consid- 
ered the  authority  of  parliamentary  law,  and  a  strict  adherence 
to  the  same  is  enjoined  upon  all  the  members. 

Sec.  10.  Voting. — Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  com- 
mittee, for  special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

Sec.  11.  Leave  of  Absence.— l^o  member  shall  leave  the 
committee  before  the  close  of  the  session  without  permission 
of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  12.  Appeals. — Any  one  member  may  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  chair  on  call  for  the  "ayes  and  noes." 

Sec.  1 3.  Motion  to  Reconsider. — No  question  decided  by 
the  committee  shall  again  be  raised  during  the  same  school 
year,  except  on  a  motion  to  reconsider,  made  by  a  member 
who  voted  with  the  majority  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  put,  or  the  meet- 
ing next  succeeding,  unless  leave  to  introduce  the  same  be  first 
granted  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
committee. 

Sec.  14.  Bills. — No  bills  shall  be  contracted  by  any  party 
except  under  the  instructions  of  the  committee;  and  all  bills 
or  claims,  except  salaries,  or  payments  made  in  pursuance  of- 
contracts  authorized  by  the  committee,  shall  be  examined  by 
the  auditing  committee  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  com- 
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Diittee  for  payment.  To  this  end  ail  accounts  shall  be  certified 
to  by  the  party  or  parties  contracting  the  saaie,  and  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  each 
month  ;  and  the  time  for  the  action  of  the  committee  thereon 
shall  be  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  above-mentioned  date* 

Sec.  15.  Employment  of  Teachers. — The  annual  election  of 
teachers  shall  be  held  by  this  committee  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  after  close  the  of  the  school  year,  and  the  teachers  then 
elected,  and  those  elected  afterward,  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  next  annual  elec*^ion,  unless  sooner  removed  by  a 
vote  of  a  n^ajority  of  the  board  ;  but  no  persou,  without  having 
received  a  certificate  from  the  committee  on  appointment  of 
teachers,  shall  be  employed  as  a  permauent  teacher  in  any  of 
the  public  schools. 

Sec.  16.  Suspension  of  Bules. — In  case  of  emergency,  any 
one  of  the  rules  of  the  committee,  or  regulations  of  the  schools, 
may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  17.  Amendments. — Any  addition  to  or  amendment  of 
the  rules  of  the  committee,  or  the  regulations  of  the  schools, 
or  the  course  of  study,  and  any  proposal  to  change  text-books, 
shall  be  presented  in  writing  at  some  regular  meeting,  and  lie 
over  at  Jeast  one  week  from  its  introductiou,  and  then  requires 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  to  pass  the  same. 

Sec.  18.  Amended  Rules. — Whenever  any  one  of  the  rules 
of  the  committee,  or  the  regulations  of  the  schools,  shall  be 
amended,  the  original  rule  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  amended 
rule  put  in  its  place. 

Sec.  19.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  any 
member  failing  to  attend  two  successive  meetings,  without  a 
sufficient  excuse,  ought  to  resign. 

Sec.  20.  Superintendent. — The  Superintendent  shall  be 
elected  by  the  committee  at  the  regular  meeting  in  June,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected,  uuless  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  com- 
mittee.

Sec.  21.  General  Duties. — He  shall  act  under  the  advice 
and  direction  of  the  School  Committee  and  of  Special  and 
Standing  Committees  appointed  by  the  committee;  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  all  the  schools  of  this  township; 
inspect,  from  time  to  time,  the  school  buildings,  furniture  and 
apparatus,  and  report  to  the  committee  any  defects  in  the 
same;  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  schools  are  uni- 
formly and  faithfully  observed  and  executed  in  alj  the  depart- 
ments of  the  schools,  and  he  shall  devote  himself  exclusively 
to  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  keep  regular  office  hours, 
other  than  school  hours,  for  the  convenience  of  citizens  and 
teachers  who  may  have  official  business  with  him. 

Sec.  22.  Visiting  Schools. — He  shall  visit  the  schools  as 
often  as  practicable;  examine  into  their  condition  and  progress; 
pay  particular  attention  to  the  classification  of  the  pu|)ils,  and 
the  apportionment  among  the  classes  of  the  prescribed  studies; 
and  note  the  means  Iby  which  any  defect  may  be  obviated  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  schools  promoted. 

Sec.  23.  To  Keep  the  Committee  Informed. — He  shall  keep 
the  committee  constantly  informed  in  regard  to  the  school 
systems  of  other  cities,  their  plans  of  organization,  modes  of 
government,  methods  of  instruction,  and  such  other  matters 
as  may  assist  the  committee  to  legislate  wisely  for  the  highest 
interests  of  the  schools  in  this  township. 

Sec.  24. —  To  Prepare  Blanks. —  He  shall  see  that  all  neces- 
sary school  records  and  blanks  for  the  use  of  teachers  are  pre- 
pared, and  ready  to  be  furnished  when  needed,  and  he  shall 
prescribe  rules  for  the  keeping  and  return  of  the  same  by  the 
teachers. 

Sec.  25.  Irregularity  and  Disobedience  of  Pupils. — He 
shall  give  prompt  attention  to  all  cases  of  misconduct  reported 
to  him  by  any  teacher;  and  he  shall  inquire  into  and  report 
as  far  as  may  be,  the  causes  of  truancy  and  irregularity  and 
suggest  such  remedies  therefor  as  to  him  may  seem  feasible 
and  proper.

Sec.  26.  Sickness  of  Teachers. — In  case  of  absence  or  sick- 
ness of  teachers,  the  Superintendent  shall  employ  all  substi- 
tutes for  the  time,  and  no  teacher  shall  be  employed  as  a  sub- 
stitute without  his  approval  or  that  of  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
pointment of  Teachers. 

Sec.  27.  Permission  to  Pupils. — He  is  authorized  to  grant 
permission  to  pupils  resident  in  one  district  to  attend  school 
in  another,  when  the  reason  for  such  change  is  satisfactory  to 
him  or  to  the  Committee  on  Boundaries. 

Sec.  28.  Teachers'  Meetings. — He  shall  hold  teachers'  meet- 
ings at  stated  periods  during  the  school  year,  and  arrange  such 
programme  of  exercises  for  the  same  as,  in  his  judgment,  the 
interests  of  the  school  may  require ;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  attendance  and  punctuality  of  teachers  at  each  meeting, 
and  report  all  delinquencies,  either  in  attendance  or  duty,  to 
the  Committee  on  Appointment  of  Teachers. 

Sec.  29.  Examination  of  Teachers. — It  shall  be  his  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Appointment  of 
Teachers,  to  examine  all  applicants  for  situations  as  teachers, 
and  to  keep  a,  record  of  such  examinations. 

Sec.  30.  Examination  of  Classes. — He  shall  fix  the  time 
and  prescribe  the  mode  of  all  examinations  of  pupils  for  pro- 
motion from  class  to  class,  and  determine  the  conditions 
thereof,  so  that  they  may  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  all 
the  schools. 

Sec.  31.  Reports. — At  the  close  of  each  term,  and  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  school  year,  he  shall  present 
to  the  committee  a  written  rejiort,  giving  as  particular  a  view 
as  may  be  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  each  and  all  the 
schools,  and  recommending  such  measures  for  their  improve- 
ment as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  32.  To  Attend  Committee  3Ieetings. — The  Superintend- 
ent shall  attend  any  meeting  of  the  committee  when  requested 
by  a  standing  committee  or  by  the  committee.

Gentlemen  : — According  to  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  North  Carolina,  rendered  by  Justice  A.  S. 
Merrimon,  in  the  case  of  the  "State  against  Alice  Crenshaw, 
from  Durham,  N.  C,"  any  city  or  town  ordinance  con- 
taining the  words  "  Not  more  than  fifty  dollars,^'  in  prescrib- 
ing a  penalty  for  violation,  "is  void,, for  uncertainty,''''  and  a

charge  preferred  iu  a  warrant  for  violation  of  such  ordinance 
cannot  be  sustained  as  a  criminal  offence 

Enclosed  herewith  is  a  copy  of  the  opinion  of  Justice  A.  S. 
Merrimou. 

As  this  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  makes  about  one 
hundred  of  our  ordinances  void,  it  is  necessary  that  all  such 
ordinances  should  be  at  once  so  amended  as  that  there  may  be 
no  delay  in  their  execution. 

I  have  carefully  examined  all  our  ordinances,  and  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  several  members  of 
your  honorable  body,  have  enumerated  such  as  are  void  by 
this  decision,  and  have  also  suggested  (with  the  approval  of 
the  City  Attorney)  such  amendments  as  are  required  to  make 
them  valid. 

I  hope  your  honorable  body  will  take  immediate  action  on 
these  amendments,  as  I  cannot  lawfully  execute  the  void  ordi- 
nances, and  very  much  inconvenience  and  trouble  iu  the 
administration  of  the  city  government  may  arise  from  any 
delay  in  making  them  valid.

STATE,  vs.  ALICE  CRENSHAW. 

OPINION. 

The  defendant  was  arrested  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  granted 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  town  of  Durham,  charging  her  criminally 
for  an  alleged  violation  of  an  ordinance  of  that  town,  whereof 
the  following  is  a  copy  : 

Any  person  who  shall  assault,  oppose,  or  resist,  or  in  any 
manner  abuse  or  insult  any  officer  of  the  town  or  member  of 
the  police,  while  in  the  discharge  of  any  duty,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  suffer  imprisonment 
not  to  exceed  one  month.

Before  the  Mayor  the  defeudant  pleaded  uot  guilty.  Upon 
the  trial  she  was  found  guilty,  and  there  was  judgmeut  agaiust 
her,  from  which  she  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court,  wheu  she 
was  agaiu  fouud  guilty,  and  there  was  judgment  there  agaiust 
her,  from  which  she  appealed  to  this  Court. 

The  charge  in  the  warrant  cannot  be  sustained  as  a  criminal 
offence.  The  (ordinance  for  an  alleged  violation  of  which  it  is 
preferred  is  void  for  uncertainty.  It  prescribes  a  penalty  for 
violation  of  its  provisions  of  "  not  more  than  fifty  dollars" — 
that  is,  it  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  be  any  sum  less 
than  that  designated. 

It  is  settled,  that  penalties  such  as  those  prescribed  in  towu 
ordinances,  must  be  for  a  definite,  fixed  sum  of  money. 

An  ordinance  in  substance  like  that  before  us,  was  expressly 
held  to  be  void  in  Commissioners  vs.  Harris,  7  Jo.,  281. 

The  ordinance  furthermore  provides,  that  whoever  violates 
its  provisions  shall  pay  such  penalty  as  that  mentioned,  "or 
suffer  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  one  month."  This  provis- 
ion is  also  void.  The  charter  of  the  town  (Private  Acts, 
1874  and  1875,  Chap.  110)  does  uot  authorize  the  commis- 
sioners thereof  to  prescribe  imprisonment  for  a  violation  of  an 
ordinance  made  by  them.  It  only  authorizes  the  imprison- 
ment of  a  person  so  offending,  if  he  fails  to  pay  the  penalty 
incurred,  when  judgment  therefor  shall  be  obtained  against 
him.  Nor  does  the  general  statute  law  of  the  State  in  relation 
to  towns  and  cities  (The  Code  Vol,  2,  Chap.  62),  authorize 
imprisonment  for  a  violation  of  town  ordinances. 

The  Code,  Sec.  3804,  provides  that  they  (the  commissioners 
of  towns)  may  enfi)rce  them  by  laws  and  regulations,  by  im- 
posing penalties  on  such  as  violate  them,  aud  compel  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  they  impose  upon  others  by  suitable 
penalties. 

By  the  term  "penalty,"  as  here  used,  is  meant  a  pecuniary 
penalty.  Generally  that  term  implies  a  sum  of  money  speci- 
fied to  be  paid  because  of  some  default  or  violation  of  law  of 
the  party  to  be  charged.     Besides  other  sections  of  the  statute 
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cited  show  clearly  that  pecuniary  penalties  are  intended — they 
provide  for  their  collection. 

So  that  although  the  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Durham 
might  exercise  the  powers  conferred  by  the  general  statute 
cited  above  in  respects  not  effected  by  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  that  town,  they  would  not  still  have  authority  to 
prescribe  imprisonment  for  the  violation  of  an  ordinance  they 
n:!ight  make.     They  cannot  exercise  a  power  not  conferred. 

As  the  ordinance  in  question  is  void,  the  defendant  com- 
mitted no  criniinal  offence  as  charged.  The  effect  of  The 
Code,  Sec.  3820,  and  as  Avell  Sec.  78  of  its  charter,  make  it  as 
misdemeanor  to  violate  an  ordinance  of  the  town  of  Durham, 
but  the  statutes  imply  a  valid  ordinance,  one  that  is  operative 
and  effectual.  This  Court  held  in  State  v.  Boon,  91  N.  C, 
554,  that  it  was  not  a  criminal  offence  to  violate  or  disregard 
a  void  ordinance  of  the  town  of  Salisbury.  That  case  is 
directly  in  point  and  must  control  this  case. 

There  is  error.  The  defendant  was  improperly  convicted. 
To  the  end  that  further  proceedings  may  be  had  in  the  action 
according  to  law,  let  this  opinion  be  certified  to  the  Superior 
Court.     It  is  so  ordered.

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MAYOR'S  REPORT. 


Mayor's  Office, 
RALEKiH,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1887. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldenaen  of  the  City  of  Baleu/h: 

Gentlemen: — No  subject  is  more  interesting  to  the  citi- 
zens of  a  community  than  that  which  pertains  to  tlie  conduct 
of  good  government.  In  order  to  make  the  general  conduct 
of  municipal  aifairs  effectually  knoM-n,  and  to  fully  set  forth 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  a  city,  it  is  proper  that  minute 
and  detailed  statements  of  the  workings  of  the  city  govern- 
ment should  be  publicly  given  tit  the  close  of  every  fiscal  year. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh  at  my  first  election,  I  found  no  example 
set  by  my  predecessors  in  office  of  making  annual  reports  to 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  I  did  find  that  it  had  been  the  cus- 
tom and  the  requirement  for  the  Clerk  of  the  City  to  make 
an  annual  transcript  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on 
account  of  the  city;  and  I  thought  it  equally  due  tlie  Board 
and  citizens  that  annual  reports  should  be  made  of  the  work- 
ings of  every  department  of  the  city  government.  From 
such  reports  the  Board  could  review  their  work,  and  our  citi- 
zens could  obtain  information  of  what  had  been  done  by  their 
representatives  toward  the  improvement  of  the  cit}'  and  what 
disposition  had  been  made  of  their  taxes;  they  could  ascer- 
tain the  needs  of  a  city  government  and  learn  how  greatly 
important  it  is  to  good  government  that  taxes  should  be 
promptly  paid  when  due.  The  publication  of  such  reports 
might  be  the  means  of  attracting  enterprise,  immigration  and 
capital  from  abroad,  and  aside  from  the  information  con- 
veyed to  citizens  and  strangers,  these  reports  would  contain 
such  a  general  review  of  the  legislation  of  the  past  adminis- 
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tration  as  would  greatly  assist  the  next  administration  in  their 
conduct  of  municipal  affairs.  Entertaining  these  ideas,  I 
inaugurated  the  system  of  submitting  annual  reports  from 
all  the  departments  of  the  city  government.  I  now  have  the 
honor  of  submitting  my  fifth  annual  report  as  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh,  and  appended  hereto  are  the  minute  and 
detailed  reports  of  all  our  city  officials  and  aldermanic  com- 
mittees. 

I  cannot  well  review  the  labors  of  the  city  government  for 
the  past  year  without  referring,  to  some  extent,  to  the  work- 
ings of  the  administration  of  the  city  for  the  previous  year. 
As  these  two  years  comprise  your  full  term,  I  think  it  not 
inappropriate  to  review  the  whole  term  in  this  report.  But 
as  my  report  for  the  first  year  of  the  term,  accompanied  by 
the  reports  of  the  other  city  officials,  and  published  at  the 
beginning  of  the  past  year,  fully  detailed  the  workings  of 
that  year,  I  shall  now  only  enumerate  in  part  the  principal 
matters  considered  and  operated  during  that  year,  and  then 
follow  with  a  review  of  the  past  and  last  year  of  your  term. 

Permit  me  here  to  say  that  the  record  of  the  administration 
of  the  city  government  during  the  past  two  years  will  make 
a  very  important  part  of  the  history  of  the  City  of  Kaleigh, 
and  you,  gentlemen,  can  point,  with  commendable  pride,  to 
this  record  as  the  result  of  your  labors. 

This  Board  began  the  administration  of  the  city  govern- 
ment under  the  ordinances  amended  and  adopted  in  conform- 
ance to  the  amended  city  charter,  ratified  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina,  session  of  1885.  Among  the 
most  important  rights  and  privileges  delegated  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  I  will  mention  the  right  to  provide  for  public 
schools  and  school  facilities;  to  compel  persons  to  list  property 
in  the  name  of  the  real  owner ;  to  have  side- walks  repaired;  to 
increase  penalties,  and  to  extend  the  term  of  office  for  Alder- 
men and  the  chai'ter  officers  of  the  city  to  two  years. 

First,  then,  among  the  most  important  matters  considered 
and  acted  upon  during  the  year  ending  April  30,  1886, 1  will 
mention 
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IMPROVEMENTS    TO    PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

On  the  same  day  (May  4,  1885)  that  the  present  Board  of 
Aldermen  were  elected  to  office  the  citizens  of  Raleigh,  by 
their  ballots,  approved  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$25,000  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  of  the 
city  incurred  for  public  school  purposes  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  public  school  property.  In  accordance  with  resolu- 
tions of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  adopted  June  5th,  1885,  the 
Building  Committee  prepared  plans  and  submitted  estimates 
for  a  suitable  building  to  be  erected  on  the  old  "Governor's 
Mansion"  lot  for  the  use  of  the  Centennial  Graded  School 
of  tiiis  city;  and,  after  due  advertisement  for  bids  for  the 
erection  of  said  building,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Messrs. 
Ellington,  Royster  &  Co.,  of  this  city.  This  Board,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Building  Committee,  equipped  the 
building  with  the  necessary  furniture  for  conducting  the 
school.  The  total  cost  of  grounds,  building  and  equipment 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $27,121.17.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee, through  Chairman  G.  E.  Leach,  turned  over  the  build- 
ing and  its  equijiments  to  the  School  Committee  of  Raleigh 
Township,  for  the  use  of  the  Centennial  Graded  School,  on 
the  30th  day  of  November,  1885.  The  results  following 
these  improvements  were  soon  apparent  in  the  increased  attend- 
ance of  pupils  at  the  Centennial  School. 

The  next  important  improvement  of  the  year  was 

THE    PAVING    OF    FAYETTEVILLE    STREET, 

between  Morgan  and  Hargett  streets,  twenty  feet  in  the  centre 
of  the  street,  and  paving  the  intersection  of  Hargett  and  Fay- 
etteville  streets  with  Belgian  blocks  of  hard  granite,  at  a  cost 
of  $4,393.36.  The  side-walks  on  the  upper  portion  of  Fay- 
etteville  street  were  widened  to  nineteen  and  a  half  feet,  leav- 
ing the  road-bed  of  the  street  sixty  feet  wide.  This  work  was 
commended  by  competent  judges  to  be  well  and  economically 
done,  and  it  fully  demonstrates  to  our  citizens  that  permanent 
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work  of  this  character  is  the  most  desirable  as  well  as  the 
most  economical  in  the  end. 

The  intersection  of  Edenton  and  Wilmington  streets  was 
also  paved  with  granite  blocks,  which  was  a  mnch  needed 
work. 

There  was  much  other  permanent  work  done  on  the  streets, 
such  as  rock  walls  and  curbing,  street  crossings  and  culverts, 
which  will  result  in  a  great  saving  of  expense  to  the  city  in 
this  line  of  work  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  old  system  of  paying  the  street  force  their  wages  at  the 
end  of  every  month  was  this  year  abolished,  and  a  system  of 
weekly  cash  payments  adopted,  which  was  appreciated  by  the 
force  as  a  decided  advantage  to  them  in  enabling  them  to  pro- 
vide their  families  with  more  provisions,  and  to  supply  their 
daily  necessities  at  less  cost. 

During  this  year  the  very  important  subject  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  water- works  for  Raleigh  was  favorably 
discussed,  and  a  special  committee  appointed  to  recommend 
to  the  Board  the  most  desirable  system.  The  committee 
corresponded  with  water-works  contractors  and  engineers, 
inviting  proposals  of  estimates  of  costs  for  surveys  and  costs 
for  a  system  of  water-works.  This  committee  reported  to  the 
Board  that  "they  deemed  the  speedy  establishment  of  a  system 
of  water-works  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  health 
of  our  people,  the  safety  of  property  and  the  prosperity  of 
our  city,  but  that  they  could  not  obtain  from  the  various 
contractors  with  whom  they  had  communicated  any  definite 
proposition  or  estimate  as  to  the  cost  of  any  system,  the 
difficulty  being  that  no  one  was  willing  to  incur  the  expense 
of  surveys  and  estimates  without  knowing  what  system  the 
city  would  adopt,  or  upon  what  method  the  works  would  have 
to  be  established — whether  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the 
city,  or  to  be  built  and  operated  by  the  contractors;  and  they 
(the  committee)  therefore  recommended  that  they  be  empow- 
ered to  employ  an  engineer  to  make  the  surveys  and  estimates 
necessary  to  guide  the  city  in  making  a  contract,  and  that  they 
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be  instructed  to  invite  proposals  for  the  erection  of  water- 
works to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  builders,  under  an 
exclusive  franchise  from  the  city  for  the  term  of  ten  years — 
the  city  to  rent  a  stipulated  number  of  hydrants  for  fire  and 
city  purposes  at  a  stipulated  annual  rental,  and  to  be  permitted 
to  purchase  the  works  at  the  end  of  the  franchise  period  at  a 
stipulated  price."  This  report  was  made  to  the  Board  near 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  further  instructions  from  the 
Board  were  not  given  to  the  committee  until  the  beginning 
of  the  next  fiscal  year. 

A  franchise  to  "The  Thomson- Houston  Electric  Liglit 
Company"  for  a  term  (jf  three  years  was  granted,  and  five 
arc  lights  were  placed  in  the  market  and  Mayor's  office  during 
the  year. 

Many  other  important  matters  were  considered  and  acted 
upon  during  the  year,  which  were  given  in  detail  in  the  reports 
submitted  for  the" year  ending  April  30,  1886. 


ANNUAL  REPORTS  FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR 
ENDING  APRIL  30,  1887. 

During  the  year  ending  April  30,  1887,  there  have  been 
perfected  many  important  measures  that  were  only  conceived 
during  the  first  year  of  your  term,  which  have  resulted  in 
great  good  to  the  city.  The  perfection  of  these  measures 
are  due  no  less  to  the  ideas  conceived  during  your  first  term 
than  to  your  growing  convictions  during  your  second  year  of 
service  that  the  demands  of  the  times  and  the  needs  of  the 
city  government  required  such  legislation.  The  increased 
influx  of  capital  and  enterprise  in  our  city  during  the  past 
year  has  been  accomplished  by  the  legislation  of  some  of  these 
impoi^tant  measures.  During  the  year  this  administration  has 
endeavored  to  encourage,  and  bv  all  available  means  to  aid,  the 
improvements  inaugurated  the  first  year  of  the  term,  and  it 
is  now  quite  apparent  that  our  citizens  have  derived  some 
benefit  from  them. 
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finances. 

•  From  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  we  learn  that 
our  finances  are  still  in  a  healthy  condition,  and  that  although 
we  have  incurred  an  unusual  amount  of  extra  expenses  for 
various  city  improvements,  and  have  been  called  upon  to  pay 
out  funds  for  purposes  not  previously  anticipated,  but  very 
essential  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city,  yet  we  close  the  year 
with  a  decreased  debt  and  a  larger  cash  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer  than  we  had  at  the  close  of  our  last  fiscal 
year.  This  statement  is  very  convincing  evidence  that  our 
finances  have  been  entrusted  to  good  hands. 

COLLECTION    OF    TAXES. 

From  the  report  of  our  Tax  Collector  we  find  that  there 
has  been  collected  from  taxes  and  market  rents  the  sum  of 
$47,204.53 ;  and  that  the  Collector  has  paid  over  to  the  Treas- 
urer $36,452.89,  and  paid  into  the  Sinking  Fund  $10,751.64, 
being  the  sum  total  of  all  his  collections  during  the  year 
ending  April  20th,  1887. 

COLLECTIONS    BY    THE    CHIEF    OF    POLICE. 

From  the  Chief  of  Police's  report  we  find  that  he  has  col- 
lected during  tiie  year,  from  all  sources,  the  sum  of  $4,007.54, 
which  shows  a  decrease  in  his  collections  for  same  time  the 
previous  year  amounting  to  $2,597.48.  This  decrease  is 
accounted  for  by  the  non-collection  of  liquor  licenses.

We  also  learn  from  the  Clerk's  report  that  the  outstanding 
warrant  account  has  been  reduced  to  the  sum  of  $272.31. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

From  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Police  Committee  hereto  appended  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  past  year  is 
574,  being  a  decrease  from  the  number  of  arrests  reported 
last  year  of  158.  But  as  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
arrests  for  last  year  was  accounted  for,  to  a  large  extent,  by 
the   many  arrests   made   for   failure  to  pay  dog  tax,  we  will 
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compare  the  number  of  arrests  made  for  the  year  ending  April 
21st,  1885,  with  the  number  of  arrests  made  this  year,  and  we 
will  have  a  decrease  of  107  dnrino;  the  year  ending  April  21st, 
1887.  This  comparison  exhibits  a  marked  improvement  in 
the  good  order  and  peace  of  the  city.  The  total  collections 
made  by  the  Chief  of  Police  during  the  present  year  amounted 
to  $4,007.54,  being  a  decrease  of  $2,497.48  from  collections 
made  last  year,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  operation  of  the 
local-option  law,  which  prevented  the  Chief  of  Police  from 
collecting  the  usual  amount  from  the  issuance  of  liquor 
licenses. 

The  Police  Department  is  in  good  condition.  The  Police 
force  is  composed  of  sober  and  efficient  men,  always  ready  for 
duty,  and  who  have  been  sedulously  attentive  to  the  perform- 
ance of  what  they  conceived  to  be  their  duty.  All  commands 
personally  issued  to  them  have  been  executed  with  such  alac- 
rity of  obedience  as  to  produce  upon  me  the  impression  that 
the  rendering  of  the  services  required  was  quite  a  pleasure. 
A  few  of  our  economical  citizens  have  suggested  the  idea  that 
a  reduction  of  the  expenses  of  the  city  government  might  be 
made  by  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  policemen  now  em- 
ployed by  the  city,  and  that  such  a  reduction  could  be  made, 
because  the  local-oj^tion  law  being  in  operation  and  the  liquor 
saloons  being  closed,  there  cannot  be  sufficient  employment 
for  so  large  a  number  of  policemen.  This  may  be  true  to 
some  extent;  and  it  is  also  true  that  we  have  a  law-abiding 
and  peaceable  community,  compared  with  other  cities  and  towns 
of  like  population;  and  yet  we  have  within  our  borders  a 
sufficient  number  of  law-breakers  to  require  the  services  of  a 
vigilant  police  force  to  look  after  them.  And  then,  too,  our 
city  being  located  in  the  centre  of  the  State,  and  easy  of  access 
to  many  cities  and  towns  of  our  State  as  well  as  to  cities  and 
towns  of  adjoining  States,  we  are  subjected  to  visits  from 
tramps,  idlers,  thieves  and  fugitives  from  justice,  who  are 
always  ready  to  make  mischief  and  break  the  peace. 
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We  are  also  subjected  to  violation  of  city  ordinances  and 
commitment  of  crimes  by  many  of  the  discharged  convicts  of 
the  Penitentiary,  who  take  up  their  abode  here  as  soon  as  dis- 
charged from  that  prison.  They  find  it  difficult  to  obtain 
honest  employment,  and  in  a  majority  of  cases  do  not  want  to 
obtain  it;  hence  they  steal. 

I  do  not  think  that  a  smaller  number  of  policemen  than 
we  now  have  could  give  the  protection  our  citizens  require. 
We  are  a  growing  city,  our  population  is  increasing,  our 
business  enterprises  are  multiplying,  and  our  facilities  for  the 
protection  of  these  interests  must  keep  pace  with  the  growing 
demands  of  the  times.  With  these  facts  before  us,  it  must  be 
bad  policy  to  lessen  the  police  ])rotection  of  the  city.  We 
have  only  twelve  policemen  now  employed :  two  must  per- 
form guard-house  cluty,  convey  prisoners  to  court  and  prison, 
and  be  on  hand  day  and  night  (alternately)  for  every  duty  in 
and  near  the  station-house.  Then  there  must  be  a  division  of 
day  and  night  service  for  the  ten  patrolmen — five  for  day  and 
five  for  night.  By  this  division  we  have  only  five  men  on 
duty  for  the  whole  city  outside  of  the  station-house.  Five 
men  on  police  duty  in  a  city  of  widely-scattered  residences, 
business  buildings  and  enterprises  like  ours  can  hardly  give 
the  protection  required :  then  how  much  more  difficult  would 
it  be  for  a  smaller  number  to  give  it  proper  protection?  Not 
only  the  peace  and  good  order  of  a  city,  but  also  its  good 
reputation,  depends  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  efficiency 
of  its  police  department ;  and  the  present  reputation  of  our 
city  for  peace  and  good  order  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the 
number  of  active,  efficient  and  fearless  men  who  have  com- 
posed the  police  force  of  the  city  for  the  past  few  years.  I 
fear  that  in  proportion  to  a  reduction  made  of  the  present 
number  of  this  force  so  would  the  proportion  of  disturbances 
and  crimes  be  increased  in  our  community. 

For  further  particulars  concerning  the  working  of  this  de- 
partment, see  report  of  Police  Committee. 
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STREETS. 

A  veiy  large  amount  of  substantial  work  has  been  clone 
upon  the  streets,  and  very  important  improvements  in  favor 
of  the  travelling  public  have  been  effected  by  the  labors  of 
the  Street  Committee  during  the  past  year.  Considerable  im- 
provements have  been  made  by  opening  up  the  north-eastern 
portion  of  the  city.  A  strong  road  bridge  has  been  erected 
on  north  Bloodworth  street,  crossing  Lane  street.  A  very 
substantial  rock  culvert  has  been  built  across  north  East  street 
at  the  end  of  Lane  street,  and  the  hills  on  Bloodworth  and 
East  streets  have  been  graded  down  and  the  ravine  near  by 
so  filled  in  that  both  streets  are  now  open  for  vehicles.  Lane 
street  has  also  been  graded  and  opened  from  Person  to  Blood- 
worth street.  These  improvements  will  enhance  the  valua- 
tion of  real  estate  in  that  portion  of  the  city  and  correspond- 
ingly increase  our  tax  collections. 

Very  marked  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  north- 
western portion  of  the  city,  on  Saunders  and  Tucker  streets, 
by  grading  off  the  hills  and  filling  in  low  places  that  have 
heretofore  been  almost  impassable  for  vehicles. 

One  square  on  Cabarrus  street  that  was  macadamized  last 
fall  has  so  well  withstood  the  heavy  fall  traffic  and  the  severe 
winter  weather  that  the  committee  recommends  that  this  sys- 
tem be  continued  on  Cabarrus  street  from  Salisbury  street  to 
the  North  Carolina  depot. 

The  paving  of  Fayetteville  street  between  Hargett  and 
Martin  streets  was  postponed  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the 
contractors  to  furnish  the  stone  according  to  contract.  The 
Board  declared  the  contract  forfeited ;  and,  on  account  of  the 
loss  of  time  occasioned  by  this  forfeiture,  the  committee  were 
not  able  to  enter  into  a  satisfactory  contract  before  the  close 
of  this  fiscal  year.  The  committee  recommends  that  future 
paving  be  made  with  what  is  known  as  ''rubble-stone,"  which 
is  recommended  to  be  as  durable  as  Belgian  blocks,  and  can  be 
put  down  at  half  the  cost.     The  widening  of  the  side-walks 
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on  Fayette ville  street  between  Hargett  and  Martin  streets  was 
continued,  but  not  quite  completed.  The  stone  for  the  curbing 
is  being  cut,  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  putting  down. 

Improvements  to  Moore  and  Nash  Squares  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  the  committee  recommends  that  a  pavilion 
be  erected  in  the  centre  of  each  square. 

A  large  barn  and  stables  have  been  erected  on  the  city  lot. 
The  Chemical  engine-house  has  been  removed  from  Wilming- 
ton street  to  the  city  lot,  thereby  removing  an  obstruction  on 
Wilmington  street  of  long  standing. 

The  unusual  muddy  condition  of  our  streets  during  the 
past  season  was  occasioned  by  the  necessity  of  having  the 
ground  loosened  and  torn  up  in  the  central  portion  of  the 
streets  for  the  laying  of  the  street  railway  tracks,  but  this  can 
be  remedied  and  repaired  during  the  coming  summer  months. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  State  Legislature  the  State  author- 
ities were  empowered  to  pave  one-half  of  the  streets  running 
around  Capitol  Square  if  the  city  would  pave  the  other  half; 
also  to  pave  all  of  the  roadway  running  around  Capitol  Square 
where  the  State  owns  property  on  both  sides  of  the  streets. 
When  the  city  shall  desire  to  pave  these  streets  the  assistance 
from  the  State  will  greatly  facilitate  the  work. 

The  expenses  of  the  Street  Department  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $13,025.64,  being  a  decrease  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended by  the  same  department  last  year  of  -f 3,1 67.54. 

For  full  details  of  the  work  done  in  this  department,,  see 
the  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner  attached  to  the  report 
of  the  Street  Committee. 

PUBLIC    PARKS. 

Raleigh  has  not  yet  reached  the  proportions  of  a  large  city, 
but  is  considered  by  those  who  have  lived  in  large  cities  to  be 
but  a  town  in'size.  Yet  I  think  we  may  say  that  we  are  in  a 
transition  state,  from  whence  we  hope  soon  to  emerge  from  a 
town  to  a  city  of  good  size.     We  are  growing  rapidly  in  busi- 
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ness  and  manufacturing  enterprises,  and  these  will  increase 
our  population.  We  are  at  least  a  town  of  enterprise,  and 
every  town  and  city  of  enterprise  and  progress  provides  for 
its  inhabitants  some  place  or  park  where  innocent  and  healthy 
recreation  can  be  enjoyed.  The  public  health  of  a  commu- 
nity like  ours  demands  some  such  park,  where  the  citizens 
may  assemble  and  breathe  the  pure  open  air,  and  it  is  wise  to 
begin  preparations,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  accommodate  our 
citizens  with  such  a  place.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  we 
can  suddenly  procure  such  a  park  as  a  city  would  require.  It 
will  take  time,  labor  and  means  to  accomplish  such  an  under- 
taking, therefore  we  cannot  too  soon  begin  to  prepare  for  it. 
We  have  two  small  parks  within  the  city  limits,  known  as 
Moore  Square  and  Nash  Square:  they  properly  belong  to  the 
State  of  North  Carolina;  they  are  small,  but  very  conven- 
ient to  our  citizens  who  live  near  the  centre  of  the  city  and 
may  not  have  the  opportunity  of  going  outside  the  city  limits 
very  often.  These  squares  are  put  under  the  control  and 
management  of  the  city  authorities,  so  long  as  the  city  will 
adorn  them  with  trees,  shrubs,  &c.,  and  use  them  as  public 
parks.  As  we  hold  these  parks  under  chartered  privileges 
granted  by  the  State,  there  is  no  difficulty  about  our  retaining 
possession  as  long  as  we  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the 
charter.  We  should,  therefore,  continue  to  beautify  and  adorn 
them,  as  they  will  eventually  be  of  great  benefit  to  our  citi- 
zens. 

But  as  our  population  has  increased,  we  now  find  the  need 
for  a  great  park  near  the  city,  where  carriage-drives,  avenues 
and  foot-paths  can  be  constructed,  and  where  permanent  im- 
provements can  be  made,  from  time  to  time,  adequate  to  the 
comfort  and  recreation  of  our  citizens.  Happily  for  the  city 
the  liberality  of  one  of  our  public-spirited  citizens  has  over- 
come one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  begin- 
ning of  preparations  for  this  desirable  accomplishment  by 
the  donation  of  land  suitable  for  such  purposes.  In  the 
month  of  December,  1886,  it  was  intimated  to  the  Board  of 
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Aldermen  that  one  of  our  citizens  desired  and  intended  to 
donate  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  land  near  the  city  for  the  pur- 
poses of  a  public  park.  By  authority  of  tiie  Board,  Aldermen 
J.  S.  Wynne,  G.  E.  Leach  and  F.  O.  Moring  were  appointed 
to  accept  the  donation  when  tendered.  On  the  first  day  of 
April,  1887,  Alderman  J.  S.  Wynne,  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Parks,  presented  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  a 
deed  executed  by  R.  S.  Pullen,  Esq.,  of  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  granting  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  a  public  park,  and  to  be  hehl  and  used  perpetually 
for  the  recreation  and  pleasure  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  tlie  municipal  authorities 
of  said  city  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  a  tract  of  land 
situated  on  the  Hillsboro  road  and  near  tlie  present  corporate 
limits  of  said  city,  containing  about  sixty  acres.  The  said 
deed  contained  the  following  proviso,  to-wit :  ^^  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  any  person  or  persons  will  erect  and  equip,  or 
will  furnish  guarantees  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
that  he  or  they  will  erect  and  equip  on  the  part  of  said  land 
as  is  described  in  said  deed  for  that  purpose,  a  factory  for 
spinning  or  weaving  cotton,  said  factory  to  be  built  within 
five  years  from  date  of  said  deed  conveying  said  land  to  the 
City  of  Raleigh,  and  to  cost  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, then  the  said  City  of  Raleigh  shall,  and  it  is  a  part  of 
the  trust  in  which  the  foregoing  conveyance  is  made  that  it 
will,  convey  to  such  person  or  persons  such  part  of  the  tract 
of  land  described  in  said  deed,  the  boundaries  of  which  will 
enclose  four  acres,  said  conveyance  to  be  in  fee,  and  for  the 
purpose  only  of  cotton-manufacturing." 

This  deed  was  accepted  by  the  Board  in  behalf  of  the  city, 
and  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Board, 
April  1st,  1887: 

Resolved,  By  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
1st.  That  tlie  Board,  in  belialf  of  the  City  of  Raleijjh,  accept.s  the  dona- 
tion of  R.  S.  Pullen,  Esq.,  of  a  tract  of  land  west  of  the  city  limits,  upon 
the  trusts  named  in  the  deed,  to-wit:  for  the  [)nri)0ses  of  a  public  park, 
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and  extends  to  him  the  thanks  of  the  present  and  futnre  residents  of 
Raleigli  for  his  liberal  benefaction — a  gift  which  the  Board  recognizes  as 
thoroughly  unselfish  and  prompted  by  no  motives  except  those  that  spring 
from  philanthropy  and  patriotism. 

2d.  That  in  honor  of  Mr.  Pullen  and  in  order  to  show  our  appreciation 
of  his  liberality  and  public  spirit,  and  tliat  his  beneficence  may  be  per- 
petually recalled  to  the  minds  of  our  people  and  be  made  known  to  pos- 
terity, the  park  is  hereby  named,  and  shall  hereafter  be  perpetually  called, 
"Pnllen  Park." 

3d.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  by  the  City  Clerk  to  Mr. 
Pullen,  and  also  be  published  in  the  city  papers. 

PULLEN    PARK. 

This  park  is  located  on  the  western  side  of  the  city,  near 
the  corporate  limits,  ''on  grounds  rising  gradually  to  the 
west  and  sloping  in  such  a  direction  southward  and  eastward 
as  to  receive  the  pure,  cool,  health-giving  breezes  that  come 
from  the  direction  of  the  high  mountains  located  in  the  western 
part  of  our  State."  Many  shade-trees  and  shrubs  have 
already  been  planted  on  the  grounds  by  the  generous  donor. 
This  was  a  munificent  gift,  and  by  it  the  city  is  aiforded  the 
opportunity  of  preparing  and  establishing  a  public  park  in 
keeping  with  other  cities.  There  should  be  no  hesitancy  or 
delay  in  improving  the  land,  arranging  plots  and  opening 
drives  and  foot-paths.  The  trees  and  shrubs  already  planted 
should  be  constantly  attended  to  and  improved.  It  would  be 
poor  economy  to  allow  them  to  remain  unattended.  There 
should  be  additional  trees  and  shrubs  planted  out  every  season. 
The  streets  of  the  city  running  in  the  direction  of  this  park, 
and  new  streets,  if  deemed  necessary,  should  be  extended  and 
opened  before  the  city  shall  become  so  thickly  populated  as  to 
fill  up  all  the  vacant  lots  and  lands  in  the  city  and  its  suburbs 
with  residences  and  business  houses,  thereby  making  the  open- 
ing and  extension  of  streets  so  much  more  expensive  to  the^ 
city.  For  further  information  concerning  the  present  condi-; 
tion  of  Pullen  Park,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parks,  hereto  attached. 
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REPORT    OF    CITY    ENGINEER. 


From  the  report  of  Arthur  Winslow,  City  Engineer,  we 
learn  that  all  the  streets  have  been  surveyed  for  the  establish- 
ment of  grades,  and  profiles  of  every  street,  thirty-one  in 
number,  have  been  made.  "Grade-posts  have  been  located  in 
such  position  as  not  to  be  liable  to  removal  and  not  to  obstruct 
traffic.  These  posts  are  reference-marks  which  should  be 
guarded  with  care.  Grades  for  street  work  should  be  taken 
from  them  with  reference  to  the  profiles,  and  whenever  a 
sewerage  system  is  to  be  introduced  these  posts  and  the  street 
profiles  will  be  indispensable  for  the  planning  and  construc- 
tion of  the  system." 

The  Engineer  calls  especial  attention  to  the  importance  of 
grading  the  side- walks  in  conformity  to  the  grade  of  the  streets, 
and  recommends  that  street  curbs  do  not  exceed  eight  inches 
in  height. 

WATER- WORKS. 

On  the  11th  day  of  November,  1886,  this  Board  adopted 
an  ordinance  providing  for  a  water  supply  to  the  City  of 
Raleigh  and  its  inliabitant^,  by  which  the  National  Water- 
works Construction  Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  was  granted 
a  franchise  for  twenty  years  for  the  constructing  and  main- 
taining water-works  within  and  near  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
and  the  privilege  of  using  the  streets,  side-walks  and 
alleys  of  said  city  "  for  placing,  taking  up  and  repairing 
mains,  hydrants  and  other  structures  and  devices  requisite 
for  the  service  of  water — the  source  of  supply  to  be  taken 
from  Walnut  creek  and  its  vicinity,  and  from  a  point  above 
any  possible  source  of  contamination  from  sewage."  This 
ordinance  is  attached  hereto,  accompanying  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  AVater-M'orks,  and  by  a  careful  examination 
of  it  you  will  find  that  great  care  has  been  taken  to  protect 
the  city's  interest  and  benefit  the  citizens  in  every  particular. 
By  this  franchise  the  city  receives  the  use  of  120  hydrants, 
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which  shall  constantly  furnish  effective  fire  streams  without 
the  aid  of  portable  engines.  The  pumping  machinery  (with 
the  capacity  of  pumping  four  (4)  millions  of  gallons  in  twenty- 
four  hours)  is  fully  guaranteed  to  discharge  six  one-inch 
nozzle  streams,  using  fifty  feet  of  2|^-inch  rubber  hose,  taken 
from  six  separate  hydrants,  to  a  height  of  100  feet.  The 
city  is  to  receive  free  water  for  the  flushing  of  gutters  and 
sewers,  for  six  drinking  fountains  for  man  and  beast,  for 
offices  and  public  buildings  occupied  by  officers  and  employees 
of  the  city,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department,  for  one 
drinking  fountain  for  each  of  the  public  schools,  and  for  one 
public  fountain,  with  jet  not  to  exceed  -^  inch;  also,  water 
for  sprinkling  the  main  business  streets,  when  taken  by  wagons 
owned  and  operated  by  tlie  city,  for  a  charge  not  to  exceed 
the  amount  of  city  taxes  on  said  water-works.  This  ordi- 
nance provides  for  a  water  tower  of  octagonal  form,  built  of 
stone  and  brick  to  a  height  of  80  feet,  on  the  top  of  which  is 
to  be  placed  an  iron  reservoir  30  feet  in  height,  to  contain 
100,000  gallons  of  water.  This  tower  is  to  be  located  on 
Morgan  street,  near  its  intersection  with  Salisbury  street.  Very 
reasonable  maximum  rates  for  consumers  are  guaranteed  in  the 
ordinance  during  the  existence  of  the  franchise.  This  ordi- 
nance also  grants  to  the  city  the  right  to  purchase  said  water- 
works at  the  expiration  of  ten  years  after  the  completion  of 
the  works,  or  at  the  expiration  of  each  succeeding  year  to  the 
end  of  the  franchise  period,  with  its  privileges  and  property 
free  and  discharged  from  all  liens  of  all  kinds,  at  a  fair  valua- 
tion, under  the  conditions  published  in  said  ordinance. 

This  will  be  one  of  the  most  important  interests  that  has 
ever  been  established  in  this  city.  The  city  has  long  felt  the 
need  of  a  water-works  system,  other  administrations  having 
discussed  the  subject  and  had  surveys  made  and  endeavored 
to  inaugurate  a  system  of  supplying  the  city  with  water;  but 
this  administration  has  surmounted  all  difficulties,  and  has 
not  only  secured  a  water  supply,  but  has  also  succeeded  in 
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obtaining  a  contract  for  one  of  the  best  systems  of  water-works 
to  be  found  in  the  whole  country,  and  the  works  will  be 
managed  and  operated  by  one  of  the  most  reliable  companies 
of  water-works  contractors  in  the  United  States. 

THE    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    WATER-WORKS. 

I  think  that  it  is  proper  that  I  should,  on  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  city  government,  acknowledge 
the  untiring  labors  and  valuable  services  rendered  by  the 
Special  Committee  on  Water-works.  To  them  was  entrusted 
the  work  of  obtaining  plans  and  recommending  a  system  of 
water-works  suitable  to  the  City  of  Raleigh.  This  was 
placing  a  great  responsibility  upon  the  committee,  "many 
things  had  to  be  considered: — the  methods  to  be  employed, 
the  source  of  supply,  the  purity  of  the  water,  and  the  ability 
of  the  city  to  incur  the  expense  without  increase  of  taxes." 
As  I  was  added  to  this  committee,  I  do  not  wish  to  apply^  to 
myself  the  remarks  I  shall  make  about  the  labors  of  the  com- 
mittee, but  I  wish  to  refer  particularly  to  the  labors  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  who  are  members  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen ;  and  I  also  desire  to  especially  recommend  the 
very  efficient  labors  and  great  assistance  afforded  the  committee 
by  the  City  Attorney,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Water-works 
Committee.  The  labors  of  the  Water-works  Committee  were 
a  heavy  tax  upon  their  time,  as  they  were  all  business  men 
and  had  their  full  time  occupied  in  their  own  business  affairs, 
yet  when  the  Board  of  Aldermen  adopted  a  resolution  requir- 
ing the  committee  to  visit  other  cities  and  examine  different 
systems  of  water-works,  this  committee  appointed  a  subcom- 
mittee from  their  own  number,  who  cheerfully  gave  up  their 
own  business,  and  for  ten  days  visited  Northern  cities,  trav- 
elling night  and  day  during  the  greater  portion  of  their  visits. 
This  committee  consulted  with  water-works  contractors, 
hydraulic  engineers  and  city  officials.  North  and  South,  with 
a  view  of  obtaining  information  as  to  the  latest  improvements 
in  water-works  machinery  and  the  best  systems  of  water-works 
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now  in  operation  in  this  country.  iVfter  returning  from  their 
visit  and  reporting  to  the  full  committee  the  report  was  made 
to  the  Board.  The  Water-works  Committee,  then,  by  author- 
ity from  the  Board,  advertised  for  bids  for  the  erection  of 
works  and  the  sale  of  water  sites,  employed  an  engineer  to 
make  surveys  and  ascertain  the  elevations,  sources  of  supply 
and  available  water-powers  in  the  vicinity  of  Raleigh.  The 
committee  received  twenty-seven  bids  from  sixteen  contractors  : 
they  opened  these  proposals,  and  for  several  days  and  nights 
carefully  considered  them,  and  in  the  meantime  listened  to 
statements  and  arguments  from  contractors,  lawyers  and  medi- 
cal experts  in  regard  to  the  several  proposals  and  sources  of 
supply  under  consideration.  After  patiently  listening  to  all 
who  desired  to  be  heard,  the  committee  recommended  a  system 
to  be  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  committee  had  to  with- 
stand the  coDibined  opposition  of  several  of  the  contractors, 
and  had  they  been  less  firm  in  their  convictions  of  duty,  and 
less  business-like  in  their  determination  to  protect  the  city's 
interest,  they  must  have  succumbed  to  the  many  arguments 
preferred  against  their  recommendation;  but  they  stood  firm 
to  their  convictions,  and  by  their  infornmtion  and  arguments 
finally  convinced  the  Board  that  the  system  recommended  by 
them  was  the  most  advantageous  to  the  city  and  would  confer 
the  greatest  benefits  to  our  citizens. 

The  labors  of  this  Special  Committee  on  Water-works  were 
very  arduous,  and  the  result  has  shown  that  they  were  per- 
formed with  deliberation  and  with  the  evident  determination 
to  protect  the  city's  interests  in  every  particular,  as  well  as  to 
make  the  best  possible  provisions  for  the  future  protection  and 
benefit  of  our  citizens. 

For  further  particulars  concerning  the  workings  of  this 
committee,  I  refer  you  to  their  annual  report  hereto  attached, 
and  to  the  report  of  Arthur  W^inslow,  engineer  in  charge  of 
the  erection  of  the  water-works  system  now  being  constructed. 
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LIGHTS. 

The  Committee  on  Lights  report  several  new  him ps  erected 
in  the  city  during  the  past  year.  The  contract  for  the  present 
system  of  street  lights,  awarded  to  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light 
Company,  will  expire  on  the  first  day  of  February,  LS88. 
The  cost  for  lights  under  the  present  contract  is  $12.50  per 
annum  for  each  street  lamp. 

For  further  information,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Lights. 

COMMITTEE    ON    MARKET. 

The  Market  Committee  reports  improvements  in  the  Mar- 
ket building,  such  as  putting  the  floors  in  thorough  repair, 
painting  the  archways  and  doors,  and  repairs  to  hucksters' 
stalls.  Very  good  order  has  been  maintained  in  the  market, 
and  the  Keeper  of  the  Market  has  been  very  attentive  to  his 
duties,  keeping  the  Market  House  in  a  very  cleanly  condi- 
tion. The  receipts  from  rent  of  stalls  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $3,12L75,  being  an  increase  over  receipts  of  last 
year  of  $6dM. 

^     FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  efficiency  of  the  officers  and  the  prom})tness  and  fidelity 
of  the  members  of  our  Fire  Department  have  made  for  them 
a  great  reputation  in  our  midst.  AVithout  pay  or  other  re- 
ward save  that  of  a  consciousness  of  performing  their  duty  as 
citizens  for  the  public  good  in  jirotecting  the  property  of  their 
fellow-citizens,  they  have  been  prompt  to  turn  out  at  the  first 
sound  of  the  fire-alarm,  night  or  dav,  in  storm  or  in  pleasant 
weather,  always  ready  and  willing  to  sacrifice  time  and  health, 
and  have  often  endangered  their  own  lives  for  the  protection 
and  safety  of  the  projierty  and  lives  of  their  fellow-citizens. 
The  faithful  duty  performed  by  the  members  of  this  depart- 
ment will  ever  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  our  citi- 
zens, and  if,  by  the  advantages  received  from  the  system  of 
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water-works  now  about  to  be  inaugurated  in  our  city,  it  should 
be  deemed  necessary  to  lessen  the  force  now  engaged  in  the 
Fire  Department  and  dispense  with  the  services  of  some  of 
the  members  now  comprising  this  department,  I  take  this 
opportunity,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  this  community,  and 
especially  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  this  Board  and  admin- 
istration, to  extend  to  every  member  of  the  Raleigh  Fire 
Department  sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  for  the  self-sacrificing 
spirit  and  noble  duty  performed  by  them  in  the  interest  of  the 
welfare  of  their  fellow-citizens. 

The  apparatus  and  engines  of  the  Fire  Department  have 
been  kept  in  good  condition.  The  Board  has  not  yet  supplied 
■  the  department  with  the  proper  arrangement  for  drying  their 
hose:  it  would  be  economy  for  the  city  to  do  this,  as  it  would 
preserve  the  hose  in  good  order  for  a  long  time,  and  the  ex- 
pense of  the  arrangement  would  be  met  in  the  saving  of  the 
hose. 

On  the  1st  day  of  April,  1887,  the  Fabric  Fire  Hose  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  made  a  proposal  to  this  Board  to  furnish 
the  city  with  500  feet  of  their  Arrow  Brand  of  Mildew  and 
Rot-proof,  Balanced- woven.  Cotton  Rubber- lined  Hose,  2J 
inches  internal  diameter,  fitted  with  standard  screw  couplings, 
complete,  at  60  cents  per  lineal  foot,  and  one  horse  reel  or 
jumper,  complete,  for  $75.00,  making  $375.00  for  the  outfit. 
This  sample  lot  of  hose  and  reel  to  be  shipped  by  May  1st, 
1887,  and  subject  to  fire  tests  at  opening  of  water- works  and 
accepted  by  the  city  only  if  it  proves  all  that  is  claimed  for 
it  in  the  proposal,  and  is  satisfactory  to  the  Board.  This 
proposal  was  accepted  by  the  Board. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  the  reports  of  the 
Fire  Commissioners  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department, 
which  contain  full  details  of  the  condition  of  tiie  department 
and  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of  fires  that  have  occurred 
since  our  last  report. 
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INDUSTRIAL   SCHOOL. 


On  the  lltli  day  of  March,  1885,  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina  enacted  a  law  providing  for  the  establislinient 
of  an  Industrial  School.  Parts  of  sections  one  and  two  of 
said  law  read  as  follows: 

Section  L  Tliat  the  Board  of  Agriculture  is  liereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  seek  proposals  of  donations  for  the  establishment  of  an  Indus- 
trial School,  and  when  any  city  or  town  shall  donate  in  lands,  buildings, 
machinery,  or  other  mateiials  or  money,  an  amount  adequate  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  Board  for  the  establishment  of  said  Industrial  School,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  locate  the  same  at  such  place. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Agricultul-e  shall  direct  the  organization  and 
equipment  of  the  said  school,  and  shall  manage  and  control  the  same  in 
conjunction  with  a  board  of  three  directors  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  city  or  town  whose  proposal  is  accepted. 

After  the  Board  of  Agriculture  had  advertised  for  such 
"proposals  of  donations  for  the  establishment  of  an  Indus- 
trial School,"  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh 
appropriated  $1,500  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  securing  the 
State  Exposition  building,  with  tiie  view  of  including  said 
building  in  a  donation  for  the  establishment  of  an  Indus- 
trial School  at  Raleigh.  The  City  of  Raleigh  paid  $466.30 
towards  the  purchase  of  the  said  building  and  secured  the 
ownership  to  the  city  and  resident  stockholders.  The  resident 
stockholders  donated  their  rigiit  and  title  of  said  building  to 
the  City  of  Raleigh.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  ofPered  to  the 
Board  of  x4_griculture  as  a  donation  for  the  establishment  of 
an  Industrial  School  at  Raleigh  the  State  Exposition  building 
and  $8,000  ($5,000  being  appropriated  on  18th  January, 
1886,  and  $3,000  appropriated  on  2d  of  April,  1886).  This 
donation  being  larger  than  any  donation  offered  by  any  other 
city  or  town  in  the  State,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Agriculture,  "an  adequate  amount  for  the  establishment  of 
an  Industrial  School,"  the  said  Boaixl  of  Agriculture,  on  the 
part  of  the  State,  accepted  the  donation  thus  made  by  the 
City  of  Raleigh,  thereby  agreeing  to  establish  an    Industrial 
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School  at  or  adjacent  to  the  City  of  Raleigh.  The  Board  of 
Aldermen  then  appointed  three  directors,  namely,  Aldermen 
G.  E.  Leach,  F.  O.  Moring  and  J.  S.  Wynne  to  manage  and 
control  said  school  in  conjunction  with  the  said  Board  of 
Agriculture. 

The  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  at  a  joint  convention  with 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  held  at  Raleigh  on  the  18th  day  of 
January,  1S87,  expressed  the  desire  that  an  Agricultural  Col- 
lege should  be  establisiied  for  the  benefit  of  the  sons  of  the 
farmers  of  the  State,  and  also  expressed  the  opinion  that  the 
land-scrip  held  by  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the 
interest  from  which,  amounting  to  $7,500  annually,  ou^ht  to 
be  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  an  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
United  States  statute  known  as  the  Land-scrip  Act. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  learning 
that  this  matter  would  be  discussed  at  a  mass  convention  of 
farmers  of  North  Carolina  to  be  assembled  in  Raleigh  on  the 
26th  day  of  January,  1887,  adopted  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions  at  a  meeting  of  their  board  held  on  the  24th 
day  of  January,  1887,  to-wit: 

"Inasinucli  as  the  farmers'  meeting  recently  held  in  this  city,  composed 
of  worthy  citizens  of  many  counties  of  the  State,  resolved  to  request  the 
General  Assembly  to  establish  an  Agricultural  College — and  as  there  exists 
a  popular  impression  that  the  proposed  institutifm  will  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  Legislature,  and  as  the  City  of  Raleigh  has  agreed  to  give  the  sum 
of  eight  thousand  dollars  in  money  (part  of  which  sum  has  been  paid  and 
the  remaining  part  will  be  j^aid  as  the  work  is  prosecuted),  together  with 
^he  buildings  of  the  State  Exposition,  and,  by  consent  of  the  directors  of  the 
State  Fair,  the  use  of  about  twenty  acres  of  land  for  the  establishment  of 
an  Industrial  School  and  Experimental  Farm;  and  further,  that  inasnuich 
as  Mr.  JR.  S.  Pullen,  a  citizen  of  Raleigh,  has,  through  fiur  committee, 
ofi'ered  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  whose  duty  it  has  become  under  a 
statute  of  the  State  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars  annually 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  an  Industrial  School,  eight  and 
two-thirds  acres  of  valuable  land  conveniently  located  for  the  said  school ; 
and  finally,  as  this  Board  believes  there  exists  no  good  reason  why  the  two 
enterprises  should  not  be  united,  it  is  therefore 
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'^  Resolved  1.  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  in 
view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  in  order  to  meet  the  views  of  the  most 
important  class  of  our  citizens  (the  farmers)  has  agreed  that  should  the 
Legislature  conclude  to  establish  an  Agricultural  College,  that  it  would  in 
their  opinion  be  the  part  of  wisdom,  to  accomplish  the  greatest  good  to  all 
of  our  citizens,  to  unite  tlie  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Schools. 

"2.  That  should  such  a  course  be  adopted,  they  recommend  that  the  com- 
bined institution  be  called  'The  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts  of  North  Carolina.' 

"3.  That  should  the  said  institution  be  established  at  or  adjacent  to 
Raleigh,  on  land  which  will  be  donated  for  this  purpose,  that  the  City  of 
Raleigh  will  agree  that  the  grants  or  offers  heretofore  made  to  and  accepted 
by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  shall  be  applied,  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Board,  to  such  'College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  of  North 
Carolina.' 

"  li  is  further  resolved,  That  these  resolutions  and  preamble  shall  be  laid 
before  the  general  farmers'  convention,  to  be  held  in  this  city  on  the  26th 
inst.,  for  their  consideration,  and  also  before  the  appropriate  coinmittees  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  their  action  tliereon. 

"The  Board  of  Aldermen  learns  and  states  with  pleasure,  by  authority, 
that  Mr.  R.  S.  PuUen,  who  has  heretofore  offered  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
a  tract  of  land  of  about  nine  acres,  which  tender  nieets  the  approval  of 
the  said  Board  of  Agriculture,  as  the  land  lies  conveniently  near  the  State 
Experimental  Farm,  will,  in  case  the  above-named  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  be  established  on  the  same,  donate  about  sixty  acres 
of  land,  to  include  the' nine  acres  and  connected  therewith,  to  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  for  the  purposes  of  said  college.  The  Board  of  Aldermen 
would  therefore  include  this  generous  offer  as  a  part  of  the  grants  hereto- 
fore tendered,  should  the  combined  institution  be  established  with  the  sup- 
port of  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

'■  The  Board  of  Aldermen  would  respectfully  state  that  it  will  meet  their 
approval  for  the  management  of  the  proposed  institution  to  be  directed  as 
the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly  may  determine,  and  that  the  City  of 
Raleigh  does  not  insist  that  any  part  of  the  management  of  the  same  shall 
be  put  under  its  control." 

These  resolutions  were  presented  to  the  mass  convention  of 
farmers  held  in  Raleigh  on  the  26th  January,  1887,  and 
during  the  sessions  of  that  convention  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  pi^esent  a  petition  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
North  Carolina,  requesting  on  behalf  of  the  farmers  of  North 
Carolina  that  the  Legislature  should  establish  at  or  near  the 
City  of  Raleigh  a  separate  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
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lege,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  United  States 
statute  known  as  the  Land-scrip  Act.  This  petition  was 
presented  to  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  of 
1887  by  a  joint  committee  from  the  two  conventions  of 
farmers  held  in  Raleigh  on  the  18th  and  26th  of  January, 
1887,  and  in  the  petition  (in  resolution  9)  they  (the  farmers) 
adopted  and  endorsed  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  giving  a  site  and  funds  for  the 
Industrial  School  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
and  placing  it  all  under  the  control  and  management  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture.  For  further  information,  see  report  of 
the  directors,  which  is  hereto  appended. 

THE    NORTH    CAROLINA    COLLEGE    OF    AGRICULTURE    AND 
MECHANIC    ARTS. 

We  learn  from  the  report  of  Mr.  W,  S.  Primrose,  Chair- 
man of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts,  that  ''the  Board  of  Trustees  met  for  the  first  time  on 
April  22d,  1887,  and  after  hearing  full  and  separate  reports 
from  H.  E.  Fries,  C.  W.  Dabney,  Jr.,  and  W.  S.  Primrose,  who 
were  appointed  a  special  committee  by  the  Governor  to  visit 
certain  agricultural  and  mechanical  colleges,  they  determined 
that  work  should  be  commenced  as  soon  as  possible."  The 
Board  appointed  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members, 
consisting  of  W.  S.  Primrose,  H.  E.  Fries,  H.  L.  Grant,  W. 
F.  Green  and  A.  Leazar,  with  full  authority  to  make  plans 
employ  an  architect,  and  do  such  other  work  deemed  neces- 
sary for  the  immediate  prosecution  of  the  work  as  far  as  the 
funds  in  hand  would  permit.  The  funds  available  at  this 
time  are  about  $15,000.  The  Penitentiary  will  furnish  all 
brick  and  stone  and  common  labor  requisite  for  the  buildings 
and  preparation  of  the  grounds.  The  Chairman  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  states  that  there  will  be  probably  $12,500 
or  $15,000  per  annum  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
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commencing  December  1st,  1887.  He  also  calculates  upon 
receiving  $15,000  per  annum  from  the  Hatch  bill,  which 
passed  both  branches  of  Congress  and  received  the  signature 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  He  reports  that  as 
soon  as  the  college  is  open  for  the  reception  of  students,  the 
interest  on  the  land-scrip  fund,  amounting  to  .$7,500,  will  be 
paid  regularly  to  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic 
Arts  for  tuition  purposes  and  current  expenses.  Thus  there 
are  funds  in  prospect  sufficient  to  enable  the  committee  to 
state  that  it  is  possible  to  open  the  college  in  the  fall  of  1888. 
For  the  amount  of  land  under  the  control  of  the  college, 
and  other  parti-culars  concerning  the  establishment  of  tiiis 
college,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  hereto  attached. 

SANITARY. 

The  sanitary  measures  adopted  by  the  city  government  of 
inspecting  all  the  lots  and  premises  within  the  city  limits 
have  had  the  good  effect  of  making  our  citizens  appreciate  the 
necessity  of  cleanliness  upon  their  premises,  and  the  lots  are 
now  kept  in  comparatively  good  condition.  Under  police 
service  and  supervision,  sanitary  inspections  in  the  city  have 
been  continued  all  through  the  year,  and  all  matter  considered 
as  deleterious  to  health  has  been  ordered  to  be  removed  without 
the  city  limits.  As  a  part  of  the  good  results  effected  by  such 
inspection,  I  will  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Health  in  which  he  states  that  he 
has  not  been  called  upon  "to  abate  a  single  nuisance  in  the 
city"  during  the  past  year,  none  having  been  reported  to  him. 

MORTUARY    RECORD. 

From  the  report  of  Dr.  James  McKee,  Superintendent  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  Wake  County,  we  have  the  mortuary 
record  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  from  April  21st,  1886,  to  March 
31st,  1887,  embracing  a  period  of  11  J-  months.     This  i-eport 
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is  very  carefully  made  out  and  sets  forth  clearly  the  particular 
disease  causing  the  death  of  each  person,  and  makes  the  total 
number  of  deaths  243 — whites,  86  ;  colored,  157.  The  annual 
death-rate,  based  on  a  population  of  15,000,  is  17.1  per  1,000^ 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent  of  Health,  is  a 
satisfactory  showing  as  to  the  healthful  condition  of  the  city 
generally.  The  report  is  full  of  important  information  to 
our  community,  and  contains  valuable  suggestions  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  regard  to  such  amendments  to  the  city  ordi-  . 
nances  as  will  enable  the  Superintendent  of  Health  to  make 
accurate  annual  reports  of  vital  statistics.  The  report  of  vital 
statistics  should  be  accurately  made,  so  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  may  intelligently  legislate  for  the  good  of  the  public 
health. 

This  report  is  of  special  importance  to  our  citizens  at  this 
time,  because  it  refers  to  tlie  question  of  methods  of  the  disposal 
of  water  that  will  soon  be  distributed  through  the  city  by  the 
system  of  water-works  now  being  erected,  and  recommends 
"a  thorough  system  of  sewerage  for  the  disposal  of  the  water 
after  it  shall  have  become  charged  with  impurities  by  usage.'^ 
This  is  a  very  important  matter  for  consideration,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  very  carefully  considered  by  the  next  Board  of  Alder- 
men. The  Superintendent  of  Health  reports  no  epidemics  of 
any  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  during  the  past  year.

CEMETERIES. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cemeteries  there  have 
been  203  interments  in  city  cemeteries,  and  from  report  of 
Superintendent  of  Oak  wood  Cemetery  there  have  been  75 
interments  in  Oakwood  Cemetery,  making  a  total  of  278 
interments  during  the  past  year — 103  white,  and  175  colored. 
Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  in  all  the  ceme- 
teries during  the  year.

A  new  fence  has  been  erected  around  this  cemetery,  and  the 
south  side-walk,  which  heretofore  has  been  ahiiost  impassable,

There  has  been  an  addition  made  to  the  sexton's  house,  and 
the  cemetery  has  been  kept  in  very  good  condition  during  the 
year. 

OAK  WOOD    CEMETERY. 

There  has  been  a  new  entrance  made  to  this  cemetery  at 
the  east  end  of  Polk  street.  A  new  avenue  has  been  laid  out 
to  this  entrance,  well  bordered  with  shade-trees,  and  the  avenue 
well  bridged  at  its  terminus.  These  improvements  have  been 
made  through  the  generosity  of  R.  S.  Pullen,  Esq.  The 
street-cars  now  run  on  Polk  street  within  one  block  of  this 
new  entrance.  There  has  been  much  improvement  in  the 
general  appearance  of  the  lots  in  this  cemetery,  especially 
in  those  that  have  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. Many  handsome  monuments  and  tombstones  have 
been  erected  during  the  year.  A  map  of  the  lots  specifying 
the  vacant  lots,  and  giving  the  names  of  owners  of  lots,  has 
been  prepared  and  can  be  seen  at  the  office  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, A.  B.  Forest,  517  Polk  street,  and  at  the  office  of 
the  Secretary,  A.  Syme,  Esq.  Lots  in  this  cemetery  can  be 
purchased  at  33^,  25,  artd  12 J  cents  per  foot.

THE    city's    LITIGATIONS. 

I  think  it  is  advisable  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  should 
make  it  one  of  the  duties  of  the  City  Attorney  to  report  at 
the  close  of  every  fiscal  year  all  the  suits  pending  and  insti- 
tuted in  any  of  our  courts  to  which   the  city  is  a  party,  all 
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judgments  rendered  for  and  against  the  city,  all  the  costs 
for  which  the  city  is  liable,  all  appeals  from  decisions  in 
the  Mayor's  Court  for  violation  of  city  ordinances,  and  the 
result  of  such  appeals.  I  think  such  a  report  would  be  of 
great  importance  to  the  Board,  and  from  it  they  would  be 
informed  of  the  city's  litigations  and  understand  the  condition 
of  all  suits  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  also  ascertain 
the  amount  of  judgments  and  costs  rendered  against  the  city 
during  the  year's  administration.  The  report  of  the  City 
Attorney,  hereto  attached,  shows  that  the  city  has  not  been 
subjected  to  extra  expense  on  account  of  suits  at  law.  A  very 
few  cases  were  carried  before  the  courts,  and  the  City  Attorney 
was  able,  without  the  aid  of  extra  counsel,  to  withstand  the 
charges,  and  by  argument  and  evidence  procured  a  verdict  in 
favor  of  the  city  in  every  case. 

THE    TWO    years'    TERM. 

In  conformance  to  amendments  to  our  city  charter,  ratified 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  JS^orth  Carolina,  February  25th, 
1885,  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Aldermen  elected  for  the  City 
of  Raleigh  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1885,  were  made  for 
two  years  instead  of  one  year,  as  was  the  law  prior  to  that 
time.  This  Board  is  now  capable  of  judging  whether  the 
results  of  tlie  workings  of  a  two  years'  term  are  more  bene- 
ficial to  the  best  interests  of  tlie  city  and  citizens  than  the 
results  of  the  workings  of  a  one  year's  term.  Not  only  on 
account  of  the  experience  obtained  in  serving  out  a  two  years' 
term,  but  also  on  account  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  present  Board  having  hitherto  served  as  Aldermen  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  is  this  Board  made  competent  of  making  a 
comparison  between  the  short  and  long  terms.  I  think  the 
opinion  of  this  Board  is  favorable  to  the  long  term.  According 
to  my  experience,  I  have  formed  the  opinion  that  a  long  term 
is  preferable  to  a  short  term,  because  the  Aldermen  gain  more 
experience  as  to  the  proper  conduct  of  municipal  affiairs  and 
have  more  time  for  the  consideration  of  measures  most  con- 
ducive to  the  public  good. 
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As  the  office  of  Alderman  has  no  pay  attached  to  it,  and  as 
our  Aldermen  are  elected  from  the  business  men  in  our  com- 
munity who  have  their  time  and  attention  very  much  occu- 
pied by  their  own  business  affairs,  it  is  a  difficult  matter  for 
them  to  become  familiar  with  tlie  duties  of  an  aldermanic 
office  during  a  one  year's  term.  Entertaining  such  views  as 
these,  I  corresponded,  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February,  1887,  with  the  Mayors  of  several  cities  in  the 
United  States,  requesting  from  them  a  statement  of  the  terms 
of  office  of  their  Aldermen,  and  their  views  on  a  two  years' 
term.  I  received  many  responses,  and  have  selected  extracts 
from  them,  which  I  hennvith  present  to  you.  The  Clerk  of 
the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  writes  that  he  is  directed  by  the 
Mayor  to  say : 

"Tliat  tliere  is  no  such  ofiRcer  as  Alderman  in  the  City  of  Pliilaiielphia, 
but  that  the  legislative  body  of  the  city  consists  of  a  Select  and  Common 
Council,  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  the  Mayor  is  elected  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  and  cannot  be  re-elected  to  succeed  himself.  His  salary 
is  $12,000  a  year.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  that  if  your  Aldermen 
are  charged  with  legislative  duties,  the  longer  term  of  office  is  preferable, 
as  it  requires  time  to  become  fimiliar  with  legislative  practices  and  rules; 
and  he  believes  the  public  interests  can  be  better  served  by  a  two  years' 
term  of  office  than  by  a  one  year's  term.  We  have  found  that  to  be  the 
case  in  this  city,  and  there  are  those  here  who  have  served  as  members  of 
Coimcils  for  more  than  fifteen  years;  and  consiileriui;:  that  our  Councilmen 
receive  no  salary  for  their  services,  it  is  highly  creditable  upon  their  part 
to  give  so  much  of  their  time  and  talent  to  the  public  service.

The  Se(n-etary  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  York 
writes,  under  date  January  31st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"  Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.  has  been  duly  received,  and  by  direction 
of  the  Mayor,  who  is  at  present  confined  to  his  house  by  illness,  I  beg  to 
inform  you  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  this  city  is  comjjosed  of  twenty- 
four  members,  one  of  whom  is  elected  from  each  Assembly  district  in  this 
city,  and  a  president,  who  is  elected  at  large.  All  of  said  members  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year.      The  president  receives  a  salary  of  $3,000, 
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and  eacli  of  tlie  Aldermen  a  salary  of  $2,000.     The  term  of  the  Mayor  is 
for  two  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January.

The  Mayor  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  writes,  under  date  January 
31st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"We  have  two  legislative  bodies — the  Board  of  Councilmen  and  the 
Board  of  Aldermen — who  act  concurrently  to  enact  laws.  Terms  are  two 
years  for  each  body.  Have  had  about  ten  years'  experience  in  municipal 
affairs  as  Councilman,  &c.,  and  know  it  is  for  the  interest  of  tax-payers  to 
select  good  men  for  such  office,  and  when  they  make  such  selection  to  have 
the  term  a  lung  one  and  to  keep  them  in  office  as  long  as  possible.  It  is  a 
bad  policy  to  have  short  time  terms  and  frequent  changes,  because  no  sooner 
does  the  man  begin  to  understand  methods  than  out  he  goes  and  a  new 
man  begins  with  his  first  lesson.  A  Board  with  terms  divided,  so  that  there 
are  uhmys  old  members  in  it,  is  best,  and  the  terms  ought  not  to  be  less 
than  two  years,  and  would  be  better  if  for  three  years.  The  term  of  my 
office  is  two  years,  and  the  people  are  now  considering  the  proposition  to 
make  the  Mayor's  term  three  years;  in  some  cities,  St.  Louis,  for  instance, 
it  is  four  years.

The  Mayor  of  Auburn,  New  York,  wn^ites,  under  date 
January  31st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"Our  city  has  ten  wards,  and  an  Alderman  is  elected  from  each  ward  for 
a  term  of  two  years.  The  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  are  also  elected  for  two 
years  on  alternate  years,  and  they  all  serve  without  pay,  except  the  Clerk. 
An  improvement  could  be  made  by  electing  one-half,  or  five,  of  our  Alder- 
men witii  the  Mayor  one  year,  and  the  next  year  the  other  five  with  the 
Clerk.  One  year  ago  in  March,  in  the  election  of  Aldermen,  all  were  inex- 
perienced men.  Under  the  proposed  arrangement  there  would  always  be 
men  of  some  experience  on  the  Board.

The  Mayor  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  writes,  under  date  January 
29th,  1887,  as  follows: 

"  We  have  two  Boards  of  our  city  government — an  Aldermanic  Board, 
consisting  of  five  Aldermen  elected  alternately,  two  every  year,  except  at 
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intervals  of  tliree  years,  when  only  one  is  elected.  They  hold  office  three 
years.  The  Conamon  Council  is  composed  of  twelve  Councilmen,  who  are 
elected  for  two  years.  One-half  go  out  eacii  year,  leaving  always  one  fi-om 
each  ward  holding  over.  The  Mayor  is  elected  for  two  years  and  cannot 
succeed  himself:  neither  can  an  Alderman  or  Councilman.  Our  system 
works  very  well  and  the  public  are  entirely  satisfied  with  it.

The  Secretary  of  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  writes, 
under  date  of  February  l.st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"  We  have  twenty  wards  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  elect  thirty  mem- 
bers of  the  Council — that  is  to  say,  twenty  members  comprising  the  first 
branch  City  Council,  and  ten  members  comprising  the  second  branch 
City  Council.  The  twenty  are  elected  for  one  ward  and  one  year;  tiie 
ten  are  elected  for  two  wards  and  two  years.  At  the  same  time  the 
Mayor  is  elected  for  two  years.  Each  body  elects  its  own  president,  and 
they  act  on  the  Mayor's  appointments  in  joint  convention.

"  I  have  your  favor  of  28th,  and  note  your  incpiiries.  We  elect  Mayor 
and  Aldermen  on  one  ticket  every  four  years.  This  city  is  divided  into 
twelve  wards.  There  are  two  Aldermen  to  each  ward — one  from  each 
ward  and  the  Mayor  are  elected  on  a  general  ticket,  tiien  each  ward  elects 
its  other  Alderman.  The  system  works  well  here.  We  have  too  many 
elections  in  this  land  of  liberty,  and  the  people  suffer  from  it.

The  Mayor  of  Richmond,  Va.,  writes,  under  date  January 
29th,  1887,  as  follows: 

"  It  will  always  afford  me  pleasure  to  give  you  any  information  as  to  our 
city  affairs,  and  I  reply  at  once  to  yours  of  27th  as  to  terms  of  our  .\lder- 
men,  &c.  Our  City  Council  is  composed  of  two  separate  bodies — the  Com- 
mon Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  members  of  the  former 
are  all  elected  every  two  years.  When  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  organ- 
ized, one  half  the  members  were  to  serve  two  years,  and  the  other  half 
four  years — the  long  and  short  term  being  originally  decided  by  drawing 
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or  lots,  the  term,  therefore,  being  four  years,  but  one  half  are  elected  with 
the  Common  Council  every  two  years.  I  regard  long  terms  much  the 
best,  because  experience  is  valuable.  Certainly  I  would  think  the  interest 
of  a  city  would  be  much  damaged  by  so  short  a  term  as  one  year,  because 
in  that  time  a  man  has  hardly  acquired  the  experience  to  do  the  official 
business  with  proper  dispatch.  I  speak  of  these  officers  when  (as  in  our 
case)  they  serve  without  compensation,  and  hence  cannot  devote  their 
whole  time  to  official  matters.  I  really  believe  all  cities  would  be  better 
managed  by  fewer  representatives  who  were  paid  to  give  their  whole  time 
to  this  duty.

The  City  of  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  is  divided  into  six 
wards  and  is  governed  by  a  Council  composed  of  two  separate 
bodies,  tlie  Common  Council  of  twelve  members,  and  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  consisting  of  seven  members.  Terms  of 
office  one  year.  The  Mayor  of  Haverhill  writes,  under  date 
of  February  1st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"In  my  opinion  it  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  municipalities  to 
elect  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  at  least  ttvo  or  three  years'  service, 
and  I  am  sure  such  action  would  result  in  the  election  of  experienced  gen- 
tlemen who  would  thus  be  enabled  to  give  better  service  for  the  manage- 
ment of  city  affairs.  Continuous  work  could  be  laid  out  and  carried 
forward  in  a  more  able  manner  and  would  be  no  detriment  to  the  best 
interests  and  welfare  of  our  citizens.  Officers  elected  for  a  longer  term 
than  one  year  would  have  less  fear  of  offending  and  would,  I  think,  be 
better  appreciated  and  sought  after  and  selected  for  their  valuable 
knowledge  of  public  affairs — be  more  likely  to  receive  an  endorsement  as 
a  valued  public  servant.  They  would  be  more  familiar  with  the  duties  of 
their  office,  consequently  able  to  give  better  service  and  with  more  satis- 
faction to  their  constituents.  Our  people  have  at  times  thought  of  changing 
our  charter  in  regard  to  this  matter,  but  as  yet  nothing  has  been  done.

The  Mayor  of  Burlington,  Iowa,  writes,  under  date  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"In  answer  to  yours  of  January  29th,  the  Aldermen  are  elected  to  serve 
two  years,  election  for  about  half  of  the  members  every  year.  Tlie  Mayor 
is  elected  for  two  years.  We  are  well  satisfied  with  this  plan,  as  one-half 
of  the  members  hold  over  and  are  better    fitted    by    their  experience  to 
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legislate  than  when  all  are  new  members.  This  manner  of  election  was 
established  in  1878,  when  all  members  were  elected  and  their  term  was 
decided  by  lot,  which  was  one  and  two  years.  Since  that  time  one-half  of 
the  members'  terms  expires  each  year.

The  Mayor  of  Keokuk,  Iowa,  writes,  under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 1st,  1887,  as  follows: 

"Our  City  Council  is  composed  of  Mayor  and  twelve  Aldermen.  Up  to 
the  present  time  the  Mayor  has  been  elected  annually  and  the  Aldermen 
for  two  years ;  that  is,  we  elect  the  Mayor  and  six  Aldermen  every  year,  it 
being  so  arranged  that  the  term  of  six  of  the  Aldermen  expires  each  year. 
We  have  recently  passed  an  ordinance  providing  that  the  Mayor  and 
Marshal  shall  hold  ther  respective  offices  for  two  years,  so  that  at  our 
ensuing  spring  election  the  term  of  office  will  be  two  years.  I  am  decidedly 
of  the  opinion  that  a  two  years'  term  is  better  than  one.  It  takes  a  man 
almost  a  year  to  become  familiar  with  the  duties  of  his  office.  Frequent 
elections  unsettle  communities  and  prevent  the  adoption  of  any  definite 
policy  by  an  administration.

large  manufacturing  institutions;  beautiful  parks;  magnificent  churches; 
school-houses,  etc.

"  Yours  of  the  29th  ult.  received  and  contents  noted.  In  reply,  the 
Mayor  desires  me  to  say  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men of  this  city  is  one  year.  Some  ten  years  ago  the  Legislature  amended 
the  charter  of  this  city  by  providing  for  the  election  of  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men for  a  term  of  two  years.  It  did  not  seem  to  be  popular,  and  conse- 
quently it  was  repealed  before  it  became  operative.  The  Mayor  desires 
me  to  say  that,  personally,  he  is  in  favor  of  the  two  years'  term,  from  the 
fact  that  he  considers  it  more  for  the  interests  of  the  city.

"In  reply  to  your  favor  of  a  recent  date,  I  am  directed  by  his  Honor, 
Mayor  Harrison,  to  state  that,  in  large  cities  like  Chicago,  he  would,  only 
for  the  expense,  approve  of  an  annual  election  for  Aldermen  and  execu- 
tive officers.  In  large  cities  the  citizens  do  not,  as  a  rule,  observe  closely 
the  acts  of  their  representatives,  except  there  is  something  unusual  which 
commands  attention.  In  cities  like  Raleigh,  where  all  proposed  legislation 
is  discussed  and  known  to  almost  every  citizen  before  it  is  enacted,  where 
the  actions  of  representatives  are  known  to  all,  he  thinks  that  the  term  of 
office  should  be  at  least  two  years,  and  in  fact  he  should  favor  four  years. 
He  believes  two  years  better  than  one,  and  that  four  years  would  be  better 
tlian  either.     The  experience  which  a  man  gains  in  office  he  regards  as 
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serviceable  to  the  public.  He  iiolds  that  a  public  ofEcer — an  Aidernian, 
for  example — if  he  is  honest,  is  a  better  legislator  when  serving  a  second 
or  third  term  than  he  is  the  first.  This  advantage,  however,  is  often  over- 
balanced by  other  considerations  in  large  cities.

The  system  works  very  well,  and  there  never 
has  been  a  movement  to  hold  elections  once  in  two  years,  though  it  is  easy 
to  see  that  arguments  may  be  used  in  its  favor.  I  do  not  think  that  our 
people  are  anxious  for  any  change  in  our  system,  which  we  could  only 
have  by  amendment  of  our  charter.

"  Until  the  last  few  years  Nashville's  Council  was  composed  of  two  Coun- 
cilmen and  one  Alderman  from  each  ward.  We  have  fourteen  wards, 
hence  you  see  that  the  body  constituted  a  large  number  of  representatives 
and  became  unwieldy  and  objectionable.  Our  charter  was  changed,  giving 
us  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  composed  of  three  members  elected  by  the 
Council.  The  ward  system  was  done  away  with,  and  we  now  only  have 
ten  members  of  the  Council,  and  they  are  elected  by  the  city  at  large  by 
the  popular  vote.  We  have  only  one  Board  (the  Council)  and  no  Board 
of  Aldermen.  The  Councilmen  are  now  elected  for  four  years'  term,  and 
in  such  manner  that  one-half  of  them  (five)  go  out  every  two  years,  thereby 
leaving  five  old  members  to  hold  over,  and  who  have  acquired  the  run  of 
business,  so  that  when  new  members  are  elected  the  busiuess  runs  on 
smoothly.  We  find  this  system  to  work  very  well.  It  is  much  better,  if 
you  can  get  good  and  honest  men,  to  elect  them  for  long  terms  (not  less 
than  two  years),  for,  like  any  other  business,  Councilmen  require  time  to 
learn  the  run  of  business  and  to  familiarize  themselves  with  city  affairs. 
The  Mayor  is  elected  every  two  years  by  popular  vote  of  the  city.

MIIJTARY. 

Our  citizens  for  a  lonv  time  desired  tliat  there  should  he  a 
well  organized  and  thoroughly  equipped  military  company  in 
our  community.  Our  city  government  had  not  the  means 
wherewith  to  equip  such  a  company,  and  the  security  that 
could  be  afforded  by  such  an  organization  was  a  theme  of 
constant  discussion  by  the  peaceable  and  law-abiding  citizens 
of  our  community.  It  is  true  that  we  had  in  our  city  one 
military  company  composed  of  colored  citizens,  but  the  mem- 
bers of  this  company  were  men  who  had  to  depend  for  sub- 
sistence upon  their  daily  labors,  and  were  not  able  to  properly 
equip  themselves  for  good  service,  and  could  not  give  as  much 
time  for  drill  as  woidd  be  required  of  a  company  that  might  be 
fully  relied  upon  for  active  and  efficient  service  at  a  moment's 
warning.  In  saying  this  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
in  the  slightest  manner  to  disparage  the  services  of  this  com- 
pany, for  I  am  glad  that  we  have  them  in  our  midst,  and  I 
desire  to  commend  them  to  our  citizens  as  worthy  men,  banded 
together  for  the  good  of  the  community,  and  who  would  respond 
promptly  for  duty  when  called  upon.  We  know  that  they 
have  but  little  time  to  spare  from  their  labors  to  perfect  them- 
selves in  drilling,  and  that  they  possess  but  small  means  with 
which  to  procure  such  equipments  as  they  ought  to  have. 
They  have  displayed  great  energy  and  have  sacrificed  much 
time  in  keeping  up  their  organization  under  adverse  circum- 
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stances,  and  such  precision  as  they  have  acquired  in  drill  is 
very  remarkable.  The  following  is  a  report  of  the  condition 
of  this  company : 

Armory  of  Oak  City  Blues, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  1st,  1887. 
To  the  Hon.   W.  H.   Dodd,  Mayor: 

Dear  Sir: — At  your  request,  I  liave  the  honor  of  jjresenting  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  condition  of  tlie  Oak  City  Blues.  On  the  22d  day  of 
October,  1876,  this  company  was  organized  with  J.  H.  Jones  as  Captain. 
After  the  inauguration  of  the  Hon.  Z.  B.  Vance  as  Governor  of  North 
Carolina,  orders  were  issued  that  the  companies  should  reorganize.  Upon 
the  reorganization  of  this  company,  A.  J.  Haywood  was  elected  Captain 
and  served  for  two  years,  resigning  the  office  at  the  expiration  of  that  time. 
In  October,  1886,  A.  J.  Haywood  was  again  elected  Captain.  The  com- 
pany is  in  as  good  condition  now  as  it  ever  was.  We  have  forty-one  men 
with  full  uniform  dress,  and  thirteen  more  men  expect  to  uniform  in  a  very 
short  time.  We  have  forty  stand  of  Springfield  45-calibre  (U.  S.  Arnriy 
pattern)  rifles,  belts,  bayonets  and  scabbards,  cartridge-boxes,  &c.  Our 
armory  is  at  present  located  at  No.  207  South  Wilmington  street.  It  is 
not  a  very  desirable  location,  but  it  is  the  best  we  can  do  just  now.  The 
Oak  City  Blues  is  not  attached  to  any  regiment  in  the  State  Guard,  as  it  is 
the  only  organized  company  of  colored  troops  in  the  State*

A  number  of  our  young  white  citizens,  being  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  the  protection  that  could  be  aiforded 
to  our  citizens  by  a  well  equipped  military  company,  banded 
themselves  together  and  organized  a  military  company  on  the 
11th  day  of  June,  1886,  and  elected  the  following  officers: 
Captain — G.  D.  Rand;  First  Lieutenant — S.  C.  White;  Sec- 
ond Lieutenant — J.  F.  Ferrall ;  Junior  Second  Lieutenant — 
D.  S.  Waitt.  The  company  adopted  the  name  of  Governor's 
Guard,  and,  upon  the  resignation  of  Captain  Rand  and  Lieut 
White,  the  following  officers  were  elected  in  August,  1886 
Captain — E.  B.  Engelhard;  First  Lieutenant — D.  S.  Waitt 
Second  I./ieutenant — J.  F.  Ferrall ;  Junior  Second  Lieuten- 
ant—J.  G.  Williams. 
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The  Governor's  Guard  is  assigned  to  the  First  Regiment  of 
the  State  Guard  as  Company  C.  This  company  has  sixty- 
four  men  enrolled,  fifty-five  dress  uniforms,  and  are  well 
equipped.  They  have  offered  to  serve  the  city  at  all  times  in 
any  emergency.  The  Governor's  Guard  is  composed  prin- 
cipally of  young  men.  They  take  great  pride  in  giving  their 
time  and  means  to  acquire  proficiency  in  drill,  and,  judging 
from  their  success  thus  far,  they  will  soon  be  ranked  among 
the  best  drilled  companies  in  the  State  Guard.  This  company, 
being  composed  of  business  men  in  our  city,  takes  a  great 
interest  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  city,  and  will  at  all 
times,  to^the  best  of  their  ability,  afford  any  needful  protec- 
tion to  our  citizens.  We  may  now  feel  secure  from  any  great 
loss  of  life  or  property  from  causes  which  it  is  in  their  })ower, 
as  military  men,  to  sup])ress. 

The  Governor's  Guard  were  called  out  for  State  duty  on 
the  16th  day  of  April,  1887.  The  occasion  for  the  call  was 
a  mutiny  among  the  convicts  at  the  Penitentiary.  In  a  very 
few  minutes  after  the  call  was  made,  Capt.  Engelhard  and  his 
company,  armed  and  equipped  for  duty,  made  their  appear- 
ance at  the  front  gate  of  the  Penitentiary,  a  mile  away  from 
their  armory,  and  reported  to  the  State  authorities  for  duty. 
They  were  not  called  on  while  at  the  Penitentiary  for  any 
other  than  police  duty,  but  the  promptitude  with  which  they 
responded  to  the  call,  and  their  readiness  to  perform  any  ser- 
vice that  might  be  required  of  them  on  that  occasion,  shows 
that  we  have  a  company  in  our  midst  that  we  can  rely  on  at 
all  times  and  in  any  emergency. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's Guard,  kindly  furnished  me  by  E.  B.  Engelhard, 
Captain  commanding: 

Mayor  W.  H.  Dodd,  Raleigh,  N.   C: 

My  Dear  Sir:^ — Replying  to  your  favor  of  tlie  7th,  T  take  pleasure  in 
giving  you  the  information  asked  for  in  regard  to  the  organization,  equip- 
ment, &c.,  of  the  "  Governor's  Guard." 
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The  coDjpany  was  organized  June  11th,  1886,  and  the  following  officers 
elected  :  Captain,  G.  D.  Rand  ;  First  Lieutenant,  S.  C.  White  ;  Second 
Lieutenant,  J.  F.  Ferrall ;  Junior  Second  Lieutenaut,  D.  S.  Waitt.  Capt. 
Kand  and  Lieut.  White  resigning,  the  following  officers  were  elected  in 
August,  1886:  Captain,  E.  B.  Engelhard;  First  Lieutenant,  D.  S.  Waitt; 
Second  Lieutenant,  J.  F.  Ferrall;  Junior  Second  Lieutenant,  J.  G.  Wil- 
liams. 

The  company  was  assigned  to  the  First  Regiment  as  "  Company  C." 
Was  inspected  by  Inspector-General  F.  H.  Cameron,  and  showed  an  average 
in  attendance  of  91  per  cent.  The  armory  of  the  company  is  located  on 
the  tliird  floor  of  the  Briggs  Building,  occupying  the  entire  floor. 

The  number  of  men  now  enrolled  is  sixty-f>ur  (64),  including  three 
drummers.  The  equipment  of  the  company  consists  of  80  stand  of  Spring- 
field 4o-calibre  (U.  S.  Army  pattern)  rifles;  80  complete  sets  of  belts, 
bayonet  scabbards  and  cartridge-boxes,  &c. ;  camp  outfits  (cups,  spoons, 
knives  and  forks,  &c.,  &c.) ;  ammunition  ;  55  dress  uniforms. 

The  company  is  in  good  condition  and  is  ready  at  all  times  to  serve  the 
city  in  any  emergency.

HOSPITALS.  .     . 

Appended  to  thi.s  report  you  will  find  reports  from  the  two 
hospitals  located  in  this  city. 

St.  John\s  Hospital. 

This  hospital,  formerly  known  as  "  The  Hos]>ital  of  St. 
John's  Guild,"  was  established  under  the  control  of  St.  John's 
Guild,  and  has  been  in  successful  operation  since  the  year 
1878.  Poor  patients  from  Wake  county  are  admitted  to  the 
wards  without  charge.  Poor  patients  outside  of  Wake  county 
are  treated  without  charge  for  professional  services,  but  required 
to  give  satisfactory  assurances  of  payment  of  other  charges 
before  admission.  Other  patients  are  admitted  to  the  wards 
at  a  cost  of  $5.00  per  week,  payable  in  advance,  which  includes 
all  charges  except  medicines  and  physician's  fees.  Comfort- 
able private  rooms  are  provided  at  a  charge  of  from  f8  to 
$10  per  week,  exclusive  of  physician's  fees  and  medicines. 
The  city  furnishes  medicines  to  all  charity  patients  who  are 
residents  of  the  city. 
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From  the  report  of  Dr.  P.  E.  Hines,  Resident  Physician, 
we  learn  that  there  have  been  two  hundred  and  four  patients 
treated  in  this  hospital  since  December  14th,  1878.  There 
have  been  forty-eight  patients  treated  during  tlie  past  year. 
Among-  this  number  there  were  twenty-six  charity  patients — 
fifteen  from  the  city  and  eleven  from  Wake  county.  During 
the  year  three  deaths  have  occurred  at  this  hospital,  two  from 
phthisis  ■pulmonalis  and  one  from  organic  valvular  disease  of 
the  heart.  For  further  particulars,  see  report  of  Dr.  P.  E. 
Hines,  Resident  Physician. 

Leonard  3Iedical  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  under  the  management  of  the  Leonard 
Medical  School  of  Shaw  University,  and  is  open  for  five 
months  in  each  year  for  the  treatment  of  colored  patients. 
The  city  furnishes  medicines  free  of  charge  to  all  indigent 
patients  who  are  residents  of  the  city. 

From  the  report  of  Dr.  L.  A.  Scruggs,  Resident  Physician, 
we  learn  that  there  have  been  treated  at  this  hospital  from 
November  1,  1886,  to  March  31,  1887,  twenty-two  patients, 
and  that  at  the  .dispensary  of  this  hospital  about  fifty  (50) 
patients  have  received  medical  attention  on  certain  days  dui'ing 
the  five  months  above  mentioned.  Three  deaths  have  occurred 
among  the  patients  at  this  hospital  during  the  year.  For 
further  particulars,  see  report. 

The  Rex  Hospital  Fund. 

By  the  last  will  of  one  John  Rex,  a  former  citizen  of 
Raleigh,  who  died  in  Raleigh  about  the  year  1840,  moneys 
and  good  credits  amounting  to  $10,000,  and  certain  lands, 
were  bequeathed  fi)r  the  establishment  of  an  infirmary  or 
hospital  for  the  sick  and  afflicted  indigent  citizens  of  Raleigh, 
N.  C.  Trustees  were  appointed  by  the  city  to  manage  this 
fund,  and  from  their  report,  made  in  1861,  the  assets  of  this 
fund  had  increased,  by  interest  collected  from  loans  and  invest- 
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ments,  to  the  amount  of  |35,262.14.  After  the  late  war  the 
trustees'  report  iu  1866  showed  the  assets  to  be  $50,223, 
but  the  larger  portion  of  these  assets,  consisting  of  individual 
loans,  bank  stocks  and  M'ar  bonds,  were  rendered  so  nearly- 
worthless  by  causes  of  financial  disasters  brought  on  by  the 
late  war  as  to  reduce  the  available  assets  of  the  fund  to  $5,000. 
But  this  fund,  after  a  careful  management  for  several  years, 
now  amounts  to  $20,000,  and  under  a  similar  careful  manage- 
ment will  in  a  few  years  reach  such  an  amount  as  will 
enable  the  city  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  original  donor. 
We  very  much  need  an  infirmary  or  hospital  where  our 
sick  and  afflicted  could  be  well  attended  to.  The  charity  of 
our  physicians  has  been  liberally  extended,  and  the  city  has 
furnished  free  medicines,  yet  the  want  of  proper  food,  clothing 
and  shelter,  and  careful  nursing  from  experienced  nurses,  has 
probably  very  much  retarded  the  good  results  of  the  treat- 
ment given  by  our  physicians  to  our  indigent  citizens.  For 
further  particulars  concerning  the  condition  of  Rex  Hospital 
Fund,  see  report  of  the  trustees  hereto  appended. 

RALEIGH    STREET    RAILWAY. 

On  the  9th  day  of  August,  1886,  this  Board  of  Aldermen 
adopted  an  ordinance  granting  to  "The  Raleigh  Street  Rail- 
way Company"  the  privilege  to  construct  and  maintain  a  rail- 
way, with  one  or  more  tracks,  for  the  transportation  of  pas- 
sengers along  the  streets  of  Raleigh  for  the  term  of  ten  years. 

On  the  25th  day  of  December,  1886,  I  received  from  Mr. 
George  M.  Snoclgrass,  President  of  the  Raleigh  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  an  invitation  requesting  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men and  the  city  officials  to  particii)ate  in  the  inauguration  of 
the  running  of  cars  on  their  railway,  which  would  take  place 
that  day  at  4  o'clock  p.  m.  Accepting  the  invitation,  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  city  officials  repaired  to  the  Hotel 
Florence  on  Fayetteville  street,  the  starting  point  for  the  cars; 
and,  on  arriving  there,  we  found  many  of  our  prominent  citi- 
zens already  assembled.     We  were  cordially  received  at  Hotel 
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Florence  by  the  proprietor,  Mr.  A.  J.  Cook,  and  conducted 
into  the  parlor,  where  we  found  that  the  refreshments  of  the 
season  had  been  bountifully  prepared.  In  accordance  with 
the  cordial  invitation  of  the  proprietor,  the  appreciative  guests 
heartily  partook  of  the  choice  things  spread  before  them.  We 
then  got  aboard  the  cars,  and  the  bell-cord  being  pulled  by 
little  Maggie  Moring,  the  first  sound  of  a  street-car  gong  was 
heard  on  the  streets  of  Raleigh.  At  the  sound  of  the  gong 
President  Suodgrass,  with  reins  in  hand,  started  the  first  car 
ever  driven  over  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Raleigh.  This 
car  was  followed  by  one  driven  by  Mr.  W.  Z.  Blake. 

This  was  an  important  event  to  the  City  of  Raleigh,  and 
as  the  cars  moved  along  the  street,  long  and  loud  cheers  rent 
the  air  from  citizens  assembled  on  the  side-walks  to  witness 
the  start.  The  first  run  was  made  up  Fayetteville  street  and 
around  the  Capitol  Square  on  Morgan  and  Salisbury  streets 
to  Hillsboro  street,  thence  up  Hillsboro  street  beyond  the  city 
limits  to  the  entrance  in  front  of  St.  Mary's  School,  thence 
down  Hillsboro  street  to  Maj.  R.  S.  Tucker's  residence,  where 
a  halt  was  made  and  all  aboard  partook  of  the  hospitality  of 
Maj.  Tucker,  and  enjoyed  many  speeches  of  good  cheer  and 
congratulations  upon  the  success  of  the  first  run.  We  then 
got  aboard  and  drove  down  Hillsboro  street  to  Salisbury 
street,  and  thence  around  the  Capitol  Square  on  Edenton  to 
Blount  street,  thence  to  Peace  Institute,  and  thence  down 
Blount  and  Fayetteville  streets  to  Hotel  Florence. 

The  occasion  was  a  joyous  one.  There  was  waving  of 
handkerchiefs  from  windows  of  the  houses,  and  citizens  along 
the  streets  and  side-walks  waved  us  congratulati'ons  all  along 
the  four-mile  drive.  The  first  run  of  street-cars  in  Raleigh 
will  long  be  remembered  by  our  citizens. 

OUR    FISCAL    YEAR. 

As  we  have  no  definite  time  mentioned,  either  in  our  char- 
ter or  ordinances,  for  the  close  of  our  fiscal  year,  I  recommend 
that  a  time  be  fixed  by  ordinance  for  such  purpose  at  such  a 
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period  before  the  30th  day  of  April  in  each  year  (say  first  day 
of  March)  as  will  afford  ample  time  to  the  committees  and 
oflScers  of  the  city  for  the  making  out  their  annual  reports 
and  for  the  publication  of  the  same  before  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year. 

I  deem  it  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  city  that 
annual  reports  of  municipal  affairs,  including  the  reports  of 
aldermanic  committees  and  city  officers,  should  be  made  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year;  for  from  them  our  citizens  can  obtain 
full  details  of  the  year's  work,  and  from  such  details  form 
some  conception  of  the  good  or  bad  results  accruing  to  the 
interests  of  the  city  from  the  legislation  of  the  retiring  Board 
of  Aldermen.  And  the  newly  elected  Board,  on  election 
years,  can  obtain  from  such  reports  an  account  of  the  work- 
ings of  the  past  administration  and  become  early  acquainted 
with  their  duties.  It  is  equally  important  that  these  reports 
should  he  made  and  submitted  to  the  retiring  Board  of  Alder- 
men before  the  newly  elected  Board  qualifies,  in  order  that 
the  retiring  Board  may  have  the  opportunity  of  approving 
and  endorsing,  them  as  a  part  of  their  record. 

These  annual  reports,  containing  as  they  should  a  general 
review  of  the  workings  of  the  city  government,  ought  to  be 
very  carefully  prepared,  and  the  committeemen  and  officers 
should  be  allowed  more  time  than  has  heretofore  been  given 
by  the  Boards  for  this  particular  and  important  work.  Accord- 
ing to  our  present  custom  our  fiscal  year  ends  on  the  30th 
day  of  April,  and  the  newly  elected  Board  of  Aldermen  take 
their  seats  as  Aldermen  of  the  city  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  May  following.  . 

The  City  Clerk,  in  accordance  with  charter  requirement, 
closes  his  accounts  on  the  20th  day  of  April,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  out  his  annual  transcript  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments. The  city  charter  does  not  prescribe  any  particular 
time  for  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  or  make  any  reference 
concerning  it.  other  than  that  contained  in  section  thirty-seven, 
which  is  as  follows: 
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"  Sec.  37.  That  the  City  Clerk  shall  make  out  annually  a  fair  transcript 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  city,  for  the  general 
inspection  of  the  citizens,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  before  the  City 
Hall  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year." 

Yoli  will  observ^e  that  this  section  does  not  prescribe  the 
time  for  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year — it  only  prescribes  the 
duty  of  the  Clerk  to  be  performed  at  the  end  of  each  Hscal 
year.  The  duty  here  prescribed  for  the  Clerk  is  evidently 
required  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  citizens,  so  that  they 
may  be  informed  of  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  city 
at  the  end  of  every  year's  administration  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. So  the  Clerk,  as  before  stated,  closes  his  accounts  on 
the  20th  day  of  April.  He  then  has  only  eighteen  days — 
possibly  only  twelve  days — time  attbrded  him  to  examine  the 
year's  work,  make  out  his  statement,  and  post  it  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  citizens,  before  the  members  of  the  new  Board  (if 
it  be  election  year)  take  their  seats.  The  time  thus  given  for 
this  work  is  too  short.  The  other  city  officials  cannot  make 
out  their  reports  satisfactorily  until  the  Clerk  closes  his 
accounts,  and  the  aldermanic  committees,  beiijg  composed  of 
businessmen  whose  time  is  occupied  by  their  own  business 
affairs,  cannot  be  expected  to  give  their  time  and  undivided 
attention  in  making  out  their  reports,  which  they  would  neces- 
sarily have  to  do,  in  order  to  give  a  full  report  in  the  time 
allowed  them  by  our  present  custom.  By  this  short  time 
given  the  Clerk  to  make  out  his  statement,  the  citizens  are 
scarcely  afforded  the  opportunity  to  inspect  the  condition  of 
accounts  and  finances  before  the  election  of  a  new  Board  takes 
place.  The  Aldermen  have  the  power  to  lengthen  this  time, 
or  to  fix  a  definite  time  for  the  close  of  the  fical  year.  We 
read  in  section  twenty-seven  of  the  city  charter  "  that  the 
Board  shall  fix  stated  days  of  meeting  for  the  year,  which 
shall  be  as  often  as  at  least  once  on  every  calendar  month." 
Section  twenty-nine  provides  "that  the  Aldermen  when  con- 
vened shall  have  power  to  make  and  provide  for  the  execution 
thereof  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
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better  government  of  the  city  as  they  may  deem  necessary : 
Provided,  that  the  same  be  allowed  by  this  act  and  be  consist- 
ent with  the  law  of  the  land."  According  to  these  sections 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  has  the  power  to  make  and  provide 
such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  better  gov- 
ernment of  the  city  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  I 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  making 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year  as  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year.  Such  an  ordinance  would  be  in  no  wise  unlawful,  nor 
would  in  any  manner  hinder  the  administration  of  the  city 
government,  but  would  make  a  material  difference  in  the  time 
allowed  committeemen  and  officers  to  prepare  their  annual 
reports,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  the  reports  would  be 
fuller  and  contain  more  matter  of  interest  to  our  citizens  and 
to  incoming  Boards. 

THE    LOCAL-OPTION    LAW. 

Upon  the  petition  of  the  lawful  number  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  Raleigh  Township,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
Wake  County  ordered  an  election  to  be  held  in  Raleigh 
Township  on  the  seventh  day  of  June,  1886,  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  spirituous  liquors  should  be  sold  in  said  town- 
ship. The  election  was  held  and  resulted  in  the  favor  of 
prohibition,  according  to  the  following  vote:

Showing  a  majority  of  sixty  votes  in  favor  of  prohibition, 
which,  by  a  canvass  of  the  returns,  was  reduced  to  fifty-eight 
votes. 

The  law,  by  consent  of  the  authorities  and  all  parties  con- 
cerned in  its  operation,  was  not  put  into  efPect  until  the  first 
day  of  July,  188(3,  thus  giving  the  liquor  dealers  a  reasona- 
ble time  to  dispose  of  stock  on  hand.  The  liquor  dealers 
being  desirous  to  dispose  of  their  stock  before  the  law  went 
into  operation,  oifered  liquors  at  low  prices,  and  all  who  desired 
to  purchase,  and  were  able  to  do  so,  supplied  themselves  just 
before  the  law  took  effect  with  much  larger  quantities  than 
they  were  accustomed  to  keep  on  hand.  Doubtless  there  was 
a  great  deal  of  treating  done  by  them  after  the  law  was  in 
operation.  Perhaps  there  was  a  considerable  amount  of  treat- 
ing done  by  the  liquor  dealers  who  had  not  disposed  of  all 
their  stock  before  the  law  went  into  effect :  this  they  had  a 
perfect  right  to  do,  and  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  they 
would  treat  their  old  customers. 

Thus  there  were  many  opportunities  of  getting  liquor  after 
the  law  went  into  operation,  without  violating  the  law,  and 
there  were  cases  of  drunkenness  reported,  and  such  cases  are 
still  reported  by  the  Police  Department.  I  don't  think  that 
any  one  expected  that  the  effect  of  this  law  would  result  in 
the  total  abstinence  of  the  drinking  of  liquor,  or  the  disap- 
pearance of  drunkenness  on  our  streets.  Those  who  have 
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been  in  the  habit  of  drinking  liquor  daily,  but  are  not  able 
to  purchase  in  large  quantities,  can  easily  supply  themselves 
in  small  quantities  from  bar  rooms  within  two  miles  of  the 
Capitol. 

I  don't  suppose  that  the  most  ardent  prohibitionist  ever 
hoped  that  the  operation  of  this  law  would  effectually  prevent 
liquor  drinking  and  drunkenness  in  our  midst.  The  operation 
of  this  law,  however,  has  thus  far  resulted  in  good  to  certain 
classes  of  our  citizens.  Many  day-laborers,  whose  wages  are 
small,  and  who,  before  the  law  went  into  effect,  spent  a  part 
of  their  wages  at  the  bar  rooms  in  the  city,  now  spend  their 
wages  for  the  support  of  their  families  and  live  compara- 
tively sober  lives.  Many  of  our  colored  citizens  who  formerly 
spent  the  greater  portion  of  their  hard  earnings  at  the  bar 
rooms  now  provide  for  their  families  and  send  their  children 
to  schools. 

The  good  effect  of  the  law  thus  far  is  apparent,  also,  in  the 
reduced  number  of  trivial  cases  of  disorderly  conduct  com- 
mitted by  persons  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

There  have  been  violations  of  the  law  committed  in  this 
city  during  its  operation  for  the  last  ten  months.  Several 
cases  have  been  reported,  and,  after  a  preliminary  hearing 
before  the  Mayor,  sent  on  to  the  Superior  Courts  for  trial. 
Several  cases  were  also  reported  to  the  grand  jury,  and  thus 
carried  to  the  courts.  There  have  also  been  some  clear  eva- 
sions of  the  law.  Some  were  made  by  physicians  in  prescrib- 
ing liquor  simply  for  the  benefit  of  persons  who  desired  the 
licpior,  but  were  not  sick.  But  in  justice  to  our  city  physi- 
cians, I  will  say  that  all  such  evasions  of  the  law,  so  far  as 
we  could  investigate  them,  were  made  by  non-resident  phy- 
sicians, with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  cases,  and  we  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  in  these  cases  the  physicians  were 
imposed  upon  by  false  representations  on  the  part  of  those 
who  procured  their  prescriptions  for  liquor. 

Some  evasions  of  the  law  have  been  made  by  parties  receiv- 
ing orders  and  money  for  liquor  within  the  township  and 
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pretending  to  send  outside  the  township  for  the  liquor,  and 
some  of  such  evasions  have  been  presented  to  the  courts. 
These  violations  and  evasions  of  the  law  have  been  exceed- 
ingly difficult  to  discover,  and  when  we  remember  that  local- 
option  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  only  fifty-eight  in  the 
township,  thus  showing  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  people 
were  in  opposition  to  the  law,  and  if  we  will  consider  that 
there  were  many  men  who,  by  the  o})eratiou  of  the  law,  were 
deprived  of  a  business  that  was  profitable  to  them,  we  need 
not  expect  that  violations  and  evasions  could  be  as  easily 
discovered  as  would  have  been  the  case  had  not  there 
been  so  nearly  an  equal  division  of  the  people  on  the  passage 
of  the  law.  That  our  city  has  derived  some  good  from  the 
operation  of  this  law  is  apparent  from  the  good  order 
that  has  prevailed  since  the  law  went  into  effect.  Not 
only  do  the  very  few  cases  of  disorderly  conduct  committed 
in  this  city  and  township,  caused  by  whiskey  drinking,  which 
have  been  tried  in  the  Mayor's  Court  and  in  the  Superior 
Courts  since  the  law  went  into  operation  testify  as  to  the 
better  order  in  the  city,  but  the  frequent  notices  published  by 
our  newspapers  of  the  excellent  order  maintained  also  bear 
strong  testimony  to  that  effect.  It  is  remarkable  that,  from 
among  the  vast  crowds  of  our  citizens  and  the  large  numbers 
of  strangers  that  have  assembled  in  our  city  since  the  local- 
option  law  went  into  operation,  so  few  cases  of  drunkenness 
and  disorderly  conduct  have  occurred,  and  such  good  order 
must  be  attributable  in  a  great  measure  to  the  effect  of  the 
local-option  law.  ^ 

GAMBLING. 

The  most  earnest  attention  of  this  administration  has  been 
given  toward  the  suppression  of  gambling  within  the  city 
limits.  We  succeeded  in  breaking  up  several  gambling  saloons 
and  in  the  conviction  of  some  forty  or  fifty  cases  of  playing 
at  cards  on  Sunday.  We  found  it  very  difficult  during  the 
first  year  of  the  term  to  employ  detectives  to  enter  such  ser- 
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vice;  no  one  could  be  found  who  would  enter  into  this  line 
of  service  simply  for  the  sake  of  vindicating  the  law,  and  we 
could  not  employ  a  detective  or  an  informer  without  incurring 
great  pecuniary  expense,  as  the  service  is  considered  very 
dangerous.  A  policeman  could  not  gain  admittance  into 
saloons  while  gambling  was  going  on  except  by  force,  for  all 
policemen  were  well  known  and  closely  watched  by  those 
interested  in  the  success  of  the  gambling  houses,  hence  the 
information  necessary  for  the  conviction  of  the  number  men- 
tioned was  obtained  by  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the 
police  force  and  by  the  exercise  of  great  patience  on  the  part 
of  the  administration. 

Since  the  local-option  law  has  been  in  operation  we  have 
found  it  quite  as  difficult  to  suppress  gambling  as  before  the 
law  took  eiFect.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  gambling  laws 
have  not  been  changed,  and  are  yet  so  construed  as  to  make  it 
a  violation  to  play  cards  or  bet  money  only  at  taverns,  houses 
of  entertainment,  or  places  where  liquor  is  retailed,  and  at 
public  gaming  places  where  gaming  tables  are  established. 
Taverns,  houses  of  entertainment,  or  places  where  liquor  is 
retailed,  are  construed  to  mean  one  and  the  same.  Public 
p-aminff  tables  are  construed  to  be  such  tables  as  are  established 
and  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  playing  at^ames  of  chance, 
such  as  ftiro  and  cards.  All  the  gambling  laws,  in  making 
the  playing  of  cards  and  the  betting  of  money  misdemeanors, 
expressly  state  that  the  playing  or  betting  shall  be  at  a  tavern 
or  ordinary,  or  house  of  entertainment,  or  house  wherein 
liquors  are  retailed  (all  these  being  construed  to  mean  one  and 
the  same),  or  at  places  where  gaming  tables  are  established; 
so  now,  the  local-option  law  being  operated  in  the  city,  gam- 
bling cannot  be  prohibited  in  taverns  or  other  places  unless 
there  be  gaming  tables  established  for  that  purpose.  Money 
can  be  won  and  lost  at  cards  in  rooms  of  taverns,  houses  of 
entertainment  and  elsewhere,  without  fear  of  those  engaged 
thereat  being  apprehended  as  violators  of  law.  Under  this 
state  of  things  gambling  cannot  be  suppressed,  and  the  vice 
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is  now  on  the  increase.  We  cannot  find  a  public  gaming 
place  in  the  city  where  gaming  tables  are  established,  and 
there  being  now  no  liouses  where  the  retailing  of  spirituous 
liquors  is  allowed,  we  find  that  we  cannot  present  a  case  of 
gambling  before  the  courts  that  would  be  construed  as  a  viola- 
tion of  law.  We  find  tiiat  the  practice  of  gambling  for 
money  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  class  of  our  citizens; 
it  seems  to  be  practiced  by  persons  of  all  ranks  in  society, 
both  among  the  white  and  the  colored  citizens  in  our  com- 
munity. We  need  further  legislation  on  this  matter,  and 
should  have  the  benefit  of  stringent  laws  prohibiting  the  play- 
ing for  money  anywhere  within  the  city  limits;  then  we  could 
in.  a  great  measure  su[)press  this  vice,  the  practice  of  which  is 
ruining  the  fortunes  and  reputations  of  persons  who  have 
borne  good  characters  heretofore,  but  are  now,  on  account  of 
the  practice  of  this  evil,  causing  sorrow  and  misery  among 
dependent  women  and  children  in  our  midst.  If  gambling 
should  be  prohibited  in  public  places  where  liquor  is  retailecl, 
such  as  taverns  and  houses  of  entertainment,  where  many 
people  congregate  and  pass  in  and  out  at  all  times,  and  where 
it  seems  there  should  be  many  opportunities  of  detecting 
unfairness  in  games,  and  a  probable  interference  from  some 
looker-on  by  which  some  wayward  man  or  youth  might  be 
persuaded  not  to  gamble  away  his  last  dollar,  why  should  it 
not  be  prohibited  in  private  rooms,  where  but  few  are  admitted, 
and  where  the  opportunities  are  so  much  greater  to  practice 
unfairness  in  the  games  and  to  use  other  inducements  for  the 
purpose  of  winning  money  from  those  who  will  play? 

THE    EARTHQUAKE — RALEIGH's    AID    TO    THE    CHARLESTON 
SUFFERERS. 

At  or  about  10  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  31st  of 
August,  1886,  the  shock  of  an  earthquake  was  very  sensibly 
felt  in  our  city.  No  damage  was  done  other  than  the  toppling 
over  of  a  few  chimneys ;  but  from  dispatches  received  here  on 
the  next  day  we  learned  that  the  effects  of  this  earthquake  at 
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Charleston,  S.  C,  were  terrible,  causing  great  loss  of  life  and 
destruction  and  injury  to  property.  More  than  sixty  people 
were  reported  killed  and  wounded,  the  principal  business  por- 
tion of  the  city  was  destroyed,  and  hundreds  of  persons  were 
rendered  homeless.  Fires  broke  out  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  immediately  after  the  first  shock  of  the  earthquake,  and 
the  loss  in  property  by  the  earthquake  and  fires  combined  was 
estimated  at  $5,000,000.  These  terrible  effects  to  Charleston 
were  soon  known  throughout  the  land,  and  expressions  of 
sympathy  as  well  as  pecuniary  assistance  were  sent  to  the 
sufferers  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  even  from 
beyond  the  sea.  On  the  3d  of  September,  1886,  Queen  Vic- 
toria dispatched  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  words 
of  sympathy  for  the  sufferers  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
the  effects  might  be  less  disastrous  than  reported. 

At  a  meeting  of  your  honorable  body  held  on  the  4th  of 
September,  1886,  I  was  instructed  to  telegraph  to  the  Mayor 
6f  Charleston  and  inquire  if  pecuniary  and  other  aid  to  the 
sufferers  was  needed,  and,  if  so,  tender  it;  and  in  case  aid 
be  accepted  then  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  to 
take  appropriate  action  in  the  matter.  I  then  telegraphed  the 
following  dispatch  to  the  Mayor  of  Charleston,  dated  Septem- 
ber 4th,  1886  : 

"Ealeigli  expresses  deepest  sytnpatliy  for  your  suffering  citizens.  I  am 
authorized  to  tender  you  pecuniary  aid  and  other  assistance,  if  needed. 
Please  answer." 

To  this  dispatch  the  following  reply  was  received : 

"Thanks  for  sympathy.     Pecuniary  aid  will  be  gratefully  received. 

(Signed)  WM.  E.  HUGER, 

Acting  Mayor  of  Charleston^ 

After  receiving  this  dispatch,  I  called  a  mass-meeting  of 
our  citizens,  which  was  held  at  Metropolitan  Hall  on  the  6th 
day  of  September,  1886.  At  that  meeting  telegraphic  com- 
munications between  the  Mayor  of  Raleigh  and  the  Mayor 
of  Charleston,  and  also  between  the  Governor  of  North  Caro- 
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lina  and  the  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  were  read,  stating 
that  money  contributions  would  be  gratefully  received,  and 
that  tents  were  greatly  needed  for  the  protection  of  the  home- 
less citizens.  Capt.  S.  A.  A  she  stated  that  Governor  Scales  was 
prevented  by  indisposition  from  being  present  in  person,  but 
desired  him  to  make  the  statement  that  he  was  in  the  heartiest 
sympathy  with  the  purposes  of  the  meeting.  Dr.  Eugene 
Grissom,  after  having  made  appropriate  remarks  on  the  object 
of  the  meeting,  offered  a  resolution  appointing  the  following 
citizens  as  a  committee  to  solicit  contributions,  namely,  W.  S. 
Primrose,  J.  A.  Briggs,  G.  D.  Rand,  J.  T.  Pullen,  C.  B. 
Edwards,  A.  P.  C.  Bryan,  C.  H.  Belvin,  G.  E.  Leach,  D.  S. 
Waitt  and  Jos.  G.  Brown.  Col.  T.  C.  Fuller  moved  that  a 
committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  E.  R.  Stamps,  F.  H.  Biisbee, 
Eugene  Grissom,  W.  N.  Jones  and  J.  M.  Heck  be  appointed 
to  prepare  resolutions  expressive  of  our  sympathy,  etc.  Col. 
Fuller  was  then  added  to  the  committee  and  made  its  chair- 
man, and  the  conamittee  instructed  to  send  its  resolutions  to 
the  Mayor  of  Charleston.  The,  committee  on  contributions 
began  their  labors  during  the  meeting,  succeeded  in  col- 
lecting a  considerable  sum  of  money  from  the  citizens  present, 
were  instructed  to  continue  their  collections  among  those 
of  our  citizens  who  were  not  present  at  the  meeting,  make 
publication  of  the  amount  collected  as  soon  as  they  should 
complete  their  labors  and  forward  all  collections  to  the  Mayor 
of  Charleston.  Mr.  A.  P.  C.  Bryan,  Agent  of  the  Southern 
Express  Company,  tendered  the  transportation  of  all  contri- 
butions free  of  charge.  It  was  further  stated  at  the  meetinp- 
that  by  order  of  Gov.  Scales  the  Quartermaster-General,  Col. 
F.  A.  Olds,  shipped  180  wedge  tents  on  last  evening's  train 
to  Charleston,  in  a  special  car  furnished  by  the  courtesy  of 
the  Seaboard  line. 

On  the  8th  day  of  September  the  committee  on  resolutions 
of  sympathy  forwarded  the  following  resolutions  to  the  Mayor 
of  Charleston  : 
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Raleigh's  Resolutions  of  Sympathy,  September  8th, 

At  a  mass-meeting  of  the  people  of  Raleigh,  held  on  the  6th  iiist.,  to 
take  into  consideration  tiie  sad  calamity  that  has  recently  befallen  our  fel- 
low-citizens of  the  city  of  Charleston,  and  to  institute  measures  for  the 
relief  of  those  rendered  destitute  by  the  sad  calamity,  the  following  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions  expressive  of  the  sympa- 
thj'  felt  by  our  people  for  their  brethren  of  the  devoted  city: 

T.  C.  Fuller,  chairman  ;  E.  R.  Stamps,  F.  H.  Busbee,  J.  M.  Heck,  Eugene 
Grissnm,  W.  N.  Jones. 

Suffering  is  common  to  all,  and  makes  the  whole  race  akin.  When  pesti- 
lence or  famine  sweeps  portions  of  our  earth  a  tender  compassion  is  aroused 
in  those  sections  not  visited  by  the  dread  destroyer;  but  when  comes  such 
a  woe  as  the  quaking,  dissolving  earth,  striking  terror  to  the  heart,  the 
rude  alaim  of  wailing  multitudes,  the  impotent  awe  of  the  people  amid 
falling  houses  and  mangled  bodies,  and  the  wild  confusion  of  escaping 
crowds,  we  stand  aghast  at  the  horrible  spectacle,  and  our  hearts  throb 
with  the  tenderest  sympathy;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  1.  That  the  city  of  Raleigh  extends  to  her  afflicted  sister  her 
deepest  sympathy  in  her  awful  calamity  and  trusts  that  a  benignant  Provi- 
dence may  again  smile  upon  her,  and  that  she  may  soon  be  restored  to  a 
condition  of  happiness  and  prosperity. 

Resolved  2.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Mayor  of 
Charleston,  and  also  furnished  to  our  city  press  for  publication. 

Oil  the  9th  day  of  September,  1886,  Mr.  W.  S.  Prinarose, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contributions,  remitted  $800, 
and  on  the  24th  September,  1886,  $280,  to  the  Mayor  of 
Charleston,  making  the  sum  of  Raleigh's  contributions  in 
money  amount  to  $1,080. 

On  the  4th  day  of  December,  1886,  I  received  the  follow- 
ing communication  from  the  Executive  Department  of  the 
City  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  to-wit: 

"City  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  Executive  Department, 

December  1st,  1886. 

To  Hon.   W.  H.  Dodd,  Mayor  of  Raleigh,  N.   C.  : 

Dear  Sir: — Under  a  resolution  of  the  City  Council  of  Charleston,  I  am 
directed  to  make  application  for  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  contribu- 
tors to  the  Relief  Fund  for  the  Charleston  earthquake  sufferers,  with  the 
view  of  sending  to  each  tlie  acknowledgments  and  thanks  of  this  city  for 
their  sympathy  and  aid. 
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Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  cause  tliis  information  to  be  sent  me  at  your 

earliest  convenience.

In  compliance  with  this  request,  I  forwarded,  by  the  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  W.  S.  Primrose,  Chairman  of  Committee  to 
Solicit  Funds  for  Charleston  Suiferers,  the  names  of  all  Ral- 
eigh contributors,  and  on  the  28th  day  of  January,  1887,  I 
received  from  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Charleston  the  follow- 
ing resolution  of  thanks,  adopted  by  the  City  Council  of 
Charleston : 

"City  of  Charleston,   Executive  Department, 
December  31st,  1886. 
To  the  Contributors  to  the  Relief  of  the  Earthquake  Sufferers: 

At  the  close  of  this  year,  memorable  by  our  sudden  and  terrible  afHic- 
tions  from  the  mysterious  visitation  of  earthquake,  the  corporation  of  the 
city  of  Charleston,  in  grateful  memory  of  the  blessed  bounty  that  quickly 
came  from  all  parts  of  this  land,  and  even  from  beyond  the  seas,  for  the 
needy  sufferers  in  this  stricken  city,  sends  to  each  and  all  these  generous 
givers  this  city's  heartfelt  gratitude  and  glad  greeting  in  the  new  hopes  of 
the  new  year.  The  families  in  more  than  two  tliousand  homes  restored, 
the  multitude  of  the  poor  fed  and  sheltered,  the  orphan,  the  sick,  the  aged 
and  the  needy  in  their  rebuilt  hospital  and  places  of  refuge,  will  always 
cherish  this  gracious  and  universal  giving,  and  in  tlie  heart  of  this  city 
the  memory  of  it  shall  be  precious  as  a  charity,  the  fruit  of  which  is  on 
the  earth  and  its  growth  in  heaven. 

To  all  our  brothers,  far  and  near,  who  have  been  touched  by  our  woe, 
our  heartfelt  wish  is  that  as  unto  us  in  this  human  spring-time  of  peace 
and  good-will,  so  unto  them  may  come,  in  God's  good  providence,  'the 
charities  that  soothe  and  heal  and  bless.'

AMENDMENTS    TO    CHARTER. 

At  the  last  session  of  our  State  Legislature  we  procured 
amendments  to  our  charter,  by  which  the  policemen  are  empow- 
ered to  follow  oflPenders  of  the  law  outside  of  citv  limits  into 
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Wake  county;,  to  increase  license  tax  on  retail  liquor  dealers 
to  three  hundred  dollars,  and  to  require  owners  of  real  estate 
within  the  city  to  bear  part  of  the  expenses  of  paving  the 
streets. 

We  also  obtained  the  passage  of  "An  act  authorizing  the 
Governor  to  convey  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  a  vacant  lot 
between  south  Wilmington  and  Worth  streets  for  graded 
school  purposes";  "An  act  to  police  and  protect  the  water- 
shed of  Walnut  creek" — making  it  unlawful  to  throw  dead 
animals  or  any  filth  in  any  of  its  tributaries,  or  to  maintain 
nuisances  of  any  kind,  and  also  making  it  an  indictable  offence 
to  in  any  way  injure  the  water-w orks " ;  "An  act  (by  the 
agency  of  the  Farmers'  Convention)  establishing  an  Indus- 
trial School,  to  be  denominated  the  JSTorth  Carolina  College  of 
Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts" — located  on  land  donated  by 
R.  S.  Pullen,  near  Raleigh,  to  be  managed  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  and  five  other  persons,  to  be  named  by  the  Gov- 
ernor— interest  on  land-scrip,  $125,000,  to-wit,  $7,500,  to  be 
paid  when  college  is  ready  to  begin  work — the  Penitentiary 
to  furnish  labor  and  material — the  Board  of  Agriculture  to 
turn  over  all  funds  on  hand  and  excess  of  revenue  from  fer- 
tilizers over  $21,000 — Experiment  Station  to  be  connected 
with  the  college — Camp  Mangum  tract,  300  acres,  to  be  turned 
over  for  use  of  college — all  students  to  be  required  to  take  a 
course  of  manual  training;  and  also  a  resolution  "empowering 
the  State  authorities  to  pave  one-half  of  streets  around  the 
Capitol  Square  where  the  city  paves  the  other  half;  where 
the  S.tate  own  both  sides,  to  pave  all." 

AMENDED    ORDINANCES. 

The  following  ordinances  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  May  1st,  1886, 
and  ending  April  30th,  1887  : 

Amend  Chapter  8,  Secition  4,  by  striking  out  "|15,"  in 
line  two,  and  inserting  "flO,"  and  by  striking  out,  in  line 
three,  "$20"  and  inserting  "$15."     ; 

Adopted  May  4th,  1886. 
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Amend  Chapter  12,  Section  8,  Subdivision  9,  by  striking 
out,  in  line  four,  the  word  "fifty"  and  inserting  the  word 
"twenty-five." 

Adopted  August  9th,  1886. 

Add  Chapter  21. 

AN    ORDINANCE    CONCERNING   THE   RALEIGH   STREET   RAIL- 
WAY   COMPANY. 

Be  it  ordained  that  the  Raleigh  Street  Railway  Company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  construct  and 
maintain  a  railway,  with  one  or  more  tracks,  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  passengers  and  their  personal  baggage  only,  along 
such  streets  and  elsewhere  in  the  City  of  Raleigh,  as  may  be 
selected  and  determined  by  the  directors  of  said  company,  for 
the  term  of  twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance, 
and,  to  that  end,  may  excavate  and  grade  said  streets  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  may  erect  such  stables,  switches,  turn-tables, 
turn-outs  ajid  other  appliances  for  the  prosecution  of  its  busi- 
ness as  and  where  it  may  deem  advisable  and  convenient :  Pro- 
vided, no  nuisance  to  the  city  or  its  citizens  be  created  thereby, 
and  may  operate  its  cars  every  dav  of  the  week,  if  it  sees  fit. 
But  this  grant  of  said  privileges  shall  not  be  deemed  or  con- 
sidered exclusive,  so  as  to  prevent  the  granting  of  like  privi- 
leges to  any  other  person  or  persons  or  corporation,  after  the 
lapse  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance:  Provided, 
that  the  road  is  continuously  operated  and  is  made  upon  and 
subject  to  the  following  conditions,  the  violation  of  any  of 
which  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  the  franchise  and  privi- 
leges above  granted,  and  shall  entitle  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Raleigh  to  prevent  the  running  of  cars  by  said 
company  or  its  assigns  upon  said  streets  by  such  fines  or  pen- 
alties as  they  may  impose : 

First.  The  said  railway  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  and  the  tracks  shall 
be  so  constructed  and  laid  down  as  not  to  obstruct  or  impede 
the  free  flow  of  water  across  the  streets  or  down  the  gutters 
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thereof,  and,  in  laying  the  same,  the  said  company  shall  con- 
form to  the  grades  of  the  several  streets  used  by  them,  as  the 
same  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law,  and 
where  changes  of  grade  are  necessary,  permission  shall  be 
obtained  to  make  the  same  from  the  Street  Commissioner,  and 
in  case  of  a  change  by  the  city  of  the  grade  of  ai>y  street 
when  the  said  track  is  laid,  the  company  shall,  at  its  own 
expense,  conform  the  portion  of  the  street  occupied  by  it  to 
the  new^  grade. 

Second.  The  space  between  the  tracks  shall  be  kept  level 
with  the  top  of  the  rails,  and  shall  be  kept  clean  and  in  good 
order  and  condition  by  repairing  and  repaving  wherever  and 
whenever  necessary,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  com- 
pany, so  that  the  jjortion  of  the  streets  occupied  by  the  tracks 
may  be  safe  and  convenient  for  travellers  with  their  teams,  carts 
and  carriages  at  all  times;  and  whenever  the  city  shall  pave 
any  street  or  portion  thereof  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  said 
company,  the  said  company  shall,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense, 
do  like  paving  between  its  tracks,  and  all  paving,  repaving  or 
repairing  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Street 
Commissioner,  and  all  obstructions  shall  be  removed  there- 
from when  the  Street  Commissioner  shall  so  direct. 

Third.  During  the  construction  of  the  said  railway,  the 
said  company  shall  save  the  City  of  Raleigh  harmless  in  any 
suit  or  suits  for  damages  resulting  to  any  person  or  persons  or 
property  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  said  company. 

Fourth.  The  company  shall  begin  work  in  ninety  days  from 
the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  complete  the  line  from 
South  street  along  Fayetteville  street  and  other  streets  to 
Blount  street,  and  thence  along  Blount  street  to  Peace  street, 
and  on  Hillsboro  street  from  the  west  side  of  Capitol  Square 
to  a  point  at  or  near  St.  Mary's  School,  and  have  at  least  three 
cars  in  operation  on  said  lines  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  this  ordinance,  otherwise  all  rights  hereinbefore  granted 
shall  be  forfeited :  Provided,  that  for  good  cause  shown  the 
time  for  the  completion  of  said  lines  may  be  extended  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen. 
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Fifth.  Tiie  company  shall  at  all  times  conform  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  as  to  the  obstruction  of  streets,  the 
rate  of  speed  and  the  mode  of  use  of  tracks. 

Sixth.  Cars  shall  be  run  at  intervals  not  over  thirty  min- 
utes each  way  on  Blount,  Hillsboro  and  Fayetteville  streets, 
from  6  o'clock  A.  m.  to  11  o'clock  p.  m.  from  April  1st  to 
October  1st,  and  from  6:30  o'clock  a.  m.  to  11  o'clock  P.  m. 
from  October  1st  to  April  1st  of  each  year:  Provided,  that 
between  the  hours  of  9  o'clock  a.  m.  and  1  o'clock  P.  m.  and 
from  8  o'clock  p.  m.  to  11  o'clock  p.  m.  the  intervals  between 
the  cars  may  be  so  great  as  one  hour. 

Seventh.  The  fare  shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  cents  for  each 
passenger,  the  payment  of  which  shall  entitle  such  passenger 
to  one  transfer  to  another  line  of  cars,  when  the  cars  come  in 
contact,  but  only  for  one  continuous  trip.  A  half-rate  school 
ticket  shall  be  provided  by  the  company  for  all  teachers 
and  scholars  attending  schools  in  the  City  of  Jialeigh,  with 
transfer  as  provided  for  in  case  of  full  fare  passengers:  Pro- 
vided, the  said  tickets  be  bought  in  quantities  amounting  to 
not  less  than  fifty  cents,  and  shall  be  good  only  on  school  days. 
Children  under  four  (4)  years  of  age,  when  accompanied  by 
a  paying  passenger,  shall  be  transported  free  of  charge. 

Eighth.  No  locomotive  engine  shall  be  used  as  motive 
power  on  the  lines  of  said  street  railways. 

Ninth.  No  freight  except  the  personal  baggage  of  the  pas- 
senger shall  be  transported  on  the  said  railways. 

Tenth.  No  change  in  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant 
of  the  privileges  herein  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, unless  upon  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  intended  or  pro- 
posed change. 

Eleventh.  The  said  railway  company  shall,  within  thirty 
days,  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Ral- 
eigh that  it  accepts  the  grant  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
above  set  forth.  In  case  of  failure  to  so  accept  the  said 
grant  within  said  time  the  same  shall  be  void. 

Adopted  August  9th,  1886. 

Add  Chapter  22. 
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An  ordinance  providing  for  a  supply  of  water  to  the  City 
of  Raleigh  and  its  inhabitants,  authorizing  the  National  Water- 
works Construction  Company  to  Construct  and  maintain 
water-works,  contracting  with  the  National  Water- works 
Construction  Company  for  a  supply  of  water  for  public  uses, 
and  giving  said  city  the  option  to  purchase  the  works.  (This 
ordinance  is  published  in  full  with  amendments,  and  appended 
to  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Water-works  herein 
published). 

CONCLUSION. 

Let  me  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I  can  cheerfully  bear  testi- 
mony that  your  duty  and  purpose  have  been  to  so  systematize 
the  workings  of  the  administration  of  the  city  government  in 
regard  to  the  expenditures  of  money  as  to  enable  you  to  enact 
such  measures  as  would  most  benefit  the  public  and  at  the 
same  time  be  most  economical  to  the  city.  While  a  judicious 
economy  has  been  practiced  throughout  all  the  departments 
of  the  government,  there  have  also  been  liberal  measures 
enacted  which  have  been  acceptable  to  the  people.  Your 
labors  have  been  crowned  with  success,  and  the  very  valuable 
results  to  the  city  and  the  surrounding  country  accruing  from 
your  administration  have  been  observed  and  favorably  com- 
mented on,  not  only  by  our  own  citizens,  but  also  by  visitors 
and  strangers  who  have  become  acquainted  with  your  labors. 
One  of  the  best  auguries  that  this  administration  can  produce, 
in  testimony  of  the  good  conduct  of  municipal  affairs,  is  the 
increased  interest  manifested  by  capitalists  and  strangers  in 
looking  into  our  financial  condition  and  making  inquiries  as 
to  our  progress  in  city  improvements,  resulting  in  every 
instance  satisfactorily.  It  was  a  wise  judgment  exercised  by 
our  citizens  when,  in  the  election  of  the  present  Board  of 
Aldermen,  they  selected  a  majority  of  its  members  from  citi- 
zens who  had  formerly  served  as  Aldermen  of  the  city,  for  to 
their  experience  in  the  conduct  of  municipal  affairs  and  famil- 
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iarity  with  the  workings  of  our  municipal  system  may  be 
attributed,  in  large  measure,  the  great  facility  with  which  the 
busiuess  transactions  have  been  dispatched  and  the  very  valu- 
able results  from  the  deliberations  of  your  honorable  body. 
Our  citizens  have  already  begun  to  realize  the  benefits  to  the 
city  growing  out  of  vour  administration  of  city  affairs,  and  as 
time  rolls  on  the  practical  results  thereof  will  be  fully  appre- 
ciated. 

I  will  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the 
aid  and  assistance  afforded  me  by  the  city  officials  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  I  take  great  pleasure 
in  expressing  my  high  appreciation  of  their  cheerful,  prompt 
and  efficient  co-operation  in  whatever  measures  I  have  sug- 
gested for  the  better  interests  of  the  city  government.  Allow 
me  to  return  my  thanks  to  all,  the  members  of  this  Board  of 
Aldermen  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  to  their 
presiding  officer,  and  for  the  universal  good  order  and  deco- 
rum maintained  at  all  the  meetings  of  this  honorable  body.

We  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  make  an  itemized  statement  of  these  expendi- 
tures, as  it  can  be  had  by  reference  to  the  Clerk's  Report. 
We,  however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  money  has  been 
judiciously  spent,  and,  in  almost  every  instance,  will  prove  of 
decided  benefit  to  the  city. 

■  In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  return  our  thanks  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  officers  of  the  city  for  courtesies  shown  us, 
and  for  the  valuable  aid  rendered  in  the  performance  of  our 
duties,  and  to  again  bear  testimony  to  the  orderly  and  busi- 
ness-like manner  in  which  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  city 
are  kept.

REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  3Iai/or  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Street  Committee  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30th,  1887, 
and,  in  doing  so,  we  desire  to  thank  the  Board  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  the  committee,  and  the  Street 
Commissioner  for  his  faithful  discharge  of  duty  and  valuable 
suggestions  in  conducting  the  operations  of  the  street  depart- 
ment. 

STREET   IMPROVEMENTS. 

There  has  been  a  much  needed  improvement  made  in  the 
north-eastern  portion  of  the  city  by  opening  up  to  the  travel- 
ling public  Bloodworth  and  East  streets.  The  Board  ordered 
the  erection  of  a  bridge  on  North  Bloodworth  street,  which  has 
been  completed,  and  the  street  graded  through  to  Oakwood 
avenue.  A  culvert  has  been  built  across  East  street,  the  adja- 
cent hills  graded  off  and  the  ravine  filled  in,  so  that  both  streets 
are  now  in  good  condition.  Lane  street  has  also  been  graded 
and  opened  from  Person  to  Bloodworth.  This  work  was  much 
needed,  and  adds  very  materially  to  the  appearance  and  con- 
venience of  that  portion  of  the  city. 

There  has  also  been  considerable  grading  done  on  Saunders 
street,  which  was  badly  needed,  and  which  has  added  greatly 
to  the  appearance  of  that  portion  of  the  city. 

The  committee  think  it  advisable  that  where,  by  a  judicious 
expenditure  of  money  in  the  way  of  improving  streets  adja- 
cent to  and  through  property  that  will  thereby  be  brought  into 
market  and  built  up,  that  the  city  will  be  more  than  repaid 
for  the  outlay  by  the  increase  of  our  tax  list,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  our  city,  and  believ- 
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ing  this  to  be  true,  from  a  business  view,  your   committee 
undertook  the  work  mentioned. 

In  order  to  give  the  system  a  practical  test,  your  committee 
had  one  square  on  Cabarrus  street  macadamized  early  last  fall, 
and  we  are  well  pleased  with  the  result,  it  having  stood  the 
test  last  winter  admirably  well.  We  think  it  would  be  advisa- 
ble to  continue  the  work  on  to  the  North  Carolina  depot. 

CONDITION    OF    THE   STREETS. 

The  winter  just  past  has  been  a  severe  one  on  our  streets, 
and  the  Street  Commissioner  has  had  all  he  could  do  to  keep 
them  in  condition.  In  addition  to  the  fact  that  we  have  had 
an  exceedingly  favorable  winter  for  muddy  streets,  is  the  addi- 
tional fact  that  nearly  all  of  our  principal  streets  have  been 
torn  up  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  track  of  the  street  rail- 
way, and  although  the  work  was  done  as  well  as  it  probably 
could  have  been  done  at  that  season  of  the  year,  yet  the  loos- 
ening up  the  dirt  was  the  cause,  to  some  extent,  of  their  bad 
condition. 

Our  Street  (Commissioner  reports  the  streets  now  in  a  better 
condition  than  at  any  previous  time,  which  is  due  in  large 
measure  to  his  good  management  of  the  street  work. 

STREET    PAVING. 

Your  committee  regret  very  much  that  the  paving  of  Fay- 
etteville  street  from  Hargett  to  Martin  was  delayed  on  account 
of  the  contractors  failing  to  comply  with  their  contract  for 
furnishing  the  stone.  Such  being  the  case,  the  Board  declared 
the  contract  forfeited,  and,  owing  to  the  loss  of  time  by  the 
forfeiture,  the  work  was  postponed ;  and  the  only  progress 
made  in  this  direction  was  the  laying  of  the  curbing  for  widen- 
ing the  side-walks  along  the  square.  We  hope  the  incoming 
Board  will  continue  this  work. 

There  was  an  effort  made  during  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  to  induce  the  State  authorities  to  pave  the  streets 
immediately  around  the  Capitol  Square,  but  all  that  could  be 
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accomplished  was  that  they  agreed  to  pave  one-half,  and  where 
they  owned  both  sides,  they  agreed  to  pave  the  whole  street. 
This  was  not  as  much  as  we  desired,  but  was  all  we  could  get. 
If  the  Board  should  see  proper  to  order  these  streets  paved 
under  this  arrangement,  with  the  authority  given  them  to 
require  the  property  owners  to  pay  a  part  of  the  cost,  the  work 
would  cost  the  city  a  very  small  outlay  for  tiie  amount  of 
work  done. 

After  carefully  investigating  the  subject  as  to  cost  and  dura- 
bility, we  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  future  we  should  use 
stone  in  paving  known  as  rubble-stone,  which  will  be  as 
durable  as  the  Belgian,  will  cost  scarcely  half  as  much,  the 
only  difiPerence  being  that  the  stone  is  gotten  out  without  refer- 
ence to  any  specified  size.  The  work  necessary  to  be  done  to 
get  the  Belgian  blocks  out  to  conform  to  the  regulation  size 
is  what  adds  so  materially  to  their  cost. 

WIDENING    OF   THE    SIDE-WALKS. 

The  work  of  widening  the  side-walks  goes  gradually  on, 
and  adds  greatly  to  the  convenience  of  the  people,  besides 
making  the  appearance  of  the  street  more  attractive.  Your 
committee  in  this  connection  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the 
many  property  owners  who  have  extended  their  side-walks 
voluntarily.  It  was  natural  to  expect  that  some  would  com- 
plain at  having  to  go  to  the  expense  necessary  to  make  the 
change ;  but  we  have  yet  to  learn  of  any  one  who  has  regretted 
the  outlay  after  the  work  was  completed. 

MOORE    AND    NASH    SQUARES. 

These  squares  continue  to  be  improved  and  beautified,  and 
will,  in  a  few  years,  be  places  to  which  our  people  can  repair 
for  fresh  air.  We  have  not  yet  grown  sufficiently  large  as  a 
city  to  appreciate  these  public  squares;  but  the  day  will  come 
when  they  will  be  highly  valued  and  will  be  the  pride  of  our 
people.  Even  now  they  are  highly  prized  by  a  great  many 
of  our  thoughtful  citizens,  who  are  under  obligations  to  our 
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former  City  Attorney  for  his  commendable  zeal  in  saving  tiiese 
squares  to  our  city  as  public  parks  when  the  commission 
appointed  by  the  Legislature  several  years  ago  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  State  property  to  build  the  Governor's  Mansion 
attempted  to  sell  these  squares  as  State  property. 

Moore  Square  has  recently  had  added  a  lot  of  magnolias, 
spruce  pines  and  arborvitses,  and,  being  covered  with  a  beauti- 
ful stand  of  clover  and  grass,  presents  a  very  pleasing  appear- 
ance. In  a  short  while  the  walks  will  be  graded  and  put  in 
good  condition. 

Nash  Square  has  been  greatly  improved  by  Mr.  Steiumetz, 
by  the  addition  of  flowers  and  shrubbery,  and  the  walks  put 
in  good  condition. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  pavilions  be  erected 
in  the  centre  of  each  of  these  squares,  and  that  seats  be  placed 
therein  for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  desire  to  visit 
them. 

EXPENSE,    AND    WORK    DONE. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  expended  in  this  depart- 
ment the  sum  of  $13,025.64,  which  has  been  expended  for  the 
following  branches  of  the  department:

For  a  detailed  statement  of  the  various  kinds  and  amount 
of  work  done,  we  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  very  full  and  satis- 
factory report  of  our  efficient  Street  Commissioner  herewith 
attached,  which  will  give  you  a  very  clear  and  succinct  idea 
of  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  street  force,  and  which 
will  be  found  remarkably  large  for  the  amount  expended. 
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CITY    LOT. 

Under  authority  granted  by  the  Board,  the  committee  had 
constructed  on  the  City  Lot  a  commodious  barn  and  stables  for 
the  stock,  which  is  now  completed  and  very  conveniently 
arranged  for  storing  forage  and  protecting  the  stock  from  the 
weather. 

The  Chemical  engine-house  was  also  moved  to  the  City 
Lot  and  convenient  stalls  arranged  for  the  horses.  Besides 
getting  the  obstruction  out  of  Wilmington  street,  caused  by 
this  house  standing  there,  it  is  a  saving  to  the  city  of  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  board  of  the  engine  horses. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and 
Board  for  their  kind  support  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties; 
but  especially  to  the  Street  Commissioner  for  his  va^hiable  aid 
in  carrying  forward,  in  a  practical  and  business-like  manner, 
the  work  committed  to  us,  for  if  we  have  accomplished  any- 
thing for  the  city,  it  has  been  due,  in  a  large  measure,  to  his 
management  of  the  work  and  his  untiring  zeal  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  the  responsible  office  placed  in  his 
hands  by  the  members  of  this  Board.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMLSSIONER. 

Gentlemen  : — In  submitting  my  report  for  the  past  year 
ending  April  30th,  1887,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  state 
to  you  the  condition  of  the  streets  and  the  improvements  on 
the  City  Lot  and  other  places  in  the  city.

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into  details  of  the  \vork  clone,  allow  me  to  return  my  most 
sincere  thanks  to  your  committee,  and  especially  to  the  Chair- 
man, for  their  most  hearty  co-operation,  aid  and  advice.  This 
being  my  first  term  as  Street  Commissioner,  I  have  necessa- 
rily been  compelled  to  seek  advice  often,  which  I  have 
always  received. 

I  am  happy  to  say  to  the  committee  that  the  streets  at  this 
time  are  in  better  condition  than  I  have  seen  them  before  : 
certainly  there  are  some  places  in  the  city  not  so  good  as  we 
could  wish  them  to  be;  but  these  places  are  being  improved 
as  fast  as  possible.  The  work  that  has  been  done,  and  is  now 
being  done,  is  of  a  character  that  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to 
the  city. 

I  will  first  call  your  attention  to  the  improvements  on  the 
City  Lot.  The  old  buildings  that  were  used  as  places  in  which 
to  store  away  provender  for  stock  and  tools  for  the  city,  and  as 
stalls  for  horses,  &c.,  have  all  been  taken  away  and  been 
replaced  by  a  new  house  for  those  purposes.  The  new  building 
is  30  feet  wide  by  36  feet  long,  has  eight  stalls,  one  room 
10x20  feet  for  storing  away  tools,  keeping  grain,  &c.,  one 
room  above  large  enough  to  hold  several  tons  of  hay,  and 
shed-room  sufficient  to  shelter  all  the  wagons,  carts,  &c., 
belonging  to  the  city. 

The  Chemical  engine-house  has  been  removed  from  Wil- 
mington street  and  placed  in  the  City  Lot,  with  stalls  on  either 
side,  where  the  horses  belonging  to  the  Chemical  Fire  Com- 
pany are  kept,  and  is  so  arranged  that  when  the  horses  are 
brought  out  of  the  door  each  one  is  at  the  right  place  to  be 
hooked  to  the  engine  carriage  without  delay. 

The  horses  and  mules  kept  on  the  City  I^ot  have  improved 
very  much  since  their  removal  to  the  new  quarters.  There  is 
employed  one  man  whose  duties  are  to  feed  the  stock,  keep 
the  stalls  in  order,  look  after  the  tools,  and  see  that  every- 
thing is  in  its  place  and  in  good  condition. 

I  will  now  leave  the  improvements  on  City  Lot  to  show  for 
themselves  and  call  your  attention  to  the  work  being  done  on 
the  streets  by  the  street  force. 


84  REPORT    OF   STREET    COMMITTEE. 

The  macadamizing  done  on  west  Cabarrus  street,  between 
Salisbury  and  McDowell  streets,  is,  in  my  judgment,  a  suc- 
cess :  it  was  done  in  December  when  the  street  was  very 
muddy,  and  has  stood  the  test  of  the  heaVy  wagons  running 
over  it  in  hauling  fi'eight  from  the  North  Carolina  Depot  up 
town  during  the  wet  spring  months,  and  it  is  now  in  as  good 
condition  as  when  it  was  done,  or  even  better,  because  it  is 
well  packed,  and  is  smooth  and  solid.  The  way  in  which 
this  work  was  done  was  by  grading  off  the  top  of  the  soil  to 
a  depth  of  six  to  eight  inches,  then  put  down  about  two  inches 
of  sand,  and  on  top  of  this  sand  about  six  inches  of  crushed 
stone;  the  whole  was  covered  with  sand  about  one  and  a  half 
or  two  inches  deep,  and  tamped  together,  making  it  very  com- 
pact and  durable.  The  length  of  street  macadamized  is  470 
feet  by  45  feet  wide.  Several  other  places  have  been  filled  in 
with  crushed  stone,  which  has  made  the  street  good  and  solid 
in  every  instance. 

Curbing  has  been  put  down  on  the  east  side  of  Fayetteville 
street  from  Hargett  to  Market  streets,  220  feet,  and  a  part  of 
the  side-walk  has  been  put  down  to  the  prescribed  grade, 
which  make  so  great  an  improvement,  that  surely  the  other 
property  owners  will  not  delay  longer  to  follow  the  example 
set.  Curbing  has  also  been  laid  on  the  west  side  of  Fayette- 
ville street  from  Hargett  to  Martin  streets,  a  distance  of  480 
feet.  Some  of  the  good  citizens  are  widening  their  side- 
walks, and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  other  citizens  adjoining 
will  do  likewise.  There  are  about  200  feet  of  curbing  dressed 
and  ready  to  be  laid,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Mitchell  is  now  cutting 
curbing  at  the  State  quarry  east  of  the  city. 

GRADING    AND    FILLING. 

More  grading  and  filling  has  been  done  this  year  than, 
in  any  previous  year.  The  side-walk  on  the  south  side  of 
the  old  city  cemetery  has  been  graded  and  filled  two  and  a 
half  to  three  feet  deep  and  ten  feet  wide,  and  a  wooden  wall 
put  up  from  one  to  three  feet  high,  250  feet  long,  making  a 
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splendid  side- walk.  The  side- walk  on  the  west  side  has  also 
been  fixed  uj)  the  same  way,  and  a  new  picket-fence  put  around 
the  cemetery — all  of  which  make  a  very  great  improvement, 
and  one  which  has  been  needed  for  many  years. 

The  side-walk  on  Fayetteville  street,  west  side  of  Centen- 
nial Graded  School  buildino-,  has  been  walled  with  wood  and 
graded  and  filled  250  feet  in  length  by  3  feet  deep. 

Cabarrus  street,  at  intersection  of  Fayetteville  street,  has 
been  graded  down  and  dirt  hauled  on  Fayetteville  street, 
between  South  and  Lenoir  streets,  and  filled  12  inches  deep 
by  150  feet  long.  * 

Wilmington  street,  crossing  Cabarrus,  has  been  filled  10 
inches  deep  by  ()0  feet  each  way. 

Morgan  street,  at  head  of  Fayetteville  street,  has  been 
graded  off  12  inches  by  100  feet,  and  the  dirt  hauled  to 
the  crossing  of  Edenton  and  Blount  streets,  and  filled  both 
10  inches  by  150  feet. 

E;lenton  street,  between  Person  and  East  streets,  has  been 
filled  from  1  to  2  feet  deep  by  200  feet. 

Bloodworth  street,  between  Newbern  avenue  and  Jones 
street,  has  been  filled  from  1  to  '■]  feet  dee[)  by  250  feet. 
This  street,  between  Jones  and  Lane  streets,  has  been  filled 
4  feet  deep,  10  feet  wide  and  200  feet  long,  thus  filling  a 
iruUv.  A  brido-e  has  been  built  across  the  ravine  near  Lane 
street  by  North  Carolina  Car  Company,  which  is  115  feet 
Ions:,  20  feet  wide  and  10  feet  high.  Ijetween  Lane  street 
and  Oakw^ood  avenue  has  been  filled  ."]  feet  dcej)  by  150  feet. 

Lane  street  has  been  extentled  to  Bloodworth  street  and 
filled  2^  feet  deep  by  100  feet  long.  A  gully  along  Lane, 
between  Person  and  Bloodworth  streets,  lias  been  filled  (5 
feet  deep,  8  feet  wide  and  ()0  feet  long. 

East  street,  between  Jones  street  and  Oakwood  avenue,  and 
the  hills  on  each  side  of  ravine  at  intersection  of  Lane  street 
have  been  graded  down  and  the  dirt  hauled  t(,)  the  l)ottom, 
filling  it  8  feet  deep,  40  feet  wide  and  150  iect  long.  Be- 
tween Lane  street  and  ()akwo(i<l  avenue  has  been  filled  12 
inches  deep  by  80  feet  long.  (J 
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Polk  street,  from  Wilmington  street  to  Oakwood  Cemetery, 
also  Elm  street,  north  East  street,  north  Bloodworth  street, 
north  Person  street,  and  north  Wilmington  street  have  been 
graded,  new  ditches  cnt  outside  of  trees,  old  ditches  filled, 
side-walks  left  wider,  trees  left  in  better  condition,  streets 
put  in  proper  shape,  altogether  making  a  very  great  improve- 
ment to  north-east  Raleigh. 

Wilmington  street,  between  Hargett  and  Market  streets, 
has  been  tilled  with  crushed  stone  and  sand  8  inches  deep  by 
210  feet. 

Hargett  street,  bet^veen  Bloodworth  and  East  streets,  has 
been  tilled  10  inches  deep'  by  60  feet,  and  between  East  and 
Swain  streets  filled  with  brickbats,  &c.,  from  the  old  building 
torn  down  from  between  E.  J.  Hardin's  store  and  National 
Bank  of  Raleigh,  12  inches  deep  by  200  feet. 

Jones  street,  between  West  and  Saunders  streets,  has  been 
filled  14  inches  deep  by  60  feet. 

Saunders  street,  between  Tucker  and  North  streets,  has 
been  graded  and  filled  on  an  average  3  feet  deep  by  150  feet. 

Tucker  street,  between  West  and  Saunders  streets,  has  been 
filled  3  feet  deep  by  100  feet. 

W^est  street,  between  Tucker  street  and  Pigeon  branch,  has 
been  filled  16  inches  deep  by  220  feet. 

gutters. 

It  would  consume  too  much  time  and  space  to  give  a  full 
account  of  all  the  work  done  of  this  kind.  The  gutters  have 
all  been  kept  open,  and  cleaned  out  all  over  the  city  twice 
during  the  past  year,  and  a  great  many  of  them  three  times. 
The  drainage  of  the  city  is  in  very  good  condition.  The  fol- 
lowing gutters  have  been  paved  :

has  had  due  attention.  A  quantity  of  manure  has  been 
spread  over  it,  22  sugar-maples  have  been  planted  in  place  of 
those  tiiat  have  died.  Thirty-two  magnolia  trees  and  32 
arborvita^s  have  been  planted  on  the  walks.  The  clover  and 
grass  on  the  square  are  very  tine. 
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.      PUMPS. 

Tlie  pumps  have  had  special  attentit»n  durinti;  the  past  year, 
so  far  as   I  have  been  able  to  give  it.      \A  henever  one   was 
reported  to  me,  I  hdve  always  tried  to  have  it  put  in  working  * 
order  right  away.     Ten    wells  have  been   cleaned  out  and  3 
walled  ;   120  feet  of  stocks  were  j>ut  in  where  needed. 

(•ROSSIJSGS. 

There  have  been  32  rock  crossings  put  down,  and  'J  taken 
up  and  relaid. 

CULVERTS    A.XD    WALES. 

One  stone  culvert  across  Dawson  street  was  taken  up  and 
rebuilt  across  Cabarrus  street,  45  feet  long  and  2x2  feet 
inside. 

One  open  culvert,  30  feet  long  and  2x2  feet  inside,  was 
built  on  Jones  street,  between  West  and  Saunders  streets. 

One  on  Davie  street,  crossing  McDowell  street — top  taken 
off,  cleaned  out  and  replaced  40  feet. 

One  was  built  across  East  street,  at  intersection  of  Lane 
street,  63  feet  long,  3  feet  wide  and  4  feet  deep  inside. 

A  stone  wall  was  built  on  East  street,  between  Martin  and 
Davie  streets,  12  feet  long  by  7  feet  high. 

One  was  built  on  Saunders  street,  across  the  ravine  between 
Xorth  and  Tucker  streets,  30  feet  long  by  '^\  feet  high. 

The  stone  wall  and  steps,  entrance  to  City  Cemetery,  were 
taken  down  about  half  way  and  rel)uilt  to  correspond  with 
the  new  fence. 

Stone  steps  have  been  put  at  corner  of  Cabarrus  and  Daw- 
son streets. 

One  large  wood  trunk  across  Hargett  street,  between  Salis- 
bury and  McDowell  streets,  was  taken  up,  and  42  feet  of 
12-inch  terra  cotta  pipe  put  in  its  place. 

Thirty-nine  feet  of  12-inch  terra  cotta  pipe  was  put  across 
Rloodworth  street  at  tlie  crossino-  of  Lane  street. 
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The  wagons  and  carts  have  been  l)usily  engaged  the  past 
year,  when  practicable,  in  hanling  sand,  dirt  and  stone  to  f]ll 
holes,  washes,  &e.,  wherever  such  were  found  in  the  different 
streets,  and  where  grading  has  been  done;  also  in  hauling 
crusiied  stone  from  the  quarry  for  purj)oses  of  macadamizing, 
tilling,  &c.;  and  also  in  liauling  curbing  stone  from  quarrv  to 
City  Lot,  where  it  was  dressed  for  curbing  side-walks  on  Fav- 
etteville  street. 

The  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  street  work  the  past  vear 
have  been,  pei'haps,  heavier  than  usual :  but  when  we  take  into 
consideration  the  amount  of  curb-stone  that  has  been  dressed 
(about  900  feet),  which  is  very  expensive  work,  with  the  neces- 
sary expenses  attending  the  employment  of  liands,  the  keep- 
ing of  tools  in  order,  the  re{)airing  of  wagons  and  carts,  the 
shoeing  of  horses  and  mules,  the  purchasing  of  pump  fixtures, 
<&c.,  the  erecting  of  new  building  on  City  Lot,  and  the  fencing 
of  the  City  ('emetery,  &(..  it  could  not  be  expected  to  have 
been  otherwise. 

In  December  the  street  force  was  five  days  fighting  fire  and 
removing  cotton  from  platform  near  Raleigh  &  Gaston  depot. 

The  City  Car|)enter  has  been  constantly  engaged  in  repair- 
ing old  and  making  new  wagons,  also  in  making  foot-bridges, 
trunks,  &c.,  for  the  streets,  building  on  City  Lot,  putting 
up  fence  around  City  Cemetery,  and  in  doing  various  kinds 
of  work  around  Market  House,  repairing  carts,  tools,  &c. 

The  regular  street  fin'ce  under  my  care  is  as  follows :  drivers, 
6 ;  (piarry  hands,  3 ;  stone  paver,  1  ;  carpenter,  1  •  pumj) 
hand,  1 ;  laborers,  1(3. 

The  following  is  an  inventory  of  stock,  implements,  &c.,

cultivator  plows  or  (colters,  3;  tools — 1  carpenter's  broken  set. 
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1  pump  set,  complete;  heavy  rock  chains,  3;  well  rope  and 
windlass,  1;  rope  and  tekel,  1;  derricks,  2;  pitchforks,  15; 
shovels,  35;  picks,  27;  rock  tools,  1  full  set;  tool  wagon, 
1  ;  land  level,  1  ;  small  rock  hammers,  7;  on  hand  at  pres- 
ent— about  8,000  pounds  of  good  fodder,  lot  of  oak  lumber, 
and  about  3,000  feet  of  pine  lumber. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  expressing  to 
your  committee  my  heartfelt  gratitude  for  the  uniform  cour- 
tesy and  wise  counsel  extended  to  me  in  my  work  on  the 
streets  during  the  ten  months  and  a  half  that  it  has  been  my 
privilege  to  serve  the  city  in  my  present  capacity.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  April  30th,  1887. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

The  Police  Committee  report  that  they  have  found  it  neces- 
sary to  hold  but  few  meetings  during  the  present  year,  and 
those  held  have  been  simply  advisory  to  the  Mayor  and  Chief 
of  Police  in  directing  the  police  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  but  calling  for  nu  action  on  the  part  of  the  committee. 
The  committee  express  gratification  that  the  disciplinary 
powers  conferred  upon  them  have  not  been  invoked  during 
the  year,  the  Police  force  having  been  prompt  and  efficient  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  obedient  to  the  regulations 
for  their  government. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  which  is  hereto  appended, 
will  show  that  the  number  of  arrests  during  the  year  has 
been  574,  for  all  causes,  which  is  158  less  than  last  year,  the 
number  then  being  732.  The  same  report  also  shows  that 
there  were  26  more  affrays,  15  more  assaults  and  batteries,  5 
more  assaults  with  deadly  weapons  and  17  more  arrests  for 
disorderly  conduct  this  current  year  than  last.  It  also  shows 
39  less  drunk  and  disorderly,  67  less  drunk  and  down  and  48 
less  drunk  on  the  street  than  is  shown  in  last  year's  report. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  from  the  said  report  that  the  peo- 
ple of  the  city  have  been  more  bellicose  during  the  past  year 
than  the  year  before,  and  at  the  same  time  there  has  been 
greater  sobriety,  or,  at  least,  less  manifestations  of  drunken- 
ness. 

The  number  of  white  males  arrested  is  shown  to  be  119  less 
than  last  year,  and  2  less  white  females.  The  number  of  col- 
ored males  is  shown  to  be  only  6  less,  while  the  number  of 
colored  females  is  shown  to  be  31  less. 
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Last  year  the  revenue  collected  bv  the  Police  Department 
was  as  follows:  Fines,  S910. 75;  hall  rent,  $184.15;  licenses, 
i$5,41  ;3.37 ;  colored  cemetery,  89G.75,  making,  in  all,  $G,505.02. 
This  year  the  receipts  are  .S4,007,o4,  being  |2,497.48  less  than 
at  last  annual  rcj)ort,  which  is  accounted  for  by  loss  of  liquor 
licenses. 

Tiie  cost  of  the  Police  force  during  the  year  was  §7,953.34, 
which  embraces  the  salaries  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  twelve 
policemen  and  a  small  amount  paid  for  extra  police  service. 
Last  year  the  cost  for  the  same  service  was  .$7,932.66.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LIGHTS. 


To  the  Honorable  3Iayor  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  (Jlty  of  Rcdeigh: 

Gentlemen  : — Tlie  Committee  on  I^ights  beg  leave  to 
submit  their  annual  report. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  caused  to  be  erected  in  locali- 
ties where  there  was  actual  necessity  for  them  several  new 
lamps.  One,  long  needed,  was  placed  in  the  City  Lot.  Two 
or  three  old  lamps  have  been  removed  to  more  available  places. 

The  streets  are  still  lighted  by  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany, under  the  contract  entered  into  February,  1883,  for 
a  period  of  five  years,  at  a  cost  of  .$12.50  per  lamp  for  each 
year.     Said  contract  expires  February,  1888. 

Duriug  the  past  year  the  street-lamps  have  been  much  more 
regularly  lighted  than  heretofore.  But  very  little  complaint 
has  been  made  as  to  neglect  of  lamps  not  having  been  lighted, 
and  it  gives  your  committee  pleasure  to  commend  the  Gas 
Company  for  the  faithful  aud  earnest  effort  put  forth  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duty  and  in  trying  to  comply  with  their 
coutract. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Police  Department 
give  particular  attention  to  the  protection  of  the  street-lamps, 
and  that  the  policemen  be  required  to  report  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  all  lamps  broken  or  in  any  way  injured,  and  that  the 
Chief  of  Police  make  a  monthly  statement  of  such  to  your 
houorable  body. 

Your  committee  haviug  tried  the  Thomson-Houston  elec- 
tric lights  in  our  Market,  aud  also  iu  the  Mayor's  office,  for 
more  than  one  year,  are  so  pleased  with  their  success  that  we 
feel  confident  in  statiug  that  they  have  given  general  satisfac- 
tion, and  we  would  be  proud  to  have  our  entire  city  lighted 
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by  electricity.     While  the  actual   cost   would   be   somewhat 
increased,  we  would  have  much  better  lights.

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gextlemex  : — The  ^Market  Committee,  in  submitting-  their 
annual  report,  would  direct  your  attention  to  the  improvements 
in  the  Market  House  floor,  painting  of  the  wood  archways  and 
doors,  and  some  slight  repairs  on  stalls.  The  floor  (the  bad 
condition  of  which  has  been  the  cause  of  considerable  com- 
plaint) is  now  in  very  good  repair. 

The  receipts  from  rent  of  stalls  for  the  year  were  $3,121.75, 
an  increase  of  869.06  over  last  year. 

The  rules  and  regulations  governing  the. Market  have  been 
very  generally  observed,  and  the  Keeper  of  the  Market  reports 
that  he  has  specially  looked  after  the  wholesomeness  of  the 
articles  sold.

Gentlemen: — The  Cemetery  Committee  take  pleasure  in 
reporting  that  some  very  important  improvements  have  been 
made  since  our  report  in  1886. 

At  the  City  Cemetery  (white)  the  old  fence  has  been  removed 
and  a  new  one,  much  nicer  and  not  near  so  high,  erected  in  its 
place.  The  side-walk  on  the  south  side,  which  was  almost 
impassable,  has  been  graded  and  much  improved  in  every  way. 
The  sexton,  Mr.  John  Suggs,  keeps  the  grounds  in  good  repair 
and  makes  a  good  officer. 

At  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  (colored)  an  addition  has  been 
made  to  the  sexton's  residence,  and  other  improvements  of  less 
importance  made.  The  sexton  at  this  cemetery  is  also  a  good 
officer  and  keeps  everything  in  good  repair.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  yours,  asking  for  report  of  inter- 
ments at  Oakwood  and  anv  information  that  niight  be  of 
interest  to  our  citizens,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  make  the  follow- 
ing report  and  suggestions.

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  speak  of  the  many  improve- 
ments of  the  past  year. 

A  new  entrance  has  been  made  at  the  east  end  of  Polk 
street.  From  this  entrance  a  new  and  attractive  avenue  has 
been  laid,  the  beauty  of  which  has  been  enhanced  by  the 
planting  of  shade-trees,  magnolias,  etc.  It  was  necessary  also 
t(j  build  a  new  bridge  at  the  terminus  of  this  drive.  This 
decided  improvement  has  been  done  solely  at  the  expense  of 
our  philanthropic  townsman,  Mr.  R,  S.  Pullen.  This,  with 
many  other  improvements  which  might  be  mentioned,  has 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  now  the  horse-cars  run   within  a 
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square  of  the  entrance.  Quite  a  number  of  tombstones  and 
monuments  have  been  erected,  some  of  them  very  beautiful 
and  expensive.  Oakwood  is  fast  becoming  a  resort  for  our 
people. 

PRICE    OF    LOTS. 

The  price  of  lots  varies  according  to  size  and  location.  Our 
schedule  places  the  figures  at  12|^,  25  and  33^  cents  per  foot; 
and  it  might  be  well  to  say  that  many  good  and  desirable  lots 
can  be  had  for  12i  cents  per  foot.  A  large  and  complete 
map  is  being  made  by  Mr.  T.  C  Harris,  giving  the  names  of 
owners  and  also  showing  the  vacant  lots.  A  copy  of  this 
map  will  be  kept  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Syme, 
and  at  the  office  of  the  Superintendent,  517  Polk  street. 

CARE    OF    LOTS. 

There  is  no  money  spent  at  the  cemetery  wiiich  adds  so 
much  to  the  general  appearance  of  the  grounds  as  that  paid 
for  the  care  of  lots.  In  this  connection  I  would  say  that  the 
Superintendent  has  authority  to  make  contracts  with  lot  owners 
for  the  permanent  care  of  their  lots  at  charges  ranging  from 
$2  to  $10  per  year.  This  is  the  only  way  by  whicli  the  ceme- 
tery can  be  kept  in  uniform  and  perfect  order.  There  are 
now  about  350  burial  lots  occupied :  about  one-half  of  these 
are  kept  in  good  order  by  the  Superintendent,  while  a  few  are 
looked  after  by  the  owners.  With  regret  it  must  be  said  that 
many  graves  have  little  or  no  attention  from  one  year's  end 
to  another,  and  are  allowed  to  be  overrun  with  broom-straw, 
briers,  weeds,  &c.,  and  are  naturally  a  source  of  annoyance  to 
those  who  sacrifice,  it  may  be,  to  keep  their  lots  in  order. 

MEMORIAL    DAY. 

Memorial  day  was  appropriately  celebrated  by  our  people, 
and  many  tributes  of  affection  were  placed  upon  the  graves, 
not  only  of  those  who  fell  in  battle,  but  also  upon  the  graves 
of  those  whom  Death  found  in  the  home  circle.     In  fact,  one 
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could  not  but  be  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  loved  ones 
slept  beneath  a  wilderness  of  flowers.  This  day,  we  are  glad 
to  say,  is  rightfully  taking  its  place  as  one  of  the  days  to  be 
honored  and  observed. 

Trusting,  dear  sir,  these  few  suggestions  will  be  received  in 
the  right   spirit,  and  that   the  Oakwood  of  the   future   may 
"blossom  as  the  rose,"  rather  than  be  neglected,

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Coramissloners: 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit,  for  your  consideration, 
and,  through  you,  to  the  Board  of  Aklermen,  my  annual 
report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  Department, 
with  such  suggestions  and  improvements  I  deem  Avorthy  of 
your  most  earnest  consideration  and  the  careful  attention  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

In  my  last  report  I  suggested  that  there  should  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  a  standing  committee  within  their 
Board,  before  wdiom  all  the  matters  pertaining  to  this  depart- 
ment could  be  laid  for  more  careful  digestion.  This,  I  am  still 
persuaded,  is  absolutely  necessary,  and  I  will  again  urge  it 
before  the  Board  as  a  means  eminently  proper  and  which  will 
tend  to  the  most  speedy  developing  of  our  Fire  Department's 
best  interests,  and  it  should  be  done  at  once,  as  it  will  be  more 
than  probable  that  some  material  changes  will  take  place  under 
the  new  system  which  will  be  operated  upon  the  completion  of 
the  water-Nvorks. 
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Another  important  matter  which  I  wonld  lay  before  such  a 
committee  is  that  of  an  electric  fire-alarm  system,  superior  to 
that  now  in  use,  and  which  will  necessaiily  be  required  when 
our  new  system  prevails.  That  such  an  alarm  system  is  or 
will  be  necessary  is  plain,  and  I  am  prepared,  at  the  proper 
time,  to  submit  my  views  to  this  Board  or  other  body  for  their 
consideration. 

This  department  is  anxious  for  the  completion  of  the  water- 
works, that  the  several  companies  may  begin  practice  and 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  operations  of  a  new  system, 
to  see  with  what  speed  they  can  reach  certain  localities  and 
attach  hose  to  a  hydrant  ready  for  action. 

Right  here  I  would  ask  if  it  is  not  advisable,  as  soon  as  the 
system  of  water  supply  is  completed,  to  have  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment put  the  same  to  such  a  test  as  will  satisfy  our  citizens 
that  not  only  in  the  business  portion  of  the  city  will  there  be 
a  sufficient  pressure  and  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  a 
long  continued  action,  if  necessary,  but  also  in  other  localities 
— say  out  on  Hillsboro  street,  on  east  Davie,  on  west  Cabar- 
rus, on  Newbern  avenue,  Halifax  and  other  streets — will 
have  a  force  and  supply  to  meet  any  emergency. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  in  the  more  remote  sections  of 
the  city,  in  case  of  fire,  long  lines  of  hose  will  often  be  needed, 
and  it  is  essential  that  we  should  at  once  know  just  ^vhat  force 
and  what  supply  of  water  we  can  expect  and  depend  on  from 
any  fire-plug  designed  for  use.  This  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  and  Board  of  Aldermen  should  have  tested 
immediately  after  receiving  these  fire-hydrants  from  the  ^yater- 
works  Company.  It  is  a  matter  of  interest  to  every  member 
of  the  diiferent  companies  in  this  department,  and  they  will 
willingly  and  heartily  take  such  action  as  may  be  thought  best 
for  testing  our  new  system. 

While  our  city  has  long  been  one  of  few  fires,  it  is  unrea- 
sonable or  unwise  to  in  any  way  abate  our  march  to  improve- 
ment in  every  particular,  for  we  know  not  when  we  may  be 
called  upon  to  fight  such  disastrous  fires  as  have  very  recently 
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almost  completely  destroyed  several  towns  within  our  State. 
It  is  wise  to  be  prepared  for  any  emergency.  With  a  new 
system  for  fighting  fire,  there  will  necessarily  be  changes  and 
improvements  to  be  made,  which  will  require  your  attention 
and  careful  consideration,  to  which  I  have  given  much  thought 
with  a  view  to  place  my  ideas  intelligently  before  your  body, 
or  submit  them  to  my  successor  in  office  with  such  advice  or 
suggestions  as  I  deem  most  beneficial  to  the  department. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  have  been  fourteen  alarms 
sounded  for  department  service.  Six  of  these  were  the  mere 
burning  out  of  chimneys;  three  were  for  very  slight  fires. 
On  August  22d,  1886,  two  freight-cars  were  destroyed  on  the 
R.  &  G.  n.  R.  track,  at  a  loss  of  S500  or  S600.  October 
20th,  1886,  the  Pioneer  Mills  were  destroyed,  supposed  to 
have  been  of  incendiary  origin,  ivovember  30th,  1886,  the 
burning  of  the  cotton  platform  and  about  1,000  bales  of  cot- 
ton, originating  from  a  spark  from  the  cotton  compress. 
Again,  on  December  16th,  1886,  another  fire  occured  on  the 
cotton  platform,  but  with  less  damage.  The  largest  and  most 
destructive  fire  was  that  of  the  Cotton  Seed  Oil  Mills,  March 
27th,  this  year.  This  fire  was  so  strongly  suspected  to  be  the 
w^ork  of  au  incendiary  that  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
at  once  took  steps  to  gather  together  such  facts  as  could  be 
reached,  with  a  view  to  ferret  out  the  miscreant.  The  result 
was  the  arrest  of  Noah  Evans,  day  watchman  at  the  mills, 
who  has  been  held  for  his  appearance  before  July  Term  of  the 
Superior  Court  to  answer  a  charge  of  burning  the  mills. 

At  every  alarm  wdiich  has  been  made  the  men  responded 
with  promptness  and  willingness,  which  our  citizens  should 
often  be  reminded  of  and  never  forget  to  appreciate.  With- 
out remuneration  of  any  kind,  these  men  give  of  their  time 
and  labor  often  at  great  risk  of  bodily  harm  and  even  at  the 
risk  of  their  lives.  Evidence  of  this  was  manifest  at  the 
burning  of  the  Cotton  Seed  Oil  Mills,  when  members  of  the 
colored  company  stood  working  to  save  a  little  home  of  one 
of  their  race  until  the  falling  buildings  around  them  buried 
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two  of  their  number  beneath  their  fall,  and,  with  difficulty, 
they  were  rescued.  At  this  fire,  also,  a  colored  man  was  so 
badly  burned  while  working  on  the  burning  building  that  he 
is  still  unable  to  work  at  his  daily  avocation.  His  name, is 
Jordan  Brooks,  and  he  deserves,  at  the  hands  of  this  people, 
some  substantial  help  during  his  detention  from  his  work. 

A  spirit  of  rivalry  actuates  each  company  to  be  first  at  the 
fire  and  to  do  the  most  where  their  services  are  needed,  and  I 
hope,  under  all  administrations,  their  efibrts  will  be  fully 
appreciated  and  recognized. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  Captains  T.  L.  Love 
and  H.  H.  Roberts  have  always  manifested  the  liveliest  inter- 
est in  the  department,  and  have  my  most  hearty  thanks  for 
their  able  support  to  me  since  I  have  held  the  office  of  Chief 
Engineer,  and,  in  retiring,  I  wish  to  say  that  no  better  Board 
of  Commissioners  could  be  selected  than  those  now  represent- 
ing the  five  fire  divisions  of  the  city.

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PvEPORT  OF  WATER-WORKS  COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April,  1887. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gextlemen  : — At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  and  the  term 
of  the  present  administration  we  deem  it  proper  that  we  should 
give  to  the  Board  a  resume  of  our  labors  for  nearly  two  years 
and  the  results  that  have  been  accomplished. 

For  several  years  previous  to  the  beginning  of  the  term  of 
the  present  administration  there  had  been  efforts  towards  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  water-works  for  the  city,  but  the 
interest  manifested  in  the  subject  by  one  Board  of  Aldermen 
was  generally  lost  by  the  election  of  another,  composed  usually 
of  new  and  different  elements.  When  the  present  Board  was 
elected,  in  1885,  there  was  the  usual  recurrence  of  interest  in 
the  subject,  and,  upon  the  submission  of  a  proposition  from 
Mr.  M.  Bowes  and  his  associates  to  supply  the  city  with  water, 
this  committee  was  appointed  and  commenced  its  labors.  The 
committee  submitted  a  report  at  the  meeting  on  December  4th, 
1885,  asking  to  be  continued  and  allowed  to  consider  other 
proj^ositions  that  might  come  before  them. 

After  considerable  correspondence  we  recommended  to  the 
Board,  on  February  5th,  1880,  that  the  committee  be  author- 
ized to  advertise  for  sealed  proposals.  Authority  being  given, 
we  issued  the  following  circular-letter: 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  14th,  1886. 
To  whom  it  may  concern: 

The  City  of  Raleigh  having  under  consideration  the  establishment  of  a 
system  of  water-works,  the  committee  who  have  the  subject  in  charge  take 
this  method  of  answering  the  many  inquiries  received  from  engineers  and 
contractors. 
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Tlie  committee  invite  proposals  as  follows: 

1st.  For  the  making  of  the  necessary  surveys,  specifications  and  estimates 
of  cost  for  a  system  of  water-works  to  be  erected  by  the  city. 

2d.  For  tiie  erection  of  water-works  to  belong  to  the  city  and  to  be  paid 
for,  at  completion,  in  cash,  the  system  to  be  specified  by  the  bidder,  and  all 
surveys  to  be  made  at  his  expense. 

3d.  For  the  erection  of  water-works  to  belong  to  the  city  and  to  be  paid 
for,  at  completion,  in  bonds  of  the  city,  secured  by  mortgage  on  the  works, 
to  bear  six  per  cent,  interest,  and  to  run  thirty  years,  the  bidder  to  specify 
system,  and  the  surveys  to  be  at  his  expense. 

4th.  For  the  erection  of  water-works  to  be  owrted  and  operated  by  the 
builders  under  an  exclusive  franchise  from  the  city  for  the  term  of  ten 
years,  the  city  to  rent  a  stipulated  number  of  hydrants  for  fire  and  city 
purposes  at  a  stipulated  annual  rental,  and  to  be  permitted  to  purchase  the 
works  at  the  end  of  the  franchise  period  at  a  stipulated  price.  The  bidder 
to  specify  the  system  to  be  used,  the  miniiiuim  number  and  annual  cost  of 
hydrants  the  city  would  be  required  to  rent,  and  to  submit  schedule  of 
maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for  private  consumption.  Surveys  to  be 
made  at  expense  of  bidder.  ■ 

The  committee  tiiiuk  it  proper  to  state  that  no  authority  has  yet  been 
granted  to  the  city  to  issue  bonds  for  the  establishment  of  water-works;  but 
if  the  city  should  conclude  to  own  the  works,  the  necessary  legislation  will 
be  applied  for  at  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  .January,  1887. 

The  information  now  sought  by  the  committee  is  needed  to  enable  the 
city  to  determine  the  method  it  shall  adopt.  If  it  should  conclude  to 
adopt  the  plan  contemplated  in  the  4th  invitation,  as  above,  the  contract 
may  be  immediately  executed.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemex  : — In  pursuance  of  instructions  given  at  your 
last  meeting,  your  Committee  on  Water-works  appointed  a 
subcommittee  consisting  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men Leach  and  Moring  to  visit  and  inspect  the  water  supply 
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systems  of  various  towns  and  cities,  and  to  gather  such  infor- 
mation as  they  might  be  able  to  obtain  which  would  assist 
your  committee  in  reaching  a  conclusion  upon  what  is  the  best 
system  to  be  adopted  for  our  city. 

The  subcommittee,  by  visits  to  various  cities  in  the  North- 
ern and  Eastern  States,  and  by  correspondence  with  authori- 
ties in  various  Southern  cities,  obtained  much  and  valuable 
information  which  will  be  useful  to  your  Board  in  providing 
a  water  supply  for  the  City  of  Raleigh.  As  a  part  hereof,  we 
herewith  submit  their  report,  which  has  been  accepted  and 
adopted  by  us.  We  concur  in  their  recommendations,  and 
have  prepared  and  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved  1.  That  tlie  establishment  of  a  system  of  water-works  for  the 
City  of  Raleigh  is  a  necessity  which  cannot  longer  be  disregarded. 

Resolved  2.  That  tiie  Committee  on  Water-works  be  and  they  ai'e  here- 
by empowered  to  employ  a  competent  engineer  to  make  the  necessary  sur- 
veys and  measurements,  to  ascertain  the  various  elevations,  sources  of  water 
supply  and  available  water-powers  in  the  vicinity  of  Kaleigh,  and  to  fur- 
nish plans,  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  erection  of  a  water-works 
system. 

Resolved  8.  That  when  tii^  necessary  information  shall  have  been 
obtained,  the  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  invite  proposals  for  the 
building  of  the  water-woi-ks  according  to  the  specifications  furnished  and 
under  the  supervision  of  an  engineer  appointed  by  the  city,  the  works  to 
be  owned  and  operated  by  the  builders,  inider  an  exclusive  franchise  from 
the  city  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  the  city  to  rent  a  stipulated  number  of 
hydrants  for  fire  and  city  purposes  at  a  stipulated  annual  rental,  and  to  be 
permitted  to  purciiase  tiie  works  at  the  end  of  the  franchise  period  at  a 
stipulated  price,  and  the  builders  to  agree  to  a  schedule  of  maximum  rates 
to  be  charged  for  private  consumption. 

Resolved  4.  That  the  committee  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  invite 
proposals  for  tiie  sale  of  water-powers,  sources  of  water  supply  and  build- 
ing sites  to  the  city  or  its  assigns.

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REPORT  OF  SUBCOMMITTEE  ON  WATER-WORKS. 

To  the  Special  Committee  of 

Board  of  Aldermen  on  Water-worls  : 

The  undersigned,  your  subcommittee,  appointed  to  collect 
and  report  information  on  the  subject  of  water-works  in  other 
towns  and  cities,  respectfully  report  that,  after  obtaining,  by 
correspondence  with  the  authorities  of  various  Southern  cities 
and  towns,  information  concerning  their  systems,  your  com- 
mittee, believing  that  they  could  gain  more  valuable  informa- 
tion, and  at  less  expense,  by  a  personal  visit  to  Northern  and 
Eastern  towns  and  cities  than  to  those  in  Southern  States, 
visited  and  inspected  the  operation  of  water-works  in  Norfolk, 
Va.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  Boston,  Wakefield,  Brookline,  Revere, 
Watertown,  Stoneham  and  Brightf)n,  in  Massachusetts,  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  and  East  Orange  and  Bloomfield,  New  Jer- 
sey. We  submit,  in  as  succinct  and  condensed  a  form  as 
possible,  the  information  we  gathered: 

From  Montgomery,  Alabama,  the  Mayor  writes  that  a 
company  of  Boston  capitalists  are  putting  in  works  costing 
$300,000,  using  a  stand-pipe  supplied  from  artesian  wells,  the 
capacity  of  which  is  6,000,000  gallons  per  day;  are  changing 
from  direct  pumping  system. 

From  Augusta,  Georgia,,  the  superintendent  of  water-works 
writes  that  the  water  is  derived  from  the  Savannah  river, 
seven  miles  distant,  and  carried  by  canal  to  a  settling  basin 
with  storage  capacity  of  100,000,000  gallons.  This  basin  is 
connected  with  two  pumping  stations  by  conduit  pipes  30 
inches  in  diameter;  pumping  capacity  8,000,000  gallons  per 
day.  From  pumps  the  water  is  carried  by  a  20-inch  main  to 
a  stand-pipe  from  which  16-inch  mains  run  through  the  city, 
tapped  by  10,  12  and  6-inch  pipes.  Worthington  &  Co.  and 
R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.  pumps  are  used.  If  elevation  could  be 
had,  would  have  reservoir. 
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From  Atlanta,  Georgia,  the  Mayor  writes  that  the  objection 
to  their  present  system,  which  is  direct  pumping,  is  that  the 
water  is  too  miiddy.  The  storage  reservoir  is  formed  by 
earthen  dam  running  across  the  valley,  and  storra-water, 
which  is  always  muddy,  runs  into  it,  mixing  with  the  clearer 
,water  from  the  river;  think  of  changing  the  reservoir  to  a 
diiferent  locality. 

From  Savannah,  Georgia,  the  superintendent  writes  that 
thev  use  stand-pipe  for  regulation  of  pressure;  get  water  from 
Savannah  river,  delivered  by  Worthington  Compound  Pump, 
5,000,000  capacity,  40  pounds  service  pressure  and  100  pounds 
fire  pressure.     Capacity  of  stand-pipe  is  200,000  gallons. 

From  Mobile  the  executive  officer  writes  that  they  use 
stand-pipe,  Blake  Pump;  mains  are  from  10  to  3  inches;  sup- 
ply is  inadequate  on  account  of  small  mains,  and  the  city  is 
casting  about  for  the  adoption  of  a  different  system. 

From  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  the  Mayor  writes  that  the 
gravity  or  reservoir  system  is  used;  have  double  reservoir, 
with  capacity  something  over  1,000,000  gallons;  formerly 
the  supply  was  sufficient,  but  is  now  inadequate;  Worthing- 
ton Pump  at  Santee  river.  For  present  needs  the  capacity 
of  reservoir  and  pumps  should  be  double. 

From  Xew  Brunswick,  Xew  Jersey,  the  superintendent  of 
the  water-works  writes  that  the  reservoir  system  is  used ;  ele- 
vation of  reservoir  130  feet;  daily  consumption  1,000,000  gal- 
lons; 21  miles  of  pipe,  16  to  4-inch ;  152  fire-hydrants  used  by 
the  city,  for  which  it  pays  $7,740  per  annum;  receipts,  $43,- 
949.75;  expenditures,  $11,364.27;  cost  of  works,  $460,000. 

At  Norfolk,  Virginia,  which  the  committee  visited,  the 
direct  or  Holly  system  is  used;  have  been  using  12-inch  main, 
which  was  found  insufficient  for  fire  service  for  present  popu- 
lation, and  are  substituting  24-inch  main,  which  is  said  to  be 
sufficient  for  50,000  population.  There  are  three  pumping 
stations,  the  principal  and  nearest  being  five  miles  from  the 
city.     This  was  first  built,  and  when  its  supply  was  found 
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insufficient,  a  second  and  subsequently  a  third  were  built. 
From  these  the  water  is  pumped  into  the  first  station,  where 
there  are  two  settling  reservoirs,  one  of  7,000,000  gallons  and 
the  other  of  3,000,000  gallons  capacity.  While  the  water  is 
settling  in  one  reservoir  the  water  is  pumped  to  the  city  from 
the  other.  The  pumping  is  done  at  present  by  a  Worthing- 
ton  Compound  Duplex  Pump  of  2,000,000  gallons  capacity, 
lifting  1,250,000  gallons  into  the  city  daily,  with  55  pounds 
steam  pressure  and  25  pounds  water  pressure  on  pipes,  the 
regulator  showing  variation  of  from  20  to  30  pounds;  2,600 
pounds  of  coal  consumed  daily.  They  are  putting  in  a  new 
Gaskell  Pump  of  5,000,000  gallons  capacity,  which  will  cost, 
when  completed,  $25,000.  The  cost  of  the  present  pump 
(Worthington,  2,000,000  gallons  capacity)  was  about  S8,000. 
The  committee  were  informed  that  a  first-class  expert  engineer 
would  be  required  to  run  the  Gaskell  Pump,  and  that  the  strain 
upon  the  plumbing  would  be  very  severe.  The  system  does 
not  give  satisfaction  at  present.  The  city  owns  the  works, 
which  cost  about  $700,000.  Competent  authority  recom- 
mended to  the  committee  that  in  contracting  for  water-works 
the  city  should  rent  hydrants  instead  of  owning  the  works. 
Hydrants  should  not  rent  for  more  than  $65  each  per  year. 
The  running  expenses  of  the  water-works  at  Norfolk  are  from 
$14,000  to  $16,000  per  annum. 

In  Baltimore  the  committee  consulted  with  competent  per- 
sons, who  advised  the  committee  to  recommend  that  the  reser- 
voir system  be  used  here  if  possible,  and  that,  if  sufficient  ele- 
vation could  not  be  had,  a  stand-pipe  be  erected  on  highest 
elevation.  They  asserted  that  a  reservoir  forty  feet  above  our 
highest  elevation  would  give  sufficient  pressure  for  domestic 
purposes,  and  placed  seventy-five  feet  above  sueh  highest  ele- 
vation would  give  pressure  adequate  for  fire  purposes;  that  a 
12-inch  pipe  was  sufficient  to  supply  a  city  of  30,000  popula- 
tion, and  no  main,  should  be  less  than  four  inches.  They 
further  stated  that  a  stand-pipe  25x100  feet  could  be  built  for 
about  S8,000,  and  that  stand-pipes  were  growing  in  popular 
favor. 
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At  Wakefield,  Mass.,  one  station,  which  the  committee  vis- 
ited, supplies  the  towns  of  Wakefield  and  Stoneham,  which 
are  adjacent,  and  the  joint  population  of  which  is  about 
12,500.  Stand-pipe  system  is  used;  the  top  of  stand-pipe  is 
234  feet  above  the  pumping  station,  is  of  500,000  gallons 
capacity,  and  is  supplied  by  a  Compound  Duplex  Knowles 
Pump,  1,000,000  gallons  capacity,  from  a  spring  lake,  with 
60  lbs.  of  steam,  requiring  254  pounds  of  coal  per  hour,  and 
a  water  pressure  of  93  pounds;  72,000  gallons  of  water  are 
raised  per  hour,  through  12-ineh  main.  The  pump  runs  5 
hours  per  day  and  supplies  the  two  towns.  The  town  mains 
are  10,  8,  6  and  4-inch,  with  f-inch  pipe  from  the  mains  to 
dwellings.  The  consumption  is  425,000  gallons  per  day. 
The  stand-pipe  cost  -$11,500.  I'rivate  citizens  informed  us 
that  owing  to  the  great  height  of  stand-pipe  above  the  town 
the  pressure  is  so  great  that  fire  hose  is  frequently  burst.  The 
works  are  owned  by  a  private  corporation. 

At  Brookline,  Mass.,  which  the  committee  visited,  a  stand- 
pipe  is  used,  at  an  elevation  above  the  pump  of  185  feet.  The 
stand-pipe  is  30  feet  in  height  and  50  feet  in  diameter,  and  is 
supplied  by  a  Compound  Duplex  Blake  Pump,  of  1,500,000 
capacity;  main  pipe  is  12-inch  diameter.  Population  about 
10,000.  The  pump  runs  four  hours  per  day,  and  4,800  pounds 
of  coal  are  consumed  every  24  hours.  The  works  cost  about 
$80,000  for  special  high  pressure  service. 

At  Brighton*,  Mass.,  which  the  committee  visited,  there  is 
a  special  high  service  station  from  which  watei"  is  pumped 
from  the  main  (which  supplies  the  principal  part  of  the  town) 
to  very  elevated  points  by  a  Worthington  high  pressure  engine 
and  pump,  requiring  80  pounds  of  coal  per  hour,  whereas  if 
compound  pump  were  used,  one-third  less  coal  would  be 
required.  Thirty  pounds  of  steam-pressure  required  to  pump 
against  25  pounds  of  pressure  in  the  main;  water  pressure  in 
high  service  main  increases  to  65  pounds  in  order  to  raise  to 
necessary  height.  The  engine  has  been  running  nine  years 
without  any  expense  for  repairs. 
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At  Revere,  Mass.,  which  the  committee  visited,  the  grav- 
ity or  reservoir  system  is  used.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoir 
is  1,500,000  gallons  and  cost  about  $7,000.  The  water 
is  supplied  from  75  driven  wells,  in  a  valley,  the  average 
depth  of  which  is  75  feet.  One  Knowles  Compound  Duplex 
Pump  of  1,000,000  gallons  capacity  is  used  and  runs  from 
four  to  five  hours  per  day  during  two  or  three  days  per  w-eek. 
For  each  run  about  800  pounds  of  coal  are  required.  The 
two  towns  of  Revere  and  Winthrop  are  supplied  from  the 
station.  The  joint  population  is  about  8,000  ;  Revere  pays 
$2,750  for  fire  supply,  and  Winthrop  $2,000.  For  each 
additional  hydrant  used  the  towns  pay  $50. 

At  Watertown,  Mass.,  visited  by  the  committee,  Avater  is 
derived  from  Charles  river  through  filtering  gallery  and 
pumped  to  a  stand-pipe,  40  x  40  feet,  by  one  Dean  Compound 
Condensing  Pump  of  1,000,000  gallons  capacity,  with  one 
Auxiliary  Direct  Acting  Pump  of  500,000  gallons  capacity. 
The  pump  runs  about  six  hours  every  other  day,  and  1,500 
pounds  of  coal  are  consumed  each  run  ;  with  70  pounds  of 
steam  the  water  pressure  is  80  to  87  pounds  on  14-inch  main. 
The  town  has  a  population  of  about  6,000,  and  is  supplied 
with  19  miles  of  14  to  4-inch  mains.  The  town  uses  130 
hydrants,  at  an  annual  cost  of  $6,000;  for  each  additional 
hydrant,  at  -^-^  mile  extension,  the  cost  is  $35  per  annum. 

The  filtering  gallery  used  at  Watertown  is  17J^  feet  deep, 
15  feet  wdde,  arched  cement  and  brick  covering,  150  feet  long, 
and  connecting  by  a  gallery  three  feet  wide  with  another  at 
right  angles,  up  the  river,  170  feet  long. 

At  Brooklyn,  New  York,  visited  by  the  committee,  driven 
wells  are  used.  There  are  two  gangs  of  50  each,  2-inch  bore, 
connected  by  a  12-iuch  wrought-iron  pipe.  Two  Knowles 
Compound  Duplex  Pumps,  each  of  5,000,000  gallons  capac- 
ity, run  by  60-horse  power  boilers.  Steam  pressure  of  80 
pounds  is  required;  pumping  is  done  against  no  water  pres- 
sure. To  pump  7,000,000  gallons  per  day  5,100  pounds  of 
coal  are  required.  Both  pumps  have  been  running  night  and 
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day  for  four  years  without  break.  This  supply  from  the 
driven  wells  is  supplemental  to  the  main  aqueduct  and  is  inex- 
haustible. The  water  is  very  palatable  and  its  temperature 
52°  F. 

East  Orange  and  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  visited  by  the  com- 
mittee, use  the  Holly  system,  with  Gaskell  Crank  and  Fly 
Wheel  Engine  and  pump,  compound  condensing  duplex.  An 
Auxiliary  AVorthington  Direct  Acting  Pump  of  1,000,000 
gallons  capacity  is  used,  which  requires  50  per  cent,  more 
coal  than  the  compound.  The  water  is  supplied  from  a  dug 
well  52  feet  in  diameter  and  20  feet  deep.  The  pumps  run 
night  and  day,  requiring  1,600  pounds  of  coal  per  24  hours 
run.  The  direct  pressure  is  73  pounds  (average).  The  con- 
sumption is  about  500,000  gallons  per  day.  The  suction 
pipe  is  12  inches  and  the  two  discharge  pipes  are  8-inch  diam- 
eter. Forty  miles  of  12  to  4-inch  pipes  supply  the  towns. 
The  two  towns  rent  300  hydrants  at  $60  a  year  each.  The 
joint  population  of  the  towns  is  about  16,000. 

In  addition  to  the  inspection  made  by  the  committee  of 
water-works  at  the  various  places  visited,  the  committee  also 
carefully  collated  and  have  in  their  possession  information 
and  data  relating  to  the  operation,  cost,  schedule  of  domestic 
rates,  &c.,  of  a  great  number  of  systems  in  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  United  States.  The  committee  did  not  confine 
their  inquiries  to  experts  and  officers  of  Avater-works,  but 
were  careful  to  interview  city  and  town  oflBcials  and  private 
citizens  upon  the  merits  of  the  respective  systems  and  obtained 
many  and  disinterested  views  upon  the  subject. 

After  collecting  all  the  information  within  their  reach  in 
the  limited  time  at  their  disposal,  your  committee  remain  of- 
the  opinion  heretofore  expressed  to  the  Board,  which  is  that 
if  sufficient  elevation  can  be  obtained  for  a  reservoir  to  furnish 
adequate  tire  pressure,  the  gravity  or  reservoir  system  is  the 
best  and  most  economical,'and  best  suited  to  the  needs  of  our 
city.  Though  costing  more  at  the  beginning,  its  operation  is 
more  economical  than  other  systems,  and,  in  the  end,  it  would 
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be  cheaper.  Whether  or  not  such  elevation  can  he  had  in  the 
vicinity  of  Raleigh  your  committee  is  not  fully  advised,  and 
could  express  no  definite  opinion  without  the  aid  of  careful 
measurements. 

In  the  absence  of  sufficient  natural  elevation  for  a  reservoir, 
your  committee  are  inclined  to  an  artificial  metal  reservoir, 
which  could,  at  a  comparatively  reasonable  cost,  be  built  to  a 
sufficient  height  to  furnish  fire  pressure.  Connections  could 
be  made  so  that  the  pressure  could  be  had  directly  from  the 
pumps,  through  the  mains,  in  case  of  any  extraordinary 
demands  for  fire  purposes. 

Your  committee  would  ask  that  they  be  allowed  to  invite 
sealed  proposals  for  the  sale  to  the  city,  or  its  assigns,  of  the 
various  water-powers  and  elevated  sites  that  may  be  thought 
available  for  the  purposes  of  water-works;  and  further,  to 
employ,  when  they  deem  it  necessary,  a  competent  engineer  to 
make  measurements  and  siu'veys  and  ascertain  the  elevations 
and  sources  of  water  supply,  and  to  furnish  necessary  plans 
and  specifications. 

The  committee  think  that  it  is  j^racticahle,  at  the  present 
time,  to  have  a  water  supply  adequate  for  the  needs  of  our 
present  and  future  population,  at  a  reasonable  cost  and  with- 
out any  material  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation.  The  requi- 
site material  and  machinery  being  cheap,  and  contractors  in 
the  Northern  cities  finding  business  dull  and  money  idle  and 
obtainable  at  easy  rates,  we  are  of  opinion  that  no  more  aus- 
picious time  could  be  found  than  the  present  for  entering  into 
a  contract  for  a  water  supply,  which  our  people  demand  and 
which  we  must,  in  a  short  time,  provide  for  our  city. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that,  in  contracting  for 
a  water  supply,  an  exclusive  franchise  should  be  granted  to 
some  private  corporation  or  individuals  to  erect  and  own  the 
works  and  rent  to  the  citv  a  stipulated  number  of  hydrants  at 
an  agreed  price,  with  the  option  of  purchase  by  the  city  at  the 
end  of  a  stipulated  period,  the  contractors  to  furnish  a  sched- 
ule of  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for  private  consumption.

In  lieu  of  the  committee's  suggestion  to  employ  an  engineer 
to  make  a  complete  set  of  plans  and  specifications  under 
which  to  invite  bids,  the  following  resolutions  \vere  adopted  : 

Resolved  1.  That  the  establis'.iment  of  a  system  of  water-works  for  the 
City  of  Raleigh  is  a  necessity  which  cannot  longer  be  disregarded. 

Resolved  2.  That  the  Committee  on  Water-works  be  and  they  are  hereby 
empowered  to  employ  a  competent  engineer  to  make  the  necessary  snrveys 
and  measurements,  to  ascertain  the  various  elevations,  sonrces  of  water 
supply,  and  available  water-powers  in  the  vicinity  of  Raleigh. 

Resolved  3.  That  the  committee  is  hereby  authorized  to  invite  proposals 
for  building  the  water- works  on  the  following  plans,  viz.: 

1.  The  works  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  builders  under  an  exclu- 
sive franchise  from  the  city  for  a  term  of  twenty  years,  and  that  the  city 
be  permitted  to  purchase  the  works  at  an  arbitrated  price  at  the  end  of  ten 
years,  or  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  to  the  end  of  the  franchise  period. 

2.  The  city  to  rent  during  the  franchise  period,  or  until  it  purchases  the 
works,  80  hydrants  for  fire  and  city  purposes,  at  a  stipulated  annual  rental. 

3.  The  builders  to  make  a  schedule  of  maximum  rates  to  be  charged  for 
private  consumption. 

4.  The  party  building  the  works  will  be  required  to  keep  at  all  times 
not  less  than  500,000  gallons  of  water  on  hand  in  stand-pipe  or  storage  res- 
ervoir, and  to  give  bond  to  cover  any  damage  arising  from  a  non-fulfillment 
of  this  requirement. 

5.  The  party  building  the  works  will  be  allowed  forty  days  to  begin  the 
work,  and  shall  push  it  to  completion  within  six  months. 
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6.  All  the  material  used  in  the  construction  of  the  works  to  be  of  the 
best  standard  make  and  quality  ;  the  main  pipe  to  be  cast-iron — largest 
12  inches,  smallest  4  inches  in  diameter;  the  pipe  to  stand  a  hydraulic 
pressure  of  300  pounds,  to  the  square  inch.  An  approved  certificate  must 
be  furnished  by  the  manufacturers  of  the  material  that  the  same  was  made 
by  them  and  is  of  their  best  quality. 

7.  All  proposals  must  name  the  manufacturers  of  pipe,  hydrants,  valves, 
pumps  and  all  material  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
works. 

8.  All  parties  shall  name  the  price  at  which  they  will  furnish  additional 
hydrants  which  may  be  needed 'for  the  use  of  the  city  in  addition  to  the 
above. 

9.  That  before  tiie  Board  shall  accept  any  proposition,  the  same  shall  be 
submitted  to  some  com])etent  person,  who  shall  decide  if  the  specifications 
are  properly  made  and  the  material  proposed  to  be  used  is  first-class;  and 
no  proposition  shall  be  accepted  until  specifications  and  material  are  cor- 
rect and  satisfactory. 

Resolved  4.  Tiiat  the  Water-works  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Fire  Commissioners,  be  and  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  locate 
and  determine  upon  the  number  of  fire-hydrants  necessary  for  the  present 
use  of  the  city. 

Resolved  5.  That  the  committee  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  invite 
proposals  for  the  sale  of  water-powers,  sources  of  water  supply  and  build- 
ing sites  to  the  city  or  its  assigns,  and  that  the  city  or  its  assigns  be  allowed 
three  months  in  which  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  of  the  propositions 
made. 

Under  authority  of  these  resolutions  the  com  mitt  ee  em- 
ployed Arthur  Winslow,  Esq.,  to  make  surveys  to  ascertain 
the  various  elevations  and  sources  of  water  supply  near  the 
city.     His  report  made  to  the  coiumittee  is  hereto  app^ended. 

We  also  issued  the  following  circular-letter: 

THE  CITY  OF  RALEIGH,  N.  C, 

invites  proposals  for  the  building  and  operating  a  system  of  water-works 
upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  works  to  be  owned  and  operated  by  the  builders  under  an  exclu- 
sive franchise  from  the  city  for  a  term  of  twenty  years,  the  city  to  be  per- 
mitted to  purchase  the  works  at  an  arbitrated  price  at  the  end  often  years 
or  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  to  the  end  of  the  franchise  period. 

2.  The  city  to  rent  during  the  franchise  period,  or  until  it  purchases  the 
works,  eighty  hydrants  for  fire  and  city  purposes  at  a  stipulated  annual 
rental. 
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3.  The  builders  to  furnisli  a  scliedule  of  maximiim  rates  to  be  cliarged 
for  private  consumption. 

4.  The  builders  will  be  required  to  keep  at  all  times  not  less  than  500,000 
gallons  of  water  on  hand  in  stand-pipe  or  storage  reservoir,  and  to  give 
bond  to  cover  any  damage  arising  from  a  non-fulfillment  of  this  require- 
ment. 

5.  The  builders  will  be  allowed  forty  days  from  date  of  awarding  the 
contract  to  begin  the  work,  and  shall  push  it  to  completion  within  six 
months. 

6.  All  the  material  used  in  the  construction  of  the  works  to  be  of  the 
best  standard  make  and  quality;  the  main  pipe  to  be  cast-iron — largest  12 
inches,  smallest  4  inches  in  diameter — and  to  stand  a  hydraulic  pressure  of 
300  pounds  to  tlie  square  inch. 

7.  All  proposals  must  name  the  manufacturers  of  pipes,  hydrants,  valves, 
pumps  and  all  material  proposed  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the 
works.  An  approved  certificate  to  be  furnished  by  the  manufacturers  of  the 
material  that  the  same  was  made  by  them  and  is  of  the  best  quality. 

8.  Bidders  must  name  the  price  at  which  they  will  furnish  additional 
hydrants  which  may  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  city  in  addition  to  the 
above,  and  the  terms  upon  which  the  mains  will  be  extended. 

The  proposed  location  of  the  hydrants  will  be  designated  to  bidders  upon 
application.  It  is  estimated  that  about  12  miles  of  12  to  4-inch  cast-iron 
mains  will  be  required  in  the  city  limits. 

All  proposals  must  be  sealed  and  addressed  to  the  undersigned  on  or 
before  the  9th  day  of  August,  1886.

Meanwhile  Mr.  N.  G.  Green  applied  to  the  Board  and 
obtained  permission  to  sink  test-wells,  with  a  view  of  supply- 
ing- the  city  with  water  by  what  is  known  as  the  "Gang  Well 
System." 

These  experiments,  conducted  without  expense  to  the  city, 
resulted  in  the  submitting  of  a  proposition  from  Mr.  Green, 
along  with  26  propositions  from  other  parties,  as  follows:

R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  will  build  works,  for  sale 
to  the  city  at  the  expiration  of  two  years,  for  the  sum  of 
$125,000. 

In  response  to  the  invitations,  the  committee  received  pro- 
posals for  the  sale  of  the  following  properties:  Whitaker's 
mill,  Crabtree  creek,  $13,000;  Dr.  Lewis's  pond,  on  Beaver 
Dam  creek,  $5,000;  Rogers's  mill,  Crabtree  creek,  $2,500; 
the  last  with  300  acres  of  land,  $12,000;  Jones  &  Powell's 
mill,  on  Walnut  creek,  $12,000;  Milburnie  water-power,  on 
Neuse  river,  $9,000.  Also  a  proposal  from  Major  R.  S. 
Tucker  to  sell  such  part  of  the  Camp  Mangum  property  as 
might  be  needed,  at  a  price  to  be  hereafter  agreed  upon. 
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Arthur  Winslow  was  employed  as  an  engineer  to  make 
necessary  surveys  and  measurements,  to  ascertain  the  various 
elevations,  sources  of  water  supply  and  available  water-pow- 
ers near  the  city.  His  report,  with  elevation  of  iaiportant 
points  and  the  volume  of  the  streams,  is  hereto  appended. 

After  carefully  considering  all  the  propositions  submitted, 
involving  almost  daily  and  nightly  sessions  for  nearly  three 
weeks,  the  committee  reported  in  favor  of  the  "gang  well" 
system,  provided  assurances  could  be  given  satisfactory  to  the 
committee  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  suitable  water  could  be 
obtained  by  this  system.  Upon  the  failure  of  satisfactory 
assurances,  the  committee  asked  leave  to  withdraw  that  recom- 
mendation, and  reported  in  favor  of  the  "National  Water- 
works Construction  Company,"  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  proposing 
to  furnish  water  from  Walnut  creek. 

On  September  9th,  1886,  the  Board  voted  to  refer  the  mat- 
ter of  the  purity  of  the  water  proposed  to  be  furnished  to  the 
County  Board  of  Health. 

After  considerable  delay,  arising  from  a  difference  of  opin- 
ion between  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
to  make  the  necessary  investigations  and  this  committee  as  to 
the  scope  of  their  investigations,  the  Board  of  Health  submit- 
ted an  elaborate  and  exhaustive  report,  which  is  hereto 
appended. 

This  report  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on 
November  5th,  1886,  with  a  renewal  of  this  committee's 
recommendation  that  the  proposition  of  the  National  Water- 
works Construction  Company  be  accepted.  At  this  meeting 
a  substitute  was  offered  in  the  nature  of  a  new  proposition 
from  one  of  the  former  bidders,  which  was  opposed  by  this 
committee  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  so  advantageous  to 
the  city  as  the  one  they  had  recommended,  and  that  it  was  a 
violation  of  good  faith  with  all  the  other  bidders  who  had  put 
in  sealed  bids  three  months  previous. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  held  on  the  9th  of  November, 
1886,  the  substitute  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  the  recom- 
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mendation  of  this  committee  was  adopted,  and  the  committee 
were  instructed  to  agree  upon  the  terms  of  a  contract  with  the 
National  Water-works  Construction  Company,  of  Dayton, 
Ohio. 

On  the  11th  day  of  November,  1886,  the  following  ordi- 
nance, reported  by  the  committee,  was  adopted : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

PROVIDING  FOR  A  SUPPLY  OF  WATER  TO  THE  CITY  OF  RALEIGH  AND 
ITS  INHABITANTS,  AUTHORIZING  THE  NATIONAL  WATER-WORKS  CON- 
STRUCTION COMPANY  TO  CONSTRUCT  AND  MAINTAIN  WATER-WORKS, 
CONTRACTING  WITH  THE  NATIONAL  WATER-WORKS  CONSTRUCTION 
COMPANY  FOR  A  SUPPLY'  OF  WATER  FOR  PUBLIC  USES,  AND  GIV- 
ING  SAID    CITY    THE   OPTION    TO    PURCHASE   SAID    WORKS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  in  the 
manner  following — that  is  to  say: 

Section  1.  The  privilege  hereby  granted  to  the  National  Water-works 
Construction  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  to  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  twenty 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  to  construct  and  maintain,  within 
and  near  the  City  of  Raleigh,  water-works  for  supplying  the  said  city  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  of  the  adjacent  municipalities  and  territory, 
with  water  for  public  and  private  uses,  and  to  use  the  streets,  alleys,  side- 
walks and  public  grounds,  and  the  rivers,  streams  and  bridges  of  the  City 
of  Raleigh,  within  its  present  and  future  corporate  limits,  for  placing,  taking 
up  and  repairing  mains,  hydrants  and  other  structures  and  devices  requisite 
for  the  service  of  water. 

Sec.  2.  The  source  of  supply  shall  be  taken  from  Walnut  creek  and  its 
vicinity  and  from  a  point  near  what  is  now  known  as  Rhatnkatte  road, 
above  any  possible  source  of  contamination  from  sewage,  and  conducted  in 
pipes  to  Jones's  mill-site:  Provided,  that  if  the  said  Walnut  creek  should 
at  any  time  fail  to  furnish  a  supply  of  water  adequate  for  the  demands  of 
the  city,  the  said  National  Water- works  Company  shall  provide  an  addi- 
tional supply  from  some  other  source,  to  be  approved  by  the  health  officer 
of  the  city  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  There  shall  be  built,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  pond  or  reservoir,  a  cemented  cist'Crn  of  such  size  and  capacity 
as  to  furnish  two  million  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  of  clear  water.  In 
addition  to  said  cistern  there  shall  be  placed  a  system  of  Hyatt  filtration, 
through  which  the  water  for  domestic  uses  shall  pass  for  the  further  puri- 
fication of  the  water.  Said  water  shall  be  clear  in  appearance,  and,  by 
analysis,  show  a  water  at  all  times  suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes  and 
free  from  any  injurious  substance.  Said  pond  or  reservoir  shall  be  cleaned 
and  the  banks  kept  in  such  condition  as  to  give  the  best  results  in  prevent- 
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ing,  as  far  as  possible,  tlie  water  from  being  injured  by  decomposition  or 
other  impurities. 

(1).  The  pump-house  sliail  be  of  stone  or  brick  of  ample  size  to 
accommodate  the  machinery  of  the  said  Water-works  Company,  and  there 
shall  be  two  Duplex  Compound  Condensing  Pumping  Engines  of  modern 
and  appropriate  style,  manufactured  by  the  Smith  &  Vaile  Company,  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  of  good  efficiency,  having  an  aggregate  pumping  capacity  of 
two  million  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours,  at  a  piston  speed  of  ninety  feet 
per  minute,  with  two  suitable  boilers  set  in  brick  arch  and  of  a  size  to  sup- 
ply the  steam  for  the  pumping  engines. 

(2).  There  shall  also  be  placed  in  said  pump-house  two  Duplex  Power 
Pumps,  manufactured  by  the  Smith  &  Vaile  Company,  of  a  size  capable  of 
supplying  two  million  gallons  of  water  in  twenty-four  hours,  at  a  piston 
speed  of  ninety  feet  per  minute,  and  connected  by  shafts  and  gears  to  water- 
wheels,  only  to  be  operated  when  the  supply  of  water  in  the  reservoir  is 
ample,  so  as  not  to  endanger  the  supply  for  the  city's  requirements. 

Sec.  3.  As  a  part  of  the  water-works  system  there  shall  be  built  a  water- 
tower  with  an  iron  or  steel  reservoir  holding  100,000  gallons  of  water,  30  feet 
in  depth,  placed  on  an  octagonal  stone  and  brick  tower  built  to  an  elevation 
of  eighty  feet  above  the  level  of  the  street  at  the  intersection  of  Morgan 
and  Fayetteville  streets,  the  lower  course  of  said  reservoir  or  tank  to  be 
not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and  to  taper  in  courses  to 
not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  thickness  at  the  top,  the  tower  to 
be  built  of  stone  to  a  height  of  thirty  (30)  feet,  with  walls  three  (3)  feet  in 
thickness.  The  walls  above  the  stone  are  to  be  of  brick  thirty  (30)  inches 
thick  at  the  bottom  and  tapered  to  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  inches  in  thick- 
ness at  the  top,  and  to  be  both  substantial  and  ornamental,  the  reservoir  to 
be  encased  with  wood,  with  a  space  therein  for  the  circulation  of  air.  The 
roof  of  the  reservoir  to  be  suitable  and  ornamental,  of  an  octagonal  form. 
An  iron  balcony  to  extend  around  the  base  of  the  reservoir  and  connected 
by  stairs  to  the  base  of  the  tower,  the  stairs  to  be  inside  the  tower,  except 
the  upper  length,  which  is  to  be  of  iron  and  on  the  outside  of  the  tower. 
The  foundation  to  be  of  stone,  and  all  parts  to  be  substantially  built,  with 
estimates  made  on  a  factor  of  safety  of  not  less  than  four  (4)  in  both  com- 
pression and  strain.  A  space  to  be  fitted  up  for  the  keeping  of  a  hose  cart 
inside  the  tower,  to  be  free  for  the  use  of  the  city  for  this  purpose  during 
the  term  of  this  ordinance.  There  shall  be  connected  to  this  reservoir  an 
electrical  alarm  to  indicate  at  the  pump-house  when  the  reservoir  is  full  of 
water,  also  to  give  an  alarm  when  the  water  is  drawn  to  a  depth  often  (10) 
feet,  when  the  pumping  shall  commence. 

There  shall  also  be  provided  a  float-gauge  attached  to  the  indicator  on 
the  outside  of  the  tank,  to  designate  at  all  times  plainly  the  depth  of  water 
in  the  tank.  Said  reservoir  to  be  connected  to  the  street  mains  by  a  twelve 
(12)-inch  pipe,  in  which  pipe  shall  be  placed  a  valve  which,  in  case  of  an 
emergency,  can  be  closed,  thus  allowing  an  increased  pressure  to  be  carried 
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on  the  street  mains,  said  pressure  to  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  or  other 
official  authorized  by  tlie  Board  of  Aldermen:  Provided,  however,  that  this 
ordinance  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  National  Water-works  Construc- 
tion Company,  the  Raleigh  Water  Company  or  other  assigns  of  said 
National  Water-works  Construction  Company,  and  the  trustee  in  any  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  made  by  said  Raleigh  Water-works  Company,  and 
the  sureties  on  the  bond  filed  by  the  National  Water-works  Construction 
Company  shall  consent,  by  writing  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  to  said  amend- 
ment to  the  ordinance  of  November  11th,  1886. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  mains  used  in  the  said  construction  shall  be  of  the  best 
quality  of  cast-iron,  made  by  R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  or 
other  standard  makes,  and  tested  at  their  place  of  manufacture  under  a 
hydrostatic  pressure  of  300  pounds  to  the  square  inch  and  coated  with 
Prof  Angus  Smith's  coal-tar  varnish.  They  shall  also  be  of  suitable  size  to 
furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  present  and  future  requirements 
of  the  city,  ranging  from  14  inches  diameter  to  not  less  than  four  (4) 
inches  internal  diameter,  as  follows,  approximately:

The  fire-hydrants  used  shall  be  of  a  kind  known  as  "  Mathews'  Double- 
opening  Fire-Hydrants,"  or  other  standard  make  approved  by  the  Water- 
works Committee,  the  valves  known  as  the  Eddy  Valve,  both  manufactured 
by  Messrs.  R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  or  other  standard  make. 

The  pumping  machinery  as  made  by  the  Smith  &  Vaile  Company,  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  shall  be  fully  guaranteed  to  discharge  six  one-inch  nozzle 
streams,  using  fifty  feet  of  22-lnch  rubber  hose,  taken  from  six  separate 
hydrants  located  in  the  business  part  of  the  city  to  a  height  of  100  feet,  or 
its  equivalent  in  pressure,  from  the  mouth  of  said  hyc^i'ants  and  to  continue 
said  streams  any  length  of  time  required. 

Sec.  5.  The  National  Water-works  Construction  Company  shall  com- 
mence in  good  faith  the  construction  of  said  water-works  within  forty  days 
from  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  use  all  due 
diligence  in  the  construction  in  all  its  parts,  so  that  said  works  shall  be  in 
operation  within  six  months  from  the  commencement  of  said  works.  But 
any  delay  caused  by  injunction  or  order  of  court,  or  from  causes  beyond 
the  control  of  said  Water-works  Company,  shall  work  an  extension  of  time 
for  the  loss  of  time  so  occasioned.  Said  Water-works  Company  shall  set 
and  connect  to  the  system  of  street  mains,  by  a  suitable  size  of  cast-iron 
pipe,  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  Mathews'  Double-opening  Fire- 
Hydrants,  or  other  standard  make  appnwed    by  the    Water- works   Com- 
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niittee,  eiglity  of  which  shall  be  located  at  such  points  as  specified  by  list 
attached  and  shown  by  bine  print  of  the  City  of  Raleigh,  prepared  by 
Arthur  Winsiow,  Esq.,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  the  bal- 
ance at  such  points  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Water-works  Committee 
on  the  required  line  of  mains  as  shown  by  said  blue  print.  Said  street 
mains  shall  be  located  and  laid  on  such  streets  as  to  give  the  best  protec- 
tion from  fire  by  furnishing  each  of  said  120  fire-hydrants  with  a  proper 
supply  of  water,  and  at  the  same  time  giving  access  to  as  many  consumers 
as  possible  on  the  line  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  6.  All  mains  shall  be  so  located  and  laid  as  not  to  interfere  unneces- 
sarily with  any  pipes,  mains,  conduits  and  sewers  existing  at  the  time  of 
such  location  and  laying.  There  shall  be  no  unreasonable  or  unnecessary 
obstruction  of  the  streets,  alleys,  side-walks  or  public  grounds  of  the  said 
citv  by  said  Water-works  Company,  in  constructing  the  said  works,  or  in 
placing,  taking  up  or  repairing  any  mains,  hydrants,  or  other  structure  or 
devices  requisite  for  the  service  of  water,  and  the  said  Water-works  Com- 
pany, after  using  the  said  streets,  alleys,  side-walks  and  public  grounds, 
shall  restore  the  same,  in  a  reasonable  time,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  to 
their  former  condition,  and  shall  hold  the  said  city  harmless  from  any  and 
all  damages  arising  from  negligence  or  mismanagement  of  said  Water- 
works Company  or  its  employees  in  constructing,  extending  or  operating 
said  works. 

In  all  street  excavations,  the  said  Water-works  Company  shall  keep  red 
danger-lights  burning  at  night  along  the  line  of  the  same,  at  least  one 
light  to  every  150  feet,  and  shall  erect  and  maintain  sufficient  barricades 
at  the  ends  of  said  excavations.  The  said  city  shall  furnish  to  the  said 
Water-works  Company  the  established  grade  of  the  streets  where  said 
street  mains  are  to  be  laid  within  twenty  days  after  such  request  is  made, 
and  if  the  city  shall  change  the  grade  of  said  streets  or  alleys  after  the 
pipes  are  laid,  and  such  change  of  grade  shall  necessitate  the  relaying  of 
said  street  mains,  then  said  pipes  shall  be  relaid  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
Water-works  Company. 

Sec.  7.  In  consideration  of  tiie  benefits  which  will  be  derived  by  the 
said  city  and  its  inhabitants  from  the  construction  and  operation  of  said 
water-works,  and  in  further  consideration  of  the  water  supply  hereby 
secured  for  public  use,  and  as  the  inducement  for  the  said  grantees  to  enter 
upon  the  construction  of  the  said  water-works,  the  franchise  and  license 
hereby  granted  to  and  vested  in  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  term  of  twenty  years,  subject  to  the 
right  of  purchase  in  this  ordinance  contained,  and  subject  to  the  forfeiture 
hereinbefore  provided;  and  for  the  same  consideration  and  as  the  same 
inducement,  the  City  of  Raleigh  hereby  rents  of  the  said  grantees,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  uses  hereinafter  mentioned,  the  one  hundred 
and  twenty  hydrants  hereinbefore  provided  for  and  during  the  term  of 
twenty   years  from   the  completion   of  the  said   works,   and    the  City  of 
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Raleigh  agrees  to  use  the  said  hydrants  for  tiie  extinguisiiment  of  fires 
only,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  to  make  good  to  the  said  grantees, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  any  injury  wliich  may  happen  to  any  of  them 
through  the  neglect  of  the  said  city  or  any  member  of  its  Fire  Department; 
and  hereby  promises  and  agrees  to  pay  rent  for  tiie  said  one  hundred  and 
twenty  fire-hydrants  the  sum  of  fcjur  tliousand  four  hundred  and  eigiity 
dollars  per  annum,  which  rent  the  City  of  Raleigh  prf)nnses  to  pay  in 
semi-annual  installments  of  two  thousand  two  iuindred  and  forty  dollars 
each,  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in  each  and  every  year,  during 
the  said  term,  to  the  said  Water-works  Company  and  assigns. 

The  City  of  Raleigh  shall  at  any  time  have  the  right  to  order  the  said 
Water- works  Company  and  assigns  to  extend  the  line  of  their  street  mains; 
but  as  a  consideration  for  these  extensions,  wiiich  may  1)8  from  time  to 
tin)e  ordered  laid,  the  said  City  of  Raleigh  further  promises  and  agrees  to 
order  the  erection  of  fire-hydrants  at  the  rate  of  ten  to  the  mile  of  such 
extension,  and  to  pay  an  annual  hydrant  rental  of  forty  dollars  per  annum 
for  each  hydrant  so  ordered  and  erected,  payable  semi-annually,  and  on 
same  terms  and  dates  as  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  hydrant  rentals  are 
paid  duiing  the  continuance  of  this  ordinance.  The  said  City  of  Raleigh 
shall  have  the  I'ight  at  any  time  to  cause  to  be  erected  and  connected  to  the 
original  line  of  street  mains  such  number  of  fire-hydrants  as  said  city  may 
from  time  to  time  require,  for  which  the  said  city  agrees  to  pay  an  annual 
rental  of  twenty-five  dollars  each  per  annum,  said  rentals  to  be  paid  semi- 
annually at  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned hydrant  rentals. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Water-works  Company  shall  not  chai-ge  to  consumers 
during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  granted  by  this  ordinance,  exceed- 
ing the  following  maximum  annual  rates,  payable  quarterly  in  advance; 
but  it  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  will,  at  any  time,  to  insert  a  meter  into 
the  service  pipe  of  any  consumer,  and  to  supply  him  at  meter  rates.  Also, 
any  persons  feeling  themselves  aggrieved  by  rates  charged  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  setting  an  accurate  meter,  and  paying  the  amount  indicated  in 
a  like  manner,  provided  the  amount  used  by  meter  shall  exceed  $12  per 
annum:

Sec.  9.  The  said  Water-works  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  cut  off  and 
withhold  from  supplying  with  water  any  building  or  premises  by  whomso- 
ever used  in  arrears  for  water  rent  until  all  rents  due  are  fully  paid  ;  and 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  adopt  and  enforce  reasonable  regu- 
lations, not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  their  convenience  and  security,  as 
well  as  for  that  of  the  public,  in  the  operating  of  said  works,  and  shall 
have  the  right  at  all  reasonable  hours  of  the  day  to  have  access  to  the 
water-pipes  and  meters  of  any  water  taker,  to  protect  themselves  against 
abuse  and  fraud,  or  repair  or  observe  the  same,  and  may  require  all  water 
takers  to  sign  a  contract  to  all  reasonable  regulations  as  a  condition  to  fur- 
nishing water. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  Water-works  Construction  Company,  or  assigns,  in  con- 
sideration of  said  city  I'enting  such  number  of  fire- hydrants,  hereby  agrees 
to  furnish  water  free  for  the  flushing  of  gutters  and  sewers,  as  provided  in 
section  12,  for  six  drinking  fountains  for  man  and  beast,  for  such  purposes 
as  may  be  required  in  the  offices  or  other  portions  of  public  buildings  occu- 
pied by  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  city,  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
department,  and  one  drinking  fountain  for  each  of  the  free  public  schools, 
and  one  public  fountain,  the  jet  of  which  shall  not  exceed  tliree-sixteenths 
of  an  inch,  and  not  to  run  exceeding  six  hours  per  day  and  six  months 
per  year,  whenever  the  city  may  erect  and  connect  the  same,  provided 
such  connections  and  fountains  are  arranged  so  as  to  prevent  the  useless 
waste  of  water  and  the  said  Water  Company  not  being  obliged  to  extend 
its  mains  for  this  purpose  alone. 

Sec.  11.  At  the  expiration  of  ten  years  after  the  completion  of  said 
water-works,  or  at  the  expiration  of  each  succeeding  year,  to  the  end  of 
the  franchise  period,  said  City  of  Raleigh  shall  have  the  right  to  puichase 
said  water- works,  with  its  privileges  and  property  free  and  discharged 
from  all  liens  of  all  kinds,  at  a  fair  valuation,  to  be  ascertained  as  follows: 
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» 
Whenever  tlie  said  city  siiall  determine  to  purchase  said   water-works  at 

either  of  the  above-mentioned  periods,  the  Mayor  thereof  shall  give  written 
notice  to  said  Water  Company,  or  their  legal  representative,  of  the  inten- 
tion of  the  city  to  purchase,  at  least  one  year  previous  to  the  expiration 
of  such  period.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  date  of  the  service  of  the 
said  notice,  the  said  Water-works  Company,  or  their  legal  representative, 
and  the  said  city  shall  each  appoint  two  disinterested  persons  as  appraisers, 
who  sliall  not  be  residents  of  Wake  county  or  of  Montgomery  county, 
Oliio.  The  four  appraisers  thus  cliosen  sliall,  within  twenty  days  thereafter, 
select  the  fifth,  wiiich  five  persons  tiius  selected  shall,  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  determine  the  value  of  the  said  water-works.  Said  five  persons, 
or  a  majority  tliereof,  at  a  meeting  of  which  all  of  them  shall  have  had  a  per- 
sonal notice,  may  and  shall,  as  appraisers,  on  examination  and  evidence, 
fix  and  determine  the  actual  value  of  every  kind  and  description,  includ- 
ing all  franchises,  real  estate,  rights-of-way,  improvements,  buildings,  bet- 
terments, machinery  or  other  appliances  placed  by  the  said  Water-works 
Construction  Company,  or  their  successors,  or  connected  with  the  property 
used  for  the  operation  of  said  water-works  at  the  time  such  appraisement 
shall  be  made.  Said  appraisers  shall  state  in  writing,  in  duplicate,  the 
amount  of  tiieir  appraisal,  and  shall  deliver  one  duplicate  to  the  Maj'or 
of  said  city,  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  city,  and  shall  deliver  the 
other  to  the  legal  representative  of  the  said  Water-works  Company.  The 
said  City  of  Raleigh  shall  have  the  option  of  refusing  to  pay  for  said 
works  after  such  award  shall  have  been  made,  or  of  paying  in  cash  to  the 
said  Water-works  Compajiy  or  assigns  within  six  months  from  the  date  of 
said  award  the  amount  thereof.  The  said  city  shall,  in  such  purchase, 
assume  and  perform  all  unfinished  contracts  made  by  the  said  Water- 
works Company  for  furnishing  water,  and  shall  assume  and  pay  all  debts 
and  obligations  of  said  company  not  exceeding  in  amount  the  said  purchase 
money  to  be  paid  by  said  city,  and  all  sums  so  paid  are  to  be  in  part  dis- 
charge of  said  purchase  money.  In  case  the  said  city  shall,  after  such 
appraisement,  fail  or  refuse  so  to  purchase,  it  shall  pay  the  expenses  of 
such  appraisement. 

Sec.  12.  In  the  event  that  the  said  Water-works  Company  and  assigns 
shall  issue  mortgage  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  upon  the 
said  water-works,  their  franchise,  rentals,  rights  and  liberties,  so  much  of 
the  hydrant  rentals  payable  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  as  will  dis- 
charge the  interest  upon  such  bonds  as  it  shall  accrue  from  time  to  time, 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Raleigh  to  the  trustees  or 
trustee  of  such  bonds,  when  and  as  such  hydrant  rentals  are  payable  by 
the  said  city;  and  such  sums  shall  be  so  paid  so  long  as  interest  on  such 
bonds  shall  remain  due  and  unpaid.  But  the  said  city  shall  not  be  required 
at  any  time  to  pay  to  the  said  trustee  or  trustees  any  greater  amount  than 
the  amount  due  to  said  Water-works  Company  and  assigns,  and  all  pay- 
ments so  made  to  such  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  made  exclusively  to  pay 
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interest  on  such  bonds,  so  long  as  the  same  remains  dne  and  unpaid;  and 
any  surphis  not  so  payable,  and  the  whole  after  the  said  bonds  shall  have 
been  discharged  by  the  said  Water-works  Company  and  assigns,  shall  be 
paid  over  by  the  said  city  to  the  said  Water-works  Company  and  assigns. 
And  in  the  event  of  a  purchase  of  said  works  by  said  city,  the  purchase 
price  of  said  works  shall  be  paid,  for  and  in  behalf  said  Water-works  Com- 
pany, their  successors  or  assigns,  by  said  city,  to  the  said  trustee  or  trus- 
tees, in  discharge  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  against  said  works,  and 
interest  thereon  accrued,  if  any,  and  any  surplus  not  so  payable  shall  be 
paid  by  said  city  to  said  Water-works  Company,  their  successors  and 
assigns. 

Sec.  13.  The  fire-hydrants  rented  by  said  city  of  the  said  Water  Com- 
pany shall  be  used  only  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  shall  con- 
stantly furnish  efJ'ective  fire-streams  without  the  aid  of  portable  engines, 
and  flushing  gutters  and  sewers  through  a  hose  and  fire-nozzle. 

In  flushing  sewers  no  one  hydrant  shall  be  used  exceeding  ten  minutes 
in  one  week,  except  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  Police 
of  said  city,  it  shall  be  absolutely  necessary;  nor  shall  more  than  one 
hydrant  opening  be  turned  at  the  same  time,  nor  shall  any  flushing  be  done 
during  the  existence  of  a  fire  or  without  notice  to  the  Water  Company. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  Water  Company  shall  constantly  keep  all  fire-hydrants 
rented  of  it  by  the  said  city  supplied  with  water  for  fire  service,  and  shall 
maintain  them  in  efTective  working  order.  The  Ciiief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  the  said  city,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  officer  in  charge  thereof,  shall 
have  the  charge  and  control  of  said  fire-hydrants,  and  may,  at  any  time, 
cause  said  hydrants  to  be  inspected;  and  if,  upon  inspection,  any  of  said 
hydrants  are  found  to  be  out  of  working  order,  he  shall  forthwith  notify  said 
Water  Company  in  writing,  specifying  the  hydrant  or  hydrants  out  of  work- 
ing order,  and  shall  also  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  date  of  such 
examination  and  the  result  thereof,  and  his  subsequent  action  in  the  premi- 
ses, and,  in  case  any  hydrant  shall  be  found  out  of  working  order,  said 
company  shall  forthwith  repair  the  same,  or  said  city  shall  be  entitled  to 
deduct  from  said  hydrant  rental  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  week  for  the 
time  said  hydrant  shall  remain  out  of  repair. 

Said  Water  Company,  after  the  said  water-works  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted and  accepted  by  said  city,  shall  not  suflTer  a  suspension  of  the  supply 
of  water,  either  for  fire  or  domestic  purposes,  unless  the  same  shall  be  caused 
by  accident  or  causes  beyond  their  control,  and,  in  case  of  accident  or  other 
cause,  said  company  shall  forthwith  proceed  with  all  possible  diligence  to 
repair  and  put  the  same  in  successful  operation,  and  if  said  company  sus- 
pend operation  or  fail  to  make  such  repairs  as  herein  required,  then  the 
rights  and  privileges  granted  them  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  15.  Written  notice  being  given  by  the  said  Water- works  Construc- 
tion Company  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  of  the  completion  of 
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said  water-works,  there  shall  be  a  test  of  the  power  and  capacity  of  said 
water-works.  When  they  shall  throw  from  separate  hydrants  in  the  busi- 
ness portion  of  said  city  six  simultaneous  tire-streams  tiirough  a  fifty  feet 
section  of  two  and  one-half  inch  rubber  hose  and  a  one-inch  nozzle,  to  a 
height  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  or  maintain  an  equivalent  pressure  at  the 
mouth  of  said  hydrants,  and  when  they  shall  throw,  at  another  time,  from 
separate  hydrants  in  other  portions  of  said  city,  four  simultaneous  fire- 
streams,  and  sliall  have  500,000  gallons  of  water  in  stand-pipe  and  the  one 
hundred  and  twenty  fire-hydrants  connected  to  said  water-works,  they  shall 
be  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Aldeimen  as  complete,  and,  from  the  time  of 
such  acceptance,  shall  commence  the  rental  of  the  herein  mentioned 
hydrants. 

Sec.  16.  In  no  event  shall  any  convict  labor  be  employed  in  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  the  works  provided  for  by  this  ordinance, 
and  in  the  event  this  provision  shall  be  violated  at  any  time  by  said 
National  Water-works  Construction  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  the 
Mayor  of  this  city  shall  have  authority  to  and  must  declare  this  ordinance 
void  and  the  rights  and  franchises  hereby  conferred  upon  said  National 
Water-works  r'om()any  by  this  ordinance  forfeited,  and  said  National  Water- 
works Company  is  hereby  required  to  employ  home  labor  as  far  as  practi- 
cable. 

Sec.  17.  This  ordinance  shall  become  binding  as  a  contract  njjon  the  City 
of  Raleigh  in  the  event  that  the  said  National  Water-works  Construction 
Company  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  and  publication  of  this 
ordinance,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the  said  city  its  written  acceptance 
of  the  terms,  obligations  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  the 
filing  of  a  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  in  the  penal 
sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance;  and  thereupon  this  ordinance 
shall  constitute  the  contract,  and  shall  be  the  measure  of  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  the  said  city  and  of  the  said  Water-works  Company. 

Sec.  18.  Wherever  in  this  ordinance  the  words  National  Water- works 
Construction  Company,  or  Water-works  Company,  or  Water  Company, 
or  any  other  term  or  terms  designating  or  intended  to  designate  the  gran- 
tees herein,  are  used,  it  is  understood  that  the  National  Water-works  Con- 
struction Company,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  their  successors  or  assigns,  are  meant. 

Sec.  19.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall 
take  eflect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Adopted  November  lltli,  1886. 

The  contract  was  duly  accepted  and  executed  as  provided  in 
the  ordinance,  the  bond  was  filed,  work  was  begun  and  consid- 
erable progress  has  been  made,  as  appears  from  the  report  made 
to  the  Mayor  by  the  Engineer  in  charge. 
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By  mutual  agreement  the  contract  was  amended,  changing 
from  a  stand-pipe  to  a  water-tower,  by  an  ordinance  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  March  4th,  1887,  which  amend- 
ment is  embodied  in  the  foregoing  ordinance. 

This  is,  perhaps,  the  most  important  public  improvement 
ever  inaugurated  in  the  city,  and,  we  believe,  when  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  contract,  the  works  will  fully  meet  all 
the  demands  of  this  progressive  city.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  WAKE 
COUNTY  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Wal-e  County  : 

Gentlemen: — The  committee  appointed  by  your  honora- 
ble body  to  gather  all  facts  bearing  upon  the  present  purity 
and  possible  future  contamination  of  the  waters  of  Walnut 
creek  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  made  a  careful  personal  inspection  of  the  stream, 
its  tributaries  and  its  water-shed  from  the  head- waters  in  Cary 
to  the  Rocky  Hole,  the  latter  being  the  place  from  which  the 
city  proposes  to  take  its  water  supply.  The  dates  of  our  visits 
are  Tuesday,  September  14th,  Monday,  September  27th, 
Monday,  October  4th,  Monday,  October  18th,  and  Thursday, 
October  21st.  The  portion  of  creek  examined  is  about  eight 
miles  long,  quite  crooked,  with,  now  and  then,  long  stretches 
of  sluggish  water,  and  is  fed  by  several  branches,  among 
which  may  be  mentioned  Reedy  Fork,  Lynn's,  Simmon's, 
Bushy  and  Stony.     The  drainage   area  is  partially    wooded 
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and  partially  cultivated,  and,  according  to  Mr.  Arthur  Wins- 
low,  is  about  eighteen  square  niiles.  We  found  that  about 
one-fourth  of  the  town  of  Gary  drained  into  the  creek,  the 
excrement  of  about  one  hundred  people  being  cast  daily  upon 
the  water-shed,  in  close  proximity  to  the  stream,  including  the 
excrement  of  about  thirty  to  forty  people,  which  was  daily 
dropped  through  a  privy  immediately  into  its  head-waters — a 
small  branch  which  has  its  origin  in  a  spring  in  a  tobacco  fac- 
tory and  flows  slowly  through  a  portion  of  the  town.  We 
learned  from  a  physician  practising  in  the  village  that  during 
this  summer  several  cases  of  typhoid  fever  had  occurred  on 
the  water-shed  of  the  stream,  one  case  being  under  treatment 
at  the  time  of  our  visit. 

From  Gary  to  Yates's  pond  there  is,  in  our  opinion,  no 
obvious  source  of  contamination.  At  Yates's  mill,  four  and 
a  half  miles  from  the  city,  we  found  a  pond  of  long  standing 
and  considerable  size,  its  bottom  and  sloping  banks  covering 
a  large  area  and  very  objectionable,  being  full  of  decomposing 
vegetable  matter  and  making  a  tr-ap  for  catching  and  propa- 
o-ating:  disease  o-erms  brought  down  bv  storm-water.  From 
Yates's  pond  to  Rocky  Hole  we  could  discover  nothing  of 
special  importance  bearing  upon  the  pollution  of  the  water. 
The  volume  of  the  creek,  according  to  Mr,  Wiuslow's  obser- 
vations at  the  Rhamkatte  road,  July  28th,  1886,  was  3,610,- 
000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours,  which  is,  at  present,  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  our  city.  It  is  well  enough, 
however,  for  prudential  reasons,  and  as  we  are  opposed  to 
impounding  reservoirs,  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that,  as  the 
section  of  country  through  which  the  stream  and  its  tributa- 
ries flow  becomes  more  densely  populated,  highly  cultivated 
and  deprived  of  its  forest,  the  amount  of  flow  diminishes  and 
the  danger  of  contamination  increases.  At  present,  however, 
with  the  exception  of  the  objections  mentioned  above  to  Gary 
and  Yates's  mill,  Walnut  creek,  in  our  opinion,  is  subject  to 
no  more  dangers  of  pollution  from  storm-water  than  creeks 
flowing  through  any  inhabited  and  partly  cultivated  country. 
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At  4:09  o'clock  on  Monday  afternoon,  Oct.  4,  1 886,  we  gath- 
ered specimens  of  water  from  the  creek  at  the  Rocky  Hole — 
in  the  Grimes  farm — above  the  Asylum  sewerage,  and  in  about 
an  hour  or  two  afterwards  delivered  them  in  person  to  Dr. 
C.  W,  Dabney,  Jr.  On  October  9th,  1886,  we  received  the 
following  analysis  from ,  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  signed  by  Dr.   Chas.  W.   Dabney,  Jr.,

The  sample  of  drinking  mxter  sent  to  the  Station  for  analj'sis,  In  two  glass 
bottles,  marked water,,  slightly  clouded  with  clay  and  silica  in  suspen- 
sion, contains:  Total  solids  in  solution  and  in  suspension,  4.25  grs.  per  im- 
perial gallon.  It  was  impossible  to  make  quantitative  determinations  of  the 
different  "solids"  in  the  small  amount  afforded  by  this  sample.  Qualita- 
tively examined,  the  above  showed  the  presence  of 

Silica,  alumina  and  iron  oxides  (traces),  probably  in  suspension. 

Lime,  potash  and  soda,  sulphates  and  chlorides  (traces)  in  solution. 

Chlorine  (1)  0.33  ;  (2)  0.36  grs.  per  imperial  gallon. 

Free  ammonia  (1)  0.0266  ;  (2)  0.0266  parts  per  million. 

Albuminoid  ammonia  (1)  0.120;  (2)  0.110  parts  per  million. 

Note. — The  only  thing  about  these  results,  which  would  distinguish  this 

water  from  the  purest  spring  water,  is  the  very  small  excess  of  albuminoid 

ammonia.     Unaccompanied  by  free  ammonia  in  larger  amount  and  by  more 

chlorine,  this  albuminoid  ammonia  only  points  to  slight  vegetable  contandHation.

After  careful  deliberation  and  much  correspondence,  we 
concluded  to  have  our  biological  work  done  by  Dr.  George 
M.  Sternberg,  Surgeon  U.  S.  Army,  and  a  most  distinguished 
■  microscopist.  His  engagements,  however,  were  such  that  he 
was  unable  in  person  to  do  the  work  for  us,  but  highly  recom- 
mended Dr.  A,  C.  Abbott,  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Bal- 
timore, Md.,  as  a  man  thoroughly  competent,  having  for  some 
time  been  his  assi.stant.  We  therefore  engaged  Dr.  Abbott's 
services;  and,  in  compliance  with  his  directions,  at  about  4 
o'clock  on  Thursday  afternoon,  October  21st,  1886,  bottled 
and  packed  samples  of  water,  also  taken  at  Rocky  Hole. 
We  sent  them  to  Baltimore  by  the  first  Express,  which  was 
next  morning.  On  Friday  night,  October  29th,  1886,  we 
received  the  following  report  from  him  : 
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Baltimore,  October  28th,  1886. 

The  sample  of  water  sent  me  by  you  for  biological  analysis  turns  out  to  be  of 
about  the  same  degree  of  freedom  from  bacterial  life  as  that  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore.  That  is,  it  is  somewhat  above  the  average  purity.  The  plan  of 
investigation  that  has  been  pursued  is  the  gelatine  plate  method  of  Koch,  by 
which  one  is  enabled  to  say  to  a  certainty  the  number  of  living  organisms  that 
may  be  present  in  a  given  volume  of  water. 

In  each  of  the  bottles  there  were  small  particles  of  foreign  matter  held  in 
suspension,  which,  upon  microscopic  examination,  proved  themselves  to  be 
nothing  of  any  interest — dirt,  vegetable  fibre,  &c. 

The  experiments  for  the  detection  of  the  presence  of  bacteria  w^ere  con- 
ducted as  follows : 

Frohi  each  bottle  two  series  of  three  plates  each  were  made — three  of  them 
being  made  with  agar-agar  (Japanese  gelatine)  and  kept  at  the  body  temper- 
ature, and  three  upon  table  gelatine  (flesh  peptone  gelatine)  and  kept  at  the 
same  temperature.  Of  those  on  the  agar-agar  and  kept  at  36°  C.  the  follow- 
ing number  of  colonies  presented  after  24  hours  : 

From  Bottle  No.  1 :

In  a  similar  series  of  experiments,  made  upon  gelatine  and  kept  at  20°  C.,  we 
got  the  following  results  after  48  hours  : 

From  Bottle  No.  1  :

Of  these  numbers,  26  colonies  of  those  on  the  .1  C.  C.  plate  from  Bottle  No. 
1,  and  27  colonies  on  the  corresponding  plate  from  Bottle  No.  2,  caused  lique- 
faction of  the  gelatine.  Of  the  whole  of  those  present  there  appeared  none 
that  could  be  considered  suspicious,  as  the  whole  number  comprised,  with  a 
ver}'  few  exceptions,  those  organisms  that  make  water  their  common  habitat, 
and  which  possess  no  known  pathogenic  properties. 

These  figures  indicate,  therefore,  the  degree  of  purity  of  the  samples  of 
your  water  from  a  bacteriological  stand-point. 

The  number  of  colonies  indicate  the  number  of  single  organisms  that  were 
present  at  the  time  the  experiment  was  made,  and  these  colonies  are  the  out- 
growth each  of  a  single  organism.  Water  samples  differ  very  widely  in  the 
number  of  contained  organisms,  some  revealing  the  presence  of  only  one  or 
two  per  cubic  centimetre,  while  others  will  be  so  rich  in  them  as  to  require  a 
high  degree  of  dilution  before  it  becomes  possible  to  count  them  at  all. 
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So  that  from  this  you  will  see  that  the  samples  of  water,  as  they  came  into 
my  bauds,  represent  a  more  than  average  degree  of  purity. 

I  enclose  a  scheme  of  the  above  results,  made  in  a  condensed  form,  with  an 
average  of  the  two  bottles.

Condensed  Scheme. 
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To  what  re.sult,  then,  does  all  this  lead  us — both  scientifi- 
cally and  practically?  We  would  state  that,  in  our  judg- 
ment, it  would  be  impossible  to  express  a  positive  scientific 
opinion  upon  the  purity  of  any  water,  unless  the  investiga- 
tions extended  over  a  period  of  at  least  a  year — including 
chemical  and  microscopical  analyses  of  several  specimens  of 
the  proposed  water,  taken  at  different  times  and  from  differ- 
ent portions  of  the  stream  and  its  tributaries.  Neither  the 
time  nor  the  means  being  allowed  us  for  such  investigations, 
it  is  manifestly  unscientific  to  expre.ss  an  unconditional  opin- 
ion for  or  against  the  purity  of  Walnut  creek  water — such 
opinion  being  based  solely  upon  a  single  chemical  and  bio- 
logical examination,  unless,  however,  such  analysis  should 
show  very  gross  pollution.  By  reference  to  the  above  chem- 
ical analysis,  it  will  be  observed  that  there  is  mention  of 
some  slight  vegetable  contamination.     The  process  employed 
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in  the  chemical  analysis  being  that  of  Wanklyn,  according  to 
his  classification,  such  contamination  would  class  it  amongst 
the  suspicious  waters.  By  reference,  however,  to  the  reports 
of  the  National  Board  of  He%lth,  it  will  also  be  observed 
tiiat,  although  waters  contain  much  larger  amounts  of  albu- 
minoid ammonia  and  even  free  ammonia  and  chlorine  than  the 
water  we  have  under  consideration,  yet  they  are  classed  as  good 
and  organically  safe  frona  a  chemical  stand-point  by  most  com- 
petent observers,  who  have  used  Wanklyn's  method.  The  rigid 
standard  of  classification  of  Wanklyn,  therefore,  is  not  unre- 
servedly accepted,  but  is  subjected  to  considerable  variations. 
The  chemical  analysis,  then,  showing  the  amount  of  solids,  free 
ammonia  and  chlorine  to  be  small,  according  to  the  standard 
of  all  observers,  and  the  quantity  of  albuminoid  ammonia  to 
be  within  the  limits  of  safety  recognized  by  most  chemists, 
and  the  biological  analysis  showing  it  to  be  above  the  average 
degree  of  purity,  containing  not  even  any  suspicious  particles 
in  suspeusion,  nor  any  suspicious  organisms,  we  think  that, 
keeping  in  view  all  the  while  the  basis  above  given  for  our 
opinion,  the  city  could  accept  Walnut  creek  water  as  a  safe 
water  : — 

Provided  1,  There  are  no  impounding  reservoirs  upon  the 
stream,  or  upon  any  of  its  tributaries,  so  that  the  water  sup- 
ply may  be  taken  from  the  daily  flow  of  the  stream. 

Provided  2,  That  such  an  arrangement  be  made  as  to  pre- 
vent, as  far  as  possible,  the  pumping  into  the  mains  of  storm- 
water,  even  if  filtered. 

Provided  3,  That  the  water  be  so  thoroughly  filtered  as  to 
remove  any  excess  of  albuminoid  ammonia,  and,  if  any  chemi- 
cal method  be  employed,  that  not  more  than  one  grain  to  the 
gallon  of  the  substance  used  be  permitted  to  pass  into  the 
filtered  water. 

Provided  4,  That  none  but  filtered  water,  taken  from 
above  the  Asylum  sewer,  be  allowed,  under  any  circumstances, 
to  be  pumped  into  the  mains. 

Provided,  5,  That  the  sources  of  pollution  in  the  village 
of  Gary  and  the  dam  at  Yates's  mill  be  removed. 
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Provided  G,  That  there  shall  be  a  constaut  service  under 
high  pressure. 

In  conclusion,  we  advise  that  legislation  be  obtained  from 
the  next  General  Assembly  empowering  the  city  authorities  to 
police  the  water-shed.

REPORT  ON  SOURCES  OF  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  G.  E.  Leach,  Chairman  of  Wafer  Committee, 

Raleigh,  N.  C  : 

Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  upon  the 
available  sources  of  water  supply  for  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

In  treating  of  this  subject,  the  first  question  to  be  consid- 
ered is,  W' hat  are  the  needs  of  the  town  ? 

The  population,  in  1880,  within  the  corporate  limits,  was 
about  10,000,  and,  at  present,  it  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
13,000.  Allow^ing  an  average  supply  of  50  gallons  per. day 
per  head  would  make  the  total  average  amount  required  daily 
650,000  gallons.  It  is  little  to  expect  that  in  the  next  ten 
years  the  population  will  reach  as  much  as  18,000,  and,  there- 
fore, it  is  no  more  than  a  reasonable  allowance  to  make  pro- 
vision for  supplying  at  least  this  number.  This  will  bring 
the  total  average  daily  consumption  up  to  900,000  gallons 
(=83  cubic  feet  per  minute). 

The  rates  at  which  this  supply  will  be  consumed  vary, 
however,  within  quite  wide  limits,  with  different  hours  of  the 
day,  days  of  the  w^eek  and  seasons  of  the  year,  and  at  least 
fifty  per  cent,  additional  should  be  allowed  for  the  maximum 
rate  of  flow.     Further,  for  fire  supply  we  should  allow^  for 
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the  possibility  of  two  fires  happening  at  the  same  time,  with 
not  less  than  five  hose  each  flowing  at  a  minimum  rate  of  20 
cubic  feet  per  minute,  which  would  give  a  total  of  200  cubic 
feet  per  minute.  The  total  maximum  rate  of  supply  would 
thus  be  as  follows: 

Average  daily  rate =  83  cubic  feet  per  minute. 

Increase  of  50  per  cent,  for  maximum  rate ^42      "         "     "         " 

Increase  for  fire  service ^200      "         "     "         " 

Total =325      "         "     "         " 

To  furnish  water  at  this  rate,  a  12-inch  pipe  would  lose, 
by  friction,  17  feet  of  head  for  every  1,000  feet  of  length,  or 
ov^er  85  feet  per  mile;  a  14-inch  pipe  8  feet  per  1,000  feet,  or 
about  40  feet  of  head  per  mile,  and  a  16-inch  pipe  about  4 
feet  per  1,000  feet,  or  some  20  feet  of  head  per  mile.  Con- 
sidering the  further  increase  of  friction  due  to  bends,  valves, 
etc.,  a  16-inch  supply  main,  especially  if  long,  is  certainly  the 
smallest  which  a  town  the  size  of  Raleigh  should  anticipate 
using,  and  in  the  following  estimates  I  have  grounded  upon 
this  assumption  : 

In  considering  the  question  of  storage  for  direct  service,  a 
distributing  reservoir,  located  at  a  sufficient  elevation  to  serve 
water  to  the  town,  under  sufficient  pressure  for  an  effective 
fire  service,  and  holding  in  reserve  three  or  four  days'  supply, 
or,  .say  4,000,000  gallons,  is,  of  course,  most  to  be  desired. 

Next  in  value  is  such  a  reservoir  at  an  elevation  sufficient 
for  all  ordinary  uses  and  supplemented  by  a  small  stand-pipe 
kept  filled  with  water  at  a  sufficient  head  to  yield  full  fire 
service  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  holding  enough  water  to 
give  supply  for  such  service  for  half  an  hour  or  more,  until 
the  pumping  engines  can  be  brought  into  play. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  have  resort  to  a  stand-pipe  alone,  the 
question  immediately  arises  as  to  whether  it  is  better  to  extend 
such  a  pipe  to  such  a  height  and  to  make  it  of  such  a  size  that 
when  full  it  will  act  in  the  capacity  of  a  small  reservoir  and 
furnish  full  fire  pressure,  or  whether  it  shall  be  only  of  such 
height  as  will  furnish  pressure  for  domestic  and  ordinary  uses, 
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and  act  as  a  regulator  to  secure  uniformity  of  work  for  the 
pumps.  The  former  conditions  have  the  advantage  of  con- 
stantly providing  in  the  mains  and  stand-pipe  a  limited  sup- 
ply of  water  under  a  pressure  which  is  constantly  available 
for  fire  service,  so  that  a  stream  of  water  can  be  turned  on  at 
a  moment's  notice  without,  having  to  wait  for  starting  the 
pumps  at  night  and  getting  up  steam  to  the  requisite  pressure. 
On  the  other  hand,  this  system  necessitates  the  building  of  an 
enormous  stand-pipe,  and,  if  this  is  kept  full,  all  of  the  water 
must  be  raised  under  a  pressure  much  exceeding  what  is  needed 
most  of  the  time,  and  the  niains  are  kept  constantly  under  this 
strain.  This  increases  running  expenses.  Further,  in  a  hot 
climate,  such  as  this,  the  retention  for  a  day  or  more  of  the 
water  in  a  great  stand-pipe,  exposed  to  the  full  rays  of  the 
sun,  is  calculated  to  impair  its  quality. 

A  middle  course  is  probably  the  best  to  pursue.  The  chief 
and  essential  advantages  to  be  gained  by  a  large  stand-pipe  is, 
first,  the  very  valuable  one  of  an  effective  fire  pressure,  availa- 
ble at  a  moment's  notice,  and,  second,  the  storing  of  enough 
water  to  supply  such  fire  service  for  a  short  time,  and  enough 
also  for  supplying  ordinary  demands  during  the  night,  so  that 
pumping  can  be  allowed  to  cease  during  that  time. 

It  is,  therefore,  evident  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  store  more 
than  enough  water  to  suffice  for  these  ends.  With  a  town  of 
this  size,  200,000  gallons  would  more  than  suffice  for  all  ordi- 
nary night  consumption  and  for  quelling  an  incipient  fire; 
but  all  of  this  should  be  at  sufficient  elevation  to  furnish  head 
for  domestic  use,  and  three-fourths  of  it  high  enough  to  start 
fire  service.  Now,  with  a  stand-pipe  located  anywhere  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Raleigh,  holding  500,000  gallons  and 
125  or  150  feet  high,  fully  half  of  the  water  would  be 
unavailable  for  use  and,  therefore,  unnecessary,  and  would 
keep  just  so  much  water  standing,  largely  stagnant,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  action  of  the  sun. 

In  my  opinion,  all  that  the  town  needs  is  a  tank  holding 
200,000  gallons,  whose  base  shall  be  at  such  a  height  as  to 
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give  an  effective  pressure  at  any  point  in  the  town  of  not  less 
than  60  feet,  and  whose  top  shall  be  at  such  a  height  as  to 
give  an  effective  pressure  of  140  feet.  If  necessary,  this  tank 
could  be  placed  on  top  of  a  tower,  which  would  be  better  than 
a  continuous  volume  of  water.  Before  stopping  the  pumps 
at  night,  this  tank  should  be  filled  with  water,  and  head  would 
then  be  available  at  any  time  during  the  night,  and  abundance 
of  water  would  be  on  hand  for  all  ordinary  night  uses. 
Towards  morning  the  supply  would  be  lowered  and  the  effect- 
ive fire  pressure  diminished;  but  this  would  be  for  only  a 
short  time,  and  it  is  probable  that  at  all  times  there  would  be 
sufficient  head  to  throw  a  few  good  streams. 

If  this  tani\  were  encased  in  wood  it  would  do  much  to 
preserve  its  temperature.  During  the  day,  when  the  pumps 
were  in  full  action,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  keep  full  fire 
pressure  up,  and  the  water  in  the  tank  need  not  be  raised 
above  ordinary  pressure,  which  would  result  in  economy  of 
running  expenses. 

Next,  in  considering  the  different  streams  which  have  been 
proposed  as  sources  of  supply,  it  is  evidently  useless  to  con- 
sider those  which  will  not  furnish  at  least  an  average  supply  of 
1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

Assuming  the  minimum  annual  rain-fall  to  be  35  inches, 
and  the  flow  of  the  streams  to  be  50  per  cent,  of  this,  there 
would  be  available  17i  inches  of  "rain-fall  per  annum,  which 
would  be  equivalent  to  305,000,000  gallons  per  annum  per 
square  mile.  This  is  very  close  on  to  what  is  calculated 
to  be  the  amount  necessary  for  the  city.  With  the  best  of 
storage  facilities,  it  would,  however,  not  be  possible  to  retain 
all  of  this  water.  Some  must  be  allowed  to  overflow  in  cases 
of  heavy  rains,  and  some  would  be  lost  in  other  ways.  It 
would  not  be  safe  to  calculate  upon  any  stream  supplying 
sufficient  water  which  has  not  a  drainage  area  of  two  square 
miles  at  least. 

Turning  now  to  a  consideration  of  the  individual  sources, 
I  will  take  up  first  Tucker's  fish-pond  near  Camp  Mangum. 
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The  prominent  recommendations  of  this  sonrce  are  that  it  is 
itself  some  twenty  feet  above  the  level  of  head  of  Fayetteville 
street,  and  also  that  it  is  within  half  a  mile  of  a  place  which 
is  about  125  feet  above  that  point.  The  pond  is  located  at  the 
airy  head  of  House's  creek,  and  is  supplied  entirely  by  springs 
and  by  the  water  which  is  drained  from  the  hill-sidles  imme- 
diately adjacent  to  the  pond.  There  is  nothing-  to  be  oljijected 
to  in  the  quality  of  the  water,  which  is  excellent.  The  vol- 
ume of  the  overflow  of  the  pond  was  measured  on  July  17th, 
two  days  after  a  rain-ftdl  of  three  inches,  and  about  a  week 
after  a  succession  of  heavy  rains.  The  velocity  at  the  center 
of  the  surface  was  one  foot  in  .85  seconds.  Eight-tenths  of 
this  was  taken  for  the  mean  velocity  as  in  the  calculations  of 
all  other  streams,  and  the  result  gave  a  flow  of  only  190,000 
gallons  per  24  hours.  This  amount  is  greatly  below  the 
anticipated  needs  of  the  town,  and  as  the  drainage  area  is  proba- 
bly not  much  over  one-fourth  of  a  square  mile,  there  would  be 
no  chance  for  storing  a  sufficient  amount,  and,  therefore,  any 
idea  of  utilizing  this  pond  as  a  source  of  supply  must  be 
abandoned.  In  consideration  of  the  elevation  of  Camp  Man- 
gum,  it  has  been  pro|)osed  to  take  the  water  from  House's 
creek,  a  mile  and  a  half  below  Tucker's  pond,  where  there 
would  be  sufficient  water,  drained  from  a  sufficient  area,  to 
meet  requirements.  This  would  necessitate  the  laying  of  over 
five  miles  of  16-inch  pipe.  The  distance  from  Camp,  Man- 
gum  to  the  Capitol  is  Sh  miles,  so  that,  with  full  fire  service, 
the  effective  pressure  would  certainly  not  be  more  than  60 
feet,  and  probably  less.  For  ordinary  use  the  head  from  a 
reservoir  at  this  point  would  be  sufficient,  but,  in  view  of  the 
fact  hereinafter  shown,  that  sufficient  head  for  this  purpose 
can  be  obtained  from  a  reservoir  much  nearer  town,  with  a 
consequent  lessening  of  first  cost,  it  is  unnecessary  to  give  this 
location  any  further  consideration. 

The  next  source  to  be  considered  is  Beaver  Dam  branch, 
near  Lewis's  mill-pond.  The  velocity  was,  on  July  17th, 
one  foot  in  1.7  seconds,  which  gives  a  volume  of  1,570,000 
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gallons  per  24  hours.  This  amount  is  more  than  ample  to 
supply  the  town,  but  this  rate  of  flow  is  undoubtedly  largely 
above  the  average,  owing  to  the  heavy  rains  of  the  early  part 
of  the  month.  It  is,  however,  generally  a  bold  stream.  As 
measured  in  September,  1885,  after  no  excessive  rains,  it  gave 
980,000  gallons,  and  as  the  mill  had  been  running  and  had 
drawn  the  water  down  below  the  top  of  the  dam,  only  what 
escaped  through  the  dam  flowed  down  the  west  branch.  The 
leakage,  however,  is  large  and  not  much  below  the  full  flow  at 
the  time.  The  drainage  area  of  the  stream  is  close  on  to  two 
square  miles.  Tiie  east  fork  is  abundantly  fed  from  springs, 
and  so  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  enough  water  flows  here  to 
supply  the  town. 

It  has  been  offered  as  an  objection  to  this  water  that  east 
fork  flows  dojvn  near  the  village  of  Oberlin,  and  that  it  is 
liable  to  contamination.  The  village  is,  however,  fully  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  from  the  branch,  and,  though  some  few  houses 
are  scattered  along  it,  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  a  water 
company's  preventing  any  nuisance  from  reaching  it. 

The  mill  and  the  most  suitable  location  for  storage  reser- 
voirs is  located  one  and  two-thirds  miles  from  the  fair  grounds, 
where  the  ground  is  about  83  feet  above  the  head  of  Fayette- 
ville  street.  At  this  point  a  reservoir  could  be  built  which 
would  raise  the  level  of  the  water  to  about  95  feet,  and  this 
would  deliver  water  to  the  town  at  the  rate  of  maximum 
ordinary  consumption,  through  a  16-inch  pipe,  with  an  effect- 
ive head  of  over  80  feet  at  the  highest  point.  For  fire  press- 
ure a  stand-pipe,  in  or  adjacent  to  the  reservoir,  would  have 
to  be  built,  or  dependence  placed  entirely  upon  the  pumps. 
The  top  of  the  storage  dam  would  be  about  180  feet  below 
the  top  of  the  distributing  reservoir  and  about  250  feet  below 
the  top  of  the  stand-pipe. 

The  cost  of  a  system,  such  as  suggested  above,  would  be 
somewhat  as  follows : 
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Impoundiuff  reservoir,  about s  10,000 

Duplicate  pumping  eugines  and  boilers 20,000

If  the  distributing  reservoir  be  dispensed  with,  it  will 
diminish  the  total  first  cost  by  about  |!30,000,  but  will  raise 
the  cost  of  pumping  to  about  83,000  per  annum,  so  that  the 
total  actual  cost  will  be  about  §126,000 — this  independent  of 
service  mains  and  pipes,  hydrants,  &c. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  water-power  at  Lewis's  mill 
might  be  used  for  pumping.  The  total  supply  of  water  for 
both  forks  probably  does  not  much  exceed  600,000,000  gal- 
lons per  annum.  Over  300,000,000  must  be  stored  for  use. 
It  would  be  hardly  possible  to  get  over  25  feet  of  fall,  and  as 
the  300,000,000  gallons  consumed  must  be  lifted  180  to  250 
feet,  it  would  take  seven  to  ten  times  that  volume  of  water  to 
lift  it  that  height,  and,  practically,  as  much  as  ten  to  twelve, 
so  that,  with  the  most  favorable  conditions,  not  more  than  one 
month's  pumping  could  be  done,  and  probably  less,  and  this 
only  at  intervals. 

Crabtree  creek  has  been  proposed  as  a  source  of  supply. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  what  enough  w^ater  flows  there  to  abun- 
dantly supply  the  town,  but  the  water  holds  so  much  clay  and 
other  matter  in  suspension,  especially  after  even  a  slight  rain, 
that  it  would  have  to  be  filtered  before  being  used,  with  con- 
sequent increase  of  cost.  The  most  plausible  idea  in  this  con- 
nection is  to  take  the  water  from  Beaver  Dam  branch,  near  its 
influx  into  Crabtree,  and  to  use  the  water-power  at  Rogers's 
mill  for  pumping.  Beaver  Dam  branch  was  gauged  at 
this  point,  and  a  velocity  one  foot  in  65  seconds,  equiva- 
lent to  1,500,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  Storage  facilities 
are  ffood.  A  fall  at  Roo;ers's  mill  of  about  15  feet  would 
be   available,    and    from    what   information    as    to    the    rate

of  flow  of  the  stream  which  I  was  able  to  gather  from  mill 
men  along  it,  I  judge  that  50  horse-power  could  be  gotten 
here  at  almost  all  times,  and  generally  more.  The  top  of  the 
dam  would  be  about  225  feet  below  the  top  of  the  reservoir 
at  the  fair  grounds.  Fifty  horse-power  would  raise  9,000 
gallons  per  minute,  or  1,300,000  gallons  per  24  hours,  to  this 
height,  which  would  be  ample  for  all  ordinary  use.  For  con- 
tinued fire  pressure,  however,  it  would  be  necessary,  at  least,  to 
keep  the  stand-pipe  at  the  fair  grounds  full,  under  a  head  of 
295  feet,  and  at  the  rate  of  325  cubic  feet  (or  2,440  gallons) 
per  minute,  through  2|  miles  of  16-iuch  pipe,  which,  we  have 
seen,  will  increase  the  head  by  about  60  feet,  so  that  the  maxi- 
mum work  which  will  be  demanded  of  the  pumps  here  is  to 
lift  2,440  gallons  per  minute  355  feet,  which  would  require 
217  horse-power.  It  is  probable  that  even  this  maximum 
power,  which  would  be  very  seldom  needed,  could  be  derived 
from  this  stream  for  short  periods,  and  this  method  of  supply 
deserves  careful  investigation. 

The  items  of  cost  would  be  somewhat  as  follows:

The  removal  of  the  distributing  reservoir  will  here  also 
diminish  the  total  first  cost  by  the  $30,000,  and  will  not  raise 
pumping  expenses  much,  say  1,500  per  year^24,000,  which 
will  make  total  cost,  $97,000. 

Walnut  creek  will  next  be  considered  as  a  source  of  supply. 
Next  to  Crabtree  this  is  the  largest  stream  so  far  consid- 
ered, draining  some  18  square  miles.  At  Yates's  mill  the 
velocity  was  one  foot  in  .7  seconds,  with  a  volume  of  about 
850,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  At  Bushy  branch  the  velocity 
was  one  foot  in  .75  seconds,  and  volume  830,000  gallons  per 
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24  hours.  At  the  Rhamkatte  road  the  stream  was  o;auM;ed  after 
a  drought  of  nearly  two  weeks,  and  showed  a  veh)city  of  one 
foot  in  six  seconds  and  a  volume  of  3,610,000  gallons  per  24 
hours.  Though  tliese  results  are,  no  d(jubt,  much  above  the 
average  flow  of  the  stream,  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  from 
observations  in  the  pas.t,  that  the  flow  of  water  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Rhamkatte  road  is  never  less  than  1,500,000  gallons  per 
24  hours,  so  that  water  could  be  obtained  from  this  source  with- 
out the  need  of  any  storage  reservoir;  and  should,  in  the  far 
future,  the  demands  of  the  town  much  exceed  the  present,  the 
supply  could  be  increased  to  several  millions  with  the  aid  of 
such  a  reservoir.  The  best  point  to  taj)  this  stream  is  about 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  above  the  Rhandvatte  road,  about  100' 
below  datum,  where  a  point  of  rocks  comes  down  on  each 
side,  and  where  a  dam  could  be  built  at  small  expense.  A 
storage  reservoir  could  be  built  on  the  top  of  the  hill  at  the 
Sam  Young  place,  in  which  the  water  would  be  some  <S0  feet 
above  the  head  of  Fayetteville  street,  an  ample  height  for 
ordinary  consumption.  For  fire  pressure  a  supplementary 
stand-pipe  would  be  needed.  The  cost  would  be  approxi- 
mately as  follows:

By  dispensing  with  distributing  reservoir,  as  explained 
above,  the  total  cost  would  be  reduced  to  $111,000. 

Another  plan  would  be  to  piunp  to  the  top  of  Spring  Hill 
from  the  same  point.  A  distributing  reservoir  could  not  be 
built  here,  as  the  hill  is  hardly  high  enough,  but  this  location 
would  result  in  a  saving  of  about  half  a  mile  of  pipe  or  about 
$6,000,  though,  as  the  stan(l-{)ipe  would  have  to  be  higher,

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and  cost,  perhaps,  S1,000  more,  the  total  cost  would  be 
.t^l 06,000.  The  same  would  l)e  tapped  a  little  below  the 
Rhamkatte  road,  and,  by  locatino-  a  stand-pipe  on  the  Insane 
Asylum  hill,  would  necessitate  a  total  of  only  If  miles  of 
16-inch  pipe,  which,  allowing  81,000  for  increased  height  of 
stand-pipe,  would  make  a  total  cost  of  $101,000. 

Jones  &  Powell's  mill-pond  is  proposed  as  a  source  of  sup- 
ply. The  water  itself  here  is  hardly  to  be  recommended, 
spreading,  as  it  does,  over  a  great  swampy  area,  largely  stag- 
nant and  exposed  to  the  full  rays  of  the  sun,  and,  further, 
being  liable  to  contamination  from  the  Insane  Asylum  sewage. 
One  of  its  advantages  is  its  location,  being  only  one  and  a 
half  miles  from  the  head  of  Fayetteville  street,  and,  could  a 
suitable  stand-pipe  site  be  found  on  this  line,  it  would  allow 
of  a  saving  of  about  -$3,000  on  the  last-mentioned  location. 
Such  a  site  cannot  be  found,  however,  and  to  reach  one  else- 
where would  more  than  overreach  this  diminution.  Another 
advantage,  however,  is  the  available  water-power  at  the  mill. 
The  drainage  ai'ea  of  the  stream  is  sufficient  to  supply  water 
enough  for  pumping  (with  the  IS  feet  or  more  of  fall  availa- 
ble) all  water  needed  by  the  town,  if  only  all  of  the  water 
flowing  down  the  stream  could  be  stored  for  use.  This  is, 
however,  impracticable,  and,  probably,  sufficient  water-power 
Mould  not  be  available  more  than  half  the  time.  On  this 
supposition,  which  I  consider  a  favorable  one,  one  supple- 
mentary steam-pump,  with  boilers,  would  be  necessary.  The 
dimiimtion  of  cost  on  the  last  estimate,  on  basis  of  items 
above,  would  be  then  :

From  this  must  be  subtracted  S6,000,  the  cost  of  half  a 
mile  additional  length  of  pipe  for  taking  water  to  Asylum  hill, 
which  will  make  the  total  cost  of  obtaining  water  from  Jones 
&  Powell's  mill,  on  the  suj^position  that  sufficient  water-power 
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is  available  half  the  time,  $80,000.     The  quality  of  the  water 
remains  an  objection. 

Next  is  to  be  considered  the  question  of  oljiaiuiug'  water 
from  the  gano-  wells  located  near  the  Holleman  road  and 
Walnut  creek.  As  regards  the  quality  of  the  water,  as  far 
as  the  writer's  observation  went,  there  is  nothing  to  be  objected 
to,  it  being  soft  and  pleasant  to  the  taste.  The  quantity  is 
the  doubtful  point,  the  supply  from  such  wells  being  very 
precarious;  for,  without  very  extensive  explorations,  there  is 
nothing  to  base  a  calculation  of  the  amount  available  upon,  as 
there  is  with  stream  when  the  rain-fall  and  drainage  arta  is 
known.  Before  any  certainty  can  be  arrived  at  as  to  the 
amount  available,  the  town  should  have  reliable  information 
as  to  the  character  of  the  material  gone  through  by  the  wells, 
the  amount  that  can  be  pumped  from  them  at  any  time  and 
the  influence  which  such  pumping  has  upon  the  level  of  the 
ground-water.  The  cost  of  delivering  water  by  this  meth(Kl 
would  be  somewhat  as  below:

Finally  comes  up  for  consideration  the  plan  of  obtaining 
water  from  near  Milburnie,  and  utilizing  the  water-power  of 
the  river.  In  view  of  the  impure  character  of  the  Neuse 
river  water,  it  is  proposed  to  use  sections  of  Jack's  branch, 
Peach-tree  branch  and  Beaver  Dam  creek  at  Lee's  mill  as 
sources  of  supply.  Jack's  branch  yielded  a  volume  of 
390,000  gallons,  Peach-tree  branch,  280,000  gallons,  and 
Beaver  Dam  creek,  1,700,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  The 
last  would  be  the  only  one  worth  considering,  and  it  empties 
into  the  river  about  a  mile  above  the  mill-site.  The  great 
distance,  however,  debars  the  possibility  of  utilizing  this 
source  of  supply,  together  with  the  great  diiference  of  eleva- 
tion, as  the  following  shows :

This  estimate  is  on  the  supposition  that  the  materials  are  of 
the  same  character  and  class  as  in  the  other  estimates,  but  when 
it  is  considered  that  the  pressure  in  the  pipes,  even  with  ordi- 
nary rates  of  consumption,  will  be  certainly  not  less  than  330 
feet,  and,  with  the  maximum  tire  rates,  will  reach  certainly  as 
much  as  450  feet,  it  is  evident  that  heavier  pipes  would  be 
needed  in  many  places,  and  would  require  large  wheels,  with 
a  capacity  of  not  less  than  300  horse-power.  So  I  am  inclined 
to  consider  the  above  estimate  as  low. 

Recapitulating,  we  have:

Walnut  creek  and  Asylum  hill,  without  reservoir 101,000 

Jones  ife  Powell's  mill  and  Asylum  hill,  without  reservoir,  and  water- 
power  half  the  time 80,000 

Gang  wells  and  Maj.  Peck's  hill,  stand-pipe 109,000 

Neuse  river  and  Maj.  Peck's  hill,  stand-pipe 126,000 

In  submitting  these  results  and  estimates  I  must  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  they  are  prepared  hurriedly,  and  are 
neither  exact  nor  complete.  The  cost  of  service  mains  and 
pipes  are  omitted,  but  will  be  essentially  the  same  in  all  cases, 
as  will  also  the  cost  of  engine  and  boiler-houses,  etc.  The 
cost  of  mill-sites  and  riparian  rights  have  also  not  been 
included,  as  the  writer  had  not  time  to  ascertain  them.  The 
costs  given  are  also  only  approximate  from  the  self-evident 
fact  that  exact  estimates  could  not  be  made  from  the  available 
information.     The  chief  value  of  the  results  is  in  comparison 
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witli  each  other,  as  tliey  give  very  fairly  the  I'atio,-:  of  cost  of 
the  <lifferent  plans  of  supply. 

For  fuller  iiiforaiation  concerning  areas,  locations,  eleva- 
tions, rain-falls,  dates  of  gauging  streams,  etc.,  I  refer  to  my 
map,  with  accompanying  tables. 

Trusting  this  report"  may  he  of  the  anticipated  service,  I

REPORT  OF  ENGINEER  OF  WATER-AVORKS. 

Raleioh,  N.  C,  April  9th,  18S7. 
W.  H.  D(JDD,  Esq.,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  instructions  from  Mr.  M. 
M.  Moore,  General  Manager,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
you  iierewith  a  report  of  progress  on  the  construction  of  the 
Raleigh  Water-works  to  date.  For  reference,  and  as  a  means 
of  judging  of  the  approach  to  completion,  the  following  brief 
outline  of  the  character  of  the  proposed  works  is  given: 

The  water  will  betaken  froui  Walnut  creek,  at  a  point  near 
the  Rhamkatte  road,  and  beyond  any  danger  of  contamina- 
tion from  the  Asylum  drainage.  From  this  point  it  will  be 
conducted  through  a  line  of  15-inch  and  14-inch  pi])e  6,700 
feet  long  to  the  pumps  at  the  late  site  of  Jones  cfe  Powell's 
mill.  Tin's  supply-})ipe  will  have  a  continuous  fall  through- 
out its  whole  length  to  permit  of  ready  flushing  in  case  of 
any  accumulation  of  sediment.  The  inlet  will  be  provided 
with  suitable  gratings,  screens  and  gates,  to  jirevent  any  coarse 
floating  matter  from  entering  the  pi]>e  and  to  shut  off'  turbid 
storm-water.  Two  sand-pits  will  also  be  introduced  into  the 
line  to  collect  such  sediment  as  may  pass  through  the  screens. 
To  remove  such  fine  suspended  matter  and  organic  impurities, 
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which  may,  however,  pass  through  these  sand-pits,  the  water, 
after  reaching  the  pump-house,  will  be  forced  through  a  Hyatt 
filter.  Thence  it  will  pass  into  a  stone  and  cement-lined  cis- 
tern of  a  capacity  of  1,500,000  gallons,  which  will  be  kept 
constantly  full  of  filtered  water  to  supply  any  urgent  demand. 
The  water  in  this  cistern  will  be  from  13  to  15  feet  deep,  and 
the  surface  will  be  over  30  feet  above  the  level  of  the  pumps. 
It  will  be  introduced  into  the  cistern  at  the  top  and  will  flow 
out  at  the  bottom  through  two  pipes  14  inches  and  10  inches 
in  diameter,  leading  respectively  to  the  steam-pumps  and  the 
power-pumps.  This  arrangement  of  inflow  and  outflow  will 
create  a  circulation  in  the  water  of  the  cistern  which  will  be 
maintained  by  a  waste-pipe  opening  into  the  wheel-pit  through 
W'hich  the  water  will  flow  when  it  is  not  being  pumped  to  town. 

The  pimip  and  boiler-house  will  be  of  brick,  about  80  feet 
long  and  38  feet  broad. 

The  wheel-pit  and  all  other  parts  of  the  building  subjected 
to  water  or  earth  pressure  will  be  of  substantial  masonry. 

Tiie  pumping  plant  will  consist  of  two  Victor  turbines 
geared  to  two  Duplex  power-pumps  capable  of  supplying  two 
million  gallons  of  \vater  in  24  hours;  also  two  Duplex  com- 
pound condensing  engines  and  two  suitable  boilers  with  an 
aggregate  pumping  capacity  of  two  million  gallons  in  24 
hours.  Draught  will  be  furnished  the  boilers  by  a  brick  stack 
70  feet  high. 

From  the  pump-house  the  water  will  be  forced  to  town 
through  a  line  of  14-inch  pipe,  reaching  nearly  to  the  corpo- 
rate limits;  there  it  will  be  reduced  to  a  12-inch  pipe,  which 
will  continue  as  far  as  the  water-tower  on  Morgan  street. 

The  water-tower  will  be,  in  all,  115  feet  high.  It  will  be 
built  upon  a  masonry  and  concrete  foundation  5^  feet  thick. 
Ui)on  this  a  masonry  wall  3  feet  thick  will  be  carried  up  to 
a  height  of  30  feet.  There  a  brick  wall  will  be  built  55  feet 
high,  30  inches  at  the  base  and  battering  to  20  inches  at  the 
iop.  Upon  this  the  iron  water-tank  will  set,  which  will  be 
30  feet  high  and  about  24  feet  in  diameter,  with  a  capacity  of 
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100,000  gallons.  The  tank  will  rest  uj)()n  a  platform  com- 
posed of  heavy  iron  gerders,  set  into  and  projecting  beyond  the 
wall  and  covered  with  thick  oak  planking.  The  central  por- 
tion of  this  platform  will  be  snpported  by  nine  12x12  posts, 
reaching  from  the  foundation  to  the  base  of  the  tank.  These 
posts  will  be  tied  together  with  iron  rods  and  well  braced  and 
counter-braced.  In  front  of  the  tower  will  be  built  a  one- 
storied  brick  building  of  tasteful  design,  consisting  of  an  office 
and  a  hose-carriage  room.  From  this  building  a  door  will 
open  into  the  interior  of  the  tower  and  to  a  stairway  leading 
to  a  platform  which  will  encircle  the  tower  at  the  base  of  the 
water-tank.  The  tank  will  have  an  octagonal  roof,  and  be 
protected  from  the  sun  by  a  sheathing  of  wood,  with  an  air- 
space beneath.  A  float-gauge  will  also  be  attached,  showing 
the  depth  of  water  in  the  tank  at  any  time.  To  prevent  any 
danger  of  overflowing  or  failure  of  water  supply,  there  will 
be  an  electric  connection  between  the  tank  and  the  pump- 
house,  such  that  a  bell  will  ring  at  the  latter  place  when  the 
water  in  the  tank  is  within  two  feet  of  the  top,  or  within  ten 
feet  of  the  bottom,  when,  in  the  latter  case,  the  pumps  will  be 
started.  Within  the  town  limits  there  will  be  between  eleven 
and  twelve  miles  of  pipe  laid,  along  which  120  double-nozzle 
fire-hydrants  will  be  distributed.  Up  to  present  date  about 
2,000  feet  of  the  pipe  along  Walnut  creek  has  l)een  laid; 
some  1,500  feet  more  is  distributed,  for  which  the  trenches  are 
being  dug,  and  which  will  be  laid  at  once;  the  balance  of  the 
pipe  is  on  the  road  and  will  be  laid  as  soon  as  it  arrives  and 
is  distributed.  The  wheel-pit  is  about  completed,  and  though 
the  outer  walls  of  the  pump-house  are  only  about  half  uj),  the 
balance  wull  be  rapidly  finished  as  soon  as  the  masonry  sub- 
struction is  run  up.  The  dam,  which  is  more  than  half  fin- 
ished, will  be  held  back  till  the  last,  so  that  the  ponding  of 
the  water  will  not  interfere  with  the  progress  of  the  other 
work.  All  excavation  for  the  cistern  has  been  done,  and  the 
masonry  wall  lining  the  sides  is  more  than  half  built;  the 
remainder  can  be  easily  finished  this  month.     The  work  on 
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the  water-tower  is  well  under  way,  the  foundation  being^ 
nearly  laid,  lumber  and  other  materials  ordered  and  received, 
and  all  arrangements  made  for  pushing  tliis  work  to  rapid 
completion.  Pipe-laying  within  the  town  has  been  held  back, 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  valves,  hydrants,  and  other  specials. 
About  three  miles  are  in,  however,  and  work  will  now  be 
pushed  more  rapidly  in  this  ])art. 

Up  to  the  first  of  April  879,000  have  been  expended  on  ma- 
terials and  M'ork.  This  includes  35  tons  of  pig  lead  ;  500,000 
brick;  $10,000  mill  property  ;  §2,000  water-tower  lot ;  1,104 
tons  (^f  pipe;  30  hydrants;  20  valves  and  bowes;  2  water- 
wheels  and  fixtures;  2  boilers. 

The  works  when  completed  will  cost  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  thousand  (§155,000)  dollars.

REPORT  OF  CITY  ENGINEER. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  23(1,  18.S7. 
Hon.  W.  H.  DoDD,  Mcu/or  of  the  City  of  Baleigh: 

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  transfer  to  yon  the  resnlts  of  my 
snrveys  of  the  streets  of  Raleigh  for  the  establishment  of 
grades.  These  results  are  embodied  in  31  profiles  of  a  simi- 
lar number  of  streets.  On  these  profiles  are  shown  the  pres- 
ent grades,  indicated  by  black  lines,  and  the  grades  recom- 
mended for  the  future,  indicated  by  red  lines.  The  datum 
level  for  all  these  grades  is  a  point  at  200  feet  below  the  inter- 
section of  Morgan  and  Fayetteville  streets.  At  nearly  all  the 
street-crossings  iron  grade-posts  have  been  located  in  such  a 
position  as  not  to  be  liable  to  removal  and  not  to  obstruct 
traffic.  These  posts  are  reference-marks  which  should  be 
guarded  with  care.  Grades  for  street-work  should  be  taken 
from  them  with  reference  to  the  profiles,  and  whenever  a  sewer- 
age system  is  to  be  introduced  these  posts  and  the  street  pro- 
files will  be  indispensable  for  the  planning  and  construction 
of  the  system. 

With  reference  to  the  grading  of  the  streets,  I  would  call 
your  attention  to  one  point  which  is  of  great  importance  and 
yet  seems  to  be  overlooked,  and  this  is,  that  where  excavating 
or  filling  is  done  in  the  streets  proper,  the  same  should  be 
done  with  the  side-walks,  with  some  equitable  charge  to  the 
property  holder.  A  street  curb  should  not  be  a  wall  three  or 
four  feet  high,  a  barrier  to  easy  communication  and  somewhat 
dangerous  to  the  pedestrian,  but  should  generally  not  be  (jver 
eight  inches  high,  near  the  level  of  the  crown  of  the  street. 
Such  walls,  if  built,  should  be  between  the  property  and  the 
side-walk,  and  not  between  the  side-walk  and  the  street.

ST.  JOHN'S  HOSPITAL. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  5th,  1887. 
To  his  Honor,  Mayor  W.  H.  DoDD : 

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request  of  March 
7th,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  there  have  been  forty-one 
patients  received  into  the  Hospital  since  my  last  report  of 
April  23d,  1886. 

From  the  City  of  Raleigh  fifteen  charity  and  two  pay- 
patients  have  been  admitted,  and  from  Wake  county  eleven 
charity  and  one  pay-patient  have  been  received — making 
twenty-six  charity  patients  from  this  city  and  county. 

The  following  number  of  pay-patients  have  been  received 
from  the  counties  named:  Chatham,  2;  Craven,  1;  Cumber- 
land, 1 ;  Franklin,  1 ;  Gnilford,  1 ;  Halifax,  1  ;  Orange,  3 ; 
Rowan,  1,  and  Richmond,  Va.,  1. 

At  tlie  last  report  there  were  seven  patients  in  the  Hospital. 
Since  then  forty-one  have  been  admitted,  making  forty-eight 
patients  who  have  been  treated  since  April  23d,  188(3.  Tliere 
were  five  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  April  1st. 

Since  Dec.  14th,  1878,  when  the  first  patient  was  admitted, 
there  have  been  two  hundred  and  four  patients  treated  in  the 
Hospital. 

During  the  year  there  were  tliree  deaths — two  from  jJdJiisis 
jjulmoyialis  and  one  from  organic  valvular  disease  of  the  heart. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Guild  has  changed  the  name  of 
the  Hospital  to  "St.  John's  Hospital." 

For  information  as  to  the  officers,  physicians,  management 
of  the  Hospital,  I  refer  you  to  the  circular  appended.

It  would, 
indeed,  be  a  greater  blessing  to  the  many  poor  colored  people 
of  this  city  if  some  provisions  were  made  by  which  the  hospital 
could  be  kept  open  through  the  entire  year.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  REX  FUXD. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  9th,  1887. 

To  Hon.  W.  H.  Dodd,  3Iayor  of  City  of  Baleigh: 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  recpiest,  that  we  furnish  a 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  fund  in  our  hands,  as  trustees 
of  the  Rex  Hospital,  up  to  March  1st,  1887,  we  beg  to  hand 
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you  herewith  our  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  since 
July  Ist,  1886,  the  date  to  wliich  our  last  re})ort  related,  and 
a  schedule  of  assets  representing  the  l)alance  in  our  hands 
March  1st,  1887,  to-wit,  820,088.86. 

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  charged  off  to  "  profit  and  loss" 
two  notes — one  for  Si 00  and  the  other  for  $31 — which  we 
regarded  as  worthless  and  unnecessary  to  be  reckoned  as  a  part 
of  the  assets.  These  were  for  rent  of  the  land  belonging  to 
the  Rex  Hospital,  and  have  been  carried  as  assets  for  many 
years.  There  are  other  items,  aggregating  about  |400,  amounts 
due  for  rent  of  the  land,  which  we  also  regard  as  doubtful,  if 
not  worthless.  The  loans  on  bond  and  mortgage  are  all  good 
and  well  secured.  The  amounts  duefjr  interest  will  counter- 
balance the  worthless  and  doubtful  assets,  so  that  the  balance 
reported  as  on  hand  March  1st,  1887,  can  safely  be  accounted 
the  real  value  of  the  fund. 

We  do  not. regard  the  fund  as  sufficiently  large  to  justify 
the  erection  of  a  building  to  carry  out  the  wishes  and  inten- 
tions of  the  fx)under  of  the  fund,  since  the  income  which 
would  be  received  from  the  balance  would  be  totally  inade- 
quate to  support  an  infirmary.  The  investments  made  by  our 
predecessors,  while  good  and  prudent  at  the  time  they  were 
made,  became  almost  worthless  l)y  the  results  of  the  war 
between  the  States,  and  tiie  small  sum  saved  from  the  wreck 
has,  by  careful  management,  grown  to  the  present  amount  of 
$20,000. 

If  tliis  sum  and  its  accretions  shall  l)e  prudently  managed, 
it  ought  to  increase  to  S50,000  in  fifteen  years,  and  when  that 
amount  shall  be  available,  the  infirmary  can  be  built  and  sup- 
ported. 

An  amendment  to  the  Revenue  Act,  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  at  its  last  session,  at  the  instance  of  the  Chairman 
of  our  Board,  will  relieve  the  fund  from  taxation,  and  thus 
remove  the  necessity  of  any  expenditure  except  the  annual 
item  of  advertising  the  renting  of  the  lands. 
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The  assets  of  the  fund  are  deposited  in  the  Citizens  National 
Bank  vault  for  safe-keepings  and  we  invite  you  or  a  commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  Aklermen  to  inspect  the  same  and  verify 
the  correctness  of  our  report. 

We  shall  be  glad  at  all  times  to  render  to  you  or  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  any  information  we  may  have  and  which  may  be 
desired  on  any  matters  connected  with  the  fund  for  which  we 
are  trustees.

These  figures  make  a  satisfactory  showing  as  to  the  health- 
ful condition  of  the  city  generally.  Comparing  them  with 
the  estimated  death-rate  of  several  other  cities  in  the  State, 
for  which  I  am  indebted  to  the  February  Bulletin  of  the 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Health,  and  which  are  calculated 
upon  the  reported  deaths  in  the  month  of  January,  one  of 
the  healthiest  months  of  the  year,  while  the  calculation  for 
Raleigh  embraces  the  actual  deaths  for  nearly  one  year,  they 
present  the  following  results:

The  present  mortuary  report  is  not  presented  as  entirely 
accurate,  but  is  believed  to  be  very  nearly  so.  The  list  of 
interments  at  all  the  cemeteries  have  been  obtained  and  care- 
full  v  compared  with  the  death  certiticates. 

It  is  obvious  that  some  interments  may  have  been  made  in 
the  country,  the  friends  of  the  deceased  failing  to  make  report 
to  the  authorities,  as  ho  permits  would  l)e  required  as  in  the 
city  cemeteries.  Sec.  (3  of  chap.  15  of  the  ordinances  of  the 
city  relating'  to  cemeteries  seems  to  need  some  amendment.  I 
suggest  that  all  certificates  of  the  fact  and  cause  of  death  l)e 
delivered  to  the  diief  of  Police,  who  thtu  shall  issue  an  order 
for  interment  or  for  transportation  elsewhere — the  certiticates 
of  death  to  be  transmitted  weekly  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  j)ermits 
issued  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to  be  retained  by  the  sextons  of 
the  cerneteries  as  their  authority  f  >r  making  the  interment. 
This  plan  woidd  enable  the  Chief  of  Police  to  ascertain  the 
ward  of  the  city  in  which  the  decease  may  have  occurred,  and 
bring  to  his  attention  at  once  any  unnsual  circiunstanee  attend- 
ing such  decease. 

I  notice  also  that  at  Oak  wood  Cemetery  interments  are 
.occasionally  made  M'ithout  certificates.  This  has  occurred 
only  in  cases  of  the  death  of  members  of  most  respectable 
families,  concerning  who.^e  decease  no  (juestion  could  be  raised. 
But  the  sexton,  in  the  ab.sencc  of  a  certificate,  cannot  make 
such  record   as  the  ordinances  require  him  to  keej),  and   the 
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Superintendent  of  Health  is  compelled  to  set  down  the  cause 
of  death  as  unknown,  and  only  gains  an  official  knowledge 
of  the  decease  from  an  inspection  of  the  cemetery  lists. 

In  this  report  of  vital  statistics,  I  do  nothing  more  than  to 
present  the  gross  death-rate,  separating  the  races,  but  without 
distinction  as  to  sex  or  age,  or  that  which  is  commonly  used 
to  indicate  the  health  of  a  jM'ovincial  city.  The  chief  vital 
statistics  bearing  upon  the  public  health  are  the  determination 
of  the  birth-rate,  of  the  general  death-rate,  and  of  the  death- 
rates  according  to  sex,  age  and  disease.  If  within  the  authority 
of  your  Board  to  enact  ordinances  to  collect  vital  statistics  by  a 
registration  of  births  and  deaths,  more  accurate  and  valuable 
reports  could  be  furnished  of  the  public  health.  On  this  sub- 
ject the  late  lamented  Dr.  Parks  says:  "It  is  the  office  of  the 
statistician,  by  his  study  of  the  distribution  of  disease  and  the 
incidence  of  mortality,  to  guide  towards  an  appreciation  of  tlie 
causes  thereof,  and  to  a  better  knowledge  of  the  natural  laws 
which  influence  public  health  ;  and  it  is  the  business  of  the  saui- 
tarv  legislator  and  administrator  to  give  due  recopjnition  to 
those  natural  laws  in  their  endeavors  to  maintain  the  health  and 
to  save  the  lives  of  the  people.  The  struggle  with  disease  and 
death  is  never-ending,  but  is  not  indecisive.  It  is  remarkable 
how  steadily  public  health  has  improved  with  each  new 
advance  in  wise  legislation.  In  no  case  has  disappointment 
resulted,  and  in  some  instances  the  good  results  have  been 
really  surprising.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done,  and  manv 
sanitary  problems  wait  for  solution;  l)ut  the  rapid  progress  of 
late  vears  makes  us  confident  that  greater  efforts  still  will 
follow  as  the  knowledge  of  the  causes  of  disease  becomes 
more  precise,  and  the  technical  means  of  prevention  are  more 
efficiently  applied." 

During  the  past  year  I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  abate 
a  single  nuisance  in  the  city,  none  having  been  reported  to  me. 
There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  any  contagious  or  infectious 
diseases. 
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I  cannot  too  highly  commend  the  thorongh  and  painstaking 
action  of  your  Board  for  securing  a  contract  with  a  re8ponsil)le 
company  to  furnish  to  the  citizens  of  Raleigh  a  perfectly  pure 
and  palatable  water.  As  the  great  majority  of  our  people 
will,  in  ray  opinion,  become  consumers  of  the  water,  a  new 
(juestion  will  soon  be  presented  to  your  Board  for  its  consid- 
eration and  action  as  to  the  disposal  to  be  made  of  the  water 
after  it  shall  have  become  chai'ged  with  impurities  by  usage. 
Three  methods  are  usually  employed  for  this  purpose — 1st, 
surface  drainage;  2d,  cess-pools;  3d,  a  thorough  system  of 
sewerage.  In  this  report  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  more  than 
to  call  the  attention  of  your  Board  to  this  subject,  and  to 
recommend  that  the  safest  and  most  economical  of  the  methods 
suggested  would  be  a  system  of  sewerage,  for  which  the  City 
of  Raleigh  is  most  admirably  located.  Sewers  may  be  con- 
structed of  iron  pipes  or  of  the  best  steam-pressed,  salt-glazed, 
vitrified  clay  pipes  of  such  dimensions  as  your  engineer  may 
pronounce  sufficient  for  the  purpose.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  by 
the  Board  to  accept  from  Mr.  K.  S.  Pullen  the  proposed  dona- 
tion to  the  City  of  Raleigh  of  a  tract  of  land  for  the  purposes 
of  a  public  park,  beg  leave  to  report  that  Mr.  Pullen  has 
delivered  to  the  committee  the  accompanying  deed,  from  ^vhich 
it  ^vill  appear  that  he  has  conveyed  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  a 
tract  of  about  sixty  acres  of  land,  situated  immediately  west 
of  the  city  limits  and  admirably  suited  for  the  purposes  he  had 
in  view,  to-wit:  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  park  for  the  use, 
enjoyment  and  recreation  of  the  inhabitants  of  and  visitors  to 
Raleigh.  It  adjoins  a  ti-act  of  about  the  same  acreage,  donated 
at  the  same  time  to  the  State  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  the 
"College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts,"  established  by 
the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Board,  by  proper  reso- 
lution, accept  this  liberal  donation  of  our  public-spirited  fel- 
low-citizen, and  beg  to  suggest  that  the  park  be  named  in  his 
honor,  and  be  hereafter  called  "Pullen  Park."

2.  That,  in  honor  of  Mr.  Piillen,  and  in  order  to  show  our  appreciation 
of  his  liberality  and  public  spirit,  and  that  his  beneficence  may  be  per- 
petually recalled  to  the  minds  of  our  people  and  be  made  known  to  pos- 
terity, the  park  is  hereby  named,  and  shall  hereafter  be  perpetually  called, 
"Pullen  Park." 

3.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  by  the  City  Clerk  to  Mr. 
Pullen,  and  be  also  published  in  the  city  papers. 


REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  PULLEN 

PARK. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  29th,  1887. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Special  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  to  take  charge  of  and  improve  "Pullen 
Park,"  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  much  important  work 
has  been  and  is  being  done. 

On  part  of  the  park  land  is  a  young  growth  of  trees,  which 
has  been  trimmed  out.  Tiie  trees  left  standing  have  been 
trimmed  up  and  the  brush  burned. 

The  committee  recognized  the  fact  that  the  first  work  of 
importance  was  the  opening  of  nice  drives  through  the  park, 
and  at  once  put  men  at  work  on  the  one  that  leaves  Hillsboro 
road  and  comes  out  in  the  Avent  Ferry  road,  or  vice  versa. 
The  center  of  this  drive,  from  the  Hillsboro  road  across  the 
railroads  to  Rocky  branch,  is  the  dividing  line  between  the 
park  and  the  land  on  which  will  be  erected  the  "College  of 
Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts,"  Other  drives  are  being- 
opened.  The  one  mentioned  above  is  more  than  a  mile  long, 
and  crosses  the  N.  C.  and  R.  &  A.  Railroads  on  a  bridge  which 
is  eighty-five  feet  long  and  twenty-six  wide.  This  bridge  has 
just  been  built,  at  the  expense  of  the  city. 
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Your  eoiuinittee  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  park  cannot  be 
made  a  thing  of  beauty  in  a  day,  or  year  even,  but  that  it 
takes  time,  as  it  does  in  every  other  large  enterprise.  By  a 
gradual  and  judicious  expenditure  of  money  the  park  can  be 
made,  within  a  few  years,  a  {)leasant  place  of  resort  and  recrea- 
tion for  our  people,  and  its  ])roxiniity  to  the  proposed  college 
and  the  grounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society 
and  the  Experimental  Farm  will  enhance  its  value  and  use- 
fulness. 

We  would  not  advise  any  expensive  improvements  or  large 
expenditures  of  money  on  the  park,  but  think  a  small  amount 
of  money  each  year  spent  upon  it  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain 
and  beautify  it.

EEPORT  ON   COLLEGE  OF  AGRirjULTURE 
AND  MECHANIC  ARTS. 


RaleKtH,  N.  C,  April  29th,  1887. 
Hon.  AV.  H.  DoDD,  Mayor,  cC-c.  .- 

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  status 
of  the  North  Carolina  College  of  Agi'ieulture  and  Mechanic 
Arts,  I  would  reply  as  follows: 

You  are  aware  that,  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Industrial  School  was 
merged  into  the  above-named  college,  and  the  site  of  about 
sixty  acres  offered  by  R.  S.  Pullen,  Esq.,  was  accepted.  The 
trustees  of  the  college  consist  of  the  nine  members  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  five  additional  trustees.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  met,  for  the  first  time,  on  April  22d,  and,  after 
hearing  full  and  separate  reports  from  H.  E.  Fries,  C.  W, 
Dabney,  Jr.,  and  W.  S.  Primrose,  who  were  appointed  a  spe- 
cial committee  by  the  Governor  to  visit  certain  agricultural 
and  mechanical  colleges,  they  determined  that  work  be  com- 
menced as  soon  as  possible.  To  effect  this  result,  the  Board 
appointed  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  consist- 
ing of  W.  S.  Primrose,  H.  E.  Fries,  H.  L.  Grant,  W.  F. 
Green  and  A.  Leazar,  with  full  authority  to  make  plans,  to 
employ  an  architect  and  to  do  such  other  work  as  should  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  immediate  prosecution  of  the  work 
as  far  as  the  funds  in  hand  should  permit. 

The  funds  available  at  this  time  are  about  Si  5,000.  This 
is  to  be  supplemented  by  act  of  the  Legislature  by  the  Peni- 
tentiary, which  is  required  to  furnish  all  brick  and  stone  and 
common  labor  requisite  for  the  buildings  and  preparation  of 
the  grounds.     This  assistance  is  considerable. 
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Tlie  next  fiscal  year  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  commences 
December  1st,  1887.  From  that  time  the  expenditures  of  that 
Board  are  to  be  limited  to  $21,000  for  the  first  year  and  to 
$20,000  per  annum  thereafter.  The  entire  surplus  of  the 
Board  over  S21,000  the  first  year  and  $20,000  thereafter  is 
to  be  devoted  to  the  establishment,  support  and  maintenance 
of  the  college.  AYe  may  probably  count  upon  at  least 
$12,500  to  .$15,000  per  annum  from  this  source,  commencing 
December  1st,  1887. 

Then  the  Hatch  bill,  devoting  $15,000  per  annum  for  the 
several  States  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in 
connection  with  agricultural  and  mechanical  colleges,  has 
passed  both  branches  of  Congress  and  has  received  the  signa- 
ture of  the  President  of  the  United  States.  There  was  some 
technical  difficulty  as  whether  there  was  a  direct  appropriation 
involved,  and  the  matter,  in  the  opinion  of  officials  in  Wash- 
ington, will  be  remedied  as  soon  as  Congress  meets  this  fall, 
and  this  money  will  doubtless  be  available  during  the  first 
three  months  of  1888,  and,  as  much  of  the  agricultural  work 
of  the  college  is  the  direct  line  of  work  mapped  out  in  the 
Hatch  bill,  this  fund  will  be  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  college. 
Then,  in  the  last  place,  as  tar  as  funds  are  concerned,  as  soon 
as  the  college  shall  be  ready  to  throw  open  its  doors  for  stu- 
dents, the  interest  on  the  Land-scrip  Fund,  $7,500,  which  the 
State  now  pays  to  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  is  to  be 
paid  thereafter  regularly  to  the  college  for  tuition  purposes 
and  current  expenses. 

The  college  will  have  control  of  the  following  land: 

1st.  The  tract  given  by  R.  S.  Pullen  of  about  sixty  acres. 

2d.  The  present  Experimental  Farm  of  about  thirty  acres. 

3d.  State  land  at  Camp  Mangum,  three  hundred  acres. 

Our  plan  is  to  get  up  complete  plans  of  the  plant  as  we  shall 
expect  it  ultimately  to  be,  to  build  a  part  this  year,  another 
next,  etc.,  each  part  to  be  complete  in  itself,  and  all  to  be  parts 
of  the  whole,  to  be  built  with  especial  reference  to  economy  in 
steam-heating  and  water  supply. 
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We  think  it  is  possible  to  open  the  college  in  the  fall  of 
1888,  and  shall  work  to  that  end. 

Such  colleges  are  recognized  as  important  factors  for  indus- 
trial developments  in  many  of  the  States,  and  in  the  two 
States  of  Michigan  and  Mississippi,  which  were  visited  by  the 
committee  above-named,  great  results  are  being  accomplished, 
and  especially  in  the  line  of  agriculture,  horticulture,  cattle- 
breeding,  dairy  work,  &p.,  &c. 

The  Michigan  College  has  also  the  mechanical  department 
fairly  developed,  and  the  Mississippi  people  greatly  desire 
such  an  adjunct  to  their  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 
INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 


The  subject  of  industrial  education  was  probably  first  pub- 
licly agitated  in  North  Carolina  by  the  Watauga  Club,  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh,  who  presented  a  memorial  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  1SS5,  setting  forth  the  needs  of  such  a  school  in 
this  State,  together  with  the  cost  of  equipping  the  same. 

At  that  session  of  the  Legislature  an  act  was  passed  author- 
izing the  Board  of  Agriculture  to  invite  proposals  from  cities 
and  towns  in  the  State  for  donations  of  land,  money  or  mate- 
rial to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  such  a  school,  and  provid- 
ing that  the  city  or  town  making  the  best  oft'er  should  appoint 
three  directors  to  manage  and  control  the  school  in  conjunction 
^vith  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

For  this  purpose  the  City  of  Raleigh  tendered  the  build- 
ings of  the  late  Exposition  Association,  located  on  the  State 
Fair  Grounds,  valued  at  $3,000;  one  acre  of  land  located  in 
the  north-eastern  part  of  the  city,  valued  at  $600;  the  use  of 
twenty  acres  of  land,  the  western  portion  of  the  State  Fair 
Grounds,  and  eight  thousand  dollars  in  money. 

The  Board  of  Agriculture  having  accepted  this  otter,  and 
decided  to  locate  the  school  at  Raleigii,  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  directors  of  the  school  on  the  part  of  the  city.  We 
entered  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duties  and  met  with  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  in  joint  session  on  the  2d  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1886.  A  site  was  selected,  and  a  plot  of  ground,  about 
three  and  a  half  acres,  immediately  adjoining  the  north-west- 
ern city  limits,  was  purchased  from  Dr.  Eugene  Grissom  at  a 
cost  of  $2,100.  The  joint  directors  appointed  a  subcommit- 
tee, consisting  of  Messrs.  W.  F.  Green,  W.  G.  LTpchurch  and 
G.  E.  Leach,  to  seek  information  and  prepare  plans  of  the 
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building.s,  to  be  submitted  to  the  joint  directors  at  a  future 
meeting. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr,  R,  S,  Pullen,  a 
citizen  of  Raleigh,  generously  offered  to  donate  a  tract  of 
about  nine  acres  of  land,  immediately  west  of  the  city  limits, 
as  a  site  for  the  school.  This  offer  was  accej)ted,  and  the  site 
being  much  more  eligible,  it  was  decided  to  locate  the  school 
there. 

Pending  the  preparation  of  plans,  the  Legislature  of  1887 
passed  an  act  to  establish  a  "College  of  Agriculture  and 
Mechanic  Arts,"  and  transferring  all  the  funds  and  property 
of  the  Industrial  School,  to  such  college,  and  vesting  the  man- 
agement of  it  in  a  board  of  trustees  to  be  aj)pointed  bv  the 
Governor. 

Thus  ended  our  official  connection  with  the  Industrial 
School,  which  has  broadened  into  an  institution  that  ffives 
promise,  under  the  present- efficient  management,  of  being  all 
that  the  most  enthusiastic  of  the  original  promoters  hoped  for. 

As  now  constituted,  the  "College  of  Agriculture  and  Me- 
chanic Arts"  secures  the  Land-scrip  Fund,  amounting  to  an 
income  of  §7,500  per  annum,  and  §15,000  appropriated  by 
the  last  Congress  under  the  Hatch  bill,  which,  together  with 
such  sums  from  the  funds  of  the  State  Department  of  Agri- 
culture as  is  provided  in  the  act  establishing  the  College, 
insures  an  institution  that  is  destined  to  be  of  great  value  to 
the  present  and  future  generations  in  North  Carolina.

Sir: — In  response  to  your  request  that  I  give  you  a  report 
of  the  litigation  in  which  the  city  is  now  or  has  been  within 
the  past  two  years  in\x)lvecl,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  only  suit  or 
proceeding  now  pending  against  the  city  is  the  case  of  G. 
Rosenthal,  Administrator  of  J.  ]M.  Rosenbaum,  vs.  The  City 
of  Raleigh,  which  is  a  suit  for  damages,  it  being  alleged  that 
the  injuries  resulting  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Rosenbaum  were 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  driver  of  one  of  the  fire- 
engines  during  the  prevalence  of  a  fire.  While  the  accident 
which  resulted  in  the  death  of  an  estimable  citizen  was  a 
deplorable  one,  I  do  not  think  that  the  city  is  liable  in  law  even 
if  the  facts  as  charged  should  be  admitted.  The  case  is  set 
for  trial  at  the  next  term  of  the  Superior  Court. 

The  action  brought  last  year  by  Hammill,  Hunnicutt  & 
Co.  against  the  city  for  an  alleged  breach  of  contract  in  rela- 
tion to  the  paving  stones  to  be  furnished  by  them  has  been 
compromised  and  settled.  The  city  had  a  perfect  defence  in 
law,  in  that  the  stone  did  not  come  up  to  the  requirements  of 
the  contract  in  quality  and  shape,  and  was  not  furnished  at  the 
times  nor  in  the  quantities  stipulated  for;  but  as  the  plaintiffs 
had  expended  a  considerable  amount  of  money  in  their  efPort 
to  comply  with  the  contract,  a  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  recommended  the  acceptance  of  an  offer  of  com- 
promise made  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  the  suit  was  settled,  the 
city  paying  the  value  of  tiie  stone  and  taking  it  for  use  on 
other  streets  than  that  for  which  it  was  intended. 
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In  tlie  summer  of  1880  the  city  was  indicted  in  the  Supe- 
rior Court  for  creating  and  maintaining  a  nuisance  by  its 
method  of  filling  a  ravine  on  Blood  worth  street,  the  informers 
imagining  that  certain  unpleasant  odors  which  were  perceived 
in  that  locality  last  year  arose  from  the  ravine.  The  case  was 
tried  before  Judge  Shepherd  and  a  jury  at  January  Tei'm. 
The  State  wholly  failing  to  make  out  a  case  against  the  city, 
there  was  a  verdict  of  acquittal. 

In  the  case  of  The  City  of  Raleigh  vs.  Ramsay,  an  indict- 
ment for  violation  of  a  city  ordinance,  lately  brought  before 
the  ^Nlayor,  who  is  also  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  the  defendant 
moved,  on  affidavit,  for  a  removal  of  the  case  for  trial  before 
some  other  Justice.  As  the  right  of  a  defendant  in  such  case 
to  ask  for  such  removal  involved  a  question  of  great  impor- 
tance to  the  city  in  the  enforcement  of  its  ordinances  and  the 
•punishment  of  offenders,  the  matter  was  referred  to  me  for  my 
decision.  I  gave  my  opinion,  in  writing,  that  such  removal 
could  not  be  enforced.  The  case  was  tried  before  the  JNIavor, 
and,  on  conviction,  an  appeal  was  taken  by  the  defendant  to 
the  Superior  Court,  where  the  point  raised  before  the  Mayor 
will  again  be  insisted  upon.  If  the  decision  should  be  adverse 
to  the  city,  an  appeal  should  be  taken  by  the  city  to  the 
Supreme  Court. 

Litigation  aa^ainst  the  citv  was  imminent  over  matters 
involved  in  and  growing  out  of  the  contract  for  the  building 
of  the  Centennial  Graded  School  building;  but,  owing  to  the 
firmness  of  the  Building  Committee  and  the  manner  in  which 
the  contract  was  di-awn  for  the  protection  of  the  city,  suits 
were  avoided  and  all  matters  were  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  city. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  pursuance 
of  the  directions  of  the  Board,  I  prepared  and  obtained  the 
passage  of  an  act  amending  the  charter  of  the  city  in  several 
important  particulars;  also  of  an  act  to  protect  and  police 
the  water-shed  of  Walnut  creek,  so  that  a  water  supply  may 
be  kept  uncontaminated  and  pure;  also  of  an  act  authorizing 
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the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary  to  pave  one-half 
of  the  streets  around  the  Capitol  Square,  the  city  paving  the. 
otiier  half,  except  where  the  State  owns  the  property  on  both 
sides  of  the  street,  in  which  case  the  whole  of  the  street  is  to 
be  paved  by  the  Penitentiary  authorities;  also  of  an  act 
granting  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  the  lot  of  land  adjoining  the 
Centennial  Graded  School  lot  on  the  east,  to  be  used  for  the  ' 
purposes  of  the  Graded  School  only. 

During  the  past  two  years  the  progressive  and  enterprising 
spirit  of  the  present  Board  of  Aldermen  has  so  pushed  the 
development  of  the  city  and  has  inaugurated  so  many  new 
enterprises  and  improvements,  that  every  member  of  the  city 
government  has  had  great  and  constant  demands  upon  his 
time  and  labor.  I  venture  the  assertion  that  the  records  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  for  the  past  two  years  will 
show  more  adjourned,  special  and  called  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  standing  and  special  committees  of  the 
Board,  and  more  and  greater  business  transacted  than  during 
anv  six  years  since  the  city  has  been  incorporated.  As  City 
Attorney,  I  have  been  made  a  member  of  nearly  all  the  spe- 
cial committees,  and  have  been  at  the  call  of  all  standing  com- 
mittees; so  that,  in  attendance  upon  their  meetings,  in  the 
investigation  and  discussion  of  matters  referred  to  them,  in 
advising  them  in  the  making  of  contracts  and  the  preparation 
of  the  same,  I  have  found  plenty  to  do.  All  this,  however, 
came  within  my  duty  as  a  salaried  attorney  of  the  city.  But 
the  members  of  the  Board  who  have  labored  so  arduously  and 
devoted  so  much  of  their  time  to  the  public,  often  at  the 
expense  of  their  business,  have  received  no  reward  other  than 
the  consciousness  of  having  done  their  duty  faithfully.  They 
deserve,  and,  I  believe,  have,  the  approval  of  all  disinterested 
citizens  for  their  arduous  and  faithful  labors.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COM- 
MITTEE OF  RALEIGH  TOWNSHIP. 

Mayor's  Office,  April  30th,  1887. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Baleigh: 

Gentlemen  : — As  chairman  ex  officio  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Raleigh  Township,  Wake  Connty,  I  have  the  honor 
of  snbmitting  to  your  honorable  body  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  committee, 
and  also  the  report  of  E.  P.  Moses,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  in  this  township.  It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  present 
you  such  convincing  evidences  of  the  success  of  our  public 
school  system  as  you  will  find  in  the  reports  of  these  ofhcers. 
These  reports  also  contain  accurate  statistics  of  the  schools 
and  detailed  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  since 
our  last  reports. 

The  term  of  office  of  G.  Rosenthal,  Esq.,  and  Rev.  F.  L. 
Reid,  the  two  members  of  the  committee  of  the  first  class, 
expired  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1887.  At  a  meeting  of 
your  honorable  body,  held  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1887,  an 
election  was  held  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned,  and  Messrs. 
G.  Rosenthal  and  F.  L.  Reid  were  unanimously  elected  to 
fill  the  said  vacancy.  I  congratulate  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
on  their  election  of  such  competent  gentlemen  to  serve  on  this 
committee.  They  have  been  tried  and  have  proved  them-® 
selves  not  only  competent,  but  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
duty.  The  term  for  which  they  were  elected  is  six  years. 
Since  our  last  report  to  your  Board  all  the  schools  in  this 
township  have  made  commendable  progress.  A  steady  advance- 
ment in  the  methods  of  instruction  has  been  noted,  and  con- 
tinued good  discipline  has  been  observed  among  the  pupils. 

12 
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The  successful  government  of  the  schools  and  the  increased 
numerical  growth  of  the  jnipils  bear  testimony  to  the  wisdom 
which  devised  the  present  system  by  which  the  public  schools 
are  conducted.  While  I  would  not  decry  the  morals  and 
intelligence  of  our  community  (for  I  am  proud  to  say  that  we 
are  equal  if  not  above  the  standard  of  other  cities  of  like 
population  and  location),  yet  I  hojie  that  we  may,  from  the 
constantly  increasing  efficiency  of  our  public  schools,  and  by 
and  through  the  good  effects  of  pulilic  instruction,  elevate  the 
morals  as  well  as  the  intelligence  of  our  community  to  a  yet 
higher  standard;  and  for  the  furtherance  of  this  end  I  recom- 
mend that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  do  all  in  their  power  to 
aid  and  support  the  School  Committee  in  furnishing  all  needful 
school  facilities  for  the  youth  of  our  city.  The  School  Com- 
mittee is  invested  with  large  powers — in  fact,  have  the  entire 
control  of  the  public  schools,  but  the  amount  of  funds  at 
their  disposal  is  limited,  and  so  limited  that  it  is  about  all 
expended  in  payment  of  salaries  and  the  current  expenses  of 
the  schools. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  School  Committee 
we  learn  that  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  at  the  date  of  last

From  the  report  of  the  Secretary  we  find  that  the  expendi- 
tures during  the  year  amounted  to  §12,53(3;  that  the  census 
taken  for  1886  makes  the  school  population  in  the  township 
4,548.  On  account  of  the  increased  number  of  white  pupils, 
the  Secretary  reports  that  the  committee  rented,  temporarily, 
the  third  story  of  J.  Lewis  c*e  Co.'s  store  on  Fayetteville  street, 
by  which  they  secured  accommodation  for  120  pupils.  The 
committee,  finding  it  necessary  to  secure  permanent  accommo- 
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dations  for  the  increased  numerical  growth  of  the  Centennial 
School,  accepted  from  Messrs.  Andrews  and  HaAvkins  the  lease 
of  a  building  for  a  tei'm  of  twenty  years,  \vith  the  privilege 
of  purchase  at  any  time  during  the  lease,  the  building  thus 
leased  to  be  erected  for  school  purposes  and  ready  for  occu- 
pancy by  September  1st,  1887. 

The  increased  attendance  of  the  jiupils  of  the  colore<l  schools 
will  necessitate  additional  buildings  for  the  next  session,  and 
the  committee  are  considering  plans  for  that  purpose.

Chairman  ex  ojicio  Raleigh  Graded  Schools: 

Dear  Sir  : — At  your  request,  I  herewith  submit  a  i)rief 
statement  of  the  work  of  the  committee  since  last  report, 
under  date  April  24th,  188G.  In  that  report  it  was  intimated 
that  the  main  work  of  the  committee  during  the  vacation 
would  be  to  secure  additional  room  for  the  white  pupils,  as 
Centennial  School  was  very  much  crowded.  These  efforts 
resulted  in  temporarily  renting  the  third  story  of  Lewis  & 
Co.'s  store,  which  contains  a  large  room,  with  two  smaller 
adjoining,  thus  securing  accommodations  for  about  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  pupils.  To  these  rooms  a  portion  of  the 
boys  from  the  fourth  and  all  from  the  higher  grades  were 
removed  and  the  school  placed  in  charge  of  Mr.  Savage,  with 
Misses  Folger  and  Pool  assistants.  Besides  these  rooms,  the 
assembly-hall  at  Centennial  School  was  utilized  for  advanced 
pupils  from  the  first  and  second  grades.  With  additional 
rooms  came  the  necessity  for  more  teachers,  who  were  selected, 
after  careful  examination. 

It  is,  perhaps,  proper  to  state  that  the  teachers  of  last  ses- 
sion were  all  retained  except  Misses  Eltzroth  and  Simpson, 
who  declined  re-election.  Their  places  were  filled  by  Misses 
Gales  and  Pool. 

Messrs.  Andrews  and  Hawkins  having  offered  to  erect  a  good 
building  and  lease  it  to  the  committee  for  a  term  of  twenty 
years,  with  privilege  of  ^^nrchase  at  any  time  during  the  lease, 
their  proposition  was  duly  accepted,  and  the  building  is  now 
in  process  of  erection,  and  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occu- 
pancy by  the  opening  of  next  session.  The  patronage  of  the 
schools  has  considerably  increased  during  the  year,  and  we 
confidently  look  for  larger  attendance  when  the  new  house  is 
ready. 
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The  attendance  at  the  colored  schools  has  also  increased, 
and  it  has  become  necessary  to  employ  assistant  teachers  for 
several  of  the  grades  in  each  of  the  schools.  It  was  found 
advisable  to  purchase  more  ground  at  Garfield  School.  A 
strip  on  the  south  side  was  bought  of  Mr.  I.  D.  Smith,  at  a 
cost  of  $303.50.  Some  changes  were  also  made  in  the  build- 
ing, which  renders  it  much  more  useful  and  convenient.  The 
old  portion  of  the  Washington  Scliool  building  is  badly  in 
need  of  repairs,  and  your  committee  are  now  considering  plans 
for  replacing  this  with  a  new  and  better  arranged  edifice. 

Oberlin  is  in  need  of  one  or  more  rooms,  and  we  hope  to 
be  in  a  position,  before  very  long,  to  provide  them. 

The  report  of  tlie  Superintendent,  I  presume,  will  give  all 
details  of  the  working  of  the  various  schools.

This  report  covers  a  period  of  an  entire  school-year.  As 
my  last  report  embraced  the  operations  of  the  school  for  but 
four  months,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  comparison  of 
figures  that  M'ill  lead  to  any  satisfactory  conclusions.  In  suc- 
ceeding years,  however,  it  will  be  very  easy  to  place  the  fig- 
ures for  convenience  side  by  side  and  ascertain,  at  a  glance,  the 
growth  and  condition  of  your  schools.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  we  were  compelled  to  lose  a  large  number  of  pupils 
from  our  highest  grade,  on  account  of  the  failure  to  provide 
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suitable  higher  instruction  for  them,  the  Centennial  School 
opened  its  doors  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  present  term  with  an 
increase  of  ninety-nine  over  the  enrollment  at  the  beginning 
of  the  previous  session,  and  it  has  steadily  increased  until,  at 
date  of  this  report,  the  enrollment  has  reached  880.  While 
this  increase  in  numbers  should  be  gratifying,  we  ought  not 
to  be  deluded,  for  an  instant,  into  the  belief  that  we  have 
reached,  or  even  approached,  the  summit  of  our  usefulness. 
One  year  ago  I  wrote,  "  We  should  look  forward  to  the  time 
in  the  near  future  when  we  shall  have  two  buildings  with  an 
enrollment  of  at  least  twelve  hundred  white  children.  These 
figures  are  certainly  not  extravagant  for  a  city  with  the  popu- 
lation of  Raleigh."  W'hat  I  felt  to  be  true  a  year  ago,  I 
feel  much  more  keenly  to-day.  The  new  building  for  the 
girls,  which  existed  then  only  in  imagination,  is  now  a  cer- 
tainty, and  I  cannot  but  believe  that  its  completion  will  mark 
a  new  era  in  the  history  of  public  education  in  Raleigh, 

I  propose  to  bring  to  your  attention  a  few  facts  in  regard 
to  the  work  of  the  past  year,  and  to  make  a  few  suggestions 
for  the  future.  What  I  say,  however,  will  be  said  not  only 
to  you,  to  whom  I  am  directly  responsible,  but  also  to  every 
citizen  of  this  city  who  is  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
this  great  work. 

Irregular  attendance  is  still  much  too  common,  and  inter- 
feres largely  with  the  work  of  the  school.  There  are  many 
children  who  are  never  absent,  and  who  seem  to  delight  in 
doing  their  duty.  These  deserve,  and  ought  to  receive,  unquali- 
fied praise.  Then  there  are  children  who  are  never  absent 
except  on  account  of  serious  sickness.  Of  course,  every  rea- 
sonable teacher  will  cheerfully  excuse  absence  on  this  account. 
But  I  regret  to  say  that  I  find  a  considerable  number  of  chil- 
dren who  are  allowed  to  remain  at  home,  whenever  their  whim 
dictates,  upon  the  most  frivolous  excuses.  I  have  knovi^n  a 
boy  to  remain  from  school  for  a  week  to  have  his  shoes  mended, 
and  a  little  miss  to  absent  herself  for  a  month  to  entertain  a 
visiting  relative.     It  is  not  just,  for  people  to  hold  teachers 
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responsible  for  the  teaching  of  the  children  unless  the  chil- 
dren are  sent  to  school  regularly  to  be  taught.  It  is  not  just 
to  the  children  to  allow  them  to  fritter  awav  valuable  time  in 
this  manner.  It  is  not  just  that  those  who  do  attend  regu- 
larly should  be  kept  behind  on  account  of  the  few  who  so 
frequently  absent  themselves.  I  sincerely  hope  that  every 
father  who  reads  this  report  will  determine  that  his  children 
shall  attend  school  promptly  and  regularly  hereafter.  The 
teachers  iiave  endeavored  faithfully  to  secure  good  attendance, 
and  their  labors  in  this  direction  have  not  been  in  vain,  but 
we  are  not  yet  satisfied.  The  remedy  lies  largely  beyond  our 
control.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  the  parents.  Will  they  use 
it  for  the  sake  of  their  children?     I  hope  so. 

In  connection  with  the  question  of  attendance,  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal  of  children 
from  school,  early  in  life.  '  I  am  often  astonished  and  grieved 
to  see  healthy  boys  and  girls  withdrawn  from  school  for  the 
sake  of  a  rest,  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  little  money. 
It  is  a  dangerous  experiment.  The  parents  generally  con- 
sider it  merely  a  temporary  matter,  but  years  of  observation 
confirm  me  in  the  belief  that  a  boy  or  girl  rarely  ever  makes 
any  further  advancement  in  books  after  a  year's  absence  from 
the  school-room. 

The  discipline  in  your  schools  has  steadily  improved  and 
is  now  generally  good.  There  never  was  a  good  school  with- 
out good  discipline.  After  a  teacher  once  gets  control  of  a 
school,  there  ought  not  to  be  anv  further  occasion  for  dis- 
order.  The  discipline  in  every  school  ought  to  be  perfect. 
I  do  not  mean  to  claim  perfect  discipline  now  in  ours,  by  any 
means  ;  and  yet  I  believe  that,  eventually,  we  shall  very  nearly 
reach  that  high  standard.  I  consider  a  school  under  perfect  dis- 
cipline when  the  will  of  every  pupil  bows  in  cheerful  submission 
to  the  will  of  the  teacher.  It  is  said  that  disorder  is  absolutely 
unknown  in  the  schools  of  Prussia.  There  is  no  reason  why 
we  cannot  have,  eventually,  as  good  order  in  the  schools  of 
Raleigh.     Corrective  measures  should   be  rare,   for   offences 
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ought  not  to  he  committed.  My  abhorrence  of  corporal  pun- 
ishment, in  any  and  every  form,  increases  with  years.  I  can 
have  little  patience  for  the  man  or  the  boy  who  does  right 
from  no  higher  motive  than  fear  of  the  lash,  and  I  pity  the 
child  who  must  be  taught  by  one  who  advocates  such  doctrine. 
Herbert  Spencer  confesses  that  the  cruelty  practiced  upon  the 
law-makers,  when  boys,  in  the  English  schools,  has  had  a 
marked  effect  upon  legislation,  and  has  been  a  serious  hin- 
drance to  national  progress.  Force  should  rarely,  if  ever,  be 
resorted  to  by  the  teacher,  and  angry  blows  upon  the  school- 
grounds  should  never  be  tolerated.  It  is  the  first  duty  of  a 
teaclver  to  teach  all  boys  under  his  care  to  be  gentlemen  in  the 
most  literal,  as  well  as  the  most  liberal,  meaning  of  that  term. 
Your  teachers  have  guarded  carefully  the  morals,  as  well  as 
the  manners,  of  the  children.  They  have  endeavored  faith- 
fully to  inculcate  the  principles  of  morality  and  induce  the 
children  to  do  right  because  right-doing  is  the  will  of  God. 
I  protest  again  against  every  species  of  sectarian  teaching,  but 
I  insist  that  the  principles  of  the  Decalogue  and  the  Golden 
Rule  ought  to  be  taught  in  every  school.  And  these  things 
can  be  taught  in  a  thousand  ways  without  a  text-book.  A 
lesson  can  be  drawn  from  some  occurrence  of  the  day;  a  short 
poem,  embodying  some  great  truth,  can  be  called  to  the  atten- 
tion, under  proper  circumstances,  so  as  to  find  a  lodgment  in 
the  child's  heart  forever.  In  fact,  a  teacher,  alert  to  the  im- 
portance of  this  great  subject,  will  find 

"  Tongues  in  trees,  books  in  the  running  brooks, 
Sermons  in  stones,  and  good  in  everything." 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  foundation  of  all  moral  teaching  in 
our  schools  should  be  this:  It  is  better  to  do  right  and  lose 
than  to  do  wrong  and  gain  some  temporary  advantage.  With 
this  principle  firmly  fixed,  the  way  for  a  child  to  conquer  in 
many  a  moral  battle  is  "plain  as  path  to  parish  church." 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  great  improvement  in  the 
work  done  in  the  school-room  during  the  past  year  over  that 
of  the  previous  year.     My  last  report  stated  plainly  that  the 
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teaching  force  was  entirely  inadequate  for  the  work  required. 
It  atfords  me  genuine  pleasure  to  say  that  this  state  of  things 
no  longer  exists.  The  election  of  new  teachers  and  our  addi- 
tional accommodations  have  enabled  us  to  improve  greatly  the 
character  of  the  work.  It  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  no 
teacher  is  at  present  greatly  overburdened  and  that  there  is 
now  no  excuse  for  inferior  work  in  any  department. 

While  an  advance  has  been  made  all  along  the  line,  I  am 
sure  that  greater  improvement  has  been  made  in  reading  than 
in  any  o^ther  department.  The  methods  employed  have  been 
those  that  seemed  to  your  Superintendent  to  be  based  upon 
sound  educational  philosophy.  They  were  not  adopted  lie- 
cause  they  were  new,  but  because  they  seemed  to  he  best  for 
the  children.  The  old  alphabetic  method  has  been  the  bane 
of  teaching,  and  any  parent  or  any  teacher  who  allows  chil- 
dren of  any  age  to  spell  while  reading  is  doing  the  child  an 
injury — not  an  intentional  wrong,  but  a  wrong  no  less  irre- 
parable on  that  account.  The  greatest  difficulty  with  which 
we  have  to  contend  is  the  breaking  up  of  this  bad  habit  when 
once  fii'mly  fixed.  Why  it-  has  so  long  held  sway  in  this 
country,  I  cannot  imagine.  It  has  not  had  an  advocate  in 
Germany  for  fifty  years,  and  is  prohibited  by  law  in  many  of 
the  German  States.  One  of  the  most  conservative  of  educa- 
tionists has  recently  written,  "Many  have  not  observed  the  fact 
that  improvement  in  methods  of  teaching  has  been  as  real 
and,  perhaps,  as  rapid  as  improvement  in  the  processes  of 
agriculture  or  of  manufacture.  There  is  scarcely  a  greater 
difference  between  gathering  grain  with  a  cradle  and  with  a 
reaper  than  between  the  alphabetic  and  word  method."  And 
yet  the  old  systena  of  teaching  reading  by  teaching  to  spell,  a 
system  condemned  by  all  educational  authorities,  is  still,  to 
some  extent,  in  vogue  in  our  schools,  because  some  parents 
will  persist  in  attempting  to  teach  their  children  in  a  manner 
directly  contrary  to  that  of  the  teacher. 

I  trust  that  the  time  will  come  when  the  teacher's  rights 
and  feelings  will  be   respected  as  highly  as  those  of  men  in

other  professions.  Xo  man  interferes  with  the  directions  of 
his  lawyer  or  his  physician,  for  fear  he  will  lose  his  suit  on 
the  one  hand,  or  his  life  on  the  other.  And  yet  there  are  many 
people  who  thiiik  that  they  can,  with  impunity,  teach  their 
children  at  home  in  whatsoever  way  they  desire — even  when 
they  know  their  teaching  to  be  in  direct  opposition  to  that  of 
their  children's  teacher.  The  suicidal  policy  of  such  a  course 
is  almost  too  plain  to  be  pointed  out.  A  man  who  follows 
implicitly  the  directions  of  his  physician  or  his  lawyer,  with- 
out complaint,  will  declare  that  his  child  ought  to  have  a  third 
reader  when  the  teacher  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  second. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  the  day  will  come  when  to  the  teacher 
there  will  be  accorded  the  same  amc>unt  of  disinterestedness 
and  conscientiousness  as  is  now  so  freely  and  so  properly 
extended  to  the  physician  and  the  lawyer. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  there  are  some  who  do  not 
seem  to  realize  the  fact  that  there  is  a  science  of  education.  I 
feel  that  I  can  do  my  fellow-citizens  no  greater  service  than 
to  beg  them  to  interest  themselves  in  this  grand  science. 
Gentlemen  of  learning  and  intelligence  read  history,  books 
of  travel,  and  dip  into  almost  all  the  sciences.  Why  will 
thev  not,  for  the  sake  of  their  children  and  humanity,  look 
carefully  into  the  noblest  of  them  all — the  science  of  educa- 
tion ?  I  wish  that  every  reading  man  in  Kaleigh  would  read 
Jos.  Payne's  Lectures  on  Education.  This  followed  up  by 
Quick's  Educational  Reformers,  W.  H.  Payne's  Recent  Con- 
tributions to  the  Science  of  Education,  Spencer's  Education, 
and  Fitch's  Lectures  on  Teaching  would  pour  a  flood  of 
light  upon  the  subject  in  which  every  father,  and  indeed  every 
citizen,  ought  to  take  the  liveliest  interest.  As  Dr.  G.  Stanley 
Hall  well  says,  "The  new  education  holds  there  is  one  thing 
in  nature  and  one  alone  fitted  to  inspire  all  true  men  and 
women  with  more  awe  and  reverence  than  Kants'  starry  heav- 
ens, and  that  is  the  sonl  and  body  of  a  young  child." 

From  what  was  said  in  regard  to  the  teachers'  work,  I 
would  not  be  undei-stood  as  desiring  that  parents  should  not 
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take  a  personal  interest  in  the  daily  school-work  of  their  chil- 
dren.    On  the  contrary,  I  want  to  insist  upon  the  necessity  of 
parents   looking  carefully  into  this  matter.     Xo   man   leaves 
the  care  of  his  health  to   his  jihysician,  or  his  business  to  his 
lawyer.     Neither  should  he  leave  the  entire  education  of  his 
children  to  the  teacher.     A  man's  physician  assists  in  preserv- 
ing or  restoring  health,  his  lawyer  helps  him   in   the  care  of 
his  property.     So  the  teacher  should  assist  the  parent  in  the 
education  of  the  child.     This  simple  rule,  how'ever,  is  often 
disregarded.     Many  children  of  respectable  ])arentage  come 
to  school  at  the  age  of  six  or  seven  without  knowing  their 
own  names  or  the  names  of  their  parents.     They  do  not  know- 
where  they  live,  and  cannot  tell  the  right  hand  from  the  left. 
A  simple  picture  is  scarcely  more  intelligible  than  the  printed 
page,  and  their  vocabulary  is  set  limited  that  any  effort  to  carry 
on   a  conversation   with  them,  upon  the  simplest  subjects,  is 
absolutely  painful.     I  do  not  speak  of  these  things  to  com- 
plain, but   to  do  good.      If  parents  will   only  pay  attention 
early  in  life  to  the  training  of  the  children,  they  will  find  their 
progress,  when  they  enter  school,  much  more  rapid  and  satis- 
foctory  to  both  teacher  and  parent.     The  children  ought  to  be 
taught  a  great  deal    before  books  are  placed  in  their  hands. 
They  should,  at  least,  be  taught  the  names  and  uses  of  objects 
around  them,  on  the  streets,  in  the  homes,  and  in  the  fields, 
before  they  are  put  to  learning  cabalistic  letters  and  meaning- 
less sounds.     The  greater  the  care  devoted  to  the  early  edu- 
cation of  children  by  parents,  the  greater  will  be  their  progress 
at  school.     In  fact,  the  progress  of  many  children  at  school 
would  be  twice  as  rapid   if  they  only  knew  the  meaning  of 
words.     The  history  and  geography  and   the  arithmetic  are 
often  sealed  books  to  the  student,  because  he  does  not  know 
the  meaning  of  the  words  Avhich   the  book   contains.     AVhile 
the  teachers  do  all  they  can  to  increase  the  vocabulary  of  the 
children,  the   parents  can    do  no   more  helpful  work  than  to 
give  i)atient  and  constant  instruction  in  the  use  of  words.      If 
all  of  us  would  only  follow  the  injunction  of  the  noble-hearted 
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Froebel,  "Come,  let   us  live  with  the  children,"  how  much 
brighter  and  wiser  the  world  would  be ! 

And  children  need  not  only  our  careful  attention  and  loving- 
interest,  but  a  due  regard  for  their  welfare  demands  some  pecu- 
niary sacrifice.  People,  the  w^orld  over,  complain  at  the  cost 
of  school-books.  Counted  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  average 
is  less  than  is  generally  imagined,  and  the  number  of  books 
required  by  school  authorities  ought  to  be  small.  The  largest 
item  of  expense  is  the  school-reader,  two  of  which  ought  to 
be  furnished  a  child  every  year.  But  candor  compels  me  to 
say  that  no  child  can  really  be  educated,  even  with  the  best  of 
teachers,  by  the  use  of  school-books  alone.  I  doubt  if  many 
of  our  patrons  have  ever  realized  the  barrenness  of  the  ordi- 
nary text-book,  especially  in  geography.  If  any  one  will  take 
any  school  geography  and  turn  to  the  description  of  Europe, 
and  then  to  England,  or  any  other  country,  he  will  doubtless 
be  amazed  to  tind  how  utterly  destitute  the  book  is  of  all  that 
is  worth  knowing  or  remembering.  The  cities  of  London  and 
Paris  and  Vienna  are  treated,  perhaps,  in  from  two  to  six  lines 
each.  Suppose  a  child  completes  the  book;  how  much  has 
really  been  learned  worth  the  knowing?  A  good  juvenile 
encyclopedia  in  the  home  is  almost  indispensable  in  the  proper 
study  of  geography  or  history.  Such  a  book  can  be  purchased 
for  tw^o  or  three  dollars.  Children  can  never  become  scholars 
without  access  to  plenty  of  books.  We  need  a  good  public 
library  in  the  city,  and  we  need  a  good  library  in  the  schools. 
Until  these  things  can  come,  I  wish  that  every  tamily  could 
have  a  very  small  collection,  at  least,  of  books  for  the  chil- 
dren. Books  are  now  so  cheap  that  a  very  small  sum  of 
money  will  buy  a  number  of  good  books.  And  the  influence 
of  one  good  book  cannot  be  overestimated.  It  is  said  that  the 
reading  of  Irving's  Sketch-Book  marked  a  revolution  in  the 
life  of  Robert  L.  Collier,  who  rose  from  the  position  of 
helper  in  a  smithy  to  the  pastorate  of  a  prominent  church  in 
the  City  of  New  York.  We  have  done  wliat  we  could  to 
encourage  a  taste  for  good  literature  among  our  older  pupils.

and,  although  progress  in  this  direction  has  been  exceedingly 
slow  and  sometimes  disheartening,  we  hope  that  we  have  done 
some  good.  To  encourage  still  further  this  spirit,  we  have 
read  such  masterpieces  of  literature  in  the  schools  as  Scott's 
Lady  of  the  Lake,  Irving's  Sketch-Book,  and  Hawthorne's 
■  Wonder-Book.  These  have  been  substituted  for  the  scraps 
found  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  readers,  and  teachers  and  pupils 
have  been  much  pleased  with  the  change.  The  whole  aim 
in  teaching  reading,  froin  the  lowest  primary  grade,  should 
be  to  lead  the  pupil  to  get  thought  and  pleasure  from  the 
printed  page.  It  is  nothing  but  the  (quintessence  of  pedantry 
to  spend  valuable  time  in  stuffing  little  children  with  niceties 
of  pronunciation  which  the  most  polished  scholars  in  our  land 
ignore.  These  things,  if  they  ought  ever  to  receive  any  atten- 
tion, should  certainly  be  left  for  the  secondary  schools.  The 
object  of  all  our  primary  schools  ought  to  be,  I  repeat,  to 
train  the  pupils  to  get  thought  and  pleasure  from  the  printed 
page  at  the  very  earliest  opportunity  after  their  school-life 
begins.  And  I  believe  that  this  goal  will  be  reached  much 
more  quickly  in  the  future  than  ever  before. 

Not  alone  in  reading  and  geography,  but  also  in  arithmetic 
and  spelling,  and  in  every  other  branch  taught  in  our  schools, 
commendable  progress,  I  think,  has  been  made.  It  is  imj)os- 
sible  to  perfect  any  system  of  instruction  in  a  year,  or  even  in 
a  generation.  We  claim  nothing  but  that  we  have  before  us 
a  high  standard,  and  that  we  have  made  an  honest  endeavor 
to  reach  it.  It  affords  me  pleasure  again  to  commend  your 
teachers,  as  a  body,  for  their  efficiency  and  faithfulness.  I 
believe  that  they  realize,  more  and  more  each  day,  that,  with- 
out eutii'e  self-abnegation,  much  of  the  work  of  the  teacher  is 
lost.  No  teacher  is  a  true  teacher  who  is  unwilling  to  sacri- 
fice ease  and  pride  for  the  good  of  the  little  ones,  and  literally 
to  give  her  life  to  them.  There  are  such  teachers,  even  in 
your  own  schools,  and  such  teachers  it  should  be  your  delight 
to  search  for  and  to  honor.  The  flowers  can  grow  only  under 
the  vivifying  influence  of  the  sun  ;  so  the  mind  and  soul  of 
13 
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your  child  and  mine  can  fully  expand  and  develop  only  in  an 
atmosphere  of  light  and  love. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  tiie  fact  that  the  cost  of  tuition 
per  pupil  enrolled  for  the  past  year  has  been  four  dollars  and 
sixty-one  cents.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  for  me  to  say  that 
this  sum  is  ludicrously  low,  and  that  I  do  not  believe  there  is 
a  well-organized  system  of  city  schools  in  the  country  wherein 
the  expense  per  capita  is  so  small.  Under  section  23  of  your 
rules  and  regulations,  I  am  enjoined  ''to  keep  the  committee 
constantly  informed  in  regard  to  the  school  systems  of  other 
cities."  From  time  to  time,  at  your  meetings,  I  have  offered 
such  information  under  this  rule  as  I  deemed  helpful.  It 
would  be  an  easy  task  for  me  now  to  write  the  name  of  city 
after  city  in  which  the  school  expense  jjc/"  capnta  has  doubled, 
trebled,  and,  in  some  instances,  even  quadrupled  your  own. 
But  great  as  are  our  present  needs,  I  do  not  propose  to  ask 
for  what  will  require  the  additional  appropriation  of  a  single 
dollar.  I  suggest  only  that  the  course  of  study  for  the  com- 
ing year  be  so  modified  as  to  allow  us,  in  the  present  seventh 
grade,  to  lay  a  better  foundation  for  some  secondary  instruc- 
tion. I  deem  it  my  duty  to  say  that,  in  the  matter  of  secon- 
dary instruction  in  her  public  schools,  llaleigh  is  far  behind 
any  system  of  city  schools  in  this  country  of  which  I  have 
any  knowledge,  with  a  single  exception.  I  do  not  believe 
that  there  can  be  found,  except  in  one  instance,  elsewhere  in 
this  country,  North  or  South,  a  system  of  city  or  township 
schools  for  a  city  of  15,000  inhflbitants  that  has  not  a  high 
school  department.  I  d(,»  not  now  advocate  the  establishment 
of  a  high  school  department,  and  I  shall  never  advocate  more 
than  a  nine  years'  course  in  Raleigh  until,  at  least,  we  get 
help  from  M'ithout.  But  I  do  insist,  injustice  to  our  school, 
to  the  children  and  the  patrons,  that  we  ought  to  have  a  course 
that  will  keep  a  child  of  average  ability  who  enters  our  school 
at  six  until  he  is  fifteen  years  old.  It  seems  to  me  absurd  to 
claim  that  boys  and  girls  are  prepared  for  the  duties  of  life 
before   tliev   are   fifteen    ^■'ears   of  age.      Every   State   in  the 
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South,  I  believe,  makes  provision  by  public  taxation  for  the 
support  of  one  or  more  universities.  Surely,  if  these  States, 
with  their  sparse  population,  can  afford  to  do  this,  every  one 
of  her  largest  and  most  prosperous  cities,  where  the  wealth  is 
concentrated,  can  afford,  as  almost  all  have  already  done,  to 
offer  to  their  children  the  needful  ])reparation  for  enjoving- 
the  benefits  which  the  State  extends  to  her  citizens.  But,  I 
repeat,  I  d(j  not  ask  that  any  steps  be  taken  that  will  call  for 
the  expenditure  of  a  single  additional  dollar  during  the  com- 
ing year.  In  justice  to  you  and  to  myself,  however,  I  have 
not  endeavored  to  conceal  the  probable  effect,  in  years  to  come, 
of  the  ado[)tion  of  my  suggestion.  The  total  expenditure  in 
this  department,  in  ray  opinion,  will  hardly  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars  during  the  whole  of  the  next  three  years.  The 
trivial  cost  is  as  nothing  comj)arcd  to  the  good  that  will  accrue 
therefrom  to  this  community. 

In  my  last  report  I  wrote  at  length  upon  the  popular  idea 
that  inefficiency  and  immorality  were  associated  in  the  minds 
of  many  good  people,  in  some  places,  with  public  schools. 
As  far  as  our  own  community  is  concerned,  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  express  my  belief  that  such  ideas  are  not  now  very  preva- 
lent. I  believe  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  wlien  all  our 
citizens  will  consider  our  schools  as  efficient  and  as  free  from 
immorality  as  anv  other  schools  in  charge  of  conscientious 
men  and  women  who  have  the  ca|)acity  and  the  desire  to  do 
their  duty  to  the  children  placed  in  their  care. 

There  still  lurks,  however,  in  the  minds  of  many  the  fear 
that,  on  account  of  public  schools,  it  will  be  impossible  event- 
ually to  get  laborers  to  do  the  heavy  work  that  always  must 
be  done.  Those  who  live  in  fear  of  this  state  of  things  prob- 
ably uevei-  stop  to  think  that  ther('  is  no  dearth  of  laborers  in 
States  where  pid)lic  education  has  been  jirovidcd  for  rich  and 
poor  alike  f  )r  more  than  two  hundred  years.  The  world  has 
much  less  to  fear  from  the  possibility  of  a  dearth  of  laborers 
than  from  the  Malthusian  theory  that  there  will  some  day  be 
too  many  people  on  the  earth  to  draw  subsistence  from  it.    And 
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yet  the  theories  of  Malthas  have  had  no  influence  upon  the 
history  of  the  world. 

Then,  again,  there  is  a  large  class  who  would  strike  at  the 
very  heart  of  public  education  by  declaring  that  it  is  unwise  to 
attempt  to  educate  the  children  of  some  men,  although  the  chil- 
dren themselves  may  be  anxious  to  learn  and  easy  to  teach.  I 
cannot  combat  this  idea  better  than  by  quoting  the  words  of  a 
great  French  writer,  who  exclaimed,  ''The  poor  man  should 
be  ignorant,  for  education  and  knowledge  are  useless  to  him. 
Blasphemy,  gentlemen  !  The  culture  of  tlie  mind  and  the 
soul  are  duties  for  every  man.  They  are  not  simply  orna- 
ments. They  are  things  as  sacred  as  religion."  There  is  no 
more  danger  of  too  much  education  than  of  too  much  per- 
sonal honor  or  too  much  religion.  I  never  yet  saw  the  man 
who  feared  that  his  own  child  was  in  danger  of  getting  too 
much  education.  If  I  earnestly  desire  the  education  of  my 
own  children,  I  cannot,  by  any  process  of  reasoning,  persuade 
myself  that  what  I  know  to  be  good  for  my  own  child  is  bad 
for  my  neighbor's  child.  Education,  in  its  broadest  and  truest 
sense,  education  of  the  head  and  the  heart,  can  do  nothing  but 
good  and  bring  blessings  upon  every  man  and  every  commu- 
nity. 

I  am  glad  that  the  cause  of  public  education  has  made  such 
headway  in  Raleigh,  and  believe  that  its  progress  will  be  even 
more  rapid  in  the  future.  While  we  have  many  difficulties 
to  contend  against,  we  should  be  proud  to  knoM'  that  some  who 
make  the  most  sacrifices  and  reap  the  least  direct  benefit  are 
among  the  warmest  advocates  of  our  cause.  We  need  have 
no  fear  of  the  ultimate  result,  for  so  it  will  be  to  the  end  of 
time,  in  the  strife  between  nobleness  and  selfishness,  the  better 
cause  will  always  win. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  to  Dr.  Samuel 
A.  Green,  Agent  of  the  Peabody  Board,  our  sincere  thanks  for 
his  liberal  gift,  to  the  schools,  of  eight  hundred  dollars  from 
the  Peabody  Fund. 
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I  desire  again  to  thank  you  for  your  unflagging'  intei'est  in 
this  great  work,  for  your  valuable  assistance  and  for  the  encour- 
agement which  you  have  given  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
official  duties  during  the  past  year.  In  conclusion,  allow  me  to 
express  the  hope  that  whatever  measure  of  success  we  have 
already  attained  will  be  but  the  harliinger  of  better  things  to 
come.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  SCHOOL 

COMMITTEE  OF  RALEIGH  TOWNSHIP, 

ADOPTED  APRIL  1st,  1885. 

Secitiox  1,  Organization. — The  members  of  the  committee, 
within  ten  days  after  their  election,  shall  meet  as  required  by 
law,  and  organize  by  choosing  from  their  own  nundjer  a  Sec- 
retary. 

Sec!.  2.  Duties  of  the  Chairman. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Chairman  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  committee, 
preserve  order,  enforce  the  ordinarv  parliamentary  rules  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  a  deliberative  body,  or  as  may  be  encumbent 
by  law. 

Sec,  3.  Absence  of  the  Chairman. — In  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Secretarv  shall  call  tlie  meeting  to  order,  and 
a  Chairman  j)ro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  4.  Duties  of  Secreta)-ij. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  to  make  a  complete  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
committee,  and  an  index  to  the  same;  to  preserve  on  file  all 
reports  and  communications  that  are  accepted  by  the  commit- 
tee, and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  committee  or  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  Duties  of  Treasurer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Treasurer  to  receive  and   keep  the  money  of  the  committee; 
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to  pay  out  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Cliairnian 
and  eonntersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  not  otlierwise;  to 
keep  a  correct  and  comprehensive  acconnt  of  all  money  by 
him  received  and  disbursed,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for 
that  pnrpu.^e,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the 
committee,  and  to  render  this  acconnt  to  the  committee  when- 
ever recjuired. 

Sec.  6.  Standing  Comm'dteefi. — At  the  regular  meeting  in 
March,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  chosen: 

1.  Financial  and  Auditing  Committee. 

2.  Committee  on  Building,  Repairs  and  Supplies. 

3.  Committee  on  Appointment  of  Teachers. 

4.  Committee  on  Text-books,  Apparatus  and  Course  of 
Study. 

5.  Committee  on  Rules,  Regulations  and  Discipline. 

6.  Committee  on  Boundaries  and  StatisticsT 

Sec.  7.  Meetings  of  the  School  Committee. — The  regular 
meetings  of  the  committee  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednes- 
day of  each  month,  at  such  hours  as  the  committee  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  any 
time,  on  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  or  by  any  two  members, 
and  shall  be  with  closed  dooi's  upon  the  request  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  committee. 

Sec.  8.  Order  of  Businesx. — The  Chairman  shall  take  the 
chair  at  the  appointed  hour  and  call  the  members  to  order, 
and,  on  the  appearance  of  a  cpiorum,  he  shall  cause  the  min- 
utes of  the  previous  meeting  to  be  read  and  disposed  of,  after 
which  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Report  of  Committees,  Standing  and  Special. 

2.  Reading  Petitions  and  CV>mmunications. 

3.  Reports  from  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Superintendent. 

4.  Special  Orders. 

5.  Unfinished  Business. 

6.  New  and  Miscellaneous  Business. 
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Sec.  9.  Parliamentary  Bnlcs. — In  the  absence  of  any  spe- 
cial rnle  of  the  committee,  Ciishing's  Manual  shall  be  consid- 
ered the  authority  of  parliamentary  law,  and  a  strict  adherence 
to  the  same  is  enjoined  upon  all  the  members. 

Sec.  10.  Voting. — Every  member  who  shall  be  present 
when  a  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  commit- 
tee, for  special  reasons,  excuse  him. 

Sec.  11.  Leave  of  Absence. — No  member  shall  leave  the 
committee  before  the  close  of  the  session  without  permission 
of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  12.  Appeals. — Any  one  member  may  ap})eal  from  the 
decision  of  the  chair  on  call  for  the  "ayes  and  noes." 

Sec.  13.  Jlotion  to  Reconsider. — No  question  decided  by 
the  committee  shall  a^ain  be  raised  durino;  the  same  school- 
year,  except  on  a  motion  to  reconsider,  made  by  a  member 
who  voted  with  the  majority  at  the  same  meeting  at  which 
the  question  proposed  to  be  reconsidered  was  put,  or  the  meet- 
ing next  succeeding,  unless  leave  to  introduce  the  same  be  first 
granted  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the 
committee. 

Sec.  14.  Bills. — No  bills  shall  be  contracted  by  any  party 
except  under  the  instructions  of  the  committee;  and  all  bills 
or  claims,  except  salaries,  or  payments  made  in  pursuance  of 
contracts  authorized  by  the  committee,  shall  be  examined  by 
the  Auditing  Committee  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  com- 
mittee for  payment.  To  this  end,  all  accounts  shall  be  certi- 
fied to  by  the  party  or  parties  contracting  the  same,  and  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of 
each  mouth;  and  the  time  for  the  action  of  the  committee 
thereon  shall  be  the  meeting  next  succeeding  the  above-men- 
tioned date. 

Sec.  15.  Employment  cjf  Teachers. — The  annual  election  of 
teachers  shall  be  held  by  this  committee  at  the  first  regular 
meeting  after  the  close  of  the  school-year,  and  the  teachers 
then  elected,  and  those  elected  afterward,  shall  hold  their  office 
until   flic   next  annual  election,  unless  sooner  removed  bv  a 
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vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board ;  but  no  person,  without  hav- 
ing received  a  certificate  from  the  Committee  on  Appointment 
of  Teachers,  shall  be  employed  as  a  permanent  teacher  in  any 
of  the  public  schools. 

Sec.  16.  Susj^ension  of  Rules. — In  case  of  emergency,  any 
one  of  the  rules  of  the  committee,  or  regulations  of  the  schools, 
may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  of  the  members. 

Sec.  17.  Amendments. — Any  addition  to  or  amendment  of 
the  rules  of  the  committee,  or  the  regulations  of  the  schools, 
or  the  course  of  study,  and  any  proposal  to  change  text-books, 
sliall  be  presented  in  writing  at  some  regular  meeting,  and  lie 
over  at  least  one  week  from  its  introduction,  and  then  requires 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  to  pass  the  same. 

Sec.  18.  Amended  Bales. — Whenever  any  one  of  the  rules 
of  the  committee,  or  the  regulations  of  the  schools,  shall  be 
amended,  the  original  rule  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  amended 
rule  put  in  its  place. 

Sec.  19.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  any 
member  failing  to  attend  two  successive  meetings,  without  a 
sufficient  excuse,  ought  to  resign. 

Sec.  20.  Superintendent. — The  Superintendent  shall  be 
elected  by  the  committee  at  the  regular  meeting  in  June,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected,  unless  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  entire  com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  21.  General  Duties. — He  shall  act  under  the  advice 
and  direction  of  the  School  Committee  and  of  special  and 
standing  committees  appointed  by  the  committee;  exercise  a 
general  supervision  over  all  the  schools  of  this  township; 
inspect,  from  time  to  time,  the  school  buildings,  furniture  and 
apparatus,  and  report  to  the  committee  any  defects  in  the 
same;  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  schools  are 
uniformly  and  faithfully  observed  and  executed  in  all  the 
dei)artments  of  the  schools,  and  he  shall  devote  himself  exclu- 
sively to  the  duties  of  his  office.  He  shall  keep  regular  office 
houi's,  other  than  school  hours,  for  the  convenience  of  citizens 
and  teachers  who  mav  have  official  business  with  him. 
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Sec.  22.  Visiting  Schools. — He  shall  visit  the  schools  as 
often  as  practicable;  examine  into  their  condition  and  pro- 
gress; pay  particular  attention  to  the  classification  of  the 
pupils  and  the  apportionment  among  the  classes  of  the  pre- 
scribed studies,  and  note  the  means  by  which  any  defect  may 
be  obviated  and  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  promoted. 

Sec.  23.  To  Keep  the  Committee  Informed. — He  shall  keep 
the  committee  constantly  informed  in  regard  to  the  school 
systems  of  other  cities,  their  plans  of  organization,  modes  of 
government,  methods  of  instruction,  and  such  other  matters 
as  may  assist  the  committee  to  legislate  wisely  for  the  highest 
interests  of  the  schools  in  this  township. 

Sec.  24.  To  Prepare  Blanks. — He  shall  see  that  all  neces- 
sary school  records  and  blanks  for  the  use  of  teachers  are  pre- 
pared, and  ready  to  be  furnished  when  needed,  and  he  shall 
prescribe  rules  for  the  keeping  and  return  of  the  same  by  the 
teachers. 

Sec.  25.  Irregularity  and  Disobedience  of  Pupils. — He 
shall  give  prompt  attention  to  all  cases  of  misconduct  reported 
to  him  by  any  teacher;  and  he  shall  inquire  into  and  report, 
as  far  as  may  be,  the  causes  of  truancy  and  irregularity,  and 
suggest  such  remedies  therefor  as  to  him  may  seem  feasible 
and  proper. 

Sec.  26.  Sickness  of  Teachers. — In  case  of  alxsence  or  sick- 
ness of  teachers,  the  Superintendent  shall  employ  all  substi- 
tutes for  the  time,  and  no  teacher  shall  be  employed  as  a  sub- 
stitute without  his  approval  or  that  of  the  Committee  on 
Appointment  of  Teachers. 

Sec.  27.  Permission  to  Pupils. — He  is  authorized  to  grant 
permission  to  pupils  resident  in  one  district  to  attend  school 
in  another,  when  the  reason  for  such  change  is  satisfactory  to 
him  or  to  the  Committee  on  Boundaries. 

Sec.  28.  Teachers-  lleetings. — He  shall  hold  teachers'  meet- 
ings at  stated  periods  during  the  school-year,  and  arrange  such 
programme  of  exercises  for  the  same  as,  in  his  judgment,  the 
interests  of  the  school  may  require;  and  he  shall  keep  a  record 
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of  the  attendance  and  punctuality  of  teacliers  at  each  meeting, 
and  report  all  delinquencies,  either  in  attendance  or  duty,  to 
the  Committee  on  Appointment  of  Teachers. 

Sec.  29.  Examination  of  Teachers. — It  shall  be  his  duty, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Appointment  ot 
Teachers,  to  examine  all  applicants  for  situations  as  teachers, 
and  to  keep  a  record  of  such  examinations. 

Sec.  30.  Examination  of  Classes. — He  shall  fix  the  time 
and  prescribe  the  mode  of  all  examinations  of  pupils  for  pro-. 
motion    from    class   to   class,   and    determine    the    conditions 
thereof,  so  that  they  may  be  equal  and  nniform  throughout  all 
the  schools. 

Sec.  31.  Reports. — At  the  close  of  each  term,  and  as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  school-year,  he  shall  present 
to  the  committee  a  written  report,  giving  as  particular  a  view 
as  may  be  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  each  and  all  the 
sciiools,  and  recommending  such  measures  for  their  improve- 
ment as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Sec.  32.  To  Attend  Committee  Meetings. — The  Superintend- 
ent shall  attend  any  meeting  of  the  committee  when  recjuested 
by  a  standing  committee  or  by  the  committee.

MAYOR'S   REPORT. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1888. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance- with  a  resolution  passed 
by  the  Board,  I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report, 
accompanied  by  reports  from  the  various  committees,  and 
also  from  the  officers  of  the  City  Government. 

The  excellent  report  issued  by  the  previous  administra- 
tion gave  you  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  perma- 
nent work  already  accomplished,  as  well  as  that  in  pro- 
gress and  projected,  so  that  I  will  deal  mainly  with  work 
performed  since  this  administration  assumed  the  respon- 
sibilities of  office.  The  previous  Board  gave  a  great  deal 
of  time  and  labor  to  securing  the  best  water  supply,  on  the 
most  satisfactory  terms.  As  a  result  of  their  labors,  we 
have  the  best  system  now  in  the  State;  the  contractors 
faithfully  complied  with  the  stipulations  of  the  contract 
and  the  works  were  accepted  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting 
in  October,  and  are  now  in  successful  operation.  For  full 
particulars  of  the  test,  I  refer  you  to  the  elaborate  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Water  Works. 

The  wisdom  of  this  enterprise  is  now  generally  acknowl- 
edged, and  that  administration  is  to  be  congratulated  for 
carrying  to  a  successful  accomplishment  the  most  impor- 
tant work  ever  undertaken  by  the  city,  which,  aside  from 
its  great  usefulness  and  convenience,  has  saved  in  insu- 
rance on  the  property  of  our  citizens  more  than  the  cost 
annually  of  the  120  hydrants. 

The  water  supply  thus  secured  to  our  people  cannot 
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be  used  extensively  until  a  system  of  sewerage  is  adopted. 
This  Board,  therefore,  at  a  meeting  on  June  3d,  1887,  ap- 
pointed a  Sewerage  Committee,  which  Committee  at  unce 
secured  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  of  Win- 
ston, who  has  made  a  complete  survey  of  the  city  and 
submitted  his  report  to  the  Board,  to  which  I  beg  to  call 
your  attention,  and  also  to  the  report  of  the  Sewerage 
Committee,  both  of  which  will  prove  very  instructive  and 
full  of  interest.  The  health  of  our  citizens  is  of  para- 
mount importance,  and  nothing  can  be  a  greater  safe- 
guard against  disease  than  a  complete  and  thorough  sys- 
tem of  sewerage.  If  at  all  practicable  the  city  should 
own  and  operate  this  system,  and  just  at  this  time  there 
is  a  perfectly  feasable  plan  of  providing  for  the  payment 
of  the  cost  of  the  work  without  increasing  the  taxes. 

The  Market  House  bonds,  bearing  eight  per  cent,  in- 
terest, will  be  due  and  payable  in  July,  1889. 

The  annual  interest  on  these  bonds  amounts  to  $4,000. 

As  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  payment  of  these  bonds  has  already 
been  provided  for,  and  I  would  suggest  that  a  bill  be 
drawn  by  the  City  Attorney  and  presented  to  the  next 
Legislature,  asking  the  privilege  of  allowing  the  people 
to  vote  on  a  proposition  to  issue  $70,000  in  bonds  bearing 
five  per  cent,  interest,  running  thirty  years.  At  this  rate 
of  interest  the  city  would  pay  less  for  f  70,000  than  is  now 
being  paid  for  $50,000.  I  have  been  informed  by  a  bank- 
ing house  in  Baltimore  that  the  credit  of  Raleigh — due 
to  the  careful  and  conservative  management  for  the  past 
ten  years— is  so  high  that  these  five  per  cent,  bonds  can 
be  readily  sold  at  par. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  report  of  your  Finance  Committee  is  excellent  in 
all  respects,  and  the  department  over  which  the  Commit- 
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tee  presides  is  the  mainspring  of  every  administration. 
The  work  is  very  laborious,  requiring  the  most  careful 
and  painstaking  management,  and  the  report  is  worthy 
of  study  by  all  tax  payers. 

The  extraordinary  expenses  for  the  Industrial  School, 
amounting  to  $5,500,  will  not  occur  again,  as  the  dona- 
tion made  by  the  previous  Board  has  been  paid  in  full. 

The  water  and  sewerage  has  also  cost  the  city  $2,500, 
an  expense  which  is  new,  though  necessary  and  proper. 

The  loss  to  the  city  by  the  failure  of  the  State  Bank 
(this  bank  having  been  made  the  depository  of  the  funds 
of  the  city  by  an  ordinance  passed   in    1880)  amounts   to 

$3,539- 

The  taxable  value  of  city  property  as  returned  by  the 
County  Assessors  shows  an  increase  for  the  year  of 
$241,000.  In  addition  many  dwellings  in  all  parts  of 
Raleigh,  several  stores  and  other  buildings  have  been 
completed,  so  that  I  think  it  safe  to  say  that  the  increase 
in  the  value  of  real  estate  this  year  will  amount  to  not 
less  than  $100,000. 

In  examining  the  report  on  the  debt  due  by  the  City 
it  is  probably  not  improper  to  state  that  this  debt  (with 
the  exception  of  $25,000  for  the  Centennial  school)  is  a 
legacy  left  us  by  the  Republicans  when  they  were  turned 
out  of  ofifice  in  1875.  I  had  intended  to  show,  by  a  state- 
ment made  up  from  the  records,  how  reckless  and  ex- 
travagant that  party  had  been  during  their  short  lease  of 
power,  but  profligate  in  all  things  else,  they  were  prudent 
enough  to  leave  no  ivritten  evidence  of  how  the  money 
was  spent.  With  the  exception  of  the  Market  House 
debt  of  $50,000,  the  remainder  of  the  debt  contracted  was 
used  apparently  for  current  expenses. 

Under  their  management,  therefore,  we  find  that  the 
entire  revenues  of  the  city  were  used,  and  in  addition  to 
that  one-fourtJi  of  her  income  was  mortgaged  for  25  years, 
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though  they  never  built  a  school  house,  sent  a  child  to 
school,  or  paved  a  yard  of  street. 

Occasionally  the  remark  is  made  that  those  were  days 
of  prosperity,  and  that  Democrats  manage  very  little 
better  than  Republicans.  The  Republicans  did  manage 
to  make  debts  without  providing  for  their  payment,  to 
keep  the  market  flooded  with  city  warrants  which  sold 
for  65  to  75  cents  on  the  $1,  paid  their  employees  in  this 
depreciated  paper;  ruined  the  credit  of  the  city  and  left 
everything  in  well  nigh  inextricable  confusion,  which  it 
has  taken  their  successors  in  of^ce  several  years  of  careful 
management  to  untangle,  having  to  pay  for  their  extrava- 
gance, and  at  the  same  time  live  within  our  income. 

STREETS. 

The  Street  Committee  has  charge  of  probably  the  most 
difficult  department  in  the  municipal  government. 

Whether  funds  are  scarce  or  abundant,  whether  the 
winters  are  wet  or  dry,  the  streets  are  expected  to  be  in 
good  condition,  and  very  few  people  are  willing  to  make 
reasonable  allowances  for  the  powers  that  be  when  being 
annoyed  and  inconvenienced  by  muddy  streets. 

The  report  submitted  by  this  Committee  shows  careful 
and  economical  management,  and  considering  the  funds 
at  their  command  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

We  need  paved  streets  on  our  business  thoroughfares, 
and  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  in  addition  to 
the  $70,000  bonds  previously  recommended  for  sewerage 
purposes,  that  $30,000  be  added  for  street  paving  on  the 
following  streets:  Twenty  feet  in  the  centre  of  Wilming- 
ton street  from  Morgan  to  Davie;  Hargett  street  from 
Fayetteville  to  Wilmington  ;  Martin  street  from  Fayette- 
ville  to  Wilmington  street ;  and  on  each  side  of  the  market 
house  and  the  city's  half   on   each  of    the  four  sides  of 
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Capitol  square.  Also  for  macadamizing  Cabarrus  street 
from  Fayetteville  street  to  North  Carolina  depot,  and 
Halifax  street  from  Edenton  to  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston 
depot. 

When  this  work  is  done  (as  it  will  be  sooner  or  later) 
the  bulk  of  heavy  traffic  will  pass  over  the  paved  streets, 
thus  diverting  it  from  those  not  paved,  and  the  improve- 
ment resulting  will  benefit  the  whole  town,  and  will  be 
of  incalculable  advantage  to  the  commercial  interests  of 
our  people. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  water  supply  that  we  enjoy  has  greatly  improved 
the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Department.  Several  new  Reel 
Companies  have  been  formed,  and  we  now  have  probably 
the  finest  volunteer  Fire  Department  to  be  found  any- 
where in  the  country. 

Our  companies  respond  with  remarkable  promptness  to 
any  alarm  sent  in  day  or  night.  Their  faithfulness  under 
all  circumstances  is  especially  commended,  and  this  De- 
partment deserves  the  consideration  and  support  that  you 
have  always  cheerfully  extended  to  it. 

The  Fire  Committee,  recently  created  by  the  Board,  is 
taking  an  active  interest  in  this  department.  The  Com- 
mittee recommended  and  the  Board  adopted  the  Game- 
well  Fire  Alarm  System.  This  is  considered  the  most 
perfect  fire  alarm  known,  and  it  is  now  in  use  in  three- 
fourths  of  the  cities  in  the  United  States  using  any  elec- 
tric fire  alarm  system.  , 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  Committee's  report  is  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
intelligent  interest  and  care  manifested  by  the  Commit- 
tee in  the  Police  Department.  All  that  is  said  in  praise 
of  the  entire  force  has  my  unqualified  endorsement. 
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I  beg  to  call  your  attention  particularly  to  the  sugges- 
tion that  a  new  and  suitable  building  be  erected  for  this 
department.  Land  necessary  for  this  purpose  has  been 
granted  by  the  County  Commissioners.  The  location 
next  to  the  Rescue  engine  house  is  in  all  respects  admi- 
rable. The  drainage  and  ventilation  would  be  perfect, 
and  the  location  of  quarters  for  the  confinement  of  crim- 
inals off  of  Fayetteville  street  is  certainly  in  the  interest 
of  our  citizens. 

The  interest  on  the  cost  of  the  new  building  could  be 
easily  paid  by  renting  the  present  station  house. 

Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  report  of  C.  D. 
Heartt,  Chief  of  Police. 

The  income  of  his  ofifice  has  decreased  §404.99.  This 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  loss  of  $150  on 
licenses  of  billiard  tables,  and  a  loss  of  $441.77  for  liquor 
licenses  issued  previous  to  July  ist,  1886. 

The  increased  income  from  Metropolitan  Hall  amounts 
to  $147.50,  which  offsets  part  of  the  loss  mentioned 
above. 

There  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  ar- 
rests during  the  year,  but  most  of  them  were  for  trivial 
offences. 

LIGHTS. 

The  contract  made  in  1883,  with  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light 
Company,  expired  in  February. 

The  Light  Committee  invited  proposals  and  received 
bids  fro;n  two  sources.  After  repeated  consultations  by 
the  Committee,  as  well  as  several  meetings  of  the  Board, 
a  contract  has  been  made  for  five  years.  A  reduction  of 
50  cents  per  1,000  feet  for  gas  used  in  city  buildings  has 
been  secured. 

The  street  gas  lamps  will  be  abandoned  after  the  elec- 
tric plant   has  been  completed.     The  city  will  use  after 
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June  1st  45  r,200  candle  power  electric  lights,  to  burn  all 
night  every  night  in  the  year.  This  change  from  gas 
lamps  burning  until  tivelve  o'clock  twenty  one  nights  in  the 
month,  will  prove  a  great  convenience  to  our  people,  and 
will  aid  the  police  fc^rce  materially  in  preserving  order 
and  detecting  crime. 

METROPOLITAN    HALL. 

The  closing  of  "Tucker  Hall"  as  a  theatre  opened  the 
way  to  making  Metropolitan  Hall  a  source  of  profit  to 
the  city.  The  Building  Committee  quickly  realized  this, 
and  promptly  put  the  hall  in  first-class  condition. 

The    hall   has    been   thoroughly  renovated,    ceiled  and 
painted,  the  galleries  suspended  by  iron  rods  through  the 
ceiling,   and   the  objectionable  posts  removed.     The  in 
come  derived  in  1887  and  1888  amounts  to  $743. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  suggestion  made  by  my  predecessor  to  change  the 
Ordinances  of  the  city  making  the  fiscal  year  end  March 
1st  has  never  been  acted  on.  This  matter  should  receive 
prompt  attention,  as  the  term  of  ol^cers  of  the  present 
Board  and  city  officers  will  expire  May,  18S9,  and  all 
transactions  of  the  city  should  be  closed  in  time  for  the 
annual  report  to  be  made  up  and  published. 

I  would  recommend  also  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
whose  duties  shall  be  to  represent  the  advantages  of 
Raleigh  to  home-seekers  from  the  North  or  Europe.  The 
joint  move  on  the  part  of  all  the  Southern  States  and  the 
Railroads  therein  insures  an  influx  of  imigrants,  and  it 
will  be  greatly  to  our  advantage  to  have  the  many  attrac- 
tions which  we  possess  thoroughly  advertised.  For  this 
reason  also  I  hope  the  Board  will  permit  me  to  include  in 
this  annual   report   reports  showing   the  commercial,   in- 
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dustrial  and  educational  advantages  of  Raleigh.  I  have 
had  enquiries  as  to  the  situation  here  from  would-be 
settlers,  and  I  think  this  addition  to  the  reports  usually- 
issued  by  the  city  would  be  of  interest  to  our  own  people, 
and  result  in  direct  pecuniary  benefit  also. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  reports  received  from  the 
Tobacco  Exchange  and  from  the  Cotton  and  Grocers' 
Exchange,  the  interests  represented  by  these  two  organ- 
izations continue  to  show  a  healthy  and  steady  growth. 

The  reports  of  the  two  National  Banks  and  of  the  Sav- 
ings Bank  are  very  satisfactory,  the  individual  deposits 
amounting  to  nearly  $1,000,000. 

The  industrial  progress  of  the  city  is  much  more  marked 
than  many  of  our  own  people  are  aware  of,  and  the  report 
of  Mr.  Jones,  the  Commissioner,  is  particularly  interesting. 

The  activity  in  building  is  marked,  and  there  have  been 
completed  or  in  course  of  construction  during  the  year 
2  churches,  2  schools,  3  stores,  I  warehouse,  3  shops,  i 
oil  mill,  I  phosphate  mill,  and  96  dwellings  inside  the  city 
limits,  besides  quite  a  large  number  of  dwellings  just  over 
the  line. 

It  affords  me  pleasure,  in  concluding  my  report,  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  your  duties  on  the 
various  committees  to  which  each  of  you  may  have  been 
assigned  as  well  as  in  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

Serving  the  city  without  pecuniary  compensation,  you 
have  worked  faithfully  and  intelligently  in  the  interest  of 
our  whole  people,  and  the  results  of  the  year's  work  prove 
conclusively  that  you  have  been  enterprising  and  pro- 
gressive without  being  extravagant,  and  our  people  may 
rest  assured  that  their  interests  in  your  hands  will  be 
zealously  cared  for. 

Permit  me  to  thank  each  of  you  for  the  uniform  cour- 
tesy manifested  towards  me  on  every  occasion.  During 
the  entire  year  there  has  not  been  the  least  jar  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and  the  business  has  been  conducted 
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with  uniform  courtesy  by  the  members,  regardless  of  party 
af^liations. 

Trusting  that  the  coming  year  may  be  one  of  unex- 
ampled progress  for  the  city  and  one  of  prosperity  for 
each  of  you,  my  fellow-laborers  in  Raleigh's  welfare,  I

Gentlemen  :  Your  Street  Committee  beg  leave  to 
submit  their  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April  30th, 
1888,  and  in  doing  so  desire  to  thank  the  Mayor,  Officers, 
and  Aldermen  for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy. 

The  expenses  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year 
have  been  $1 1,972.98.  This  includes  the  paving  done  for 
property-holders  on  Fayetteville  street  amounting  to 
$1,550.74,  which  should  be  deducted  from  the  above  ac- 
count as  the  city  will  be  reimbursed  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  STREET  COMMISSIONER. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  5th,  1888. 

To  the  Street  Committee  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen:  In  submitting  this  nny  second  annual 
report  to  your  body  for  inspection,  I  can  say  with  very 
great  pleasure  that  the  streets  are  now  in  very  good  con- 
dition, although  they  were  at  times  through  the  past 
winter  badly  cut  up  and  very  muddy  ;  but  when  you  look 
over  the  past  two  years  remember  how  they  have  been 
cut  to  pieces  by  the  Street  Railway  Company  and  the 
Water  Works  Company,  and  then  see  the  number  of  hands 
I  have  had  the  past  year  to  work  them  with.  If  looked 
at  with  an  unprejudiced  eye  I  think  you  will  readily  say 
with  me  that  they  are  in  excellent  condition. 

I  have  only  eight  men  on  the  regular  street  force  now, 
and  had  only  half  that  number  through  the  three  winter 
months.  Owing  to  the  very  inclement  weather  they 
averaged  very  little  over  half  time,  and  they  of  course 
had  a  lot  of  other  work  to  do  besides  the  street  work, 
namely,  the  paving  on  Fayetteville  street,  or  the  excavat- 
ing and  removing  the  dirt  from  ofT  the  street  and  filling 
in  a  great  many  places  in  different  parts  of  the  city;  and 
a  large  portion  of  the  paving  was  done  by  the  regular 
force  under  my  care.  The  street  work  has  been  in  a  large 
measure  very  like  it  has  been  for  the  past  years,  and  as  it 
must  necessarily  be  for  years  to  come,  or  until  they  are 
paved  or  macadamized  with  stone;  and  just  here  I  again 
beg  leave  to  reeommend  that  a  stone  crusher  be  purchased 
by  the  city  and  the  work  of  macadamizing  be  pushed  for- 
ward as  fast  as  practicable,  beginning  with  the  worst  places 
first,  and  so  on  until  all  are  made  permanently  good. 

The  Board,  by  a  recommendation  of  the  Street  Com- 
mittee in  the  past  year,  caused  to  be  purchased  500  feet 
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of  lo  and  12  inch  terra-cotta  pipe  to  be  used  for  draining, 
which  was  done,  and  has  been  put  in  place  of  the  wooden 
boxes  across  the  streets  where  the  old  boxes  had  rotted 
out.  A  great  many  open  drains  have  been  made  in 
places  where  it  was  too  shallow  to  use  the  piping.  There 
have  been  470  square  yards  of  open  drain  and  gutter 
paving  done  the  past  year,  about  one-half  of  which  was 
done  with  stone  got  out  of  the  city  quarry  by  the  hands 
on  the  street  pay-roll ;  the  other  was  done  with  stone  from 
Dr.  Lewis'  quarry. 

The  wagons  and  carts  have  been  employed  during  the 
past  year,  when  practicable,  hauling  the  paving  blocks 
from  Dr.  Lewis'  quarry,  northwest  of  the  city,  and  placing 
them  in  the  city  lot,  and  hauling  sand  from  Rocky  Branch 
to  city  lot,  where  we  have  quite  a  lot  of  it  ready  for  pav- 
ing this  summer,  and  hauling  paving  blocks  from  depot 
to  Fayetteville  street  and  dirt  from  Fayetteville  street,  it 
being  the  dirt  from  the  excavation  for  paving;  also  haul- 
ing blocks  from  city  quarry  for  paving  in  front  of  Messrs. 
Brown  and  Holleman  on  Fayetteville  street,  and  to  dif- 
ferent places  in  the  city  for  paving  gutters  and  open 
drains.  Sic,  and  hauling  crushed  stone  from  quarry  to  a 
great  many  places  in  the  city  for  filling  holes,  cuts,  &c., 
and  hauling  trash,  garbage  and  a  great  many  other  things 
which  I  have  not  time  nor  space  to  mention. 

We  have  on  city  lot  one  man  whose  duty  is  to  look 
after  the  welfare  of  the  stock  and  keep  the  tools  in  proper 
place,  feed  the  stock,  take  care  of  the  provender,  keep 
the  stalls  in  good  condition  and  superintend  the  lot  gene- 
rally, and  I  would  state  just  here  that  he  is  in  every 
respect  a  worthy,  honest,  upright  man.  I  refer  to  Mr. 
Wesley  Hamilton,  and  do  most  heartily  recommend  that 
he  be  kept  in  that  position,  as  he  is  a  trusty  man. 

The  pumps  have  had  prompt  attention  so  far  as  it 
could  be  done.  I  have  always  tried  to  give  special  atten- 
tion to  them  ;   whenever  one  has  been   reported  in   bad 
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condition,  just  as  soon  as  I  could  have  it  fixed  up  I 
always  did  so  without  delay. 

There  have  been  17  stone  crossings  put  down  and  8 
taken  up  and  relaid,  and  a  great  many  wood  step  block 
crossings  spiked  down  in  different  parts  of  the  city  where 
needed  most. 

We  have  had  to  take  the  top  of  a  great  many  culverts 
off  and  clean  them  out  to  let  the  water  pass  freely,  several 
stone  walls  repaired  and  some  new  ones  built,  the  largest 
one  on  Martin  street  between  Bloodworth  and  East  streets, 
70  feet  long  and  3  feet  high. 

STONE   WORK,    PAVING,   &C. 

There  has  been  3,044^^  square  yards  of  paving  done  on 
Fayetteville  street  from  Hargett  to  Martin  streets,  in- 
cluding intersection  of  Fayetteville  and  Martin  streets, 
also  Market  street.  The  curbing  has  all  been  laid  and 
sidewalks  widened  and  all  laid  with  brick  and  stone;  the 
pavement  in  front  of  the  market  has  also  been  laid  with 
stone.  Thirteen  hundred  and  seven  square  yards  of  the 
paving  was  done  for  private  citizens  at  $1.20  per  square 
yard,  amounting  to  $1,568.40,  to  be  credited  to  street  ex- 
penses (given  elsewhere)  or  the  above  amount  to  be  paid 
back  to  the  city  by  the  parties  for  whom  the  paving  was 
done.  We  commenced  in  December  to  get  out  paving 
blocks  in  the  city  quarry  and  have  got  out  to  April  30,  as 
near  as  I  can  approximate,  about  enough  blocks  to  pave 
1,300  square  yards  more  or  less,  including  the  paving  done 
in  front  of  M.  H.  Brown  and  W.  H.  HoUeman's  property 
on  Fayetteville  street,  which  was  done  with  the  stone  got 
out  in  city  quarry.  Put  the  above  at  70  cents  per  square 
yard,  just  what  it  cost  delivered  at  depot  from  other 
places,  it  would  be  worth  $910.00.  We  have  also  on  hand 
at  quarry,  including  what  has  been  hauled  out  on  the 
streets,  crushed   stone  and   rough   waste  stone   worth   at 
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least  ^150.00;  there  is  a  lot  of  flag  and  curb  stone  split 
out  worth  $25.00  or  more  ;  there  has  been  1 50  square  yards 
of  gutter  and  open  drain  paving  done  with  stone  fronn 
the  same  place,  worth  at  least  75  cents  per  square  yard 
laid  down,  $1  12.50,  making  a  total  of  $1,197.50  worth  of 
stone  on  hand  and  been  used  inclusive.  The  above  stone 
got  out  in  city  quarry  has  cost  the  city,  including  build- 
ing a  blacksmith  shop,  a  forge  and  other  tools,  the  mate- 
rial used  and  coal  burned,  salaries  paid  hands,  &c.,  $825.00. 
The  work  has  been  done  almost  entirely  by  the  regular 
force  employed   by  the  city. 

The  Board  gave  me  the  privilege  of  building  a  black- 
smith shop  at  the  quarry  last  February,  which  was  done, 
and  a  smith  employed  who  keeps  all  the  tools  sharpened 
and  repaired  and  does  the  horse-shoeing  for  the  city.  It 
is  a  very  great  convenience,  and  as  long  as  the  work  of 
getting  paving  blocks  in  the  quarry  is  continued  it  will 
be  also  a  great  saving  to  the  city.  There  is  on  city  lot  a 
large  quantity  of  good  flag  stone  and  curbing  and  build- 
ing stone  deposited  for  use  when  and  wherever  needed. 

MOORE    SQUARE 

Has  had  due  attention  ;  the  t/ees  have  been  replaced  by 
new  ones  where  the  old  ones  have  died  out  ;  the  clover 
grass  is  very  fine  now  ;  there  was  a  nice  quantity  saved 
off  it  last  summer.  It  was  cut  over  three  times  and  one 
of  the  cuttings  was  sold  and  the  money  collected  and 
turned  over  to  the  Chief  of  Police.  (See  his  report).  The 
first  and  second  cuttings  were  nicely  cured  and  stored 
away  in  city  lot,  supposed  to  be  about  8  tons  of  hay 
at  $1.00,  $160.00.  The  fountain  in  the  centre  of  the 
square  was  walled  up  under  it  with  stone,  filled  around 
with  dirt  and  covered  with  turf  of  grass  ;  it  would  have 
been  very  nice  this  spring,  but  there  being  no  protection 
put  around  it  it  was  trodden  down   and  nearly  ruined   by 
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children  playing  on  it.  There  is  around  the  fountain  a 
pavement  of  cement  about  6  feet,  but  that  is  not  wide 
enough  to  keep  the  water  from  blowing  over  it  and  making 
the  walk  muddy  around  it. 

Number  of  wagons,  carts  and  vehicles  of  all  kinds  same 
as  last  year's  report  ;  live  stock  the  same — 6  horses  and 
3  mules,  9  in  all ;  tools,  plows,  &c.,  about  the  same  ; 
lumber  on  city  lot  about  1,000  feet  ;  provender  on  hand, 
5,000  lbs.  or  more  of  hay;  one  full  set  of  pump  tools,  lot 
of  drills,  wedges  and  half-rounds  for  splitting  rock,  lot  of 
rock  hammers,  4  large  and  two  small  jumpers,  part  of  set 
of  blacksmith's  tools,  i  land  level,  &c.  Number  of  hands 
on  pay-roll  at  present  28,  as  follows:  i  carpenter,  I  pump 
repairer,  I  keeper  of  lot,  I  keeper  of  fire  engine,  r  at 
Pullen  Park,  5  drivers,  i  blacksmith,  8  quarry  hands,  9 
street  hands,  including  i  foreman. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  fact  that  I  have  endeavored  to  do  my  whole 
duty  since  I  have  been  your  Street  Commissioner,  and  I 
can  say  now,  without  fear  of  successful  contradiction,  that 
I  have  served  the  city  just  as  faithfully  as  I  could,  only 
looking  to  and  seeking  after  the  welfare  of  the  City  of 
Raleigh  ;  being  a  tax-payer  myself,  I  have  always  tried  to 
serve  that  class  of  its  citizens  specially,  and  I  hope  you 
will  not  fail  to  compare  the  expenses  of  carrying  on  the 
work  in  my  department,  also  the  expenses  of  keeping  the 
stock  belonging  to  the  city  with  the  expenses  of  past 
years;  then  compare  the  condition  of  the  streets  and  of 
all  that  comes  under  my  care.  The  streets  are  in  good 
order  all  over  the  city,  the  stock  is  in  fine  order,  Moore 
Square  is  all  right,  the  quarry  work  is  progressing  well  ;  in 
fact,  all  of  my  department  is  in  good  condition,  and  I 
have  had  a  very  weak  force  to  keep  it  so,  as  you  know. 
For  satisfactory  proof  of  the  above  statement  I  respect- 
fully refer  you  to  the  Street  Committee  and  especially  to 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  C.  B.  Edwards,  who  knows  of  the  work. 
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I  will  close  by  saying  I  thank  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  ofificers  for  past  favors 
and  advice  and  hearty  co-operation,  and  especially  the 
Street  Committee,  more  particularly  the  Chairman,  who 
has  always  been  very  kind  and  helpful  to  me.

REPORT  OF  POLICE  COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30th,  1888. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Boa?'d  of  Aldermen  : — 

The  Police  Committee  report  that  during  the  present 
year  it  has  had  no  reason  to  do  else  than  hold  an  occa- 
sional meeting  to  carry  into  effect  certain  matters  of  de- 
tail in  the  government  of  the  Police  Force.  So  efficient 
and  prompt  have  the  police  been  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  ever  ready  to  obey  any  order,  and  at  all  times 
considerate  and  gentlemanly  in  enforcing  laws,  that  this 
Committee  would  be  neglecting  its  duties  did  it  not  give 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  Police  Force  such  praise 
as  they  justly  deserve. 

The  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Market  House  used 
as  a  Station  House  is  unfit  for  the  purpose.  It  is  damp, 
dark  and  so  situated  as  to  make  it  unhealthy  to  the  offi- 
cers of  the  city.  It  is  impossible  to  make  it  clean  or 
sightly,  and  your  committee  must  positively  urge  upon  the 
Board  some  action  in  regard  to  changing  the  location  of 
the  Station  House. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  (hereto  appended) 
shows  that  the  total  number  of  arrests  during  the  present 
year  has  been  828,  being  254  more  than  last  year. 

The  revenue  collected  by  the  Police  Department  last 
year  was  $4,007.54,  which  was  $2,498.48  less  than  the 
year  before,  while  this  year  the  amount  collected  is 
$3,602.55. 

The  cost  of  the  Police  Force  last  year  was  $7,953-34, 
while  for  the  same  force  (Chief  of  Police  and  twelve  po- 
licemen) this  year  is  $7,980.00. 
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It  gives  your  Committee  pleasure  to  say  in  conclusion, 
that  the  equipment  and  general  appearance  of  the   Force 
reflects  credit  on  the  city  and  the  Police  Force.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

To  the  Police  Couiinittee  of  tlie  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  for  your 
examination,  and  through  you  to  the  Mayor  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  my  annual  report  of  the  Police  Department 
of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  April 
30th,  1888. 

The  city  by  its  growth  and  the  branching  out  of  her 
business  enterprises,  is  rapidly  reaching  beyond  the  pro- 
tection afforded  by  the  present  strengtli  of  its  police  force. 
The  force,  consisting  of  only  twelve  men,  with  two  on 
duty  as  Sergeants  in  charge  of  the  Station  House,  one  by 
day  the  other  at  night,  has  but  ten  patrolmen,  one  half 
of  whom  are  doing  duty  at  night  and  one  half  during  the 
day.  Various  causes  often  require  the  presence  of  these 
at  courts  other  than  the  Police  Court,  as  witnesses  in 
grave  and  important  cases  in  which  they  made  the  arrests. 
Sanitary  duty  during  the  spring  and  summer  months 
takes  up  much  time  of  the  patrolmen  which  should  prop- 
erly be  spent  upon  the  street  as  guardians  of  the  peace. 
These  facts,  together  with  the  necessity  for  more  patrol- 
men on  night  duty,  warrant  me  in  suggesting  that  at  the 
earliest  time  consistent  with  the  finances  of  the  city, 
the  police  force  should  be  increased. 
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Another  important  necessity,  I  might  well  say  the 
greatest  need  in  this  department,  is  a  new  Station  House. 
The  safe  keeping  of  criminals  arrested  under  heavy 
charges,  the  health  of  the  unfortunates  taken  in  custody 
for  minor  ofTences,  and  the  dignity  of  the  city,  demand 
some  effort  to  do  away  with  the  present  Station  House 
and  the  erection  of  a  city  prison  with  humane  accommo- 
dations for  the  safe  custody  of  prisoners.  It  is  injustice 
to  compel  the  unfortunate  victim  of  a  vicious  appetite  to 
be  housed  with  criminals,  or  that  youths  arrested  for  bad 
behavior  on  the  streets,  should  spend  hours  and  it  may 
be  days,  in  company  with  thieves  and  murderers.  The 
Station  House  should  be  one  where  criminals  arrested 
under  high  crimes  may  be  prevented  from  intercourse  or 
communication  one  with  another,  which  precaution  fre- 
quently leads  to  the  prompt  restoration  of  stolen  goods 
or  the  arrest  of  other  criminals  through  the  confessions 
of  one  when  isolated  from  his  fellow  criminal. 

A  new  source  of  alarm  is  the  increased  number  of  ar- 
rests made  of  small  boys.  It  is  true  that  the  growth  in 
population  necessarily  creates  a  larger  number  of  bad 
boys,  but  the  annoyance  to  neighborhoods  by  the  gath- 
erings of  boys  at  night,  the  throwing  of  stones  and  mis- 
siles of  other  kinds,  loud  noises,  occupies  much  time  of 
patrolmen  in  dispersing  such  gatherings,  sending  the  boys 
home  and  often  times  having  to  arrest  and  carry  them  to 
the  Station  House.  To  punish  these  boys  by  fine  does 
no  good,  as  the  fine  would  have  to  be  paid  by  their  pa- 
rents or  friends  ;  having  their  parents  in  presence  of  an 
officer  to  whip  them  does  not  improve  them,  while  send- 
ing them  to  jail  or  the  work-house  is  but  lending  a  help- 
ing hand  towards  making  them  vagrants  and  criminals. 
I  hope  these  facts  will  at  once  take  hold  of  your  interest 
in  Raleigh  boys  and  at  no  distant  day  devise  some  means 
for  the  establishment  of  a  House  of  Correction  for  this 
class  of  our  community. 
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The  health  fulness  of  Raleigh  is  another  indication  of 
the  vigilance  with  which  the  police  force  perform  the 
sanitary  duties  devolving  upon  them.  Every  yard  within 
the  corporate  limits,  occupied  or  unoccupied  by  residence, 
is  carefully  inspected  and  its  condition  reported  at  the 
Police  Headquarters  once  each  month  from  March  to  Oc- 
tober inclusive,  and  occasionally  during  the  other  months 
of  the  year. 

The  peace  and  quietness  of  the  city  is  a  source  of  much 
favorable  comment  from  visitors  to  our  city,  as  well  as  our 
home  people.  This  is  from  several  causes,  partly  from 
diligence  of  the  police  in  arresting  all  offenders,  dispers- 
ing all  rude  gatherings  upon  the  streets,  and  partly  from 
the  best  of  feeling  existing  between  all  classes  of  the 
community,  both  white  and  colored.  True,  my  report 
shows  a  larger  number  of  arrests  than  last  year,  but  not 
from  any  increase  of  crime  nor  more  vicious  habits  of  our 
people,  but  is  the  result  of  a  strict  enforcement  of  the  dog 
license  tax  and  sanitary  ordinances,  which  can  only  be  en- 
forced by  bringing  the  parties  before  the  Mayor.  This 
duty  of  course  must  be  done  by  the  police,  and  these 
cases  are  embodied   in  my  report. 

The  health  of  the  force  has  been  remarkably  good, 
the  discipline  in  comformance  with  every  requirement, 
and  a  cheerful  willingness  to  perform  every  duty  whether 
regular  or  extra  affords  me  great  pleasure  and  warrants  me 
in  saying  there  is  no  better  force,  and  I  trust  their  efforts 
to  faithfully  serve  the  community  will  meet  its  approval, 
as  I  know  it  does  the  approbation  of  your  Committee. 

In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  thank  each  member 
of  this  Committee  and  the  Mayor  for  the  cordial  support 
given  me  in  my  efforts  to  discharge  the  duties  of  my 
office,  knowing  as  I  do  had  I  failed,  your  generous  indul- 
gence and  prompt  assistance  would  always  come  to  my 
relief.

REPORT  OF  WATER  WORKS  COM^yllTTEE. 


To  the  Honorable   Mayor  and  the  Board 

of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  our  annual  report,  fol- 
lowing in  the  path  of  the  Committee  which  preceded  us, 
we  will  attempt  to  make  a  concise  and  careful  report,  in 
detail,  as  far  as  possible,  of  the  building  of  the  water- 
works and  its  operation,  to  the  present  time. 

On  the  iith  day  of  November,  1886,  after  many 
months  of  constant  labor  by  the  Committee,  and  delays 
arising  from  various  causes,  an  ordinance  "providing  for 
a  supply  of  water  to  the  City  of  Raleigh  and  its  inhabit- 
ants ;  authorizing  the  National  Water-works  Construc- 
tion Company  to  construct  and  maintain  water-works, 
contracting  with  the  National  Water-works  Construction 
Company  for  a  supply  of  water  for  public  uses,  and  giv- 
ing said  city  the  option  to  purchase  said  works,"  passed 
the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Thereupon  a  contract  was  entered  into  between  the 
National  Water-works  Construction  Company,  of  Dayton, 
Ohio,  and  the  City  of  Raleigh,  for  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  water-works  company.  The  contracting  parties 
immediately  began  operations.  Your  Committee  has  ex- 
amined carefully  every  detail  pertaining  to  the  faithful 
carrying  out  of  said  contract.  Referring  to  the  Ordi- 
nance and  noting  its  requirements,  we  find  that  : 

I.  The  source  of  supply  is  taken  from  Walnut  creek 
above  any  possible  source  of  contamination  (above  where 
the  Asylum  sewer  enters  the  creek),  and  near  the  Asylum 
road.  * 
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2.  The  water  is  conducted  in  pipes  (15  inch  and  14 
inch)  from  the  source  of  supply  to  Jone's  mill  site,  where 
is  located  the  pump  house  of  the  water  company.  There 
is  in  this  supply  line  three  sand-pits,  so  arranged  and  con- 
structed as  to  catch  and  settle  mud,  sand,  &c.,  and  these 
are  kept  constantly  clean.  They  are  protected  by  wire 
strainers,  thus  rendering  it  impossible  for  fish,  &c.,  to  pass 
through. 

3.  There  is  built,  on  the  north  side  of  the  pond,  a  res- 
ervoir or  cistern  of  1,832,000  gallons. 

4.  There  is  a  system  of  Hyatt  filtration  consisting  of  two 
filters  ten  by  eighteen  feet,  and  filled  five  feet  with  pow- 
dered charcoal  and  gravel,  through  which  all  water  passes 
before  entering  the  cistern  or  reservoir.  These  filters  are 
washed  and  cleaned  every  day. 

5th.  The  water  has  been  at  all  times  remarkably  clear, 
especially  when  considering  the  excessive  rains  of  the 
past  season.  By  analysis  of  the  water  it  is  shown  to  be 
suitable  for  all  domestic  purposes  and  is  free  from  any  in- 
jurious substances.  We  give  two  analyses  made  at  differ- 
ent times,  the  first  before  filtration,  the  last  after  filtration. 
It  would,  therefore,  seem  absolutely  certain  that  the 
water  is  pure,  and  contains  no  injurious  substance. 

N.  C.  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  [ 
[Analysis  No.  4151].  Raleigh,  October  gth,  18S6.      ) 

The  sample  of  drinking  ivater  sent  to  the  Station  for  analysis,   in  two 

glass   bottles,  marked  water,  slightly    clouded   with   clay  and  silica  in 

suspension,  contains:  Total  solids  in  solution  and  in  suspension,  4.25  grs. 
per  imperial  gallon.  It  was  impossible  to  make  quantitative  determinations 
of  the  different  "  solids"  in  the  small  amount  afforded  by  this  sample.  Qual- 
itatively examined,  the  above  showed  the  presence  of 

Silica,  alumina  and  iron  oxides  (traces),  probably  in  suspension. 
Z'iine,  potash  and  soda,  sulphates  and  chlorides  (traces)  in  solution. 

Chlorine  (i)  o  33;  (2)  0.36  grs.  per  imperial  gallon. 

Free  ammonia  {1)0.0266;  (2)  0.0266  parts  per  million. 
A^lhuminoid  ammonia  (i)  0.120;  (2)  o.iio  parts  per  million. 

Note. — The  only  thing  about  these  results,  which  would  distinguish  this 
water  from  the  purest  spring  water,  is  the  very  small  excess  of  albuminoid 
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ammonia.  Unaccompanied  by  free  ammonia  in  larger  amount  and  by  more 
chlorine,  this  albuminoid  ammonia  only  points  10  slight  vegetable  contamina- 
tion.

Total  min- 
eral matter  in  solution  and  suspension,  4.00  grs.  per  imperial  gallon. 

Total  chlorine  0.39  grs.  per  imperial  gallon. 

Free  ammonia  0.133  par's  per  million. 

Albuminoid  ammonia  0.090  parls  per  million. 

Note. — The  filtered  water  can  hardly  be  improved  upon.  It  is  purer 
than  the  unfiltered  water  (the  analysis  of  which  was  made  in  October,  86), 
containing  less  free  ammonia  and  albuminoid  ammonia.  The  chlorine  and 
mineral  matter,  both  existing  before  in  small  amounts,  remain  about  the 
same  in  the  filtered  water.

6th.  The  Pump  House  is  of  brick  with  stone  founda- 
tions, conveniently  arranged,  and  of  ample  size  to  accom- 
modate the  machinery  of  the  water  company.  It  is  pleas- 
ing in  design,  is  kept  clean  and  reflects  credit  upon  Mr. 
Kane,    the  engineer  in  charge. 

7th.  There  are  two  (2)  Duplex  Compound  Condensing 
Pumping  Engines,  manufactured  by  the  Smith  &  Vaile 
Co.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  of  good  efficiency,  and  of  their 
latest  make,  having  an  aggregate  pumping  capacity  of 
2,052,864  gals,  per  24  hours,  at  a  piston  speed  of  ninety 
(90)  feet  per  minute. 

8th.  There  are  two  boilers,  well  set  in  brick  and  cement, 
and  furnished  with  all  necessary  gauges,  cocks,  &c.  &c. 
The  boilers  are  made  by  Brownell  &  Co.,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  are  capable  of  65  horse  power  each,  and  are  "  return 
tubular."  The  boiler  room  has  a  well  laid  cement  floor. 
The  boilers  are  of  sufficient  size  to  fulfill  every  require- 
ment. The  stack  is  made  of  brick,  is  double  draught, 
well  constructed   and   symmetrical. 
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9th.  There  are  two  Duplex  Power  Pumps,  manufac- 
tured by  the  Smith  &  Vaile  Co.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  which 
at  ninety  feet  piston  speed  per  minute  are  capable  of  sup- 
plying 2,000,000  gallons  of  water  in  24  hours.  The  mo- 
tive power  of  these  pumps  is  furnished  by  two  Victor 
turbine  water  wheels  c:ipableof  showing  100  horse  power. 
The  connecting  shafting  is  strong  and  well  arranged. 

loth.  There  is  a  water  tower  built  of  stone  and  brick 
located  on  Morgan  street.  We  find  that  the  first  30  feet 
is  of  stone,  and  the  60  feet  to  top  is  of  brick.  The  foun- 
dation is  stone.  The  walls  are  as  thick  as  required.  Run- 
ning up  in  the  center  of  the  tower  are  nine  12x12  posts, 
well  braced  and  supported.  The  tank  is  30  feet  high  and 
24  feet  in  diameter,  and  holds  101,516  gallons  of  water. 
The  tank  is  connected  with  a  12  inch  main  and  has  a 
valve  which  can  be  closed,  thereby  giving  direct  pressure 
in  cases  of  emergency. 

We  find,  so  far  as  your  Committee  is  able  to  judge,  the 
other  requirements  fully  carried  out.  We  would,  how- 
ever, recommend  that  a  pressure  guage  be  put  in  the 
Police  Station,  being  asubstitute  for  that  part  of  the  Or- 
dinance requiring  an  indicator  on  the  outside  of  the  tank 
in  order  to  indicate  the  depth  of  water.  The  indicator 
is  affected  by  the  weather  and  is  not  accurate. 

iith.  The  mains  used  were  manufactured  by  R.  D. 
Wood  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  and  tested  by  them  to  300 
lbs.  to  the  square  inch,  and  are  coated  with  coal  tar  var- 
nish. The  mains  range  in  size  from  14  inches  to  4  inches 
internal  diameter,  the  larger  sizes  being  used  in  greater 
quantity  than  required  by  ordinance. 

I2th.  The  fire  hydrants  are  "  Mathews  Double-opening 
Fire  Hydrants." 

13th.  The  valves  are  the   "  Eddy  valve." 

We  submit  the  certificate  of  R.  D.  Wood  &  Co.,  of 
Philadelphia,  concerning  pipes,  valves,  hydrants,  &c.

The  above  hydrants  are  well  located,  and  will  furnish 
ample  fire  protection  except  in  a  few  cases,  and  it  might 
be  well  for  the  Board  to  e.xamine  into  this  matter. 

15th.  The  fire-hydrants  have,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee,  furnished  effective  fire-streams  without  the 
aid  of  portable  engines.  The  pressure  from  the  tank 
varies  from  50  to  60  pounds  according  to  the  location  of 
hydrant,  and  the  Mayor  has  never  found  it  necessary  to 
call  for  direct  pressure,  or  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment found  it  necessary  to  use  the  "  Rescue  "  steam  en- 
gine to  extinguish  fires.  The  Water  Compan}-  has,  dur- 
ing every  fire,  pumped  the  tank  full  and  kept  it  full  to 
the  end,  and  in  every  way  showed  a  commendable  prompt- 
ness in  carrying  out  their  contract. 

16th.  The  fire-hydrants  have  been  kept  in  efTective 
working  order. 

17th.  No  suspension  of  the  supply  of  water  has  hap- 
pened, except  for  a  few  hours,  caused  by  the  blowing  out 
of  an  eight  inch  plug  near  Rocky  branch.  This  was  re- 
paired immediately,  and  caused  no  damage  and  but  little 
inconvenience. 
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1 8th.  The  following  written   notice  was  given    by  the 
Company  to  the  Mayor  of  the  completion   of  the  works  :

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  this  date  notifying  me  of  the 
completion  of  the  water-works.      I  will  appoint  4:30,  Wednesday,   Septem- 
ber 30th,  1887,  as  the  day  and  hour  of  test  as  provided  by  Ordinance.

By  reference  to  Section  15th  of  the  Ordinance,  it  will 
be  found  that  it  was  required  to  throw  six  separate 
streams  from  hydrants  located  in  the  business  portion  of 
the  city  through  fifty  feet  of  hose  and  a  one  inch  nozzle, 
or  maintain  an  equivalent  pressure  at  the  mouth  of  said 
hydrants  ;  and  at  another  time,  from  hydrants  located  in 
other  portions  of  the  city,  four  streams  to  100  feet.  The 
first  test  was  made  from  hydrants  numbers  40,  41,  50,  51, 
52,  53,  54  and  65,  located  on  Fayetteville  and  Hargett 
Streets.  Thus  it  will  be  seen-  that  eight  streams  were 
thrown,  and  by  reference  to  the  report  of  C.  E.  Ludlow, 
C.  E.,  herewith  submitted,  it  will  be  found  that  the  Com- 
pany more  than  fulfilled  this  requirement. 

The  second  test  was  made  from  hydrants  numbers  16, 
23,  69  and  116,  located  in  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the 
city.     The  test  was  highly  satisfactory  to  your  Committee 
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and  to  the  Fire  Department.  The  Company  more  than 
carried  out  its  contract. 

Six  streams  were  thrown  for  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
to  an  average  height  of  i  igi  feet,  being  two  more  streams 
than  necessary,  and  19I  feet  higher  that  the  contract  re- 
quired. 

Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  of  Winston,  N.  C,  was  em- 
ployed by  the  city  to  make  a  thorough  and  careful  ex- 
amination of  the  Water-Work;?.  He  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  after  thoroughly 
examining  the  works:

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  instructions  to  examine  and  make 
a  report  upon  special  features  of  the  water  supply  system,  constructed  in 
the  city  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  by  the  National  Water  Works  Construction 
Company  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  said  construc- 
tion company  had  complied  w,ith  the  contract  made  with  the  said  city  of 
Raleigh  as  shown  by  printed  ordinances,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  : 

Section  2,  Par.  2;  On  the  north  side  of  the  water  works  pond  an  elipti- 
cal  reservoir  with  stone  wall  and  earth  embankment  has  been  constructed. 
It  has  a  capacity  of  one  million  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two  thousand 
(1,832,000;  gallons.  Considering  the  constant  displacement  of  water  in  the 
reservoir  taking  place  in  supplying  the  city,  it  has  ample  capacity  for  fur- 
nishing two  million  (2,000,000)  gallons  per  24  hours. 

Sec.  2,  Par.  3:  The  system  of  Hyatt  Filters  is  provided  by  two  (2)  Hyatt 
Filters  of  about  one  million  (1,000,000)  gallons  capacity  per  diem,  through 
which  the  water  for  domestic  purposes  passes  before  entering  the  res- 
ervoir. 

Sec.  3,  Par.  i:  The  Pump-house  is  of  brick  with  stone  foundations  where 
required.  Substantially  built,  and  of  ample  size  and  well  adapted  for  the 
machinery  of  the  Water  Works  Company.  There  are  two  Duplex  Compound 
Condensing  Pumping  Engines,  of  the  Smith  and  Vaile  company,  of  good  ef- 
ficiency, having  an  aggregate  pumping  capacity  of  two  million  fifty-two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four  (2,052,864)  gallons  per  24  hours,  at  a 
piston  speed  of  ninety  (go)  feet  per  minute.  The  two  (2)  boilers  fulfill  the 
requirements. 

Sec.  3,  Par.  2:   The  Power   pumps  are  such  as  required  by  the  contract, 
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having  an  aggregate  pumping  capacity  of  2,052,864  gallons  per  24  hours,  at 
a  piston  speed  of  90  feet  per  minute.  Their  connections  with  water  wheels 
are  well  made  and  fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  contract. 

Sec.  3,  Par.  3,  revised:  The  lower  and  reservoir  is  substantially  constructed 
after  the  specifications  of  the  revised  ordinance,  the  reservoir  having  a 
capacity  of  101,516  gallons.  The  connection  of  this  reservoir  is  made  with 
the  street  mains  by  a  12  inch  pipe  and  cut  off  as  required. 

Sec.  .3,  Par.  7:  Pertaining  to  fire  service.  To  determine  whether  or  not 
the  requirements  of  this  paragraph  I  make  use  of  the  hydrant  pressure  data 
taken  by  Mr.  Winslow  during  the  test  of  the  works  on  Wednesday  the  28th 
ult.  I  dwell  somewhat  at  large  upon  this,  for  the  reason  that  to  the  city  it 
is  a  most  important  feature  of  the  works,  and  because  from  this  data  the 
most  comprehensive  results  can  be  obtained  to  show  the  general  character 
and  capacity  of  the  works. 

To  project  a  stream  of  water  from  a  hydrant  through  50  feet  of  rubber 
hose  with  a  one  inch  smoothe  nozzle  to  a  vertical  height  of  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  through  clear  air,  reliable  data  taken  from  actual  experiments  by 
eminent  hydraulicians,  shows  that  a  pressure  of  sixty  60)  lbs.  at  the  hydrant 
is  required.  During  the  period  of  the  test  from  4. 28  to  4.38  o'clock,  eight 
(8)  streams  were  flowing  each  through  the  required  50  feet  of  hose  with  one 
inch  nozzle,  the  pressure  shown  at  the  hydrant  ranged  from  62^  to  74^ 
lbs.,  being  from  2"^  to  i^yi  lbs.  more  than  the  pressure  required  to  project 
the  eight  streams  to  a  height  of  100  feet.  This  pressure  was  main- 
tained continuously  wiih  the  exception  of  two  periods  of  ^  minute  each, 
when  the  pressure  fell  to  59^^  lbs.  or  ^2  lb.  below  the  required  pressure, 
and  at  another  period  of  ^  minute  duration  the  pressure  fell  to  57^  lbs. 
These  brief  losses  may  be  attributed  to  various  local  causes,  and  as  they  were 
of  such  brief  duration  I  do  not  consider  them  of  praciically  any  importance. 
During  the  period  maintained  the  greatest  pressure  shown  was  74j^  lbs.  At 
this  pressure  the  works  proved  capable  of  projecting  the  eight  streams  to  a 
vertical  height  of  118  feet,  and  at  the  least  pressure  of  57^  lbs.  to  a  vertical 
height  of  97  feet. 

During  the  period  of  the  test  between  4:38  and  5:45  o'clock,  six  (6)  50 
feet  hose  with  one  inch  nozzle,  as  required  by  the  contract,  were  in  opera- 
tion. During  this  time  the  pressure  ranged  from  67^  to  87^^  lbs.  at  the 
hydrant,  excepting  at  two  brief  periods  when  the  pressure  ranged  from  45^ 
to  62^  lbs.  and  from  92^  1097^^.  The  cause  of  these  extremes  have  al- 
ready been  explained  to  you  as  being  respectively  due  to  a  fire  at  the  works 
and  to  the  sudden  stopping  of  one  of  the  streams. 

During  this  period  of  the  test,  sixteen  (16)  consecutive  readings  of  the 
pressure  guage  ranged  from  67^  to  S- '/4  lbs.,  being  from  7)^  to  27^  lbs. 
more  than  required  by  the  contract.  The  greatest  pressure  of  87  j^  lbs.  was 
equivalent  to  six  streams  to  a  vertical  height  of  129  feet,  the  least  pressure 
of  67>^  lbs.  to  a  height  of  no  feet,  or  for  a  period  of  ^  of  an  hour 
the  average  pressure  shown    was   equivalent    to  projecting   the   six  required 
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streams  to  a  vertical  height  of  about  11^/4  feet.  At  this  time  the  works  were 
delivering  through  six  50  feet  one  inch  nozzle,  at  a  rate  of  2, 160,000  gallons 
per  24  hours.  Hence  we  determine  that  the  works  have  much  more  than 
the  fire  service  capacity  required  ;  that  the  boilers  and  pumps  have  more 
than  the  capacity  required  ;  that  the  pipes  and  hydrants  successfully  passed 
through  a  thorough  test  and  that  the  works  as  a  whole  has  a  completeness  of 
design  and  adjustment  and  a  substantiality  of  construction,  fulfilling  the  re- 
quirements of  a  first  class  water  supply  system.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  October  3, 
1887,  the  following  resolution  formally  accepting  the 
works  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Whereas,  the  test  of  the  water  works  made  on  the  28th  of  September, 
1887,  under  provisions  of  the  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  on  the  nth  of  November,  1886,  was  satisfactory  and 
met  the  requirements  of  said  ordinance  and  the  amended  ordinances  of 
March  4th,  18S7  ;  and  whereas,  the  report  of  the  Water  Works  Commit- 
tee, with  the  accompanying  report  of  J.  L.  Ludlow,  Esq.,  Civil  En- 
gineer, and  the  certificate  of  R.  D.  Wood  &  Co. ,  as  to  size,  weight,  qual- 
ity and  hydraulic  test  of  the  pipe,  shows  that  the  specifications  contained  in 
said  ordinances  under  which  the  water  works  system  was  required  to  be 
built  and  equipped  have  been  complied  with  in  all  particulars  ;  and  whereas, 
M.  M.  Moore,  Esq.,  Manager  of  the  National  Water  Works  Construction 
Company,  has  stated  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  meeting  assembled,  that 
the  Ccmipany  would  allow  ]Toperty  owners  living  on  streets  on  which  no 
mains  are  laid  to  connect  with  the  nearest  street  main  at  their  own  expense, 
provided  cast  iron,  lead  or  other  pipe  which  will  not  interfere  with  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  works  be  used  from  the  main  to  the  curb  adjacent  to  the 
property  : 

T here f 07-6,  Resolved  by  the  Boa?-d  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Raleigh, 
That  upon  said  report  of  the  Water  Works  Committee  and  its  expert,  and 
upon  the  said  statement  of  the  manager  of  the  National  Water  Works  Con- 
struction Company,  the  water  works  built  by  said  company  be  accepted  by 
the  city  of  Raleigh  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  contract,  and  that  the 
rental  provided  for  in  the  ordinance  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  1st  day  of 
October,  18S7. 

Accordingly,  on  October  ist,  1S87,  the  works  were  put 
into  service.  From  that  day  to  this  your  Committee  has 
seen  nothincf  but  the  good   results  arising    from    a   strict 
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contract  requiring  the  best  of  every  class  of  material,  and 
the  faithful,  honest  and  liberal  coinpliance  on  the  part  of 
the  National  Water  Works  Construction  Company,  and 
the  efficient  work  done  by  their  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  M. 
M.  Moore. 

Your  Committee  takes  pride  and  pleasure  in  saying 
that  it  considers  our  water-works  system  the  equal  of  any 
and  inferior  to  none.  Of  double  the  capacity  of  most 
works,  furnishing  pure,  clear  water,  it  was  a  move  rightlv 
conceived  and  properly  executed. 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  who  inaugurated  and  car- 
ried out  the  project,  and  the  Committee  whose  untiring 
labors  did  so  much  for  its  advancement,  the  City  of 
Raleigh  owes  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude.  Sanitary  im- 
provements are  among  the  first  and  chief  duties  of  public 
officers,  and  have  ever  been  the  objects  of  earnest  thought 
by  great  public  philanthropists.  Water  has  proved  a  most 
effectual  and  economical  sanitary  scavinger  in  the  re- 
moval of  slops  and  sewerage.  With  a  sewerage  system 
our  city  would  be  equipped  and  armed  to  fight  against 
sickness  and  disease. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Health  conveyed  in  a  communication  sent  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen,  legislation  was  obtained  from  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  protecting  the  property,  &c.,  of  the  Water 
Company  and  policing  Walnut  Creek  and  its  tributaries. 
Whereupon  the  Superintendent  of  the  Company  issued 
the  following: 

WARNING. 

Take  notice,  that  any  one  violating  Chapter  3S0,  Laws  1SS7,  will  be  pros- 
ecuted to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law. 

AN  ACT  TO  POLICE    AND    PROTECT    THE    WATER    SHED    OF    WALNUT    CREEK, 
NEAR  THE  CITY  OF  RALEIGH,   AND  FOR  OTHER  PURPOSES. 

Whereas,  the  City  of  Raleigh  has  passed  an  ordinance  providing  for  a 
supply  of  water  for  public  and  domestic  purposes  to  be  obtained  from  Wal- 
nut Creek  in  Wake  County  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  necessary  for  the  protection 
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of  the  health  of  the  citizens  of   Raleigh,   and  the  public  generally,  that  the 
said  source  of  supply  shall  be  kept  pure  and  uncontaminated  ;   therefore, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact  : 

Section  i.  That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  place  or  deposit  in  Wal- 
nut Creek,  or  any  of  its  tributaries,  or  upon  ground  drained  by  them,  or 
either  of  them,  above  the  roaJ  known  as  the  "  Raleigh  and  Fayettevilje 
road,"  in  Wake  County,  any  dead  carcass  of  any  animal,  or  any  filthy  or 
poisonous  substance,  or  any  other  substance  or  thing  by  which  the  water  of 
said  Walnut  Creek  or  tributaries  above  said  Raleigh  and  Fayelteville  road 
shall  be  rendered  or  may  become  liable  to  be  rendered  unwholesome,  con- 
taminated or  otherwise  unfit  for  domestic  purposes,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  erect,  establish  or 
maintain  upon  the  water  shed  of  Walnut  Creek  or  any  tributary  thereof 
above  the  said  Raleigh  and  Fayetteville  road,  any  establishment,  contri- 
vance or  works,  the  effect  of  which  in  its  operations  or  use  shall  be  deleteri- 
ous to  the  water  of  said  Walnut  Creek,  or  tributaries  above  the  point  named, 
and  any  such  establishment,  contrivance  and  works  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  public  nuisance. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Health  of  Wake 
County  to  exercise  due  surveilance  over  the  water  shed  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  to  abate  the  nuisance  therein  declared  and  forbidden 
in  the  manner  provided  by  existing  laws. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure  any  of  the  property  of  the 
Raleigh  Water-Works  Company,  or  in  any  manner  wilfully  and  maliciously 
interfere  with  or  obstruct  the  operations  of  its  works,  or  shall  cast,  throw, 
place  or  deposit  any  deleterious  substance  in  any  of  the  filters,  mains,  pipes, 
tanks,  reservoirs,  or  other  receptacle  of  water  connecting  with  the  works  of 
said  company,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  5.    This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

In  the  Generr.l  .\ssembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the  7th  day  of 
Match,  A.  P.  1SS7.

The  walks  and  drives  in  the  City  Cemetry  are  in  a  very 
good  condition,  while  the  graves  and  plots  are  not  kept 
as  nicely  as  we  would  like  to  see  them,  or  as  they  should 
be  kept.  With  a  very  little  outlay  on  the  part  of  the 
owners  of  lots,  the  Sexton  could  soon  have  them  looking 
as  if  they  were  not  forgotten.  The  Committee  have  had 
a  fence  run  from  Hargett  street  to  Newbern  Avenue,  the 
cost  of  which  will  be  incorporated  in  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

Headquarters  Raleigh  Fire  Department, 
Office  of  Chief  Engineer, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  i 

To  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  : 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit,  for  your  examina- 
tion, and,  through  you,  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  my 
annual  report  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Raleigh  Fire  De- 
partment, which  I  trust  will  meet  your  approval  as  also 
the  consideration  and  endorsement  of  the  community  at 
large. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Board  of  Aldermen  have 
created  a  Fire  Committee,  which  will  prove  of  great  benefit 
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to  our  department.  This  Committee  is  composed  of  live 
active  men  who  have  the  spirit  of  enterprise,  as  already 
the  adoption  of  an  electric  fire  alarm  system,  and  to-day 
we  have  it  in  operation,  though  so  recently  completed 
we  can  as  yet  hardly  appreciate  its  great  benefits,  and  I 
venture  to  say  that  the  next  report  from  this  office  will 
show  the  very  best  volunteer  Fire  Department  in  the 
South.  Thus  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions  in  my  last 
report  gives  me  great  hopes  of  a  brilliant  future  for 
Raleigh  Fire  Department. 

It  is  certain  that  as  our  alarm  system  is  a  success  and 
that  not  near  the  trouble  is  experienced  by  firemen  in 
locating  fires,  nor  does  near  so  many  people  throng  the 
streets  to  their  own  danger  and  the  impeding  of  firemen 
going  to  their  apparatus. 

Our  city  is  spread  over  much  territory  and  the  ten 
boxes  now  in  use  are  scattered  at  great  distances  from 
one  another.  Five  or  ten  more  would  make  our  alarm 
system  perfect. 

The  completion  of  the  water  works  has  been  per- 
haps the  greatest  addition  to  this  department  of  any.  It 
is  useless  for  me  to  comment  on  this,  for  the  few  fires 
which  have  called  for  action  of  the  department  has  clearly 
shown  this  people  that  their  property  is  almost  absolutely 
safe  from  fire.  We  have  for  the  use  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment I20  hydrants;  the  location  and  number  of  each  is 
set  out  in  the  report  of  the  Water  Works  Committee,  and 
I  need  not  duplicate  it  here. 

The  fire  cisterns  heretofore  used  will  not  be  lost  sight 
of  or  abandoned,  but  will  be  of  still  more  good  because, 
when  the  dry  season  sets  in  these  cisterns  will  be  filled 
and  kept  so  from  the  hydrants. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  small  loss  of  property 
by  fire,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  list  of  fires  hewewith  appended. 
A  thousand  dollars  will  cover  all  losses.  It  is  true  we 
have  had  but  few  fires,  but   the   splendid  system   for  ex- 
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tinguishing  fires  and  the  promptness  of  the  mennbers  of 
every  company  causes  many  which  might  prove  disas- 
trous to  be  of  very  slight  loss. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  alarms  have  oc- 
curred : 

Friday,  June  3,  1887.  Kitchen  of  C.  C  Barbee,  Esq.,  on 
Fayetteville  street.     Very  slight  damage. 

Monday,  June  20,  1887.  The  burning  of  large  trash 
pile  on  East  Davie  street.     No  damage. 

Sunday,  October  2,  1887.  Fire  in  Street  Railway  sta- 
bles, West  Cabarrus  street.     Very  little  damage. 

Sunday,  October  30.  Fire  in  chapel  of  Shaw  Univer- 
sity, South,  between  Wilmington  and  Blount  streets. 
Loss  small,  covered  by  insurance. 

Tuesday,  November  29,  [887.  Residence  of  Maj.  R, 
S.  Tucker,  Hillsboro  street.  Damage  very  light,  covered 
by  insurance. 

Wedneday,  Jan.  1 1,  1888.  Kitchen  ot  Jos.  P.  Prairie,  cor- 
ner Davie  and  Wilmington  streets.  Loss  about  $400  on 
building  and  $200  on  furniture  of  occupant.   No  insurance. 

Thursday,  March  8,  1888.  Hothouse  of  H.  Steinmetz, 
Nash  Square.     Loss  S400.  covered  by  insurance. 

Friday,  March  9,  1888.  Stable  of  Wm.  Sawyer,  colored, 
East  Davie  street.      Loss  very  little. 

Monday,  April  2,  1888.  At  Allen  &  Cram's  foundry 
and  machine  shop.     Loss  comparatively  nothing. 

Friday,  April  27,  1888.  This  was  the  first  alarm  by 
Electric  Alarm  system,  sounded  from  Box  42,  and  was  a 
test  alarm  given  by  the  Fire  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  ascertain  the  promptness  of  the  department 
in  noticing  and  answering  it.  They  were  perfectly  satis- 
fied in  both  particulars. 

Sunday,  April  29,  1888.  Box  41.  Kitchen  of  Mr.  John 
Beckham.     Loss  $150,  partly  covered  by  insurance. 

There  have  been  no  casualities  at  any  fire  during  the 
past  year  to  either  firemen  or  citizens,  which  shows  that 
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the  department  are  alive  to  promptness  and  speed  ;  they 
always  act  with  an  eye  to  the  safety  of  all  who  may  be 
on  the  streets. 

A  spirit  of  rivalry  actuates  each  company  to  be  first  at 
the  fire  and  to  do  the  most  where  their  services  are 
needed,  and  I  hope,  under  all  administrations,  their  ef- 
forts will  be  fully  appreciated  and  recognized. 

RECOMMENDATIONS   AND    SUGGESTIONS. 

That  the  carriage  and  hose  cart  in  possession  of  the 
Rescue  Steam  Fire  Company  be  altered  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  carry  more  hose  and  to  make  it  better  suited  for 
service. 

Also,  that  some  restriction  as  to  the  use  of  the  hose 
cart  horse,  so  as  to  require  it  always  to  be  as  near  the 
engine  house  as  possible. 

That  some  steps  be  taken  so  as  to  enable  the  Hook  and 
Ladder  truck  to  be  taken  to  the  fire  by  horse,  and  to  this 
end  I  would  ask  that  the  Committee  on  Fir^  Department 
be  instructed  to  look  into  the  advisability  of  locating  it 
near  the  Rescue  Engine  house,  so  as  to  use  one  of  their 
horses  for  this  purpose. 

The  change  would  allow  the  opening  of  the  east  end  of 
the  Market  House,  which  has  been  long  desired  by  those 
who  are  in  business  near  that  place. 

I  would  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  the  proposi- 
tion of  disposing  of  some  of  our  apparatus. 

While  we  have  an  excellent  system  of  water  supply- 
gravity  and  direct  pressure — still  I  would  not  think  it 
wise  to  be  dependent  entirely  upon  them.  Could  we  not 
sell  the  Single  Tank  Chemical,  and  the  Victor  Hand  En- 
gine, without  too  much  endangering  our  protection. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  Captains  T.  L. 
Love  and  H.  H.  Roberts  have  always  manifested  the 
liveliest    interest   in  the  department,  and   have  my  most 
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hearty  thanks  for  their  able  support  to  me  since  I  have 
held  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer,  and,  in  retiring,  I  wish 
to  say  that  no  better  Board  of  Commissioners  could  be 
selected  than  those  now  representing  the  five  fire  divi- 
sions of  the  city.

Gentlemen. — The  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
respectfully  submits  for  your  consideration  the  following 
report : 

This  Committee  was  created  by  your  honorable  body 
on  November  4,  1887,  in  accordance  with  a  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  made  in  his 
annual  report  for  1887,  and  the  undersigned  designated 
as  its  members. 

Its  object  was  to  afford  an  easy  means  of  communica- 
tion between  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  its  general  powers  and  duties  were  defined 
"to  have  charge  and  general  control  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment." It  had  been  long  needed,  and,  we  think,  has  been 
of  much  advantage  to  the  city. 

Your  Committee  has  given  diligent  attention  to  the 
needs  of  this  Department — one  of,  if  not  the  most,  im- 
portant in  the  city,  as  the  protector  of  the  lives  and  prop- 
erty of  the  citizens — and  have  attempted  to  increase  its 
efificiency. 

Our  first  work  was  in  securing  an  Electric  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph  system,  and  we  selected  the  Gamewell,  the 
most  perfect  in  existence. 

This  has  been  completed,  and  is  now  in  successful 
operation.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  advantages,  but 
we  think  they  have  been  demonstrated  in  a  partial  way. 
Now,  when  an  alarm  is  sounded,  the  firemen  know  exactly 
where  to   locate    the   fire,  and    the   time   formerly  lost  in 
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traversing  the   city  to    find   it    is   saved    and    utilized   in 
extinguishing  it  before  it  has  made  much  headway. 

The  cost  of  this  improvement  was  about  $2,800,  which 
we  predict  will  be  saved  in  one  fire  of  any  proportion. 

Your  Committee  has  also  given  time  and  attention  to 
a  reorganization  of  the  Department,  and  expects  in  a 
short  time  to  have  it  as  perfect  as  a  volunteer  department 
can  be  made.  There  is  excellent  material,  and  only  the 
active  co-operation  of  the  city  authorities  is  needed  to 
secure  this  end. 

With  increased  apparatus  increased  efificiency  will  fol- 
low, but  your  committee  feels  that  the  Department  can- 
not approach  perfection  under  a  wholly  volunteer  system, 
and  it  therefore  recommends  the  inauguration,  in  a  mod- 
erate way,  of  a  paid  system.  Of  course  we  will  have  to 
begin  by  paying  only  one  or  more  of  the  most  important 
members  and  gradually  extend  it. 

1  he  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  should  by  all  means 
be  paid  a  salary  and  held  to  a  strict  account  of  his  duties. 
The  labors  are  onerous,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  secure  their 
proper  performance  without  compensation. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department,  which  is 
herewith  transmitted,  contains  some  important  sugges- 
tions, in  which  we  heartily  concur. 

Your  Committee  desires,  in  closing  this  report,  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  different  companies 
composing  the  department,  and  the  increased  interest 
manifested  by  them.  We  feel  that  no  city  of  its  size  in 
the  country  can  boast  of  as  good  a  Department  as  Raleigh.

From  the  following  counties  the 
numbers  received  were  as  indicated  :  Alamance,  i  ; 
Chatham,  i  ;  Craven,  3  ;  Guilford,  i  ;  Green,  i  ;  Johnston, 
I  :  Moore,  i  ;  Nash,  i  ;  New  Hanover,  2  ;  Orange,  6 ; 
Rowan,  i  ;  Warren,  1.     From  New  York  there  were  2. 

From  April  11,  1887,  to  May  i,  1888,  the  number  of 
days  of  treatment  received  by  charity  patients  was  2,1 10  ; 
by  pay  patients,  471  ;  total,  2,581. 
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During  the  year  there  were  seven  deaths  :  one  from 
apoplexy,  two  from  typhoid  fever,  one  from  Bright's  dis- 
ease, one  from  consumption,  one  from  shock  following  a 
railroad  accident  and  one  from  obstruction  of  the  bowels.

The  Trustees  of  Rex  Hospital  respectfully  submit  the 
enclosed  statement  of  receipts  and  investment  of  the 
fund  belonging  to  the  corporation,  for  one  year  from 
March  ist,  1887,  the  day  to  which  their  last  statement 
and  report  was  made  : 

It  will  be  seen  from  said  statement  that  the  fund  was 
increased,  from  March  ist,  1887,  to  March  ist,  1888,  from 
$20,088.86  to  $21,940.17,  after  charging  off  an  old  worth- 
less North  Carolina  Certificate  of  $10.50.  It  is  believed 
that  the  securities  representing  the  fund,  of  which  a 
list  is  given  in  the  Statement,  are  all  good,  except  three 
or  four  small  notes,  representing  old  balances  of  rent  of 
the  house  and  land  belonging  to  the  corporation,  and 
unpaid  interest  on  some  of  the  bonds  secured  by  mort- 
gage is  of  as  large  an  amount  as  those  notes,  so  that

REPORT  OF  SEWERAGE  COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May 1888. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board 

of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — With  the  completion  of  the  admirable 
system  of  water-works  now  enjoyed  by  our  city,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  good  and  perfect  system  of  sewerage  became 
a  necessity  no  longer  to  be  disregarded.  The  interest 
manifested  by  the  Board  in  this  matter  led  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  this  Committee. 

The  first  step  taken  by  your  Committee  was  the  em- 
ployment (with  the  approval  and  authority  of  the  Board) 
of  Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  of  Winston,  N.  C,  a  practical 
and  experienced  sanitary  engineer,  who,  after  making  the 
necessary  surveys  and  measurements  and  ascertaining  the 
various  elevations,  &c.,  submitted  his  report  to  the  Board, 
which  is  hereto  appended,  accompanying  the  very  full 
and  comprehensive  report  was  a  map  showing  the  general 
contour  of  the  city  by  contour  lines,  street  main,  street 
laterals,  &c. 

After  receiving  and  adopting  this  report,  the  Board 
authorized  this  Committee  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the 
construction  of  all  or  such  part  of  the  works  as  might  be 
awarded  by  the  Board. 

Advertisemicnts  were  inserted  in  The  Jl/am/faetnrers' 
Record  of  Baltimore,  and  Engineering  and  Mining  Nezvs 
of  New  York. 

Your  Committee  fully  realized  that  the  want  of  ready 
funds  with  which  to  meet  the  cost  of  constructing  the 
works,  was  a  serious  objection  to  the  plan  proposed,  but 
thought  the  importance  of  providing  our  citizens  with  the 
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comforts  and  conveniences  of  sewerage  and  the  sanitary 
improvement  of  our  city  to  be  obtained  thereby  justified 
the  venture.  Our  fears  were  reah'zed,  however,  as  only  a 
few  contractors  sent  in  bids,  none  of  which  the  Comnnit- 
tee  felt  willing  to  recommend  to  the  Board  for  adoption, 
and  therefore  all  bids  were  rejected. 

Following  the  suggestion  in  the  "  Instructions  to  bid- 
ders," that  application  would  be  made  to  the  next  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  January  1889,  to  allow  the  people  to  v^ote 
on  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  to  pay  for  a  sewerage 
system,  we  would  earnestly  recommend  this  course  to  the 
Board,  and  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  our  five  per  cent, 
bonds  could  readily  be  placed  in  the  market  at  par.

Mr.  C.  G.  Latta,  CJiairman  of  the  Seiveragc  Connnittce  of 
tJie  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh, 
North  Carolina. 

Sir:  Complying  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
the  necessary  surveys  and  designed  a  sewerage  system  for 
your  entire  city,  and  now  have  the  honor  to  present  my 
report,  with  accompanying  map,  as  follows: 

The  map  shows  the  general  contour  of  the  city  by  con- 
tour lines;    the  primary  sewerage  districts  within  the  cor- 
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porate  limits  by  red  lines;  the  various  lines  of  street 
mains,  to  be  constructed  in  making  a  complete  system  for 
the  entire  city,  by  the  heavy  black  lines  in  the  streets; 
the  permissible  location  of  street  laterals  by  light  red  lines 
in  the  streets  ;  the  various  lines  of  mains  leading  to  out- 
fall, &c. 

It  is  generally  desirable,  in  a  sewerage  system  for  any 
city,  to  collect  all  the  sewerage  at  one  point  leading  to 
outfall.  This  generally  saves  pipe  and  total  cost,  and 
greatly  facilitates  the  operation  of  artificial  purification  of 
the  sewerage,  should  such  an  operation  ever  become  nec- 
essary or  desirable. 

For  you  to  readily  understand  the  difficulties  in  col- 
lecting the  sewage  of  your  corporate  limits  to  one  point, 
or  even  to  a  few  points,  without  unwarranted  deep  cut- 
tings, I  think  I  but  need  refer  you  to  the  very  irregular 
topography  of  the  site  of  the  city. 

Located  as  it  is  on  the  very  ridge  of  the  Crabtree  Creek 
water-shed  on  the  north,  and  the  V/alnut  Creek  water- 
shed on  the  south,  there  are  within  the  corporate  limits 
these  two  primary  and  distinct  water-sheds.  These  two 
water  sheds  are  again  subdivided,  each  into  two  distinct 
water-sheds  leading,  substantially,  to  the  four  corners  of 
the  city.  We  have,  then,  to  deal  with  four  distinct  water- 
sheds in  designing  the  system  of  sewers.  This  leads  us 
to  four  sewerage  districts  within  the  city  limits,  as  shown 
by  the  map.  These,  however,  may  be  concentrated  into 
two  outfalls,  should  it  ever  become  desirable. 

We  find,  however,  this  irregular  contour  and  the  various 
water-sheds  to  be  not  without  advantage,  since  it  pro- 
vides the  city  with  ample  and  desirable  surface  drainage, 
rendering  it  unnecessary  to  carry  any  of  the  surface  drain- 
age into  the  proposed  sewers.  This  gives  us  ample  op- 
portunity and  admirable  adaptability  for  the  "separate 
system"  of  sewerage,  as  distinguished  from  the  general 
combined  system. 
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The  "separate  system,"  I  may  say,  possesses  manifold 
advantages  over  the  combined;  the  size  of  pipe  required 
being  very  much  smaller  in  the  separate  than  in  the  com- 
bined, makes  the  first  cost  very  much  in  its  favor.  The 
grades  are,  serviceably,  far  better  ;  the  flow  is  much  more 
regular;  the  general  velocity  is  much  better;  the  pipes 
are  much  more  cleanly,  by  more  effectual  scouring;  offen- 
sive gases  are  much  less  generated  ;  obstructions  are  very 
much  less  liable,  making  cost  of  maintenance  much  less. 
In  brief,  the  advantages  of  the  separate  over  the  com- 
bined system  may  be  stated  thus:  Much  less  first  cost, 
less  cost  of  maintenance,  and  fulfilling,  in  a  far  greater 
comparative  degree,  and,  I  may  say,  it  fulfills,  in  a  super- 
lative degree,  the  most  important  feature — the  sanitary 
functions — of  a  complete  system  of  sewers,  removing  the 
sewage  rapidly,  reducing  to  a  minimum  noxious  gases 
and  bacteria,  and  maintaining  the  greatest  health  pre- 
serving efficiency.  These  results,  however,  are  only  to  be 
obtained  by  exercising  the  greatest  care  and  faithfulness 
in  the  construction  of  the  works. 

It  has  been  thoroughly  demonstrated,  in  both  this  coun- 
try and  Europe,  that  the  separate  system  is  admirably 
adapted  to  cities  of  average  size.  Its  service  has  been 
found  to  be  thoroughly  efficient,  and  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  in  an  average  case  is  about  one- 
fifth  that  of  a  combined  system.  This,  you  will  recognize, 
is  a  feature  that  appeals  greatly  to  the  favor  of  the  tax- 
payers of  the  city. 

I  have,  therefore,  made  my  plans  according  to  the 
"separate  system."  The  substances  to  be  entered  into 
the  sewers  shall  be  only  such  as  come  properly  under  the 
head  of  sewage,  which  may  be  defined  as  the  liquid  and 
feculent  refuse  from  dwellings  and  their  appurtenances. 
No  surface  drainage  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  sew- 
ers.    Roof  water  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the  sewers 
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only  in  such  cases  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  for  flush- 
ing or  cleansing  the  sewers. 

It  shall  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  sewerage  system  is 
designed  to  completely  remove  the  sewage  proper  from 
the  city  in  such  manner  as  shall  best  subserve  the  conven- 
ience and  health  of  the  inhabitants.  To  secure  this  end 
we  must  introduce  into  the  system  pipes  of  such  size, 
grades  and  appurtenances  as  will  provide  for  the  rapid, 
constant  and  complete  removal  of  the  maximum  quantity 
of  sewage,  together  with  thorough  flushing  and  ventila- 
tion. The  whole  construction  to  be  executed  in  the  best 
possible  manner. 

In  my  designs  I  have  provided  for  fifty  (50)  gallons  per 
capita  per  day,  one-third  (^)  to  flow  ofT  in  (6)  hours. 

Forty  (40)  persons  tributary  to  every  one  hundred  (roo) 
feet  of  sewer. 

Velocity  of  flow,  from  three  (3)  feet  to  eight  (8)  feet  per 
second,  generally  from  four  (4)  to  five  (5)  feet  per  second. 
This  adequately  provides  efficient  service  to  as  dense  a 
population  as  the  system  will  probably  ever  be  called  upon 
to  serve. 

The  pipes  are  designed  to  flow  from  one-half(l^)  to  two- 
thirds  (f)  full  when  carrying  the  probable  maximum  quan- 
tity of  sewage. 

With  these  provisions  I  find  that  the  street  mains 
throughout  the  city,  as  shown  on  the  map,  may  be  of 
eight  (8)  inch  diameter.  In  many  cases  they  might  be  of 
six  (6)  inch  diameter;  but  it  is  very  desirable  that  the 
mains  be  larger  than  the  laterals  running  into  them,  and 
these  laterals  should  not  be  less  than  six  (6)  inches.  It 
has  been  determined  in  practice,  too,  that  street  mains 
should  be  not  less  than  eight  (8)  inch  diameter,  in  view  of 
stoppages,  &c.  I  therefore  design  that  the  street  mains 
be  not  less  than  eight  (8)  inch  diameter. 

The  grade  of  street  mains  may  vary  from  one(i)  in  two 
hundred  (200)  to  one  (i)  in  twenty-five  (25).     The  prefer- 
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able  general  grade  shall  be  one  (i)  in  one  hundred  (lOO). 
This  grade  shall  be  given,  except  in  cases  where  serious 
and  costly  prevention  occurs.  The  grade  of  one  in  twenty- 
five  is  not  very  desirable,  and  will  be  given  only  in  ex- 
ceptional cases,  where  it  cannot  advisedly  be  prevented. 
A  well-adjusted  general  gradient  shall  be  provided  by 
dropping  in  depth  at  man  or  lamp  holes  at  street  inter- 
sections. 

The  street  laterals  shall  be  six  (6)  inch  diameter.  The 
grade  of  these  may  vary  from  one  (i)  in  one  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  to  one  (1)  in  twenty  (20).  A  ventilating  shaft 
shall  be  provided  at  the  head  of  each  street  lateral.  It 
may  be  used,  also,  for  hose-flushing. 

House  drains  shall  be  four  (4)  inch  diameter  pipe,  and 
laid  with  a  gradient  of  not  less  than  one  (ij  in  fifty  (50). 
The  manner  of  constructing  house  drains  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  specifications  to  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

In  determining  tlie  minimum  depth  to  which  the  sewers 
shall  be  laid,  I  have  departed  from  the  general  custom  of 
laying  the  sewers  to  such  depth  as  to  drain  cellars,  and 
have  no  provision  for  cellar  service.  The  advantages  to 
be  derived  from  cellar  service  in  sewer-pipes  is  the  drain- 
age of  wet  cellars  or  flooded  cellars  in  wet  weather,  and 
permitting  the  placing  of  hopper-closets  in  damp,  dark, 
out-of-the-way  places  in  cellars.  While  these  may  be  ad- 
vantages, at  first,  at  least,  they  are  attended  by  very  great 
disadvantages  and  objections.  The  sewers  must  be  laid 
to  nearly  twice  the  depth  to  provide  cellar  service — more 
than  doubling  the  cost  of  construction.  The  limited  ex- 
tent to  which  cellars  are  liable  to  be  flooded  in  this  city 
I  do  not  think  would  justify  such  increased  expenditure. 
The  great  objection,  however,  to  such  service — and  I  deem 
it  a  very  serious  one — is  the  provision  and  encouragement 
that  it  gives  for  placing  hopper-closets  in  cellars.  In  such 
a  climate  as  this  such  a  practice  would  be  extremely  dan- 
gerous.    Closets,  to  be  maintained  healthfully,  must  have 
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an  abundance  of  the  great  purifying  elements — sunlight 
and  fresh  air.  In  the  dark  corners  of  cellars  they  can  have 
neither  of  these,  and  in  the  warm  season  (considering 
human  carelessness)  I  see  but  little  to  prevent  them  from 
becoming  very  hot-beds  of  disease  germs — a  constant 
menace  not  only  to  those  persons  immediatel}-  around 
them,  but  to  the  entire  city.  I  have  therefore  designed 
that  the  sewers  should  be  placed  at  just  sufificient  depth 
to  be  below  all  water  and  gas  pipes,  beyond  a  possibility 
of  contaminating  the  water  service.  Such  depth  1  con- 
sider to  be  six  (6)  feet  below  the  street  surface. 

We  might  permit  of  cellar  service  by  the  sewers  in  the 
strictly  business  portion  of  the  city,  where  first  floor  and 
cellar  soace  is  very  valuable,  in  such  cases  as  the  Sewer- 
age Committee  should  deem  urgently  desirable,  but  with 
the  greatest  restrictions  thrown  around  their  use,  and  the 
care  of,  and  frequent  inspection  of  closet  connections. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  give  further  description  of 
the  street  mains  and  laterals  here,  as  what  is  already  said, 
together  with  the  map,  sufficiently  explains  them.  I  will, 
however,  note  further  the 

DETAILS   OF   OUTFALL   SEWERS   BY   DISTRICTS. 

South-western  Districts. — In  locating  all  the  outfalls  I 
have  been  governed  by  two  considerations,  viz.:  justifiable 
cost,  and  to  place  them  beyond  reach  of  exerting  evil  in- 
fluences upon  the  health  of  the  city.  In  the  South-west- 
ern District,  you  observe  by  the  map  that,  with  ver)'  few 
and  short  deep  cuttings,  the  greater  portion  of  the  mains 
are  concentrated  at  the  junction  of  Lenoir  and  Dawson 
Streets.  From  this  point  we  start  a  twelve  (12)  inch  diam- 
eter line  to  outfall.  Following,  generally,  the  line  of  the 
natural  depression  of  the  surface,  brings  the  line  near  the 
mill  on  South  Fayetteville  street,  and  near  the  outfall  of 
the    Government    sewer.      The   Government    sewer,    ex- 
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tended  up  Fayetteville  street  only,  may  here  be  connected 
with  the  outfall  line  by  a  twelve  (12)  inch  pipe  connec- 
tion, of  about  fifty  (50)  feet.  It  must  be  provided  with 
ample  facilities  for  cleansing,  together  with  a  manhole 
ventilating  shaft  at  the  present  terminus  of  the  eighteen 
(18)  inch  sewer  ;  the  whole  line  to  be  provided  with  very 
frequent  flushing  and  more  perfect  ventilation  than  at 
present.  From  this  point,  indicated  on  the  map  by  B, 
the  outfall  sewer  shall  be  of  fifteen  (15)  inch  diameter, 
following  the  general  direction  shown  on  the  map,  having 
the  outfall  at  a  bluff  near  the  old  mill  site  on  Walnut 
Creek. 

South-eastern  District. — Beginning,  as  shown  on  the  map, 
at  A,  following  the  general  direction  of  the  branch.  It 
shall  be  of  twelve  (12)  inch  diameter  from  A  to  C.  At 
the  point  indicated  on  the  map  by  C  the  line  intersects 
the  branch,  from  which  on  to  the  creek  is  bottom  land. 
Through  this  on  to  the  creek  the  sewer  shall  be  fifteen 
(15)  inches  diameter,  having  the  outfall  at  the  creek. 
At  the  point  C  there  shall  be  a  drop  in  grade,  and  venti- 
lating man-hole  constructed,  having  an  intercepting  out- 
let to  serve  in  time  of  freshet,  when  the  bottom  land  and 
fifteen  (15)  inch  sewer  will  be  flooded. 

NortJi-castern  District. — Beginning,  as  shown  on  the 
map,  at  A,  following  the  general  direction  of  Cemetery 
Branch  to  the  point  of  outfall  at  junction  of  two  branches, 
marked  B.  It  shall  be  of  ten  (10)  inch  diameter  through- 
out its  length. 

North-zvcstern  District. — Beginning,  as  shown,  at  A.  It 
shall  be  a  ten  (to)  inch  pipe  to  the  point  indicated  by  B. 
From  this  point  on  to  the  outfall  in  Pigeon  House  Branch 
it  shall  be  of  twelve  (12)  inch  diameter. 

Of  the  two  northern  outlets,  I  would  say  that  Crabtree 
Creek  should  be  the  natural  outfall.  You  will  notice, 
however,  that  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  sewage 
is  collected  at  either  of  the   northern   outfall  sewers,  the 
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greater   bulk   of   the  sewage  going  southwardly  to  Wal- 
nut Creek  and  thence  on  to  Neuse  River. 

The  distance  to  Crabtree  Creek  being  so  great  that  I 
do  not  think  it  justifiable  to  extend  the  outfall  sewers 
there  for  the  amount  of  sewage  that  will  be  collected,  for 
several  years  at  least,  I  have  located  the  outfalls  for  the 
northern  districts  in  the  branches  named,  at  points  where 
they  are  of  sufficient  capacity  for  several  years,  at  least, 
when  the  outfalls  may  be  extended  further  from  the  city 
limits.  At  present,  however,  considering  the  limited 
amount  of  sewage,  and  the  infrequency  of  northern  winds, 
I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  extend  the  outfalls  beyond 
the  points  named. 

GENERAL    SPECIFICATIONS. 

Materials,   &c. 

(i).  The  sewers  shall  be  constructed  of  two  (2)  foot 
lengths  of  first-class,  standard  thickness,  vitrified,  salt- 
glazed  sewer  pipe,  of  true  size,  form  and  thickness, 
throughout  their  length  ;  circular  in  bore  of  exact  speci- 
fied diameter;  smooth  and  well  glazed  interior  surface, 
and  free  from  cracks,  flaws,  blisters  or  any  other  imper- 
fections. All  pipe  shall  be  socket-pipe,  with  socket  con- 
centric with  the  bore  of  the  pipe. 

The  Engineer  shall  pass  upon  all  pipe  as  it  is  delivered 
at  the  works,  or  subsequently  ;  and  all  pipe  which  he  re- 
jects as  imperfect  is  to  be  removed  at  once  from  the  works, 
and  in  no  case  is  to  be  re-introduced  at  the  works. 

(2).  All  street  mains  shall  be  of  not  less  than  eight  (8) 
inch  diameter. 

All  street  laterals  shall  be  of  six  (6)  inch  diameter. 

All  house  drains  shall  be  of  four  (4)  inch  diameter. 

(3).  Branch  connections,  where  there  is  no  man-hole  or 
lamp-hole,  shall  be  made  by  a  curved  piece  to  a  Y,  tan- 
gent as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  direction  of  the  main 
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sewer  from  which  it  branches.  Such  branches,  at  their 
junction  with  the  sewer,  shall  be  given  a  slightly  increased 
gradient,  sufficient  to  overC'"'n:ie  the  resistance  to  flow  due 
to  change  of  direction. 

(4).  A  four  (4)  inch  Y  branch  connection-piece  shall  be 
provided  and  placed  for  each  dwelling,  business  house  or 
vacant  lot  along  the  line  of  each  sewer  as  it  is  laid,  and 
be  closed  with  a  vitrified  stopper  or  plug;  the  position 
of  the  Y  to  be  located  by  the  owner  of  tlie  property  or 
by  the  Engineer  in  charge,  and  the  position  to  be  duly 
recorded.  Where  special  forms  are  required,  they  shall 
be  after  patterns  to  be  furnished  by  the  Engineer. 

(5).  Iron  pipe  shall  be  used  in  all  cases  where  the  sewer 
runs  through  or  under  water-ways  or  under  railroad  tracks, 
and  in  such  other  cases  as  the  Engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary ;  specifications  for  such  pipe  shall  be  given  by  the 
Engineer  as  the  case  may  require. 

PIPE-LAYING. 

(6).  The  sewers  shall  be  located  substantially  as  shown 
on  the  map,  and  will  be  staked  out  by  the  Engineer. 
This  shall  be  on  the  centre  line  of  the  street,  in  all  cases 
where  no  serious  obstacles  are  met  with,  such  as  street 
railways,  water-pipes,  &c.  In  such  cases  the  Sewerage 
Committee  and  the  Engineer  shall  determine  the  most 
expedient  location  for  the  line.  The  minimum  depth  of 
sewers  below  the  street  surface  shall  be  six  (6)  feet,  except 
in  rare  cases,  where  the  Engineer  may  permit  a  less  depth. 

(7).  All  pipes  shall  be  laid  true  to  line  and  grade,  in 
such  manner  as  the  Engineer  may  direct.  All  pipes  shall 
be  fitted  at  the  surface  before  lowering  into  the  trench, 
no  pipes  being  trimmed  to  make  a  fit  in   any  case. 

(8).  In  joining  the  pipes,  pure,  fresh-ground,  best  qual- 
ity cement  shall  be  used,  of  such  brands,  and  mixed  to 
such    consistency,    as    the  Engineer   shall   require.     The 
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cement  shall  be  pressed  tight  into  the  entire  space  be- 
tween the  socket  and  spigot,  all  the  joints  being  smoothly 
and  evenly  made  and  thoroughly  cleansed  on  the  inside 
of  the  pipe.  When  the  joint  is  completed  great  care 
shall  be  taken  that  it  is  not  afterward  disturbed. 

(9).  In  laying  the  branch  connection  pieces,  the  invert 
of  the  branch  shall  be  placed  slightly  above  the  horizon- 
tal diameter  of  the  sewer. 

(10).  At  intervals  of  one  hundred '^^i 00)  feet  on  any  line 
of  sewers,  a  "hand-hole"  piece  shall  be  placed  in  the 
sewer,  preferably  the  "Steele  patent  hand-hole."  In  all 
cases  where  practicable  these  "  hand-holes"  shall  be  in  the 
pieces  making  the  branch  connections. 

(11).  In  no  case  shall  water  be  allowed  in  the  trench 
where  pipe-laying  is  in  progress,  as  no  pipe  shall  be  laid 
in  water  or  upon  a  wet  bed.  The  pipes  as  laid  through- 
out the  work  must  be  thoroughly  cleansed  and  protected 
from  dirt  and  water.  No  water  shall  be  allowed  to  flow  in 
any  of  them  in  any  case  during  construction. 

LAMP-HOLES,  MAN-HOLES,   FLUSH-TANKS,  &C. 

(12).  At  every  street  intersection,  and  at  every  change 
of  direction  or  grade,  on  any  line  of  sewers,  there  shall  be 
constructed  either  man-holes  or  lamp-holes,  to  be  con- 
structed so  as  to  act  as  ventilating-shafts.  They  shall  be 
built  of  best  quality  brick  and  cement,  after  plans  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Engineer. 

(13).  At  the  head  of  every  street  main  a  flush-tank, 
preferably  automatic,  shall  be  placed,  of  a  pattern  to  be 
approved  by  the  Engineer.  They  shall  also  be  placed  at 
the  head  of  outfall  sewers,  and  at  the  head  of  such  street 
laterals  as  the  engineer  may  deem  necessary.  At  such 
points  where  two  mains  must  start  from  nearly  the  same 
point  a  double  flush-tank  may  be  constructed  so  as  to 
serve  both  lines  independently. 
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(14).  In  building  the  flush-tanks  or  man-holes,  or  in  any 
case  where  brick  may  be  used  in  construction,  only  hard, 
sound,  well-burned  brick  may  be  used.  They  shall  be 
laid  in  fresh  ground,  best  quality  cement  mortar,  always 
mixed  fresh  for  use.  Bricks,  cement  and  all  other  mate- 
rial used  in  constructing  the  works,  to  pass  through  the 
same  scrutiny  and  demands  as  before  stated  for  pipe. 

EXCAVATION. 

(15).  All  excavation  shall  be  made  by  open  cut  from 
the  surface,  except  in  such  case  when  written  permiission 
shall  be  obtained  from  the  Engineer  to  tunnel. 

The  banks  of  all  trenches  shall  be  kept  practically  ver- 
tical by  bracing,  or  otherwise,  where  necessary. 

(i6j.  The  trench  shall  be  dug  to  within  six  (6)  inches 
of  the  bottom,  by  measurements  from  the  witness-stakes 
on  the  surface,  the  remaining  six  (6)  inches  to  be  taken 
out  after  grade-pegs  have  been  placed  in  the  bottom  of 
the  trench  by  the  Engineer. 

(17).  The  bottom  of  the  trench  shall  be  shaped  so  as  to 
fit,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  contour  of  the  pipe  to  be 
laid  therein.  The  width  of  the  trench  at  joints  shall  be 
eighteen  (18)  inches  wider  than  the  diameter  of  the  pipe 
to  be  laid.  Along  the  body  of  the  pipe  the  trench  shall 
be  at  least  fifteen  inches  wider  than  the  diameter  of  the 
pipe. 

(18).  Without  written  permission  of  the  Engineer  not 
more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  trench  shall  be 
opened  in  advance  of  the  completed  sewer, 

(19).  The  materials  excavated  in  trenching  shall  be 
banked  at  the  sides  of  the  trench,  and  so  kept  trimmed 
as  to  leave  a  clear  foot  passage-way  between  the  banks 
and  trench,  and  to  be  of  the  least  possible  inconvenience 
to  the  traveling  public. 

(20).  No  excavated  or  other  materials  shall  be  placed 
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SO  as  to  obstruct  any  gutters,  but  special  care  must  be 
taken  not  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  surface  vvater 
along  the  gutters. 

(21).  All  water-courses  and  drains  interrupted  in  the 
progress  of  the  work  shall  be  restored  to  as  good  condi- 
tion as  found  at  beginning. 

(22).  In  ex'cavating,  all  necessary  steps  must  be  taken 
to  avoid  injury  to  any  water  pipes,  gas  pipes,  street  rail- 
ways, neighboring  property,  &c.,  which  may  be  met  with 
in  carrying  on  the  work.  In  case  of  any  such  being  dam- 
aged they  must  be  completely  repaired  by  the  parties 
who  may  be  carrying  on   the  works. 

Where  pavements  are  removed  in  carrying  on  the  work 
they  shall  be  restored  in  a  manner  as  perfect  as  before 
removal. 

(23).  Suitable  barriers  shall  be  placed  around  all  exca- 
vations, and  sufTficient  signals  maintained  at  night  to  pre- 
vent any  accidents  to  street  passengers. 

(24).  All  responsibility  for  the  entire  line  of  sewers,  and 
accidents  occurring  therewith,  shall  rest  with  the  parties 
in  control  of  the  works,  until  its  completion  and  accept- 
ance by  the  Engineer  and  Sewerage  Committee. 

(25).  No  line  of  sewers  which  are  not  constructed  in 
such  manner  as  the  Engineer  directs  or  approves  shall  be 
accepted. 

BACK-FILLING.  •" 

(26).  The  earth  filled  around  and  directly  on  top  of  the 
pipe,  for  one  foot  in  height,  shall  be  free  from  stone  and 
tamped  with  greatest  care. 

(27).  Where  sand  has  been  excavated  from  the  trench 
it  shall  be  placed  next  to  the  pipe,  and  be  used  in  making 
the  bed  of  the  pipe. 

(28).  In  filling  around  the  pipe,  the  materials  on  both 
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sides  of  the  pipe  must  be  kept  at  equal  height,  and  tamped 
with  the  same  thoroughness. 

(29).  The  number  of  men,  fiHing  to  a  height  of  three 
(3)  feet  above  the  pipe,  shall  in  no  case  be  more  than 
twice  the  number  of  men  tamping. 

(30).  The  trench,  in  all  cases,  must  be  filled  to  the 
proper  street  grade  with  suitable  material,  free  from  stones 
of  more  than  four  (4)  inches  diameter,  and  well  tamped 
throughout. 

(31).  As  the  trenches  are  filled  in  and  the  work  com- 
pleted, all  surplus  material  must  be  removed  to  such  lo- 
calities as  are  provided,  without  interfering  with  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  city.  All  places  to  be  left  clear,  and  in 
good  order. 

(32).  \Vhen  the  trench  is  left  for  the  night,  or  the  pipe- 
laying  stopped  from  any  cause,  the  end  of  the  sewer,  as 
laid,  must  be  closed  water-tight,  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  Engineer. 

(33).  When  running  quicksand  or  other  treacherous 
ground  is  encountered,  the  work  shall  be  continued  day 
and  night,  in  such  manner  as  the  Engineer  may  require. 

(34).  In  cases  where  it  may  become  necessary  to  lay 
the  sewer  in  embankment,  the  embankment  shall  be  made 
as  required  by  the  Engineer. 

(35).  In  trenching,  wherever  rocky  or  soft  bottom  is 
encountered,  excavation  shall  be  made  b-low  grade  to 
such  depth,  and  be  replaced  by  such  material  as  the  En- 
gineer may  direct. 

(36).  When  rock-cut  is  encountered  the  trench  shall  be 
excavated  to  a  clear  depth  of  six  (6)  inches  below  the  bed 
of  the  pipe,  when  laid.  The  trench  must  then  be  refilled, 
and  pipe  bed  made  by  such  material  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  Engineer  may  direct — the  excavated  rock  in  no 
case  to  be  used  in  back-filling.

GENERAL  STIPULATIONS,  TO  BE  CONTAINED 
IN  CONTRACT. 

(i).  The  work  embraced  in  the  contract  shall  be  begun 
within  thirty  days  after  the  contract  has  been  awarded  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  ;  the  work  then  to  be  carried  on 
regularly  and  uninterruptedly,  with  such  a  force  as  to 
secure  its  completion  within  eight  (8)  months  thereafter, 
at  the  same  time  continuing  the  work  at  such  points,  and 
with  such  rapidity,  as  the  Engineer  may  reasonably  re- 
quire. But  should  the  work  be  delayed  or  interrupted 
b}^  the  city,  it  shall  work  an   extension    of  time    for  the 
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completion  of  the  work,  equal  to  the  time  of  such  inter- 
ruption or  delay,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  En- 
gineer. The  time  of  beginning  and  the  time  of  comple- 
tion being  essential  features  of  the  construction  of  these 
works,  the  contractor  shall  not  fail  to  complete  the  works 
by  the  time  above  specified,  under  a  penalty  of  a  forfeit 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  there- 
after, until  the  completion  of  the  works  (which  amounts 
shall  be  agreed  upon  as  ascertained  and  liquidated  dam- 
ages), such  forfeits  to  be  deduct<;d  from  the  moneys  pay- 
able under  the  contract. 

(2).  The  contractor  shall  start  the  works  at  and  from 
such  points  as  the  Engineer  may  from  time  to  time  di- 
rect, and  observe  his  directions  as  to  manner,  complete- 
ness and  rate  of  progress  of  the  execution  of  the  works. 

(3).  The  contractor,  upon  being  so  directed  by  the  En- 
gineer, shall  remove,  or  reconstruct,  at  his  own  cost,  any 
part  or  parts  of  the  works,  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the 
Engineer,  which  may  be  decided  by  the  Engineer  to  have 
not  been  properly  executed  in  accordance  with  his  in- 
structions. 

(4).  The  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  make  any  al- 
terations in  the  lines,  grades,  plans,  forms  or  quantity  of 
the  work  herein  contemplated,  either  before  or  after  the 
commencement  of  the  work.  If  such  alterations  dimin- 
ish the  quantity  of  work  to  be  done,  they  shall  not  con- 
stitute a  claim  for  damages  or  anticipated  profits.  If  such 
alterations  shall  increase  the  extent  of  the  works,  such 
increase  shall  be  paid  for  upon  the  basis  of  prices  stipu- 
lated in  the  contract  schedule  of  prices.  The  contractor 
shall  also  do  such  extra  work  in  connection'  with  his  con- 
tract as  the  Engineer  may  direct  in  writing.  It  shall  be 
done  in  a  first-class  manner,  and  under  the  same  require- 
ments as  other  work  contemplated  in  the  contract,  at  a 
price  to  be  fixed  by  arbitration,  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree.     No    claim    will    be    allowed,    however,  for    extra

(5).  No  variation  from  the  regular  prices  named  in  the 
proposal  will  be  made  or  allowed,  whatever  the  nature  of 
the  material  through  which  the  trenches  are  excavated 
may  be.

KEPORT  ON  PULLEN  PARK. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  ist,  1888. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Alder uicn  : 

Gentlemen  : — Since  the  last  report  on  the  condition, 
&c.,  on  "  Pullen  Park,"  no  extensive  or  costly  improve- 
ments have  been  made.  Much  important  work  in  the 
way  of  cleaning  up  the  ground,  burning  brush,  leaves  and 
straw,  has  been  done. 

To  avoid  the  danger  of  having  the  trees  killed  by  fire, 
I  had  all  the  ground  burned  over  in  the  winter  while 
there  was  no  sap  in  them. 

The  first  work  of  importance  to  be  done  is  the  comple- 
tion of  the  main  drive  between  the  Hillsboro  and  Avent 
Ferry  roads.  This  drive  is  more  than  a  mile  in  length 
and  passes  in  front  of  the  proposed  "  College  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Mechanic  Arts."  A  number  of  hands  are  at 
work  on  this  drive  and  in  a  week  or  two  it  will  be  open 
for  the  public. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  the  Park,  by  a  gradual  and 
judicious  expenditure  of  money,  can  be  made,  within  a 
few  years,  a  pleasant  place  of  resort  and  recreation  for 
our  people,  and  its  proximity  to  the  proposed  College, 
and  the  grounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, and  the  Experimental  Farm,  will  enhance  its  value 
and  usefulness. 

The  Committee  was  very  fortunate  in  getting  Mr.  W. 
A.  Howell  to  take  charge  of  the  Park.  He  works  well, 
understands  his  business  and  takes  a  pride  in  making 
everything  look  nice.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   OIN"  BUILDINGS. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  1888. 

To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Your  Committee  on  Buildings  respectfully  report  that 
all  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  city  are  in  fair  condition. 
The  conversion  of  Tucker  Hall  into  a  store  rendered  it 
necessary  that  changes  be  made  in  Metropolitan  Hall  for 
the  better  accommodation  of  the  people.  With  that  end 
in  view,  by  authority  from  your  Board,  we  had  the  plas- 
tered ceiling  removed,  deeming  it  unsafe,  and  substituted 
narrow  plank  ;  the  posts  supporting  the  galleries  were  re- 
moved, the  galleries  were  suspended  by  iron  rods,  and  the 
entire  Hall  repainted.  These  changes,  made  at  a  cost  of 
$465.60,  have  made  the  Hall  one  of  the  best  in  the  State, 
giving  to  the  audience  a  clear,  unobstructed  view  of  the 
stage  from  all  parts  of  the  Hall. 

Your  Board  at  the  meeting  in  February  authorized, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Committee,  repairs  to 
be  made  to  the  Rescue  Engine  House  We  have  delayed 
this  work,  believing  that  in  a  very  short  time  the  Board 
would  order  the  erection  of  a  new  Police  Station,  which 
we  believe  is  recognized  as  a  necessity  by  every  member 
of  your  Board,  when  the  work  necessary  to  the  perfect 
security  of  the  Rescue  building  can  be  done  at  a  great 
saving,  as  the  contemplated  Station  House  will,  in  all 
probability,  become  an  addition  to  the  Engine  House. 
We  earnestly  recommend  that  this  Station  House  be 
built  this  year,  and  that  the  basement  of  the  Market 
House,  now  used  for  the  Guard  House,  be  properly  fitted 
up  and  rented  for  restaurants,  or  for  other  purposes,  sat- 
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isfied  that  the  rental  will  pay  the  interest  on  the  cost  of 
the  new  Station  House. 

The  Centennial  Graded  School  building  is  in  excellent 
condition.

REPORT  ON  COLLEGE  OF  AGRICULTURE 
AND  MECHANIC  ARTS. 


Hon.  a.  a.  Thompson,  Mayor,  &c. 

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  leave  herewith  to  submit  some  ac- 
count of  the  progress  of  the  North  Carolina  College  of 
Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts,  in  which  the  City  of 
Raleigh  is  interested  by  most  substantial  aid  furnished. 

The  infrequent  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
caused  the  work  prelim.inary  to  building  to  move  on  some- 
what slowly,  and  certain  other  facts  have  also  worked  to 
the  same  end.  The  delay,  however,  has  allowed  full  time 
for  consideration  of  the  plans,  as  well  as  other  parts  of 
the  work,  to  be  accomplished. 

Mr.  Chas.  L.  Carson,  a  first-class  architect  of  Baltimore, 
Md.,  has  been  engaged  to  furnish  all  plans  for  the  entire 
work,  and  up  to  this  time  has  submitted  detail  drawings 
of  such  parts  of  the  work  as  we  can  undertake  in  the 
near  future.  These  drawings  have  been  regularly  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  first  building 
will  be  commenced  now  in  the  next  few  days.  The  build- 
ing will  front  the  main  avenue  or  driveway  separating  the 
grounds  of  the  College  from  the  City  Park  on  the  north 
side  of  the  railroad.  It  is  expected  to  cost  about  $30,000, 
and  will  be  a  most  serviceable  building.  Contracts  have 
been  awarded  to  a  number  of  reliable  parties  for  various 
parts  of  the  building,  and  the  basement  has  already  been 
excavated. 

Work  on  the  farm  has  progressed  satisfactorily  ;  the 
low  grounds  have  been  drained  with  tile  pipes,  and  will 
be,  in  the  course  of   a  season  or   so,  as  meadow  land,  an 
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attractive  place  in  connection  with  the  Park  driveway,  a 
good  part  of  the  meadow  lying  along  the  roadway,  or  in 
full  sight  of  the  same.

TOBACCO  BOARD  OF  TRADE. 


THE  RALEIGH  TOBACCO  MARKET. 

The  birth  of  the  leaf  tobacco  trade  in  this  city  dates 
from  the  25th  day  of  September,  1884,  when  the  first  sale 
of  loose  leaf  tobacco  was  made  by  the  proprietors  of  the 
Pioneer  Warehouse.  From  that  day  the  development  of 
Raleigh's  tobacco  market  has  been  phenomenal. 

In  48  days  from  our  first  sale  there  had  been  erected 
and  opened  The  Capital  Warehouse  for  the  sale  of  leaf 
tobacco,  and  in  89  days  from  the  beginning  The  Farmers' 
Warehouse  was  built  and  in   operation. 

This  certainty  of  success  called  for  the  organization  of 
a  Tobacco  Board  of  Trade,  which  was  at  once  done,  and 
a  strong  force  of  our  best  business  men  have  pushed  for- 
ward till  Raleigh's  reputation  has  spread  throughout 
the  tobacco  world.  The  Tobacco  Board  of  Trade  is 
officered  by  competent  business  men,  careful,  attentive  to 
every  interest  of  our  market  and  with  the  energy  to 
achieve  still  greater  ends. 

There  are  three  large  warehouses  for  the  sale  of  leaf 
tobacco,  four  new,  commodious  and  fully  equipped  prize 
factories,  built  especially  for  that  business,  steam  reorder- 
ing factories,  two  plug  and  one  smoking  tobacco  factory, 
in  active  operation,  while  quite  a  number  of  other  build- 
ings, not  built  exclusively  for  tobacco,  are  now  used  as 
storage  and  prize  houses.  It  has  long  since  ceased  to  be 
asked  will  Raleigh  succeed  in  establishing  a  tobacco  mar- 
ket, for  it  is  now  often  remarked  will  not  Raleigh  soon 
be  the  leading  market  for  North  Carolina. 

This  tobacco  market  has  twenty  resident  buyers,  most 
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of  whom,  in  addition  to  buying  on  speculation,  hold 
orders  to  purchase  for  the  largest  plug,  smoking  tobacco, 
cigarette  and  snulT  factories  in  the  world. 

Our  buyers  include  Messrs.  W.  C.  Stronach,  Lipscomb 
&  Faison,  Reed  &  McGee,  I.  M.  Procter  &  Co.,  T.  N. 
Jones  &  Co.,  E.  R.  &  W.  H.  Aiken,  J.  C.  Weir  &  Bro., 
Henry  Wilkinson,  M.  A.  Parker,  The  Stronach  Ware- 
house Association,  Aiken  &  Co.,  H.  H.  Roberts,  Joseph 
E.  Pogue,  C.  F.  Harvey,  T.  B.  Moseley,  Geo.  B.  McGehee, 
J.  N.  Gorman  &  Co.,  W.  C.  Moore,  T.  L.  Love,  and  H. 
N.  Clark.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LIGHTS. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  June  14,  188S. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Lights  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report  : 

The  contract  made  in  1883  with  the  Raleigh  Gas  Light 
Company  expired  in  February,  1888.  Your  Committee 
asked  for  bids  for  lighting  the  city  for  five  years.  Propo- 
sitions were  submitted  by  four  com[)anies — The  Raleigh 
Gas  Light  Company,  the  Raleigh  Heating  and  Power 
Company,  represented  by  C.  M.  Hawkins,  President,  the 
Thomson-Houston  Company,  and  the  People's  Gas  Light 
Company,  represented  by  Julius  Lewis,  President. 

The  Committee,  after  examining  all  the  bids  carefully, 
recommended  that  the  Board  award  the  contract  for  elec- 
tric lighting  to  the  Raleigh  Heating  and  Power  Company, 
and  the  contract  for  gas  lights  to  the  People's  Gas  Light 
Company.  The  Raleigh  Heating  and  Power  Company 
entered  into  their  contract  with  the  City,  and  the  agree- 
ment was  signed.  Before  the  People's  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany were  ready  to  sign  their  contract,  an  arrangement 
was  effected  with  Mr.  Hawkins,  and  that  company  retired 
from   the  field. 

After  several  meetings  with  Mr.  Hawkins,  your  Com- 
mittee secured  a  contract  for  five  years  at  $1.50  per  thous- 
and feet  for  gas  for  city  buildings. 

Under  this  arrangement  the  gas  lamps  on  the  streets 
will  be  discontinued.  The  electric  lamps  will  be  increased 
to  45,  swung  at  the  intersection  of  the  various  streets. 
The  entire  cost  will  probably  be  about  $4,500  per  annum. 
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The  city  will  be  lighted  all  night  every  night  in  the  year, 
and  the  lights  used  will  be  much  more  powerful.  This 
will  be  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  system,  which 
consisted  of  about  i8o  gas  lamps  burning  21  nights  in  the 
month  until  midnight. 

Pending  the  completion  of  the  system  now  being  erected 
by  C.  M.  Hawkins,  President,  the  city  is  being  lighted  by 

gas  furnished  by  the  Raleigln  Gas  Light  Company  at 

per  lamp,  lamps  to  burn  21  nights  in  the  month  until  one 
o'clock. 

The  market  is  now  being  lighted  by  the  Thomson- 
Houston  system,  but  when  the  new  electric  plant  is  ready, 
all  electric  lamps  will  be  placed  on  the  streets,  and  gas 
will  be  used  throughout  the  buildings,  except  in  the  May- 
or's of^ce.

COTTON  AND  GROCERS'  EXCHANGE. 


Rooms  of  The  Cotton  and  Grocers'  Exchange, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  June  14th,  1888. 

The  merchants  of  Raleigh  engaged  in  the  wholesale 
grocery  and  provision  trade  joined  with  the  cotton  buyers 
and  formed,  in  1874,  the  Raleigh  Mercantile  Association. 
This  Association,  in  1880,  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  under  the  name  of  The  Cotton  and  Gro- 
cers' Exchange.  Membership  22  firms.  The  Exchange, 
thus  formed,  was  to  promote  the  interests  of  our  mer- 
chants by  securing — whenever  possible — low  rates  on 
outgoing  and  incoming  freight,  improve  the  facilities  for 
handling  cotton,  and  in  all  ways  practicable  to  encourage 
and  foster  the  growing  trade  of  Raleigh. 

The  efforts  of  our  merchants,  acting  thus  in  concert, 
accomplished  wonderful  results.  Raleigh  at  once  took 
the  first  place  as  the  leading  inland  cotton  market  in 
North  Carolina,  which  it  has  steadily  held  in  spite  of  the 
combination  of  the  Associated  Railways  doing  business 
in  North  Carolina. 

During  the  cotton  season  dispatches  are  received  every 
hour  of  the  day  from  Northern  and  Foreign  markets  ; 
and  Raleigh  has  a  State  reputation  for  paying  highest 
prices  for  all  grades  of  cotton,  and  a  National  reputation 
as  a  market  supplying  the  finest  upland  cotton  grown. 

The  location  of  the  compress  at  the  cotton  platform — 
the  platform  being  furnished  the  Exchange  by  the  Ral- 
eigh &  Gaston  Railroad  Company — renders  the  handling 
of  cotton  either  for  foreign  or  domestic  shipment  remark- 
ably easy,  no  drayage  being  required  for  shipping  by  any 
line  leadinsf  into  Raleigh. 
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Our  wholesale  trade  in  groceries,  grain,  provisions  and 
fertilizers  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  regardless  of  the 
railroad  combination  above  alluded  to. 

Total  sales  of  the  following  leading  articles  are  made 
annually : 

Flour,  fifty  thousand  barrels ;  Meats,  four  million 
pounds;  Grain,  Hay,  &c.,  five  hundred  car  loads  ;  Fertil- 
izers, eight  thousand  tons. 

In  addition  to  the  encouragement  given  to  trade  gen- 
erally, the  Exchange  arranges  by  arbitration  any  differ- 
ence arising  between  its  members,  and  since  the  existence 
of  the  Exchange  no  suit  between  its  members  has  ever 
been  carried  to  Court.

Armory  of  the  Oak  City  Blues, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  6th,  1888. 

Hon.  a.  a.  Thompson,  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Dear  Sir: — At  the  request  of  our  city  tribunal,  of 
which  you,  most  honored  Sir,  are  the  head,  I,  Captain  in 
command  of  the  Oak  City  Blues,  submit  to  you  the  fol- 
lowing report,  in  which  is  embraced  our  present  condi- 
tion as  a  military  company  in  your  boundary  and  under 
your  jurisdiction  as  chief  magistrate  of  our  city. 

When  I  took  command  of  the  above  company  its  con- 
dition was  not  the  best  ;  but  at  present  we  have  forty-five 
equipped  men  and  forty-five  stand  of  Springfield  45  cali- 
bre (U.  S.  A.  Patterns)  rifles,  belts,  bayonets,  scabbards 
and  cartridge  boxes,  &c. 

This  year  we  moved  our  Armory  from  207  S.  Wilming- 
ton street  to  a  more  desirable  place  on  Fayetteville 
street,  over  the  Hardware  Store  of  Mr.  Julius  Lewis. 

We  have  also  a  good  supply  of  ammunition,  and  in  cases 
of  emergency  are  ready  to  move  at  your  command. 

Sorry  to  say  we  have  not  been  assigned  to  any  regi- 
ment, as  yet,  in  the  State  Guard,  owing  to  the  scarcity 
of  colored  troops  in  the  State.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit,  as  Chairman  ex-ojfficio 
of  the  School  Committee  of  Raleigh  Township,  reports 
from  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which  show  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  school  year. 

I  also  submit  the  report  of  our  excellent  and  popular 
Superintendent,  Prof.  Moses. 

This  report  is  very  thorough,  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive, and  should  be  very  carefully  studied  by  all  of  our 
citizens  interested  in  the  success  of  the  school  system. 
The  addition  of  two  grades,  and  the  erection  of  another 
building  in  west  Raleigh,  makes  it  necessary  that  the 
taxes  for  graded  schools  should  be  increased  to  20  cents 
on  the  $100.  If  the  people  desire  the  improvements  sug- 
gested by  the  Superintendent,  and  endorsed  by  the  School 
Committee,  the  matter  should  be  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Legislature  next  winter.  A  thorough  discus- 
sion of  the  subject,  and  united  effort  in  the  direction  in- 
dicated, is  much  to  be  desired.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  RALEIGH 
GRADED  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  9th,  1888. 

Hon.  A.  A.  Thompson,  Mayor,  and 

CJiairnian  ex  officio  Raleigh  Graded  School  Com.  : 

Dear  Sir: — As  annual  statement  of  the  work  of  your 
Committee,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  regular  monthly 
meetings  have  been  held,  at  all  of  which  a  quorum  was 
present,  and  each  member  has  shown  interest  in  every- 
thing that  pertains  to  the  school  work. 

The  building  erected  by  Messrs.  Andrews  and  Hawkins, 
alluded  to  in  the  last  report,  April  9th,  1887,  ^^^'^  com- 
pleted and  occupied  October  ist,  1887. 

Your  Committee  having  decided  to  use  that  building  as 
a  school  for  girls  and  small  boys  exclusively,  it  was  ac- 
cordingly opened  on  the  first  Monday  in  October  with  a 
very  large  number  of  pupils.  The  name,  "  Murphey 
School."  was  selected  in  honor  of  the  Hon.  A.  D.  Mur- 
phey, of  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  who,  as  early  as 
1816,  labored  earnestly,  when  a  member  of  the  North 
Carolina  Legislature,  for  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
Public  Schools. 

In  July  a  contract  was  made  for  additions  to  the  Wash- 
ington School  ;  the  old  portion,  having  been  pronounced 
unsafe,  was  sold  at  auction  for  one  hundred  dollars,  which 
sum  was  paid  to  the  Treasurer.  The  present  handsome 
building  on  the  old  site  shows  that  our  colored  citizens 
have  public  school  facilities  superior,  in  all  probability,  to 
any  locality  in  the  State.  More  room  is  needed  at  Oberlin 
and  must  be  provided  by  enlarging  the  present  building 
as  soon  as  our  financial  condition  will  allow  ;  a  room  is 
now  rented  in  the  village  to  temporarily  supply  this  need. 

The  increased  popularity  of  the  schools  is  well  evidenced 
by  the  large  attendance.     Should    this  continue,  as  we 
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have  every  reason  to  believe  it  will,  more  buildings  and 
more  money  will  be  required  to  carry  on  the  work.  This 
popularity  is  justly  attributed  to  the  untiring  energy  and 
skillful  management  of  our  most  excellent  Superintendent, 
E.  P.  Moses,  aided  by  proficient  and  faithful  teachers, 
whose  work  is  greatly  facilitated  by  the  well  arranged 
buildings  now  in  our  possession.  I  presume  the  Super- 
intendent's report  will  give  details  of  work  for  the  year 
past.

Your  Superintendent  is  required,  by  your  laws,  to  pre- 
sent annually,  to  the  Committee,  a  written  report  of  the 
progress  and  condition  of  the  schools,  and  to  recommend 
such  measures  for  their  improvement  as  he  may  deem 
advisable.  He  is  also  enjoined  to  keep  the  Committee 
informed  in  regard  to  the  systems  of  other  cities,  their 
plans  of  organization,  modes  of  government,  methods  of 
instruction  and  such  other  matters  as  may  assist  the  Com- 
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mittee  to  legislate  wisely  for  the  highest  interests  of  the 
schools.  My  duty  is  set  forth  clearly.  I  shall  try  to 
discharge  it  faithfully.  As  we  have  not  failed  in  our 
work,  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  chagrin  or  remorse. 
As  there  is  very  much  to  be  done  before  our  schools  at- 
tain the  high  position  of  usefulness  which  we  desire,  it 
would  be  improper  in  me  to  indulge  in  a  spirit  of  self- 
satisfaction  over  what  has  already  been  accomplished. 

The  enrollment  in  the  white  schools  of  the  city  for  the 
year  is  one  thousand  and  thirty-three.  It  would  not  be 
unreasonable  to  expect  an  enrollment  of  thirteen  hundred 
white  children  in  a  scholastic  population  of  about  two 
thousand.  There  are  many  causes  tending  to  reduce  the 
enrollment.  The  most  prominent  is  still  lack  of  confi- 
dence to  a  certain  extent  in  public  schools.  I  believe 
that  the  morals,  manners,  and  purity  of  children  can  be 
cared  for  and  protected  as  well  in  a  school  of  thirty  or 
forty  as  in  a  school  of  eight  or  ten.  I  believe  there  is  as 
little  danger  to  children  in  a  school  of  four  hundred  or 
five  hundred  as  in  a  school  of  one  hundred  or  two  hun- 
dred or  three  hundred.  Everything  depends  upon  the 
supervision,  which  can,  assuredly,  be  as  thorough  in  a 
school  with  ten  conscientious  teachers  as  in  a  school  of 
one  or  two  or  five  teachers.  I  do  not  censure  any  man 
who  believes  that  I  am  wrong  in  this  matter,  but  I  do 
know  that  opposition  to  the  patronage  of  public  schools 
has  almost  entirely  broken  down  in  Continental  Europe, 
that  the  descendants  of  royalty  and  the  children  of  the 
wealthiest  people  are  enrolled  in  the  public  schools.  In 
a  recent  report  of  Sir  Philip  Magnus  on  Education  in 
Bavaria,  I  find  these  words:  "The  elementary  schools 
are  attended  by  the  great  majority  of  the  children  of  the 
country,  be  the  social  position  of  the  parents  what  it  may  ; 
and  the  idea  that  such  schools  are  for  the  children  of  the 
poor  only,  and  that  those  who  contribute  most  to  their 
support  have  no  right  to  take  advantage  of  them  certainly 
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never  occurs  to  a  German  mind."  The  same  remark  may 
be  applied  witii  equal  truth  to  other  European  countries, 
for  it  can  be  stated,  upon  the  most  reliable  authority,  that 
Switzerland,  France,  and  even  Italy,  are  rapidly  develop- 
ing a  system  of  public  schools  far  better  than  ours. 

The  average  daily  attendance  in  the  white  schools  was 
but  sixty-nine  per  cent,  of  the  total  enrollment,  much 
below  what  it  ought  to  be.  I  might  plead,  as  an  excuse 
for  low  attendance,  that  our  pupils  have  had  measles, 
mumps,  whooping-cough,  chicken-pox  and  the  thousand 
and  one  ills  that  juvenile  flesh  is  heir  to.  Nevertheless 
numerous  absences  occur  when  there  is  no  reasonable  ex- 
cuse. All  children  should  be  provided,  whenever  it  is 
possible,  with  rubber  coat  and  over-shoes,  and,  if  in  good 
health,  sent  to  school  regardless  of  the  weather.  A  small 
investment  in  these  articles  would  yield  a  rich  return. 
As  the  only  effectual  remedy  to  put  a  stop  to  truancy  and 
parental  negligence  is  compulsory  education,  and  as  that 
remedy  has  not  as  yet  obtained  a  foot-hold  in  the  legisla- 
tion of  any  Southern  State,  the  only  thing  left  is  to  warn 
parents  of  the  dangers  ahead  of  children  who  are  allowed 
to  begin  the  struggle  of  life  long  before  they  are  prepared, 
physically,  intellectually,  or  morally,  for  the  conflict.  One 
year  of  schooling  after  the  age  of  twelve  is  worth  twice 
as  much  as  a  year's  schooling  before  that  age  is  reached. 
If  people  must  cut  short  the  school  life  of  their  children, 
they  should  keep  them  at  home  until  the  age  of  eleven 
is  reached.  The  four  years  from  eleven  to  fifteen  are 
more  valuable  than  the  seven  years  from  six  to  thirteen. 

The  discipline  of  your  schools  for  the  past  year  has 
been  better  than  during  any  period  of  their  history  since 
my  connection  with  them.  We  have  had  few  cases  of 
flagrant  violations  of  the  law.  The  great  majority  of  the 
pupils  have  been  polite,  respectful,  and  obedient.  There 
ought  to  be  perfect  order  in  every  school.  By  perfect 
order,  I  do  not  mean  perfect  quiet,  but  a  spirit  of  obedi- 
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ence  to  the  teacher  in  the  heart  of  every  child.  The 
children  ought  to  be  made  to  feel  at  home  in  the  school- 
room. No  restraints  ought  to  be  put  upon  them  except 
such  as  are  necessary  for  the  good  of  all.  The  teachers 
should  strive  to  bring  about  such  a  state  of  things  that 
the  little  ones  will  be  happy  in  their  work.  I  do  believe 
that  many  of  our  teachers  attain  a  reasonable  m.easure  of 
success  in  this.  It  is  not  our  object  "  to  make  things 
easy  "  as  we  are  so  often  told  by  a  visitor  who  happens 
to  find  around  a  teacher  a  group  of  little  children  wath 
rosy  cheeks  and  sparkling  eyes.  We  do  want  the  children 
to  be  happy  in  their  work.  The  labor  that  is  worth  the 
most  is  cheerful  labor.  Who  is  not  willing  that  the  shoe- 
maker should  sing  over  his  last,  or  that  the  plow/man 
should  whistle  at  his  daily  toil  ?  Is  his  work  any  the  less 
productive  ?  What  right  has  a  father  to  say  that  his 
children  do  no  useful  work  except  when  they  are  most 
miserable  ?  If  a  little  of  the  spirit  of  Froebel  and  Pesta- 
lozzi  had  been  breathed  into  his  own  school  days,  per- 
haps he  would  be  a  little  more  tolerant  of  that  smile  on 
the  face  of  his  own  dear  child  in  the  school  to-day. 
The  teacher  who  now  retains  in  her  school  a  single  unruly 
pupil  does  herself  and  her  school  a  great  injury,  for  a 
teacher  should  have  no  thought  of  discipline,  but  should 
be  able  to  devote  her  whole  attention  to  teaching.  A 
child  should  be  taught  at  home  to  be  respectful  and  obe- 
dient in  school.  I  declare  boldly  my  deliberate  convic- 
tion that  no  child  who  is  habitually  disobedient  ought  to 
be  allowed  to  attend  school.  One  act  of  disobedience 
can  and  ought  to  be  overlooked,  but  persistent,  wilful 
disobedience,  after  parents  are  warned  of  the  danger, 
should  be  punished  by  suspension.  Why  should  a  whole 
school  of  forty  boys  suffer  untold  injury  because  of  one 
or  two  young  scape-graces  who  fear  neither  father  nor 
teacher  and  glory  in  their  shame?  A  reform  school  is 
the  place  for  such  characters.     As  long  as  I   am   the  Su-

perintendent  of  your  schools,  I  shall  allow  in  them  no  boy 
whose  example,  to  my  knowledge,  is  such  as  to  work 
serious  injury  to  the  others. 

No  little  attention  has  been  paid  by  your  teachers  to 
the  moral  training  of  the  children  during  the  past  year. 
We  have  tried  to  teach  them  to  be  truthful,  gentle,  and 
considerate  of  the  rights  and  feelings  of  others.  We 
have  pointed  out,  for  their  imitation,  the  example  of  the 
noble  men  and  women  in  history  and  fiction  who  "  wore 
the  white  flower  of  a  blameless  life."  We  have  taught  a 
number  of  carefully  selected  hymns  which,  we  believe, 
have  done  good.  Mr.  Matthew  Arnold  highly  commends 
this  custom  which  he  found  throughout  the  German 
schools. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  made  better  progress 
than  ever  before,  because  the  teachers  have  been  study- 
ing more  carefully  the  principles  of  the  Science  of  Edu- 
cation. When  I  have  presented  certain  methods  of  teach- 
ing, I  have  never  failed  to  present,  as  best  I  could,  the 
principles  upon  which  these  methods  are  based.  It  is  true 
that  these  principles  have  often  been  imperfectly  pre- 
sented by  your  Superintendent,  imperfectly  comprehended 
by  the  teachers,  and,  therefore,  often  misapplied.  It 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  there  are  no  professional 
schools  among  us,  and  that  almost  all  teachers  in  the 
South  begin  the  practice  of  their  art  without  the 
slightest  professional  training  for  the  work.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  young  teacher,  just  beginning  the  work 
of  teaching  with  no  knowledge  of  the  laws  that  should 
govern  it,  is  pitiable.  I  know  of  but  one  more  pitia- 
ble thing.  That  is  the  position  of  an  old  pedagogue 
who  has  never  read  a  book  on  the  subject  and  never  will. 
To  remedy,  as  far  as  possible,  a  great  defect,  I  established 
some  months  ago  a  teachers'  training  class,  which  in  time, 
I  think,  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  schools.  Sixteen  ladies 
have  been  enrolled.      I  have  been  assisted  in  the  work  by 
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Mr.  J.  D.  Miller,  principal  of  the  Murphey  school,  and  Mr. 
W.  V.  Savage,  principal  of  the  Centennial  school.  These 
gentlemen  worked  without  charge  and  are  entitled  to  our 
sincere  thanks  for  their  efificient  services. 

Now  and  then  I  hear  dark  hints  about  "  machine  work." 
I  have  often  tried  to  imagine  why  men  talk  about  ma- 
chine work  in  a  large  school.  Is  it  possible  that  the 
charge  is  made  because,  in  some  graded  schools,  the  chil- 
dren leave  the  building  in  order,  and  are  not  allowed  to 
rush  through  the  halls  or  down  the  stairs  as  though  the 
house  were  on  fire  ?  I  do  not  think  that  any  man  ought  to 
assert  that  any  of  the  children  are  taught  in  our  schools 
as  if  they  were  human  machines.  If  those  who  make  or 
believe  the  charge  will  visit  the  schools,  go  from  room  to 
room,  and  carefully  witness  the  work  of  the  teachers,  I 
believe  that  they  will  change  their  minds.  If  there  is 
anywhere  a  bit  of  "  machine  teaching"  I  should  be  glad 
to  know  where  it  is  in  order  that  I  may  cast  it  out.  I 
have  also  heard  for  years  a  great  deal  about  "  graded 
school  methods  "  and  "  graded  school  systems  of  teach- 
ing." I  do  not  know  what  these  expressions  mean.  If 
there  are  any  methods  of  teaching  peculiar  to  graded 
schools  I  do  not  know  what  they  are.  On  my  visits  to 
schools  in  different  sections  of  the  country,  the  best  teach- 
ing I  have  ever  seen  has  been  in  graded  schools.  It  is 
nothing  but  simple  justice  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment, 
the  great  majority  of  the  graded  schools  in  this  State  are 
so  conducted  as  to  merit  a  large  measure  of  public  con- 
fidence and  a  liberal  support.  Nevertheless,  I  have  seen 
graded  schools  wherein  the  old  a  b  c  method  flourishes 
like  a  rank  weed,  where  the  spelling  books  and  English 
grammar  books  are  "  thick  as  leaves  in  Vallambrosa," 
where  whole  pages  of  history  are  actually  learned  by 
heart,  where  "  sums  "  are  worked  by  rule,  and  parsing  has 
no  end.  The  distinctive  feature  of  the  graded  school  lies 
in  the  method  of  classification  and   not  in  the  method  of 
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teaching.  It  is  an  advantage  for  a  teacher  to  have  about 
forty  pupils,  all  of  somewhat  the  same  age  and  advance- 
ment, rather  than  that  she  should  be  compelled,  with  the 
same  number  of  pupils,  to  run  every  day  through  the  whole 
eamut  of  studies  from  Virgil  to  the  orimer.  We  divide 
every  grade,  with  a  single  exception,  into,  at  least,  two  or 
three  sections.  In  our  first  grade,  we  have  eight  divisions. 
It  is  thus  an  easy  matter  to  arrange  the  classes  so  that  the 
bright  children  will  not  be  kept  back,  nor  the  backward 
children  unduly  pushed  forward  to  keep  pace  with  those 
of  stronger  minds.  The  larger  the  school,  the  better  the 
means  of  classification.  A  pupil  is  promoted  from  sec- 
tion to  section,  and  even  from  grade  to  grade,  whenever, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  teacher,  promotion  is  deemed  best 
for  the  child.  With  proper  subdivision  of  classes  it  can 
readily  be  seen  that  there  are  unusually  good  opportuni- 
ties for  thorough  individual  work.  Concert  recitations 
are  of  little  value  and  are  rarely,  if  ever,  resorted  to. 
This  is  not  an  ideal  sketch.  If  my  explanation  is  not  sat- 
isfactory, I  should  be  glad  for  any  citizen  to  investigate 
this  thing  for  himself. 

We  are  often  compelled  to  differ  from  parents  in  regard 
to  methods  of  teaching.  I  do  not  think  that  a  teacher 
has  a  right  to  teach  children  in  the  way  prescribed  by 
parents.  I  once  heard  of  a  school  teacher  who  was  asked 
by  the  local  authorities  as  to  his  method  of  teaching  the 
shape  of  the  earih.  He  replied  that  he  taught  it  round 
or  flat,  just  as  the  school  committee  desired.  I  do  not 
think  it  out  of  place  to  present  to  you,  and  all  parents 
interested  in  our  work,  substantially  in  the  words  of  Mr. 
Quick,  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Science  of  Ed- 
ucation, as  laid  down  by  the  Educational  Reformers  : 

1.  "They  proceed  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract, 
giving  some  knowledge  of  the  thing  itself  before  the 
rules  which  refer  to  it." 

2.  "  They  require  the  student  to  teach  himself,   under 
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the  superintendence  of  the  master,  rather  than  be  taught 
by  the  master  and  receive  anything  on  the  master's  au- 
thority." 

3.  "  They  rely  on  the  interest  excited  in  the  pupil  by 
the  acquisition  of  knowledge." 

4.  "  They  renounce  coercion." 

5.  "  Only  that  which  is  understood  may  be  committed 
to  memory." 

Where  the  work  of  the  teachers  has  been  based  upon 
these  principles,  we  have  done  well ;  where  these  princi- 
ples have  been  ignored,  our  worK  has  been  defective  and 
subject  to  just  criticism.  The  great  object  in  education 
should  be,  not  the  acquisition  of  knowledge,  but  the 
ability  to  think  accurately.  The  studies  usually  taught 
in  all  primary  schools  are  exceedingly  valuable  for  real 
culture  if  properly  taught.  How  a  subject  is  learned  is 
a  matter  of  far  more  importance  than  what  is  learned. 
We  have  tried  to  teach  each  subject  in  such  a  way  as  to 
contribute,  to  the  greatest  possible  extent,  to  the  intellec- 
tual growth  of  the  children. 

I  shall  speak  briefly  of  the  methods  which  have  been 
suggested  and  which  have  been  followed,  with  a  greater 
or  less  degree  of  success,  by  your  teachers. 

Reading  deserves  the  most  important  place  on  our 
school  programmes,  and  has  received  far  more  attention 
than  any  other  subject.  How  should  a  child  be  taught 
to  read  ?     There  are  three  methods  : 

L  The  ABC  Method. — This  needs  no  explanation. 

n.  The  Word  Method. — This  is  taught  by  placing 
the  word  upon  the  black-board  and  telling  the  child  the 
word  without  calling  the  separate  letters.  This  method 
is  a  great  improvement  over  the  a  b  c  method,  which  has 
not  now  an  advocate  of  any  reputation  in  America  or 
Europe. 

HI.  The  Phonic  Method. — This  differs  from  the  al- 
phabetic method  in  that  it  substitutes  the  power  of  the 
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letter  for  the  name  of  the  letter.  It  is  better  than  the 
word  method  because  by  its  use  the  children  can  find  out 
words  for  themselves.  Its  use  is  in  accordance  with  the 
"  fundamental  canon  of  teacher  never  to  tell  a  pupil  what 
he  can  find  out  for  himself."  It  is  immeasurably  supe- 
rior to  the  stupefying  a,  b,  c's,  because  in  the  use  of  the 
latter  method,  after  the  children  have  called  the  names 
of  the  letters  composing  a  given  word,  they  are  often  no 
nearer  to  a  knowledge  of  the  word  than  they  were  before 
the  spelling.  It  would  be  a  pleasant  task  for  me  to  show 
how  readily  the  principles  of  phonic  teaching  can  be 
applied  to  the  teaching  of  most  English  words.  But 
neither  my  time  nor  your  patience  will  permit  me  here 
to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  this  question.  In  my  last 
report  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  complain  because  parents 
allowed,  and  even  encouraged,  their  children  to  spell 
words  while  attempting  to  read.  It  was  a  source  of 
great  annoyance  to  the  teachers  and  a  real  drawback  to 
the  children's  progress.  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  beg  the  peo- 
ple to  allow  us  to  teach  the  children  as  we  deemed  best. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  appeal  was  not  in  vain.  We 
have  at  last  succeeded,  in  most  instances,  in  breaking  up 
the  bad  habit  of  spelling  in  the  reading  lesson.  I  am 
grateful  to  our  patrons  for  lending  us  their  assistance  in 
this  matter.  But  there  is  very  much  in  the  reading  les- 
son to  teach  besides  the  power  to  call  the  words  at  sight. 
Children  are  enjoined  to  find  out  for  themselves  the 
meaning  of  unfamiliar  words.  The  habit  formed  early  in 
life  of  consulting  the  dictionary  frequently  is  most  use- 
ful, and  parents  can  help  us  greatly  by  doing  all  they  can 
to  impress  the  importance  of  this  thing  by  precept  and 
example.  We  try  to  teach  the  children  to  read  in  a  nat- 
ural tone.  That  metallic  ring  so  often  heard  when  chil- 
dren read,  and  the  habit  of  calling  the  words  as  if  writ- 
ten in  columns,  are  both  unnecessary  as  well  as  exceed- 
ingly painful  to  the   listener  and   injurious   to  the  young 
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reader.  These  and  other  faults  we  have  fought  against, 
and  we  think  that  we  have  made  good  progress,  surely 
much  more  progress  than  in  any  previous  year.  In  fact, 
although  I  cannot  say  so  much  for  any  other  department, 
I  will  be  pardoned,  I  trust,  for  expressing  the  belief  that 
the  reading  of  the  pupils  in  our  schools  generally  is  as 
good  as  any  schools  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge. 

In  connection  with  the  discussion  of  methods  of  teach- 
ing reading,  this  thought  is  constantly  before  me:  After 
children  have  learned  to  read,  how  do  they  use  the  great 
power  which  they  have  acquired?  It  is  a  great  thing  to 
know  how  to  read,  but  like  all  good  things,  it  is  liable  to 
great  abuse.  Parents  ought  to  exercise  all  possible  care 
to  protect  their  children  from  the  baneful  influences  of 
bad  books.  Some  one  once  said,  "  Show  me  the  company 
you  keep,  and  I  will  tell  you  what  manner  of  man  you 
are."  But  a  man's  character  can  be  judged  better  by  his 
books  than  by  his  comrades.  Let  men  and  women  who 
suffer  their  daughter's  minds  to  be  filled  with  false  views 
of  life  presented  in  the  sickly,  trashy  novelette  of  the 
day,  and  allow  their  sons  to  keep  constant  company,  in 
their  intellectual  life,  with  cow-boys,  thieves,  and  cut- 
throats beware.  There  is  no  reason  why  a  child  should 
ever  read  a  bad  book  or  a  silly  book.  A  good  book  can 
be  bought  as  cheaply  as  a  bad  book.  Why  should  any 
boy  or  girl  ever  read  a  bad  novel  when  there  are  so  many 
good  ones  to  be  had,  full  of  the  noblest  thoughts  ex- 
pressed in  the  chastest  language.  Ruskin  has  said  in 
substance  that  Scott's  novels  are  exponents  of  every 
Christian  virtue.  With  Ivanhoe  and  Kenilworth,  David 
Copperfield  and  Martin  Chuzzlewit,  the  Newcomes  and 
the  Virginians,  just  within  reach,  why  will  men  and  women 
allow  their  dear  children  to  waste  their  time  and  energies 
on  the  cursed  stuff,  thrown  in  tons  from  the  presses  of 
New  York  and  London,  that  is  poisoning  our  life  at  the 
fountain-head,  where  it  is  most  of  all  important  that  "  its 
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waters  should  be  pure  and  sweet."  Every  intelligent  and 
industrious  child  will  read,  and  must  therefore  choose  one 
of  two  courses  of  reading.  The  great  art  critic  already 
quoted  has  asked  most  pertinently  :  "  Do  you  know  if 
you  read  this,  that  you  cannot  read  that?  that  what  you 
lose  to-da}'  you  cannot  gain  to-morrow  ?  Will  you  go 
and  gossip  with  your  housemaid  or  your  stable-boy  when 
you  may  talk  with  queens  and  kings?"  Your  teachers 
and  Superintendent  have  endeavored  to  do  something  to- 
ward directing  the  literary  taste  of  our  pupils,  but  we 
have  labored  under  many  disadvantages.  Often  without 
parental  co-operation,  entirely  without  books,  with  the 
pupils  away  from  us  eighteen  hours  of  the  twenty-four,  it 
is  impossible  to  do  what  we  might  do  under  more  favor- 
able circumstances.  We  ought  to  have,  at  least,  seven  or 
eight  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  books  to  be  divided 
equally  between  the  Centennial  and  Murphey  Schools. 
W^e  need  cyclopedias  and  other  books  of  reference,  books 
of  history  and  geography,  of  travel  and  adventure,  of  easy 
science  and  standard  fiction.  Such  libraries  would  add 
immeasurably  to  the  usefulness  of  your  schools.  They 
would  contribute  greatly  to  the  happiness  of  the  children 
and  would  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  dangers  of  perni- 
cious literature,  that  can  be  kept  back  only  by  the  use  of 
what  is  good  and  wholesome  and  useful.  I  do  not  ask 
for  this  money  from  the  general  school  fund.  I  believe, 
however,  that,  under  your  auspices,  if  you  will  only  take 
hold  of  the  matter,  the  whole  amount  can  be  raised  in  a 
short  time,  by  private  subscriptions,  from  the  generous 
citizens  of  Raleigh.  I  hope  you  will  see  the  reasonable- 
ness of  my  request  and  will  devise  a  way  whereby  the 
children  may  obtain  that  which  they  so  greatly  need,  and 
which  we  so  earnestly  desire  for  their  sakes. 

History  and  geography  are  inseparable.  The  results 
thus  far  obtained  in  these  branches  have  not  been  in  any 
degree  satisfactory.     I  am  confident  that  one  text  should 
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never  be  used  exclusively.  We  want  to  teach  the  chil- 
dren to  investigate  for  themselves  and  to  be  guided  in 
their  conclusions  by  the  weight  of  authority.  Without 
suitable  books  of  reference,  travel,  and  biography,  acces- 
sible to  the  children,  I  do  not  anticipate  that  we  shall 
ever  be  able  to  do  work  in  the  department  of  history  or 
geography  that  I  can  unqualifiedly  commend.  The  teach- 
ers, by  the  use  of  gazetteer,  guide  books,  &c.,  are  enabled 
to  fill  the  meagre  outline  of  the  text-books  with  some- 
thing-of  life  and  interest.  This  is  the  best  that  we  can 
now  do,  but  it  is  not  true  teaching,  which  consists,  not  in 
telling  a  child  what  he  does  not  know,  but  in  leading  him 
to  discover  the  truth  for  himself. 

Spelling  has  received  its  due  share  of  attention.  It  is 
wrong  to  require  children  to  spell  in  order  that  they  may 
learn  to  read.  Because  we  have  fought  against  a  system 
which  we  believed  to  be  contrary  to  the  fundamental 
laws  of  teaching,  it  is  often  thought  that  the  teaching  of 
correct  spelling  is  ignored.  I  frankly  admit  that  we  do 
not  try  to  teach  children  to  spell  words,  the  meaning  of 
which  they  are  unable  to  comprehend.  I  do  not  suppose 
that  there  is  a  young  child  in  any  of  our  schools  that 
could  spell  litigious,  pajiegyric,  irremediable,  or  parallax, 
even  though  the  spelling-books  contain  hundreds  of  such 
words.  In  considering  this  subject,  these  three  questions 
present  themselves: 

1.  Why  should  children  be  taught  to  spell? 

2.  What  words  should  be  taught  ? 

3.  How  should  spelling  be  taught  ? 

1.  Children  should  be  taught  to  spell  in  order  that  they 
may  be  able  to  write  words  correctly. 

2.  Familiar  words  should  be  taught,  the  names  of  per- 
sons and  things  around  them,  and  common  words  likely 
to  be  misspelled,  such  words  as  whose,  zvhich,  hoping,  their, 
two,  &c. 

3.  Spelling  should  be  taught  incidentally  in  composition 
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work.  If  children  are  to  be  taught  to  write  words  cor- 
rectly, let  them  write.  But  they  will  make  mistakes,  it 
may  be  urged.  Of  course  they  will.  Did  a  child  ever 
learn  to  walk  or  a  boy  to  skate  without  getting  a  fall? 
The  abolition  of  the  spelling-book  has  done  nothing  but 
good.  Although  the  pupils  do  not  always  exercise  proper 
care,  the  spelling  has  been  greatly  improved.  At  one 
time  I  entertained  the  idea  that  the  spelling-book  was  a 
good  thing  for  the  purpose  of  contributing  to  the  en- 
largement of  the  child's  vocabulary,  I  am  now  satisfied, 
however,  that  the  words  in  the  reading-book,  on  account 
of  the  connection,  are  much  more  valuable  for  this  pur- 
pose than  those  in  the  spelling-book. 

The  study  of  technical  English  grammar  has  received 
but  little  attention.  From  David  P.  Page  to  Herbert 
Spencer,  educational  authorities  have  declared  that  the 
study  of  the  language  as  a  science  should  be  postponed 
until  pupils  are  able  to  write  and  speak,  with  some  degree 
of  ease  and  fluency,  the  English  language.  Jos.  Payne, 
perhaps  the  highest  authority  of  all,  declares  that  gram- 
matical analysis  should  be  taught  along  with  Euclid. 
Technical  grammar  has  long  since  been  driven  from  the 
lower  grades  of  the  best  schools  in  the  land. 

I  cannot  say  that  we  have  attained  great  success  in 
drawing,  writing,  or  music.  Although  there  are  a  few 
rooms  in  which  the  singing  is  good,  as  a  rule  it  may  be 
said  that  the  writing  is  fair,  the  drawing  poor  and  the 
music  execrable.  Of  course,  the  results,  in  these  depart- 
ments, are  due  to  poor  teaching,  for  which  your  Superin- 
tendent is  willing  to  accept  his  full  share  of  responsibility. 
In  almost  all  good  city  schools,  there  is  a  special  teacher  of 
writing  and  drawing,  and  also  a  special  teacher  of  music. 
These  teachers  go  from  room  to  room,  at  stated  times, 
directing  and  assisting  the  regular  teachers.  If  they  are 
competent  for  their  work,  it  is  needless  to  say  that  their 
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services  are  of  very  great  value.     I  should  be  delighted  to 
have  a  similar  arrangement  in  Raleigh. 

The  methods  used  in  teaching  arithmetic  remain  to  be 
considered.  This  study  is  second  in  importance  only 
to  reading,  and  deserves  all  the  attention  which  we 
have  thus  far  been  able  to  devote  to  it.  The  methods 
employed  have  been,  to  a  considerable  extent,  new  and 
strange,  and,  of  course,  have  received  a  full  share  of  ad- 
verse but  honest  criticism  from  those  trained  under  a  dif- 
ferent system.  And  it  ought  to  be  confessed  frankly  that 
in  the  application  of  principles,  teachers  often  make  griev- 
ous blunders.  All  reforms  must  work  slowly.  If  only 
the  principle  upon  which  we  are  working  is  right,  we  need 
have  no  fear  of  the  final  result.  I  believe  that  the  meth- 
ods of  arithmetical  teaching,  once  so  popular,  of  giving 
children  a  rule  and  telling  them  to  work  a  certain  number 
of  examples  for  practice  by  that  rule,  unphilosophical  and 
therefore  wrong.  I  cannot  refrain  from  quoting  here 
from  an  eminent  authority  on  education  :  "  Take  the 
case  of  a  routine  pupil  to  whom  you  propose  an  arith- 
metical problem.  His  first  inquiry  is,  not  what  are  the 
conditions  of  the  question  and  the  principles  involved  in 
its  solution,  but  what  rule  he  is  to  work  it  by.  This  is 
the  question  of  a  slave,  who  can  do  nothing  without  orders 
from  his  master.  Well,  you  give  him  the  rule.  What  is 
it  to  our  routine  pupil  ?  To  him  it  is  merely  an  order 
given  by  a  slave-driver."  As  it  is  wrong  to  tell  a  pupil 
that  which  he  can  find  out  for  himself,  it  is  not  right  to 
tell  a  child  that  three  fours  are  twelve.  Figures  are  often 
indispensable,  but  they  are  to  be  used  and  not  abused. 
How  much  precious  time  has  been  wasted  in  showing 
young  children  how  to  figure  out  the  least  common  mul- 
tiple, the  greatest  common  divisor  and  long  division, 
before  the  little  people  are  able  to  comprehend  even  the 
meaning  of  the  terms  !  The  great  aim  in  teaching  arith- 
metic is  not  to  get  answers,  but  correct  thinking.     Who 
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has  not  seen  a  boy  attempt  to  solve  a  simple  problem 
somewhat  in  this  style?  Perhaps  his  first  thought  is  to 
add.  If  the  answer  in  the  book  is  obtained,  well  and 
good.  If  not,  he  makes  another  wild  dash  and  tries 
division.  Failing  again,  he  will  subtract.  All  work  of 
this  character  shows  defective  training,  which  can  be  best 
remedied  by  an  appeal  to  things.  An  answer  obtained 
without  thought  on  the  pupil's  part,  as  to  the  conditions 
of  the  problem  and  the  things  involved,  is  utterly  worth- 
less. We  have  endeavored  to  teach  arithmetic  well  in 
spite  of  the  worthless  rules,  definitions  and  absurd  exam- 
ples with  which  many  of  the  books  are  filled.  We  believe 
that  we  have  made  a  good  start  in  the  right  direction- 
The  introduction  of  other  sym.bols  besides  figures,  pictures 
and  outline  drawings,  has  been  of  great  value.  Because 
such  things  are  comparatively  new  they  appear  absurd, 
but  they  are  right,  and  have  entered  our  American  schools 
to  stay.  The  progress  of  the  work  in  arithmetic  is  neces- 
sarily slow,  because  some  teachers  trained  under  another 
system  are  often  loath  to  accept  that  which  will  carry 
them  far  out  of  the  beaten  track.  It  is  impossible  to 
work  out  a  revolution  of  methods  in  a  month  or  a  year, 
or  even  a  decade.  With  the  principles  of  the  masters 
before  us,  following  cheerfully,  as  far  as  we  can,  the  ex- 
ample of  the  greatest  teachers,  I  do  not  doubt  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  carry  our  plans,  in  the  end,  to  a  success- 
ful issue.  The  world  has  suffered  too  much  from  the 
teaching  (so  called)  of  the  science  of  chemistry  without 
chemicals,  mineralogy  without  minerals,  numbers  with- 
out objects,  botany  without  flowers,  astronomy  without 
stars.  I  rejoice  that  a  reaction  has  set  in  at  last.  I  can- 
not better  conclude  this  part  of  the  discussion  than  with 
the  immortal  words  of  Rousseau:  "  Things  !  things  !  I 
can  never  enough  repeat  it,  that  we  make  words  of  too 
much  consequence." 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  allude  briefly  to  the  cost  of

text-books.  Those  now  on  our  list,  as  a  rule,  are  among 
the  very  best  and  cheapest  books  in  the  market.  How- 
ever incomplete  and  imperfect  they  may  be,  some  text- 
books are  necessary.  We  require  our  pupils  to  buy  very 
few  books,  and  yet  I  cannot  dispute  the  fact  that  there  is 
here,  as  everywhere,  no  little  complaint  about  this  matter. 
I  do  not  say  that  the  complaint  is  unreasonable.  I  know 
that  many  people  are  very  poor,  and  wish  it  were  possible 
to  put  parents  to  less  expense.  But  I  do  not  see  any  way 
by  which  this  can  be  accomplished.  If  you  can  suggest 
any  remedy,  I  should  be  glad  to  apply  it,  after  we  have 
thoroughly  satisfied  ourselves  that  a  change  would  work 
no  injury  to  the  children. 

Having  taken  a  survey  of  the  past  and  present  status 
of  the  schools,  it  remains  for  me,  in  accordance  with  the 
duties  which  are  imposed  upon  me,  to  recommend  such 
measures  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools  as  I  may 
deem  advisable. 

I.  I  recommend  the  lengthening  of  the  school  term. 
During  the  scholastic  year  your  schools  were  open  just  one 
hundred  and  sixty  two  days.  From  the  three  hundred 
and  sixty-five  days  in  the  year,  deduct  fifty-two  days  for 
the  Sundays,  and  you  will  find  that  the  children  have  just 
about  one-half  of  the  remaining  days  for  school  and  one- 
half  for  play.  Does  not  this  look  somewhat  like  playing 
at  going  to  school  ?  Our  school  session  ought  to  be  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  ten  school  months.  Deducting 
holidays,  they  would  then  be  open  about  one  hundred  and 
ninety  days  in  the  year.  I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be 
possible  for  us  to  do  thoroughly  a  year's  work  in  less  time. 
Besides,  you  will  find  it  impossible  to  secure  permanently 
the  services  of  good  teachers  who  are  paid  for  but  eight 
months  in  the  year. 

n.  If  we  are  to  have  good  schools  next  year,  we  shall 
need  at  least  three  more  school-rooms  than  we  now  have. 
I  recommend,  therefore,  that   measures  be  taken  at  once 
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for  the  erection  of  another  building  for  white  children. 
I  ask  for  a  plain,  frame  building,  not  so  large  as  the  Mur- 
phey  School,  to  be  situated  on  Hillsboro  or  West  Morgan 
street.  It  should  be  built  for  the  girls  in  that  vicinity  of 
the  city  and  for  very  small  boys.  It  will  be  better  to 
transfer  to  the  Centennial  school  all  boys  in  our  schools 
above  the  second  grade,  and  to  use  the  latter  school  for 
boys  only.  This  new  building  which  I  lecommend  can 
be  erected  at  a  small  cost.  The  interest  which  you  will 
have  to  pay  for  the  building  and  a  small  lot  will  not 
probably  amount  to  as  much  as  the  salary  of  a  single 
teacher.  We  must  have  more  room.  We  have  now  large 
numbers  of  pupils  who  can  attend  school  but  two  hours 
and  a  half  a  day.  As  they  grow  older  the  half  day  session 
will  no  longer  suffice  for  them.  Pupils  from  the  primary 
grades  are  pushing  their  way  upward  all  the  time,  and  we 
must  make  suitable  provision  for  them.  With  the  new 
building  I  do  not  propose  to  change  the  present  half  day 
plan  in  the  lower  grades.  I  repeat  then,  most  earnestly, 
the  recommendation  that  you  take  steps,  at  your  earliest 
opportunity,  looking  to  the  erection,  in  the  western  part 
of  the  cit}',  of  a  six-room  building,  which  shall  be  ready 
for  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  session. 

III.  I  recommend,  gentlemen,  the  extension  of  our 
course  of  study  to  cover  another  }'ear.  We  have  now^  a 
seven  years'  course.  Next  }'ear  I  propose  to  recommend 
another  extension  to  complete  a  nine  years'  course.  There 
1  shall  stop.  But  I  shall  never  be  satisfied  until  we  have 
given  industrious  and  ambitious  boys  and  girls  an  oppor- 
tunity, if  they  will  onl}'  accept  it,  to  go  to  school  unin- 
terruptedl)',  with  the  best  course  of  study  we  can  devise 
for  them,  from  the  age  of  six  to  the  age  of  fifteen.  I  shall 
ask  for  nothing  more  than  this.  I  shall  never  be  satisfied 
with  anything  less.  What  does  a  seven  years'  course  of 
study  mean  as  apph'ed  to  bright  boys  and  girls?  If  they 
begin  school  at  the  age  of  six,  they  complete  the  course 
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at  the  mature  age  of  thirteen  ?  Are  they  prepared  for 
citizenship?  The  thought  is  absurd.  Some  of  them  de- 
sire to  continue  their  studies,  but  we  have  no  course  of 
study  suited  to  them.  They  know,  and  their  parents 
know,  that  they  are  too  young  to  be  withdrawn  from 
school.  The  consequence  is  that  they  remain  a  year  or  two 
longer,  wearily  going  over  and  over  the  same  course,  like  a 
poor  horse  in  a  tread-mill.  There  have  been  scores  of 
bright  children  in  the  graded  schools  of  this  city  in  the 
past  who  have  been  deprived,  by  stern  necessity,  of  reap- 
ing advantages  offered  almost  everywhere  else  to  any  who 
will  take  them.  Some  men  say  that  instruction  in  the 
higher  branches  is  a  good  thing  for  the  rich  man,  but  of 
no  value  to  a  poor  man.  I  admit  that  a  public  high 
school  is  an  excellent  thing  for  a  man  of  means,  but  I  am 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  the  only  hope  for  the 
children  of  the  poor  man.  It  should  never  be  forgotten, 
however,  that  the  public  school,  from  the  lowest  to  the 
highest  grade,  exists  not  for  the  rich  nor  for  the  poor,  but 
for  the  good  of  all.  I  desire  to  say,  furthermore,  that  I 
do  not  want  a  college  here,  as  has  been  erroneously  re- 
ported. I  desire  only  that  the  course  shall  be  high  enough 
to  fit  a  boy  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in  college. 
Wherever  you  look  to  cities  with  twelve  thousand  inhab- 
itants. North,  South,  East  or  West,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions, you  will  find  a  public  school  with  a  course  of  study 
leading  to  the  Freshman  class  in  college.  Often  the  course 
leads  far  beyond  it.  In  the  city  of  Atlanta  there  is  a 
twelve  years'  course.  Charlotte,  Durham,  Fayetteville, 
Goldsboro,  and  Winston  are  far  ahead  of  us  in  this  matter. 
As  far  as  the  question  of  right  is  concerned,  it  is  hardly 
necessary  to  suggest  that  the  liberal  appropriations 
for  higher  education  which  have  been  already  made  in 
North  Carolina  have  settled  that  question  forever.  Again, 
it  is  often  said  that  a  higher  department  does  not  belong 
to  a  public  school  S3^stem,  and   that   it  was  not  designed. 
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in  the  beginning,  to  provide,  at  public  expense,  a  course 
beyond  a  little  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  Let  us 
look  at  the  facts.  In  1647  the  first  universal  education 
law  was  passed  in  Massachusetts.  In  the  same  year  it  was 
ordered  that  every  town  of  one  hundred  families  should 
maintain  a  grammar  school  to  fit  boys  for  Harvard  Col- 
lege. And  yet  some  men  say  that  a  public  high  school 
is  a  new-fangled  notion.  More  than  eighty  years  ago, 
Judge  Archibald  D.  Murphey,  in  a  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State,  recommended  the  establishment,  in 
different  sections  of  the  State,  of  a  number  of  academies 
wherein  poor  boys  of  promise  should  receive  not  only  free 
tuition  but  should  be  clothed  and  fed  at  public  expense. 
Washington,  Jefferson,  and  the  leading  Southern  states- 
men generally,  contemplated  a  thorough  system  of  public 
education,  from  the  lowest  primary  classes  to  the  Univer- 
sity. It  may  be  safely  said  that,  in  the  early  days  of  the 
republic,  the  whole  trend  of  sentiment,  among  the  leading 
men  of  both  parties,  was  in  this  direction.  But  while  it 
is  admitted  by  some  that  we  should  teach  children  until 
they  are  at  least  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  a  hue  and 
cry  is  raised  against  Latin.  The  very  word  seems  to  strike 
terror  to  the  soul.  If  it  is  agreed  that  we  shall  have  a 
nine  years'  course,  so  that  we  can  provide  suitable  in- 
struction for  bright  children  uninterruptedly  from  the 
age  of  six  to  the  age  of  fifteen,  is  it  improper  or  immodest 
in  the  Superintendent  of  your  schools  to  suggest  that  the 
arrangement  of  the  proper  studies  to  be  pursued  therein 
should  be  left  to  him  and  his  teachers?  I  am  willing  to 
stand  trial,  and  to  assume  any  responsibility  that  may 
devolve  upon  me  in  the  discharge  of  ofificial  duty.  Having 
then  already  given  my  reasons  for  advocating  a  nine 
years'  course  of  study,  I  propose  to  give  my  reasons  for 
the  introduction  of  Latin  as  early  as  the  seventh  year  in 
the  course.  Experience  has  taught  me  that  it  is  not  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  children  to  postpone  the  study 
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of  Latin  beyond  the  seventh  grade.  In  view  of  the  steady 
improvement  in  the  work  of  the  lower  classes,  before  very 
long,  I  think,  we  can  safely  put  Latin  into  the  sixth 
grade.  Some  of  our  former  pupils,  leaving  our  schools  at 
the  end  of  the  fifth  grade,  have  been  put  into  the  study 
of  Latin  as  soon  as  they  enter  other  schools  in  the  city. 
If  a  good  Latin  course  is  not  established  we  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  lose  some  of  our  best  pupils  at  the  age  of  eleven 
or  twelve  who  can  afford  to  go  elsewhere.  Others,  equally 
bright,  "gifted,"  as  Thackeray  expresses  it,  "with  the 
dismal  precosity  of  poverty,"  unable  to  pay  tuition  fees, 
must  either  be  turned  away  or  made  to  pursue  a  course 
of  study  which  we  know  is  not  best  for  them.  Surely  it 
is  not  possible  that  our  course  must  be  arranged  on  any 
other  principle  than  a  desire  to  do  the  very  best  we  can 
for  all  the  children  committed  to  our  care.  In  France, 
children  at  the  age  of  EIGHT  begin  the  study  of  history 
and  a  foreign  language.  In  the  public  schools  of  Ger- 
many a  boy  enters  the  Latin  school  at  the  age  of  NINE. 
The  expense  of  teaching  Latin  is  little,  if  any,  greater 
than  the  expense  of  teaching  any  other  branch  of  study. 
The  entire  expense  of  the  three  highest  grades  will  never 
be  large.  One  teacher  can  teach  well  as  many  pupils  in 
the  seventh  grade  as  in  the  third.  On  account  of  com- 
paratively small  classes,  an  eighth  grade  for  boys  can  be 
carried  on  next  year  without  one  dollar's  extra  expense. 
The  amount  of  money  necessary  to  carry  on  an  eighth 
grade  for  the  girls  will  not  probably  exceed  three  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars,  an  amount  of  money  scarcely  sufficient 
to  carry  on  the  schools  for  a  single  week.  If  spent  in  the 
manner  indicated,  it  would  add  great  strength  to  the 
schools.  With  this  I  leave  the  whole  matter  in  your 
hands,  believing  that  you  will  take  such  action  as,  in  your 
judgment,  will  best  promote  the  public  welfare. 

IV.   More  money  is  needed  to  keep  up  a  high  standard 
of  efficiency  in  your  schools.     It  is  utterly  impossible  to 
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maintain    the   schools   permanently  with    the   present  in- 
come. 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  comparative  state- 
ment in  regard  to  expenditures  in  several  Southern  cities, 
where  the  attendance  is  about  equal  to  or  less  than  ours  :

The  statistics  are  compiled  from  the  of^cial  reports  of 
these  cities,  or,  where  these  were  not  at  hand,  from  the 
recently  published  report  of  the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of 
Education  for  i885-'6.  You  will  observe  that  in  the  city 
of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  where  the  school  attendance  is 
almost  identically  the  same  as  the  attendance  in  Raleigh, 
the  annual  school  expenses  exceed  ours  by  seven  thou- 
sand dollars.  In  the  public  schools  of  Birmingham,  they 
educate  four  hundred  children  less  than  in  Raleigh,  and 
yet  they  spend  annually  six  thousand  dollars  more.  Dan- 
ville, Va.,  with  not  half  the  number  of  pupils,  spends 
more  money  for  public  instruction  than  the  city  of  Ral- 
eigh. I  have  not  referred,  in  a  single  instance,  to  school 
expenses  in  the  North.  Comparisons  would  then  be  still 
more  striking.  In  fact,  if  the  old  rule  of  "  poor  pay, 
poor  preach  "  were  universally  true,  I  fear  the  children  in 
the  public  schools  of  Raleigh  would  be  taught  worse  than 
the  children  in  any  other  school  system  in  the  United 
States.  The  most  rigid  economy  has  been  practised. 
Your  teachers  have  often  been  compelled  to  go  without  sim- 
ple appliances  which  would  have  been  a  great  help  to  them 
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in  their  work.  In  many  instances,  out  of  their  own  meagre 
salaries,  they  have  purchased  articles  for  use  in  the  school- 
room which  they  felt  to  be  indispensable.  It  goes  with- 
out saying,  that  the  present  state  of  affairs  cannot  be 
permanently  maintained.  Your  Superintendent  does  not 
ask  for  great  things.  In  the  light  of  what  he  believes  to 
be  reasonable  to  the  tax  payers,  and  necessary  for  the  good 
of  these  schools,  he  feels  compelled,  in  justice  to  his  posi- 
tion, to  ask  that  the  course  be  extended,  that  a  new 
building  be  erected  for  the  next  session,  that  the  school 
term  be  lengthened,  and  that  books  and  apparatus  be 
given  him  that  he  may  be  able  to  fill,  to  a  reasonable 
extent,  the  measure  of  a  laudable  ambition  to  make  the 
schools  of  Raleigh,  if  it  be  possible,  the  equal  of  the  best 
schools  in  the  land.  He  knows  that  this  can  never  be 
done  as  long  as  we  continue  to  operate  under  our  present 
financial  arrangements.  He  knows,  and  frankly  confesses, 
that  he  will  not  be  able  permanently  to  see  that  the  chil- 
dren of  this  city  are  educated  as  they  ought  to  be,  year 
by  year,  on  an  annual  appropriation  of  five  dollars  apiece. 
He  believes  that  the  character  of  the  work  which  the 
schools  have  already  done,  is  a  sufficient  guarantee  to  the 
people  of  Raleigh  that  an  additional  appropriation  to 
provide  suitable  accommodations  and  proper  length  of 
school  term  will  not.  be  throwing  good  money  after  bad. 
There  is  nothing  now  to  do  but  to  go  forward.  You  have 
supported  me  loyally  hitherto,  and  I  do  not  fear,  in  this 
hour  of  peril,  that  my  recommendations  will  be  ignored. 
The  public  school  is  the  grandest  instrument  for  the 
elevation  of  the  world  ever  devised  by  man.  Its  influence 
in  lifting  humanity  to  a  higher  plane  of  honor  and  useful- 
ness is  surpassed  alone  by  the  religion  which  comes  from 
above.  In  this  age,  no  sophistry  can  persuade  the  world 
that  it  is  unwise  or  inexpedient  to  cultivate  all  the  talents 
which  Almighty  God  in  His  wisdom  has  given  any  man, 
nor  can  any  one  consistently  say  that  what   is  good   for 
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his  own  children  is  not  good  for  the  children  of  others. 
During  the  past  twenty  years,  the  progress  of  public  edu- 
cation has  been  wonderful  throughout  the  civilized  world. 
It  still  has  enemies,  but  their  efforts  against  it  are  as 
powerless  as  those  of  famous  old  Dame  Partington  to 
stop  the  rising  tide  of  the  Atlantic  ocean  with  her  broom. 
Its  cause  is  the  cause  of  unselfishness  and  humanity  with 
the  thousands  of  good  men  all  over  the  land  who  reap  no 
direct  benefit  from  the  system,  but  support  it  cheerfully 
for  the  good  of  others,  thus  showing  forth  a  spirit  of  the 
noblest  philanthropy  and  the  purest  patriotism. 

I  have  endeavored  to  tell  you  plainly  what  we  have 
done  and  what  still  remains  to  be  done.  I  have  written 
not  to  boast  nor  to  complain,  but  only  with  the  sincere 
desire,  with  your  assistance  and  that  of  your  faithful 
teachers,  to  make  the  public  schools  of  Raleigh  an  orna- 
ment to  this  beautiful  city,  and  a  blessing,  under  God,  to 
our  children.

LOCATION,  &C. 

The  City  of  Raleigh,  the  capital  of  North  Carolina, 
offers  unusual  advantages  for  a  school.  It  is  accessible 
by  railroad  from  all  directions,  and  remote  from  malarial 
influences.  Its  climate,  being  free  from  the  extremes  of 
heat  and  cold,  is  remarkably  healthy  and  agreeable  at  all 
seasons. 

The  situation  of  the  school  is  all  that  can  be  desired 
for  convenience,  health  and  beauty.  The  buildings,  six 
in  number,  are  located  in  an  oak  grove  of  twenty  acres, 
on  elevated  ground,  a  mile  from  the  State  Capitol.  The 
main-building  is  of  brick,  three  and  a  half  stories  high, 
frontage  ninety  feet,  depth  seventy-four.  It  contains, 
besides  the  private  apartments  of  the  Rector  and  family, 
the  parlor  and  the  study-room  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, each  fifty-seven  feet  by  thirty-four;  the  two  junior 
dormitories,  of  the  same  dimensions;  the  sitting-room, 
reading-room,  library,  dining-room,  and  three  recitation- 
rooms.  The  halls  are  spacious  ;  there  are  two  stairways  ; 
water  and  gas  are  on  every  floor.     The  height  of  the  ceil- 
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ings  is:  first  floor,  fifteen  feet;  second  floor,  twelve  and 
one  half  feet ;  third  floor,  eleven  feet ;  basement  floor,  ten 
feet. 

The  East  and  West  rock  houses  are  two-story  buildings 
of  stone  connected  with  the  main  building  by  covered 
corridors  of  brick.  The  former  is  chiefly  used  for  the 
Department  of  Music,  and  contains  the  practisingrooms, 
twelve  in  number.  The  West  rock  house  contains  the 
dormitories  for  the  senior  pupils. 

The  East  building  is  of  Gothic  design,  in  brick ;  dimen- 
sions, sixty-six  feet  by  forty-five.  It  contains  study  and 
recitation-rooms  for  the  Primary  and  Preparatory  Depart- 
ments, cloak-rooms,  a  large  gymnasium,  a  laboratory  for 
Physics,  and  the  studio.  This  last,  a  noble  gallery  sixty- 
four  feet  long  by  twenty-six  wide,  is  lighted  by  four  sky- 
lights ;  the  open  ceiling  is  finished  in  oiled  woods;  and 
the  whole  forms  the  most  beautiful  studio  for  school  pur- 
poses in  the  South. 

The  Chapel,  a  beautiful  Gothic  building  designed  by 
Upjohn,  has  over  two  hundred  sittings,  and  is  furnished 
with  a  fine  Pipe-Organ  of  two  manuals  and  twenty  stops. 
It  is  exclusively  devoted  to  religious  purposes,  and  the 
services  of  the  Church  are  celebrated  there  on  week  days 
as  well  as  on  Sundays. 

All  the  buildings  are  heated  by  steam,  according  to  the 
safest  modern  method.  The  boiler  house  is  one  hundred 
yards  distant  from  the  nearest  building. 

The  Infirmar}^  is  a  small  cottage,  so  detached  that,  in 
case  of  contagious  disease,  the  patient  may  be  entirely 
isolated.  For  cases  of  slight  indisposition,  a  large,  airy, 
and  sunny  room  is  reserved  in  the  main  building. 

All  the  Dormitories  are  spacious  and  well  ventilated. 
They  are  divided  by  partitions  six  feet  high  into  single 
alcoves,  where  the  young  ladies  enjoy  the  comforts  of 
privacy,  and  at  the  same  time  are  under  the  wholesome 
supervision  and   restraint  of  teachers,  of    whom   there  is 
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one  in  each  dormitory.  These  ladies  have  special  oppor- 
tunities, which  have  been  used  with  marked  results,  for 
correcting  the  faults  and  training  the  character  of  the 
young  ladies  under  their  charge. 

The  Library  of  the  school  contains  over  twenty-five 
hundred  volumes,  and  is  free  to  the  pupils  at  all  times. 
The  Rector's  private  library  is  also  at  their  disposal,  sub- 
ject to  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  Lady-Principal. 

The  Parlor  is  always  open  to  the  pupils,  who  assemble 
there  in  the  evening  for  dancing  and  other  social  enjoy- 
ments. It  is  adorned  by  a  fine  collection  of  paintings. 
One  evening  every  week  is  devoted  to  music,  elocution, 
and  other  exercises  of  a  refining  and  profitable  nature. 

The  Health  of  the  pupils  is  regarded  as  of  primary  im- 
portance. Care  is  taken  to  promote  a  high  degree  of 
physical  culture,  and  exercise  in  the  open  air  is  required 
twice  a  day  in  suitable  weather. 

Regular  training  in  calisthenics  is  given  to  every  mem- 
ber of  the  school,  day-pupils  as  well  as  boarders;  and  no 
one  is  excused  therefrom  except  upon  written  request 
from  the  family  physician. 


PEACE  INSTITUTE. 

This  is  an  Institution  for  the  instruction  of  Young 
Ladies,  and  is  justly  considered  equal,  in  point  of  build- 
ing, grounds  and  advantages  for  instruction,  to  any  school 
in  the  South. 

The  building,  situated  in  a  large  and  handsome  grove 
at  the  head  of  Wilmington  street,  is  a  large  and  imposing 
brick  structure,  four  stories  high,  and  most  admirably  ar- 
ranged in  every  respect  for  a  female  school  of  high  grade. 
It  is  heated  throughout  by  steam,  and  is  lighted  by  gas 
and  electricity. 
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The  advantages  for  instruction  in  all  branches  u'^ually 
taught  in  first-class  female  schools  are  unequaled.  Every 
department  of  instruction  is  filled  by  teachers  of  expe- 
rience and  ability,  and  it  is  claimed  that  there  are  more 
graduates  from  Peace  Institute  occupying  positions  as 
teachers  in  the  Graded  Schools  of  the  State  than  any 
other  institution. 

This  institution,  while  not  at  all  sectarian,  is  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Presbyterians.  The  Principals  are 
members  of  this  church,  but  the  pupils  are  from  all  de- 
nominations. The  number  of  pupils  is  about  170 — roo 
being  day  pupils,  and  the  remainder  boarders. 

The  institution  was  opened  in  1872  by  the  present  Prin- 
cipals, Rev.  R.  Burwell  and  Capt.  John  B.  Burwell,  and 
has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 


THE  RALEIGH   MALE  ACADEMY. 

This  institution  is  situated  in  the  North-eastern  part  of 
the  city  and  occupies  an  entire  square,  upon  which  a  large, 
well  ventilated  and  comfortable  building  was  erected  five 
years  ago,  expressly  for  its  needs. 

Known  first  as  the  Raleigh  High  School,  in  1872,  it 
was  founded  at  the  capital  of  the  State,  to  afford  facili- 
ties for  a  higher  course  of  instruction  than  is  provided  for 
in  the  public  schools,  and  to  give  systematic  training  in 
preparation  for  admission  to  college,  or  for  assuming  the 
active  business  pursuits  of  life.  The  usual  English 
branches,  ,  pure  and  applied  Mathematics,  the  Natural 
Sciences  and  the  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German  lan- 
guages are  taught ;  there  is  also  a  full  and  practical  course 
of  Book-Keeping,  and  the  allied  branches  needed  in  com- 
mercial life. 

The  reputation  of  the  school   has   been    made   by  the 
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standing  of  its  students  in  the  various  colleges,  to  which 
it  annually  sends  a  large  class,  and  they  have  repeatedly 
won  the  highest  scholastic  honors.  In  mercantile  life, 
many  of  its  pupils  are  satisfactorily  filling  responsible 
stations. 

The  Principals  in  charge  are  Prof.  Hugh  Morson,  of  the 
University  of  Virginia,  a  teacher  for  many  years  in  the 
best  schools  of  the  State,  and  a  Principal  of  the  school 
from  its  formation,  and  Capt.  C.  B.  Denson,  of  thirty 
years'  experience  in  the  profession  and  founder  of  the 
first  military  school  in  North  Carolina.  The  government 
is  kind  but  firm.  Parents  may  send  their  sons  to  Raleigh 
with  confidence  in  their  care  and  guardianship.  The  sons 
of  many  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  State  are  in 
attendance.  Reasonable  board  can  be  obtained,  and  the 
great  religious,  social,  and  educational  advantages  of 
Raleigh  are  such  that  it  can  be  reasonably  expected,  that 
the  number  of  boys  from  adjacent  counties,  and  from 
Wake,  beyond  the  city,  will  continue  to  increase. 


SHAW  UNIVERSITY. 

A.  A.  Thompson,  Mayor  of  Raleigh  .• 

Dear  Sir  :  In  response  to  your  request  for  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  school  which  I  have  in  charge,  I  will 
state  that  Shaw  University  was  founded  December  ist, 
1865,  and  has  a  property  now  valued  at  $150,000.  The 
school  was  chartered  in  1875.  During  the  session  just 
drawing  to  a  close  there  have  been  twenty-five  teachers 
connected  with  the  department  of  instruction  and  super- 
vision, with  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine  students  en- 
rolled. There  are  six  departments  of  the  school  in  suc- 
cessful operation.  Normal,  Scientific,  College,  Theologi- 
cal, Medical  and  Industrial,  with  an   enrollment  in  each 
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department  as  follows  :  Normal,  275  ;  Scientific,  6;  Col- 
lege, 47  ;  Theological,  40;  Medical,  36;  and  Industrial, 
270.  One  hour  per  day  is  spent  by  the  young  ladies  in 
sewing  and  dress-making,  and  another  hour  in  cooking, 
dining  hall  work,  and  care  of  rooms,  under  competent  in- 
structors. In  the  industrial  school  for  young  men,  atten- 
tion is  given  to  several  different  branches  of  work,  such 
as  carpentry,  furniture-making,  house  painting,  glazing, 
kalsomining,  etc.  Of  the  three  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
students  enrolled  the  present  session,  two  hundred  and 
thirteen  were  young  men  and  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
young  women.

ST.  AUGUSTINE  NORMAL    AND  COLLEGIATE 
INSTITUTE. 

This  institution  was  incorporated  by  Letters  Patent, 
July  19th,  1S67,  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  colored 
people  of  North  Carolina  and  elsewhere  in  the  United 
States.  In  January,  186S,  the  school  was  opened  for 
students  by  the  Rev.  J.  Brinton  Smith,  D.  D.,  who  was 
mainly  instrumental  in  its  foundation.  An  eligible  site 
adjoining  Oakwood  Cemetery  on  the  east  was  purchased 
and  four  frame  buildings  were  erected.  In  1874  these 
buildings  were  all  consumed  by  fire. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Smith  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  J. 
E.  C.  Smedes  in  1872  ;  and  upon  his  resignation,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Robt.  B.  Sutton  was  elected  Principal. 

The  school,  while  under  the  control  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  gladly  receives  all  without  questioning 
their  religious  faith  or  connection,  only  requiring  evidence 
of  crood  moral  character. 
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From  the  beginning,  boarders,  as  well  as  day  scholars, 
males  and  females,  have  been  received.  The  males  and 
the  females  lodge  in  different  buildings,  but  recite  in  the 
same  classes  and  sit  at  the  same  tables  in  tiie  dining  room. 
The  annual  average  attendance  has  been  over  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five.  This  year,  there  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  school  87  boarders  and  59  day  scholars, 
of  whom  62  were  males  and  84  females — a  total  of  146 
students. 

Since  the  foundation  of  the  school,  about  150  students 
have  completed  the  four  years'  course  ;  nearly  200  have 
been  engaged  as  teachers  in  public  schools  in  different 
parts  of  this  and  the  neighboring  States  ;  1 7  have  entered 
the  University  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  a 
large  number  that  of  other  denominations. 

The  grounds  of  the  institution  consist  of  about  50  acres, 
about  one  third  of  which  is  in  the  original  oak  growth. 
The  buildings  consist  of  the  Principal's  residence  ;  the 
new  hall,  a  substantial  and  commodious  structure  of  brick, 
four  stories  high,  with  a  supply  of  water  on  each  floor, — 
in  this  building  are  the  class  rooms,  the  chapel,  the  Prin- 
cipal's office,  the  library,  consisting  of  some  1,500  volumes, 
and  the  lodging  rooms  of  the  male  students  ;  the  Smith 
building,  containing  17  rooms,  besides  the  dining  room, 
store  room  and  kitchen  in  the  basement:  here  the  female 
students  lodge  under  the  care  of  a  competent  matron  and 
the  female  teachers. 

The  course  of  instruction  is  thorough,  and  in  the  Col- 
legiate and  Normal  Departments  embraces  Greek,  Latin, 
Mathematics  as  far  as  Trigonometry,  English  Literature, 
History,  and  the  Sciences.  Those  who  have  passed  cred- 
ita'oly  through  the  four  years'  course    receive  a  Diploma. 

The  expenses  are  very  low.  A  student,  who  is  willing 
to  work  some  out  of  school  hours,  can  pay  his  board, 
room  rent  and  have  the  use  of  furniture,  bed  and  bedding 
for  five  dollars  per  month.

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MAYOR'S  REPORT. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Rcdeigh: 

GentlEjMEN  : — In  submitting  to  you  my  second  annual 
review  of  the  City  Government  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 
assure  you  that  the  progress  made  undei'  your  guidance  has 
been  particularly  gratifying. 

FINANCE. 

While  in  the  various  departments  you  have  kept  abreast  of 
this  progressive  age  still  you  cannot  be  charged  with  the 
slightest  extravagance,  and  the  report  of  the  Clerk  will  show 
that  the  obligations  incurred  by  the  city,  in  introducing  water 
for  fire  prote(!tion,  amounting  to  an  annual  rental  of  -$4,480, 
the  payment  of  $3,000  to  the  Industrial  College,  and  the 
establishment  of  a  fire-alarm  system,  costing  $2,948,  extra- 
ordinary and  new  expenses  in  the  government  of  the  city, 
have  been  paid  without  any  increase  of  taxation  and  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  treasury  larger  than  when  you  assumed  con- 
trol of  affairs. 

The  bonds  known  as  the  Market-house  bonds  will  be  due 
July  1st,  1889.  A  bill  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney  and 
passed  by  the  Board,  was  ratified  by  the  Legislature.  This 
bill  authorizes  the  issue  of  $125,000  five  per  cent,  bonds,  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  be  used  in  paying  the  Market  House 
bonds  and  in  funding  such  of  the  six  per  cent,  bonds  now  out- 
standing as  may  be  presented,  complying  with  the  stipulations 
and  provisions  contained  in  the  bill. 

The  six  per  cent,  bonds  now  in  the  Sinking  Fund  will  be 
canceled.     Your  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  re- 
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port  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  which  shows 
the  total  bonded  debt  of  the  city  to  be  $205,100. 

Total  assets  Sinking  Fund,  .  .          |  89,376.81 

Net  bonded  debt,  ....  115,723.19 

Annual  interest  charges  now  paid,         .  8,749.00 

Should  the  "Improvement  Bill"  be  ratified  by  the  people 
at  the  May  election,  after  all  improvements  have  been  made 
under  the  bill  above  referred  to  the  net  bonded  debt  will  then 
amount  to  Jj215,723.19,  the  annual  interest  charges,  §9,869, 
being  only  a  small  amount  more  than  the  interest  charges  on 
a  bonded  debt  of  §115,723.19. 

Under  careful  and  conservative  management  the  credit  of 
the  city  has  gradually  risen  until  a  bond  bearing  five  per  cent, 
interest  can  probably  be  sold  in  New  York  or  Baltimore  for 
a  premmm  of  five  per  cent.,  and  we  are  thus  enabled  to  increase 
the  debt  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  without  materially 
adding  to  the  interest  charges. 

The  city  owes  no  floating  debt,  but,  on  the  contrary  owns 
real  and  personal  property  amounting  to  §90,000.  Deduct- 
ing this  amount  from  the  net  bonded  debt  now  outstanding  I 
find  Raleigh  owes  in  excess  of  its  assets  only  $25,723.19,  be- 
ing less  than  one  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  taxable  property. 

SEWERS. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  has  also  been  directed  to  neces- 
sary improvement  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  Raleigh,  and 
with  a  view  to  securing  a  thorough  sewerage  system  the  ser- 
vices of  an  expert  sanitary  engineer  were  secured,  who  has  sub- 
mitted a  plan  based  on  the  latest  approved  scientific  methods. 
The  report  in  full  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  appeared  in 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  city,  and  your  attention  is  par- 
ticularly directed  to  the  recommendations  therein  contained. 

To  give  the  people  an  opportunity  to  pass  upon  the  advisa- 
bility of  adopting  the  sewerage  system  advised  by  Mr.  Lud- 
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low,  the  Committee  on  Sewerage  submitted  to  the  Board  a  bill, 
to  be  presented  to  tlie  Legislature,  allowing  the  people  to  vote 
upon  an  issue  of  bonds  amounting  to  |75,000,  bearing  five  per 
cent,  interest,  running  thirty  years,  the  proceeds  of  this  issue  of 
bonds  to  be  used  in  constructing  the  system  of  sewerage  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Ludlow,  aud  endorsed  by  the  committee.  The 
proposed  bill  received  the  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
Board  aud  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  without  opposition. 
The  people,  in  May,  will  therefore  have  the  opportunity  of 
deciding  this  question  for  themselves. 

STREETS. 

The  large  amount  of  permanent  work  on  the  streets  accom- 
plished during  this  administration  has  given  general  satis- 
faction and  is  worthy  of  all  praise. 

By  the  first  of  May  Fayetteville  street  will  have  been 
paved,  with  granite  blocks,  from  curb  to  curb,  between  Mor- 
gan and  Davie  streets,  making  this  street  probably  the  hand- 
somest in  the  State.  Reference  to  the  report  of  the  Street 
Committee  will  show  the  quantity  of  stone  purchased  and  laid 
oi)  Fayetteville  street  and  at  other  points,  also  the  immense 
amount  of  stone  taken  out  at  the  State  Quarry  and  the  large 
quantity  of  sand  in  the  city  lot,  ready  for  further  operations 
in  this  direction. 

Raleigh  has  always  needed  a  permanent  and  firm  road-bed 
to  the  two  depots,  and  while  this  could  be  secured  in  a  few 
years  by  expending  money  for  this  purpose  from  the  general 
fund  still  the  progress  made  would  be  necessarily  slow  and 
relatively  more  expensive  than  if  a  fund  for  the  vigorous 
pi'osecution  of  the  work  was  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen. 

To  provide  the  .necessary  means  for  this  much  needed  pub- 
lic improvement  the  Street  Committee  secured  the  unanimous 
recommendation  of  the  Board  to  a  bill  asking  the  Legislature 
to  give  the  people  the  privilege  of  authorizing  the  issue  of 
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$25,000  of  bonds,  running  thirty  years,  bearing  five  per  cent, 
interest,  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  be  applied  to  permanent 
street  improvements.  I  confidently  believe  this  issue  of  bonds 
will  be  authorized,  and  that  in  twelve  months  the  traffic  of 
the  city  can  be  handled  with  ease  throughout  the  winter. 

In  working  thirty  miles  of  streets  with  the  small  amount  of 
money  at  our  disposal  much  of  the  work  is  necessarily  of  a 
temporary  nature,  but  if  the  issue  of  bonds  is  authorized  the 
Board  should  purchase  a  stone  crusher  and  engine  for  the 
purpose  of  utilizing  the  vast  quantity  of  stone  at  the  quarry 
for  ijermanently  improving  the  streets  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  Board  expected  to  be  able,  by  co-operating  with  the 
Penitentiary  authorities,  acting  under  a  law  passed  by  the 
Legislature  in  1887,  to  pave  the  four  streets  around  Capitol 
Square.  The  new  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary 
finding  themselves  without  the  necessary  means  to  perform 
their  part  of  the  work  have  notified  me  that  the  force  now 
employed  at  the  quarry  would  l>e  withdrawn  unless  the  city 
could  pay  an  amount  sufficient  to  feed  and  guard  them. 

Under  the  circumstances  probably  the  only  thing  left  for 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  do  is  to  pave  from  the  southern 
gate  of  the  Capitol  around  to  the  northern  gate,  via  Wil- 
mington street.  This  plan  would  accommodate  the  entire 
business  interests  of  our  people,  and  while  the  work  performed 
by  the  city  would  be  slightly  more  than  required  under  the 
law  above  referred  to  still  to  defer  all  paving  around  the 
square  until  the  State  was  able  and  willing  to  perform  her 
quota  of  the  work  would  in  my  judgment  be  a  short-sighted 
policy. 

The  Board  should,  when  the  })aving  of  Wilmington  street 
becomes  practicable,  order  the  sidewalks  widened  two  feet. 
This  would  require  less  paving  for  the  street,  and  would 
greatly  improve  this  thoroughfare  for  business  purposes,  be- 
sides adding  materially  to  the  con:ifort  of  pedestrians,  especially 
on  Saturdavs. 
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The  present  method  of  improving  sidewalks  is  not  at  all 
satisfactory,  and  some  general  plan  should  be  devised,  and 
promptly  executed,  which  in  the  winter  mouths  would  enable 
our  citizens  to  reach  the  business  portions  of  the  city  with 
some  degree  of  comfort.  Some  system  should  prevail  in  the 
planting  of  shade  trees  by  our  people.  At  present  they  are 
planted  wherever  the  faney  of  the  owner  of  the  property 
dictates,  the  result  being  that  they  are  frequently  out  of  line, 
and  quite  .often  are  placed  immediately  in  the  gutter,  thus 
obstructing  the  flow  of  water  and  delaying  the  drying  of  the 
streets  after  every  rain. 

The  Street  Commissioner  could  prepare  a  plan  which  would 
obviate  all  difficulties  and  add  very  much  to  the  appearance 
of  the  streets  in  the  newer  portions  of  Raleigh. 

The  proper  location  of  the  boundaries  of  squares  and  uni- 
form width  of  streets  being  of  great  importance  the  Board 
secured  the  services  of  Colonel  Shaffer,  who  was  instructed  to 
place  monuments  in  various  sections  of  the  city.  These  monu- 
ments will  be  of  great  service  to  the  Street  Commissioner  in 
locating  the  line  of  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  owners  of  prop- 
erty, erecting  new  buildings,  to  locate  them  without  encroach- 
ing upon  the  sidewalks.  Many  streets  throughout  the  city 
are  not  exactly  where  they  should  be,  and  in  some  instances 
buildings  have  been  erected  which  occupy  the  entire  sidewalk. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  is  very  full,  and  is  par- 
ticularlv  interesting;  and  instructive.  The  sug^aestions  and 
recommendations  are  worthy  of  careful  consideration.  The 
imjjerntive  need  of  a  new  station-house  and  police  quarters  is 
so  apparent  that  I  am  satisfied  both  will  be  provided  this 
year.  The  interest  on  the  investment  can  be  easily  paid  by 
renting  the  offices  now  used  for  municipal  purposes. 

FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  reports  of  the  Fire  Committee  and  Chief  of  Fire  De- 
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partment  contain  matter  of  great  interest  to  owners  of  ])rop- 
erty  as  well  as  insurance  companies. 

Mr.  Engelhard  has  thrown  himself  into  the  work  with  en- 
thusiasm and  judgment,  and  the  volunteer  Fire  Department 
of  Raleigh  is  so  efficient  and  of  such  great  value  to  our  peo- 
ple that  it  should  receive  every  encouragement  and  considera- 
tion possible  at  your  hands. 

MARKET-HOUSE. 

The  present  arrangement  of  the  market-house  is  such  that 
it  is  not  only  out  of  the  question  to  cleanse  it  thoroughly,  but 
n}arketing  on  Saturdays  especially  is  rendered  very  inconven- 
ient by  the  narrow  spaces  left  open  to  the  public.  To  effectu- 
ally remedy  these  defects  all  the  stalls  now  running  through 
the  centre  of  the  building  should  be  removed,  those  on  each 
side  should  be  made  broader,  and  the  eastern  end  of  the 
building  opened  to  Wilmington  street.  If  the  above  sugges- 
tions are  carried  out,  and  the  floor  thoroughly  repaired,  the 
market  could  be  made  commodious,  neat  and  attractive. 

THE    GOVERXOR's    GUARD. 

The  Governor's  Guard,  a  thoroughly  equipped  and  well 
drilled  company,  would  no  doubt  be  of  great  value  should 
the  services  of  troops  be  needed.  Their  being  on  the  spot 
and  readily  available  would  exercise  a  very  salutary  effect  on 
persons  disposed  to  be  riotous  and  disorderly. 

The  Board  should  therefore  encoui-age  them  in  some  sub- 
stantial way  to  preserve  their  organization. 

THE    GRADED    SCHOOLS. 

The  overcrowded  condition  of  our  schools  and  the  pressing 
need  for  more  money  to  properly  conduct  them  induced  the 
Board  to  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  passage  of  a  bill 
allowing  the  people  of  the  toimiship  to  vote*  on  the  question  of 
an  increase  of  taxation  amounting  to  ten  (.-ents  on  the  $100  for 
school  purposes. 
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Your  attention  is  particularly  ealled  to  the  excellent  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Raleigh  Graded  Schools. 

The  schools  have  grown  much  more  rapidly  than  the  most 
sanguine  friends  <)f  public  education  ever  expected,  and  the 
new  buildinos  secured  bv  the  committee  have  been  filled  to 
overflowing. 

This  is  an  unanswerable  endorsement  of  the  splendid  sys- 
tem of  the  public  schools  of  Raleigh. 

The  reports  of  the  Clerk,  Collector,  Treasurer  and  Com- 
missioner of  the  Sinking  Fund  (all  of  them  experienced, 
capable  and  trusted  officers)  will  give  full  information  on  all 
financial  subjects. 

The  report  of  Street  Commissioner  will  enable  you  to  form 
a  correct  idea  of  the  large  amount  of  work  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  an  inspection  of  the  streets  will  convince 
you  that  he  is  entirely  competent,  and  worthily  and  satisfac- 
torily fills  the  position  to  which  he  was  elected. 

The  reports  of  all  the  committees  are  of  special  value  and 
interest,  dealing  as  they  do  in  detail  with  the  several  matters 
under  their  especial  care  and  control. 

This  review  of  the  city  government  in  its  various  depart- 
ments is  necessarily  limited  and  imperfect,  dealing  only  in  a 
general  way  w'ith  the  year^s  work  and  giving  merely  an  outline 
of  what  is  practicable  in  the  future. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  you  all  for  two  years  of  faith- 
ful and  conscientious  work.  Serving  as  you  do,  without  com- 
pensation, you  certainly  deserve,  and  no  doubt  will  receive? 
the  thanks  of  the  whole  community. 

The  term  has  brought  to  me  much  labor  and  anxiety,  but 
your  kindly  consideration,  faithful  and  wise  counsel  have  done 
much  to  lighten  the  work  and  the  responsibility,  and  I  feel 
greatly  indebted  to  you  all  for  bringing  this  administration 
through  two  years  of  great  progress  to  a  successful  termina- 
tion.

the  prudence,  honesty  and  faithfuhiess  of  the  officers  of  the 
city. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  here  the  fact  that  the  eight  per 
cent.  Market-house  Bonds  will  fall  due  July  1,  1889,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  this  debt  when  due  it  would  have 
been  necessary  to  place  on  the  market  the  six  per  cent,  bonds 
held  in  the  Sinking  Fund  ;  but  by  recent  legislation  obtained 
at  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  city  has  au- 
thority to  issue  five  per  cent,  funding  bonds  to  meet  this  debt 
and  retire  a  like  amount  of  the  sixes  held  in  the  Sinking 
Fund,  tlius  decreasing  the  interest  whhoutany  increase  of  the 
bonded  debt.  We  regard  this  scheme  as  eminently  proper 
and  wise,  inasmuch  as  the  printed  six  per  cent,  bonds,  of  the 
small  denominations  they  are,  could  not  be  sold  for  but  little 
over  par,  while  we  are  assured  lithographed  five  per  cent, 
bonds  of  larger  denominations  can  readily  be  sold  at  a  hand- 
some premium.

REPORT  OF  STREET  (H)MMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  188^». 
To  fJte  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldenaen: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Street  Committee  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  auuual  report  of  the  operations  of  their  departuient, 
and  f  tr  a  detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  beg  leave  to 
refer  you  to  the  very  fidl  report  of  our  efKeient  Street  Com- 
missioner, hereto  appended. 

We  have  not  aeeomplished  as  much  in  the  way  of  perma- 
nent work  this  year,  as  we  desired,  but  what  has  been  done 
has  been  well  done,  with  i»ut  a  slight  inerease  in  the  expenses 
of  this  department  over  former  years  when  nothing  was  at- 
tem])ted  in  the  way  of  paving. 

Although  short  of  funds  for  the  past  four  years  we  have 
made  a  beginning  in  this  direction,  and  we  believe  that  we 
have  made  no  mistake  in  the  character  of  the  work  so  far. 

If  the  people  ratify  at  the  polls  the  ])roposltion  to  issue 
$25,000  in  bonds  for  street  improvements  our  successors  will 
have  the  means  to  prosecute  this  work  and  not  be  hampered 
for  want  of  funds  as  the  present  Committee  have  been. 

The  Legislature  of  1887  authorized  the  Penitentiary  au- 
thorities to  pave  one-half  of  the  stre;ets  immediately  around 
the  capitol,  but  the  Directors  of  that  institution  could  not  be 
induced  to  do  anything  towards  this  work  until  last  fall,  when 
the  Chamber  of  Industry  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon 
the  Penitentiary  Board  and  urge  them  to  do  the  work  contem- 
plated by  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature.  As  a  result  a 
force  of  convicts  was  put  to  work  quarrying  stone  in  the  State 
quarry  for  this  purpose.  Under  the  arrangement  made  the 
Penitentiary  authorities  were  to  furnish   the  stone,  the  city  to 
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tlo  the  hauling,  excavating  and  putting  down  the  same,  wliich 
was  thought  to  be  about  an  equal  division  of  the  labor.  We 
regret  very  much  to  say  that  the  work  was  suspended  by  the 
Board  of  Penitentiary  Directors  on  account  of  recent  legisla- 
tive enactment. 

The  quarry  was  very  much  improved,  a  new  face  having 
been  opened  to  the  depth  of  eight  and  a  half  feet  and  to  a 
length  of  ninety  feet,  and  at  comparatively  light  cost  any 
quantity  of  stone  can  be  taken  out  now  for  city  use. 

The  expenses  of  our  department  for  the  year  was  $15,- 
086.93,  expended  for  the  following  purposes:

From  the  above  amount  should  be  deducted  the  sum  of 
$3,59(3.40,  being  the  amount  charged  property  owners  for  lay-' 
ing  2,997  yards  of  paving. 

Tlie  needs  of  the  Street  Department  are  numerous,  chief 
among  them  being  that  of  a  street  sweeper,  a  stone  crusher 
and  street  sprinkler;  and  we  hope  ere  long  to  see  the  depart- 
ment equipped  with  these  necessary  articles. 

We  es})ecially  need  a  stone  crusher  for  the  purpose  ol  crush- 
ing stone  for  macadamizing  tiie  principal  tiioroughfares  other 
than  the  central  business  streets.  We  think  that  Wilmington 
street,  from  Davie  to  the  capitol,  and  the  streets  immediately 
around  the  capitol,  as  well  as  the  cross  streets  between  Wil- 
mington and  Fayetteville,  from  Martin  to  Morgan,  should  be 
paved  with  ridible-stone  at  the  earliest  convenience,  and  then 
a  macadam  road-bed  twenty-five  feet  wide  should  be  built  to 
the  two  depots  in   the  city.     This   would   relieve,  to  a  great 
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extent,  the  .streets  fruiii  being'  eut  up  hy   heavy   traffic  in   bad 
weather. 

We  (le.sire  t(»  return  (uir  thank.s  to  the  Bt)ard  of  Ahlermen 
and  officers  for  their  hearty  co-oj>erati(Ki  in  the  effort.s  of  the 
Connnittee,  and  e.specially  to  the  Street  Commis.sioner,  by 
whose  efficient  nianageiiient  the  Committee  have  been  relieved 
to  a  great  extent  of  tlie  responsibih'ty  resting  upon  them.

To  the  Street  Committee: 

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
of  street  work  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1889: 

Upon  assuming  the  office  of  Street  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Raleigh  on  May  15th,  1888,  I  found  the  streets  of 
the  city  in  a  very  bad  condition,  caused  by  the  wet  winter  and 
delay  in  working  them  in  the  early  spring.  For  six  weeks 
or  more  after  I  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  office  it  was  impossible  for  me  to  accomplish  much  by 
working  them,  as  they  were  badly  washed  by  unusually  heavy 
rains  almost  as  fast  as  built  up.  I  had  to  give  my  attention 
to  the  worst  places  first,  and  the  constant  movement  from 
place  to  place  and  division  of  my  force  acted  greatly  against 
my  working  to  the  best  advantage.  By  the  winter  I  had  all 
the  streets  in  fair  condition,  and  owing  to  the  mild  and  dry 
winter  just  past  they  are  now  in  better  condition  than  usual 
at  this  season.  In  the  next  few  weeks,  if  properly  worked, 
they  should  be  in  excellent  condition.  I  found  an  unusually 
large  number  of  wooden  trunks  necessary  to  be  made  and 
placed  in  position  for  the  coiu'eyance  of  water.  I  have  built 
and  put  in  fifty-five  new  trunks,  from  one  to  three  feet  wide, 
by  from  twelve  to  sixty-six  feet  long.  Whenever  practicable 
I  have  used  terra  cotta  jiiping,  and  in  a  few  instances  stone 
culverts;  but  at  very  many  places,  where  sufficient  cover  for 
the  pipe  could  not  be  secured,  I  was  forced  to  use  the  wood 
trunks;  and  when  I  used  terra  cotta  i)ipes  I  had  in  many 
(;ases  to  build  stone  culverts  at  the  inlet  and  outlet  of  the  pipes. 

Twenty-three  new   foot  bridges  have  been   made  and  (jue 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  old  ones  repaired.     Five  new  wagon 
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bridges  have  been  built  and  thirty-six  old  ones  repaired, 
requiring  almost  as  much  work  and  timber  as  new  ones.  All 
in  the  city  are  now  in  good  condition. 

The  large  quantity  of  trash  of  all  descriptions  taken  from 
lots  and  placed  on  the  streets  for  removal  by  the  city  necessi- 
tates the  constant  use  of  the  carts  and  one-horse  \vay;on  belons^- 
ino-  to  the  citv,  also  the  use  of  the  three  two-horse  wao-ons 
about  one-fourth  of  their  time. 

For  about  three  months  I  have  been  without  the  use  of  one 
cart  heretofore  at  the  command  of  the  Street  Commissioner 
for  the  reason  that  the  horse  and  driver  are  kept  only  for  the 
use  of  the  Fire  Department. 

GOVERNMENT    SEWER. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  last  summer,  I 
proceeded  to  fill  the  sinks  in  the  sewer  man-holes  with  brick 
and  cement,  making  connection  between  the  pipes,  thereby 
having  an  uninterrupted  flow  of  sewage.  The  pipes  were 
taken  up  and  relaid  for  the  distance  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy  feet,  rendered  necessary  to  secure  a  proper  grade. 
There  was  great  necessity  for  this  work,  as  the  eighteen-inch 
pipe  was  nearly  filled  with  sewage  for  the  distance  of  about 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet,  the  joints  at  some  points 
disconnected,  and  the  fall  in  two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
feet  being  only  six  inches  when  it  should  have  been  not  less 
than  thirty-tbur  inches.  Since  this  work  was  done  no  com- 
plaints have  been  made  when  the  sewer  has  been  properly 
flushed  with  water.  The  entire  cost  of  this  work  was  three 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  one  cent. 

ROCK    (JUARRY. 

ITpon  entering  upon  my  duties  1  found  the  quarry  so  com- 
})letely  worked  out  that  not  a  face  of  stone  could  be  found 
from  which  a  l)lock  could  be  quai'ried,  and  the  quarry  filled 
with  rubbish,  stone  and  c/e6r/s,- which  required  about  two  weeks' 
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work  to  remove  preparatory  to  comineiicing-  work.  My  prede- 
cessor had  conimeiiced  work  opening  a  faee,  and  had  worked 
to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet.  I  continued  the  work  near  the 
last  point  where  he  had  commenced,  empk)ying  about  seven 
hands,  until  November  28th,  when  I  had  reached  the  average 
depth  often  feet  by  twelve  feet  wide  and  thirty-nine  feet  long. 
At  this  time  the  Penitentiary  furnished  fourteen  hands  for  tiie 
purpose  of  getting  paving  blocks  for  paving  around  the  Capi- 
tol Square;  these  hands  continued  under  the  supervision  of 
vour  Commissioner  in  the  work  of  opening  the  quariy  until 
March  1st. 

I  have  been  unal)le  to  reach  a  bed  at  the  lowest  depth  of 
about  twelve  feet.  Having  a  face  of  stone  averaging  about 
eight  and  a  half  feet  deep  and  ninety  feet  long  I  thought 
it  best  not  to  go  deeper,  but  concluded  to  work  the  stone  out 
with  a  powder  bed,  as  hail  been  done  in  the  past,  instead  of 
going  to  the  natural  bed  of  the  stone. 

The  Penitentiary  hands  while  employed  got  out  about  two 
hundred  square  yards  of  paving  blocks,  also  a  quantity  of 
stone  that  I  have  broken  up  and  can  be  used  for  gutter  pav- 
ing and  open  drains  on  other  than  the  paved  streets.  On 
March  23d  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary  moved 
the  hands  from  the  quarry,  since  which  time  no  blocks  have 
been  made. 

If,  at  any  time,  it  should  be  determined  to  work  this  quarry 
to  any  great  extent  it  will  be  necessary,  owing  to  its  great 
depth  and  size  and  the  constant  flow  of  water  into  it  from 
springs  as  well  as  from  rains,  to  use  a  steam-pump  to  keep 
the  water  down,  as  it  now  takes  four  hands  from  two  to  three 
days  to  free  it  from  water  after  a  hard  rain,  and  the  more  it 
is  worked  the  greater  will  be  the  expense  in  keeping  it  clear 
of  water. 

PAVING. 

A. large  amount  of  street  paving  has  been  done  this  year, 
and  by  the  tirst  of  May  next  Fayetteville  street  will  be  paved,

from  curb  to  curb,  from  the  capitol  to  Davie  street.  Three 
thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  square  yards  have  been 
hiid  during  tiie  year,  of  which  five  hundred  and  fifteen  square 
yar(]s  were  paved  with  stone  from  the  city  quarry,  turned  over 
to  me  by  my  predecessor,  and  3,118  square  yards  with  stone 
furnished  under  contract  bv  Messrs.  P.  Linehan  &  Co.,  at 
eighty  cents  per  square  yard  when  laid.  Two  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  square  yards  liave  been  paved  by 
the  city  for  owners  of  property  (on  both  sides  of  the  street 
ah)!)g  the  \]\^e  of  paving),  who  are  required  to  pave  in  front  of 
their  property  to  the  width  of  twenty  feet,  making  two-thirds 
of  the  whole,  the  city  paving  the  twenty  feet  in  the  centre  of 
the  street.  This  work  has  been  done  at  $1.20  per  square  yard, 
including  curbing,  which  the  city  furnishes  free  of  charge, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  !|3,596.40,  which,  deducted  from 
-$12,879.54,  t!ie  amount  charged  to  street  expense,  reduces  the 
street  expenses  to  $9,283.14. 

I  have  laid  430  feet  of  dressed  curbing  and  one  corner- 
stone; have  now  on  hand,  dressed  and  ready  for  use  when 
needed,  117  feet  of  city  quarry  curbing,  583  feet  of  the  Hen- 
derson quarry  curl)ing  and  four  corner-stones  and  172  feet  of 
the  Beaver  Dam  curbing. 

The  excavation  for  the  paving  on  the  square  between  Mar- 
tin and  Davie  streets  was  very  heavy,  averaging  about  two 
feet,  and  added  considerably  to  the  cost  of  the  paving,  but  the 
dirt  was  utilized  on  streets  where  it  \vas  much  needed  and  the 
streets  greatly  improved  thereby. 

All  of  the  sand  used  on  this  work  I  have  secured  from  the 
sand  pit  on  Rocky  Branch,  at  Hoi  man's  Mill,  which  has  been 
leased  by  the  city  for  five  years  from  July,  1888,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  $40.  This  pit,  if  properly  worked,  will  supply  all 
the  sand  ordinarily  required  for  ('itv  work.  You  may  judge 
of  the  capacity  of  this  pit  when  I  state  that  I  now  have'  on 
hand  a  supply  nearly  equal  in  quantity  to  that  used  on  all 
the  city  paving  during  the  year. 
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In  addition  to  tiie  above  paving  1,000  square  yards  of  gut- 
ters and  open  drains  across  streets  have  been  paved,  and  thir- 
teen stone  crossings  from  thirty  to  forty-five  feet  in  length 
have  been  laid.  The  above  paving  was  done  with  1G5  square 
yards  of  blocks  from  the  Beaver  Dam  quarry  and  835  square 
yards  from  the  city  quarry,  gotten  out  by  me. 

CULVERTS    AND    ROCK    WALLS. 

I  had  to  remove  the  ten-inch  terra  cotta  pipe  culvert  at 
the  corner  of  Bloodworth  and  Davie  streets,  forty-six  feet 
long,  it  being  inadequate  to  carry  off  the  flow  of  water  and 
substitute  fifteen-inch  pipe. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  have  laid  three  culverts  of  twelve- 
inch  and  three  culverts  of  fifteen-inch  terra  cotta  pipe,  in  all 
191  feet  in  length,  also  183  feet  of  stone  culverts  of  various 
sizes.  All  of  the  culverts  in  the  city  are  now  in  good  condi- 
tion, and  with  the  exce{)tion  of  four' are  adequate  to  meet  all 
requirements. 

I  have  also  laid  850  sciuare  feet  of  ro(;k  walls  at  various 
places  along  the  gutter  lines  to  prevent  overflows  and  the 
washing  away  of  streets  and  sidewalks. 

The  survey  of  the  city  now  being  made  by  Col.  A.  W. 
Sliaffer,  civil  engineer,  with  the  view  of  locating  monuments 
whereby  the  true  line  of  the  streets  may  be  established,  has 
been  nearly  completed.  I  have  made  twenty-eight  monu- 
ments, of  which  twenty-one  have  been  located  under  the 
directicju  of  Col.  Shaffer.  This  survey  reveals  the  fact  that 
at  many  intersections  the  true  line  of  the  streets  have  been 
encroached  upon  several  feet;  at  one  point  measurement  shows 
a  building  about  eight  feet  over  the  true  line  of  the  street. 
This  may  be  remedied  in  time  by  requiring  all  new  improve- 
ments in  the  future  to  conform  to  the  true  line. 

PARKS. 

The  parks  have  received  all  aecessary  attention  from  me 
during  the  past  year.      In    Moore  Park    large  quantities  of 
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manure  have  been  distrihuteil ;  thirty-six  silver  and  sugar 
maples  and  twelve  magnolias  have  been  set  out,  and  all  the 
evergreens  were  removed  from  their  original  position  on  the 
line  of  tlie  walk  seven  feet  from  the  walk.  Of  the  thirty-two 
njagnolias  originally  set  out  only  eight  w^ere  living  and  these 
were  sprouts,  the  tops  having  been  broken  otf.  From  this 
park  was  cut  last  year  about  27,000  pounds  of  clover  and 
orchard  grass. 

Nash  Square  was,  on  August  2(1,  1879,  leased  to  C.  B. 
Fairehild  for  the  term  of  ten  years  under  certain  conditions; 
on  February  23(1,  1882,  this  contract  was  transferred  to 
Messrs.  Lewis  &  Steinmetz,  and  being  under  their  charge  I 
have  done  no  work  on  that  park  beyond  the  delivery  of 
manure  under  the  contract.  This  contract  expires  by  limita- 
tion on  August  2d  next. 

At  Pullen  Park  I  have  done  (][nite  a  large  amount  of  work 
in  })reparing  drives  and  walks  with  the  street  scraper  and 
plowing  the  ground.  This  park  being  under  the  charge  of 
the  Park  Committee  I  refrain  from  reporting  as  to  its  con- 
dition or  making  any  recommendations. 

I  cultivated  all  the  available  ground  at  the  City  Lot  last 
year;  sowed  it  in  millet  and  cut  5,400  pounds  from  it.  This 
year  it  is  sowed  in  <>ats  and  promises  a  large  crop.  All  of 
this  forage  was  used  in  feeding  the  city  stock. 

PUMPS. 

We  have  in  the  city  seventy  pumps,  which  have  been  kept 
up  at  the  cost  of  $486.  Sixty-five  pumps  have  been  cleaned 
out,  some  of  them  twice,  on  account  of  heavy  rains  overflow- 
ing the  gutters  and  running  into  the  wells.  Two  hundred 
and  four  feet  of  new  pump  stock  have  l)een  put  in,  and  some 
of  the  walls  have  been  repaired.  At  this  time  they  are  all  in 
good  condition. 

Considerable  expense  and  a  very  large  portion  of  the  time 
of  the  pump  man  is  taken  up  in  removing  obstructions  placed 
in  the  stocks  by  children,  i  respectfully  suggest  that  par- 
4 
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ticular  attention  be  given  by  the   Police  Department  looking 
to  the  stoppage  of  this  nuisance. 

Before  concluding  I  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  tli« 
condition  of  the  street  railway  tracks  on  unpaved  streets  and 
the  street  on  the  line  of  the  track  ;  the  track  is  in  many  places 
several  inches  above  the  surface  of  the  street  and  in  the  centre 
will  be  found  large  ridges  of  C'arth  with  deep  hollows  on  each 
side,  caused  by  the  removal  of  the  earth  by  the  constant  tread 
of  the  horses  in  one  path.  Some  of  the  streets  being  narrow 
horses  and  vehicles  are  forced  to  confine  their  passage  to  one 
track,  which  with  the  washing  of  the  dirt  from  the  side  of 
the  railway  track  renders  the  streets  in  many  })laces  almost 
impassable.  To  keep  these  streets  even  in  fair  condition 
requires  constant  work,  such  as  cannot  be  done  with  the  force 
allowed  me,  and  the  same  reason  will  apply  to  the  railway  for 
not  keeping  their  tracks  in  good  condition.  After  almost 
every  rain  miles  of  track  would  have  to  be  worked,  at  such  a 
cost  that  the  business  of  the  roads  would  not  justify. 

The  only  remedy  for  this  is  a  solid  road-bed  of  some 
description,  and  action  should  at  once  be  taken  to  secure  such 
a  remedy.  The.se  streets  are  dangerous,  not  onl}'  to  vehicles, 
but  to  persons  riding  or  driving  over  them.  I  would  respect- 
fully suggest  that  some  arrangement,  probably,  could  be  made 
with  the  company  by  which,  the  city  furnishing  the  stone  and 
labor  of  laying  and  the  company  the  transportation,  the 
tracks  and  the  street  for  certain  distances  on  each  side  of  the 
track  could  be  macadamized  so  as  to  have  a  well  macadamized 
road-bed  of  about  twenty  feet  in  the  centre  of  the  streets. 

A  very  heavy  expense  was  incurred  this  year  in  opening 
the  quarry  that  will  not  be  necessary  again  for  probably  thirty 
years.  The  work  in  every  branch  of  my  department  has 
been  carried  on  with  the  strictest  economy  compatible  with 
what  I  thought  to  be  the  best  interest  of  the  city. 

In  conclusion,  please  accept  my  grateful  acknowledgment 
for  the  many  courtesies  and  hearty  co-operation  extended  to 
me  by  your  committee  during  the  year.

To  the  Mayor  ami  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen: — The  Police  Committee  of  this  Board  here- 
with snbiuit  their  report  for  the  partial  fiscal  year  beginning- 
April  21st,  1888,  and  ending  Fel)rnai'v  28th,  1889,  embracing 
a  period  of  ten  months  and  ten  days. 

The  varied  dnties  assigned  to  the  Police  Department  really 
deserve  a  more  extended  report  from  our  hands  than  we  sub- 
mit, but  the  veiy  excellent  and  ('(unprehensive  report  of  our 
worthy  and  efficient  Chief  of  Police  (hereto  appended)  so 
fully  covers  the  work  of  this  dej)artment  that  we  deem  it 
sufficient  to  dissect  from  it  such  important  matters  as  we  feel 
it  prudent  and  our  duty  to  officially  call  to  your  earnest  atten- 
tion and  careful  consideration. 

THE    station-house. 

Our  predecessors,  in  a  positive  manner,  have  heretofore 
urged  upon  this  Board  that  some  action  should  be  taken  in 
regard  to  the  Police  Station-house,  and  we  must  also  add  our 
most  hearty  condemnation  of  the  jilace.  In  every  particular 
it  is  wholly  unfit  for  occupancy  as  a  place  of  rendezvous  for 
the  police  or  for  the  custody  of  offenders.  For  years  it  has 
been  reported  unhealthy  for  both  officers  and  prisoners,  and 
by  every  one  who,  for  any  reason,  is  compelled  to  enter  the 
place  it  has  been  pronounced  a  nuisance. 
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THE    POLICE    FORCE. 

The  active  working  force  of  this  department  is  insufficient 
in  point  of  numbers  compared  with  tlie  labors  to  be  i)er- 
formed.  For  the  past  year  it  has  been  maintained  at  the  same 
numerical  strength  as  for  several  years  past,  and  although 
largely  increased  sanitary  duty  lias  been  manifested  by  a  grow- 
ing community,  in  a  remarkable  manner  it  has  kept  pace  with 
every  advancement  and  through  incessant  watchfulness  has 
left  nothing  undone. 

THE    WORK    OF    THE    DEPARTMENT.     ' 

There  have  been,  during  the  year,  1,196  arrests  made,  cov- 
ering forty-three  crimes,  misdemeanors  and  violations  of- city 
ordinances,  for  a  classification  of  which,  and  fuller  informa- 
tion, we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Chief  of  Police. 

COLLECTIONS. 

The  Chief  of  Police  has  made  collections  and  accounted  for 
the  same  to  the  proper  officer,  revenue  and  otherwise,  the  fol- 
lowing amounts  :

Of  this  amonnt  there  was  for  street  paving,  collected §2,296  81 

Making  total  revenue  collections $6,348  55 

Total  amount  revenue  collected  last  year  (twelve  months) §3.602  55 

Increased  revenue  collections,  ten  months  ten  days,  this  year $2,746  00 

SANITARY. 

The  sanitary  labors  performed  by  this  department  have  been 
extensive  and  diligent,  and  proven  of  much  benefit  to  the 
community;  in  fact,  it  has  been  the  important  factor  in  the 
remarkable  and  continued  healthiness  of  this  city. 

The  requiring  of  the  registration  of  all  deaths  in  the  city 
and  the  procurement  of  an  interment  permit  from  this  de- 
partment have  been  of  nauch  worth  to  the  city,  and  the  result 
has  been  a  volume  of  information  which  is  fully  and  well  set 
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forth  ill  a  tabulated  statement  embodied  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  to  which  we  earnestly  invite  your  careful 
consideration. 

THE    PATROL    FORCE. 

The  efficiency  of  our  city  police  force  is  such  that  nothing- 
can  be  saitl  to  add  to  it.  It  is  prompt  in  the  discharge  of 
every  duty.  The  men  are  uniformly  courteous  in  their  man- 
ner one  to  the  other  and  gentlemanly  in  all  their  intercourse 
with  officers  and  citizens,  and  kind  and  obliging  in  affi)rding 
information  to  the  many  strangers  who  visit  the  city. 

A  practical  illustration  of  the  efficiency  of  the  patrol  force 
is  that  the  good  order  and  quiet  of  the  city  has  not  been  dis- 
turbed during  the  year  by  any  publico  disorderly  demonstra- 
tion, and  in  every  instance  of  the  reported  commission  of  any 
of  the  graver  crimes  the  offender  has  been  brought  to  speedy 
justice,  and  in  every  case  of  larceny  the  property  recovered. 
It  has  been  watchful  in  preventing  breaches  of  the  peace,  and 
well  may  it  be  said  that  no  community  in  the  land  can  lay 
down  to  rest  with  a  greater  security  of  life  and  property  than 
ma}'  Raleigh  while  the  present  vigilant  patrol  force  is  retained 
at  the  post  of  duty.

REPORT  OF  GHIEB^  OF  POLICE. 


Headquarters  Police  Department, 

Office  of  Ch^ef  of  Police, 
PvALEIGH,  X.  C,  Februarv  28,  1889.    ■ 

To  the  Police  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  law  I  herewith  snhmit, 
for  your  examination  and  transmission  to  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  ray  report  for  the  partial  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning April  20th,  1888,  and  ending  February  28th,  1889, 
embracing  ten  months  and  ten  days,  occasioned  by  an  ordi- 
vjance  changing  the  beginning  of  the  city's  fiscal  year  from 
April  20th  to  March  1st. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  record  another  year  of  quiet  and 
good  order  throughout  the  city,  not  a  single  serious  disturbance 
having  taken  place. 

The  police  force  has  been  maintained  at  its  full  strength 
during  the  year,  as  authorized  by  the  charter  and  ordinance, 
viz.:   One  Chief  of  Police,  two  Sergeants,  ten  Patrolmen. 

In  my  last  report  your  attention  and  consideration  was 
called  to  the  limited  number  of  patrolmen,  and  I  must  again 
say  the  necessity  for  an  increase  is  in  no  degree  abated.  The 
sanitary  duty  consisting  of  a  personal  inspection  of  every  lot 
occupied  by  residence  or  other  building,  once  each  month  from 
April  to  October,  certainly  requires  some  additional  force  dur- 
ing those  months  at  least.  This  and  the  many  increased  re- 
quirements of  our  rapidly  growing  community  must  readily 
suggest  this  necessity  to  your  minds  without  further  comment 
by  me. 
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THE    STATION-HOUSE, 

of  which  80  much  unfavcjrable  comment  has  been  made,  still 
remains  h'ttle  better  than  a  nuisance  in  every  respect.  It  ill 
affords  security  for  the  detention  of  criminals;  it  is  dangerous 
to  the  health  of  tho-e  required  to  remain  within  its  dismal 
walls.  The  stigma  attached  to  it  by  our  courts  when,  in  a 
suit  against  the  city,  this  place  was  alluded  to  in  comparison 
with  the  "Black  Hole  of  Calcutta,"  the  fact  that  neither  citi- 
zens nor  officials  ever  enter  its  portal  unless  dire  necessity 
abs(»lutely  compels  them  to  do  so,  makes  me  feel  it  an  impera- 
tive duty  to  persistently  urge  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  dis- 
pense with  its  further  use  and  some  suitable  arrangements  be 
eff'ected  for  the  safe,  humane,  healthy  and  proper  custody  of 
the  city's  prisoners. 

THE    SMALL    BOY    OFFENDER 

and  the  necessity  for  Raleigh  to  devise  some  means  for  the 
establishment  of  a  House  of  Detention  and  Correction  for 
such  is  a  subject  I  hardly  know  how  to  present  to  your  atten- 
tion. That  something  should  be  d(jne  is  more  and  more 
apparent.  Not  only  does  this  appear  to  the  police  force,  bu.t 
the  order-lovnng  element  of  our  community  seem  to  notice  the 
demands  so  rapidly  increasing  for  such  an  institution  that  I 
have  been  importuned  to  again  forcil)ly  embody  it  in  my 
report.  The  arrests  of  these  small  boys,  the  time  consumed 
by  our  police  in  remonstrating  with  them,  dispersing  them  in 
various  neighborhoods,  is  really  alarming,  and  unless  st)me 
steps  are  taken  to  check  or  abate  this  growing  evil  of  youth- 
ful off^enders  I  fear  the  saddest  of  results.

REPORT  OF  ^^^VTER-^^^ORKS   COMMITTEE. 


Raleigh,  X.  C,  February  28,  1889. 

To  the  3Iaijor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — The  annual  report  of  the  Water-works 
Committee  is  herewith  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  system  of  Water-works  which  has  been  erected  for  and 
accepted  by  the  city  on  the  1st  of  October,  1887,  has,  since 
that  time,  been  in  good  condition  and  proven  itself  adequate 
for  all  the  requirements  of  this  community.  The  character 
of  the  water  furnished  our  citizens  compares  favorably  with 
that  of  any  city  in  the  country  and  far  above  the  average  of 
the  water  supply  of  cities  in  the  South. 

The  precaution  instituted  at  the  beginning  of  its  operations 
for  maintaining  the  purity  of  our  water  supply  has  in  no 
manner  abated  in  any  particular.  Dr.  James  McKee,  Super- 
intendent of  Health  for  this  city  and  Wake  county,  with  Mr. 
E.  B.  Engelhard,  Superintendent  of  the  Water-works,  con- 
tinue to  luake  regular  and  careful  inspection  of  the  supply 
creek  and  all  its  feeders  from  its  head  to  the  Water-works. 

On  the  2d  day  of  February,  1889,  a  very  rigid  inspection 
of  the  supply  for  fire  purposes  was  made  by  order  of  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department 
and  this  Committee,  the  results  of  which  were  nK)st  satisfac- 
tory. The  Water-works  at  this  test  used  only  their  two 
power  pumps,  not  firing  their  steam  boilers,  kept  the  water 
pressure  to  an  average  of  seventy  pounds,  and  pumped  water 
through  two  thousand  feet  of  hose,  using  eight  outlets,  each 
throwing  an  inch  and  a  quarter  stream  over  the  tops  of  our 
business  buildings  on  Fayetteville  street, 
6 
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The  works  of  the  Company  are  managed  by  competent 
men,  each  of  whom  takes  a  lively  interest  in  carefully  watch- 
ing the  character  of  the  water  furnished,  answering  all  alarms 
of  fire  or  for  testing  or  cautionary  signals. 

The  fire-plugs  or  hydrants  are  reported  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  in  good  working  order  and  that  they  are 
carefully  examined  every  month. 

We  are  confident  that  it  may  be  safely  said  we  have  a  sys- 
tem of  water  supply  commensurate  with  all  the  requirements 
of  this  community,  managed  by  a  reliable  company  which 
have,  so  far,  well  and  faithfully  complied  with  every  stipu- 
lation in  their  contract. 

We  thank  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  also  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Water-works,  for  courtesies  and  assist- 
ance in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  and  most  respectfully  sub- 
mit our  report.

REPORT  OF  LIGHT  (H)MMITTP:E. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  1889. 
To  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen  : — The  Committee  on  Lights  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  annual  report. 

The  lights  used  in  the  city  buildings,  except  one  arc  light, 
are  of  gas  and  furnished  under  a  contract  made  in  1888,  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  with  Mr.  Hawkins,  President  of  the  Ral- 
eigh Heating  and  Power  Company.  These  lights  are  fur- 
nished at  the  rate  of  Si. 50  per  thousand  feet. 

Under  this  contract  the  use  of  the  gas  lamps  for  street 
lighting  was  discontinued  and  swinging  arc  electric  lights 
placed  at  the  intersection  of  streets  have  been  used,  burning 
all  night  every  night  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  this  contract  the  work  of  placing  the 
electric  lights  upon  the  streets  l)egau  on  July  1st,  1888,  when 
the  first  five  were  lighted;  on  July  4th  seventeen  more  were 
put  in  operation,  and  on  July  oth  nineteen  additional  lights 
were  completed  and  lighted.  Since  that  date  up  to  and  includ- 
iuo;  December  1st  thirteen  other  liohts  have  been  located  and 
used. 

The  use  of  the  present  system  of  street  lighting  has  cer- 
tainly given  greater  satisfaction  ihan  the  old  manner  of  gas 
lights  twenty-one  nights  in  the  month,  and  when  in  your  judg- 
ment a  larger  number  of  the  electric  lights  can  consistently  be 
located  for  use  this  city  will  be  better  lighted  than  many  cities 
of  far  greater  pretensions. 

Our  duties  under  the  present  system  have  been  few  and  we 
have  only  mentioned  that  which  we  deemed  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute a  report,  and  thanking  the  Board  for  its  support  and 
indulgence  upon  all  occasions,  this  is

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  Comiuittee  on  Market  beg  leave  to 
submit  their  annual  report.  In  doing  so  we  wish  to  state  that 
no  very  great  improvement  has  been  made  since  last  report. 
The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  whitewashed  and  the 
appearance  greatly  improved,  yet  there  is  still  room  for  im- 
provement. The  receipts  from  rents  of  stalls  for  the  past  year 
were  $2,460.47,  a  small  decrease  over  last  year's  rents. 

We  renews  our  former  recommendation  made  in  regard  to 
removing  our  Station-house  from  the  basement  of  our  Market 
building,  with  the  hope  that  the  change  may  be  made  at  the 
earliest  practicable  moment. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  opening  of  the  entire  east 
end  of  our  Market  and  remove  therefrom  the  fire-engines,  etc., 
to  other  quarters,  and  that  the  fish  department  of  the  Market 
be  placed  in  the  extreme  east  end  of  the  Market  or  be  removed 
entirely  to  a  more  suitable  place. 

Under  the  management  of  our  very  efficient  Keeper,  Mr. 
Weatherspoon,  the  Market  has  been  kept  in  good  condition. 
The  rules  governing  the  Market  have  been  generally  observed. 
The  sales  therein  have  been  made  to  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  ordinances  of  the  Board.  The  wholesomeness  of 
articles  have  been  especially  looked  after  by  the  Keeper  of  the 
Market.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  (M)ADnTTEE. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  llai/oi-  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  C'iti/  of  Raleigh: 

Gentle^ien  : — The  Committee  on  Cenaeteries  beg  leave  to 
submit  this,  their  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Feb- 
ruary 28th,  1889: 

The  City  Cemetery  (white)  is  in  a  wevy  good  condition — 
better,  we  think,  than  we  have  seen  it  for  a  great  many  years. 
The  walks  and  drives  have  had  good  attention  ;  also  a  ffreat 
many  old  graves  have  been  raised  to  a  proper  shape  and  sev- 
eral turfed  with  grass,  which  present  a  neat  appearance,  while 
there  are  a  good  many  private  lots  that  need  the  attention  of 
some  one,  and  on  these  lots,  with  a  very  small  outlay  on  the 
j)art  of  the  owners,  the  entire  grounds  would  present  a  beau- 
tiful appearance.  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  (colored)  is  also  as 
well  kept  as  in  our  opinion  it  coidd  be  without  a  considerable 
expense  to  the  city.  From  the  situation  of  the  grounds  they 
wash  at  every  hard  rain,  so  the  sexton  is  kept  quite  busy  in 
filling  washouts.  On  the  whole  we  think  the  sexton  of  each 
cemetery  is  doing  about  all  that  should  be  expected  of  him.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Headquarters  Fire  Department, 
Office  of  Comisiittee  ox  Fire  Department, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  1889. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department  in 
presenting  their  report  for  the  term  embraced  between  April 
20th,  1888,  and  February  28th,  1889,  beg  leave  to  transmit 
for  your  attention  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  this  department, 
which  in  detail  covers  the  working  of  the  department,  together 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  are  necessary 
for  the  greater  efficiency  of  the  department. 

From  this  report  we  gather  some  facts  to  which,  perhaps, 
we  should  call  your  special  attention.  The  repairs  to  such 
engine-houses  as  are  now  used  by  the  Rescue  and  Chemical 
Companies;  the  necessity  of  securing  some  suitable  housing 
for  the  apparatus  now  standing  in  the  east  end  of  the  Mar- 
ket; the  purchase  of  additional  hose;  the  sale  of  certain  ap- 
paratus and  the  location  of  one  of  the  hose  reels  north  of  the 
capitol ;  a  more  modern  Hook  and  Ladder  truck,  and  the 
regulating  of  the  system  of  answering  alarms. 

While  we  heartily  endorse  all  recommendations  made  by 
the  Chief,  increasing  the  means  for  preventing  fires  and  ex- 
tinguishing such  as  may  occur  with  as  little  loss  as  possible, 
we  think  it  proper  to  urge  those  we  have  mentioned. 

To  make  our  Fire  Department  best  serve  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  created  it  must  be  njaintained  in  prompt  and 
perfect  working  order.  This  certaiidy  necessitates  suitable 
houses  for  the  keeping  of  the  apparatus,  and  such  repairs  as 
are  mentioned  by  the  Chief  we  earnestly  ask  this  Board  to 
have  n)ade. 
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.  That  some  arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  removal 
of  all  fire  apparatus  from  tlie  east  end  of  the  Market,  cer- 
tainly the  repeated  requests  of  every  Chief  of  this  depart- 
ment for  years  past  deserve  the  consideration  of  your  Board, 
and  further,  because  the  damage  done  to  apparatus  is  greater 
tlian  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  other  accommodations, 
we  request  that  tiiis  recommendation  be  acted  on. 

The  necessity  of  additional  hose  being  reported  to  us  by 
our  Chief,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  ask  that  it  be  j)urchased. 

The  system  of  water-works  now  in  use  makes  the  Victor 
hand-engine  and  one  of  the  chemical  engines  absolutely  use- 
less, and  the  cimibersonae,  unwieldy  Hook  and  I^adder  truck 
is  likewise  almost  useless,  and  we  heartily  join  our  Chief  in 
his  idea  of  selling  these  pieces  of  apparatus,  and  the  location 
of  one  hose  reel  north  of  the  capitol,  and  a  lighter  and  more 
modern  Hook  and  Ladder  truck. 

These,  with  a  proper  system  of  answering  alarms,  so  that 
the  entire  force  may  not  be  brought  out  until  it  is  absolutely 
needed,  as  recommended  by  our  Chief,  will  place  our  Fire 
Department  at  the  front  rank  of  volunteer  departments. 

The  working  force  of  the  department  consists  of  205  men, 
handling  one  steamer,  two  chemical  engines,  one  hand-engine, 
one  Hook  and  Ladder  truck,  one  bucket  and  ladder  truck, 
two  horse  hose  reels,  and  three  hand  hose  reels.  The  esti- 
mated value  of  apparatus  is  $10,800. 

With  the  above  suggestions  and  recommendations,  we  re- 
quest the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  carefully  consider  the  entire 
report  of  the  Chief,  and  thanking  you  for  your  willing  sup- 
port of  this  department  since  its  organization,  we  earnestly 
ask  its  continuance. 

The  thanks  of  this  Committee  are  due  the  Mayor,  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  the  Chief  and  his  entire  force  for  assist- 
ance and  courtesies  extended  us.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CHIEF. 

Office  of  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department, 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  March  1,  1889. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and,  the  Committee  on 

Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  law  I  have  the  honor 
herewith  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, the  same  being  my  first  annual  report.  By  the 
change  in  our  city  ordinances  the  past  fiscal  year  covers  but 
ten  months;  /.  e.,  from  May,  1888,  to  March,  1889. 

My  term  of  office  began  December  22,  1888.  A  complete 
record,  as  far  as  possible,  of  the  operations,  etc.,  of  the  de- 
partment for  the  past  ten  months  is  embodied  in  this  report.

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BUILDINGS. 

The  houses  of  the  departmeut  are  in  the  followiDg  condi- 
tion : 

"Rescue,"  on  Fayetteville  streetj  between  Martin  and  Da- 
vie streets  (owned  by  the  company),  is  greatly  in  need  of  the 
following  repairs:  The  honse  needs  a  thorough  overhauling; 
the  roof  leaks;  it  is  dirty;  it  should  be  whitewashed  and 
painted.     It  is  too  small  for  the  apparatus. 

■^'Phcfnix,"  corner  Davie  and  Salisbury  streets,  is  better 
than  nothing  and  only  that.  It  should  be  given  a  general 
repairing. 

'^HoOK  AND  Ladder,"  on  Wilmington  street,  in  the  east 
end  of  Market,  should  be  removed. 

''Victor,"  same  location,  should  be  removed. 

The  other  houses  are  small,  but  are  well  enough  adapted 
for  the  apparatus. 

FIRE-ALARM    TELEGRAPH. 

The  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  except  that  there  are  two  few 
boxes,  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  its  correctness  can  be 
relied  -upon.  It  has  never  yet  failed  to  give  promptly  and 
correctly  the  proper  alarm'.  The  evils  of  the  past — running 
all  over  town  to  find  the  fire — are  at  an  end.  The  alarm 
saves  the  department  at  least  ten  minutes,  on  an  average,  in 
reaching  fires.  It  has  saved  the  city  since  last  April  (when 
])ut  into  service)  three  times  its  cost.  It  has  been  regularly 
tested  every  day  and  the  slightest  defect  corrected  without  a 
minute's  delay. 

The  boxes,  machinery,  gongs,  etc.,  are  all  in  first-class  con- 
dition. The  telegraph  line  was  poorly  constructed.  The 
poles  are  small,  badly  located  and  were  not  sufficiently  guyed. 
The  only  damage  to  the  telegraph  during  the  year  was  caused 
by  the  heavy  snow-fall  of  February  22d,  1889.  The  line 
was  broken  or  pulled  from  the  poles  in  twenty-two  places. 
This  damage  was  rejuiired  at  once.     The  entire  line  has  been 
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overhauled,  the  shick  pulled  up,  the  poles  guyed,  all  joints 
made  new  and  soldered.  The  system  is  in  perfect  working- 
order.  The  following  alarms  were  sent  in  from  April  27th, 
1888,  to  March  1st,  1889: 

From  Box  No.  23,  four  (one  test). 

From  Box  No.  24,  six  (two  accidental). 

From  Box  No.  25,  one. 

From  Box  No.  31,  one  (accidental). 

From  Box  No.  32,  one. 

From  Box  No.  41,  two. 

Froai  Box  No.  42,  one  (test). 

Total  number  alarms,  sixteen. 

There  have'been  placed  during  the  year: 

One  (1)  tap  hell  at  Mayor  Thompson's. 

One  (1)  tap  bell  at  Chief  Fire  Department's  room. 

One  (1)  tap  bell  at  Chemical  engine-house. 

The  cost  of  keeping  up  the  system  froua  April,  1888,  to 
March,  1889,  including  the  purchase  of  three  tap  bells  ($30), 
has  been  $112.50. 

I  recommend  that  at  least  five  new  boxes  be  put  in  position 
this  year.  A  simple  and  perfectly  reliable  fire-alarm  tele- 
graph is  the  best  and  the  only  safe  way  of  locating  a  fire,  be- 
sides being  minutes  the  quickest.  The  present  location  of 
boxes  is  the  best  that  could  be  arranged  for  the  ten. 

Permit  me  to  suggest  to  your  honorable  Committee  the  ad- 
visability of  investigating  the  establishment  of  an  "Auxiliary 
Fire-alarm,"  to  be  run  in  connection  with  the  regular  Fire- 
alarm  Telegraph.  The  system  is  cheap  and  reliable.  It  op- 
erates through  the  fire-alarm  boxes,  and  would  be  the  cheap- 
est way  of  affording  quick  communication  in  the  event  of  a 
fire. 
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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  department  has  received  during  the  past  year  the  fol- 
lowing apparatus: 

''Rescue,"  one  four-wheel  two-horse  hose  carriage,  with  a 
capacity  of  1,000  feet  of  hose;  one  set  each  of  single  and 
double  drop  harness;  appliances — such  as  trip,  door-springs, 
etc.,  etc. — for  quick  work  in  leaving  engine-house:  also  one 
horse,  with  driver  under  control  of  the  Chief;  and  three  men 
to  sleep  in  engine-house  at  night. 

These  changes  and  improvements  have  added  much  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  company  and  save  valuable  time  in  reaching 
a  fire.  This  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction  and  should  be 
followed  up  by  similar  improvements  for  other  companies. 
Those  who  have  watched,  and  who  take  an  interest  in  the  de- 
partment have  not  failed  to  notice  the  wonderful  change 
which  the  investment  of  a  few  dollars  and  a  more  perfect 
organization  have  brought  about.  Other  improvements  of  the 
same  kind  should  be  made  by  degrees,  and  I  trust  that  your 
honorable  Committee,  whose  eyes  are  always  upon  the  work- 
ing of  the  department  and  who,  like  myself,  rejoice  at  its  suc- 
cesses, will  aid  in  further  increasing  its  eilficiency. 

The  Fire  Department,  as  a  whole,  is  composed  of  men 
attentive  to  duty,  faithful  in  its  discharge,  prompt  in  its  execu- 
tion, and  willing  at  all  times  to  make  any  sacrifice  for  the 
good  of  the  city  and  for  the  preservation  of  life  and  prop- 
erty. These  volunteer  firemen  deserve  at  your  hands  a  just 
recognition  for  their  labors;  they  deserve  to  be  properly 
ecpiipped  with  apparatus;  they  deserve  to  be  remembered  af- 
ter the  fire  is  extinguished  and  not  forgotten  until  their  ser- 
vices are  again  needed. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  abundant  and  at  all  times 
satisfactory.  The  pressure  from  tower  has  been  sufficient  to 
extinguish  the  fires  occurring  during  the  year. 

The  Buildings  and  Meeting  Halls  used  by  the  de- 
partment are  very  much  in  need  of  repairs  and  should  receive 
the  immediate  attention  of  your  Committee. 
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The  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  ha.s  been  a  valuable  aux- 
iliary to  the  department.  More  boxes  should  be  stationed, 
and  I  trust  that  the  Committee  will  see  the  necessity  of  this 
increase. 

The  Record  of  Fires  herewith  shows  fifteen  (15)  alarms 
during  the  fiscal  year  (ten  months),  with  a  loss  of  only  .f323 
on  real  estate,  personal  property,  and  damage  by  water  to  the 
above,  situate  in  the  city  limits,  with  a  loss  of  $500  outside 
of  limits.  Considering  the  amount  of  property  at  risk,  the 
recoi'd  compares  favorably  with  the  best.  Yet  I  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  Committee 
to  the  fact  that  fires  which  occurred  at  night  have  been  small; 
that  those  in  the  day  have  been  discovered  before  getting  un- 
der much  headway,  and  that  the  class  of  buildings  in  which 
the  fires  originated  have  been  small  and,  as  a  rule,  easy  to  get 
at  and  to  extinguish.  I  therefore  state  that  the  department, 
while  it  has  worked  faithfully,  has,  nevertheless,  been  favored 
with  much  of  ''good  luck."  It  is  doubtful  if  the  depart- 
ment would  have  been  able  to  have  so  successfully  extin- 
guished larger  fires,  and  it  is  an  unwise  ])olicy  to  expect  a  con- 
tinuation of  this  "good  luck."  The  dei)artment  is  full  large; 
the  companies  have  sufficient  men  ;  but  the  department  should 
be  supj)lied  with  every  possible  device  and  appliance  to  save 
time. 

recommendations  and  suggestions. 

1st.  That  the  "Rescue"  engine-house  be  enlarged  so  as  to 
permit  the  engine  to  be  located  in  a  position  opposite  a  door, 
and  not  have  it  stored  away  in  one  corner.  That  sufficient 
room,  outside  of  meeting  hall,  be  i)rovided  for  the  men  who 
sleep  there,  and  'that  the  necessary  rejniirs  be  made  to  the 
building. 

2d.  That  the  double  tank  chemical  engine  be  sold  and  the 
horses  used  in  drawing  a  hook  and  ladder  truck.  '  The  rea- 
sons for  this  suggestion  are  contained  in  my  report  of  Jan- 
uary, 1889. 
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3d.  That  the  "  Hook  antl  Ladder"  truck  be  sohl  and  a  new, 
improved  and  modern  trnck  be  bought.  Tlie  reasons  for  this 
suggestion  are  contained  in  my  report  of  January,  1889.  On 
this  point  I  desire  to  be  plain  and  emphatic  so  that  no  mis- 
take can  be  made  in  regard  to  my  position.  The  city  needs 
the  truck;  the  firemen  have  no  ladder  service;  the  protection 
of  life  and  property  demands  it — demands  it  in  simple  justice 
to  your  citizens  and  to  your  volunteer  firemen. 

4th.  That  the  "Victor  "  hand-engine  be  sold.  The  reasons 
for  this  suggestion  are  contained  in  my  report  of  January, 
1889.  I  suggest  that  this  company  be  supplied  with  a  new 
and  light  hose  cart. 

5th.  I  suggest  to  your  honorable  Committee  that  you  con- 
sider the  necessity  for  arranging  for  the  location  of  a  horse 
hose  carriage  at  some  point  north  of  the  Capitol.  The  exten- 
sive interest  in  this  part  of  the  city  should  receive  better  pro- 
tection from  fire.  Every  fire  apparatus  is  located  south  of 
the  Capitol. 

This  statement  of  facts  throws  a  responsibility  on  the  heads 
of  those  (the  Board  of  Aldermen)  who  alone  have  the  power 
to  provide  for  the  protection  of  these  citizens — property 
owners  and  tax-payers — from  the  destruction  of  fire,  which 
will  not  be  patient  and  remain  in  bounds  for  the  tardy  arrival 
of  apjiaratus  from  long  distances,  but  which  must  be  con- 
quered in  its  early  stages. 

6th.  That  at  least  five  hundred  (500)  feet  of  new  hose  be 
purchased.  Much  now  in  use  is  defective  and  unreliable  and 
would  be  condemned,  except  that  it  is  better  than  nothing. 

7th!  That  the  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  be  made  more  efficient, 
as  suggested  above. 

8th.  That  the  apparatus  located  in  the  east  end  of  Market- 
house  be  removed,  thus  permitting  an  eutran'ce  from  both 
ends  and  ventilation  through  the  Market. 

9th.  That  the  ordinance  (Sec.  11,  Chaj).  4)  giving  the  right 
of  way  on  the  streets,  etc.,  to  the  Fire  Department  in  the 
event  of  an  alarm  of  fire  be  strictly  enforced.     Citizens  should 
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keep  out  of  the  streets  and  be  careful,  or  they  are  liable  to  be 
injured. 

10th.  That  so  soon  as  possible  arrangements  be  perfected 
by  which  certain  companies  shall  answer  an  alarm  of  fire 
from  stated  boxes  and  others  called  into  service  as  needed. 
This  arrangement  would  do  away  with  long  runs  by  hand 
hose  companies  when  their  services  are  not  needed.  Such  an 
arrangement  can  be  perfected,  but  to  be  a  success  it  must  be 
perfect. 

1 1th.  That  the  City  (3rdinances  (Sec.  8,  Chap.  3)  be 
amended  so  as  to  require  a  better  means  of  escape  from  fire 
from  certain  classes  of  buildings. 

IN    CONCLUSION. 

The  needs  and  necessities  of  a  fire  department  depend  upon 
the  class  of  buildings,  the  condition  of  the  streets,  the  amount 
of  territory  to  be  covered,  the  quantity  and  power  of  its  water 
sup])ly,  but  never  to  tlie  number  of  fires  happening,  because 
we  can  never  tell  when  there  will  be  absolute  need  for  an  ap- 
plian(;e  or  apparatus  which  necessity  will  demand.  The 
department  needs  such  a])[)liances  and  apparatus  as  can  best 
be  utilized  by  the  condition  of  our  streets,  the  material  used 
in  ijuilding  and  the  construction  of  our  hou.ses,  the  supply  of 
our  water — whether  we  have  or  do  not  have  fires.  It  is  an 
unwise  policy,  a  false  sense  of  economy,  to  postpone  buying 
acknowledged  neces.sary  appliances  and  apparatus  until  a  fire 
illustrates  both  to  life  and  property  and  in  loss  of  time  the 
absolute  need  of  such  things  as  we  have  not. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  and  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  for 
their  substantial  aid  during  the  past  year  and  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  department  for  the  interest  manifested 
and  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  they  have  perfi)rmed 
their  duties  at  all  times.  I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
faithfulness  of  our  firemen.  To  our  ever  watchful  and  well 
disciplined  police  force  does  the  department  owe  much,  and  I 
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thank  them  for  the  valuable  aid  rendered  both  the  department 
and  myself. 

To  the  Mayor  and  other  city  officials  with  whom  I  have 
had  official  dealings  I  desire  to  acknowledge  my  obligations 
for  their  courteous  attention.

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  establishnieut  of  a  good  and  perfect 
system  of  sewerage  has  been  declared  by  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men to  be  a  necessity.  Your  Committee  in  their  last  report, 
April  30,  1888,  called  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  very 
able  and  full  report  of  Mr.  J.  S.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  who  was 
employed  by  the  city  to  make  surv^eys  and  design  a  sewerage 
system  for  the  whole  city.  Your  Committee  further  recom- 
mended in  this  report  that  such  legislation  as  should  be  neces- 
sary be  secured  to  allow  the  people  to  vote  on  the  question  of 
issuing  five  per  cent,  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
the  proposed  sewers.  Such  legislation  was  obtained  and  the 
question  is  to  be  submitted  to  our  people  at  the  next  city 
election,  May  6th,  1889.  We-  take  pleasure  in  saying  that 
the  proposed  system  of  sewerage  and  the  legislation  obtained 
for  that  purpose  meet  with  general  favor  with  our  citizens. 
The  Raleigh  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry  at  their 
last  regular  meeting  gave  the  same  their  hearty  approval,  and 
we  are  assured  that  the  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued  can 
readily  be  sold  at  a  good  premium,  and  inasmuch  as  it  is 
unnecessary  to  levy  an  additional  tax  to  the  already  special  of 
thirty-three  and  one-third  percent,  we  have  no  doubt  but  the 
same  will  be  approved  at  the  ballot-box.  For  a  full  report 
of  Mr.  Ludlow's  plans,  map,  etc.,  see  report  of  city  officers 
for  1888.

Gentlemen: — The  Coraaiittee  on  Parks  of  your  Board, 
in  accordance  with  their  duties,  present  herewitli  their  report 
for  the  term  ending  February  28,  1889. 

The  public  Parks  of  the  city  over  which  our  supervision 
extends  have,  so  far  as  there  has  been  means  provided,  received 
the  most  careful  attention.  The  two  Parks  situate  within  the 
city  limits,  to-wit :  Moore  Square  and  Nash  Square,  have  not 
l)een  Immediately  under  our  control. 

MOORE    SQUARE 

has  been  within  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner 
and  his  force,  and  has  l)een  thoroughly  cared  for.  It  was 
planted  in  clover  and  orchard  grass,  which  both  improved  its 
condition  and  yielded  an  amount  of  provender  for  the  use  of 
the  city's  stock  very  mucli  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  its  pro- 
duction. 

NASH    SQUARE 

for  ten  years  past  has  been  held  under  lease,  originally  made 
to  Mr.  C.  B.  Fairchild,  and  by  him  assigned  to  Messrs.  Lewis 
and  Steinmetz.  The  term  of  this  lease  expires  August  2d  of 
the  present  year.  While  there  has  been  a  decided  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  this  Park  since  the  day  it  was 
leased,  your  Committee  have  no  suggestions  or  recommenda- 
tions to  make  concernino-  its  future  uses. 
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*  PULLEN    PARK, 

a  gift  to  this  city  from  R.  S.  Pnllen,  Esq.,  iu  whose  honor  it 
is  named,  is  approaching  a  condition  when  its  shades,  its 
walks  and  drives  will  prove  a  pleasant  resort  for  large  num- 
bers of  our  people  during  the  heated  days  of  summer. 

When  accepted  by  the  city  the  land  was  in  a  dense  growth 
of  young  trees,  which  have  been  systematically  thinned  out 
and  those  left  standing  properly  trimmed.  The  grounds  have 
been  thoroughly  cleaned,  worked  and  planted.  Walks  and 
drives  have  been  laid  out  and  in  part  substantially  constructed. 

During  our  term  of  office  there  has  been  much  labor  per- 
formed on  Pullen  Park,  by  which  its  condition  is  very  much 
improved. 

WORK    ACCOMPLISHED. 

There  has  been  one  mile  of  drives  graded  and  completed, 
which  includes  the  building  of  two  bridges;  there  has  also 
been  one  mile  more  of  roadway  laid  off  but  not  yet  finished. 

There  have  been  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  (365)  yards  of 
ditching  done  in  a  substantial  manner  and  two  hundred  and 
fifty  (250)  feet  of  ditch  paving  on  the  completed  drives. 

The  entire  Park  has  been  carefully  shrubbed  four  times 
during  the  past  year  and  the  grass  well  trimmed.  Four  acres 
of  land  on  Rocky  Branch  have  been  cleaned  up  and  the  growth 
upon  it  trimmed  and  tiiinned  out.  Thirty-six  (36)  acres  of 
land  have  been  well  broken  up  and  sowed  in  oats.  Ten  acres 
of  grass  have  been  broken  up  and  cleaned  out.  One-half 
acre  has  been  put  into  cultivation  of  shade  trees,  upon  which 
has  been  planted  the  following:  One-half  bushel  of  maple 
seeds,  one-half  gallon  of  magnolia  seeds,  five  pounds  of  pecans, 
two  pounds  of  English  walnuts,  two  pounds  of  almonds,  one 
pound  of  chestnuts.     There  have  also  been  planted  out 

151  Walnut  trees,  110  Magnolia  trees, 

136  Cedar  trees,  136  Evergreen  trees, 

200  Basswood  trees,  100  Hemlock  trees, 

96  Sugar  Maple  trees,  47  Holly  bushes. 
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All  this  work  has  been  accomplished  at  the  very  small  Cost 
to  the  city  of  $469,54,  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that  Mr. 
PuUen  has  always  taken  a  very  great  personal  interest  in  his 
gift  to  the  city  and  has  never  lost  an  opp.ortunity  to  enhance 
its  beauty  by  his  individual  efforts  and  means. 

The  work  done  has  been  of  a  character  calculated  to  in  the 
near  future  open  up  this  Park  to  the  use  and  enjoyment  of 
the  public.  The  main  drive  from  Hillsboro  road  across  the 
railroad  to  Rocky  Branch,  with  its  lateral  and  intersecting 
drive- ways,  has  been  so  far  completed  as  to  admit  of  free 
access  to  our  people  for  a  visit  to  all  parts  of  the  Park. 

We  trust  that  the  anticipations  of  our  people  and  those 
who  come  among  us  as  visitors  may  at  no  distant  day  realize 
all  the  pleasures  which  this  Park  will  aiford,  and  pronounce 
it  one  of  our  greatest  improvements. 

Your  Committee  take  pleasure  in  complimenting  Mr.  W. 
A.  Howell,  who  has  charge  of  the  Park,  for  the  manner  he 
has  performed  his  duty.

The  Trustees  of  the  Rex  Hospital  respeetfiilly  submit  the 
witiiin  statement  of  the  fund  under  their  control,  showing 
receipts,  etc.,  from  March  1st,  1888,  to  March  1st,  1889,  and 
the  securities  of  which  the  fund  consists. 

It  ap{)ears  from  said  statement  that  the  fund  was  increased 
during  the  fiscal  year  from  !$21, 940.17  to  $23,381.13  after 
charging  off  as  worthless  an  old  note  of  C  H.  Thomson  and 
others  for  .^95.  Most  of  the  del)tors  have  i)aid  interest  with 
commendable  regularity,  but  there  is  some  accumulation  of 
interest  due  on  two  or  three  of  the  bonds  and  mortgages, 
which  the  Trustees  will  proceed  to  collect.  The  actual  present 
value  of  the  fund,  with  the  accumidation  of  interest,  is  believed 
to  be  in  excess  of  -^23,381.13,  after  allowing  for  loss  of  the 
three  small  notes  aggregating  $340.48,  which  represent  old 
balances  for  rent. 

As  heretofore  reported  the  securities  are  kept  in  a  box  be 
longing  to  the  corporation  in  the  vault  of  the  Citizens  National 
Bank,  and  are  subject  to  the  inspection   of  your  honorable 
body,  or  any  committee  representing  it,  at  all  times.

ST.  JOHN'S  HOSPITAL. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  18,  1889. 
His  Honor  A.  A.  Thompson,  Mayor: 

Sir: — At  the  reque.st  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Ho.spital 
Committee,  I  make  this  report  of  St.  John's  Hospital  from 
April  1st,  1888,  to  April  1st,  1889. 

There  were  ten  patients  in  the  Hospital  on  April  1st,  1888, 
and  since  then  np  to  April  1st,  1889,  fifty-four  patients  have 
been  admitted,  making  the  number  treated  during  the  year 
sixty-four.  There  have  been  three  deaths,  two  from  consump- 
tion and  one  from  Septicemia. 

Since  December  14th,  1878,  when  the  first  patient  was 
admitted,  there  have  been  three  hundred  and  thirteen  treated  in 
the  Hospital.  Tho.se  admitted  this  year  were:  From  Raleigh, 
twenty-five ;  Wake  county,  seventeen  ;  Alamance  comity,  one  ; 
Beaufort  county,  one;  Carteret  county,  one;  Craven  county, 
one;  Cumberland  county,  two;  Franklin  county,  one;  Gran- 
ville county,  one;  Greene  county,  one;  Kentucky,  1  ;  Lenoir 
county,  one;  Moore  county,  one;  Orange  county,  nine;  Pen- 
der county,  one. 

As  is  well  known  patients  are  admitted  and  treated  without 
regard  to  their  religious  preferences,  but  simply  as  a  matter  of 
record  they  are  questioned  as  to  their  church.      Those  admit- 
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ted  were:  Baptists,  twenty-six  ;  Christians, two;  Ej)isc()palians, 
three;  Methodists,  ten  ;  Presbyterians,  five;  Roman  Catholic, 
one;   no  church,  seven. 

The  Hospital  is  supported  by  the  contributions  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Raleigh,  principally,  and  by  good  friends  from  (jther 
places,  and  appeals  to  the  liberality  of  every  citizen  for  gifts 
for  its  continued  supj^ort. 

By  the  ex-cellent  financiei'ing  of  the  Treasurer  and  the 
liberality  of  the  good  j)eople  who  have  given  to  its  support 
it  has  been  able  to  keep  its  doors  always  open  and  free  from 
debt  since  they  were  first  opened  in  November,  1878.  Funds 
are  always  needed  to  keep  everything  in  motion  and  will  be 
thankfully  received  by  tlie  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  P.  C.  Bryan.  It 
remains  with  the  public  to  say  how  much  longer  it  shall  con- 
tinue in  its  good  work  as  it  has  been  doing.

total,  17.

Surgical  operations — Upon  males,  7 — all  cured;  upon 
females,  4 — 3  cured,  1  benefited;  total,  11. 

Whole  number  cured — JNIales,  13;  females,  5;  total,  18. 

Whole  number  died — Males,  1  ;  females,  0. 

In  connection  with  the  Hospital  there  is  a  Dispensai'y  in 
which  more  than  seventy-five  (75)  persons  have  been  treated, 
consisting  of  men,  women  and  children.  The  medicines  so 
kindly  furnished  by  the  city  have  been  a  great  blessing  to  this 
class  of  human  sufferers,  as  well  as  to  many  of  the  inmates 
of  the  Hospital. 

It  would  indeed  be  a  much  greater  blessing  if  there  was  a 
hospital  or  a  public  dispensary  wiiere  the  dependent  could  get 
some  medical  help  during  the  whole  year.

REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  April  30,  1889. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen: — As  Chairman  e,v  officio  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Raleigh  Township  I  herewith  present  the  reports 
of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  which  show  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  term  ending  March  15th,  1889. 

lu  view  of  the  recent  agitation  of  the  school  question, 
caused  by  the  necessity  for  an  increase  of  taxation  to  properly 
condu('t  the  schools,  the  very  able  report  presented  by  Prof. 
Moses  is  invaluable.  Every  member  of  the  Board  and  every 
citizen  of  Raleigh  should  study  it  carefully. 

If  we  have  schools  at  all  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
make  them  thoroughly  efficient,  and  the  report  of  Prof. 
Moses  fully  explains  the  present  condition  of  the  schools  and 
why  it  has  become  absolutely  essential  to  have  more  money  or 
to  abandon  the  attempt  altogether  of  giving  all  our  children 
a  good  common  school  education  at  the  public  expense,  and 
return  to  the  shiftless  methods  of  the  old  free  school  system.

To  the  School  Commifee: 

Gentlejien: — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  vour  schools 
for  the  year  ending  March  15,  1889: 

Enumeration  frotu  6  to  21 4,548 

Total  number  enrolled  (no  duplicates) — white,  1,133;  colored,  1,401,  2,534 

Average  number  belonging  daily — white,  913;  colored,  905  1,818 

Average  number  attending  daily — white,  777;  colored,  758... 1,585 

Per  cent,  of  enrollment  on  enumeration — white,  57  ;  colored,  54 56 

Per  cent,  of  attendance  on  enumeration — white,  39;  colored,  29 34 

Per  cent,  of  attendance  on  enrollment —  white,  69;  colored,  54 61 

Number  of  days  taught 150 

COMPARATIVE    STATISTICS. 

The  Raleigh  schools  now  have  a  legitiiuate  income  for  all 
purposes,  including  new  buildings  and  grounds,  of  $11,532. 
By  dividing  this  amount  by  2,534,  the  enrollment  for  the 
year,  we  find  the  per  capita  amount  to  be  |4.55.*  For  other 
cities  we  have  calculated  the  per  capita  amount  bv  dividing 
the  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  except  for  new  build- 
ings and  grounds  by  the  number  enrolled.  Using  the  latest 
official  reports,  I  find  that  the  per  capita  expense  based  on 
enrollment  in  Athens,  Ga.,  was  $9.42  ;  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  $9.61 ; 
in  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  $10.25;  in  Sherman,  Texas,  $10.88  ;  in 
Houston,  Texas,  $11.09;  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  $13.06.  The 
per  capita  expen.se  based  on  average  daily  attendance  in  Athens 
was  $13.81;  in  Little  Rock,  $15.19;  in  Sherman,  $16.25; 
in  Houston,  $17.31;  in  Nashville,  $16.44;  in  Raleigh  (cal- 
culation based  on  income  of  $11,532  and  average  daily 
attendance  of  1,535)  it  is  $7.51.  The  local  tax  rate  for  the 
support  of  public  schools  varies  greatly  in  different  localities. 
In  Raleigh  it  is  now  ten  cents  on  $100  of  property,  or  one 
mill  on  the  dollar.  In  Columbia,  S.  C.,  it  is  two  mills;  in 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  two  mills;  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  two  and  three- 
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tenths  mills;  in  Athens,  Ga.,  two  and  <Hie-half  mills;  in 
Sherman,  Texas,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  and  Little  Roek,  Ark., 
it  is  five  mills.  The  State  levy  for  public  schools  in  Arkansas 
is  two  mills.  The  people  are  allowed  to  vote  five  mills  addi- 
tional for  schools.  In  his  last  annual  report  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  says,  "  As  a  rule  we  pay  seven 
tuills  in  addition  to  poll  tax."  In  other  words  we  are  to 
understand  that  in  a  majority  of  the  school  districts  in  the 
State  of  Arkansas  the  special  tax  t)n  property  for  public 
schools  is  Jive  times  the  special  rate  that  exists  to-day  in 
Raleigh  township.  The  reports  from  which  the  above  figui'es 
are  taken  have  been   sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  ATTENDANCE. 

The  enrollment  of  eleven  hundred  and  thirty-three  in  the 
white  schools  is  an  evidence  that  the  public  schools  of  Raleigh 
are  constantly  receiving  a  large  share  of  the  respect  and  con- 
fidence of  the  people,  There  would  be  many  more  white 
children  enrolled,  as  I  have  repeatedly  stated,  if  the  public 
schools  of  Jlaleigh  occupied  as  high  a  position  in  the  esteem 
of  the  people  as  the  public  schools  of  many  other  cities.  The 
greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  is  the  idea  which  still  prevails 
here  to  some  extent  that  a  .public  school  is  a  charitable  insti- 
tution. I  know  that  this  idea  was  once  quite  j)revalent  in 
this  country  among  many  of  the  people,  but.it  is  happily  fast 
fading  from  the  public  mind.  As  a  matter  of  business,  as  an 
investment,  the  experience  of  the  world  has  shown  that  it  is 
a  good  thing  for  a  nation  or  a  community  to  provide  by  pub- 
lic taxation  for  the  education  of  its  youth,  both  rich  and  poor, 
and  this,  if  I  mistake  not,  is  the  only  view  taken  of  the  sub- 
ject wherever  in  Europe  or  in  America,  an  eflScient  system  of 
public  schools  is  found.  When  the  time  comes  (and  it  is  sure 
to  come)  when  men  agree  that  public  schools  are  for  the  good 
of  all  the  people,  no  matter  what  their  wealth  or  social  position 
may  be,  then  we  may  expect  to  see  the  schools  of  Raleigh 
prosper.     The  increased   enrollment  is  gratifying   in   that   it

shows  that  there  is  a  tendency  toward  the  recognition  of  the 

existence  in   their  true  light  and   in   the  possible  efficiency  of 

public  schools. 

The   average   daily    attendance    is   very    poor,    being   only 

sixty-one  per  cent,  of  the  enrollment.     The  attendance  in  the 

white  schools  is  sixty-nine  percent,  of  the  enrollment,  but  that 

is  not  nearly  so  high  as  it  ought  to  be.     The  fact,  just  as  it  is, 

should  be  a  matter  of  serious  concern  to  every  citizen  who  has 

at  heart  the  good  of  the  children    and    the  utmost  efficiency 

possible  in  our  school  system.     Although   I  have  alluded  to 

the  necessity  of  regular  attendance  in  previous  reports  I  must 

refer  to  the  matter  again.     The  first  cause  that  can  be  assigned 

for  the  poor  attendance  is  indifference  on  the  part  of  many 

parents.      To  remedy  this  evil   it  would  be  well,  I   think,  to 

adopt  the  following  resolution  copied   from   the  rules  in  force 

in  another  Southern  city:  "Scholars  absent  four  days  in  four 

successive  weeks  except  for  Providential   cause  shall  forfeit 

their  seats."     I  believe  that  the  good  of  the  schools  demands 

* 
the  enactment  of  the  foregoing  rule,  or  one  similar  to  it,  and 

its  rigid  enforcement  except  in  rooms  operated  on, the  double 

daily  session   plan.     It  costs  as   much   to  teach  a  boy  who  is 

absent  three  days  in   the  week  as  one  who  is  always  in   his 

place.     The  teacher  finds  it  impossible  to  do  satisfactory  work 

with  pupils  who  are  habitually  absent,  and  the  children  who 

do  attend  regularly  are  kept  back  to  some  extent  by  I'eason  of 

the  failure  of  their  class-mates  to  do  their  duty. 

THE    DOUBLE    DAILY    SESSIONS. 

Notwithstanding  a  certain  amount  of  parental  indifference 
a  part  of  the  irregular  attendance  is  attributable  directly  to 
the  wretched  double  daily  session  plan,  the  influence  of  which 
is  necessarily  felt  throughout  the  schools.  At  date  of  the 
closiup;  of  the  schools  this  method  of  training^  the  immortal 
minds  of  the  children  of  Raleigh  was  in  vogue  in  rooms 
wherein  there  had  been  enrolled  ],488  pupils  or  fifty-eight  per 
cent,  of  all  the  pupils  enrolled  in  your  schools  during  the 
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year.  Although  it  is  well  known  in  Raleigh  what  the  double 
daily  session  plan  means  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  call  to 
mind  the  fact  that  the  time  which  the  children  under  this  sys- 
tem can  spend  in  profitable  work  is  very  short  at  best.  The 
pupils  in  the  "  morning  class"  come  at  nine  o'clock  and  are 
dismissed  9A  twelve.  Deducting  time  spent  in  calling  roll, 
recess,  etc.,  they  have  not  two  hours  and  a  half  for  work  and 
instruction.  And  it  is  very  much  worse  with  the  others.  The 
pupils  in  the  "afternoon  class"  come  at  twelve  aud  stay  until 
half-past  two  o'clock.  After  tiie  time  necessary  for  roll-call, 
luncheon,  recess,  etc.,  is  deducted,  these  children  cannot  possi- 
bly get  as  much  as  two  hours'  schooling  daily!  I  have  now 
in  mind  one  little  fellow,  by  no  means  a  dullard,  to  whose  lot 
it  has  fallen  to  attend  the  afternoon  class  for  three  successive 
years!  The  bad  effect  of  such  an  arrangement  upon  the 
attendance  can  easily  be  seen.  Often  a  child  is  detained  at 
home  because  the  mother  feels  that  the  short  time  in  school 
will  not  repay  for  the  trouble  of  getting  the  child  ready  for 
school  and  for  a  long  walk  to  and  fro.  And  who  can  blame 
the  tired  myther?  Is  it  any  wonder  that  in  the  lowest  grade 
of  one  of  our  white  schools  with  an  enrollment  of  over  one 
hundred  and  thirty  the  average  daily  attendance  was  not  one- 
half  of  that  number?  To  prove  that  this  double  daily  session 
plan  is  as  unsatisfactory  to  the  people  as  it  is  to  me,  I  desire 
to  call  your  attention  to  this  fact:  When  teachers  sent  cards 
announcing  their  willingness  to  continue  their  schools  by  sub- 
scription for  the  remainder  of  the  session,  many  parents  whose 
children  were  in  the  first  and  second  grades  desired  to  know 
if  the  teachers  were  to  continue  the  double  sessions.  If  so, 
they  did  not  propose  to  pay  tuition  for  the  daily  instruction 
of  their  children  for  so  short  a  time.  And  they  were  right! 
If  it  is  unwise  for  schools  supported  by  subscription  to  bo 
managed  in  this  way,  it  is  an  unfortunate  arrangement  for  the 
public  schools,  for  surely  a  child  in  a  public  school  should  be 
taught  just  as  well  as  a  child  in  a  private  school.  An  ar- 
rano-ement  unsatisfactorv  to  individuals  should  not  be  fastened 
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permanently  upon  a  community.  The  double  daily  session 
plan  was  in  existence  in  the  public  schools  of  Raleigh  several 
years  before  I  took  charge  of  them,  and  I  have  no  apology  to 
offer  for  continuing  the  system.  In  my  judgment  it  was  the 
very  best  thing  that  my  predecessor  could  have  done  under 
the  circumstances  and  it  was  the  best  thing  for  the  public 
good,  as  I  saw  my  duty,  to  continue  and  extend  a  necessary 
evil,  for  it  is  my  deliberate  conviction  that  the  children  above 
the  second  grade  must  be  taught  well  at  all  hazards,  even  to 
the  exclusion  from  the  schools,  if  it  could  be  done,,  of  all 
children  under  eight.  Under  the  head  of  enrollment  a  promi- 
nent superintendent  of  schools  has  recently  written:  "To 
secure  the  best  results  it  has  been  thought  by  experienced  edu- 
cators that  the  number  of  scholars  assigned  to  a  teacher  should 
not  exceed  forty  for  the  primary,  thirty-five  for  the  interme- 
diate and  thirty  for  the  grammar  grades."  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  these  numbers  can  be  somewhat,  but  not  very 
largely,  increased.  I  have  never  seen  the  day  when  the 
double  daily  session  system  could  be  abolished  without  doing 
still  greater  injury  to  the  older  pupils  who  are  much  more 
capable  of  learning.  The  only  remedy  is  more  school-rooms 
and  more  teachers.  While  I  have  no  hopes  whatever  of  see- 
ing the  system  abolished,  1  hope,  for  the  public  interests,  that 
its  operations  will  be  greatly  curtailed.  The  conviction  seems 
to  be  deepening  that  as  the  public  schools  have  come  to  stay 
they  must  be  made  efficient.  To  have  good  schools  it  is 
necessary  to  have  good  houses,  good  teachers,  and  (what  is 
equally  as  important)  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  to  enable 
us  to  teach  just  as  well  as  we  possibly  can  every  single  child 
that  comes  to  us  to  be  taught.  In  this  connection  I  deem  it 
a  duty  I  owe  the  people  whose  children  I  teach  to  say  a  word 
to  them  in  regard  to  even  a  greater  evil  than  irregular  attend- 
ance, and  that  is  the  withdrawing  of  children  from  school  at 
a  tender  age.  Although  as  a  rule  in  Continental  Europe  the 
children  continue  at  school  until  they  have  at  least  the  ground- 
work of  an  education,   in  this  country  and  in   England  the

majority  of  them  are  witlulrawn  from  school  and  put  to  work 
just  at  the  age  wheu  real  education  should  begin.  In  the 
latter  country  public  men  who  have  at  heart  the  true  interests 
of  their  people  are  crying  out  against  this  practice  and  are 
confessing  that  wherever  the  German  is  coming  in  competition 
with  the  Englishman,  in  India  or  elsewhere,  the  German 
workman  is  far  outstripping  his  rival  on  account  of  the  supe- 
rior methods  of  education  he  has  enjoyed  and  the  longer  time 
lie  has  spent  in  school.  I  have  before  me  as  I  write  the  last 
annual  report  of  tlie  schools  of  Chelsea,  Mass.  The  super- 
intendent enjoys  deservedly  a  high  I'eputation.  I  visited 
schools  under  his  supervision  some  years  ago  and  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that  they  were  in  very  many  respects  the  best 
schools  I  ever  saw.  There  are  thirteen  grades  in  Chelsea  and 
even  text-books  and  stationery  are  furnished  free  to  the  pupils. 
Nevertheless,  I  find  that  more  than  one-half  of  the  children 
are  registered  in  the  first  four  grades  and  that  the  average  age 
of  the  pupils  in  the  fourth  grade  is  ten  years  and  five  months. 
It  is  to  be  inferred,  therefore,  that  the  majority  of  these  chil- 
dren are  withdrawn  from  the  schools  by  the  time  they  have 
attained  the  age  of  eleven.  Is  not  this  state  of  affairs,  which 
is  probably  as  good  in  Chelsea  as  almost  anywhere  else,  alarm- 
ing to  any  man  who  sincerely  desires  to  see  the  people  edu- 
cated ?  No  child  ought,  under  any  circumstances,  to  betaken 
from  school  before  the  age  of  fourteen,  up  to  which  age,  as 
Talraage  has  recently  said,  the  judgment  of  a  human  being 
on  any  question  is  worthless.  When  public  officials  do  nut 
deem  it  wise  to  furnish  proper  education  to  this  point  I  sin- 
cerely trust  that  the  people  will  patronize  liberally  the  pri- 
vate scliools,  not  only  up  to  the  age  indicated,  but  just  as  far 
beyond  it  as  they  can  possibly  go.  No  sacrifice  in  a  family, 
however  poor,  is  so  great  as  the  sacrifice  of  a  dear  child's 
eternal  interests  by  taking  it  from  school  at  ten,  or  eleven,  or 
twelve,  or  thirteen.  We  have  no  right  to  stop  the  schooling 
of  any  of  our  children  at  an  early  age  because  they  do  not 
"take  to  books."     Perhaps  the  fault  is  in  the  teacher  and  the 
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traditional  methods  of  teaching  in  nse.  Many  a  bright  boy 
has  been  accounted  dull  by  both  parents  and  teachers  only 
because  he  was  intellio;:ent  enouoh  to  revolt  at  the  indio-estible 
stuff  oftentimes  served  up  to  him  at  school  and  at  home  in 
the  shape  of  ''  lessons."  I  believe  that  this  has  been  pai'ticu- 
larly  true  of  boys  of  a  scientific  turn  of  mind.  Is  it  not  a 
fact  that  some  of  our  ablest  men  were  dreamy,  listless,  inat- 
tentive children?  I  doubt  if  it  is  possible  to  judge  abso- 
lutely of  the  ability  of  any  child  until  the  age  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  is  reached.  It  follows,  then,  that  the  school  training 
of  no  boy  or  girl  should  cease  before  this  age  is  attained.  I' 
cannot  but  hope  that  there  will  be  at  least  one  n>an  in  Raleigh 
who  will  listen  to  this  appeal  and  act  upon  it. 

OUTLINE    OF    THE    WORK. 

This  is  an  age  of  criticism,  and  schools,  happily  for  the 
children,  do  not  escape.  Unphilosophical  methods  of  teach- 
ing that  long  past  current  have  been  laid  aside  and  every- 
thing, whether  old  or  new,  is  challenged.  I  am  glad  that  this 
is  true.  There  was  a  time  when  the  people  of  almost  any 
town  would  lay  the  flattering  unction  to  their  souls  that  they 
had  the  best  public  or  private  schools  in  the  State,  or  the  best 
in  the  country.  Particularly,  was  this  true  of  New  England 
towns  and  cities,  and  forty  years  ago  Horace  Mann,  with  all 
his  earnestness  and  eloquence,  was  unable  to  convince  the 
Boston  Masters  that  the  best  schools  in  Massachusetts  were 
far  inferior  to  the  schools  of  Germany.  To-day,  however, 
the  spirit  of  self-satisfaction  which  is  closely  akin  to  intellect- 
ual death  is  rapidly  passing  out  of  sight  and  instead  there  is 
growing  up  a  much  more  healthful  spirit  of  inquiry,  a  seek- 
ing for  the  truth  along  with  a  determination  to  apply  it,  when- 
ever it  is  possible,  in  the  education  of  the  children.  Our 
course  of  study  in  Raleigh  is  still  lamentably  inefficient ;  the 
methods  of  teaching  every  branch  are  far  below  what  the  best 
teaching  demands;  and  yet  if  these  things  were  al)solutely 
perfect  I  am  convinced  that,  the  schools  without  manual  train- 
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ing,  for  the  boys  at  least,  would  not  accoinpHsh  by  half  what 
coukl  be  done  for  the  rounded  development  of  the  children. 
Manual  training,  which  is  necessary  alike  for  the  child  of  the 
millionaire  and  the  collier,  can  and  will  come  into  the  schools 
of  this  country  in  time,  with  little  extra  expense,  as  the  regu- 
lar teachers  will  learn  how  tt)  teach  tliis  as  well  as  all  other 
things  that  a  child  ought  to  learn.  Already  in  Sweden  man- 
ual training  is  carried  on  in  about  seven  hundred,  schools  by 
the  regular  teachers.  Ao-ain,  the  addition  of  a  jj-ood  librarv 
in  every  school  would  do  much  toward  increasing  its  effi- 
ciency. I  have  hopes  that  soniething  may  be  done  in  time  in 
both  these  directions  by  private  subscription.  But  as  long  as 
we  must  do  without  these  things,  let  us  confess  that  our 
schools  are  not  nearly  so  useful  as  tliey  could  be  made.  There- 
fore, whatever  good  schools  we  have  are  good,  it  should  be 
understood,  relatively  and  not  absolutely.  A  school  is  not 
j^rimarily  a  placie  wherein  to  teach  people  to  make  a  living, 
but  a  place  wherein  to  develop  all  the  talents  which  an  om- 
niscient God  has  given  His  children.  The  talent  of  the  boy 
who  has  but  one  should  be  cultivated  as  carefully  as  those  of 
his  little  neighbor  to  whom  God  has  given  ten,  Reading, 
geography  and  arithmetic  are  but  means  to  this  great  end. 
Neither  of  these  branches  .is,  or  ought  to  be  considered,  an 
end  in  itself.  Teachers  and  parents  should  constantly  be  ask- 
ing themselves  not  whether  the  children  are  learning  a  great 
deal,  but  whether  their  mental  faculties  are  develoj)ing. 
After  a  thousand  failures  a  boy  succeeds  in  lifting  a  keg  of 
nails  and  we  rejoice.  Why?  Because  he  can  now  make  him- 
self useful  by  carrying  heavy  bundles?  Not  at  all.  We 
rejoice  because  we  now  have  proof  that  his  muscles  are  de- 
veloping; he  is  getting  stronger  by  the  exercise  of  the  pcnvers 
within  him.  Constant  exercise  for  years  will  make  his  arm 
as  strong  as  the  blacksmith's.  It  is  much  more  difficult  to 
measure  intellectual  than  physical  growth.  The  same  boy 
has  been  studying  geography  and  can  rattle  off  the  names  of 
fifty  cities  of  Asia  and  can  tell  all  the  Kings  of  England

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from  the  Norman  Conquest.  "He  knows  so  much  for  a  lit- 
tle fellow,"  and  "is  learning-  so  fast,"  it  may  be  said.  Let  us 
see  what  really  has  been  done.  His  mental  powei's  have  not 
been  developed  by  the  exercise  taken  in  learning  these  things 
as  his  muscular  powers  were  developed  in  repeated  attempts 
to  lift  the  keg.  Verbal  memory  has  been  exercised,  it  is  true, 
but  that  is  all ;  the  higher  and  nobler  faculties  have  not  been 
called  into  play.  The  consequence  is  that  his  astonishing  geo- 
graphical and  historical  feats  are  absolutely  valueless  for  pur- 
poses of  culture.  A  great  many  people  agree  that  they  send  their 
children  to  school  in  order  that  "their  minds  may  be  improved," 
but  too  many  stop  here  and  do  not  inquire  further  as  to  what 
powers  of  the  mind  are  to  be  improved.  The  result  is  that 
recitations  at  school  too  often  consist  in  repeating  words — 
— words  of  the  history  book,  words  of  tlie  grammar  book, 
and  words  of  the  arithmetic  book.  I  believe  that  the  essen- 
tial difference  between  a  good  teacher  and  a  poor  teacher  con- 
sists in  the  fact  that  a  poor  teacher  constantly  exercises  the 
verbal  memory,  which  needs  no  cultivation,  while  a  good 
teacher  will  pay  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  the  judgment 
and  the  imagination,  wdiich  need  cultivation  to  the  fullest 
possible  extent.  It  is  very  much  easier  to  obtain  specious 
results  by  the  meraoriter  plan.  Any  teacher  can  coax  or  force 
a  child  to  say  more  in  a  day  than  she  can  really  teach  in  a 
week.  Therefore,  children  taught  history,  or  geography,  or 
grammar  by  a  poor  teacher  often  appear  to  know  more  than 
those  who  are  taught  rationally  by  good  teachers.  For  this 
reason  teachers  are  sometimes  tempted  to  depart,  for  policy's 
sake,  from  the  true  course.  Any  teacher,  however,  who  would 
in  the  mapping  out  of  his  course  of  study  or  in  his  methods 
of  teaching  voluntarily  depart  a  hair's  breadth  from  what  he 
believed  to  be  best  for  the  children  committed  to  his  care  is 
unworthy  of  his  high  vocation.  It  is  all-imp(jrtant,  I  repeat, 
that  there  should  be  a  clear  understanding  as  to  the  kind  of 
mental  trainiua;  «;iven  in  the  schools  to  the  children.  .  How  a 
thing  is  taught  is  of  infinitely  more  importance  than  what  is 
taught. 
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APvITHMETK'. 


Arithmetic  is  not  taught  in  the  schools  for  the  sake  of 
guarding  the  ciiiklren  against  the  danger  of  being  cheated 
when  they  grow  oUler.  It  is  valuable  for  the  purpose  of  cul- 
tivating the  reason.  Arithmetic  is  a  science,  and  it  should  be 
taught  like  all  the  other  sciences.  There  is  no  doctrine  in 
education  safer  to  follow  than  M.  Corate's — that  the  true 
method  to  be  pursued  in  teaching  any  science  is  the  method 
which  was  pursued  by  the  human  race  in  buihling  up  that 
science.  In  other  words,  that  every  one  should  learn  a  sci- 
ence just  as  the  race  has  learned  it.  Going  back  in  imagina- 
tion to  the  early  history  of  the  world,  it  is  easy  to  believe  that 
the  idea  of  number  was  learned  in  those  rude  times  alone 
from  objects.  The  word  "calculate,"  derived,  as  is  well 
known,  from  the  word  meaning  a  pebble,  is  an  evidence  in 
itself  that  in  the  earlier  history  of  the  race  arithmetical  prol)- 
lems  were  solvetl  by  the  use  of  objects  that  could  be  easily 
haiKlled.  After  objects  naturally  came  pictures  of  objects, 
and  then,  long  after,  in  order  of  time  and  in  the  history  of 
civilization,  came  the  use  of  figures.  Now,  to  begin  the 
teaching  of  any  branch  or  any  rule  of  arithmetic  with  figures 
is  a  violati(Mi  of  the  fundamental  principle  of  true  education. 
On  the  first  day  the  children  enter  school  they  should  be 
taught  arithmetic,  but  by  the  use  of  objects.  Parents  can  be 
of  wonderful  assistance  in  this  work  if  they  will  only  co-op- 
erate with  us  in  our  methods.  They  will  find  it  a  pleasant 
and  a  most  useful  thing  to  teach  theii"  young  children  the  rela- 
tion of  numbers  by  the  use  of  blocks,  apples,  the  prongs  of 
a  fork,  the  petals  of  a  flower,  and  a  score  of  other  things  at 
hand  that  can  be  utilized.  The  objective  teaching  of  arith- 
metic is  just  as  necessary  in  the  sixth  grade  as  it  is  in  the 
first.  There  are  different  departments  of  arithmetic,  so  to 
speak,  and  after  every  operation  is  taught  thoroughly  with 
objects,  then  with  pictures  and  then  with  drawings  these 
thiup-s  can   be  cast  aside  and  fio-ures  substituted.     But  it  is 
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just  as  necessary  to  teach  every  one  of  the  fundamental  rules 
and  all  the  rules  for  fractions  and  denominate  nund)ers  and 
percentage  by  objects  as  to  teach  objectively  the  fact  that  two 
and  three  are  five.  Although  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  ob- 
jectively is  now  quite  common  in  the  lower  grades  I  find  a 
great  tendency  among  teachers  and  parents  to  fly  ofl^'  to  the 
abstract  long  before  the  minds  of  the  children  are  prepared 
for  the  fliglit. 

OB.JECT-TEACHING. 

"Objects  do  very  well  for  little  children,"  it  is  urged, 
"  but  not  for  older  boys  and  girls."  Let  us  look  at  the  ob- 
jection in  the  light  of  reason  and  at  the  same  time  make  a 
practical  illustration.  A  little  child  looks  at  the  wagon  which 
his  older  brother  has  fashioned  out  of  four  spools  and  a  cigar 
box  with  delight  and  learns  more  about  it  from  a  moment's 
inspection  than  he  could  have  understood  after  a  lengthy 
verbal  description.  When  lie  is  sixteen  will  you  refuse  to 
allow  him  the  privilege  of  examining  a  locomotive  because, 
forsooth,  he  is  too  old  to  be  wasting  his  time  learning  by  the 
use  of  objects?  Many  people  have  an  idea  that  learning  by 
the  use  of  objects  is  beneath  the  dignity  of  a  student  and  a 
waste  of  time  and  mental  power.  A  teacher  wholly  given 
over  to  this  doctrine  is  beyond  the  reach  of  arguments  or  en- 
treaties. I  had  as  lief  implore  a  stone  wall  to  follow  me. 
Although  very  many  of  your  teachers  conscientiously  fight 
against  this  spirit  it  is  too  strong  sometimes  for  even  the 
bravest,  and  the  prevalence  of  this  pernicious  idea  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent  among  the  teachers  is  the  weakest  spot  in  our 
educational  system.  Learning  by  authority,  from  books  and 
masters,  took  such  firm  hold  upon  the  world  that  it  has  not 
been  shaken  off  though  men  have  been  attempting  to  do  it 
for  centuries.  So  strongly  has  tradition  fastened  it  upon  us 
that  I  fear  it  will  require  two  more  generations  of  teachers  to 
eradicate  it.  We  think  that  we  are  losing  time  by  a  constant 
appeal  to  things,  and  so  we  tell  the  children,  or  (what  is  worse) 
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let  the  book  tell  them,  that  which  they  ought  to  find  out  for 
themselves  hy  induction.  In  our  efforts  to  save  time  we  lose 
it.  As  a  rule  it  may  be  said  that  the  least  valuable  intellect- 
ual exercise  in  whicli  young  children  can  be  engaged  is  the 
habitual  practice  of  "reciting"  lessons  {previously  "studied" 
in  a  book.  Goino;  throuo;h  school  is  too  often  travelino- 
through  a  Sahara  of  words.  What  we  find  out  for  ourselves 
educates  us  and  not  what  other  j3eoj)le  find  out  for  us.  Chil- 
dren can  learn  about  flowers  by  handling  the  flowers,  looking 
at  them  attentively  by  the  aid  of  a  glass  (that  simply  permits* 
closer  inspection),  and  then  after  they  have  ascertained  a  great 
many  facts  they  can  make  their  own  classifications  and  come 
to  their  own  conclusions.  Or  they  can  learn  from  a  book 
what  men  who  did  all  these  things  found  out.  But  which  is 
the  better  w^ay"?  Again,  which  is  preferable,  the  study  of 
flowers  with  increasing  interest  and  delight  or  the  study  of 
the  letters  in  a  book  wdiicli  tells  about  flowers  until  the  dear 
(!hild's  brain  gets  so  dizzy  that  the  little  black  things  run  to- 
gether? Doubtless  there  are  many  gentlemen  in  Raleigh  who 
studied  in  youth  mineralogy  and  botany  and  entomologv  who 
would  readily  confess  that  they  really  know  very  little  about 
them  now.  And  why?  The  answer  is  not  far  to  seek.  Did 
we  attempt  to  learn  these  sciences  as  the  race  learned  them — 
by  long  and  patient  dealing  with  things?  Did  we  not  rather 
study  words  than  things;  books  instead  of  rocks  and  flowers 
and  insects? 

It  is  not  unlikely  that  our  minds  were  often  directed  more 
toward  tutorial  marks  than  the  causes  of  things.  In  a  very 
imperfect  way  your  teachers  are  doilig  something  in  the  oppo- 
site direction.  Carlyle  bewailed  the  fact  that  he  never  had  a 
teacher  who  knew  enough  of  natural  history  to  make  him 
acquainted  with  the  birds  that  sang  in  the  branches  above 
him  and  the  flowers  that  nodded  to  him  as  he  walked  along 
the  highways.  Doubtless  many  other  men  have  experienced 
the  same  regret.  I  cannot  but  express  the  hope  that  the  lit- 
tle children  of  Raleigh  will  be  permitted  to  enter  far  enough 
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into  the  fairy  land  of  science  to  mai<e  keen  their  observing 
faculties  and  gain  that  which  will  be  a  source  of  pleasure  and 
culture  loup-  after  school  days  are  over.  It  ouo'ht  to  be  said 
that  whatever  is  done  in  this  line  in  no  way  interferes  with 
the  other  branches  of  study  usually  taught  in  the  schools.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  the  very  best  possible  preparation  for  the 
study  of  geography.  In  fact,  some  such  work  is  absolutely 
indispensable  to  the  i)roper  understanding  of  this  nol)le  science, 
whicii  really  embraces  all  the  others. 
• 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Some  progress  was  made  in  the  study  of  physics  as  a  basis 
for  work  in  real  geography.  Without  some  knowledge  of 
heat,  air,  water,  etc.,  which  can  only  be  obtained  experiment- 
ally, the  study  of  geography  is  of  little  value.  The  province 
of  geography  in  the  school  is  the  cultivation  of  the  judgment 
and  the  imagination.  To  tell  why  a  country  is  well  watered 
is  of  far  more  value  than  to  name  every  river  in  it,  describe 
the  course  and  give  the  length  of  each.  The  usefulness  of 
the  study  of  geography  has  been  impaired  by  placing  l)efore 
the  children  flat  maps  with  hideous  patches  of  red  and  yellow 
to  represent  the  States,  and  black  lines  like  leather  shoe- 
strings for  sparkling  water.  Rather  let  us  teach  the  children 
to  see  "in  the  mind's  eye"  Italy  as  she  is,  with  her  lofty 
mountains  and  smiling  valleys,  the  Italy  the  traveler  sees, 
the  Italy  that  Hawth.orne  painted  in  the  ''Marble  Faun,"  and 
not  the  Italy  which  we  see  so  often  in  the  shape  of  a  repul- 
sive-looking boot  drawn  Avith  ink  upon  paper  and  hung  on 
the  school-room  wall.  The  introduction  of  the  moulding 
boards  and  sand  maps  into  the  schools  of  the  country  has 
done  much  good,  because  they  help  to  bring  the  mind  to  a 
contemplation  of  the  earth  as  it  is.  We  have  paid  especial 
attention  to  the  teaching  of  this  wonderful  science  during  the 
past  session,  but  our  methods  are  still  crude  and  unsatisfac- 
tory. However,  the  recognition  of  the  necessity  for  any  im- 
provement is  always  the  first  step  toward  securing  it. 
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HOOKS    AND    READING. 

I  have  alhuled  to  the  value  of  geography,  when  jDroperly 
studied,  for  the  training  of  the  imagination.  The  value  of 
reading  in  this  respect  must  not  be  overlooked.  I  do  not 
propose  to  discuss  methods  employed  in  teaching  reading,  as 
they  were  dwelt  upon  in  a  previous  report.  But  I  think  that 
I  ought  to  say  that  no  child  can  be  educated  who  is  not  given 
l>ooks  to  read  suited  to  its  capacity.  Books  of  travel  and  of 
history  are  admirable  for  cultivating  the  imagination.  Besides 
these,  I  have  great  faith  in  good  novels  as  an  educational  fac- 
tor. Harriet  Martineau,  in  her  charming  book  entitled 
"Household  Education,"  says:  "My  own  opinion  is  that  no 
harm  is  done,  but  much  good,  by  an  early  reading  of  fiction 
of  a  high  order."  There  is  no  gift  to  a  child  comparable  to 
a  good  book  or  a  year's  subscription  to  a  juvenile  magazine. 
In  all  their  reading  and  recitations  we  should  take  great  care 
to  assure  ourselves  that  the  children  see  the  pictures  that  the 
author  saw  and  painted  for  them. 

TEACHERS    AND   TEACHERS'    MEETINGS. 

It  is  universally  admitted  that  no  school  can  be  a  good 
school  without  good  teachers.  It  is  the  principal  duty  of 
school  superintendents,  after  the  very  best  teachers  obtainable 
are  employed,  to  assist  them  in  their  work  and  do  all  he  can 
to  make  them  better  teachers.  Whenever  a  teacher  feels  that 
she  knows  all  that  is  needfid  to  be  known  in  order  to  teach 
small  children  the  sooner  she  leaves  the  profession  the  better 
will  it  be  for  the  profession  and  for  the  children.  I  have 
heard  of  such  teachers,  but  I  do  not  really  tiiink  that  we  have 
any  of  this  description. 

A  study  of  psychology  is  necessary  to  teachers.  As  Spen- 
cer has  pointed  out,  no  one  but  a  piiilosopher  can  be  abso- 
lutely a  good  teacher.  Your  teachers  have  studied  teaching, 
many  of  them  with  care  and  great  interest.  If  teachers 
should  study  the  science  of  teaching  why  should  not  parents 
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who  are  interested  in  the  proper  education  of  their  children? 
The  reading  of  three  small  books  on  ediuational  subjects  bv 
twenty  intelligent  men  and  women  would  litei'ally  work  a 
revolution  in  this  or  any  other  community.  I  will  name  the 
books  in  the  order  in  which  they  should  be  read:  Rousseau's 
''Emile"  (abridged),  Herbert  Spencer's  "Intellectual  Educa- 
tion," Joseph  Payne's  "Lectures. on  Education." 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  in  devotion  to  duty  and  in 
their  desire  to  do  all  they  could  for  these  little  cliildren  your 
teachers  deserve  all  praise.  If  there  has  been  among  them 
any  other  aim  or  ambition  I  have  failed  ^o  find  it.  We  have 
made  very  many  mistakes,  but  they  were  made  with  iiduest 
purposes.  I  have  held  through  most  of  the  term  weekly 
meetings  for  the  teachers.  We  spent  considerable  time  in 
studvino-  Bacon's  "Novum  Org^anum,"  and  received  much 
pleasure  and  he]i>  therefrom. 

I  believe  that  your  teachers  generally  recognize  these  two 
great  principles:  That  teaching  is  not  imparting  instruction — 
a  lesson  difficult  to  learn,  but  a  safeguard,  when  learned, 
against  a  thousand  errors;  and  that  good  teaching  is  always 
earnest  teaching.  Dull,  heavy  people  cannot  teach  young 
children.  While  scholarship  is  indispensable  it  is  only  one  of 
many  requisites.  No  method  is  ever  forced  by  the  Superin- 
tendent upon  the  teachers.  They  are  given  the  fullest  and 
freest  liberty.  Any  other  course,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be 
destructive  of  every  principle  of  true  teaching.  How  can  one 
really  teach  that  in  which  he  does  not  believe?  It  is  impos- 
sible. If  only  teachers  and  superintendents  are  perfectly 
frank  with  each  other  they  need  not  fear  that  they  will  long 
remain  at  variance  on  any  subject.  The  training  class  which 
was  established  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  schools  with 
competent  teachers  as  vacancies  should  occur  met  tw(>  after- 
noons weekly  during  the  greater  part  of  the  session.  This 
class  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  system.  I  wish  that  it  were 
possible  to  enlarge  its  dignity  and  its  usefulness.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  teacher's  term  of  office  is  not  more  perma- 
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nent.  Our  schools  suffer  greatly  from  the  fact  that  there  are 
80  many  changes  every  year  in  our  corps  of  teachers.  Almost 
all  the  l)a(]  results  arising  from  lack  of  perfect  discipline  come 
from  classes  whose  teachers  have  had  little  or  no  experience 
in  such  work.  It  is  unreasonable  to  expect  any  young  man 
or  woman,  however  talented  and  faithful,  to  learn  much  about 
methods  of  teaching  and  management  in  a  shorter  period  than 
one  year.  I  wish  that  it  were  possible  to  fill  all  vacancies 
with  skilled  teachers. 

AIMS    AND    MOTIVE. 

After  all,  the  great  question  of  interest  about  a  school  is 
not  what  method  is  used  in  arithmetic  or  geography,  but  what 
is  the  spirit  of  the  men  and  women  who  teach  and  what  ideas 
do  the  children  catch  from  them  as  to  their  duty  to  them- 
selves and  the  world.  It  is  much  more  important  that  the 
children  should  have  right  views  of  life  than  that  they  should 
know  arithmetic.  That  sort  of  education  which  develops  the 
mind  and  shrivels  the  heart  is  a  beggarly  thing.  Is  it  not 
this  sort  of  education  that  we  put  before  our  children  when 
we  hold  out  to  them  no  higher  reward  for  iiitellectual  labor 
than  the  ability  to  make  money?  Believing,  with  one  of 
England's  most  celebrated  teachers,  that  the  teacher  to  a  very 
great  extent  moulds  the  character  and  shapes  the  destiny  of 
future  generations  of  men  and  women,  we  have  tried  to  im- 
press upon  the  minds  of  the  children  ideas  which  we  believed 
to  be  right  and  would  prove  of  service  to  them.  We  have 
dwelt  upon  the  importance  of  cleanliness,  truthfulness  and 
kindliness,  and  have  insisted  upon  it  that  they  do  their  work 
from  high  motives.  Children  are  l)y  nature  intensely  selfish, 
and  the  higliest  and  noblest  form  of  education,  whether  at 
home  or  at  school,  is  that  which  can  convert  at  least  a  part  of 
that  innate  love  of  self  into  a  regard  for  the  welfare  of  oth- 
ers. I  take  it  to  be  the  crowning  glory  of  any  true  man's 
life  to  know  that  he  has  reared  a  self-sacrificing  child;  for,  in 
the  language  of  the  noble  woman  already  referred  to,  "  I  write 
12 
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for  those  who  have  a  high  purpose  and  a  high  hope  in  rearing 
children."  I  am  not  prepared  to  admit,  either  in  the  liglit  of 
reason  or  history,  that  my  child  or  any  other  man's  child  is 
born  into  this  world  with  a  circumscribed  "sphere  of  life" 
before  it.  Believing  then  in  cultivating  a  spirit  of  unselfish- 
ness, I  cannot  aj)prove  of  school  prizes  nor  any  system  of 
competitive  reports.  To  my  mind  these  things  foster  selfish- 
ness, rivalry  and  jealousy.  We  have  directed  the  attention  of 
the  children  to  the  noble  lesson  Lord  Bacon  taught  long  ago. 
He  said  that  men  should  desire  to  be  wise,  not  for  the  selfish 
purpose  of  pleasing  themselves  or  bettering  their  own  fort- 
unes, but  that  they  might  employ  "the  Divine  gift  of  reason 
to  the  use  and  benefit  of  mankind."  "Knowledge  is  power," 
and  men  should  desire  it  chiefly  that  they  may  have  the  power 
to  do  great  good  in  the  world.  It  naturally  follows  from  this 
that  we  should  have  taught  the  children  that  the  wise  man 
who  does  not  use  his  wisdom  for  the  benefit  of  others  is 
worthy  of  no  honor;  that  the  mere  possession  of  wealth  en- 
titles no  man  to  respect,  and  that  he  who  can  boast  of  noble 
ancestry,  if  he  would  win  special  recognition,  must  use  his 
high  social  position  for  the  good  of  his  fellow-men.  We  have 
taught  them  that  he  who  loves  his  neighbor  as  himself  is  the 
true  nobleman,  however  humble  his  position  may  be,  and  that 
such  an  one  is  deserving  of  far  more  honor  than  the  selfish 
man  who  has  wealth,  or  wisdom,  or  high  birth,  or  all  com- 
bined. The  spirit  of  caste  and  the  spirit  of  the  Pharisee  are 
wrong.  I  rejoice  that  the  public  schools  of  the  land  have 
already  done  much  toward  crushing  them  out. 

PUBLIC    EDUCATION. 

Despite  misunderstandings  and  all  other  obstacles  the  cause 
of  popular  education  has  been  growing  steadily  in  the  minds 
of  men  for  more  than  three  hundred  years.  The  movement 
has  gained  such  headway  in  Germany  and  Scotland  and  France 
and  Italy,  and  even  in  conservative  England,  that  it  is  easy 
for  the  most  casual  student  of  history  to  predict,  without  fear 
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of  successful  contradiction,  that  it  will  in  time  spread  over 
the  earth  wherever  liumanity  dwells  as  the  waters  cover  the 
sea.  I  am  glad  to  note  tliat  a  Jefferson  Club  has  been  estab- 
lished in  Raleigh.  I  hope  that  we  shall  soon  have  in  the 
western  pai't  of  the  city  a  Jefferson  public  school.  The  ex- 
istence of  these  things  in  our  midst  cannot  but  constantly 
remind  us  that  no  cause  lay  so  near  the  heart  of  that  great 
friend  of  the  people  as  an  efficient  system  of  public  schools 
supported  by  local  taxation  on  property.  To  see  such  a  sys- 
tem in  Virginia  was  the  day-dream  of  his  noble  life.  I  feel 
that  I  cannot  more  appropriately  close  this  report  than  with 
the  following  appeal  which  he  made  to  the  Legislature  of 
Virginia  in  iiis  old  age,  long  after  his  retirement  from  the 
Presidency : 

"A  system  of  general  education  whicii  shall  reach  every 
description  of  our  citizens,  from  the  richest  to  the  poorest,  as 
it  was  the  earliest  so  will  it  be  the  latest  of  all  the  public  con- 
cerns in  which  I  shall  permit  myself  to  take  an  interest. 
Give  it  to  us,  then,  in  any  shape,  and  receive  for  the  inesti- 
mable boon  the  thanks  of  the  young  and  the  blessings  of  the 
old  who  are  past  all  other  services  but  prayers  for  the  pros- 
perity of  their  country  and  blessings  to  those  who  promote  it."

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN  OF  FINANCE  COM- . 
MITTEE  ON  ABOVE  ACCOUNT. 

I  have  this  day  examined  the  account  of  L.  O.  Lougee, 
Treasurer,  from  April  13th,  1888,  and  find  the  same  correct, 
showing  a  balance  due  schools  of  twenty-one  dollars  and 
twentv-one  cents  ($21.21).

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen  : — When,  at  the  last  city  election,  you  were 
chosen  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  city  for  the  ensuing  two 
years  the  people  of  Raleigh  paid  you  a  high  compliment,  for 
in  addition  to  the  regular  revenues  derived  from  taxation  the 
issue  of  bonds  anaounting  to  $100,000  for  public  impi'ove- 
ments  was  authorized,  thus  placing  about  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  under  your  supervision  and  control. 

HEALTH. 

The  Board  very  properly  considered  the  preservation  of  the 
health  of  our  people  of  paramount  importance,  and  having 
the  authority  to  issue  §75,000  in  bonds  for  a  sewerage  system, 
ordered  that  the  bonds  be  issued  for  that  purpose.  The  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  J.  L.  Ludlow,  C.  E.,  were  secured,  and  under  his 
supervision  twenty-one  and  a  half  miles  of  pipe  have  been 
laid.  By  thoroughly  advertising  bids  for  pipe  tiie  city  secured 
a  supply  at  remarkably  low  figures,  and  by  a  similar  process 
the  contract  for  construction  of  the  whole  work  was  given  to 
Messrs.  Quinn  &  Smitli,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  at  a  very  low 
price,  being,  in  fact,  less  than  half  the  amount  of  the  highest 
bid  for  the  same  work. 

The  Board  first  intended  to  put  down  only  twenty  miles  of 
pipe,  but  by  careful  and  economical  management  this  was 
increased  to  twenty-one  and  a  half  miles,  and  still  the  work 
was  done  for  less  than  the  amount  provided  for  that  purpose. 

A  Local  Board  of  Health,  consisting  of  the  County  Super- 
intendent of  Health,  Dr.  Jas.  McKee,  and  representatives  of 
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the  Board  of  Aldermen,  has  been  established  and  the  greatest 
care  has  been  exercised' to  prevent  the  spread  of  all  infectious 
or  contagious  diseases. 

A  complete  record  of  all  deaths  and  the  causes  thereof  has 
been  kept,  and  recently  an  eifort  has  been  made  to  secure  from 
the  attending  physician  or  midwife  a  report  of  every  birth. 

The  purity  of  the  water  supply  has  been  maintained,  sani- 
tary regulations  throughout  the  city  carefully  enforced,  and 
every  possible  precaution  used  to  make  Raleigh  the  healthiest 
place  of  its  size  in  the  Uniou. 

STREETS. 

With  the  proceeds  of  $25,000  of  five  percent,  bonds  issued 
for  street  improvements  the  Board,  during  the  past  summer 
and  fall,  paved  Wihiiington  street  from  Martin  to  Morgan; 
Fayetteville  street  from  Martin  to  Davie,  and  all  the  cross 
streets  between  Davie  and  Morgan.  Active  operations  in 
street-paving  will  be  resumed  with  the  opening  of  spring, 
aud  before  the  end  of  the  summer  a  paved  roadway  to  each 
of  the  depots  will  have  been  constructed. 

The  Board  should,  and  no  doubt  will,  pave  a  part  of  the 
block  between  Wilmington  and  Blount,  on  Martin  street,  and 
a  part  of  the  block  on  Wilmington  street  between  Martin 
and  Davie.  When  this  work  has  been  completed  the  business 
streets  of  the  city  will  be  in  first-class  condition. 

As,  no  doubt  you  auticipated,  the  other  streets  throughout 
the  city,  in  consequence  of  the  con.struction  of  the  system  of 
sewerage,  are  not  in  good  shape,  and  with  the  limited  funds 
at  your  command  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  you  to 
make  them  good  immediately.  Hillsboro  street,  over  which 
the  largest  amount  of  travel  reaches  Raleigh,  will  be  macada- 
mized during  the  spring,  and  the  other  principal  outlets  to 
the  country  should  be  similarly  improved  ju,st  as  soon  as 
funds  for  that  purpose  can  be  secured. 
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The  United  States  Government  will  probably  provide  a 
roadway  from  the  National  Cemetery  to  the  city  limits;  if 
possible  this  roadway  should  be  extended  to  the  Capitol. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  report  of  the  City  Clerk  contains  a  full  report  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year,  and  he  has  in  his 
office  a  record  of  all  bonds  issued.  I  invite  your  inspection  of 
his  books  and  his  methods.  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that 
he  is  a  model  book-keeper. 

In  May  last,  when  it  was  decided  to  issue  the  Public  Im- 
provement Bonds,  I  requested  the  City  Attorney  to  prepare  a 
full  statement  of  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  city.  This 
report,  prepared  with  great  care,  I  herewith  submit  as  a  part 
of  my  report.

The  Sinking  Fund  of  the  city  was  originally  created,  by 
the  levy  and  collection  of  a  special  tax  of  one-third  of  one 
per  cent.,  for  the  protection  of  the  Market-house  Bonds,  but 
after  it  had  accumulated  a  sum  much  beyond  the  entire  priu- 
cipal  of  the  debt  the  special  tax  under  the  provisions  ot  chap- 
ter 35,  Acts  of  General  Assembly  of  1885,  ratified  by  a  vote 
of  the  people  on  May  4th,  1885,  was  made  applicable  to  the 
Funded  Debt  and  School  Building  Bonds  and  has  since  been 
levied  and  collected  for  their  protection. 
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The  Sinking  Fnnd  will,  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1889, 
after  the  payment  of  the  July  interest  on  the  entire  city  debt,  be 
as  follows:  f

The  approaching  maturity  of  the  Market-house  Bonds  ren- 
dered it  necessary  either  to  dispose  of  the  six  per  cent,  bonds 
held  in  the  Sinking  Fund  or  to  issue  funding  bonds  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest,  with  which  to  pay  oflF  the  Market-house 
Bonds,  retire  the  bonds  held  in  the  Sinking  Fund  and  to  fund 
the  outstanding  sixes  (reserving,  however,  in  the  Sinking 
Fund  |5,000  as  the  proportion  to  which  the  outstanding  sixes 
are  entitled  from  the  special  taxes  levied  since  1885,  after 
payment  of  the  interest  on  the  several  classes  of  bonds).  The 
latter  course- was  adopted.

To  dispose  of  this,  application  was  made  to  the  General 
Assembly  foi-  authority  to  issue  new  bonds  bearing  interest  at 
Dot  a  greater  rate  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  make 
the  levy  and  collection  of  the  special  tax  prescribed  by  the 
Act  of  1885  (and  ratified  by  a  vote  of  the  people  as  before

stated)  applicable  to  the  new  bonds.  The  act  was  passed 
entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Raleigh  to  issue  bonds 
to  pay  and  fund  its  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest."  (See 
Appendix  "A"). 

The  ordinance  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  directing 
the  issue  of  the  l)onds  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
is  as  set  out  in  Appendix  "  B." 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  ordinance  the  "Consolidated  Debt" 
bonds  are  of  the  denomination  of  $500  each,  run  thirty  years 
and  bear  five  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually  at  the 
Farmers  and  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Baltimore,  Md. 
They  are  handsomely  lithographed  and  printed  in  three  colors 
and  embellished  by  a  vignette  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  after 
whom  the  city  was  named. 

Of  the  bonds  i|50,000  will  be  issued  on  the  1st  day  of  July, 
1889,  of  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  sell  only  $44,000,  and 
the  remainder  only  as  and  when  they  can  be  exchanged  for, 
or  disposed  of  for  the  purchase  of,  the  outstanding  and  unma- 
tured sixes. 

These  Consolidated  Debt  fives  and  the  outstanding  Funded 
Debt  sixes  share  in  the  benefits  of  a  special  tax  of  not  less 
than  17^  cents  on  the  $100  valuation  of  property  and  52 
cents  on  each  poll  which  will  be  annually  levied  and  collected 
and  will  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest 
on  the  bonds  and  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  at  maturity. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENT  AND  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS. 

An  act  was  also  passed  at  the  recent  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  (see  Appendix  "C")  authorizing  the  issue  by  the 
city  of  its  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $25,000  for  street  improve- 
ment and  $75,000  for  sewerage  and  other  public  improve- 
ments. The  provisions  of  this  act  were  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  people  at  an  election  held  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1889, 
at  which  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  voted 
"  Approved" — otdy  eighty-three  votes  being  cast  in  the  neg- 
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ative.  The  ordinance  directing  the  issue  of  the  bonds  in  pur- 
suance of  the  act  and  the  vote  of  the  people  will  be  found  in 
Appendix  "  D."  The  Street  Improvement  Bonds  will  be  of 
the  denomination  of  $1,000  each,  run  thirty  years  and  bear 
five  per  cent,  interest,  payable  January  and  July  at  the  Mer- 
cantile Trust  and  Deposit  Company  of  Baltimore,  Md.  The 
"Public  Improvement  Bonds"  will  be  of  the  den&mi4jatT0n' 
of  $500  each,  run  forty  years  and  bear  five  per  cent,  interest, 
payable  January  and  July  at  the  Mercantile  Trust  and  Deposit 
Company  of  Baltimore,  Md.  Both  classes  of  bonds  will  be 
non-taxable  by  the  city  and  the  coupons  will  be  receivable  in 
payment  of  taxes  and  other  city  dues.  They  will  be  hand- 
somely lithographed  and  printed  in  different  colors.

If  the  outstanding  six  per  cent,  bonds  can  be  funded  before 
their  maturity  in  1897  and  1907,  and  certainly  after  their 
maturity,  the  annual  interest  charge  will  be  less  and  the 
annual  addition  to  tiie  Sinking  Fund  greater  by  one  percent, 
on  181,150,  or  ,$811.50. 

The  above  calculations  do  not  take  into  account  the  fact 
that  the  new  bonds  will  be  sold  at  a  price  above  their  par 
value.  Reckoning  such  at  five  per  cent.,  which,  judging  from 
the  wide-spread  inquiries  and  demands  for  the  bonds,  may  be 
safely  expected,  the  premium  on  the  $44,000  Consolidated 
Debt  Bonds,  and  the  $100,000  Improvement  Bonds  would 
add  to  the  Sinking  Fund  (or  dispen.se  with  the  i.ssue  of  bonds) 
to  the  extent  of  $7,200,  .so  that  the  net  indebtedness  of  the 
city  will  be  only  about  $213,000. 

These  calculations  are  based  on  the  p7'ese7it  assessed  valua- 
tion of  property,  but  as  the  city  is  prospering  and  new  busi- 
ness enterprises  of  various  sorts  are  being  started  and  fostered 
the  taxable  property  will  constantly  increase,  so  that  in  a  few 
years,  and  long  before  the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  the  Sinking 
Fund  will  be  ample  to  protect  the  bonds  at  maturity,  and  the 
special  tax  can  be  gradually  reduced  and  perhaps  withdrawn 
before  the  maturity  of  the  bonds. 

New  debts  can  only  be  contracted  (except  for  necessary 
expen.ses)  by  the  .sanction  of  the  General  As.sembly  of  the 
State  and  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  city.  The  administration  of  the  city  affairs  is  .so  con- 
servative and  cautious  and  the  disinclination  of  the  people  to 
increase  the  municipal  indebtedness  (except  for  visible  and 
permanent  improvements)  is  so  marked  that  there  need  be  no 
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fear  of  any  early  enlargement  of  the  city  Hebt.  The  limit  of 
the  tax  rate  allowed  by  the  charter  has  been  reached,  and  if 
any  necessity  (of  which  there  is  no  present  prospect)  should 
arise  for  any  new  issue  of  bonds  it  would  only  be  made  upon 
the  condition  that  other  subjects  ordinarily  taxed  by  other 
cities,  but  exempt  under  our  charter,  such  as  bonds,  notes, 
mortgages  and  other  credits,  and  incomes,  should  bear  the  bur- 
den of  the  additional  taxes,  so  that  the  security  afforded  by 
the  special  taxes  to  the  holders  of  the  bonds  now  outstanding 
and  those  to  be  issued  in  July  cannot  be  jeopardized. 

The  tax  rate  for  general  pur{)oses  is  one  per  cent,  on  prop- 
erty and  three  dollars  on  each  poll,  and  the  receipts  from  these 
taxes  and  from  licenses,  fines  and  other  ordinary  sources  were 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  1,  1889,  $46,630.67,  which 
were  ample  to  meet  all  the  ordinary  and  some  extraordinary 
expenses  of  the  city  government,  including  extensive  street- 
paving,  establishment  of  fire-alarm  system,  hydrant  rental, 
etc.,  and  leave  a  handsome  balance  in  the  general  treasury. 

The  city  has  no  floating  debt  and  its  warrants  are  promptly 
paid  on  presentation. 

The  following  table,  giving  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
population,  debt,  assessed  valuation,  etc.,  of  several  Southern 
towns  and  cities,  will  serve  to  show  the  excellent  financial 
condition  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  :

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Appendix   "A." 

AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  CITY  OF  RALEIGH  TO  ISSUE 
BONDS  TO  PAY  AND  FUND  ITS  PRESENT  BONDED  IN- 
DEBTEDNESS   AT    A    LOWER    RATE    OF    INTEREST. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off,  taking  up, 
retirinij  and  caneelino;  or  fundino;  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  city  of 
Raleigh  at  or  before  the  maturity  thereof,  the  city  of  Raleigh 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  from  time  to 
time  its  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($125,000)  of  the  denominations  of  one  hundred,  five  hun- 
dred, and  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  such  proportions  as 
may  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said 
city,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  eentum 
per  annum,  with  interest  coupons  attached  payable  half  yearly 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  the 
bonds  to  be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such 
way,  and  the  principal  thereof  payable  or  redeemable  at  such 
place  or  places,  in  such  way.  and  at  such  time  or  times,  not 
exceeding  fifty  years  from  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  That  none  of  the  bonds  authorized  in  the  first  sec- 
tion hereof  shall  be  issued  or  disposed  of,  either  by  sale, 
exchange,  hypothecation  or  otherwise,  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever other  than  the  payment,  taking  up,  retiring  or  cancella- 
tion of  a  corresponding  and  equivalent  amount  of  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  Laws 
of  North  Carolina,  passed  at  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight  and 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  of  chapter 
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eighty  of  the  Laws  of  North  Carolina  passed  at  the  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  and  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  Private  Acts  of  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  session  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eightv-five,  and  any  officer  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  violating 
this  section,  or  aiding  or  abetting  any  person  in  the  violation 
of  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred 
dollars  and  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months,  and  shall 
moreover  be  liable  to  pay  the  city  of  Raleigh  a  sum  equal  to 
the  par  value  of  the  bonds  so  misapplied:  Provided,  however, 
that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may,  as  an  inducement  to  the 
holders  of  the  outstanding  six  per  cent,  bonds  to  surrender 
the  same  in  exchange  for  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act, 
pay  a  premium  on  said  six  per  cent,  bonds  not  exceeding  one 
fourth  of  one  per  cent,  for  every  year  elapsing  between  the 
time  of  such  surrender  and  the  maturity  of  the  bonds,  if  such 
surrender  and  exchange  be  made  as  much  as  six  years  before 
such  maturity. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  chapter 
thirty-five.  Private  Acts  of  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  in  relation  to  the  levy  and  col- 
lection of  a  particular  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
and  the  principal  at  maturity  of  the  bonds  therein  mentioned, 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  bonds  authorized  by  section  one 
hereof. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act 
and  their  coupons  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation  by  the  city 
until  after  they  become  due,  and  the  coupons  on  said  bonds 
shall  be  receivable  in  payment  of  city  taxes  or  other  city  dues 
for  any  fiscal  year  in  which  they  become  due  or  thereafter, 
and  if  the  holder  of  any  of  said  bonds  or  coupons  shall  fail 
to  present  the  same  for  payment  at  the  times  and  places  therein 
mentioned  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  interest  thereon  for  the 
time  thev  have  been  outstanding  after  maturity. 
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Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  aud  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

and  City  Clerk,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Finauce  Com- 
mittee, are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  prepared, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  and  funding  the  })resent  bonded 
indebtedness  of  the  city  at  a  lower  rate  t)f  interest,  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  lithographed  bonds  of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  of 
the  denomination  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  to 
bearer  at  the  Farmers  and  Merchants  National  Bank  of  Bal- 
timore, Md.,  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1919,  with  interest  cou- 
pons attached  calling  for  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  at  the  Farmers  and  Merchants  National 
Bank  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year  until  maturity  of  the  bonds, 
said  bonds  to  be  denominated  and  known  as  the  "Five  per 
cent.  Consolidated  Debt  Bonds,"  and  shall  be  numbered  from 
one  to  two  hundred  and  fifty,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  have 
sixty  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer.  The 
following  shall  be  the  form  of  each  bond  and  coupon  respect- 
ively :

est, the  proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  so  many  of  the  Market- house  Bonds  of  the  city  maturing 
July  1st,  1889,  as  cannot  be  paid  by  the  cash  in  the  hands  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioner,  and  if  any  surplus  remain 
the  same  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city  to  be 
used  in  the  purchase,  for  cancellation,  of  outstanding  six  per 
cent,  bonds  of  the  (;ity  at  a  price  not  greater  than  their  par 
value  and  accrued  interest;  and  whenever  and  as  often  as  so 
many  as  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  present  outstanding  and 
unmatured  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  city  can  be  purchased 
at  par,  or  less,  and  accrued  interest,  or  at  a  premium,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  then  a  sufficient  number  of  said  bonds  pro- 
vided for  in  section  one  hereof  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  be  executed 
and  issued  as  aforesaid  and  disposed  of  at  not  less  than  their 
par  value  and  accrued  interest,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the 
purchase,  for  cancellation,  of  such  outstanding  bonds  at  par, 
or  less,  and  accrued  interest:  .Provided,  that  in  case  the  hold- 
ers of  the  outstanding  unmatured  six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the 
•city  will  surrender  the  same  as  much  as  six  years  before  their 
maturity  in  exchange  for  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  ordi- 
nance they  may  be  paid  or  alloweil  a  premium  of  one-fourth 
of  one  per  cent,  for  ev^ery  year  elapsing  between  the  time  of 
such  surrender  and  the  maturity  of  bonds  so  surrendered; 
and  jit'ovided  further,  that  the  bonds  so  issued  between  the  first 
day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  January  of  any  year  shall 
be  dated  as  of  the  first  day  of  July  of  that  year,  and  those 
issued  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  any  year 
shall  be  dated  as  of  the  first  day  of  January  of  that  year,  and 
all  coupons  stated  to  be  payable  on  that  or  previous  dates  shall 
be  detached   and   destroyed    under   the    surpervision    of   the 
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Finance  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  record  of  snch  cancel- 
lation and  file  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer  shall  each 
keep  in  separate  bound  books  a  correct  record  of  the  number, 
date  of  issue  and  amount  of  each  bond  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  That  none  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  ordi- 
nance to  be  issued  shall  l)e  issued  or  disposed  of  for  any  other 
purpose  than  to  pay,  take  up,  retire  or  cancel  a  corresponding 
and  equivalent  amount  of  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  1868-'69,  or 
of  chapter  80,  Acts  of  1874-75. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  provisions  of  section  12,  chapter  35,  Pri- 
vate Acts  1885,  in  relation  to  the  levy  and  collection  of  a 
particular  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  princi- 
pal at  maturity  of  the  bonds  therein  mentioned  shall  be 
applical)le  to  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  ratified  the  7th  day  of  March,^ 
1889,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Raleigh 
to  issue  bonds  for  public  improvements  and  to  levy  a  special 
tax." 

Sec.  6.  That  upon  the  sale  of  said  one  hundred  bonds, 
directed  to  be  issued  and  sold  by  section  two  hereof,  the  Finance 
Committee  of  this  Board  are  hereby  directed  to  cancel  and 
destroy  the  bonds  of  the  city  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioner and  to  enter  upon  the  bond  record,  where  record  of 
sa'd  bonds  is  kept,  their  certificate  of  such  cancellation. 

Sec.  7.  The  bonds  prepared  as  provided  in  section  one 
hereof  shall,  until  they  are  duly  issued,  be  placed  in  a  pack- 
age sealed  by  the  Mayor,  City  Clerk  and  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  containing  an  indorsement  that  the 
same  is  to  be  opened  only  by  the  said  officers  jointly,  and 
placed  on  deposit  with  the  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking 
Fund,  and  when  and  as  often  as  opened  for  tlie  purpose  of 
issuing  any  of  the  bonds  less  than  the  whole  shall  be  again 
similarly  sealed  and  deposited ^ 
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an  act  to  authorize  the  city  of  raleigh  to  issue 
bonds  for  public  improvements  and  to  levy  a 
special  tax, 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  f)aviiig  and  otherwise 
improving  such  of  the  public  streets  of  the  city  of  Raleigh 
as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  may  determine  to 
improve  the  city  of  Raleigh  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  issue  its  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  of  such  denominations  and  in  such  propor- 
tions as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  deem  advisable,  bearing- 
interest  from  the  date  thereof  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five 
per  centum  per  annum,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  payable 
half  yearly  at  such  times  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable  by  said  Board  of  Aldermen,  said  bonds 
to  be  of  such  form  and  tenor  and  transferable  in  such  way, 
and  the  principal  thereof  payable  or  redeemable  at  such  time 
or  times  not  exceeding  fifty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and 
at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  deter- 
mine. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  system  of 
sewerage  for  the  city  of  Raleigh,  or  of  making  other  public 
improvements  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  or  for  either  or  both  of 
such  purposes,  as  and  when  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may 
determine,  the  city  of  Raleigh  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  its  bonds,  from  time  to  time,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  in  the  aggregate, 
of  such  denominations  and  in  such  proportions  as  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  may  deem  advisable,  bearing  interest  from  the 
date  thereof  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  (5)  per  centum  per 
annum,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  payable  half  yearly  at 
such   times  and  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  deemed 
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advisable  by  said  Board,  said  bonds  to  be  of  such  form  and 
tenor  and  transferable  in  such  way  and  the  principal  thereof 
payable  or  redeemable  at  such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding 
fifty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  at  such  place  or  places 
as  the  Board  of  Aldermen  may  determine. 

Sec.  3.  That  none  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  the  first  and 
second  sections  of  this  act  shall  be  disposed  of  either  by  sale, 
exchange,  hypothecation  or  otherwise  for  a  less  price  than  their 
par  value  ;  nor  shall  said  bonds,  or  their  proceeds,  be  used  for 
any  other  purposes  than  those  declared  in  said  sections  respect- 
ively, and  any  officer  of  the  said  city  of  Raleigh  violating 
or  aiding  or  abetting  any  person  in  the  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  and 
imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months,  and  shall,  moreover,  be 
liable  to  the  said  city  in  a  sum  double  the  amount  lost  to  the 
citv  by  such  violation. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  sections 
one  and  two  hereof,  and  their  coupons,  shall  not  be  subject  to 
taxation  by  the  city  until  after  they  become  due  and  tender  of 
payment  shall  have  been  made,  and  the  coupons  shall  be 
receivable  in  payment  of  city  taxes  or  other  city  dues  for  any 
fiscal  year  in  which  coupons  become  due  or  thereafter,  and  if 
the  holder  of  any  of  said  bonds  or  coupons  shall  fail  to  pre- 
sent the  same  for  payment  at  the  time  or  times,  and  at  the 
place  or  places,  therein  named  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
interest  thereon  for  the  time  they  have  been  outstanding  after 
maturity. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  (1)  For  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  accruing  on  and  the  principal  at  maturity 
of  the  bonds  issued  under  authority  of  section  one  hereof,  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  shall  annually  and  at  the 
time  of  levying  other  city  taxes  levy  and  lay  a  particular  tax 
on  all  persons  and  subjects  of  taxation  on  which  the  said 
Board  of  Aldermen  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized 
to  lay  and  levy  taxes  for  any  purposes  whatsoever,  said  par- 
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ticular  tax  to  be  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  four  cents 
on  the  one  hnndred  dollars  assessed  valuation  on  |)roperty  and 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  twelve  cents  on  each  poll  ; 
and  (2)  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  accruing  on  and  the 
principal  at  maturity  of  the  bonds  issued  under  authority  of 
section  two  of  this  act,  the  said  Board  of  Aldermen  shall 
annually  levy  and  lay  a  particular  tax  on  all  the  persons  and 
subjects  of  taxation  on  which  said  Board  now  are  or  may  here- 
after be  authorized  to  lay  and  levy  taxes  for  any  purposes 
whatsoever,  said  particular  tax  to  be  not  less  than  ten  nor 
more  than  twelve  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  assessed 
valuation  on  property  and  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
thirty-six  cents  on  each  poll.  The  taxes  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times  other 
city  taxes  are  collected  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  kept 
separate  from  each  other  and  from  other  city  taxes,  and  shall 
be  applied  exclusively  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are 
respectively  levied  and  collected.  So  much  of  said  taxes  as 
may  not  be  required  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  as 
it  falls  due,  and  cannot  be  applied  in  the  purchase  or  discharge 
of  the  bonds  for  which  said  taxes  are  respectively  levied  and 
collected,  shall  be  invested  so  as  to  secure  the  payment  at 
maturity  of  the  principal  of  the  said  bonds  for  which  the  said 
taxes  are  respectively  levied  and  collected;  and  to  insure  the 
due  investment  of  the  amounts  collected,  from  year  to  year, 
in  excess  of  that  required  to  pay  the  said  interest,  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person,  to  be  styled 
"  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  City  of  Kaleigh," 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  such  general  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  said  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe, to  make  investments  of  so  much  of  the  taxes  collected 
as  aforesaid  as  shall  be  applicable  as  aforesaid  to  the  payment 
of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  issued  under  section  one  or  sec- 
tion two  hereof,  or  both,  and  to  do  or  perform  all  such  other 
services  in  connection  with  said  bonds  as  said  Board  of  Alder- 
men may  prescribe,  and  such  Commissioner  shall  give  bond 
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and  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  said  Board 
of  Aldermen  may  determine:  Prodded,  however,  that  if  the 
said  bonds  authorized  l)y  section  one  hereof  shall  be  issued 
and  the  special  or  particular  tax  as  provided  for  in  subdivis- 
ion (1)  of  this  section  shall  be  levied  as  provided,  then  by  so 
much  shall  the  special  tax  provided  for  in  section  twelve  of 
chapter  thirty-five.  Private  Acts  of  1885,  be  reduced;  and  if 
the  bonds  authorized  by  section  two  of  this  act  shall  be  issued 
and  the  particular  tax  provided  for  in  subsection  (2)  of  this 
section  shall  be  levied,  then  by  so  much  shall  the  special  tax 
authorized  by  section  twelve  of  said  chapter  thirty-five.  Pri- 
vate Acts  of  1885,  be  reduced  and  lessened;  and  if  both 
classes  of  bonds  as  authorized  by  sections  one  and  two  of  this 
act  shall  be  issued  and  the  special  taxes  authorized  by  subsec- 
tions (1)  and  (2)  of  this  section  are  levied,  then  shall  the  spe- 
cial tax  provided  for  by  said  section  twelve  of  chaptei-  thirty- 
five  of  Private  Acts  of  1885  be  reduced  and  lessened  by  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  taxes  levied  under  authority  of  this 
section,  it  being  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  section  to  pre- 
vent the  levy  and  collection  of  special  taxes  for  all  purposes 
to  a  greater  extent  than  one-third  of  one  per  centum  on  prop- 
erty and  one  dollar  on  each  poll. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  provisions  of  sections  one,  two  and  five 
of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  city  of  Raleigh,  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  city 
on  a  day  to  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  any 
time  after  ten  days  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  act 
and  after  a  public  notice  of  thirty  days  preceding  the  election 
of  the  time  and  places  where  the  election  shall  be  held,  which 
notice  shall  contain  a  copy  of  said  sections  one,  two  and  five 
of  this  act,  or  a  synopsis  of  the  same,  and  shall  be  published 
in  two  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Raleigh. 
Said  election  shall  be  held  and  return  thereof  made  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  exist  in  case  of  elections  for 
Aldermen  of  the  city.  Those  qualified  voters  approving  the 
issue  of  the  bonds  provided  for  in  sections  one  and  two  and 
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the  levy  and  collection  of  the  particular  taxes  provided  for  in 
section  five  of  this  act  shall  deposit  in  a  ballot-box  a  slip 
containing  the  printed  or  written  word  "  Approved,"  and 
those  disapproving  the  same  shall  deposit  a  like  ballot  with 
the  printed  or  written  word  "Disapproved."  If  a  majority 
of  such  voters  shall  vote  "Approved"  it  shall  be  deemed 
and  held  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of 
Raleigh  are  in  favor  of  giving  the  Board  of  Aldermen  author- 
ity to  issue  the  bonds  authorized  by  sections  one  and  two  of 
this  act  and  to  levy  thf-  special  taxes  authorized  in  section 
five  of  this  act,  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  such 
authority.  If  the  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  the 
vote  upon  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  said  sec- 
tions one  and  two  of  this  act  may  be  had  separately,  and  in 
that  case  there  shall  be  two  ballot-boxes,  in  one  of  which  those 
qualified  voters  approving  the  issue  of  the  bonds  provided  for 
in  section  one  and  the  levy  of  the  special  tax  provided  for  by 
subsection  (1)  of  section  five  of  this  act  for  that  issue  of 
bonds  shall  deposit  a  ballot  with  the  printed  or  written  words 
"Street  Improvement  Approved,"  and  those  disapprov- 
ing the  same  shall  deposit  a  like  ballot  with  the  written  or 
printed  words  "Street  I^iprovement  not  Approved," 
and  if  a  majority  of  such  voters  shall  vote  "Street  Improve- 
ment Approved"  then  it  shall  be  deemed  and  held  that  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  are  in 
favor  of  giving  the  Board  of  Aldermen  authority  to  issue  the 
bonds  ])rovided  for  in  section  one  and  to  levy  the  special  tax 
provided  for  in  subsection  (1)  of  section  five  of  this  act,  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  such  authority  ;  l)ut  if  a 
majority  of  them  vote  "Street  Improvement  not  Ap- 
proved" then  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  have  such 
authority.  In  the  other  of  said  ballot-boxes  those  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  approving  the  issue  of  the  bonds 
provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  act  and  the  levy  of  the 
special  tax  provided  for  in  subsection  (2)  of  section  five  shall 
deposit  a  ballot  with  the  printed  or  written   words  "Public 
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Improvement  Approved,"  and  those  disappVoving  the  same 
shall  deposit  a  like  ballot  with  the  words  "Public  Improve- 
ment NOT  Approved,"  and  if  a  majority  of  such  voters  shall 
vote  "Public  Improvement  Approved"  then  it  shall  be 
deemed  and  held  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city  of  Raleigh  are  in  favor  of  giving  authority  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  issue  the  bonds  provided  for  in  section 
two  of  this  act  anri  likewise  to  levy  and  collect  the  special  tax 
provided  ft)r  in  subsection  (2)  of  section  five  of  this  act,  and 
thereupon  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  such  authority; 
but  if  a  majority  shall  vote  "Public  Improve]N[Ent  not 
Approved"  then  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  have  such 
authority :  Provided,  that  if  at  any  election  held  under  this 
section  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  shall  vote  "Disap- 
proved" it  shall  not  prevent  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said 
city  from  oi'dering  another  election  under  this  section  at  any 
time  after  the  lapse  of  four  months  from  the  date  of  such 
election  at  which  the  qualified  voters  may  have  voted  "  Dis- 
approved," and  if  at  such  other  election  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  shall  vote  "Approved"  it  shall  have  the 
same  f  )rce  and  eifect  as  if  no  election  had  been  previously  held. 

Sec.  7.  All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

ordinance  adopted  may  20,  1889,  AUTHORIZING  THE  ISSUE 
OF  STREET  IMPROVEMENT  AND  PUBLIC  IMPROVEMENT 
BONDS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the.  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Raleigh,  N.  C. : 

Section  1.  That  in  pursuance  of  authority  vested  in  the 
city  of  Raleigh  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
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Carolina,  ratified  the  7tli  day  of  March,  1889,  entitled  "An 
act  to  authorize  the  city  of  Raleigh  to  issue  bonds  for  public 
improvements  and  to  levy  a  special  tax,"  and  by  and  with  the 
consent  and  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
the  city  of  Raleigh  as  expressed  at  an  election  held  to  ascer- 
tain the  same  on  the  6th  day  of  May,  1889,  there  shall  be 
issued  bonds  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  to  the  amount  of  $25,000 
as  provided  in  section  one  of  said  act  and  for  the  purposes 
therein  provided,  to  be  denominated  "  Street  Improvement 
Bonds,"  and  also  to  the  amount  of  $75,000,  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  said  act  and  for  the  purposes  therein  provided, 
to  be  denominated  "Public  Improvement  Bonds,"  the  said 
bonds  to  be  issued  and  sold  and  the  same,  or  the  proceeds  of 
their  sale,  used  only  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes 
declared  in  sections  one,  two  and  three  of  said  act  of  Assem- 
bly. 

Sec.  2.  That  in  order  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  accruing  on  and  the  principal  at  maturity  of  said 
bonds  there  shall  be  annually  and  until  the  respective  matu- 
rity of  said  bonds,  or  until  the  Sinking  Fund  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  insure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  principal  at  matu- 
rity, levied  and  collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  other 
city  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  special  or  particular  taxes 
on  all  persons  and  subjecits  of  taxation  on  which  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  levy 
taxes  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  at  the  following  rates,  that 
is  to  say,  (a)  for  the  "Street  Improvement  Bonds"  a  special 
or  particular  tax  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  four  cents 
on  the  $100  valuation  on  property  and  not  less  than  nine  nor 
more  than  twelve  cents  on  each  poll,  and  (6)  for  the  "  Public 
Improvement  Bonds"  a  special  or  particular  tax  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  twelve  cents  on  the  $100  valuation  on 
property  and  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  thirty-six 
cents  on  each  poll,  which  special  or  particular  taxes  when  col- 
lected shall  be  applied  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section 
five  of  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  Mayor  aud  City  Clerk,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Finance  Committee,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  dire(!ted  to  have  prepared  twenty-five  litho- 
graphed Street  Improvement  Bonds  of  the  denomination  of 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  payable  to  bearer  at  the  Mer- 
cautile  Trust  and  Deposit  Company  of  Baltimore,  at  Balti- 
more, Md.,  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1919,  with  interest  cou- 
pons attached  calling  for  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum 
per  annum,  payable  at  the  said  Mercantile  Trust  and  Deposit 
Company  of  Baltimore  semi-annually  on  the  1st  day  of  Jan- 
uary and  July  of  each  year  until  maturity  of  the  bonds,  said 
bonds  to  be  numbered  from  one  to  twenty-five,  both  inclusive, 
and  to  have  each  sixty  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  City 
Treasurer  or  containing  a  lithographed  facsimile  of  his  sig- 
nature. The  following  shall  be  the  form  of  each  bond  and 
coupon  respectively  :

interest  coupons  attached  calling  for  interest  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centwm  per  annum,  payable  at  the  said  Mercantile 
Trust  and  Deposit  Company  of  Baltimore  semi-annually  on 
the  1st  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  succeeding  year 
until  maturity  of  the  bonds,  said  bonds  to  be  numbered  from 
one  to  one  hundred  and  fifty,  both  inclusive,  and  to  have  each 
eighty  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
containing  a  lithographed  facsimile  of  his  signature.

Sec.  5.  When  the  bonds  shall  have  been  prepared  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  three  and  four  hereof  they  shall  be  executed 
on  behalf  of  the  city  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Treasurer  with 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  city  affixed,  attested  by  the  City 
Clerk,  and  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  Finance  Committee  at  the  best  possible  price,  but 
not  for  a  less  price  than  their  par  value  and  accrued  interest, 
the  proceeds  to  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  for  which  they 
are  respectively  issued,  as  set  forth  in  section  one  hereof.

Sec.  7.  The  bonds  when  executed  as  herein  provided  shall 
be  placed  in  a  box  or  package,  securely  sealed  by  the  Mayor, 
City  Clerk  and  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
containing  an  indorsement  signed  by  them  that  the  same  is  to 
be  opened  only  by  the  said  officers  jointly,  and  placed  on 
deposit  with  the  City  Treasurer,  and  when  and  as  often  as 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  any  of  the  bonds  less  than 
the  whole  number  shall  be  again  similarly  sealed  and  depos- 
ited." 

The  sale  of  these  bonds,  in  consequence  of  liberal  adver- 
tising and  the  distribution  of  Mr.  Gray's  statement,  resulted 
very  advantageously  to  the  city. 

The  Finance  Committee  hoped  to  get  1.05  for  bonds  run- 
ning thirty  years  and  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest.  The 
average  price  of  the  $100,000  was  1.05^^q-.  The  bonds 
issued    for    funding   the    city    debt    brought    1.05-^^-^.     The 
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Street  Bonds  were  sold  at  1.07:^-,  the  money  market  at  that 
time  being  very  easy.  The  first  §50,000  Sewer  Bonds  were 
sold  in  October  at  1.05J,  and  the  remaining  $25,000  were  sold 
in  January,  1890,  at  1.03i.  This  low  price,  as  compared 
with  previous  sales,  was  because  of  great  stringency  in  the 
money  markets  of  New  York  City  and  Baltimore.  The 
result  of  the  sale  of  these  bonds  proves  conclusively  that  no 
other  Southern  city  of  equal  size  has  a  credit  equal  to  the  city 
of  Raleigh. 

The  reports  of  the  City  Clerk,  the  C<Mumissioner  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  the  Sewerage  Committee  and  the  Street  Com- 
mittee explain  that  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  these 
bonds  were  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
issued. 

The  increase  of  the  number  of  privilege  licenses,  authorized 
by  the  last  Legislature,  has  created  some  dissatisfaction.  The 
payment  of  all  taxes  is  a  cause  of  general  complaint,  but 
being  a  necessity,  it  simply  remains  your  duty  to  see  that,  as 
far  as  practicable,  taxation  should  rest  on  all  alike.  There 
could  be  no  justice  in  requiring  certain  trades  and  professions 
to  pay  a  privilege  license  while  others,  on  exactly  the  same 
footing,  were  allowed  to  go  free.  The  city  of  Raleigh  has 
never  collected  anything  like  so  much  from  license  taxes  as 
other  cities  in  the  State,  and  I  herewith  submit  for  your  infor- 
mation and  guidance  an  ordinance  now  in  force  in  the  city  of 
Wilmington.  I  would  not  be  understood  as  advocating  a 
similar  ordinance  in  all  respects  for  Raleigh,  but  every  trade, 
profession  or  business,  not  already  taxed  in  some  other  way, 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  license  tax,  and  thus  assist  in 
carrying  the  public  burden  : 
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AN    ORDINANCE 

DEFINING  ANB  PKESCRIBING  THE  KATES  AND  SUBJECTS  OF  TAXATION,  MAN- 
NER OF  COLLECTING  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  MORE  PROMPT  AND  EFFI- 
CIENT   COLLECTION    OF    THE    SAME. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  city  of 
WihningtOH,  N.  V.,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  same,  by  and  with  the  saiu-tion 
and  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Audit  and  Finance  of  the  city  of  Wilminyton, 
iV".  0. :  That  the  follovviug  taxes  shall  be  levied  aud  cullected,  and  are  hereby 
levied  ou  the  real  aud  personal  property,  incomes,  polls  of  males  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  aud  lift}'  years  (except  such  as  are  declared  exempt  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  County  of  New  Hanover),  aud  on  the  bu>iness,  trades, 
professions  aud  occupations  of  persons  in  the  said  city  of  Wilmington,  as 
hereinafter  specified,  coutained  and  described. 


Sec  2.  That  there  shall  be  levied  for  the  year  1889,  on  the  value  of  the  real 
and  personal  property  which  each  tax-payer  shall  owu  ou  the  first  day  of 
June,  listed  or  required  to  be  listed,  in  accordance  with  this  ordinance,  and 
ou  incomes  or  profits  (in  excess  of  fl,OOU)  from  any  source  whatever  other 
than  that  derived  from  property,  business,  trades,  professions  or  occupations 
taxed  received  duriug  the  year  preceding  the  first  day  of  June,  1889;  and  on 
the  value  of  all  investments  in  stocks,  joiut  stock  companies  or  otherwise,  in 
excess  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property,  represented  by 
such  stocks  which  is  hereby  taxed,  aud  on  solvent  credits  and  moneys  on 
hand,  on  the  first  daj^  of  June,  1889,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  two  per  cent.,  to 
be  appropriated  as  follows  : 

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  debts  contracted  prior  to  the  j'ear  18t58 — 
75  cents  on  the  $100  valuation. 

For  the  Sinking  Fund — three  cents  on  the  $100  valuation. 

For  the  payment  of  current  expenses  of  the  city  government,  interest  on 
debts  contracted  since  1868,  and  for  the  debt  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railway  Company  and  the  Wilmington,  Onslow  and  East  Carolina 
Railroad  Company — 1.22-100  dollars  on  the  $100  valuation. 

Sec  3.  There  shall  be  levied  for  the  j'ear  1889  three  dollars  and  sixty -six  cetits 
on  each  poll  to  be  appropriated  for  current  expenses  and  interest  on  new 
debts. 

Sec  4.  All  taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal  property  and  poll  shall  be  due 
and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  September,  1889.  The  Tax-collector,  or  his 
deputy,  shall  atteud  at  his  office  duriug  ihe  months  of  September,  October, 
November,  December  and  January  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  taxes:  Pro- 
vided, Tnat  uothiug  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  collect- 
ing officer  from  levying  and  selling  the  personal  property  (3f  the  delinquent 
tax-payer  after  the  first  day  of  November,  but  he  shall  not  sell  before  that 
day. 

Sec  5.  That  the  Tax-collector  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  November,  1889, 
proceed  to  collect  all  taxes,  as  above  levied,  which  may  then  be  unpaid,  in  the 
same  manner  and  by  the  same  process  as  the  Sheriits  of  the  counties  are  auth- 
orized and  directed  to  do  by  the  Revenue  and  Machinery  Act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State. 
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(1).  If  the  party  charged  have  personal  property  of  a  value  equal  to  the 
tax  charged  against  him  the  Tax-collector  shall  seize  and  sell  the  same  as 
other  property  is  required  to  be  sold  under  execution  ;  and  the  fees  for  such 
levy  and  sale  shall  be  the  same  as  allowed  to  Sheriffs  by  the  laws  of  this  State 
on  other  executions. 

(2).  Before  the  sale  of  real  estate  for  taxes  the  Tax-collector  shall  prepare 
from  the  tax-book  a  list  containing  the  names  of  all  persons  in  arrears  for  any 
taxes,  and  the  amounts  due  by  them  respectively,  to  which  he  shall  make  oath 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Audit  and  Finance,  or  some  other  person 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  that  he  has  been  to  the  dwelling-house,  or 
usual  place  of  abode,  of  each  of  such  tax-payers  and  could  not  there,  or  else- 
where in  the  city,  find  personal  property  wherewith  to  dischartce  the  taxes  due 
by  them  respectively.  The  said  list  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  as  one  of  the  public  records,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  and 
Treasurer.  A  committee  to  consist  of  the  Mayor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Audit  and  Finance  and  the  City  Attorney  shall  carefully  examine  the  same, 
and  ascertain  and  determine  therefrom  what  insolvent  taxes  ought  to  be  cred- 
ited to  the  Tax-collector  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  and  none  other 
such  shall  be  allowed  him  in  such  settlement.  They  shall  certify  the  same  on 
said  list. 

(8).  The  City  Tax-collector  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1890, 
make  out  from  the  tax-book-i  a  list  of  all  delinquent  real  estate,  the  amount 
due  on  each  piece,  and  the  name  of  the  owner,  or  supposed  owner,  and  the 
same  shall  be  certified  to  the  Sheriff  of  New  Hanover  county  by  the  Mayor, 
in  order  that  the  same  shall  be  sold  by  huu  as  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  The  Tax-collector  shall,  on  or  before  the  third  Monday  in  March, 
1S90,  account  for  all  taxes  due  the  city  for  the  past  fiscal  year  as  shown  by 
the  tax-book.  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  whole  amount  appearing  by  the 
tax-book  as  due  for  city  taxes,  and  shall  be  allowed  as  the  only  deduction 
therefrom  such  insolvent  taxes  as  have  been  allowed  as  aforesaid,  the 
uncollectable  poll  taxes  and  the  amount  of  taxes  due  on  property  contained 
in  the  list  certified  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Sheriff  as  aforesaid.  The  remainder, 
after  allowing  said  deductions,  shall  constitute  the  debt  due  by  the  Tax  collec- 
tor upon  the  tax-book  for  the  fiscal  year,  to  be  recovered  upon  his  official 
bond  after  the  said  third  Monday  in  March,  1890,  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Audit  and  Finance  and  the  City  Attorney  to 
require  and  compel  such  settlements  by  the  Tax-collt  ctor  on  or  befftre  the 
third  Monday  in  March,  1890. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  taxes  levied  under  "  Class  I  "  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
computed  and  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose  by  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September,  1889.  All  subjects  of  taxation  provided  for  in 
section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  given  in  to  the  person  apjiointed  to  receive 
the  same,  at  such  place  as  is  fixed  upon  for  the  listing  of  State  and  county 
taxes  during  the  month  of  June,  1889,  and  any  person  wilfully  failing  to  list 
his  taxes  within  the  time  prescribed  shall  be  charged  with  double  the  amount 
of  tax  levied  thereon,  unless  satisfactory  excuse  therefor  be  made  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  on  or  before  their  regular  meetinjj  in  October,  1S89.  All 
persons  liable  for  a  poll  tax,  who  shall  wilfully  fail  to  li-^t  the  same  within  the 
time  prescribed,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty  dollars. 
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Sec.  S.  That  auy  person  liable  or  supposed  to  be  liable  for  a  tax  upon  cred- 
its, property  oriucoaie  as  herein  provided  shall,  when  required  by  the  Tax-col- 
lector, under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  submit  his  book  of  accounts  for  inspection,  and  upon  refusal  or 
failure  to  do  so,  when  required,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty-tive  dollars. 

CLASS    II. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  following  taxes  are  hereby  imposed  on  the  business,  trades, 
professions  and  occupations  hereinafter  designated,  of  residents  of  thi-  city,

And  in  case  of  a  corporation,  firm  or  individual  betriuning  such 
business  the  license  shall  be  issued  upon  the  payment  of  $5,  and  if  upon  the 
sworn  statement,  made  for  the  next  ensuins;  month,  the  amount  so  paid  is 
found  to  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  due  on  the  second  month,  such  excess 
shall  be  credited  upon  the  tax  due  for  the  second  month  ;  or,  if  found  below 
said  amount,  then  the  deficiencies  shall  be  made  good  bj'  such  corporation. 

Sec.  13.  That  any  person  who  shall  carry  on  any  business  whereon  a  license 
tax,  payable  daily  or  weekly,  is  imposed  by  this  ordinance,  without  first  pay- 
ing such  tax,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  -¥25  for  each  offense  ;  and  any  person  who 
shall  carry  on  any  business  whereon  a  license  tax,  payable  monthly,  quarterly 
or  otherwise,  for  the  space  of  ten  days  without  paying  such  tax,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  |oO  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  14.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of  Audit  and  Finance, 
from  imposing  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  see  fit,  such  license  taxes  as 
are  not  specially  herein  defined. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  ordinance  shall  be  printed  for  free  distribution  to  such 
citizens  and  tax-payers  as  may  apply  for  the  same. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  with  any  pro- 
visionjs  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

The  Supreme  Court  iu  a  receut  deei.s'ou  says  that  all  cities 
should  tax  solvent  credits  exactly  as  other  property.  I  here- 
with submit  the  decisinu  in  full  because  it  explains  so  thor- 
oughly the  whole  subject  of  taxation  and  settles  eflFectually 
the  question  that  on  all  alike  should  rest  the  burdens  of  gov- 
ernment : 

''DECISION  OF  SHEPHERD,  JUDGE,  IN  THE  CASE  OF  CLAUDIA 
REDMOND    VS.    TOWN    OF    TARBORO. 

This  is  a  controversy  submitted  without  action  as  allowed 
by  the  statute  (The  Code,  §§567 — 569),  and  the  following  is 
so  much  of  the  case  submitted  as  need  be  reported  : 

1.  That  the  plaintiff,  Claudia  Redmond,  is  a  resident  of  the 
town  of  Tarboro,  and  has  been  for  a  number  of  years. 
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2.  That  in  1888,  at  the  time  required  for  listing  property 
for  taxation  in  said  town,  she  refused  to  give  in  to  the  list- 
taker  of  said  town  forty-three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
twelve  dollars  which  she  owned  in  solvent  credits. 

3.  That  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  Cominissiouers  of  said 
town  the  said  solvent  credits  were  ordered  to  he  placed  by 
the  list-taker  on  the  list,  and  were  ascertained  from  the  county 
list-taker's  list,  and  were  accordingly  returned  by  the  town 
list-taker  on  his  list  for  taxation  in  said  town  against  the  pro- 
test of  the  said  Claudia,  as  was  done  in  other  like  cases  of 
solvent  credits  owned  by  persons  resident  in  said  town. 

4.  That  of  said  solvent  credits  of  plaintiff  so  placed  upon 
the  town  list,  $39,973.97  were  owing  by  parties  resident  out- 
side of  the  town,  and  such  amount  is  secured  on  property  not 
located  within  the  limits  of  said  town;  and  $3,328.03,  or 
thereabout,  were  owing  by  parties  residing  within  and  citizens 
of  said  town,  with  the  excei)tion  of  a  few  dollars  which  she 
cannot  accurately  determiue. 

5.  That  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  at  their  regular 
meeting  in  1888  levied  a  tax  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum, 
or  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  property, 
inchiding  solvent  credits;  in  the  words  of  the  order,  "that  an 
assessment  of  fifty  cents  on  the  one  himdred  dollars  valuation 
be  levied  on  all  property  in  the  town  of  Tarl)()ro  not  exempt 
from  taxation,  both  real  and  personal,  included  all  moneys, 
credits  in  bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  or  otherwise." 

6.  That  the  tax-list  for  said  year  1888-89  was  put  in  the 
hands  of  John  W.  Cotten,  Tax-collector  for  said  town,  who 
made  demand  upon  plaintiff  for  the  sum  of  $216.56,  which 
said  sum  was  for  taxes  on  the  solvent  credits  placed  as  afore- 
said upon  the  list  of  taxables  against  the  protest  of  plaint- 
iff, at  the  rate  levied  aforesaid,  and  the  plaintiff,  under  pro- 
test, paid  the  said  sum  for  said  taxes  on  solvent  credits,  and 
holds,  therefore,  the  receipt  of  the  Tax-collector. 

7.  That  said  plaintiff  has  made  demand  in  writing  on  the 
defendant  Board  for  the  return  of  said  taxes,  and  they  refused 
to  pay  over  to  her  the  same. 
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The  question  presented  to  the  Court  is  whether  the  solvent 
credits  so  listed,  or  any  part  of  them,  are  liable  to  the  levy  so 
made  by  the  town  of  Tarboro. 

The  Court  gave  judgment  as  follows: 

"  It  is  considered  and  adjudged  that  the  solvent  credits  listed 
by  the  plaintiff'  are  liable  to  the  levy  as  made  by  the  town  of 
Tarboro.  It  is  further  adjudged  that  the  plaintiff  pay  the 
costs  of  this  proceeding,"  and  the  plaintiff  having  excepted, 
appealed  to  this  Court.

Shepherd,  J.  The  very  important  question  presented  by 
this  appeal  is  whether  the  town  of  Tarboro  has  the  power  to 
levy  a  tax  upon  the  solvent  credits  of  its  citizens. 

It  is  necessary  to  an  intelligent  discussion  of  the  question 
that  we  should  review  the  several  decisions  of  this  Court  in 
reference  to  municipal  taxation  and  extract  from  the  conflict 
of  authority  and  confusion  in  which  the  subject  is  involved 
the  true  principles  governing  such  taxation.  Section  9,  Art.  7, 
of  the  Constitution  provides  that  all  taxes  levied  by  any 
county,  city,  town  or  township  shall  be  uniform  and  ad  valo- 
rem upon  all  property  in  the  same,  except  property  exempted 
by  this  Constitution. 

Does  this  provision  simply  apply  the  rule  of  uniformity 
and  equality  to  the  particular  subjects  which  may  be  selected 
by  the  Legislature  for  taxation,  or  does  it  command  that  all 
property  of  whatsoever  description  shall  be  taxed,  and  taxed 
according  to  the  said  principles?  If  the  latter  he  the  correct 
view,  and  "  moneys,  credits,  investments,"  etc.,  are  embraced 
in  the  said  section,  it  necessarily  follows  that  all  general  laws 
and   the  special    provisions   of  the  charters   of   the   various 
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municipalities  which  conflict  with  the  said  provision  of  the 
Constitution  are  void,  and  that  the  refinements  of  construction 
which  are  sought  to  be  applied  to  their  particular  phraseology 
l)ecome  wholly  impertinent  to  the  present  discussion. 

1.  We  will  first  inquire,  then,  whether  the  said  provision 
of  the  Constitution  commands  that  all  jyroperty  shall  be  taxed. 

"Taxes  are  defined  to  be  burdens  or  charges  imposed  by 
the  legislative  power  of  a  State  upon  persons  or  property,  to 
raise  money  for  public  purposes"  (Blackwell  on  Tax  Titles), 
and  the  power  to  levy  them  is  one  of  the  essential  attributes 
of  sovereignty,  and  is  inherent  in  and  necessary  to  the  exist- 
ence of  every  goverment.  Kuowlton  i^s.  Supervisors  of  Rock 
County,  9  Wis.,  418  ;  McCullock  vs.  Maryland,  4  Wheat.,  316. 

In  the  absence  of  constitutional  limitations  there  is,  it  is 
said,  no  restraint  whatever  u[)on  the  Legislature,  and  it  may 
discriminate  in  favor  of  or  against  a  particular  class  of  per- 
sons or  property  and  pass  laws  in  violation  of  every  principle 
of  just  government  by  an  unequal  distribution  of  the  public 
burdens.  The  check  upon  such  an  abuse  of  power  is  in  the 
influence  of  the  constituents  over  their  representatives;  and 
the  weight  of  authority  is  that  the  courts  have  no  right  to 
interfere  with  this  exercise  of  the  legislative  will. 

Thus  it  is  seen  that  a  wide  field  is  open  for  a  war  between 
different  classes  of  property,  in  that  one  class  may  be  taxed  to 
the  exclusion  or  to  the  prejudice  of  another,  and  that  under 
the  forms  of  a  free  government  an  excited  partisan  legislative 
majority  may  commit  wrongs  against  the  rights  of  property 
as  flagrant  and  oppressive  as  those  which  have  disgraced  the 
reigns  of  the  most  despotic  rulers. 

But  it  is  said  that  the  General  Assembly  will  be  influenced 
by  proper  motives  and  will  levy  taxes  upon  a  just  basis. 
Experience  in  many  of  the  States  has  shown  that  the  princi- 
ples of  taxation  should  not  be  left  to  the  uncertainty  or 
caprice  of  successive  Legislatures,  but  that  they  sliould  be 
fixed  and  immutable  and  embodied  in  the  fundamental  law, 
under  whose  broad  shield  all  property,  of  whatsoever  species^ 
may  be  equally  protected. 
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This,  we  think,  was  the  purpose  of  the  framers  of  onr  Con- 
stitution in  inserting  therein  the  section  i^eferred  to,  as  well  as 
Section  3,  Art.  5,  relating  to  State  taxation. 

No  one  who  reads  these  and  other  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution will  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  earnest  effort  there 
made  to  engraft  upon  our  organic  law  the  great  principle  of 
equality  in  taxation. 

"  The  subjects  of  every  State  ought  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  government  as  nearly  as  possible  in  proportion 
to  their  respective  abilities;  that  is,  in  proportion  to  the 
revenue  which  they  respectively  enjoy  under  the  protection 
of  the  State,  The  expense  of  government  to  the  individuals 
of  a  great  nation  is  like  the  expense  of  management  to  the 
joint  tenants  of  a  great  estate,  who  are  all  obliged  to  con- 
tribute in  proportion  to  their  respective  interests  in  the  estate. 
In  the  observation  or  neglect  of  this  maxim  consists  what  is 
called  equality  or  inequality  of  taxation."  Such  are  the 
words  of  the  author  of  "The  Wealth  of  Nations,"  quoted 
with  approval  by  Judge  Cooley,  and  we  think  that  they  well 
illustrate  the  true  spirit  and  purpose  of  our  constitutional 
provisions  upon  the  subject. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  Section  9,  Art.  7,  was  not 
intended  to  apply  the  rules  of  uniformity  and  equality  to 
the  subjects  which  the  Legislature  might  alone  select  for 
taxation,  but  that  it  requires  that  all  property  shall  be  taxed, 
and  taxed  in  accordance  with  the  said  rules.  A  contrary 
view  was  taken  by  the  Court,  soon  after  the  adoption  of  the 
Constitution,  in  the  case  of  Pullen  vs.  Commissioners  of  Ral- 
eigh, 68  N.  C,  451. 

The  charter  enumerates  eight  subjects  of  taxation,  "  begin- 
ning with  real  estate  situate  in  the  city  and  ending  with 
encroachments  on  the  streets  by  porches,"  etc.;  but  it  did  not 
include  moneys,  credits,  etc.  The  Court  affirmed  the  opinion 
of  the  Superior  Court  Judge  that  the  Constitution  was 
"intended  to  declare  simply  the  manner  in  which  municipal 
corporations  should  levy  taxes,  to-wit:  that  they  should   be 
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uniform  aud  ad  valorem,  aud  not  to  declare  the  subjects  to  be 
taxed  by  them."  The  decisions  in  which  this  case  has  been 
cited  (such  as  Winston  vs.  Taylor,  99  N.  C,  210;  State  vs. 
Beam,  91  N.  C,  550;  Latta  vs.  Williams,  87  N.  C,  126,  and 
perhaps  others)  have  reference  only  to  the  taxing  of  trades, 
professions  and  the  like,  and  these  not  being  property,  are 
correctly  placed  within  the  principle  declared  therein.  Under 
the  construction  of  the  Constitution,  as  declared  in  Pullen's 
case,  it  would  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature  to 
unequally  distribute  the  burden  necessarily  incident  to  gov- 
ernment, and  the  worst  species  of  class  legislation  would  be 
tolerated.  "  It  would  (says  Dixon,  C.  J.,  in  Knowlton  vs. 
Supervisors,  9  Wis.,  422)  make  the  Constitution  operative 
only  to  the  extent  of  prohibiting  the  Legislature  from  dis- 
criminating in  favor  of  particular  individuals,  and  would 
reduce  the  people,  while  considering  so  grave  and  important 
a  proposition,  to  the  ridiculous  attitude  of  saying  to  the  Leg- 
islature, 'You  shall  not  discriminate  between  single  indi- 
viduals or  corporations,  but  you  may  divide  the  citizens  up 
into  diiferent  classes  as  *  *  *  the  owners  of  different 
species  or  description  of  property  and  legislate  for  one  class 
and  against  another  as  much  as  you  please,  provided  you 
serve  all  of  the  favored  or  unfavored  classes  alike,'  thus 
aifording  a  direct  and  solemn  constitutional  sanction  to  a  sys- 
tem of  taxation  so  manifestly  and  grossly  unjust  that  it  will 
not  find  an  apologist  anywhere,  at  least  outside  of  those  who 
are  the  recipients  of  its  favors." 

Such  a  construction,  in  our  opinion,  not  only  offends  the 
true  spirit  of  the  Constitution,  but  has  been  distinctly  aud 
solemnly  repudiated  by  the  uniform  decisions  of  this  Court 
in  subsequent  cases.  These  cases  decide  that  when  the  taxing 
power  is  exercised  for  a  public  purpose  the  Constitution,  and 
not  the  Legislature,  declares  what  property  shall  be  taxed,  and 
that  it  requires  that  all  shall  be  taxed  and  by  a  uniform  rule 
and  ad  valorem.  This  construction  is  conceded  as  to  State  and 
county  taxation,  under  Section  3,  Art.  5,  and  we  are  unable 
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to  conceive  why  the  8ame  rule  should  uot  apply  to  Section  9, 
Art.  7,  as  the  language  of  the  latter  is  even  more  imperative 
than  that  of  the  former.  In  Cobb  vs.  Elizabeth  City,  75  N. 
C,  1,  Rodman,  J.,  after  quoting  Section  9,  Art.  7,  says:  "All 
taxes,  therefore,  must  be  levied  as  well  on  personal  as  on  real 
property,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  provision  in  the  char- 
ter:' 

In  Kyle  vs.  Commissioners  of  Fayetteville,  75  N.  C,  445, 
it  was  decided  "that  shares  of  stock  in  a  National  Bank  are 
proper  subjects  of  State,  county  and  municipal  taxation."  The 
Court  said  (Byuum,  J.,  delivering  the  opinion)  that,  "in  our 
view  it  was  unnecessary  for  the  revenue  act  or  the  charter  of 
the  town  of  Fayetteville  to  tax  specifically  tiie  National  Bank 
shares  of  either  residents  or  non-residents  *  *  *  *  ^l^g 
Constitution  seizes  them  and  extracts  from  them  their  propor- 
tional share  of  the  public  burdens.  Neither  the  Legislature 
nor  the  town  corporation  can  exempt  them  from  taxation  with- 
out doing  violence  to  the  Constitution.  *  *  *  It  is  the 
provision  and  purpose  of  the  Constitution  that  thereafter  there 
should  be  no  discrimination  in  taxation  in  favor  of  any  class, 
person  or  interest,  but  that  everything  possessing  value  as 
property  and  the  subject  of  ownership  shall  be  taxed  equally 
and  by  a  uniform  rule.  In  this  respect  the  present  Constitu- 
tion shows  no  favors  and  allows  no  discretion.  If,  then,  the 
town  of  Fayetteville  has  the  power  to  tax,  the  Constitution 
steps  forward  and  commands  that  all  property  shall  be  taxed 
and  by  a  uniform  rule."  To  the  same  effect  are  Young  vs. 
Henderson,  76  N.  C,  420;  London  vs.  Wilmington,  78  N. 
C,  109,  and  Puitt  vs.  Commissioners,  94  N.  C,  709.  The 
language  of  the  Court  in  these  decisions  can  admit  of  no  ques- 
tion, and  if  anything  further  were  needed  to  sustain  the  prin- 
ciples there  laid  down  we  have  the  high  authority  of  the  late 
distinguished  Chief  Justice,  in  Vaughau  vs.  Murfreesboro,  96 
N.  C,  317,  who  says  that  the  Constitution,  Art.  7,  Section  9, 
^'■commands  that  all  taxes  levied  in  any  city,  town  or  town- 
ship shall  be  uniform  and  ad  valorem  upon  all  property  in 
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the  same,  except  property  exempt  by  this  Coustitutioii ;  by 
force  of  which,  notwithstanding  the  omission  in  the  charter, 
personal  as  well  as  real  property  must  be  assessed  and  sub- 
jected to  the  same  pul)lic  burden."  This  overwhelming  weight 
of  authority,  so  cousonant  with  the  principles  of  equality  in 
taxation  everywhere  pervailing  the  fundamental  law,  couclu- 
■  sively  establishes  the  proposition  that  whenever  the  taxing 
power  is  exercised  for  a  public  purpose  all  property  shall  be 
taxed,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  provisions  in  the  general 
law  or  the  charter. 

2.  It  only  remains,  therefore,  for  us  to  consider  whether 
the  word  "property"  in  said  Section  9,  Art.  7,  includes 
moneys,  credits,  investments  and  other  choses  in  action. 

Considering  the  essential  justice  of  the  principles  we  have 
mentioned,  and  which  are  so  plainly  recognized  in  the  several 
provisions  of  our  Constitution,  the  mind  naturally  rejects  in 
their  interpretation  any  narrow  or  strained  rules  of  construc- 
tion which  may  be  relied  upon  to  defeat  their  beneficent  pur- 
pose. These  provisions  should  be  construed  in  the  light  of 
their  general  spirit  and  intention,  and  thus  full  effect  be  given 
to  the  will  of  the  people  as  expressed  in  their  fundamental 
law.  Clear  and  convincing  indeed,  then,  must  be  the  reason- 
ing which  gives  a  restricted  meaning  to  the  word  "property" 
when  used  in  reference  to  municipal  taxation;  while  as  to  all 
other  taxation  it  is  to  be  taken  in  its  natural  and  general  sense. 
Upon  what  principle  can  it  be  contended  that  one  who  has  no 
tangible  property,  but  who  owns  a  hundred  thousand  dollars 
in  solvent  credits,  may  enjoy  all  of  the  conveniences,  safeguards 
and  other  benefits  of  town  life,  and  contributes  nothing  what- 
ever in  the  payment  of  the  common  e.ipenses?  Yet  such 
will  be  the  effect  if  the  restricted  interpretation  contended  for 
is  to  prevail.  It  is  clear  that  all  who  enjoy  these  privileges 
should  pay  their  part  of  the  expenses.  For  instance,  the  evi- 
dences of  these  very  solvent  credits  receive  greater  protection 
by  the  police  of  a  town,  and  yet  the  police  are  to  be  paid  only 
by  those  who  own  tangible  property.     No  good  reason  can  be 
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assigned  in  support  of  such  au  unjust  discrimination,  while 
every  principle  of  justice  and  common  fairness  sternly  forbids 
it.  In  support  of  this  restricted  interpretation  of  the  word 
"property"  the  plaintiff  relies  upon  the  case  of  Vaughau  vs. 
Murfreesboro,  supra.  The  charter  provided  that  the  tax  should 
be  levied  "upon  all  persons  and  property  within  the  town 
subject  to  taxation  for  county  purposes  under  the  general  laws 
of  t_he  State."  Under  Sections  3  and  6,  Avi.  5,  of  the  Con- 
stitution there  can  be  no  question  but  that  choses  in  action 
were  taxable  for  county  purposes,  but  it  was  held  that  under 
the  charter  they  were  not  included.  It  is  not  easy  to  under- 
stand how  the  language  of  the  charter  was  material  to  the 
decision  of  the  case,  as  the  opinion,  as  we  have  seen,  fully 
committed  the  Court  to  the  principle  that  the  Constitution  and 
not  the  charter  determines  what  propeity  shall  be  taxed.  While 
the  opinion  lays  much  stress  upon  the  "localizing"  words 
("within  the  town")  which  are  used  in  the  charter,  it  seems 
to  approve  of  the  following  dictum  in  Pullen  vs.  Raleigh, 
supra:  "In  regard  to  that  word  (property),  by-the-bye,  we 
see  that  the  Constitution  does  not  make  it  include  money, 
credits,  investments  in  bonds,"  etc.  These  words  are  spoken 
of  in  Vaughan's  case  as  an  "adjudication,"  when  from  an 
examination  of  the  opinion  it  will  appear  that  the  decision 
rested  entirely  on  the  ground  that  the  ol)jects  to  be  taxed 
de])ended  "  upon  the  charter,"  and  the  charter  having  enumer- 
ated eight  specific  subjects,  in  none  of  which  were  embraced 
"debts  and  securities  for  money,"  the  latter  were  excluded. 

So  far  from  adjudicating  the  meaning  of  the  word  the 
learned  Chief  Justice  is  carefid  to  say  that  "the  word  'prop- 
erty,' about  which  so  much  was  said  on  the  argument,  is  not 
embraced  in  that  enumeration  of  the  subjects  of  taxation." 
The  dictum  is  founded  solely  upon  the  supposed  distinction 
made  in  the  use  of  the  words  "real  and  personal  j)roperty," 
in  Section  3,  Art.  5,  which  words  it  is  said  are  "used  in  a 
sense  to  exclude  such  credits  and  investments."  The  section 
is  as  follows:  "Laws  shall   be  passed,  taxing   by  a  uiiif)rm

rule  all  moneys,  credits,  iiivestiueuts  in  bonds,  stocks,  joint 
stock  companies  or  otherwise;  and  also  all  real  and  personal 
property  according:  to  its  true  value  in  money."  The  sugges- 
tion is  (for  after  all  it  is  but  a  suggestion)  that  by  the  verbal 
arrangement  of  this  section  the  words  "  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty" are  so  restricted  in  their  meaning  as  to  exclude  moneys, 
credits,  etc.,  and  that  this  limited  sense  is  to  be  attached  to 
the  word   "property"  as  used  in  Section  7,  Art.  9. 

It  therefore  becomes  material  that  we  should  examine  Sec- 
tion 3,  Art.  5,  and  ascertain  whether  there  is  in  fact  such  a 
distinction  as  is  contended  f(jr.  It  is  true  that  the  meaning 
of  the  section  is  not  very  happily  expressed,  but  it  must  be 
construed  with  reference  to  the  context  and  spirit  of  all  of 
the  constitutional  provisions  upon  the  subject,  and  their  gen- 
eral intent  and  purpose  cannot  be  defeated  by  the  confused 
arrangement  of  words,  or,  as  is  suggested,  by  the  presence  of 
a  semicolon  between  the  two  first  clauses,  since  even  in  the 
inter j)retation  of  an  ordinary  deed  punctuation  must  be-  dis- 
regarded and  words  may  be  transposed  to  "bring  them  to 
the  intent  of  the  parties."     Bunn  vs.  Wells,  94  N.  C,  67. 

Let  us  now  see  whether  such  a  distinction  exists  or  has  ever 
been  recognized  and  acted  upon  by  this  Court.  If  there  be 
such  a  distinction  the  argnment  founded  upon  it  must  be  fol- 
lowed to  its  logical  results,  and  it  cannot  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  one  section  of  the  Constitution  and  abandoned 
as  to  others.  Now  if  the  words  "real  and  personal  prop- 
erty" are  used  in  the  second  clause  in  such  a  sense  as  to 
exclude  "  moneys,  credits,"  etc.,  and  the  two  clauses  are 
divorced,  as  is  argued,  by  a  semicolon  and  the  words  "and 
also,"  and  therefore  entirely  independent  of  each  other,  upon 
wliat  rule  of  construction  has  this  Court  so  often  applied  the 
principle  of  ad  valorem,  mentioned  in  the  second  clause,  to 
the  "moneys,  credits,"  etc.,  mentioned  in  the  first  clause? 
Clearly  this  cannot  be  done  but  by  holding  that  the  words 
"  real  and  [)ersonal  property "  include  "  moneys,  credits," 
etc. 
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Again,  if  these  clauses  are  independent  of  each  other,  how, 
we  may  ask,  has  this  Court  so  frequently  applied  the  rule  of 
uniformity  contained  in  the  first  clause  to  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  contained  in  the  second  clause? 

These  considerations  alone  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  supposed  distinction  upon  which  the  dictum  Is  founded. 
We  are  not  without  aid,  however,  in  the  coustruction  of  this 
provision  of  the  Constitution.  It  seems  to  have  been  taken 
from  the  Constitution  of  Ohio,  as  the  language  is  precisely 
the  same.  In  that  State,  in  the  case  of  Exchange  Bank  of 
Columbus  m.  Hines,  3  Ohio,  1,  an  effort  was  made  to  draw 
the  very  distinction  which  we  have  been  discussing,  and  the 
Court  said  :  "But  it  is  argued  that  the  uniform  rule  in  taxing, 
required  by  the  Constitution,  applies  oidy  to  moneys,  credits, 
investments  in  bonds,  etc.  Why  should  sd  important  a  rule 
as  that  of  uniformity  in  taxation  be  established  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  then  limitetl  in  its  operation  to  a  few  specific 
classes  of  personal  property?  It  is  said  that  all  other  prop- 
erty is  to  be  taxed  'according  to  its  true  value  in  money. ^ 
This  requirement,  however,  only  fixes  the  standard  for  ascer- 
taining the  taxable  valuation  and  does  not  necessarily  imply 
equality  and  uniformity,  either  in  the  rate  and  mode  of  assess- 
ment or  in  the  different  localities  throughout  the  State.  The 
taxable  valuation  may  be  fixed  according  to  the  true  value  in 
money  and  yet  discriminations  may  be  made  between  different 
classes  of  property  and  different  localities  in  the  State  impos- 
ing unequal  and  unjust  burdens  of  taxation."  In  speaking 
of  the  first  clause  it  is  said  that  "this  provision,  arising  out 
of  abundant  caution,  was  not  intended  to  give  these  enumer- 
ated things  any  new  distinctive  classification,  nor  does  it  in 
fact  exclude  them  from  the  denomination  of  personal  prop- 
erty to  which,  by  their  nature  and  legal  incidents,  they  belong. 
Mr.  Broom,  in  his  selections  of  legal  maxims  (page  415), 
says  that  the  maxim,  expressio  unius  est  e.vclusio  alterius, 
requires  always  great  caution;  thus,  where  several  words  are 
used  in  a  written  instrument  it  is  necessary  in  the  first  instance 
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to  determine  whether  those  general  words  are  intended  to 
include  other  matters  besides  such  as  are  specifically  men- 
tioned, or  to  be  referable  exclusively  to  them,  in  which  latter 
case  only  can  the  above  maxim  be  properly  applied."  In  the 
interpretation  of  legal  instruments  words  used  out  of  abun- 
dant caution  are  often  to  be  tolerated  at  the  expense  of  tau- 
tology. The  object  of  the  language  of  the  Constitution  under 
consideration  was  comprehension,  not  exclusion.  The  words 
"all  real  and  personal  property,"  therefore,  in  the  second 
clause  (of  the  section)  are  to  be  taken  in  their  most  compre- 
hensive legal  import,  including  every  kind  of  real  and  per- 
sonal property  whatsoever,  not  excepting  the  several  classes  of 
personal  property  expressly  mentioned  in  the  first  clause  of 
the  section.  If  this  interpretation  be  in  any  sense  liable  to 
the  cliarge  of  tautology  it  certainly  is  not  to  that  of  repug- 
nancy. If  this  had  not  been  the  meaning  intended  by  the 
framers  of  the  Constitution  there  would  have  been  added  to 
the  words  "all  real  and  personal  property"  these  words, 
"other  than  above  mentioned."  It  is  more  in  harmony  with 
the  settled  rules  of  construction  to  convict  the  law-makers  of 
some  inelegancies  in  rhetoric  and  the  use  of  unnecessary 
words  than  to  depart  from  the  leading  object  and  intent  of 
the  instrument.  ^  *  ^  ^^ny  other  interpretation  than 
this  would  lead  to  consequences  at  variance  with  the  manifest 
spirit  and  true  intention  of  the  Constitution  if  moneys,  cred- 
its, investments  in  bonds,  stocks,  joint  stock  companies,  etc., 
may  be  subjected  to  a  different  rate  of  taxation  from  that 
imposed  on  other  kinds  of  property;  or  if  moneys,  credits, 
investments  in  bonds,  stocks,  etc.,  may  be  taxed  at  less  than 
their  true  value  in  money,  while  all  other  property  is  required 
to  be  taxed  at  its  true  value,  in  either  case  great  and  unfair 
inequalities  may  be  created  by  legislative  discretion.  *  *  * 
There  can  exist  no  sound  reason  why  a  person  whose  property 
consists  of  moneys,  credits,  stocks,  etc.,  should  bear  a  less 
burden  of  taxation  than  that  which  is  imposed  on  lands  and 
chattels  of  the  agriculturist,  the  implements,  machinery  and 
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materials  of  the  manufacturer,  or  the  ^roods  and  wares  of  the 
merchant;  and  the  Constitution,  truly  interpreted,  recognizes 
no  such  distinction,"  This  case  was  decided  in  1853  an<l  has 
been  cited  with  approval  by  this  Court  in  Worth  r.s.  Railroad, 
89  N.  C,  301,  in  which  it  is  said  that  the  provision  under 
consideration  "  was  copied  from  the  Constitution  of  Ohio." 
The  construction  put  upon  it,  therefore,  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  that  State  is  entitled  to  great  weight.  When  the 
terms  of  a  statute,  which  has  received  judicial  construction, 
are  used  in  a  latter  statute,  whether  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  same  State  or  county,  or  by  that  of  another,  that  con- 
struction is  to  be  given  to  the  latter  statute.  Commissioners 
vs.  Kartell,  3  Gray,  450;  Ruchmaybe  vs.  Mottichmed,  32 
Eng.  L.  and  Eq.,  84;  Borgordus  vs.  Trinity  Church,  4  Sand. 
Chan.,  633;  Riggs  vs.  Wilton,  13  111.,  15;  Adams  vs.  Field, 
21  Vt.,  256.  It  is  presumed  that  the  Legislature  which 
passed  the  latter  statute  knew  the  judicial  construction  which 
had  been  placed  on  the  former  one,  and  such  construction 
becomes  a  part  of  the  law.  Potter's  Dwarris  Statutes,  274, 
note;  Bridgers  vs.  Taylor,  102  N.  C,  89.  The  foregoing 
rule,  while  not  absolutely  binding,  is  used  as  a  valuable  aid 
in  the  construction  of  laws. 

This  high  authority  determines,  we  think,  that  the  words 
"  real  and  personal  property"  as  used  in  the  said  section  com- 
prehend moneys,  credits,  investments,  etc.,  and  that  there 
exists  no  such  distinction  as  that  relied  upon  to  sustain  the 
argument  which  seeks  to  place  a  restricted  meaning  upon  the 
word  "property"  when  used  in  other  parts  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  especially  in  Section  9,  Art.  7. 

If  the  latter  construction  prevails,  much  obscurity,  confu- 
sion and  conflict  will  be  introduced  into  the  organic  la\v, 
which  can  easily  be  avoided  by  holding,  as  we  do,  that  Sec- 
tion 9,  Art  7,  is  but  a  concise  form  of  expressing  the  principle 
contained  in  Section  3,  Art.  5,  the  difference  in  the  language 
employed  being  attributable  to  the  probability  that  the  two 
sections  were  framed  by  different  committees  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 
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A  contrary  coustruction  would  lead  to  results  which  were 
little  contemplated  by  the  fraraers  of  the  Constitution.  For 
instance,  if  the  word  "property"  in  Section  9,  Art.  7,  does 
not  comprehend  "moneys,  credits,"  etc.,  they  are  without  the 
pale  of  constitutional  protection,  and  municipal  corporations 
may  tax  them  without  rej,ard  to  the  rule  of  uniformity  and 
equality. 

Thus  it  will  be  in  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  put  the 
entire  or  an  unequal  part  of  the  burden  of  municipal  govern- 
ment upon  moneys,  credits,  iuvestments  in  bonds,  stocks,  etc., 
and  in  this  way  indirectly  confiscate  this  species  of  [)roperty. 
Such  an  abuse  of  the  taxing  power  would,  in  the  language  of 
Miller,  J.  (in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  in  the  case  of  The  Loan  Association  vs. 
Topeka,  20  Wall.,  655),  be  "none  the  less  a  robbery  because 
it  is  done  under  the  forms  of  law  and  is  called  taxation." 
And  it  is  manifest  that  such  an  unlimited  power  of  dis- 
crimination was  not  intended  to  be  permitted  by  the  Consti- 
tution. It  should,  therefore,  be  a  matter  of  serious  consider- 
ation to  the  owners  of  this  species  of  property  that  in  attempt- 
ing to  escape  the  payment  of  their  part  of  the  public  munici- 
pal burdens  they  are  invoking  a  principle  which  excepts  them 
from  the  protecting  power  of  the  limitations  contained  in  the 
organic  law.  Another  incongruity  growing  ont  of  the  con- 
struction contended  for  is  presented  by  Section  6,  Art.  6,  which 
provides  that  county  taxes  "shall  be  levied  in  like  manner 
with  State  taxes."  State  taxes,  as  we  have  seen,  must  be 
levied  on  moneys,  credits,  etc.,  by  a  uniform  rule  ad  valorem. 
The  word  "county"  is  for  some  purpose  inserted  in  Section 
9,  x4.rt.  7,  preceding  the  words  "  city,  town  or  township." 
Now  if  this  section  is  to  have  any  effect  upon  county  taxation 
and  the  word  "property"  is  to  be  taken  in  its  restricted  sense, 
we  have  a  direct  conflict  with  Section  3,  Art.  5,  both  in 
respect  to  the  subjects  of  taxation  and  the  principles  by  which 
such  taxation  is  governed.  Again,  if  such  an  interpretation 
is  correct,  it  must  be  followed  in  Section  1,  Art.  5,  which  pro- 
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vide.s  tliat  "the  General  Assembly  shall  levy  a  capitation  tax 
on  every  male  inhabitant  of  the  State,  *  *  *  which  shall 
be  equal  on  each  to  the  tax  on  property  valued  at  three  hun- 
dred dollars  in  cash.  *  *  *  *  And  the  State  and  county 
capitation  tax  combined  shall  never  exceed  two  dollars  on  the 
head."  As  the  word  "|)roperty"  alone  is  used  moneys,  sol- 
vent credits,  etc.,  constituting,  it  is  estimated,  one-eighth  of 
the  taxable  values  of  the  State,  would  be  excluded  fn^m  the 
benefit  of  the  limitation  in  the  above  section,  and  would  not 
enter  into  the  calculation  of  the  amount  to  be  raised  at  any 
given  per  cent,  on  the  equation  system  for  State  or  county 
purposes.  In  passing  we  will  remark  that  the  importance  of 
imposing  some  restriction  upon  city  and  town  authorities  as 
to  this  species  of  prt)perty  is  enhanced  l)y  the  fact  that  this 
Court  has  held  that  the  constitutional  limitation  as  to  thQ  per 
centum  on  the  value  of  property  does  not  apply  to  such 
municipal  corporations.  Young  vs.  HendersiHi,  supra; 
French  vs.  Wilmington,  75  N.  C,  482. 

It  does  not  follow,  however,  that  because  there  is  only  a 
legislative  limitation  that  the  principle  of  equation  shall  not 
be  enforced,  nor  that  the  municipality  may  not  collect  from 
polls  an  amount  equal  on  each  to  the  tax  imposed  for  munici- 
pal purposes  on  j)roperty  worth  three  hundred  dollars.  In 
which  case  there  would  be  no  obligation  to  devote  it  to  the 
support  of  schools  and  the  pt)or,  as  Section  2,  Art,  5,  only 
dire(!ts  the  application  of  the  capitation  tax  collected  for  State 
and  county  purposes. 

These  views  are  presented  to  illustrate  how  the  whole  sys- 
tem of  taxation  growing  out  of  the  construction  we  have  given 
to  the  organic  law  could  be  made  to  operate  harmoniously  as 
well  as  justly,  whether  imposed  by  the  State  or  a  municipal 
corporation  under  the  powers  conferred  iq)on  it.  Just  here 
we  will  notice  an  argument  derived  from  the  language  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  the  CV)nstitutiou.  It  is  said  that 
because  property  is  there  required  to  be  valued  at  its  true 
value  in  cash  it  is  a  recognition  of  the  distinction  in  Section 
7 
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3,  Art.  5.  This  is  a  petitio  prbiGipU,  as  the  existence  of  such 
a  distinction  is  the  very  point  in  questif)n.  We  have  shown, 
we  think,  both  by  reason  and  authoi'ity,  that  no  such  distinc- 
tion exists,  and  that  tlie  said  section  means  that  idl  property 
of  whatsoever  descrij)tion  must  be  taxed  at  its  true  value  and 
by  a  uniform  rule.  Upftn  this  we  have  also  a  legislative  con- 
struction in  Chap.  218,  Acts  1889,  Section  18,  where  solvent 
credits,  investments,  etc.,  are  required  to  be  taxed  at  their 
"true  current  or  market  value." 

We  will  also  add  the  remark  of  Rodman,  J.,  in  Wilson  vs. 
Commissioners,  supra,  that  such  a  construction  of  the  word 
would  place  this  class  of  property  outside  of  the  Bill  of  Rights 
in  respect  to  jury  trials  and  other  jjrivileges  guaranteed 
therein,  as  the  word  "property"  only  is  there  used.  It  must 
be  apparent  to  every  one  that  if  such  a  finely  drawn  distinc- 
tion is  to  be  deduced  from  an  involved  sentence  and  made  the 
basis  of  a  limited  definition  of  the  word  "property"  we  will 
meet  with  nothing  but  confusion  and  incongruities  in  many 
parts  of  the  Constitution;  whereas,  if  the  general  and  legal 
meaning  of  the  word  is  adopted,  all  of  its  provisions  will  be 
in  perfect  accord,  working  out  together  the  benign  principles 
of  equality  and  uniformity  in  taxation. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  we  think  that  the  dictum  in  Pul- 
len's  case  was  unfounded,  and  it  is  singular  that  it  should  still 
be  quoted  as  authority.  It  was  clearly  not  so  regarded  by  its 
author,  the  distinguished  Chief  Justice,  as  we  find  the  same 
Court  over  which  he  presided  with  such  great  ability  declaring 
in  Wilson  vs.  Commissioners  of  Charlotte,  supra,  that  "such 
an  inference  is  hasty  and  cannot  be  fairly  drawn,"  and  unani- 
mously deciding  that  the  word  "property"  as  used  in  Section 
9,  Art.  7,  does  include  money,  credits,  etc.  Again,  in  Wheeler 
vs.  Cobb,  supra,  the  Court  held  that  the  word  "property" 
includes  bonds,  stocks,  solvent  notes,  etc. 

In  Kyle  vs.  Commissioners,  sup)ra,  the  Court  said  (Bynum, 
J.,  delivering  the  opinion),  "For  wherever  the  power  to  tax 
is  exercised  all  taxes,  whether  State,  county  or  town,  by  force 
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of  the  Coustitution,  must  be  imposed  upon  all  the  real  and 
personal  property,  money,  credits,  investments  in  bonds, 
stocks,"  etc.  In  Puitt  vs.  Commissioners,  snpru,  the  late 
learned  Chief  Justice  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  C(^urt 
quoted  the  foregoing  language  with  unquaiitied  approval: 
"These  well  considered  cases,  it  seems  to  us,  establish  as  well 
as  judicial  authority  cau  establish  anything  that  the  word 
"property"  used  in  said  section  is  not  to  be  taken  in  the 
restricted  sense  as  suggested,  but  that  it  includes  "  moneys, 
credits,  investments  oi'  any  other  chose  in  action." 

But  the  opinion  in  Vaughan's  case  does  not  rest  alone  upon 
the  "  liasty"  inference  alluded  to,  but  apparently  seeks  the  aid 
of  the  common  law  detinition  of  the  word  "property."  The 
cases  referred  to  are  where  it  is  used  in  residuary  clauses  of  wills 
in  which  a  sale  and  division  of  the  proceeds  were  directed.  It 
was  held,  says  Judge  Reade  in  Hogan  vs.  Hogan,  63  N.  C,  223, 
"that  money  on  hand  and  choses  in  acticjn  did  not  pass,  the 
prominent  reason  being  that  they  are  not  ordinarily  the  subjects 
of  sale,  and  in  all  the  cases  a  sale  was  directed  and  a  division 
of  the  proceeds."  Judge  Rodiuan,  in  Wilson  vs.  Charlotte, 
after  examining  one  of  the  cases  and  showing  that  the  decision 
was  controlled  by  the  context  of  the  will,  remarks  that 
"there  can  be  no  doubt,  I  suppose,  that  a  bequest  of  'all  of 
my  property'  to  A  would  pass  bonds  belonging  to  the  testa- 
tor." It  is  hardly  necessary,  however,  to  pursue  this  phase 
of  the  discussion  further,  as  the  opinion  in  Vaughan's  case 
admits  that  these  decisions  "are  not  in  harmony  and  are  re- 
ferred to  as  showing  how  the  usual  import  of  words  may  be 
restrained  in  their  operations  by  the  context." 

Wiiile  we  do  not  for  an  instant  concede  the  manifest  spirit 
and  intent  of  the  organic  law  of  the  State  is  to  be  controlled 
by  the  strict  technical  definitions  of  the  common  law  as  applied 
to  wills  and  other  dispositive  instruments,  we  will  insert  some 
authorities  which  plainly  show  that  at  common  law  the  word 
"property,"  when  not  limited  by  the  context  of  the  instru- 
ment in  which  it  is  found,  includes  choses  in  action. 
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It  is  a  iiomen  general issimum.  "Standing  alone  the  terra 
includes  everything  that  i.s  the  subject  of  ownership."  Ander- 
son's Diet,  of  Ij'dw,  "  property  "  includes  not  only  ownership, 
estates  and  interests  in  corporeal  things,  but  also  rights,  such 
as  trade- marks,  co}>yrights,  patents  and  rights  in  personam, 
capable  of  transfei-  or  transmission,  such  as  debts.  See  Burchill 
vs.  Pugin,  L.  R.  10,  C.  P.,  397  ;   2  Aust.  Juris.,  817,  cf  seq. 

"Propei'ty"  in  a  policy  of  insurance  has  been  held  to 
include  current  bank  bills  owned  by  the  assured.  5  Metcalf 
Rep.,  1. 

The  terms  "  goods  and  chattels"  include  choses  in  action. 
12  Co.,  1  ;    1  Atk.,  182. 

The  word  i)roj)erty  includes  choses  in  action  as  well  as 
choses  in  possession.  It  includes  money  due  as  well  as  money 
possessed.  Carlton  vs.  Carlton,  72  Me.,  116;  Ide  vs.  Har- 
wood,  30  Minn.,  195. 

"A  credit,"  says  Judge  Reade,  in  Lilly  vs.  Commissioners, 
69  N.  C,  307,  is  property,  and  as  such  is  liable  to  taxation 
as  any  other  property."  In  Adams  vs.  Jones,  6  J<ines'  Eq., 
221,  Maidy,  J.,  speaking  foi-  the  Court,  said  that  "the  share 
of  stock  in  the  R.  &  G.  Railroad  Co.  is  property  to  be  sold 
under  the  eleventh  clause  of  the  will.  The  word  is  among 
the  most  comprehensive  of  those  in  use  to  signify  things 
which  are  owned  and  subject  to  be  owned  and  enjoyed." 
Speaking  of  constitutional  provisions  similar  to  ours,  Cooley 
on  Taxation,  134,  says  :  "These  provisions  preclude  discrimi- 
nation in  flivor  of  or  against  any  classes  of  property  or  persons 
whatsoever;  they  require  the  taxation  of  loans  or  any  other 
credits,  these  being  property  as  much  as  lands  or  chattels  in 
possession."  Moreover,  we  have  a  legislative  interpretation  of 
the  word  which  is  to  be  used  "in  the  construction  of  all 
statutes"  and  which  reflects  much  light  upon  its  meaning 
when  used  in  the  Constitution.  The  Code,  §3765,  provides 
that  "the  words  'personal  property'  shall  include  moneys, 
goods,  chattels,  choses  in  action  and  evidences  of  debts,  includ- 
ing all  things  capable  of  ow'nershij)  not  descendible  to  the 
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heirs  at  law.     The  word  property  shall  include  all  property, 
both  real  and  personal." 

To  the  suggestion  that  this  view  of  the  subject  will  dis- 
courage the  investment  of  capital  in  towns  and  cities,  we  reply 
that  such  a  consideration  should  have  no  weight  in  a  legal 
discussion,  but  that  it  is  not  true  that  such  a  result  will 
follow,  as  the  owner  of  solvent  credits,  etc.,  is  only  taxed  as 
to  them  at  the  place  of  his  domicile. 

After  this  lengthy  discussion,  made  necessary  by  the  doubt 
and  obscurity  into  which  the  subject  has  fallen,  and  sustained 
as  we  are  by  the  several  intentions  of  the  Constitution  as 
interpreted  by  the  repeated  decisions  of  this  Court,  and  other 
weighty  authorities,  we  conclude  that  although  the  power  of 
a  municipal  corporation  is  not  conferred  by  the  Constitution 
yet  when  such  a  power  is  exercised  the  Constitution  "  steps 
in,"  and,  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter,  co7n- 
mands  that  cdl  property  therein,  real  and  personal,  including 
moneys,  credits,  etc.,  shall  be  taxed,  and  that  it  shall  all  be 
taxed  according  to  ''its  true  value  in  money"  and  by  a  uni- 
form rule. 

This,  we  feel  siu'e,  is  in  accord  with  the  true  spirit  and 
meaning  of  the  fundamental  law,  whose  evident  purpose  is 
not  to  be  defeated  by  a  construction  based  upon  a  supposed 
distinction  growing  out  of  "  inelegancies  in  rhetoric"  and  the 
improper  punctuation  of  one  of  its  provisions. 

For  the  reasons  given  it  is  unnecessary  that  we  should 
examine  into  the  provisions  of  the  charter.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  his  honor  properly  held  that  the  solvent  credits 
of  the  plaintiff  were  liable  to  taxation  by  the  defendant  cor- 
poration.    Affirmed.

I  am  aware  that,  notwithstanding  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  it  will  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  tax 
all  the  solvent  credits  owned  by  our  citizens;  but  you  should, 
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as  early  as  practicable,  ascertain  the  probable  increased  reve- 
nue to  be  derived  from  this  source,  and  reduce  the  general 
taxes  by  a  corresponding  amount.  I  think,  by  careful  man- 
agement, the  present  revenues  will  cover  the  necessary 
expenses. 

Your  reduction  of  ten  cents  on  the  §100  for  general  pur- 
poses this  year  was  a  doubtful  experiment,  because  of  the 
increased  expenses  incident  to  the  introduction  of  water  and 
a  thorough  equipment  of  the  Fire  Department,  but  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  say  that  though  necessary  expenses  were  thus 
increased,  and  the  revenue  reduced,  still  you  have  been  able 
to  make  both  ends  meet. 

CO:srMITTEE    ON    WAYS    AND    MEANS. 

This  committee,  appointed  last  summer,  found  it  impracti- 
cable to  apportion  to  the  several  departments  the  necessary 
funds  to  conduct  them,  having  been  appointed  too  late  in  the 
year  for  that  purpose.  To  do  this  properly  for  the  ensuing 
year  a  meeting  should  be  held  at  an  early  day,  and,  after  con- 
sultation with  the  heads  of  each  department,  allot  to  each  of 
them  a  proper  share  of  the  revenues  of  the  city. 

FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

The  labors  required  of  this  committee  for  the  year  have 
been  unusually  heavy,  in  consequence  of  the  expenditure  of 
three  times  the  annual  revenue  of  the  city  for  public  improve- 
ments. The  duties  have  been  performed  carefully  and  con- 
scientiously, and  the  report  presented  shows  that,  financially, 
the  city  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 

SEWERAGE    COIMITTEE. 

The  construction  of  a  complete  sewerage  system  required 
great  care  and  labor,  and  the  most  painstaking  supervision  on 
the  part  of  the  committee.  The  purchase  of  all  the  necessary 
material,  contracting  for  the  services  of  an  engineer  and  for 
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* 
the  construction  of  the  work  has  been  done  with  an  eye  sin- 
gle to  the  city's  interest;  and  the  completed  work  is  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  this  committee  recH)gnized  the  great  responsi- 
bility resting  upon  it,  and  has  discharged  the  duties  faithfully 
and  efficiently. 

STREET    COMMITTEE. 

This  committee,  provided  with  ample  funds  for  a  vigorous 
prosecution  of  street-paving,  contracted  for  a  large  amount  of 
stone  curbing,  rubble  stone  and  sand,  and  under  its  super- 
vision more  work  of  that  kind  has  been  done  than  ever  before 
in  our  history.  The  report  shows  the  price  of  all  materials 
and  (!ost  of  ihe  work,  and  the  funds  in  hand  are  sufficient  to 
complete  the  work  outlined  in  my  last  report  to  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE    ON    FIRE    DEPARTMENT. 

Since  the  introduction  of  water  there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  Fire  Department.  The  department  (with 
the  exception  of  a  Hook  and  Ladder  Truck)  is  thoroughly 
equipped,  and  the  introduction  of  horse  reels,  with  drop  har- 
ness, has  materially  added  to  its  promptness  and  efficiency. 
These  improvements  have  secured  an  annual  reduction  of 
$5,000  in  the  cost  of  property  insured,  and  the  protection  to 
all  property  not  insured  is  certainly  equal  to  the  whole  cost  of 
the  department. 

I  heartily  indorse  the  recommendations  of  the  committee, 
and  trust  the  Boaixl  will  purchase  at  once  the  truck  asked  for 
in  the  report. 

WATER    CO.MMITTEE. 

The  report  of  this  committee  gives  the  total  numl)er  of  fire 
hydrants,  123;  private  hydrants,  3. 

The  capacity  for  filtering  the  water  has  been  largely 
increased,  the  pipe  line  above  the  works  strengthened  and 
improved,  and  the  works  throughout  maintained  in  first-class 
condition.  Recent  analyses  of  the  water  show  that  it  is  pure 
and  wholesome,  and  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 
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The  law  in  regard  to  protecting  the  water-shed  of  Wahiut 
creek  should  be  amended  at  the  next  session  of"  the  Legisla- 
ture, as  at  present  it  is  very  defective. 

COMMITTEE    ON    PARKS. 

The  limited  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  have  pre- 
vented the  proper  improvement  of  the  two  small  parks  in  the 
city,  as  well  as  Pullen  Park.  Something  has  been  done  in 
that  direction  by  the  city,  and  gradually  all  of  these  parks 
will  become  beautiful  and  attractive. 

Mr.  Pullen — who  donated  Pullen  Park  to  the  city — has 
increased  our  debt  of  gratitude  by  spending  a  considerable 
sum  on  the  entrance  to  the  park,  and  it  will  be  a  very 
attractive  resort  during  the  summer  months. 

POLICE    COMMITTEE. 

The  report  of  this  committee  will  be  found  to  contain  a 
recommendation  previously  made,  that  improved  quarters  for 
the  force  and  for  prisoners  are  imperatively  necessary,  and  I 
sincerely  trust  that  the  Board  will  provide  them  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  police  force  has  been  generally  good,  and 
they  have  rendered  invaluable  aid  in  maintaining  order  and 
enforcing  sanitary  regulations. 

LIGHT    COMMITTEE. 

The  lighting  of  the  city  during  the  past  year  has  not  been 
satisfactory,  for  the  reason  that  while  the  light  contracted  for 
was  to  be  1,200  candle-power  it  is  probably  not  800 

An  arbitration  of  the  differences  between  the  city  and  the 
contracting  company  has  been  agreed  to,  and  I  trust  the 
cause  of  complaint  can  be  removed.  Either  the  strength  of 
the  lights  should  be  increased  or  more  lights  of  t^ome  kind 
should  be  supplied  on  the  outer  boundaries  of  the  city. 
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MARKET    COMMITTEE. 


The  present  coiulitiun  of  the  Market-house  is  absolutely  a 
reproach  to  the  otherwise  progressive  and  enterprising  charac- 
ter of  the  Board. 

What  is  needed  and  should  be  given  our  people  is  a  clean, 
commodious  and  light  building  The  former  recommendation 
of  the  committee  in  regard  to  remodeling  the  lower  floor  of 
the  Market-house  is  renewed,  and  I  trust  the  Board,  withf)ut 
further  delay,  will  authorize  the  committee  to  contract  for 
the  work. 

BUILDING    COMMITTEE. 

The  only  niatter  of  importance  to  come  before  this  com- 
mittee was  some  needed  improvements  in  Metropolitan  Hall, 
which  were  contracted  for  through  J.  C  Brewster.  The 
work  has  been  done  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily. 

CEMETERY    COMMITTEE. 

With  the  exception  of  some  repairs  to  the  fences  of  the 
cemeteries  the  committee  has  not  found  it  necessary  to  ask 
the  Board  for  an  appropriation. 

The  number  of  interments  in  each  cemetery  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Health. 

SCHOOL    COMxMITTEE. 

The  County  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary  of  the  School 
Committee  render  reports  giving  the  receiptsand  disbursements 
for  the  current  year.  A  portion  of  the  debt  has  been  paid, 
and  the  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

The  Superintendent's  report  is  an  able  and  timely  paper, 
and  no  doubt  the  School  Committee  will  be  materially  aided 
in  the  conduct  of  the  schools  by  the  suggestions  therein  con- 
tained. 

The  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  pu[)ils  at  the  schools 
made  it  necessary  for  the  committee  to  ask  the  Board  of 
8 
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Aldermen  to  petition  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  to  pass 
a  law  penuitting  the  people  to  vote  on  the  question  of  doub- 
ling the  tax  for  the  support  of  the  schools.  The  bill  was 
passed  and  the  increased  taxation  authorized  by  an  almost 
unanimous  vote  of  the  people,  an  opposition  to  the  measure 
having  been  reniovetl  by  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent,  in  city 
taxes,  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Alderman  to  secure  this  result. 

REPORTS    OF    OFFICERS. 

The  reports  of  all  the  officials  under  me  will  be  found  to 
contain  a  full  explanation  of  the  transactions  in  each  depart- 
ment over  which  they  preside,  and  an  examination  of  them 
will  give  you  a  clear  and  concise  idea  of  the  operations  of  the 
city  government.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  for  the  faithful  and  conscientious  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

So  many  questions  of  interest  to  the  public  have  arisen 
and  been  considered  during  the  past  year  that  to  review  them 
even  briefly  has  made  this  report  so  long  as  to  perhaps  make 
the  reading  of  it  tedious,  but  in  conclusion  I  would  like  to 
suggest  for  your  consideration  a  radical  change  in  the  matter 
of  water  and  gas. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  Raleigh's  advantages  as  a 
place  of  residence  are  now  equal  to  any  other  place  of  similar 
size  North  or  South,  and  her  facilities  for  handling  cotton,  as 
well  as  merchandise  of  every  description,  are  excellent,  but 
the  territory  tributary  to  Raleigh  is  so  restricted  that,  however 
enterprising  our  merchants  may  be,  it  can  never  become  a 
great  commercial  centre. 

With  cheap  water  and  cheaj)  gas  we  can  make  it — what 
would  be  far  better  for  our  whole  people — a  great  manufac- 
turing town.  There  is  but  one  way  to  get  them  cheap  enough 
for  this  purpose,  and  that  is  for  the  people  to  own  and  operate 
their  own  water  and  gas  works. 

If  time  and  space  admitted  I  could  clearly  demonstrate  that 
it  is  right  and  proper,  and  to  the  best  interest  of  all,  that  this 
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plan  .should  be  adopted,  and  while  existing  contracts  will  pre- 
vent any  change  for  the  present  every  act  of  yours  should  be 
in  the  direction  of  a  change  which  is  so  manifestly  of  great 
advantage  to  the  people  you  represent. 

The  taxing  of  solvent  credits  will  have  a  tendency,  I  believe, 
to  change  the  financial  operations  of  many  of  our  capitalists 
in  the  near  future,  and  you  should  do  whatever  is  just  and 
practicable  that  will  encourage  the  investment  of  their  money 
in  manufacturing  enterprises.  What  we  most  need  is  employ- 
ment for  our  people — who  are  anxious  and  willing  to  work — 
at  remunerative  prices,  and  until  we  become  a  town  of 
diversified  industries  this  result  can  never  be  attained. 

I  trust  that  some  of  my  suggestions  will  strike  you  favora- 
bly, and  that  the  ensuing  year  may  record  the  completion  of 
some  of  them. 

Thanking  you  for  your  cordial  su{)p()rt  and  co-operation 
during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  for  your  patient  attention  to

The  Finance  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  March  1,  1890: 

From  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Treasurer  has  a  balance  on  hand  of  $24,813.59,  an  increase 
of  $16,451  over  the  balance  on  hand  March  1,  1889. 

On  July  1st,  $48,500  of  the  t*ight  per  cent.  Market-house 
Bonds  matured  ;  to  meet  this  debt  it  was  necessary  either  to 
sell  the  six  per  cent.  Funded  Debt  Bonds  held  bv  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  Sinking  Fund  or  issue  new  five  per  cent. 
Consolidated  Debt  Bonds  under  authority  given  the  city  by 
the  last  Legislature  and  ratified  by  the  voters  of  the  city.  As 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  we  issued  and  sold  $43,- 
000  of  five  per  cent.  Consolidated  Debt  Bonds  at  a  premium 
of  5.52  per  cent,  realizing  therefrom  $45,373.60,  which,  added 
to  the  other  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  was  sufficient  for  the 
retiring  of  the  $48,500  eight  per  cent.  Market-house  Bonds, 
and  $25,000  six  per  cent.  School  Bonds  and  the  $50,450  of 
six  per  cent.  Funded  Debt  Bonds  held  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  and  under  the  same  authority,  we 
have  sold  $25,000  of  Street  Improvement  Bonds  at  a  pre- 
mium of  7.25,  realizing  therefrom  $26,812.50,  and  $75,000  of 
Public  Improvement  Bonds,  $50,000  of  which  were  sold  at  a 
premium  of  5.25,  and  $25,000  sold  in  January  of  this  year, 
with  no  accrued  interest,  at  a  premium  of  3.50,  realizing 
therefrom  $78,500. 

On  the  $143,000  of  bonds  sold  the  average  premium  was 
5.37.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  there  has  been  done  much  more 
street  work  of  a  permanent  character  than  was  ever  done 
before.  The  people  having  ratified  the  action  of  the  Board 
in  proposing  the  issue  of  bonds  for  street  impovements,  placed 
about  $26,000  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  for  paving 
purposes.  There  now  remains  unexpended  of  this  fund  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pave  a  substantial  roadway  to  the  two 
depots — work  upon  which  will  begin  as  soon  as  spring  opens. 
In  addition  to  the  business  streets  already  paved,  as  detailed 
in  the  Street  Commissioner's  report  herewith  submitted,  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  committee  to  extend  the  pavement  on 
Martin  street  east  to  Blount,  and  on  Wilmington  street  south 
to  Davie  during  the  coming  summer.  The  failure  of  the 
Penitentiary  authorities  to  do  the  State's  portion  of  the  paving 
around  Capitol  square,  as  provided  by  act  of  the  Legislature 
of  1887,  leaves  this  much-needed  work  undone,  the  act  of 
1889  having  repealed  in  terms  the  authority  for  doing  such 
work. 

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  when  this  matter  is  properly 
presented  to  the  next  Legislature  some  provision  will  be 
made  for  paving  around  the  State-house  square. 

The  widening  of  north  Salisbury  street  is  much  needed,  to 
furnish  a  better  thoroughfare  to  Johnson  Street  Station;  and 
although  ordered  by  the  Board  some  time  ago  has  not  yet 
been  accomplished,  owing  to  a  failure  to  agree  with  the  owners 
of  adjoining  property  as  to  the  damages.  We  hope  soon  to 
reach  some  agreement  and  have  this  street  widened. 

The  bad  condition  of  the  west  end  of  Hillsboro  street  was 
recently  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  and  authority 
obtained  to  permanently  improve  it  with  stone.     Sufficient 
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crushed  stone  has  already  beeu  jMirchased  and  this  work  will 
be  done  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  is  contemplated  to  open  North  street  west  from  West  street 
during  the  coming  summer.  This  has  already  been  ordered 
by  the  Board,  but  has  been  deferred  owing  to  the  press  of 
more  important  work. 

During  the  year  two  street-sprinklers  of  an  improv^ed  pat- 
tern have  been  purchased,  and  with  very  slight  expense  the 
main  business  thoroughfares  can  be  made  much  more  toler- 
able for  pedestrians  in  dry,  windy  weather,  as  well  as  afford- 
ing needed  protection  to  the  wares  of  tradesmen  on  those 
streets.  The  recommendation  of  the  former  committee  to 
purchase  a  stone-crusher  is  renewed.  We  should  also  have 
a  heavy  steam-roller.  With  these  the  condition  of  many  of 
the  worst  portions  of  our  streets  could  be  permanently 
improved  without  any  very  considerable  outlay  of  money. 
A  steam-pump  is  also  needed  to  keep  water  out  of  the  quarry, 
if  much  stone  work  is  to  be  done.  The  streets  occupied  by 
the  Street-car  Company  have  not  been  kept  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  the  franchise  of  that  company  required.  This  has 
not  heretofore  been  formally  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board,  owing  to  the  infancy  of  that  enterprise.  The  com- 
pany is,  however,  now  doing  work  of  much  more  perma- 
nent character  on  their  lines,  and  the  officers  of  the  company 
promise,  in  response  to  the  admonition  of  this  committee,  to 
continue  to  improve  them. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  imperfect  man- 
ner in  which  the  streets  were  formerly  restored  after  excava- 
tions made  by  corporations  holding  franchises  from  the  city. 
Improvements  in  this  have  been  noted  in  recent  years.  But 
we  recommend  that  all  such  corporations  be  held  to  a  strict 
compliance  with  the  ordinances  on  this  subject. 

With  these  suggestions,  we  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  very  full  report  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 
whose  efficient  work  is  the  best  witness  of  what  has  been 
accomplished.  Respectfully,

To  the  Street  Committee: 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operations 
of  the  Street  Department  foi-  the  fiscal  year  ending  Fehrnary 
28,  1890. 

A  comparison  of  the  work  done  this  year  with  that  of  any 
former  year  will  show  an  increase  for  this  year  largely  over 
100  per  cent.  The  building  of  new  and  costly  culverts  has 
been  made  necessary  by  the  grading  and  paving  of  Fayette- 
ville  street,  the  opening  of  Edenton  street  to  Swain  street  and 
the  decay  of  the  culvert  on  Cannon  street. 

The  sewer  lines  running  through  or  under  the  culverts  and 
the  necessity  of  the  erection  at  different  points  of  stone-retain- 
ing walls  has  largely  added  to  the  large  outlay  for  this  year. 

STONE  WORK — CULVERTS. 

The  stone  work  on  culverts  has  been  as  follows: 

New  culverts  , 9,513  cubic  feet. 

Repairing  culverts   2,191      "        " 

Paving  culvert  bottom 280  square  yards. 

Covering  culverts 1,867       "       feet. 

The  old  stone  and  wood  culvert  on  Cannon  street  was  never 
of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  water  drained  to  that  point, 
and  the  building  of  a  new  and  larger  one  was  a  necessity.  I 
have  constructed  a  new  one  eighty-four  feet  long,  seven  feet 
deep,  six  and  a  half  feet  wide;  walls  two  feet  thick  with  heavy 
stone  bottom.  It  is  sufficient  for  all  demands  that  will  be 
made  on  it  and  will  last  indefinitely. 

The  change  of  grade  and  the  paving  of  Fayetteville  street 
made  it  necessary  to  take  up  the  old  culvert  354  feet  long  on 
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Davie  street  from  Fayetteville  street  to  the  west  side  of  Salis- 
bury street. 

A  new  one  has  been  built  ou  Davie  across  Salisbury  street 
uinety-six  feet  long,  three  and  a  half  feet  deep  and  two  feet 
wide;  also  one  on  Davie  street  133  feet  long,  four  and  a  half 
feet  deep  and  four  feet  wide;  walls  eighteen  inches  thick. 

The  opening  of  Edenton  street  from  East  street  to  Swain 
street  necessitated  the  building  of  a  new  culvert  across  Eden- 
ton street  in  the  bottom  about  midway  between  East  and 
Swain  ninety-two  feet  long,  three  feet  deep  and  two  feet  wide. 

STONE    WALLS. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cubic  feet  of  new  retain- 
ing-walls  have  been  constructed,  of  which  323  feet  were  made 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  sewer  mains;  453  cubic 
feet  of  walls  have  been  taken  up  and  relaid. 

STONE   CROSSINGS. 

Nine  new  crossings  aggregating  343  linear  feet  have  been 
laid. 

Six  crossings  282  feet  in  length  have  been  taken  up  and 
relaid. 

STONE   SIDEWALKS. 

On»e  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty  square  feet  of  stone- 
flagging  has  been  cut  and  laid  on  the  sidewalks  on  the  east 
and  south  sides  of  the  Market  building,  leaving  very  little 
more  to  be  done. 

PAVING    AND    CURBING. 

The  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  this  department  last  spring 
enabled  me,  under  your  direction,  to  do  a  very  large  amount  of 
paving  and  curbing.  Heretofore  the  paving  has  averaged  about 
3,000  square  yards  per  annum;  this  year  10,793  square  yards 
were  paved  and  3,796  linear  feet  of  curbing  laid. 

10 
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The  cost  of  excavating-  for  tlie  paving  has  largely  exceeded 
that  of  former  years  on  accunnt  of  the  change  in  grade  of  the 
streets  at  certain  points,  bat  the  average  cost  of  the  work  was 
abont  the  same  as  heretofoi'e,  owing  to  the  decrease  in  the 
price  of  the  blocks  and  cnrbing.  Last  year  we  had  to  pay 
eighty  cents  per  square  yard  for  the  blocks  and  fifty-five  cents 
for  dressed  curbing;  this  year,  under  a  new  contract  with  Mr. 
P.  Linehan,  we  pay  sixty-nine  cents  per  square  yard  for 
blocks  and  thirty-nine  cents  per  linear  foot  for  curbing. 

The  cost  of  tiie  paving,  including  the  curbing,  and  exclusive 
of  the  excavation,  I  estimate  at  |1.20  per  square  yard.  The 
average  cost  of  excavation  I  estimate  at  twenty-five  cents 
per  cubic  yard,  the  cost  depending  largely  upon  the  distance 
it  has  to  be  hauled,  and  the  composition  of  the  soil.  Up  to 
this  time  the  benefits  received  from  the  dirt  moved  and  used 
in  filling  and  raising  grades  of  certain  streets  have  far  exceeded 
the  cost  of  excavation. 

Five  thousand  and  eighty  and  two-thirds  square  yards  of  the 
paving  was  done  for  property  owners  on  the  line  of  the  streets 
paved,  amounting  to  |6,096.80,  which  has  been  charged  to 
them  and  is  now  in  process  of  collection. 

The  paved  streets  now  extend  from  Morgan  to  Davie  on 
Fayetteville,  from  north  side  of  Morgan  to  the  south  side  of 
Martin  on  Wilmington,  including  the  intersecting  streets, 
Martin,  South  Exchange,  North  Exchange  and  Hargett. 

The  paving  is  durable  and  smooth,  and  the  cheapest,  consid- 
ering its  excellence,  to  be  had.  It  has  been  examined  by 
contractors  from  difil^'erent  sections  of  the  country  and  all  have 
pronounced  it  tiie  best  road-bed  they  have  ever  seen  for  the 
money. 

The  laying  of  sewer  mains  and  connections  and  water 
;l)ipes  has  in  many  places  caused  depressions,  which  will  be 
repaired  at  the  earliest  moment  practicable. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  replaced  724  square  yards  of 
paving  blocks  removed  by  the  contractors  for  laying  the  sewer 
pipes  at  a  cost  of  about  $160,  and  paved  262  square  yards  of 
gutters  with  stone  from  the  quarry. 
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TERRA-COTTA     PIPE. 

For  drainage  purposes  I  have  laid  224  feet  of  eighteen-inch 
terra-cotta  pipe  diagonally  across  Davie  street  from  the 
receiver  at  the  corner  of  Fayetteville  and  Davie  to  the  south 
side  of  the  street  and  extended  to  the  corner  of  Salisbury 
street,  and  156  feet  eighteeu-inch  from  the  south-west  corner 
of  Salisbury  and  Davie,  along  Davie,  connecting  with  the 
stone  sewer  across  Davie  in  the  l)ott()m;  forty-eight  feet  of 
fifteen-inch  acro-s  Davie,  between  Salisl)ury  and  McDowell, 
necessitated  by  the  laying  of  the  sewer  mains;  177  feet  of 
fifteen-inch  from  the  intersection  of  Lenoir  and  Dawson 
streets  across  and  along  Lenoir  street,  to  the  culvert  under  the 
railroad;  twenty-four  feet  fifteen-inch  at  the  intersection  of 
Salisbury  and  Peace;  eighty-eight  feet  of  twelve-inch  at  the 
intersection  of  Martin  and  Wilmington;  ninety  feet  of 
twelve-inch  at  the  intersection  of  Morgan  and  Wilmington; 
seventy-three  feet  of  ten-inch  at  the  intersection  of  Dawson 
and  Lenoir. 

BRIDGES. 

Twelve  new  wagon  bridges  have  been  built  during  the 
year  and  thirty-five  repaired.  Twenty-five  new  foot  bridges 
built  and  122  repaired. 

The  refusal  of  the  Cemetery  Company  to  allow  the  new 
road  running  by  Brookside  Park  to  longer  run  through  the 
cemetery  necessitated  the  opening  of  North  Boundary  street 
from  the  north-east  corner  of  the  city  to  the  new  street  opened 
by  Mr.  R.  S.  Pullen.  The  bridge  over  cemetery  branch  had 
to  be  taken  down  and  rebuilt;  this  change  of  direction  of 
this  road  necessitated  about  1,000  cubic  yards  of  excavation 
and  the  same  amount  of  filling. 

The  unusual  amount  of  work  on  bridges  accounts  for  the 
increased  cost  of  lumber. 

WOOD    TRUNKS. 

Thirty-six  new  wood  trunks  have  been  laid  across  streets  and 
ten  old  trunks  repaired.      Whenever  practicable,  I  liave  taken 
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lip  the  wood  trunks  and  substituted  terra-cotta  pipe.  In  many 
places  it  is  impossible  to  use  terra-cotta,  as  sufficient  depth 
of  covering-  cannot  be  had  for  its  protection.  As  the  streets 
are  filled  in  and  brought  to  proper  grade  these  wood  trunks 
will  be  dispensed  with. 

PUMPS. 

We  now  have  sixty-eight  pumps  in  the  city.  All  of  them  are 
in  o-(»(k1  order.  Owino;  to  the  cavinu;  in  of  the  wells  at  corner 
of  Dawson  and  Cal)arrus  streets  and  Cabarrus  and  Blount 
I  dug  two  new  wells  in  the  same  vicinity.  One  hundred  and 
twenty-six  feet  of  new  stocks  have  been  put  in  and  four  new 
platforms  made. 

The  cost  for  the  year  has  been  $424.95.  Great  expense  is 
incurred  by  removal  of  obstructions  placed  in  the  stocks  by 
children  and  the  careless  driving  of  vehicles.  I  recommend 
that  the  police  give  special  attention  to  all  such  cases. 

PARKS. 

Moore  Square  is  in  good  condition;  well  set  in  trees  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  magnolias  and  evergreens.  I  cut  and  saved 
about  fifteen  tons  of  hay  from  this  park,  which,  with  the  small 
quantity  of  forage  raised  on  the  city  lot,  was  sufficient  for  feed- 
ing the  city  stock  to  the  1st  of  November.  Some  of  the  trees 
are  being  injured  by  boys  cutting  and  otherwise  interfering 
with  tliem.  The  ))olice  authorities  will,  I  trust,  give  partic- 
ular attention  to  this  class  of  offenders  and  stop  this  vandalism 
by  their  arrest  and  piniishment. 

STREETS. 

When  we  consider  that  over  twenty  miles  of  streets  have 
been  dug  up  for  laying  sewer  pipes  and  water  connections 
we  are  surprised  at  their  condition.  While  at  many  places  there 
are  holes,  ridges  and  roughness  taken  as  a  whole  they  are  in 
fairly  good  condition.  This  is  due  to  the  dry  winter  more  than 
to  the  work  done  on  them  by  the  force  at  my  command,  for 
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if  the  past  winter  in  rain  and  temperature  had  approximated 
the  average  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  with  treble 
the  force  I  had  to  have  kept  them  open  to  travel. 

I  shall  give  them  all  possible  attention  and  work  during 
this  season,  and  hope  to  have  them  in  good  condition  by  next 
winter;  but  with  all  that  can  be  done  it  will  be  several  years 
before  they  can  be  brought  to  the  same  condition  they  were 
in  before  they  were  dug  up  for  sewers. 

From  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
total  expenditure  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  is 
$30,322.04.  Of  this  amount  812,951.60  was  expended  on 
account  of  street-paving  from  the  fund  of  $26,812.50  i-eal- 
ized  from  the  sale  of  $25,000  Street  Bonds.  In  addition  to 
the  amount  paid  for  paving  and  curbing  actually  laid  we 
have  paid  for  blocks  delivered  and  now  on  hand  $1,800, 
and  for  curbing  on  hand  $680,  making  a  total  of  $15,431.60 
expended  out  of  the  appropriation.  This  leaves  us  a  balance 
to  the  credit  of  street-paving  of  $11,380.90,  to  which  must 
be  added  $6,096.80,  the  amount  of  paving  done  for  property 
owners  in  front  of  their  property,  which  makes  the  balance 
of  the  appropriation  available  for  street-paving  this  year 
$17,477.70.

Of  the  above  the  eighteen,  fifteen,  twelve  and  ten-inch  pipe 
can  be  used  for  street  work.  The  eight-inch  cannot  be  used,  it 
being  two  small  for  any  street-drains.  In  addition  to  the 
above  there  is  on  hand  512  feet  of  eighteen,  fifteen,  twelve 
and  ten-inch  pipe  in  bad  condition,  of  which  one-half  can 
probably  be  used. 
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The  above  pipe  was  left  over  after  completion  of  sewers 
and  was  taken  for  street  purposes.  I  recommend  that  the 
eight-inch  be  sold,  as  it  cannot  be  used  except  for  sewer  pur- 
poses.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  for  your  consideration, 
and  transmission  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  my 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1890. 

The  year's  work  has  been  marked  with  the  best  of  discipline 
on  the  part  of  all  subordinate  officers  as  well  as  the  greatest 
vigilance  on  their  part  in  detecting  crimes  and  oifenses  and 
making  arrests  therefor.  I  doubt  if  any  patrol  force  in  the 
South  limited  to  its  number  has  made  a  better  showing  in 
discipline  and  vigilance. 

To  show  a  proportion  of  the  work  done  by  your  police 
force  I  herewith  append  several  exhibits  of  the  number  of 
arrests  made  and  their  classification  as  regards  cause  of  arrest, 
occupation,  nationality,  sex  and  social  condition  of  the  parties 
arrested. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  fiscal  year 
was  1,196  (strange  to  say,  the  exact  number  made  the  pre- 
ceding year),  of  which  534  were  white  males,  25  white 
females,  540  colored  males  and  97  colored  females,  as 
follows :

rents.  I  have  collected  from  all  sources  and  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  §12,308.32.  For  details  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of 
the  City  Clerk. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  as  good  as  it  po.ssibly 
can  be  under  the  circumstances.     The  recent  orsyanization  of 
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a  Local  Board  of  Health  will  no  doubt  greatly  aid  me  in 
making  it  still  better,  and  the  I'eport  from  that  Board  will 
cover  much  ground  heretofore  embraced  in  ray  reports. 

It  has  been  my  aim  at  all  times  to  use  the  means  at  my  dis- 
posal for  the  city's  best  interests,  and  I  feel  constrained  to  say 
that  every  man  in  the  patrol  force  is  a  faithful,  diligent, 
honest  servant  of  the  people,  at  all  times  doing  his  full  duty, 
and  doing  it  fearlessly,  promptly  and  in  a  gentlemanly  way. 

My  intercourse  with  my  men  and  your  committee,  the 
Mayor,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  city  officials  has  been 
most  harmonious,  and  for  the  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies 
which  have  been  extended  to  me  I  here  express  my  sincere 
thanks.

HEPORT  OF  COMxMITTEE  ON  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  Oity  of  Raleigh : 

Gentlemex: — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department  in 
submitting  tiieir  annual  report  desire  to  call  your  careful 
attention  to  the  very  full  report  made  to  our  committee  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Department,  which  gives  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  work  of  the  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Febru- 
ary 28,  1890. 

You  will  see  by  an  examination  of  his  report  that  we  had 
during  the  year  twenty-five  (25)  fire  alarms,  with  a  loss  of  only 
$1,536.50,  and  nearly  one-half  of  that  loss  was  caused  by  the 
store  in  which  the  fire  occurred  having  wooden  doors  and 
shutters  to  the  windows,  so  that  the  fire  could  not  be  seen  until 
it  had  been  burning  for  a  considerable  time. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that 
the  department  needs  some  additional  apparatus  to  make  it 
still  more  effective  in  the  future  than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 
By  reference  to  the  Chief's  report  you  will  notice  that  eleven 
(11)  of  the  fires  were  on  the  roofs  of  the  houses.  That  fact 
should  impress  us  with  the  need  of  a  modern  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  drawn  by  horses,  so  that  it  could  get  to  the  fire  in  time 
to  prevent  the  least  loss.  The  old  truck  which  we  have,  not 
being  at  all  suitable  for  our  department,  has  been  ordered  sold, 
and  will  be  disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage  as  soon  as 
possible. 

We  ask  that  you  purchase  for  the  department  the  hook 
and  ladder  truck,  so  that  when  a  fire  occurs  on  the  roof  or  in 
the  upper  story  of  some  large  building  our  noble  firemen  can 
have  the  means  of  working  to  the  best  advantage  and  with  the 
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least  danger  of  injury  to  themselves.  When  we  consider  how 
much  work  they  do  without  any  remuneration  we  ought  not 
to  refuse  to  provide  them  with  the  proper  appliances  to  effect 
the  best  results. 

We  would  also  ask  that  you  purchase  "shut-off"  nozzles 
and  relief  valves  for  the  reel  companies,  which  would  prevent 
so  much  loss  by  water. 

Some  of  the  hose  now  in  service  is  old  and  very  much  worn, 
so  that  our  Chief  asks  that  we  [lurchase  one  thousand  (1,000) 
feet,  which  will  perfect  that  branch  of  the  department. 

Your  committee  made  an  examination  of  the  houses  in 
which  the  fire  apparatus  is  kej)t  aud  found  that  the  roofs  of  the 
Rescue  and  Capital  leaked,  and  would  suggest  that  they  be 
repaired  and  the  Capital  Hose  house  be  painted. 

As  we  think  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  Market-house 
will  be  opened  on  the  east  end  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
some  place  for  housing  the  apparatus  kept  there.  The  city  is 
now  paying  a  large  rent  for  a  house  used  by  the  Independent 
Reel  Company,  and  we  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  well 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  building  a  house. 

During  the  year  the  Capital  Hose  Company  presented  the 
city  with  a  beautiful  hose  reel  wagon,  with  which  they  have 
performed  excellent  work,  for  all  of  which  they  have  our 
sincere  thanks. 

Your  committee,  as  well  as  our  citizens  generally,  have  good 
cause  to  be  proud  of  our  Fire  Department.  AVhen  we  remem- 
ber that  we  have  not  had  a  single  building  consumed  l\v  fire 
for  the  past  year  we  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  department,  and  we  shcndd  so  far  as  we  can  do 
all  in  our  power  to  encourage  our  gallant  firemen  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  voluntary  work. 

In  conclusion,  we  again  ask  your  careful  consideration  of 
the  report  of  our  Chief,  who,  always  zealous  and  efficient  with 
his  ready  co-workers,  is  ever  striving  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  Fire  Department.

BUILDINGS. 

The  department  is  housed  as  follows: 

Rescue,  Nos.  1  aud  5,  on  Fayetteville  street,  between 
Martin  and  Davie  streets;  one  and  two-story  brick  building 
(owned  by  company). 

The  building  is  entirely  too  small  for  the  apparatus  located 
there  (engine,  two  reels  and  three  horses). 

The  house  is  in  a  bad  condition.  The  roof  leaks,  and  is 
injuring  the  ap[)aratus;  the  inside  is  dirty  and  needs  painting 
and  ceiling. 

Capital,  No.  3,  on  West  Morgan  street,  between  Salis- 
bury and  McDowell  streets;  one  and  two-story  frame  build- 
ing; small,  but  conveniently  arranged.  The  roof  leaks  and 
needs  attention.  The  inside  of  house  needs  paving.  Build- 
ing owned  by  city. 

Independent,  No.  5,  tiorner  Blount  and  Morgan  streets; 
two-story  brick  building;  rented  by  city. 

Hook  and  Ladder,  No.  J,  in  east  end  of  Market;  should 
be  removed. 

Victor,  No.  2,  same  as  al)ove ;  should  be  removed. 

Bucket  and  Ladder,  No.  1,  same  as  above. 
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FIRE-ALARM    TELEGRAPH. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been   placed  six  (6)  new 
Garnewell  non-interference  fire-alarm  boxes,  viz. :

"    26,  N.  E.  corner  Hargett  and  East  streets.

"    35,  N.  E.  corner  Hargett  and  Dawson  streets. 
Besides  the  above   the  R.  &  G.  R.  R.  Co.,  at  their  own 
expense,  located  box  No.  47,  North  street,  west  of  Salisl)nrv 
street. 

There  was  also  placed  iu  the  list  of  boxes  No.  4,  Morgan 
street,  at  Water  Tower. 

The  total  number  of  boxes  is  eighteen  (18),  which,  for  the 
present,  will  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  dej)artment.  These 
boxes  are  conveniently  located  and  were  placed  with  a  view 
to  the  best  protection  of  the  most  property. 

A  fire-alarm  gong  has  been  placed  in  Capital  Hose  house; 
also  a  tap  bell  at  the  house  of  the  Assistant  Chief. 

Six  members  of  the  department,  at  their  own  expense,  have 
had  tap  bells  put  in  their  rooms.  The  result  of  this  is  that 
the  men  who  have  these  i)ells  are  always  among  the  first  to 
answer  an  alarm  of  fire  at  night.  I  trust  that  the  committee 
will  encourage  members  of  the  department  in  jMittiiig  in  bells, 
as  it  will  result  in  great  good.

The  fire-alarm  telegraph  system  is  in  first-class  shape — 
better  than  at  any  time  since  the  system  was  inaugurated.  It 
is  regularly  and  thoroughly  tested,  and  no  imperfection  is 
permitted  to  remain  uncorrected.  As  a  consequence  the 
alarms  sent  in  over  the  lines  have,  without  exception,  been 
correct.  The  only  needed  change  to  make  the  alarms  possibly 
perfect  is  an  automatic  repeater,  by  which  the  system  could  be 
divided  into  a  number  of  circuits,  so  in  case  of  any  one  of  the 
lines  breaking  it  would  not  disable  the  entire  circuit  as  at 
present,  but  only  the  one  on  which  the  break  occurred. 

The  fire-alarm  telegraph  has  been  one  of  the  best  investments 
the  city  has  made  for  the  department,  as  well  as  the  citizens. 
It  has  been,  as  much  as  any  other  cause,  the  means  of  the 
great  improvement  in  the  department,  and  has  saved  many 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  property. 
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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  additions  to  the  department  in  apparatus,  etc.,  and  the 
spirit  of  appreciation  and  liberality  shown  it  by  the  commit- 
tee and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  brought  about  good  results 
wiiich  I  hardly  deemed  possible.  Within  the  year  just  past 
there  has  beeu  new  life  given  the  department.  The  members 
of  the  various  companies  take  a  more  active  interest  in  their 
organizations;  better  discipline  prevails;  nothing  is  slow — 
everybody  and  everything  act  promptly,  and  to-day  there  is 
a  snap-and-go  characteristic  of  the  truly  successful  fire  depart- 
ment. 

The  members  composing  the  various  companies,  as  a  whole, 
have  performed  their  duties  faithfully.  As  a  rule  certain  men 
in  each  company  are  always  present  when  called,  while  there 
are  others  who,  if  ever  present,  then  very  seldom,  and  who 
had  better  be  out  of  the  department  and  make  places  for 
active  firemen. 

There  has  been  much  done  to  perfect  the  Fire  Department, 
yet  there  is  work  ahead  before  it  will  be  perfected.  There  are 
many  needed  improvements  which  would  add  to  its  efficiency; 
there  are  many  useful  appliances  which  would  materially  aid 
in  diminishing  fire  and  water  loss;  there  is  a  lack  of  proper 
means  of  preventing  the  interference  with  firemen  while  in 
the  discharge  of  duty.  I  appreciate  the  fact  that  a  perfect 
department  cannot  be  made  without  patience  and  work,  and 
that  it  requires  time  and  money  to  accomplish  what  is  neces- 
sary. However,  I  trust  the  committee  will  thoroughly  inves- 
tigate the  needs  of  the  department  and,  in  their  judgment, 
provide  what  is  required  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and 
property. 

The  permanent  improvements  in  the  depart.ment 
during  the  year  consist  of 

One  (1)  four-wheeled  hose  wagon  (bought  by  Capital  Hose, 
No.  3,  and  presented  to  the  city). 

One  (1)  horse  for  Capital  Hose. 
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One  (1)  frame  house  for  Capital  Hose. 

One  (1)  set  Hale  drop-harness  for  Capital  Hose. 

Electrical  apparatus  for  Capital  Hose. 

One  (1)  double  set  Berry  drop-harness  for  Rescue,  No.  1. 

Repairing  Rescue  steamer. 

Painting  Rescue  Reel,  No.  5. 

Five  hundred  feet  cotton  hose. 

Six  fire-alarm  boxes,  poles,  wire,  etc. 

In  addition  to  al)ove  many  minor  supplies  for  the  need  of 
the  department  have  been  furnished. 

The  water  supply  has  proved  abundant  and  the  pressure 
from  the  Tower  sufficient  to  extinguish  any  fire  occurring. 
The  hydrants  have  been  kej)t  in  good  order  and  the  caps  well 
oiled. 

The  Fire-alarm  Telegraph  has  never  yet  fiiiled  to 
correctly  sound  the  right  box,  and  although  on  several  occa- 
sions two  boxes  have  been  pulled  for  one  fire,  there  was  no 
interference.  I  know  that  this  system  of  alarms  is  appre- 
ciated by  the  firemen,  and  I  feel  certain  that,  having  performed 
its  duty  so  well,  the  few  dissatisfied  citizens  who  opposed 
its  adoption  have  become  satisfied  with  its  workings — espe- 
cially those  who  need  the  aid  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  RECORD  of  fires  shows  a  total  number  of  twenty- 
five  (25),  with  a  loss  from  every  source  of  SI, 536. 50,  with 
insurance  amounting  to  $5,950.  Considering  the  number  of 
fires  and  the  class  of  buildings  in  which  they  originated,  and 
the  means  at  hand  to  prevent  water  loss,  the  above  amounts 
show  well  for  the  work  of  any  volunteer  department.  This 
small  loss  is  due  to  quickness  in  reaching  fires  and  handling 
apparatus  and  hose,  than  which  no  department  excels  ours. 
Not  a  single  house  has  been  destroyed  during  the  year.  I 
attribute  much  of  this  to  the  work  done  by  the  companies 
practicing  for  tournaments,  and  in  which  they  have  always 
been  successful. 

The  tabulated  record  will  show  that  those  companies  (Nos. 
3  and5)  whose  drivers  and  horses  do  only  fire  duty,  and  which 
13 
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are  properly  equipped  for  quick  work,  have  always  had  streams 
ou  every  fire,  and  with  few  exceptions  have  been  the  first  to 
answer  the  alarm,  This  is  natural,  and  should  be,  and  is  no 
discredit  to  the  other  companies,  and  I  mention  the  subject 
that  the  committee  may  see  the  good  results  of  their  liberality 
and  that  the  citizens  may  give  them  credit  for  doing  what  has 
proved  doubly  worth  its  cost. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  of  the  twenty-five  (25)  fires  that 
eleven  (11)  were  on  or  in  the  loof.  It  will  also  be  noticed 
that  the  department  had  no  ladder  service  at  many  of  these 
fires,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  hook  and  ladder  truck  is 
drawu  by  hand  and  usually  arrives  after  it  is  not  needed. 

RECOMMENDATIONS    AND    SUGGESTIONS. 

1.  That  1,000  feet  of  hose  be  purchased.  Much  (see  report) 
that  is  now  in  use  is  worn  by  long  (6  to  8  years)  service,  and 
in  case  of  high  pressure  is  liable  to  burst. 

2.  That  the  apparatus  in  the  east  end  of  Market- house  be 
removed. 

3.  That  Sec.  8,  Chap.  3,  City  Ordinances,  be  enforced  or 
annulled. 

4.  That  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department  and  Assistants  have 
power,  in  their  discretion,  to  disperse  people  who  interfere 
with  the  department  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

5.  That  the  needs  of  the  department  require  a  hook  and 
ladder  truck  drawu  by  horses  and  commanded  by  active 
firemen. 

6.  That  this  department  shall  consist  of  four  (4)  reel  com- 
panies, carrying  a  total  of  3,500  feet  of  hose,  with  a  reserve 
reel  carrying  750  feet ;  one  hook  and  ladder  company  and  one 
salvage  corps  properly  equipped  and  supplied  with  necessary 
appliances  and  one  bucket  and  ladder  company.  Tiiat  the 
reserve  force  shall  consist  of  one  steamer.  The  department 
thus  arranged  and  properly  equipped  would  do  better  work, 
would  be  easier  handled  and  would  cost  no  more  to  maintain 
than  the  present  one. 
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7.  That  shiit-oif  nozzles  and  relief  valves  be  supplied  every 
reel  company.     This  to  prevent  water  loss. 

8.  That  a  salvage  corps  be  organized  for  th6  saving  and  pro- 
tection of  property.    This  is  not  a  duty  of  the  Fire  Department. 

9.  That  in  order  to  perfect  the  department  and  provide  such 
permanent  improvements  as  are  necessary  for  its  good  and  the 
successful  carrying  out  of  the  various  demands  upon  it  that 
the  committee  personally  inspect  the  apparatus,  houses,  hose, 
appliances,  etc.,  and  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  M  requisition  for  such  amount  of  money  as  they  may 
deem  best  to  accoinj)lish  this  end. 

10.  That  annual  appropriations  be  made  for  the  dej>artment. 

IN    CONCLUSlOxN. 

If  a  fire  department  is  a  necessary  part  of  a  city's  govern- 
ment it  should  not  be  an  institution  deriving  su[)port  from 
charity  •  and  kept  in  existence  and  given  life  alone  by  the 
work  of  the  volunteer  firemen.  Comparatively  few  people 
know  the  amount  of  labor  and  time  that  our  firemen  give  to 
the  service,  and,  therefore,  hardly  give  credit  for  the  full 
value  of  their  labor.  These  men,  as  a  rule,  own  no  real  estate 
and  have  nothing  to  sufter  from  fire  loss.  They  organize  for 
a  common  good — the  protection  of  the  homes  and  lives  of 
their  fellow-citizens.  There  are  some  (I  trust  but  few)  whom 
I  fear  think  any  appi^opriation  to  the  Fire  Department  is 
waste  and  extravagance  and  who  would  have  us  go  along  in 
the  same  slow  and  out-of-date  way  which  was  known  to  them 
in  their  boyhood  and  to  make  the  best  <»ut  of  nothing  that  is 
possible. 

The  majority  of  our  peo[)le — those  who  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  fire  losses  and  its  prevention — I  am  satisfied  agree 
with  your  committee  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  the  wise 
provision  of  supplying  suitable  apparatus  and  appliances,  and 
the  liberality  shown  this  department  during  the  pa^t  year. 
You  have,  no  doubt,  seen  the  good  results  of  the  improve- 
ments  which   have  been   made,  noticed   the  renewed   interest 
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taken  by  all  the  companies  in  the  department,  and  have  been 
gratified,  I  hope,  in  the  small  fire  loss. 

Of  the  expenses  of  the  department  much  has  been  for  its 
permanent  iniprovenient,  and  not  for  actual  running  expenses, 
as  will  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  the  statement.  This  was  neces- 
sitated from  the  tact  that  the  department  had  never  been 
equipped,  and  new  material  was  necessary.

Gentlemen: — The  Water  Committee  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  for  your  consideration  : 

During  the  past  year  many  improvements  have  been  made 
by  the  Raleigh  Water  Company  and  others  are  in  course  of 
construction. 

In  order  to  supply  many  of  our  citizens  with  water  on 
streets  where  there  were  no  pipes  and  to  permit  the  use  of  the 
recently  completed  sewerage  system  the  Water  Company 
agreed  to  extend  their  mains  for  domestic  supply  on  twenty- 
seven  (27)  squares,  and  thereafter  to  run  such  mains  on  any 
streets  wherever  twenty  dollars  per  square  was  guaranteed  for 
water  rental.  To  the  present  date  about  twenty  (20)  of  the 
twenty-seven  (27)  squares  have  been  connected  and  the  remain- 
ing seven  (7)  will  be  put  in  during  the  month  of  April,  1890. 

With  the  above  additions  to  the  regular  mains  and  the  pro- 
vision for  running  other  water  pipes  after  the  twenty-seven 
squares  are  completed  there  is  no  reason  why  all  of  our  citizens 
cannot,  if  they  desire,  have  the  use  of  water  and  sewerage. 

There  have  been  put  in  3,000  feet  of  six-inch  regular  mains 
for  domestic  supply  and  fire  service,  on  which  were  connected 
three  (3)  public  and  one  (1)  private  double  fire-hydrants  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen.  The  total  number  of  fire- 
hydrants  now  in  use  is  123  public  and  three  private,  all  in 
good  order,  as  reported  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department. 

The  other  improvements  made  by  the  Raleigh  Water  Com- 
pany, all  of  which  go  towards  increasing  the  water  supply 
and  rendering  it  better  for  domestic  use,  consist  in  part  of 
increased  filtering  capacity,  a  very  large  steam-filter  puaip. 
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substantial  improvements  in  dam  where  water  is  taken  for 
siip|)lying  the  city,  and  the  substitution  of  iron  for  terra- cot ta 
pipe  wiierever  found  necessary  in  the  supply  line.  The  filters, 
when  completed  (which  will  be  by  early  summer),  will  consist 
of  four  plants,  with  a  capacity  of  1,500,000  gallons  daily, 
and  so  arranged  as  to  be  worked  separately  or  all  together, 
and  with  suitable  washing  facilities.  Many  other  improv'e- 
ments  on  a  smaller  scale  have  been  made,  and  the  company 
appear  to  take  an  interest  in  making  their  works  adequate  to 
meet  all  demands  and  a  pride  in  supplying  water  which  will 
at  all  times  give  satisfaction.  A  recent  analysis  of  the  water, 
ordered  by  Dr.  Jas.  McKee,  Superintendent  of  Health,  showed 
it  to  be  pure  and  wholesome  and  a  good  drinking  water. 
Analyses  of  the  water  are  frequently  made  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  every  precaution  taken  to  guard  against  contami- 
nation. The  pressure  from  hydrants  for  fire  purposes  has 
always  been  sufficient  to  extinguish  any  fires  without  the  use 
of  portable  engines. 

The  works  are  in  first-class  order.  The  pumping  machinery 
is  kept  thoroughly  repaired  and  every  attention  possible  is 
given  to  provide,  so  far  as  we  can  determine,  a  reliable  and 
adequate  supply  of  water. 

In  our  opinion  the  city  has  a  system  of  water-works  excelled 
by  but  few.     The  management  has  been  liberal  in  supplying 
water  for  city  purposes  and  has  shown  a  disposition  to  keep 
the  works  in  all  respects  a  pride  to  the  city.

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Lights  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit their  annual  report.  The  lights  nsed  in  the  city  build- 
ings, except  one  arc  and  one  incandescent  electric  light,  are  of 
gas  furnished  under  a  contract  made  in  1888  for  a  term  of 
five  years  with  the  Raleigh  Heating  and  Power  Company  at 
the  rate  of  §1.50  per  thousand  feet.  The  streets  are  lighted 
with  forty-eight  arc  electric  lights,  which  are  supposed  to  be  of 
twelve  hundred  candle-power  each ;  but  your  committee,  believ- 
ing that  the  lights  were  not  of  the  power  contracted  for,  have 
heretofore  submitted  in  their  monthly  report  a  resolution  to 
arbitrate  the  diflFerence  with  the  contracting  parties,  which  was 
adopted,  and  the  matter  is  now  under  process  of  arbitration. 
We  hope  upon  the  report  of  the  arbitrators  that  our  lights 
will  be  more  satisfactory  than  at  present.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PARKS. 


Raleigh,  X.  C,  February  28,  1890. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen : — The  Committee  on  Parks  beg  leave  to  pre- 
sent the  following  report  for  the  term  ending  February  28, 
1890. 

It  gives  us  pleasure  to  say  that  those  having  charge  of  the 
parks  of  the  city  have  discharged  their  dutv  very  satisfacto- 
rily. 

The  two  parks,  Mo(ire  Square  and  Xash  Square,  are  not 
under  our  immediate  control. 

MOORE    SQUARE 

is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  and  he 
has  done  the  very  best  that  could  l)e  done  with  the  facilities 
he  has  had  at  his  command. 

NASH    SQUARE 

has  been  under  lease  for  twelve  years,  and  the  lessee  has  made 
marked  and  decided  improvements.  We  would  suggest  the 
purchase  of  about  a  dozen  regular  park  seats.  They  will  add 
greatly  to  both  the  convenience  and  the  looks  of  the  square. 
This  park  is  opposite  the  handsome  new  depot  building  and 
should  be  made  j)articidarly  attractive,  as  it  is  the  first  thing 
a  stranger  will  see  when  he  arrives  in  our  beautiful  city.  We 
also  recommend  that  the  sidewalk  be  fixed  and  a  rock  curbing 
extended  all  around  the  square. 
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PULLEN    PARK. 

This  park,  the  gilt  of  Raleigh's  greatest  philanthrupist,  is 
l)eiiig  improved  very  rapidly.  Mr.  Pulleu  has  taken  a  great 
deal  of  interest  in  pushing  on  the  improvements. 

In  February  of  1890  he  furnished  four  mules,  two  drivers, 
three  brick  masons,  15,000  brick,  tifty-two  barrels  cement,  one 
ram  and  piping,  lumber  for  bridges  and  a  great  deal  of  hibor, 
an)ountiug  to  §681.40.  Not  the  least  of  all  this  was  Mr. 
Pullen's  valuable  time,  which  he  also  gave,  directing  the  cut- 
ting away  of  a  hill-side,  making  five  heavy  fine  terraces,  each 
with  a  (h'ive,  bordered  with  young  trees  and  tiie  sloping  fronts 
sown  in  gi'ass;  564  feet  of  carefully  made  ditches  with  paved 
bottoms;  a  reservoir  five  by  six  feet  to  furnish  water  for  the 
fountain;  a  pool  thirty-three  and  one-third  by  four  feet  deep, 
from  tile  centre  of  which  springs  the  fountain.  Mr.  Howell, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Pullen,  has  done  this  work  well. 

We  are  also  under  obligations  to  Captain  B.  P.  Williamson 
for  manure  and  grass  seed  that  he  donated  to  the  park. 

There  were  about  three  and  one-half  atjres  of  grass  and  six 
acres  in  oats  seeded  this  February. 

Commissioner  Blake  deserves  great  credit  for  transf  )rming 
an  ugly  mud-hole  into  a  very  handsome  fountain. 

The  work  of  improving  drives,  ploughing  and  improving 
the  young  groves  is  being  pushed  by  the  efficient  superintend- 
ent of  this  park,  Mr.  W.  A.  Howell. 

We  respectfully   recommend  that  the  salaiw  of  the  super- 
intendent of  this  park  be  increased  to  twenty-five  ($25)  dol- 
lars per  month,  to  take  effect  April  1st,  1890.

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  follow- 
ing report  of  Leonard  Medic:il  School  Hospital  from  Novem- 
ber 1,  1889,  to  April  1,  1890. 

Patients  admitted — Males,  22;  females,  17;  total,  39. 

Acute  cases — Males,  11 — 9  cured;  females,  9 — 9  cured; 
total,  20—18  cured. 

Chronic  cases — Males,  11 — 4  cured;  females,  7 — 2  cured; 
total,  18 — 6  cured;  5  were  improved. 

Surgical  operations — Upon  males,  6;  females,  1 ;  total,  7- — 
all  cured. 

Died,  acute — Males,  2. 

Died,  chronic — Males,  4;  females,  3;  total  deaths,  9. 

There  have  been  seven  patients  confined  in  the  obstetrical 
ward. 

More  than  one  hundred  patients  have  received  treatment  at 
the  out-door  dispensary. 

The  medicines  so  kindly  furnished  by  the  city  for  this 
unfortunate  class  of  sufferers  as  well  as  that  furnished  for 
some  of  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  have  been  a  gracious 
charity. 

It  will  be  seen  that  our  mortality  is  greater  than  in  previous 
years.  This  is  due  to  two  facts:  1st.  Our  number  has  been 
greater.  2d.  The  emigrants  whom  we  took  almost  lifeless 
from  the  depot  died  (some  of  them)  from  diseases  brought  on 
in  consequence  of  extreme  exposure  and  neglect.  These  were 
not  citizens  of  Raleigh.

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Office  Board  of  Health, 
Raleigh,  N.  C,  February  28,  1890. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

Gentlemen: — It  is  not  without  emotions  of  pleasure  that 
I  tender  you  this  the  first  annual  report  of  your  Local  Board 
of  Health  ;  pleasurable  by  reason  of  the  commendable  spirit  of 
progress  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  sanitation  of  the  city  of 
Raleigh  and  its  vital  statistics  that  have  actuated  you.  I 
think  I  can  say,  and  safely,  that  we  are  leading  all  the  cities 
in  the  State  in  these  matters  and  will  compare  favorably  with 
most  of  the  cities  of  the  United  States. 

Your  spirit  of  progress  has  given  us  a  complete  system  of 
collecting  and  registering  vital  statistics — marriages,  births 
and  deaths — so  that  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  we  may  pre- 
sent to  the  citizens  of  Raleigh,  through  your  body,  a  report 
of  our  human  income  and  outgo. 

You  have  given  us  ordinances  looking  to  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  our  citizens  in  a  thorough  system  of  connecting 
with  our  present  most  admirably  constructed  system  of  sew- 
erage. While  the  ordinance  which  provides  for  the  methods 
of  connecting  may  appear  hard  and  difficult,  I  am  confident 
that  in  the  long  run  our  people  will  feel  and  appreciate  the 
thoroughness  of  detail  involved  in  it.  I  take  it  that  any 
individual  who  desires  health  and  comfort  would  infinitely 
prefer  taking  some  little  trouble  to  secure  it  than  to  incur  any 
risk  in  obtaining  it  otherwise. 

The  other  ordinances  relating  to  health,  and  notably  the 
ordinance  providing  for  a  Local  Board  of  Health,  are  most 
timely;  the  registration  of  physicians  and  midwives,  inspec- 
tion of  buildings,  permission  to  be  obtained  to  dig  drains  and 
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construct  sewers,  prohibitiDg  filth  to  be  thrown  on  the  streets^ 
penalties  for  placing  unwholesome  meats  and  other  food  upon 
the  market,  and  especially  commendable  is  the  ordinance  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  contagious  and  infectious  diseases. 

While  we  are  on  the  highway  to  success  in  matters  of  this 
character  there  are  still  some  matters  to  which  I  desire  to  par- 
ticularly call  your  attention,  one  of  which  is  that  of  vaccina- 
tion. I  would  suggest  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  requiring 
the  vaccination  of  all  unvacciuated  persons  in  the  city,  espe- 
cially for  the  compulsory  vaccination  of  all  children  within 
six  months  after  the  registration  of  the  births.-  We  cannot  be 
too  particular  in  providing  ourselves  with  all  the  means  at  our 
command   to  keep  our  mortuary   reports  as  low  as  possible. 

The  history  of  small-pox  throughout  the  world  shows  it  to 
have  been  the  cause  of  a  very  large  number  of  deaths,  but 
since  the  discovery  of  vaccination  l)y  Edward  Jenner,  an 
English  surgeon  of  the  last  century,  the  mortality  from  small- 
pox has  persistently  and  gradually  been  rediicetl.  In  a  paper 
before  me  is  a  table  prepared  by  the  London  Board  of  Health 
from  thirty  reports  sent  in  to  them  without  selection,  noting 
that  natural  small-pox  in  the  unprotected  of  1,781  cases  there 
were  361  deaths,  witli  the  percentage  of  deaths  at  25.81  ; 
small-pox  after  inoculation,  cases  fifty-eight,  deaths  twenty- 
two,  percentage  37.92;  small-pox  after  vaccination,  cases  999, 
deaths  thirty-two,  percentage  3.44. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  mortality  from  smaIl-j)ox  among 
the  vaccinated  varies  from  almost  nothing  up  to  twelve  and  a 
half  per  cent,  (the  latter  in  the  Vienna  hosj)ital),  the  mean 
being  five  and  one-fourth  per  cent. 

I  would  earnestly  advise  that  measures  be  taken  immedi- 
ately f(jr  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  requiring:  First,  that 
all  unvacciuated  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall 
procure  their  own  vaccination;  second,  parents  and  guardians 
shall  have  their  children  and  wards  vaccinated  within  six 
months  after  birth;  third,  all  unvacciuated  persons  coming 
into  the  city  from  (^ther  places  and  locating  in  this  city   shall 
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procure  their  vaccination  and  tlmt  of  their  children  or  wards 
within  six  months;  fourth,  superintendents  of  public  institu- 
tions shall  he  requii-ed  to  have  the  inmates  vaccinated.  The 
Local  Board  of  Health  to  have  charge  of  public  vaccination. 

I  know  of  no  more  opportune  time  to  pass  such  an  ordinance, 
apart  from  the  necessity  of  it,  than  now,  for  in  six  years  from 
now  will  be  tiie  centennial  year  when  Jenner  made  his  first 
vaccination  upon  a  human  subject,  it  being  in  1796.  In  1800 
the  practice  was  introduced  in  the  United  States,  and  during 
these  ninety  years  Alabama,  Connecticut,  Delawai'e,  Ken- 
tucky, Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts  (\vhf)se  first  law  was 
passed  in  1809),  Michigan,  Minnesota,  New  Hampshire,  New 
Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Rhode  Island,  Tennessee  and  Vir- 
ginia have  enacted  laws  providing  for  vaccination,  nearly  all 
of  which  laws  look  particularly  to  the  protection  of  their  pub- 
lic schools,  excluding  therefrom  all  unvaccinated  children. 
Some  such  laws  we  hope  to  have  enacted  by  the  next  General 
Assembly,  applicable  to  all  towns  and  cities  in  the  State. 

I  would  especially  call  attention  to  the  several  exhibits 
comprising  the  tabulated  statements  of  our  vital  statistics- 
The  work  has  been  accomplished  after  much  time  and  great 
care  and  reflects  much  credit  upon  our  clerk,  Mr.  H.  H.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  a  rej)(>rt  uf  your  .s<'hools 
for  five  months  einh'niJj  February  15,  1890:

ENROLLMENT  AND  ATTENDANCE. 

The  eurollment  in  the  white  schools  for  the  term  just  ended 
is  one  thousand  and  forty-three  against  an  enrollment  of  eleven 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  year,  a  decrease  in  the  enrollment  in  the  white  schools  of 
eighty-four.  The  average  daily  attendance  in  the  white 
schools  is  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  against  an  attend- 
ance for  corresponding  period  of  last  year  of  eight  hundred 
and  sixteen,  a  decrease  in  the  average  daily  attendance  of 
eighty-nine.  There  is  a  decrease  in  the  enrollment  in  the 
colored  schools  of  eighteen,  but  in  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance there  is  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  nine  over 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.  To  recapitulate,  we  find  in 
all  the  schools  a  decrease  in  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and 
two  and  an  increase  in  the  average  daily  attendance  of  twenty. 
The  average  number  belonging  to  the  schools  was  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  against  eighteen  hundred  and  seven 
for  last  year — an  increase  of  twenty-two.     The  falling  off  in 

the  number  in  the  white  schools  I  attribute  principally  to  two 

17 
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causes:  the  abolition  of  the  eighth  grade  and  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  secure  legislation  fixing 
the  minimum  school  age  at  seven  years.  By  reason  of  this 
action  of  the  Board  the  number  of  children  in  our  first  grade 
was  smaller  than  in  previous  years,  as  the  impression  prevailed 
to  a  considerable  extent  that  this  recommendation  had  been 
enacted  into  a  law. 

THE    SCHOOL    AC4E. 

I  cannot  commend  too  highly  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  in  taking  steps  toward  raising  tiie  age  of  admission. 
I  respectfully  call  your  attention  again  to  the  subject  as  one  of 
the  most  important  questions  pertaining  to  the  good  of  the 
schools.  If  we  are  to  have  but  seven  grades  I  am  firmly  of 
the  opinion  that  these  seven  grades  should  be  for  children 
from  eight  or  nine  to  fifteen  or  sixteen,  rather  than  for  chil- 
dren from  six  to  thirteen.  I  believe  that  one  thousand  dollars 
spent  for  the  education  of  children  over  twelve  will  do  as 
much  good  as  three  thousand  dollars  spent  for  those  under 
eight  or  nine.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say  that  I  have 
not  yet  taught  my  eldest  child  either  to  read  or  to  write, 
although  she  is  eight  years  old.  As  things  now  stand,  many 
of  the  teachers  have  too  many  pupils,  many  children  of  four- 
teen, fifteen  and  sixteen  who  most  need  instruction  are  gettinir 
nothing,  and  much  of  the  force  of  the  school  is  expended  upon 
very  young  children  who  ought  not  to  be  in  school  at  all. 

TRAINED    TEACHERS. 

Has  not  the  time  come,  gentlemen,  when  you  will  determine 
to  employ  none  but  trained  teachers?  I  believe  that  profes- 
sional training  is  as  necessary  for  a  teacher  as  for  a  physician. 
I  think  that  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  each  teacher  in  your 
schools  is  proportionate  to  the  numl)erof  years  spent  by  that 
teacher  in  the  study  of  educational  principles  and  in  efforts  to 
carry  out  those  principles  in  the  school-room.  Their  faithful- 
ness is  worthy  of  all  praise.  Of  many  of  them  we  are  justly 
proud. 
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PRIXCIPLES    AND    METHODS. 

There  is  still  much  niisiiuderstanding  m  regard  to  our  aim 
and  methods.  Superintendent  McAlister  of  Philadelphia  has 
recently  declared  that  no  one  has  ever  better  defined  the 
teacher's  office  than  Lord  Bacon,  who  stated  it  to  be  the 
establishment  of  a  just  familiarity  betwixt  the  mind  and 
things.  Your  Superintendent  has  been  endeavoring  to  carry 
this  spirit  into  all  the  schools.  By  reason  of  imi)erfect  train- 
ing in  this  direction  of  himself  and  his  teachers  the  work  has 
been  far  from  what  we  would  have  it.  To  teach  children  how 
to  spell  words  the  meanings  of  wliich  are  unknown,  to  teach 
figure  processes  in  arithmetic  before  teaching  "  the  reason 
why"  with  things,  to  repeat  rules  of  grammar,  to  recite  history 
by  heart,  to  read  without  expression,  to  accept  on  recitation 
words  without  thoughts,  all  these  things  we  have  attempted  to 
cast  out  of  your  schools.  Observation  rather  than  hearsay 
testimony  should  be  the  basis  of  knowledge.  Thisis  the  kind 
of  "study"  I  have  mapped  out  i'ov  my  own  children. 

DRAWING. 

As  a  matter  of  intellectual  training,  I  am  quite  sure  that 
drawing  from  nature  is  far  superior  to  writing  for  young  chil- 
dren. Thus  far  we  have  made  very  little  progress  in  our 
attempts  to  have  the  children  taught  drawing,  but  we  have 
done  something,  and  as  time  goes  by  I  trust  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  do  better  work  in  this  department. 

READING. 

I  do  not  think  that  it  is  idle  boasting  to  say  that  the  read- 
ing as  a  general  thing  in  such  school-rooms  as  are  not  crowded 
is  now  excellent.  We  had  great  difficulty  in  changing  from 
the  alphabetic  to  the  word  and  phonic  method,  but  we  have 
won  success. 
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AEITHMETIO. 


The  work  in  arithmetic  is  improving  just  as  rapidly  as 
teachers  get  their  consent  to  teach  ohje(!tively.  Several  books 
based  upon  this  principle  liave  very  recently  made  their  appear- 
ance. I  am  sure  that  these  books  will  do  much  toward  con- 
vincing the  public  and  inexperienced  teachers  that  the  sort  of 
work  which  we  have  been  attempting  to  do  for  several  years 
past,  crude  and  imperfect  though  it  still  remains,  is  not  only 
not  unique  and  foolish,  but  that  it  is  the  plan  carried  on  in 
many  of  the  best  schools  of  the  world,  and  that  it  is  based 
upon  the  soundest  philosophical  principles. 

HISTORY. 

In  history,  as  a  rule,  we  are  doing  fairly  well — some  teach- 
ers are  succeeding  admirably.  However,  we  can  never  do 
the  best  work  until  we  can  get  a  good  working  library  in 
each  school. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Onr  work  in  geography  is  not  by  any  means  what  it  should 
be.  In  this  study  more  than  any  other  now  in  our  schools 
the  meniory  is  still  too  often  burdened  at  the  expense  of  the 
judgment  and  the  imagination.  Those  teachers  who  have 
acquired  skill  in  the  use  of  the  moulding-board  have  added 
largely  to  their  usefulness  as  teachers  of  geography. 

LANGUAGE    TRAINING. 

Notwithstanding  the  immense  Importance  of  scientific  train- 
ing it  is  absolutely  valueless,  nay,  impossible,  without  thor- 
ough training  in  the  use  of  language.  I  would  not  be  under- 
stood as  undervaluing  in  the  least  the  importance  of  thorough 
linguistic  training.  I  believe  it  was  Lord  Brougham  who 
said  that  no  man  could  know  one  language  until  he  knew  two. 
If  parents  expect  their  children  to  become  educated  in  the 
best  sense  of  the  term  they  should  see  that  at  least  one  for- 
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eign  language  is  carefully  studied.  Considerable  improve- 
ment has  been  made  in  our  composition  work.  While  many 
of  the  papers  submitted  by  the  pupils  are  still  wretchedly 
poor,  greatly  to  the  mortification  of  myself  and  the  teachers, 
very  many  of  them  are  a  credit  to  the  schools  and  tlie  very 
strongest  possible  testimony  to  the  earnest  and  patient  labors 
of  your  faithful  teachers  who  spend  weary  hours  poring  over 
them  at  night. 

FORM    STUDY    AND    MANUAL    TRAINING. 

I  am  gratified  at  some  excellent  specimens  of  work  in  f)aper 
and  pasteboard  which  I  have  seen  done  by  members  of  the 
form  class.  This  work  has  been  done  by  hoys  of  the  seventh, 
sixth  and  fifth  grades  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Miller.  The 
general  plan  pursued  was  that  laid  down  in  Spencer's  Inven- 
tional  Geometry.  We  have  done  some  work  in  clay  nKnleling 
and  paper  folding  and  riitting,  but  we  have  not  given  suffi- 
cient time  to  this  very  important  line  of  work.  The  sewing 
of  the  girls  in  the  first,  second  and  third  grades  at  the  Mur- 
phey  School  and  the  fourth  grade  at  the  Centennial  School 
is  worthy  of  praise.  Speaking  in  general  tertns,  however, 
we  have  scarcely  touched  this  great  subject  of  industrial  train- 
ing. Experience  in  the  best  scho(;ls  of  the  country  has  shown 
that  such  work  not  only  does  not  interfere  with  the  literary 
work  done  by  the  pupils,  but  makes  that  better.  In  my 
mind  it  is  simply  a  question  of  time  when  all  children  in 
school  will  be  given  instruction  in  paper,  pasteboard  and  clay 
and  cloth  or  wood. 

VOCAL    MUSIC. 

The  recent  introduction  of  vocal  music,  under  the  direction 
of  a  special  teacher,  will  prove  very  popular,  I  think,  wjth 
parents,  teachers  and  pupils,  and  of  great  value  to  the  schools. 

SPELLING. 

From  the  fact  that  spelling  is  not  taught  in  the  same  man- 
ner in  which  it  was  commonly  taught  years  ago  an  impression 
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prevails  to  a  great  or  less  extent  that  we  do  not  teach 
spelling.  This  is  a  great  mistake.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say 
that  I  have  given  the  matter  a  great  deal  of  care  and  attention, 
and  I  believe  that  the  same  thing  can  be  said  of  the  teachers 
generally,  and  that  the  results  obtained  will  compare  very 
favorably  with  results  obtained  elsewhere.  Bad  spelling  is 
undeniably  a  bad  thing.  There  is  as  much  sense  in  drawing 
a  face  with  three  eyes,  placing  one  in  the  forehead,  as  in  draw- 
ing the  word  which  with  six  letters,  placing  a  'H"  near  the 
middle.  Surely  everything  that  is  worth  doing  at  all  is  worth 
doing  well.  For  my  part  I  cannot  understand  how  any 
teacher  can  ever  tolerate  such  literal  monstrosities  as  are  too 
frequently  met  with.  It  is  not  a  good  plan  to  compel  a  child 
to  commit  to  memory  hundreds  and  thousands  of  words  with 
the  idea  that  if  the  child's  life  is  spared  and  he  does  not  forget 
them  a  portion  of  these  words  may  some  day  be  used.  The 
time  for  a  child  to  learn  to  spell  a  word  is  the  instant  the  child 
has  occasion  to  write  that  word  fir  the  first  time.  If  the 
child  has  not  a  clear  conception  of  the  word  to  be  written  a  dic- 
tionary should  be  consulted  on  the  same  principle  that  I  would 
look  at  a  horse  if  I  desired  to  draw  a  horse.  Children  should 
be  supplied  with  dictionaries  very  early  and  should  use  them 
constantly  in  reading  and  writing.  As  long  as  teachers  per- 
mit the  writing  of  incorrect  forms  just  so  long  will  indolent 
pupils  content  themselves  with  guessing  at  the  correct  forms, 
rather  than  go  to  the  trouble  of  looking  for  them.  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes  somewhere  speaks  of  his  open  dictionary. 
The  expression  is  a  good  one. 

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  in  our  American  schools  is  not  extensive 
enough.  To  feed  intelligent  children  year  after  year  almost 
exclusively  upon  the  three  R's  is  to  give  them  little  better 
treatment  than  the  dose  of  treacle  and  sulphur  administered 
every  morning  to  Squeer's  pupils  at  Dotheboys  Hall.  In  a 
recent  magazine  article  Prof.  Jos.   Rodes  Buchanan   writes: 
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"From  my  own  observation  1  should  say  that  boys  of  ten 
years  rightly  managed  from  the  first  should  be  already  famil- 
iar with  the  outlines  of  botany,  zoology,  chemistry,  natural 
philosophy,  astronomy,  mineralogy,  mechanics  and  physiology 
as  well  as  geography  and  history."  The  standard  is  a  high 
one,  but  not  much  higher,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  than  that 
now  set  up  by  the  best  teachers  of  Europe. 

MUCH    REMAINS    TO    BE    DONE. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  determine  to 
study  all  systems  of  education  and  appropriate  what  is  based 
upon  sound  educational  principles.  The  sooner  we  do  this 
the  better  it  will  be  for  our  children  and  our  country.  Peo- 
ple readily  make  use  of  improvements  in  medicine  and  sur- 
gery wherever  they  come  from.  I  do  not  see  why  they  should 
be  more  conservative  about  educational  methods.  President 
Adams,  of  Cornell,  has  declared  that  the  public  schools  of 
America  are  far  inferior  to  those  of  Germany.  Dr.  L.  Seeley, 
after  much  experience  in  the  schools  of  this  country  and  of 
Germany,  has  recently  written  :  "  The  teachers  of  Germany  are 
trained  for  their  icork  before  they  can  enter  upon  it  and  are 
placed  on  trial  in  the  school-room  until  their  proficiency  is 
proven ;  after  which  they  are  established  in  their  profession 
for  life.  German  teachers  just  as  much  expect  to  remain 
teachers  as  lawyers  expect  to  remain  lawyers.  How  different 
is  this  from  American  practice  where  a  large  proportion  of  the 
teachers  intend  to  remain  in  the  work  only  until  an  offer  of 
marriage,  a  business  opening  or  something  else  turns  up  to 
make  a  way  of  escape."  The  italics  are  mine.  As  long  ago 
as  1868  Mr.  Matthew  Arnold  declared  that  Europe  had  noth- 
ing to  learn  from  American  schools.  In  the  last  report  of 
the  United  States  Gommissioner  of  Education  I  read  au 
account  of  the  public  schools  of  the  Republic  of  Switzerland, 
which  I  wish  every  man  in  Raleigh  could  read.  It  will 
appear,  at  first,  to  the  reader  doubtless  more  like  a  beautiful 
vision  of  wdiat  ought  to  be  than  a  sober,  truthful  account  of 
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what  actually  exists,  aud  yet  I  have  no  doubt  that  every  Hue 
is  true.  The  reader  will  learn  that  the  finest  building  in  the 
Swiss  town  is  the  public  school;  that  a  spirit  of  kindliness 
between  teachers  aud  children  pervades  the  schools;  that  all 
teachers  are  governed  in  their  work  of  teaching  Swiss  chil- 
dren by  the  principles  of  pedagogy;  that  corporal  punishment 
is  unknown;  that  the  interest  of  the  people  in  the  success  of 
their  public  schools  is  universal,  and  that  they  tell  the  stranger 
with  pride  that  no  illiterates  can  be  found  among  them.  The 
picture  of  the  advantages  now  enjoyed  by  the  children  of  that 
rugged  land  is  a  pleasing  one  to  look  upon.  Shall  we  not 
hope  that  it  is  an  earnest  of  what,  in  God's  own  good  time, 
will  come  to  us?  Amid  all  our  difficulties  we  can  find  much 
to  cheer  us  in  these  noble  words  of  Robert  E.  Lee:  "The 
march  of  Providence  is  so  slow  and  our  desires  so  impatient, 
the  work  of  progress  is  so  immense  and  our  means  of  aiding 
it  so  feeble,  the  life  of  humanity  so  long  and  that  of  the  indi- 
vidual so  brief,  that  we  often  see  only  the  ebb  of  the  advanc- 
ing wave  and  are  thus  discouraged.  It  is  history  that  teaches 
us  to  hope."  Respectfully  submitted,

GRADED  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE.

Chairman  of  the  Raleigh  Graded  School  Committee: 

Dear  Sir: — It  again  becomes  my  (Iwty  to  place  before  you 
the  annual  report  of  this  Board. 

At  the  last  report  there  was  a  debt  amounting  to  $4,433.94; 
during  the  year  now  closing  this  amount  has  been  reduced  to 
$1,998.15. 

The  disbursements  have  been  :

By  the  charge  of  tuition  for  Latin,  etc.,  many  very  bright, 
promising  children  have  been  deprived  of  this  training  in  the 
schools,  being  unable  to  meet  the  small  charge  made  for  that 
course  of  study.  From  inquiry  of  the  suj)erintendeuts  of 
other  schools  in  this  State  we  find  that  it  is  taught  free  as  a 
regular  part  of  the  course.  The  limit  of  seven  grades  has  also 
been  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  public,  as  some  of  our  bright- 
est pupils  have  been  cut  off  entirely  from  school  privileges 
just  at  a  time  when  they  would  be  most  benefited.  It  has 
been  suggested  and  advised  that  the  age  at  which  pupils  are 
received  should  be  extended  to  seven  years  instead  of  six. 
This  is  a  subject  which  demands  careful  consideration. 
18 
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Mr.  D.  S.  Waitt  has  been  placed  on  the  Board  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  Rev.  F.  L.  Reid,  who  resigned  on  account 
of  feeble  health  and  pressure  of  private  business.  His  coun- 
sels were  most  valuable  and  we  lose  them  with  regret. 

The  details  of  the  working  of  the  schools  will  be  presented 
in  the  report  of  our  efficient  Superintendent.

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  a  report  of  the  closing 
year  of  this  administration,  it  will  hardly  be  necessary  to 
review  the  work  projected  and  partially  completed  during 
the  first  year,  as  a  very  full  account  of  these  various 
enterprises  was  contained  in  the  reports  issued  last  March. 
The  more  important  improvements  inaugurated  and 
established  by  this  Board  have  been  very  extensive,  and 
will  be  of  great  and  permanent  value.  The  following 
are  worthy  of  special  mention  : 

1.  Complete  system  of  sewerage  with  twenty-two 
miles  of  pipe. 

2.  Paving  the  principal  business  streets. 

3.  Funding  city  debt,  bearing  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 

4.  Reduction  of  city  taxes  for  general  purposes  in 
1889 — ten  (10)  per  cent. 

5.  Reduction  of  city  taxes  for  general  purposes  in 
1890 — eleven  (11)  per  cent. 

6.  Establishment  of  a  Local  Board  of  Health. 

7.  Thoroughly  reorganizing  and  equipping  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

8.  City  Charter  amended,  and  the  Board  given  authority 
to  appoint  a  board  of  equalization  to  revise  the  tax- 
lists. 

It  is  certainly  worthy  of  special  mention  that,  notwith- 
standing the  increased  expenses  incident  to  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  several  improvements  referred  to  above,  that 
city  taxes  are  materially  lower  than  when  you  assumed 
control  of  city  affairs. 
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STREETS. 


The  permanent  improvement  of  the  business  streets 
has  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  the  only  projected  pav- 
ing yet  to  be  done  is  the  roadway  to  the  Passenger  and 
the  Richmond  &  Danville  Freight  Depots.  Work  on 
this  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  weather  becomes 
favorable,  and  will  probably  be  completed  by  September 
1st,  1891. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  lack  of  proper  machinery  for 
macadamizing  has  prevented  the  free  use  of  crushed  stone 
on  certain  portions  of  our  streets  that  become  almost 
impassable  in  such  winters  as  the  past  has  been.  I  would 
strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  ten  thousand 
pound  roller,  which  can  be  drawn  by  horses.  In  addition 
to  this,  a  stone  crusher,  unless,  upon  inquiry,  refuse  stone 
from  Henderson  or  elsewhere  could  be  secured  to  better 
advantage.  With  these  appliances  and  material,  and  with 
well-directed,  energetic  work,  taking  the  most  frequented 
streets  first,  it  would  require  but  a  few  years  to  materially 
change  them  for  the  better. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  gives  in  detail  the 
total  amount  of  all  kinds  of  work  accomplished  during  the 
year,  and  is  Vv-orthy  of  your  careful  consideration.  If 
supplied  with  the  latest  improved  implements  for  the 
prosecution  of  street  work,  the  benefit  derived  from  the 
same  annual  outlay  would  be  increased  a  hundred  per 
cent.  As  early  as  practicable,  the  Commissioners  should 
run  the  boundary  lines  of  the  city  as  prescribed  in  the 
amended  Charter,  erecting  monuments  at  the  four  corners, 
and  at  all  points  due  north,  south,  east  and  west  from  the 
centre  of  the  Capitol,  so  that  the  City  Clerk  and  Tax- 
collector  may  be  able  to  make  up  the  tax-lists  correctly. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Having  completed  the  several  enterprises  previously 
referred  to,  except  the  paving  of  the  roadway  to  the 
North  Carolina  Depot,  delayed  in  consequence  of  failure 
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of  the  railroad  companies  to  build  a  joint  passenger 
depot,  your  especial  attention  is  called  to  the  imperative 
necessity  of  doing  something  to  improve  our  sidewalks. 
Without  exception,  good  sidewalks  are  of  more  impor- 
tance to  our  whole  people  than  any  one  of  the  public 
works  previously  undertaken  by  the  city  government,  and 
yet  no  systematic  work  has  ever  been  done  looking  to 
permanent  improvement  in  this  direction.  Probably  the 
plan  most  easily  attainable  and  productive  of  the  great- 
est good  would  be  to  require  the  Street  Commissioner 
to  prescribe  a  grade  for  all  sidewalks,  giving  his  attention 
first  to  those  most  in  need  of  it.  As  soon  as  this  is  done 
he  should  furnish  the  property-owner  with  the  grade, 
specifying  at  same  time  in  his  report  to  the  Board  the 
material  best  suited  for  improving  it.  The  Board  should 
then  require  the  owner  to  make  the  repairs  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Street  Commissioner. 

OPERA-HOUSE   AND   AUDITORIUM. 

The  Amended  Charter,  Section  107,  gives  you  the 
entire  control  and  management  of  Moore  and  Nash 
Squares,  authorizing  you  to  beautify  and  ornament  them. 
You  could  discharge  this  trust,  and  at  the  same  time 
erect  a  structure  that  would  be  an  ornament  to  the  city, 
by  building  an  auditorium  of  beautiful  design  on  one  of 
these  squares.  The  completion  of  this  much-needed 
hall  would  enable  you  to  utilize  Metropolitan  Hall  for 
city  purposes.  The  Mayor's  ofifice  and  court-room  can 
be  used  by  the  City  Clerk  and  Tax-collector;  the  hall  can 
be  converted  into  a  court-room  and  ofifices  for  the  Mayor 
and  Chief  of  Police,  while  the  eastern  end  of  the  build- 
ing could  be  fitted  up  for  a  station  house,  and  be  head- 
quarters for  the  police  force. 

The  station  house  now  in  use  has  long  since  been 
voted  a  nuisance,  and  is  a  disgrace  to  the  city.     As  pre- 
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viously  urged  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  it  should  be  dis- 
continued, and  comfortable  and  decent  quarters  secured. 
The  changes  above  suggested  will  enable  you  to  rent 
the  east  and  west  basements  of  the  market  house,  and 
the  revenue  thus  derived,  added  to  the  income  from  the 
new  opera-house,  will  rapidly  repay  the  money  invested 
in  the  enterprise. 

MARKET    HOUSE. 

Plans  for  remodeling  this  structure  are  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Market  Committee,  and  a  contract  for  the 
work  will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  an  early  day. 

REX    HOSPITAL. 

Those  conversant  with  the  condition  of  the  poorest 
people  of  Raleigh  know  that  we  are  in  pressing  need  of  a 
public  hospital. 

The  Rex  Fund  now  amounts  to  $27,332.62.  If  to  this 
the  city  would  add  an  appropriation  yearly  of  $2,000,  a 
vast  amount  of  suffering  would  be  alleviated,  many  valu- 
ble  lives  would  be  saved,  and  untold  good  accomplished. 
A  dispensary  in  connection  with  the  hospital  should  also 
be  established,  and  this  would  reduce  very  materially  the 
amount  now  expended  for  charity  prescriptions.  I  trust 
that  a  committee  of  three  Aldermen  may  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  trustees  of  the  Rex  fund  and  the  man- 
agers of  St.  John's  Hospital  with  the  hope  that  the 
field  of  hospital  work  may  be  enlarged,  and  the  combined 
efforts  of  our  whole  people  may  be  directed  to  securing 
a  hospital  capable  of  succoring  the  sick  and  afflicted 
who  are  without  money  and  without  friends. 

BONDS   DUE   IN    1897. 

Some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Board,  looking  to 
the  exchange  of   the    consolidated    debt    bonds  bearing 
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5  per  cent,  interest  for  city  sixes  due  in  1897.  The  fol- 
lowing section  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  explains  the 
powers  of  the  Board  with  reference  to  these  bonds : 

"  Sfx.  2.  That  none  of  the  bonds  authorized  in  the 
first  section  hereof  shall  be  issued  or  disposed  of,  either 
by  sale,  exchange,  hypothecation  or  otherwise,  for  any 
purpose  whatever  other  than  the  payment,  taking  up, 
retiring  or  cancellation  of  a  corresponding  and  equivalent 
amount  of  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
forty-four  of  the  Laws  of  North  Carolina,  passed  at  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  and  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine,  and  of  chapter  eight  of  the  Laws  of 
North  Carolina,  passed  at  the  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  and  one  thousand  eight  liundred  and  seventy-five, 
and  of  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  Private  Acts  of  General 
Assembly,  session  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  and  any  ofificer  of  the  City  of  Raleigh  viola- 
ting this  section,  or  aiding  or  abetting  any  person  in 
the  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  and  be  imprisoned  not  less  than 
six  months,  and  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  pay  the  City 
of  Raleigh  a  sum  equal  to  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  so 
misapplied:  Provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men may,  as  an  inducement  to  the  holders  of  the  out- 
standing six  per  cent,  bonds  to  surrender  the  same  in 
exchange  for  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act,  pay  a 
premium  on  said  six  per  cent,  bonds,  not  exceeding  one- 
fourth  of  one  per  cent,  for  every  year  elapsing  between 
the  time  of  such  surrender  and  the  maturity  of  the  bonds, 
if  such  surrender  and  exchange  be  made  as  much  as 
six  years  before  such  maturity." 
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SINKING   FUND. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Sinking  Fund  reports  a  cash 
balance  in  excess  of  the  July  interest  of  $4,000. 

The  attention  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  directed  to 
the  advisability  of  investing  this  fund  either  in  the  securi- 
ties of  the  city  or  in  some  other  equally  safe  paper. 

STREET   LIGHTING. 

The  dif^culties  existing  between  the  contractors  for 
lighting  the  city  and  this  Board  were  submitted,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  contract,  to  a  Board  of  Arbitration.  The 
claim  made  by  the  city,  that  the  light  furnished  was  not 
the  power  contracted  for,  was  sustained  by  the  Commit- 
tee, but  the  contractors  have  not  yet  signified  their  inten- 
tion of  accepting  a  settlement  upon  what  the  Board  con- 
ceived to  be  the  award  of  the  Committee ;  hence  no 
payments  for  street  lighting  have  been  made  since  Novem- 
ber, 1889. 

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 

As  indicated  by  a  decline  of  196  in  the  number  of  arrests 
during  the  past  year,  we  have  more  than  maintained  our 
reputation  for  being  a  law-abiding  people. 

The  Police  Force,  as  to  efficiency,  is  all  that  could  be 
desired,  but  numerically  is  too  weak  for  night  service. 
The  large  extent  of  territory  to  be  covered  by  five  men 
renders  the  commission  of  petty  theft  during  the  night 
very  easy,  and  I  therefore  endorse  the  suggestion  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  that  two  new  men  be  added  to  the  night 
relief. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  very  superior  Fire  Department  now  owned  by  the 
city  is  a  creation  of  which  this  Board  may  well  feel  proud, 
and  an  investment  in  which  every  citizen  has  an  interest, 
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not  only  in  the  saving  of  property,  which  every  year  will 
repay  the  outlay  tenfold,  but  in  the  sense  of  security 
which  everyone  must  feel  when  its  admirable  equipment 
and  first-class  membership  is  taken  into  consideration. 
Too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  the  Committee,  the 
Chief  of  this  Department  and  the  several  companies  for 
bringing  it  to  such  a  state  of  perfection. 

STREET   RAILWAY   COMPLICATIONS. 

The  Board  at  its  December  meeting,  upon  application 
of  the  Street  Car  Company,  granted  the  privilege  of  dis- 
continuing the  horse  cars  ninety  days  to  enable  the  Com- 
pany to  change  the  system  for  an  electric  car  service. 
Owing  to  difificulties  which  have  arisen  between  the 
Edison  Company  and  the  owners  of  the  railway,  the  ninety 
days  expired  before  the  completion  of  the  work.  The 
Board  at  its  meeting  in  March  granted  an  extension  of 
sixty  days,  in  which  time,  it  was  stated,  all  difficulties 
would  probably  be  adjusted.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
parties  at  interest  be  notified  that  unless  the  cars  are 
running  by  the  time  this  extension  expires,  that  the  char- 
ter from  the  city  will  be  forfeited. 

REPORTS   OF   COMMITTEES. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  the  several 
committees,  giving  a  complete  review  of  work  under  the 
especial  direction  of  each  of  them.  Especial  attention  is 
directed  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee in  regard  to  the  stock  owned  by  the  City  in  the 
Raleigh  and  Augusta  Railroad.  Formerly  this  stock  was 
of  little  value.  It  is  now  probably  worth  $10,000,  and  I 
think  will  further  increase  in  value.  The  City,  in  my 
opinion,  could  not  do  better  than  hold  it  as  a  permanent 
investment. 
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REPORTS   OF   OFFICERS. 

For  a  full  and  accurate  account  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, operations  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  Police,  Fire  and 
Street  Departments,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the 
reports  of  the  officers  in  charge.  I  take  pleasure  in  avail- 
ing myself  of  this  opportunity  of  certifying  that  their 
qualifications  are  first-class,  and  that  the  Board  made  no 
mistake  in  the  selection  of  any  of  them. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Board  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  last  fiscal  year  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  needs  of  the  various  departments,  and  awarding  to 
them  the  necessary  funds  for  prosecuting  their  work.  This 
committee  should,  by  all  means,  be  permanent,  because, 
in  the  first  place,  no  department  is  overlooked  or  slighted, 
and  in  the  second  place  all  extravagances  and  reckless 
expenditures  are  avoided. 

The  habit  of  applying  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for 
appropriations  for  the  purpose  of  securing  institutions  of 
great  value  to  our  citizens,  but  not,  strictly  speaking,  of 
a  public  natuie,  is  growing  upon  our  people.  This  Board, 
acting  under  the  law,  as  clearly  interpreted  by  the  City 
Attorney,  refused  to  make  any  appropriations  for  such 
purposes.  His  report  to  the  Board  on  this  subject  is 
well  worth  preserving,  and  the  precedent  established 
should  be  uniformly  adhered  to  : 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  oj  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

Gentlemen: — The  question  as  to  the  legality,  or,  rather,  the  constitution- 
ality, of  an  appropriation  by  the  city  to  aid  in  establishing  the  Southern 
Exposition  at  Raleigh,  which  has  been  referred  to  me  by  the  Mayor,  is  one 
which  I  have  carefully  considered  in  all  its  phases. 

Realizing  that  the  establishment  of  the  Exposition  here  might  be  of  great 
benefit,  not  only  to  the  State  at  large,  but  locally  to  our  city,  by  bringing  an 
influx  of  citizens  and  capital  within  their  borders,  I  felt  called  upon  to  give 
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the  question  careful  investigation  before  advising  that  an  appropriation  for 
said  purpose  would  be  unconstitutional.  However,  after  a  thorough  investi- 
gation, I  am  forced  to  conclude  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  cannot  legally 
make  such  appropriation,  and  in  order  that  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
those  of  our  citizens  who  so  greatly  desire  the  Exposition  to  be  established 
here  may  know  the  grounds  of  my  opinion,  I  herewith  submit  my  views 
and  the  sections  of  the  Constitution  which  led  me  to  the  conclusion  I  have 
reached. 

I  take  it  as  true,  nothing  being  known  to  the  contrary,  that  the  only  fund 
that  now  is,  or  will  be,  in  the  city  treasury  out  of  which  the  appropriation 
could  be  paid  is  that  arising  through  the  medium  of  taxation. 

Taxation  is  the  system  by  which  the  revenue  of  a  governnieni  is  collected. 
It  is  an  act  of  sovereignty  by  which  burdens  or  charges  are  imposed  on  per- 
sons and  property  for  the  support  of  government,  and  the  right  to  impose 
these  burdens  or  charges,  in  the  opinion  of  the  best  writers  on  constitutional 
law,  is  restricted  to  defraying  the  general  expenses  of  government  in  the 
form  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  the  general  expenses  being  ordinarily 
understood  to  be — 

1st.   Expenses  of  defending  the  government, 

2d.   Expenses  of  the  administration  of  justice. 

3d.   Expenses  of  public  works  and  Institutions. 

4th.   Expenses  of  supporting  the  dignity  of  the  State. 

The  proposed  Exposition  being  the  outgrowth  and  partly  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Bureau  of  Immigration,  and  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  immi- 
gration, the  appropriation  would  be  allowable  under  the  third  division  above 
named,  it  being  a  public  purpose  recognized  and  endorsed  by  Section  17  of 
Article  III  of  the  Constitution  :  Provided,  such  an  appropriation  was  not 
prohibited  \n  some  other  section  of  the  Constitution. 

But  by  Section  7,  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution,  such  an  appropriation 
by  a  city  or  town,  or  other  municipal  corporation  is  positively  prohibited 
unless  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  therein. 

The  provisions  of  said  Section  7  are  as  follows  :  "No  county,  city,  town, 
or  other  municipal  corporation  shall  contract  any  debt,  pledge  its  faith,  or 
loan  its  credit;  nor  shall  any  tax  be  levied  or  collected  by  any  officers  of  the 
same,  except  for  the  necessary  expenses  thereof,  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  qualified  voters  therein." 

And  to  make  it  more  certain  that  the  Legislature  should  have  no  authority 
to  interfere  with  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  said  Section  7,  the  framers  of 
the  Constitution  in  Section  14  of  said  Article  VII  provided  that  "the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  have  full  power  by  statute  to  modify,  change  or  abrogate 
any  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  and  substitute  others  in  their 
place,  except  Sections  7,  9  and  13." 

This  last  section  clearly  shows  that  the  framers  of  the  Constitution  did 
not  intend  that  the  prohibition  of  cities,  towns,  &c.,  from  spending  money 
arising  from  taxation  for  any  other  than  the  necessary  expenses,  as  provided 
in  said  Section  7,  should  be  abrogated,  except  by  a  vote  of  the  people. 
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But  again,  there  is  another  view  fatal  to  such  an  appropriation.  The  City 
Charter,  Section  36,  provides  *  *  *  "and  the  Board  shall  contract  no 
debt  of  any  kind  unless  the  money  is  in  the  treasury  for  its  payment,  except 
for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  city  government,  until  the  taxes  for  the 
payment  thereof  can  be  collected." 

I  am  informed  that  there  is  no  money  at  present  in  the  city  treasury  for 
the  payment  of  the  appropriation,  if  made. 

Construing  the  Constitution  as  I  do,  and  from  the  construction  of  similar 
sections  of  other  State  Constitutions  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  several  cases  involving  similar  questions  to  the  one  now  under  con- 
sideration, I  have  been  unable  to  reach  any  other  conclusion  than  that 
announced  above,  to-wit,  the  Board  cannot  legally  make  the  appropriation 
asked  for  the  establishment  of  the  Southern  Exposition  at  Raleigh,  however 
great  the  benefit  might  be  to  the  city  and  State. 

In  considering  these  questions  the  Board  must  be  guided  by  the  principles 
of  the  Constitution  as  much  so  as  the  higher  legislative  and  judicial  branches 
of  the  Government,  and  not  by  the  results  of  making  or  not  making  appro- 
priations which  apparently  would  be  of  great  benefit  if  made.

INVENTORY   OF   CITY   PROPERTY. 

An  inventory  of  city  property  should  be  taken  annually, 
but  this  is  especially  important  at  the  expiration  of  the 
term  of  each  administration. 

This  inventory  will  probably  develop  the  fact  that  the 
actual  value  of  property  owned  by  the  city  is  fully  equal 
to  her  indebtedness.  This  list  of  property  should  be 
carefully  revised  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk. 


In  conclusion,  let  me  thank  you  for  two  years  of  faithful 
work,  rendered  without  compensation  and  without  hope 
of  reward,  other  than  the  thanks  of  an  appreciative 
public,  and  the  satisfaction  of  having  efficiently  dis- 
charged a  public  trust. 

Raleigh  is  to-day,  so  far  as  permanent  public  works 
are  concerned,  the  leader  in  the  State,  and  for  this  exalted 
position  she  is  indebted  to  the  wise,  progressive  and 
careful  management  of  this  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  well 
as  to  the  enterprising  spirit  of  her  people.

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 

of  the  City  of  Raleigh: 

The  Finance  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  tlie  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  city  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  March  1st,  1891  :

On  March  1st,  1890,  the  Treasurer  had  a  balance  on 
hand  of  $24,813.59:  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  he  had 
on  hand  $16,205.53,  against  which  there  are  warrants  out- 
standing of  $734.95. 

The  large  balance  on  hand  March,  1890,  was  on  account 
of  unexpended  balances  from  the  sale  of  street  and  sewer 
bonds,  which  amount  has  been  reduced  this  year  on  account 
of  paving  and  sewers,  and  $1,113.89  of  outstanding  war- 
rants paid. 

There  is  also  a  debt  due  the  Raleigh  Light,  Heat  and 
Power  Company   for  electric   lights   from   December   1st, 
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1889,  to  the  present  time,  the  city  claiming  they  owe  tW(7 
of  the  contract  price  for  these  lights  under  award  of  the 
arbitrators.     This  debt  will  approximate  about  $3,800. 
As  shown  by  the  report  of  the  City  Clerk,  the 

bonded  debt  of  the  city  amounts  to $224,150  00

The  special  deposit  of  $48,700  Raleigh  &  Augusta  stock 
in  the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer  is  gradually  appreciat- 
ing in  value,  and  is  now  worth  probabl}^  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars ($10,000).  The  completion  of  the  Georgia  &  Northern 
Railroad  will  no  doubt  greatly  increase  the  traffic  of  the 
Raleigh  &  Augusta  Railroad,  and  your  Committee  would 
strongly  recommend  that  this  stock  be  held  as  an  invest- 
ment until  it  approaches  its  par  value.

To  the  Hono7-ablc  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

We  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner, showing  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  Street 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  just  closed. 

We  also  offer,  in  obedience  to  a  recent  order  of  the 
Board,  an  inventory  of  all  property  belonging  to  the 
Department. 

We  have  added  during  the  year  a  two-horse  Chapman 
&  O'Neill  Street  Sweeper,  which,  if  freely  used  at  night, 
in  connection  with  the  two  street  sprinklers,  all  the  paved 
streets  can  be  kept  clean  at  a  very  slight  cost. 

All  the  block  paving  proposed  in  our  last  report  has 
been  completed  except  West  Martin  and  Harrington 
streets,  and  this  work  is  now  fairly  under  way,  and  with 
seasonable  weather  will  be  completed  to  the  new  Union 
Passenger  Depot  by  the  time  that  building  is  ready  for  use. 

The  streets  occupied  by  the  street  car  lines  are  not  in 
proper  condition.  The  company  has  recently  changed 
hands,  and  an  electric  road  is  under  consideration  by  Balti- 
more parties,  with  every  assurance  that  the  lines  will  be 
equipped  with  electric  cars  during  the  coming  summer. 
We  recommend  that  in  granting  any  new  franchise  the 
maintenance  of  the  streets  be  carefully  guarded. 

Nothing  has  been  done  on  the  work  of  widening  North 
Salisbury  street,  the  difficulty  beingto  satisfactorily  adjust 
the  damages  to  land  proposed  to  be  condeinned.  An 
amendment  to  the  charter,  secured  from  the  last  Legisla- 
ture, compels  assessors  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
demning land  to  perform  their  duty.  With  the  law  thus 
amended,  it  i^  hoped  that  this  street  will  soon  be  widened 
to  Johnston  street. 
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The  Board  has  ordered  the  widening  of  South  Fayette- 
ville  street  from  South  street  to  the  city  Hmits,  which 
should  be  done  during  the  coming  summer. 

The  extension  of  West  Morgan  street  across  the  Raleigh 
&  Gaston  Railroad  to  the  city  limits  was  also  ordered,  but 
the  work  has  been  stopped  by  the  appeal  of  property 
owners  from  the  allowance  of  the  assessors  for  land  con- 
demned. The  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Railroad  is  under  con- 
tract with  tiie  city  to  build,  free  of  cost  to  the  city,  a 
bridge  across  their  cut  whenever  this  street  shall  be 
extended.  Another  western  outlet  to  the  city  is  much 
needed,  and  this  work  should  be  pushed  forward  without 
delay. 

The  condition  of  many  of  our  streets  during  the  past 
winter  emphasizes  the  former  recommendation  of  this 
Committee  that  work  of  a  more  permanent  character 
should  be  done  on  them,  which  will  necessitate  the  pur- 
chase of  a  stone  crusher  and  road  roller. 

We  call  attention  to  the  danger  of  unprotected  grade 
crossings  of  railroads  in  the  city  limits,  and  recommend 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  requiring  gates  or  flagmen  at 
all  grade  crossings.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  through  you  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  the  following  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Street  Department  under  my  supervision  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  February  28th,  1891  : 

STONE    PAVING 

There  have  been  laid  11,360  square  yards  of  stone  pav- 
ing, and  \,\^6\  linear  feet  of  dressed  and  5,346^  of  rough 
curbing  on  the  following  streets:  On  Martin  street  from 
Wilmington  to  Blount,  on  Wilmington  from  Martin  to 
Davie,  on  Wilmington  from  Morgan  to  Jones,  on  Jones 
from  W^ilmington  to  Halifax,  on  Halifax  from  Jones  to 
the  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Railroad  freight  depot,  and  on  Mar- 
tin from  Fayetteville  to  Salisbury  streets.  Of  this  3,656tV(j 
square  yards  at  $1.20  per  yard,  amounting  to  $4,388.08, 
has  been  done  for  abutting  property-owners,  and  7,70370^ 
square  yards  on  account  of  the  city. 

In  addition  to  the  paving  already  ordered  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  to  be  done  during  the  next  current  year, 
to-wit,  Martin  street  to  the  new  depot,  and  Harrington 
street  from  Martin  to  the  North  Carolina  freight  depot, 
I  would  recommend  the  paving,  as  soon  as  practicable,  of 
Hargett  street  from  Fayetteville  to  Salisbury,  and  from 
Wilmington  to  Blount  streets.  Davie  from  Fayetteville  to 
Salisbury,  and  Morgan  from  Salisbury  to  Wilmington. 

MACADAM. 

On  Hillsboro  street,  from  Saunders  street  to  the  cor- 
poration line,  2,948  square  yards  of  macadamized  roadway 
have  been   laid,  and   1,444  linear   feet   of  curbing.     This 
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work  is  very  unsatisfactory,  although  attention  was  given 
to  make  a  good,  smooth  road  bed.  This  was  the  first 
attempt  at  this  kind  of  road-bed,  and  I  would  recommend 
that  it  be  the  last  until  we  have  all  the  necessary  appli- 
ances for  doing  this  kind  of  work.  To  make  this  class  of 
roadway  serviceable  and  permanent  it  is  necessary  to  have 
a  suitable  stone  crusher  and  sufficiently  heavy  rollers  to 
set  the  stone  at  the  several  stages  of  the  work;  and  future 
attempts  to  do  this  work  under  present  unfavorable  con- 
ditions will  be  a  failure.  The  conditions  under  which  this 
work  was  done  were  such  that  I  could  not  keep  an  exact 
account  of  its  cost.  I  can  only  say  that  it  so  closely 
approximates  the  cost  of  our  rubble  block  pavements 
($1.20)  per  square  yard,  including  curbing,  and  the  quality 
of  the  work  so  inferior  to  the  block  pavement,  that  the 
city  cannot  afford  to  do  such  work  under  the  same  con- 
ditions as  this  was  done. 

CULVERTS. 

The  stone  work  on  culverts  has  been  as  follows: 

New  culverts 3^327  cubic  feet. 

Paving  culvert  bottoms 412  square  yards. 

Covering  culverts 888       "  " 

In  addition  to  the  above,  483  feet  of  terra-cotta  pipe 
have  been  laid  for  culverts  at  various  points;  102  feet  of 
lO-inch  pipe,  193  feet  of  12-inch  pipe,  62  feet  of  15-inch 
pipe,  126  feet  of  18  inch  pipe. 

The  order  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  extending  North 
street  from  West  to  Saunders  streets  necessitated  the  con- 
struction of  a  culvert  seventy-three  feet  long,  three  feet 
wide  and  three  and  a  half  feet  deep  in  the  clear,  with  walls 
two  feet  thick.  This,  with  the  necessary  retaining  walls, 
required  2,606  cubic  feet  of  stone. 

STONE   WALLS. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty-three  cubic  feet  of  new  retain- 
ing walls  have  been  built,  and  all  required  repairs  made 
to  the  old  ones. 
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STONE   CROSSINGS. 

Thirty-six  new  stone  crossings,  aggregating  1,148  linear 
feet,  have  been  laid,  and  ten  old  ones  taken  up  and  relaid. 

BRIDGES    AND    TRUNKS. 

Thirteen  new  foot-bridges  and  one  new  wagon  bridge 
have  been  put  down,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-three 
foot  and  twenty  wagon-bridges  repaired. 

Sixteen  new  wood  trunks  have  been  laid  and  twenty- 
one  old  ones  repaired.  These  wooden  trunks  are  being 
supplanted  by  terra-cotta  pipes  wherever  practicable. 

PUMPS. 

The  number  of  pumps  in  the  city  is  sixty-eight,  all  in 
good  condition.  Eight  new  pump  platforms  have  been 
made  and  thirteen  repaired.  Thirteen  wells  have  been 
cleaned,  and  248  feet  of  new  pump-stock  put  in.  The 
cost  of  keeping  up  the  pumps  this  year  has  been  $431.77. 

QUARRY. 

No  stone  has  been  quarried  during  this  year.  The 
stone  which  has  been  used  for  culverts,  crossings,  walks, 
&c.,  has  been  that  which  we  had  on  hand  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  The  work  of  this  year  has  exhausted  this 
supply,  and  it  becomes  a  necessity  to  resume  work  at  the 
quarry,  or  to  purchase  stone  elsewhere.  To  work  the 
quarry  economically,  it  is  necessary  that  a  steam  pump 
be  used  for  keeping  it  clear  of  water. 

PARKS. 

Moore  and  Nash  Squares  are  being  gradually  improved. 
Both  have  been  well  stocked  with  trees  and  evergreens  of 
different  kinds.  Moore  Square,  since  it  was  graded,  has 
been  well  set  in  clover  and  other  grasses,  furnishing  a 
large  supply  of  forage  for  the  city.     In  a   few  years  the 
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trees  will  have  attained  sufficient  growth  to  afford  abun- 
dance of  shade,  and  the  land  will  be  in  splendid  condition 
to  be  converted  into  lawns.  It  is  with  regret  that  I  must 
report  that  many  of  the  trees  and  shrubbery  are  constantly 
being  destroyed  by  boys  by  cutting  and  otherwise 

STREETS. 

Other  than  the  paved  streets,  our  thoroughfares  have 
been  in  as  bad  if  not  worse  condition  than  for  many  years. 
In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  the  then  good  condition 
of  the  streets  was  not  due  to  my  work,  but  to  the  phe- 
nomenally dry  winter.  During  this  past  winter,  from  Jan- 
uary to  March,  therainfall  has  been  almost  unprecedented, 
and  the  consequence  is  that  the  twenty  or  more  miles  of 
streets  that  were  dug  up  for  water  and  sewer  lines  and 
service  connections  therewith  have  been  much  of  the  time 
barely  open  for  travel.  But  even  this  temporary  incon- 
venience has  had  its  good  results.  The  very  thorough 
wetting  which  these  streets  have  had  has  settled  the  dirt 
so  that  in  future  they  can  be  kept  in  better  condition. 
With  the  street  scrapers  I  will  be  able  in  a  very  few  days 
to  have  them  all  in  good  order. 

The  disbursements  on  account  of  streets  for  the  fiscal 
year  have  been  $23,340.58.  Of  this  amount  $13,632  was 
expended  on  account  of  paving,  of  which  $4,388.08  will 
be  returned  to  the  treasury  by  owners  of  abutting  prop- 
erty for  whom  paving  was  done. 

We  started  the  year  with  cash  on  hand  to  credit  of  pav- 
ing account  $11,380.90  and  $6,096.80  owing  by  property- 
owners,  with  $1,800  worth  of  blocks  and  curbing  on  hand 
that  had  been  paid  for.  This  year  $13,632  has  been 
expended  for  paving,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of 
street  account  of  $7,839  owing  by  citizens  for  whom  pav- 
ing was  done. 

The  object  and  method  of  working  and  improving  steets 
at  this  time  difTer  so  greatly  from   the  "good  old  ways," 
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and  our  citizens,  keeping  pace  with  the  improvements,  are 
demanding  in  the  way  of  streets  very  much  more  than 
the  city  can  give  without  the  aid  of  improved  machinery. 
For  instance,  with  a  quarry  at  hand  almost  inexhaustible, 
it  is  only  available  for  small  work,  owing  to  the  expense 
of  keeping  the  water  down  and  moving  the  stone  solely 
by  hand.  To  get  out  large  quantities  of  rock  for  mac- 
adamizing road-beds,  we  must  have  steam  for  running 
pumps  and  power  for  moving  the  stone,  a  steam  crusher 
for  reducing  the  stone  and  a  heavy  roller  for  setting  the 
work  when  put  down  upon  the  streets.  For  working  dirt 
streets  the  scraper  purchased  several  years  ago  is  indis- 
pensable. With  four  horses  and  two  men  it  will  do  the 
work  of  fifty  men,  and  do  it  better.  The  one  we  have  is 
insufficient  for  the  demar.d.  I  recommend  that  another 
be  purchased,  which,  with  the  one  we  have,  will  enable 
me  to  put  this  class  of  streets  in  good  condition  early  in 
the  spring  and  keep  them  so  all  the  time  at  a  very  small 
expense  as  compared  to  work  done  by  pick  and  shovel. 

The  constant  rains  of  the  past  winter  have  permitted 
but  few  opportunities  to  test  and  appreciate  the  good 
work  of  the  street  sweeper.  With  it  I  hope  to  have,  at 
all  tirnes,  our  paved  streets  free  as  possible  from  dust  and 
all  offensive  matter.

of  the  City  of  Raleigh. 

Gentlemen: — We  have  the  pleasure  of  laying  before 
you  the  full  and  comprehensive  report  of  our  ef^cient 
Chief  of  Police,  and  invite  your  careful  attention  to  the 
same.  In  his  report  he  makes  one  suggestion  especially 
which  should,  at  an  early  day,  be  carried  into  effect,  namely, 
the  appointment  of  two  more  night  patrolmen.  For  the 
better  protection  of  the  city,  the  preservation  of  the 
peace,  &c.,  two  more  men  are  needed,  and  we  join  with 
the  Chief  of  Police  in  recommending  the  appointment  of 
these  men  for  night  duty  at  once. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  the  chair- 
nian  of  each  Committee  was  requested  to  take  an  inven- 
tory of  all  property  owned  by  the  city  which  was  under 
the  control  of  said  Committee.  The  Police  Committee, 
after  careful  investigation,  find  that  $5  will  more  than 
cover  the  value  of  all  property  within  its  jurisdiction. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  196  arrests  less 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  revenue  collected  by  the  Police  Department  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  ending  February  28th,  1891,  was  $1 1,127.34. 
From  an  examination  of  the  reports  for  the  last  five  years 
we  find  that  the  receipts  in  this  Department  are  steadily 
increasing.  Rent  from  Metropolitan  Hall  has  yielded  a 
net  income  of  $1,057.80  for  the  past  year. 
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This  Committee  would  be  neglecting  its  duty  did  it  not 
say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  splendid  police  force  we 
have  at  the  present  time.  The  entire  police  force  is  com- 
posed of  gentlemen  who  hold  and  deserve  the  confidence 
and  esteem  of  the  entire  community.  They  are,  at  all 
times,  courteous  and  considerate  in  enforcing  the  laws. 
They  are  vigilant  and  faithful  ofBcers,  one  and  all.  The 
Chief  is  universally  regarded  the  best  that  can  be  had. 

In  conclusion,  it  gives  your  Committee  pleasure  to  state 
that  the  equipment  and   general   appearance  of  the  force 
reflects  credit  upon  the  city  and  police  force.

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  requirements!  here- 
with submit  my  report  of  the  Police  Department  of  the 
city  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28th,  1891. 

With  two  exceptions  the  organization  of  your  police 
force  remains  as  at  last  report.  By  resignation,  ofificers 
Hogue  and  Jones  retired,  and  their  places  have  been  filled 
by  the  election  of  ofificers  Alderson  and  Upchurch.  The 
force  at  this  time  consists  of  the  following:  Sergeant  C.  H. 
Llewellyn,  Sergeant  J.  D.  Thompson,  Patrolmen  T.  B. 
Alderson,  J.  A.  Bashford,  J.  W.  Beasley,  F.  A.  Belvin, 
G.  M.  McCullers,  G.  A.  Strickland,  M.  Thompson,  G.  C. 
Upchurch,  W.  W.  Willis,  W.  A.  Woodall.  And  though 
our  force  is  small  in  numbers  it  can  well  be  said  it  stands 
in  the  front  rank  of  efificiency  and  vigilance.  With  the 
territory  to  patrol  and  the  many  and  various  duties  they 
are  called  upon  to  perform,  it  would  be  a  hard  matter  to 
select  a  better  force. 

The  limited  number  of  the  patrol  force,  particularly  for 
night  service,  is  rapidly  becoming  more  apparent  to  our 
more  thoughtful  citizens.  While  there  are  few,  if  any, 
cities  of  the  size  of  Raleigh  covering  so  great  an  area  that 
are  more  quiet  and  orderly,  still  it  is  but  just  that  every 
portion  of  the  city  should  have  equal  protection  at  all 
times.  This  cannot  be  done  with  so  small  a  night  force. 
Organized  bands  of  sneak-thieves  and  house-breakers  are 
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ever  on  the  lookout  for  growing  cities  with  small  night 
patroling  police  forces,  and  one  raid  by  such  would  be 
sorely  felt  in  our  city  with  but  five  officers  doing  night 
duty.  With  our  present  population  and  thirty-seven  miles 
of  streets,  each  police  officer  of  the  night- force  is  the  cus- 
todian of  the  peace  and  quietness  of  3,000  citizens,  and, 
as  such,  must  patrol  seven  and  two-fifths  miles  of  street. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  and  ordinary  police  duties, 
more  strictly  speaking  his  criminal  business,  he  is  expected 
to  look  after  the  city's  interest  in  regard  to  street  lights, 
keep  a  sharp  lookout  for  violations  of  sanitary  laws  (many 
of  which  are  committed  aftet  night),  taking  up  straying 
animals,  watching  unknown  and  suspicious  characters,  and 
ever  on  the  lookout  for  the  first  indication  of  a  fire.  All 
these  demand  an  increase  of  the  police  force  of  your  city, 
and  I  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  two  more 
men  be  appointed  for  night  duty. 

The  good  order  of  the  city  during  the  past  year  has 
been  unheard  of,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  arrests  which  your 
police  have  made.  As  against  the  1,196  arrests  made  the 
year  ending  February,  28th,  1890,  this  report  shows  but 
1,000  for  all  causes,  as  follows:

The  system  of  water-works  supplying  the  city  has  a 
daily  capacity  of  4.000,000  gallons.  The  pressure  is  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  pounds,  according  to  location  of 
hydrants.  In  case  of  emergency,  the  pressure  can  be 
increased  from  eighty-five  to  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
pounds.  There  are  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  public 
and  four  private  double  fire  hydrants,  two  and  one-half 
inch  openings.

RECOMMENDATIONS   AND    SUGGESTIONS. 

1.  That  1,000  feet  of  hose  be  purchased.  Some  now  in 
service  is  unfit  for  duty;  in  many  localities  long  lines  of 
hose  will  be  required  to  reach  from  nearest  hydrant  to  fire. 

2.  That  Section  8,  Chapter  4,  City  Ordinances,  regulat- 
ing fire-escapes,  be  enforced  or  repealed. 

3.  That  each  hose  company  be  supplied  with  shut-ofY 
nozzles  and  some  serviceable  device  for  holding  play  pipes. 
There  should  be  two  for  each  company. 

4.  That  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  be  supplied 
with  fire-harness.  This  is  necessary,  and  should  not  be 
delayed. 

5.  That  each  hose  company  be  supplied  with  fifty  feet 
of  i^  inch  hose  and  small  play  pipes  to  prevent  loss  from 
water. 

6.  That  the  Rescue  steamer  be  overhauled  and  equipped 
with  new  suction  pipe,  valves,  &c.;  not  now  in  fit  condi- 
tion for  good  work. 

7.  That  a  sufficient  number  of  tap-bells  be  purchased 
and  placed  in  houses  of  a  few  members  of  each  company 
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living  near  the  fire-alarm  lines.  The  result  would  undoubt- 
edly be  to  increase  attendance  and  to  save  time  at  night 
fires. 

8.  That  a  key  be  attached  to  each  fire-alarm  box.  This 
is  an  important  chan;,;c,  and  should  receive  the  Commit- 
tee's prompt  attention. 

9.  That  a  three  or  four  circuit  repeater  be  placed  in  the 
fire-alarm  system.  This  will  divide  the  circuit  into  three 
or  four  separate  systems,  and  in  case  of  accident  to  one 
the  other  two  will  be  ready  for  service. 

10.  That  four  fire-alarm  boxes  are  neetled  to  be  placed 
in  certain  localities  now  without  this  protection. 

I  I.  That  a  fire-alarm  box  be  placed  at  police  headquar- 
ters, and  so  arranged  as  to  ring  the  number  of  any  box  in 
the  city. 

GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  past  year  has  illustrated  that  the  success  of  our 
department  must  be  attributed  to  quick  work.  The  appa- 
ratus is  as  light  as  is  consistent  with  safety;  the  harness 
and  mode  of  hanging  is  of  the  latest;  the  horses  are  good; 
the  drivers  more  expert  ;  the  members  of  the  department 
use  better  judgment,  and  as  a  whole,  quick  action  governs 
everybody  and  everything. 

It  is  to  continue  this  work,  and  even  better  it,  where 
possible,  that  I  suggest  that  keys  be  placed  on  each  fire- 
alarm  box  and  tap  bells  be  put  in  the  houses  of  a  few 
members  of  each  compan}'. 

I  have  carefully  considered  and  investigated  what  good 
and  bad  virtues  the  placing  of  keys  on  boxes  has  in  it, 
and  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  this  change  should  be 
made.  One  trouble  only  can  present  itself,  that  of  "false 
alarms."  A  strict  law,  rigidly  enforced,  will  put  a  stop  to 
such  offences  The  great  benefit  to  be  derived  will  be 
saving  time  in  getting  the  key  and  turning  in  an  alarm. 

Volunteer  fire  departments,  as  a  rule,  are  much  slower 
in  getting  to  work  after  bed-time  than  during  the  day. 
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Our  apparatus  is  always  promptly  on  hand,  but  sometimes 
it  happens  at  night  that  not  enough  men  are  present  to 
properly  perform  required  duties.  Therefore  the  sugges- 
tion to  put  tap-bells  in  the  houses  of  members  of  compa- 
nies, which  will  result  in  great  good.  A  few  members  at 
their  own  expense  have  put  these  bells  in  their  houses, 
and  they  are  invariably  the  first  to  respond  to  an  alarm  of 
fire  at  night.  Every  possible  means  should  be  used,  every 
device  employed,  that  will  save  time  in  arriving  at  a  fire 
and  getting  to  work — hence  these  suggestions,  which,  if 
agreed  to  and  ordered,  while  costing  little,  will  accom- 
plish much.  The  other  suggestions  mentioned  are  each 
worthy  of  your  careful  consideration. 

The  fire-alarm  telegraph  should  be  improved  by  putting 
in  a  three  or  four  circuit  repeater,  thereby  decreasing  the 
possible  chance  of  the  alarm  system  becoming  disabled. 
Alarm  boxes  should  be  added  to  each  year.  The  more 
boxes  the  quicker  an  alarm  can  be  sent  in.  The  first 
investment  is  all  the  cost.  There  are  many  localities 
needing  this  protection,  one  which  every  citizen  appre- 
ciates. 

The  new  hook  and  ladder  truck,  named  "  W.  R.  Wom- 
ble,"  after  the  zealous  chairman  of  your  Committee,  was 
put  in  commission  July  ist,  1890.  It  is  a  steel  frame  city- 
service  truck,  first  class  in  every  particular,  fully  equipped 
with  215  feet  of  ladders,  including  one  sixty-five  foot 
Bangor  extension  ladder;  also  two  pompier  scaling  lad- 
ders, two  fire-extinguishers,  and  a  complete  assortment 
of  valuable  fire  fighting  tools.  It  is  a  handsome  piece  of 
apparatus,  and  the  ofificers  and  men  of  the  company  com- 
manding it  are  intelligent  and  hard  working  firemen. 

There  has  been  ordered  for  the  Rescue  Company  a  two- 
horse  wagon  with  all  the  best  of  modern  improvements, 
which  will  make  it  quick  and  easy  to  operate.  It  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  service  about  the  15th  of  May 
next.     This  company  has    been    using  an  ordinary  one-

horse  wagon  since  their  reel  broke,  and  has  worked  under 
disadvantages.  The  new  wagon  will  carry  r,ooo  feet  of 
hose,  and  thus  equipped,  this  old  and  always  reliable  com- 
pany will  be  in  first-class  shape  to  battle  against  fires. 
Always  good  firemen  and  hard-working,  this  new  piece  of 
apparatus  will  only  add  to  their  efficiency. 

The  wagon  of  the  Capital  Hose  has  been  changed  from 
one  to'twohorse  ;  carries  i,ooo  feet  of  2^  inch  hose  and 
50  feet  of  I J  inch  hose;  has  two  first  class  horses,  and  is 
otherwise  thoroughly  equipped.  This  company  of  young 
firemen  are  active  and  quick,  taking  much  interest  in  their 
organization,  and  are  always  on  hand  when  called  for  duty. 

On  March  ist,  by  order  of  your  committee,  I  transferred 
the  two-horse  reel  from  the  Rescue  Company  to  the  Vic- 
tor Company,  and  located  the  company  at  the  corner  of 
Davie  and  Salisbury  streets.  Tiiis  reel  carries  1,000  feet 
of  hose,  and  is  a  serviceable  piece  of  apparatus.  The 
Victor  Company  is  composed  of  colored  men.  They  are 
under  fine  discipline;  are  hard  and  effective  workers,  and 
deserve  at  the  hands  of  the  city  every  encouragement 
possible  to  give  them.  I  expect  much  good  work  from 
this  company,  now  that  it  has  horse  apparatus. 

The  members  of  the  Bucket  and  Ladder  Company  (col- 
ored) have  little  to  do.  Their  truck  is  useless  for  fire 
service,  and  it  is  not  possible  for  them  to  render  the 
department  any  considerable  a'd.  The  members  are  will- 
ing and  anxious  to  be  piaced  in  condition  to  perform  effi- 
cient duty.  They  are  as  capable  of  good  work  as  they 
are  willing  to  perforn::  it. 

This  department  thus  equipped — one  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  two  two-horse  wagon'^,  one  two-horse  reel,  each  with 
1,000  feet  of  hose,  and  two  hand  reels  with  500  feet  of 
hose  each  (kept  in  reserve  with  steamer  and  hand-engine), 
and  properly  supplied  with  fire  fighting  tools,  with  a  com- 
plete and  reliable  system  of  fire-alarm — needs  only  your 
encouragement,  the  support  from  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
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that  it  deserves,  and  the  good  will  of  the  citizens  to  make 
it  more  efficient. 

During  the  past  year  the  Independent  Reel  Company, 
using  a  hand  reel,  was  disbanded.  There  was  no  necessity 
for  the  company. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldtrmen  our  thanks  are 
due  for  the  liberal  support  given  this  department,  and 
also  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  for  their  inter- 
est in  our  success  and  desire  to  aid  us. 

I  desire  personally,  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Assistant 
Chief  J.  R.  Ferrall,  whose  faithful  and  intelligent  discharge 
of  duty  made  easier  the  performance  of  mine. 

To  Foremen  Lumsden  and  Woolicott  I  am  under  obli- 
gations for  taking  charge  of  this  department  during  the 
absence  of  the  Chief  and  Assistant  Chief. 

To  the  of^cers  and   members  of   the  Fire   Department 
for  their  active  interest,  obedience  to  orders  and  prompt 
response  to  alarms,  are  my  thanks  most  heartily  extended.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  in  making  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  1891,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

Since  our  meeting  one  year  ago  no  marked  changes  or 
improvements  have  been  made. 

We  feel  glad  to  say  that  thelong  and  much  needed  repairs 
to  our  market  that  have  been  recommended  for  some  years 
past  have  reached  a  definite  shape,  and  we  now  state  that 
the  plans  for  remodeling  our  market  have  been  adopted 
by  your  Committee,  and  we  are  now  awaiting  the  plans  and 
specifications  of  the  architect,  after  which  we  wish  to  put 
out  said  contract,  and  earnestly  hope  that  the  same  will 
not  be  stopped  until  completed. 

The  rents  of  the  market  for  the  past  year  amounted  to 
$2,703.10,  a  small  sum  less  than  last  year  in  consequence 
of  the  Board  refusing  to  rent  two  restaurants  in  the  base- 
ment on  account  of  the  offensive  odor  above. 

The  value  of  our  market  building  isestimated  at$42,ooo, 
and  when  the  repairs  are  completed  as  per  plans,  &c.,  we 
will  have  an  elegant  market  in  looks  and  convenience. 

The  management  of  our  market,  under  the  control  of 
our  ver}'  competent  and  efficient  keeper,  Mr,  Weather- 
spoon,  has  been  good  and  very  gratifying  to  your  Com- 
mittee.

of  the  City  of  Raleigh  : 

Since  our  last  report  of  Pullen  Park,  we  have  been 
improving  it  as  our  small  amount  of  money  would  allow. 
The  grass  that  we  seeded  was  almost  a  failure,  owing  to 
the  severe  cold  weather  following  causing  the  seed  to  be 
frozen  out. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Pullen  has  built  on  the  hill  above  the  fountain 
a  large  pavilion,  forty-eight  feet  across,  which  adds  greatly 
to  the  looks  of  the  park,  at  a  cost  of  $346.50 

The  fountain  is  kept  supplied  with  water  from  the  pond 
below. 

Through  our  most  worthy  Congressman,  the  Hon.  B.  H. 
Bunn,  we  received  a  nice  lot  of  Japanese  carp  for  the  pond 
and  fountain,  which  adds  to  its  beauty. 

We  built  a  nice  small  house  on  the  Avent  Ferry  road 
in  the  park  ground,  where  the  keeper  lives.  It  is  a  three- 
room  house  with  porch  in  front  and  piazza  on  the  back; 
the  whole,  painted,  at  a  cost  of  $350,  which  your  Com- 
mittee think  was  very  cheap. 

We  have  also  placed  in  the  park  seven  (7)  new  wooden 
and  six  (6)  new  iron  benches  for  the  accommodation  of 
visitors. 

A  lady  friend,  Mrs.  Moffat,  presented  the  park  with  a 
nice  lot  of  lilies  and  shrubbery,  which  are  growing  finely. 
We  have  also,  a  nice  lot  of  choice  pond  lilies  of  all  varieties 
from  our  worthy  friend,  from  Franklin  County,  Mr.  Ben. 
Perry. 

We  have  had  the  park  plowed  over;  set  out  about  250 
nice  trees  and  shrubs  of  different  kinds,  and  had  about 
one-half  of  the  trees  manured. 

On  January  5th,  we  purchased  a  fine  five-year  old  mule 
for  use  at  the  park  at  a  cost  of  $145. 
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We  want  during  this  spring  to  have  about  two  hundred 
yards  of  ditching  done  to  drain  sonae  low  ground  near  the 
branch,  which  will  give  a  nice  meadow  from  which  enough 
feed  can  be  saved  to  supply  team  employed  during  the 
entire  year,  as  well  as  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of 
the  park.  • 

Nash  Square  is  leased  out  to  Mr.  Steinmetz  for  a  term 
of  years.  During  the  year  we  have  placed  eighteen  nice 
iron  seats  in  the  square,  which  is  a  great  convenience  to 
its  visitors. 

Moore  Square  is  under  the  control  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner.    It  is  in  a  fine  condition.

In  regard  to  the  City  Cemetery,  we  have  had  the  fence 
on  the  Hargett  street  and  East  street  sides  painted,  and 
the  sidewalks  put  in  good  condition. 

We  would  suggest  and  advise  that  the  dividing  fence 
on  the  east  and  also  on  the  north-west  part  of  the  grounds 
be  repaired  and  put  in  a  serviceable  condition  as  early  as 
possible. 

Mount  Hope  Cemetery  for  the  colored  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing a  beautiful  cemetery.  We  have  had  it  connected  with 
the  Raleigh  Water-works  system  as  a  means  of  watering 
the  flowers  and  grass  plots. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  fifty  seven  interments 
made  in  the  City  Cemetery,  and  one  hundred  and  forty- 
six  at  Mount  Hope  Cemetery. 

In  the  City  Cemetery  is  the  tomb  of  the  late  John  Rex, 
which  was  in  a  very  bad  condition.  We  have  had  it 
rebricked  and  the  marble  slab  nicely  cleaned.  The  tomb 
is  now  in  a  reasonably  good  condition. 

The  sextons  of  both  cemeteries   keep  the  grounds  in 
excellent  condition,  and,  in  all  particulars,  have  performed 
their  duties  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner.

We,  the  Trustees  of  Rex  Hospital,  herewith  submit  our 
annual  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
fund  in  our  charge,  with  a  schedule  of  the  assets,  to  March 
2d,  1891. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  fund  has  increased  from  $24,- 
41 5.87,  the  balance  on  hand  March  ist,  1890,  to  $27,332.62; 
and  it  is  believed  that  these  latter  figures  about  represent 
the  present  value  of  the  assets,  as  the  uncollected  interest 
due  on  some  of  the  mortgage  securities,  of  which  the  fund 
largely  consists,  is  quite  equal  to  the  amount  of  small 
notes  for  rent  of  land  now  and  heretofore  reported  in  the 
list  of  securities,  and  which  are  believed  to  be  uncol- 
lectible. The  legitimate  increase  of  the  fund  is  now  nearly 
$2,000  annually.  It  was  larger  last  year  in  consequence 
of  payment  of  arrears  of  interest,  which  was  greater  than 
usual  at  last  report  on  account  of  the  partial  failure  of  the 
cotton  crop  of  1889.  Among  the  assets  is  to  be  found  an 
item  of  $3,180,  representing  the  price  bid  by  the  Trustees 
for  a  tract  of  212  acres  of  land  near  Raleigh,  sold  on  fore- 
closure of  the  mortgage  of  W.  J.  W.  Crowder  and  wife 
under  a  judgment  of  court.  The  land  is  now  rented  to  a 
good  tenant  for  one-fourth  of  the  crop,  and  will  be.  sold 
as  soon  as  practicable.  * 

As  heretofore,  the  securities  are  on  deposit  in  the  Citi- 
zens National  Bank,  and  can  be  inspected  by  a  committee 
of  your  body,  which  may  be  appointed  for  the  purpose 
at  any  time. 
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While  it  is  apparent  that  the  fund  is  not  yet  large  enough 
to  build  and  maintain  a  hospital  such  as  was  probably  con- 
templated by  Mr.  Rex,  it  may  be  worth  while  for  your 
honorable  body  to  consider  whether  it  is  not  expedient 
for  the  city  to  supplement  it  by  an  annual  appropriation, 
so  as  to  make  it  available  for  the  purpose  for  which  that 
benefactor  intended  it.

Gentlemen: — With  much  gratification  and  pride  the 
Local  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  of  Raleigh  submits  its 
second  annual  report,  covering  its  work  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  February  28th,  i89[. 

This  Board  of  Health  is  gratified  at  the  good  which  has 
been  accomplished  during  this  the  second  year  of  its 
existence,  and  proud  of  having  accomplished  so  much, 
and  in  so  satisfactory  a  manner,  at  so  little  expense,  the 
only  expense  attached  to  the  Local  Board  of  Health  hav- 
ing been  an  allowance  of  two  hundred  dollars  made  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Health  and  the  nominal  salary  of  fifteen 
dollars  a  month  allowed  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

WHAT    WE   NEED. 

The  experience  of  the  past  year  teaches  us  that  it  is 
high  time  we  were  falling  into  line  with  the  sanitary  work 
of  other  progressive  cities,  and  have  turned  over  to  this 
Board  of  HealtJi  all  sanitary  work  which  at  present  is  dis- 
tributed and  devolves  upon  separate  and  different  branches 
of  the  city  government  and  others,  viz.,  the  removal  from 
the  city  of  the  night-soil  from  surface  privies,  and  the 
garbage  from  the  streets  and  store-houses.  It  is  at  present 
ineffectually  done  by  reason  of  the  multifarious  duties  of 
the  Street  Commissioner,  and  from  the  want  of  proper 
transportation  for  its  removal. 
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No  vaults  or  cess-pools  are  permitted  within  the  city 
limits,  and  but  very  few  of  the  surface-privies  are  required 
by  ordinance  to  be  provided  with  proper  receptacles  for 
the  excrement  (the  tub  system  being  mostly  in  use)  in 
which  the  abundant  use  of  dry  earth  or  fine  coal  ashes  is 
made  obligatory.  The  present  method  of  removing  night- 
soil  consists  of  private  contract  with  public  draymen,  no 
fees  being  fixed  by  law,  and  parties  only  availing  them- 
selves of  this  means  when  compelled  to  do  so  by  notifica- 
tion from  the  police  force. 

THE    MARKET. 

Under  ordinance,  this  Board  has  a  general  supervision 
over  the  market,  and  during  the  year  four  separate  lots  of 
meats  have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  food,  the  sale  of 
which  was  promptly  prohibited  by  the  Mayor. 

I  would  suggest  that  an  ordinance  be  enacted  to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  milk  and  butter  from  establishments 
which  are  not  properly  maintained  and  conducted  under 
the  best  of  sanitary  protection. 

OUR   WATER   SUPPLY 

is  both  adequate  for  all  domestic  purposes  and  a  purely 
potable  water.  It  is  under  the  surveillance  of  the  Board 
of  Health,  whose  authority  is  sufficient  under  statutory 
law  of  the  State  to  abate  any  nuisance  upon  the  water- 
shed of  the  supplying  stream  or  any  of  its  tributaries. 

OUR   SEWER   SYSTEM 

marks  an  important  era  in  the  sanitary  history  of  our  city, 
to  say  nothirig  of  the  comfort  afforded  our  citizens  by  its 
construction.  As  an  evidence  of  its  appreciation  ninety- 
nine  service  connections  were  made  during  the  past  year. 
(See  Exhibit  M,  report  of  the  Clerk.)  No  complaints  have 
been  lodged  in  this  department  touching  the  inefficiency 
of  the  ventilation  of  our  sewer  system.

VITAL    STATISTICS. 

For  full  information  regarding  our  losses  and  gains  from 
mortality  and  births,  carefully  tabulated  statistics  are 
hereto  appended  in  th?  report  of  H.  H.  Roberts,  Clerk  to 
this  Local  Board  of  Health. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  visited  the  city  during  the 
winter.     While  it  was  very  general,  it  was  not  at  all  latal. 

The  record  of  deaths  shows  that  the  ordinary  causes  of 
mortality  alone  have  been  active.  Over  half  of  the  deaths 
for  the  year  have  been  from  four  groups,  viz.,  consump- 
tion, acute  lung  diseases,  diarrhoeal  diseases,  and  typhoid 
fever.  Of  this  latter  disease  we  had  sixteen  deaths  during 
the  last  year  against  twelve  the  preceding  year,  and  twenty- 
four  the  year  before. 

In  the  registration  of  births  the  number  reported  is 
inaccurate,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  the  first  year  that  effort 
has  been  made  to  collect  such  statistics  as  an  ofTset  to  our 
losses  by  mortality,  and  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  get 
the  physicians,  who  are  more  or  less  always  busy,  to  make 
prompt  returns,  and  it  being  an  entirely  new  thing  to  the 
midwives,  who  are  mostly  uneducated  colored  women,  who 
fail  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  such  registration.  As 
time  advances,  both  physicians  and  midwives,  realizing 
the  importance  of  the  collection  and  registration  of  such 
statistics,  are  making  more  prompt  returns,  and  at  the 
close  of  the  next  fiscal  year  I  feel  convinced  we  can  ofTer 
you  an  accurate  statement  of  our  human  income. 

Our  statement  of  mortality  is  absolutely  accurate  and 
has  been  for  some  time,  and  our  annual  death  rate  com- 
pares favorably  with  any  other  city  in  the  Union,  This 
is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  speaking  volumes  in  favor 
of  our  climate,  and  to  induce  us  to  return  thanks  to  the 
All  wise  dispenser  for  immunity  from  the  ravages  of  fatal 
epidemics,  for  be  it  rem.embered  that  Raleigh  has  not 
suffered  from  any  epidemic  disease  of  a  fatal  character  for 
the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 
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I  would  suggest  that,  as  the  mortality  in  our  crowded 
cities  has  been  notably  lessened  by  the  increased  number 
of  hospitals  and  other  charitable  institutions  for  the  care 
of  their  sick,  I  believe  with  the  city  hospital  properly  con- 
structed and  managed,  as  contemplated  by  the  suggestions 
of  our  Mayor  in  his  annual  message,  our  death-rate  would 
be  diminished  thirty-three  per  cent,  if  not  more,  for  our 
exhibit  shows  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  come 
from  among  the  colored  people  whose  habitations  are  any- 
thing else  but  healthy,  and  whose  crowded  rooms  preclude 
proper  care  and  nursing. 

To  our  Clerk  and  Registrar,  whose  services  have  always 
been  available  and  prompt,  and  whose  work  has  been  done 
in  a  neat,  business  like  and  comprehensive  a  manner,  we 
heartily  return  our  thanks.

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  your 
schools  for  the  year  ending  March  6th,  1891  :

The  enrollment  in  the  white  schools  is  about  the  same 
as  last  year,  being  1,035  against  1,043  !  a  decrease  of  eight. 
The  enrollment  in  the  colored  schools  is  1,394  against 
1,375  '  an  increase  of  nineteen. 

The  schools  have  suffered  greatly  during  the  session  by 
reason  of  irregular  attendance,  there  being  a  falling  off  of 
about  twelve  per  cent,  from  last  year  in  the  white  schools. 
This  is  to  be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  we  have 
suffered  from  the  worst  epidemic  of  measles,  it  is  said, 
that  has  ever  been  known  in  this  city,  otherwise  the  daily 
attendance  would   probably  have   been  what  it  was  the 
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previous  year.  Making  all  due  allowance  for  sickness, 
however,  the  attendance  is  not  now  and  never  has  been 
what  it  should  be.  The  best  results  can  never  be  secured 
as  long  as  there  are  any  pupils  who  are  careless  about  this 
matter.  Irregular  attendance  on  the  part  of  any  child 
not  only  injures  that  child,  but  also,  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  interferes  with  the  progress  of  the  whole  class. 

The  disciphne  of  the  schools  has  steadily  improved,  and, 
as  a  general  rule,  is  now  good  throughout  the  schools  of 
the  township. 

For  several  years  past  there  has  been  a  strong  plea  for 
a  breaking  away  from  the  strict  grading  that  has  been  a 
leading  feature  in  graded  schools,  thereby  abolishing  the 
strongly  marked  divisions  between  the  grades,  anci  giving 
the  very  widest  latitude  to  every  teacher.  The  plan 
appeared  to  possess  much  merit,  and  seemed  to  promise 
much  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools.  After  careful 
and  patient  trial,  however,  I  am  satisfied  that  a  closely 
graded  course,  assigning  a  certain  definite  amount  of  work 
to  the  pupils  in  each  grade,  year  by  year,  is  the  very  best 
thing  that  can  be  devised  for  our  public  schools.  I  think 
that  the  teachers  like  this  plan  better  and  do  more  work 
and  better  work  in  a  given  time  when  they  know  just  what 
will  be  required.  I  have  devoted  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  a  thorough  revision  of  our  course  of  study,  and 
expect  to  be  able  to  complete  the  work  in  a  short  time. 
With  a  course  of  study  plainly  mapped  out,  the  measure 
of  success  of  each  teacher  should  be  determined  by  the 
results  of  the  examination  of  their  pupils.  Promotion  at 
the  end  of  the  year  can  also  be  made  with  much  more 
safety  than  when  a  fixed  standard  is  wanting. 

Any  system  of  schools  is  open  to  much  criticism,  and 
to  much  just  criticism,  because  it  is  merely  the  result  of 
the  labors  of  men  and  women  whose  judgment  is  very 
often  at  fault,  and  whose  best  endeavors  toward  the  goal 
of  a  high  ideal  not   infrequently  produce  results  that  are 
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far  from  satisfactory.  I  presume  that  this  is  the  experi- 
ence of  almost  every  teacher.  Perhaps  the  greatest  pos- 
sible mistake  is  for  teachers  to  attempt  to  make  use  of  a 
method  which  they  do  not  heartily  endorse.  A  poor 
method  followed  faithfully  and  enthusiastically  is  far 
preferable  to  a  much  better  one  unappreciated  and  mis- 
applied. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  public  school  funds  will  be  some- 
what increased  by  the  recent  action  of  the  Legislature. 
From  present  indications  there  will  not  probably  be  any 
material  increase  in  the  enrollment  in  the  schools  in  the 
near  future.  I  suggest,  therefore,  that,  after  our  present 
indebtedness  is  paid,  you  create  a  sinking  fund  with 
what  money  can  be  spared  by  this  increased  State  tax  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Murphey  school,  for  which  you  now 
pay  an  annual  rental  of  nine  hundred  dollars.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate that  our  schools  receive  but  twenty-six  per  cent, 
of  the  county  common  school  fund,  although  the  tax- 
able property  of  Raleigh  township  is  fifty-eight  per  cent, 
of  the  taxable  property  of  the  whole  county.  There  is, 
however,  I  presume,  no  remedy  for  this  state  of  things, 
and  no  blame  to  be  attached  to  anyone  therefor. 

I  respectfully  recommend  a  reduction  in  the  number  of 
holidays.  Our  schools  are  not  yet  open  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  days  in  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  teach- 
ers for  their  faithful  and  self-sacrificing  labors,  and  to  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy.
